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The  Vohune  now  presented  to  the  Club,  embraces  the  concluding  portion 
of  the  Recorded  Proceedings  of  the  Gteneral  AasembUes  of  the  Ghnrch  of 
ScotlMid,  held  within  the  period  contemplated  in  the  present  Work.  Its 
dehrery  haa  been  retarded  by  accidental  circumstances,  in  themselTes  of 
little  importance ;  but  the  delay  has  afforded  an  opportunity  m(  rendering 
this  compilation  somewhat  more  accurate  and  complete. 

The  Index  to  the  entire  Work  has  been  compiled  bj  Mr.  Datid  Meek, 
with  that  extreme  accuracy  and  exact -knowledge  of  the  early  history  of  the 
Scottish  Church,  for  which  he  has  been  so  long  distinguished.  It  may  be 
proper  to  mention,  that  the  additions  and  corrections  to  the  Index  were 
chiefly  owing  to  his  great  anxiety  to  render  it  more  perfect,  from  new 
sources  of  information  which  became  available  after  the  sheets  had  been  sent 
to  press.

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THE  PREFACE. 


In  presenting  to  the  Club  these  remains  of  the  Recorded  Proceed' 
ings  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  dunng  the  first  half  century  after 
the  Reformation,  it  may  be  fit  to  offer  some  explanation  of  the 
causes  of  their  imperfect  state;  and  not  uninteresting  to  trace 
the  successive  dangers  and  escapes  through  which  the  original 
muniments  had  passed,  down  to  the  period  when  there  is  too  much 
reason  to  beliere  they  were  left  to  perish  in  the  conflagration  of 
the  Houses  of  Parliament  in  the  year  1834. 

The  duty  of  recording  the  proceedings,  and  St&raing  the  Renters 
of  the  General  Assemblies  of  the  Chiuch,  was  from  the  first  entrusted 
to  an  o£Bcer  regularly  elected ;  to  whom  also  was  committed  their  ordi- 
nary custody.*    In  these  Registers  was  embodied  the  most  authentic

in  order  was  Mr  John  Gray,  whose  appointment  was  probably  coeval  with  the  first 
General  Assembly  in  1560.  In  the  IU$;ister  of  lUmisterB,  &c.  1567,  (printed  for  the 
JUaitland  Club,)  there  is  the  following  entiy,  which  shews  that  his  seirices  were  not 
entirely  gratuitoos : — "  Mr  John  Gray,  Keipar  of  B^istre  of  Ministers  thair  Stipendis, 
"  Extractor  thairo^  and  Clerk  of  the  Generale  Assembleis  and  Keipar  of  the  Begistre 
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evidence  of  the  original  constitution  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  of  its  practical  administration  under  the  guidance  of  those  ' 
able  and  distinguished  men  by  whose  exertions  and  influence  its 
reformation  had  been  achieved.  To  their  well-known  importance 
in  that  view,  have  been  mainly  owing  the  perils  and  injuries  to 
which  these  records  have  been  exposed. 

During  the  first  twenty  years  after  the  Reformation,  the 
prevailing  current  of  opinion  in  favour  of  the  Presbyterian 
polity  had  been  litUe  disturbed,  and  the  Registers  of  the  Church 
appear  to  have  remained  in  the  custody  of  the  proper  officer; 
but  in  the  course  of  the  subsequent  struggles  for  the  re-es- 
tablishment of  Episcopacy,  they  acquired  a  sinistrous  interest, 
and  by  some  disorderly  means  had  passed  into  other  hands, 
from  which  they  were  ultimately  rescued  with  no  little  diffi- 
culty. Although  ignorant  as  yet  of  the  injuries  they  had 
sustained,  and  even  uncertain  into  whose  hands  they  had 
fallen,  the  leaders  of  the  Church  became  anxious  to  recover 
the  possession  of  these  records,  and  to  replace  them  under 
the  care  of  their  own  officers.  Accordingly,  in  the  General  As- 
sembly held  in  May  1586,  two  of  the  members  were  "directit 
"  to  the  Kings  Majestie  to  solicite  the  redelyverance  of  the  same, 
"  [and]  retumit  his  Hienes  answer.  That  they  sould  be  delyverit 
"  to  the  Clerk  ilk  day  during  the  Assemblie,  but  at  evin  they 

"  of  the  same,  in  recompense  of  his  labouris  bigane  and  to  cum,  ij*"  ti."  In  1574,  Mr 
James  Ritchie  was  elected  his  successor,  and  sworn  into  the  office  with  great  solemnity. 
On  his  decease  in  1596,  Mr  Thomas  Nicolson,  advocate,  (and  Commissary  of  Aber- 
deen,) was,  by  a  plnraJi^  of  votes,  chosen,  Ewom,  and  admitted ;  and,  with  some  tem- 
porary interruptions,  retained  ihe  office  till  1618,  when,  on  his  "  dimission,"  Mr  James 
Sandilands  was  received  in  his  place.  In  1638,  Mr  Archibald  Johnston,  (afterwards 
better  known  as  Lord  Wariston,)  was  elected  Clerk  by  the  General  Assembly  held  at 
Glasgow;   and  to  him  succeeded  Mr  Andrew  Eer,   who  survived  the  Restoration 
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"  sould  be  in  the  ha&ds  of  the  Lord  Privie  Seale  quhiU  the  end 
"  of  the  said  As^mblie ;  betwixt  and  quhilk  day  bis  Majestic 
"  wald  be  present  bimselfe."  This  strange  reserve  in  permitting  (P.  647.) 
to  the  Church  the  custody  and  use  of  her  own  Records,  was  ap- 
parently intended  to  elude  the  detection  of  the  frauds  practised  by 
those  into  whose  hands  they  had  fallen ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  it 
well  harmonized  with  the  favourite  views  of  the  King  in  asserting  a 
civil  supremacy  over  the  ecclesiastical  establishments  of  the  country. 

In  the  Assembly  held  in  June  1587,  "the  King's  Commissioners 
'*'  having  offered  their  concurrence  in  recovering  the  Roisters,  if  it 
**  might  be  known  in  whose  hands  they  were ;  and  the  Moderator 
•*  having  desyrit  the  brether  that  could  give  any  light  in  this  matter 
"  to  manifest  the  same,"  it  was  ascertained  that  they  were  then  in  (P.  686.) 
the  possesion  of  Patrick  Adamson,  Archbishop  of  St  Andrews :  and 
the  royal  authority  having  been  obtained  in  aid  of  that  of  the 
Church,  to  compel  their  production,  it  would  appear  that-  in  the 
first  instance  they  had  been  given  up  to  the  Lord  Secretary; 
and  afler  much  hesitation  and  cavil,  there  was  '*  at  length  presentit 
"  to  the  sight  of  the  kirk  fyve  volumnes  of  thair  Actis,  quherof 
"  a  great  part  being  mankit,  and,  after  the  sight  thereof,  being 
^  redelyverit, — the  faaUl  brether  ordunit  ane  heavie  regrate  to 
**  be  made  to  his  Majestic  in  article,  lamenting  the  away  tak- 
*'  ing  and  mutilating  of  the  saids  Bookes,  and  to  crave  that  the 
"  same  may  be  restored,  and  also  that  the  saids  Bookes  may  be 
"  ddyverit  in  the  Kirks  hands,  to  remane  with  them  as  their 
"  awne  Register,  nameUe  in  respect  of  the  answ^  retumit  from 
«  my  Lord  Secretar,  that  his  Majesties  will  was,  that  the  Kirk  sould 
"  have  inspection  thereof  as  they  had  adoe  presently,  and  to  ^ve 
"  them  up  againe."  (P.  697.) 

The  restoration  of  the  mutilated  parts  of  the  Registers,  was 
unhappily  no  longer  possible ;  but  the  stor^'  of  this  disgraceful 
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proceeding  seems  to  have  been  first  disclosed,  in  the  year  1591, 
in  the  humiliating  confessions  elicited  from  Amhbishop  Adamson 
by  the  Provincial  Synod  of  Fife.  He  there  ventures  to  assume  to 
himself  the  credit  of  having  saved  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly from  the  flames,  to  which  they  were  destined  by  the  Earl  of 
Arran  ;  but  confesses,  that  **  upon  a  certain  day  in  Falkland,  before 
"  they  were  delivered  to  the  Kings  Majestie,  the  Bishop  of  N.  ac- 
"  companied  with  Mr  Henry  Hamiltoune,  rent  out  some  leafes,  and 
"  destroyed  sic  things  as  made  aganis  our  estate,  and  that  not 
"  without  my  awne  speciall  allowance."  * 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt,  that  prior  to  the  date  of  these 
disclosures,  the  Registers  of  the  Church  had  been  r^laced  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Church,  nor  does  it  appear  that  any 
further  attempts  were  then  made  to  disturb  their  legitimate  custody. 
But  hazards  of  another  kind  were  awaiting  them.  On  the  over- 
throw of  the  Presbyterian  polity  in  fhe  year  1606,  its  muniments 
were  no  longer  regarded  as  of  dangerous  importance  ;  and  for  more 
than  tJiirty  years  they  appear  to  have  been  neglected  and  lost  sight 
of  by  the  Church.      The  period  however  was  fast  approaching

It  has  been  supposed  that  the  person 
here  alluded  to  was  David  Cuningham,  who  had  been  preierred  to  the  Bishoprick  of 
Aberdeen  in  the  year  1577.  The  extent  of  the  mischief  thus  practised  has  not  been 
exactly  ascertuned,  but  the  indications  of  this  rough  process  of  castration  -will  be  found 
in  the  following  woi^  at  pages  417,  424,  461,  465,  474. 
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when  a  due  sense  of  their  importance  was  to  revive ;  and  very 
serious  alarms  for  their  safety  had  begun  to  prevail,  when,  to  the 
surprise  of  all,  the  greater  part  of  them  was  brought  to  light  in 
the  General  Assembly  held  at  Glasgow  in  the  year  1638.  Of  that 
unexpected  and  joyous  event,  the  contemporary  historians  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  have  been  ansious  to  preserve  the  minute  and 
interesting  details.  *  It  may  here  suffice  to  state,  that  by  the  suc- 
cessful exertions  of  Mr  Archibald  Johnston,  who  had  been  then 
chosen  Clerk  of  the  Church,  and  who  was  destined  to  act  a  still 
more  prominent  part  in  after  life^  the  greater  part  of  the  Regbters 
prior  to  1590  had  been  traced  and  found  in  the  hands  of  private 
individuals,  officially  connected  with  Mr  Thomas  Nicolson,  the  last 
regular  ■  Clerk,  in  whose  possession  they  had  been  left  after  his 
**  dimission"  in  1618.  Those  only  of  subsequent  date  had  been 
received  by  his  successor  Mr  James  Sandilands,  whose  son,  an  un- 
successful candidate  for  the  clerkship,  surrendered  them  to  the 
Assembly. 

On  the  part  of  the  Royal  Commissioner,  there  was  shown  an  evi- 
dent disinclination  to  recognise  the  authenticity  of  these  records;  but 
to  put  an  end  to  all  doubts  on  that  head,  the  books  were  subjected 
to  a  minute  and  careful  scrutiny,  by  a  Committee  of  distinguished 
members ;  whose  elaborate  report,  proving  them  to  be  **  true,  famous 
and  authentick  registers  of  the  Kirk,"  was  ultimately  approved  by 
an  unanimous  decision  of  the  Assembly.  (App.  p.  xxm.) 

Of  these  more  ancient  records  there  were  in  all  five  volumes ; 
four  of  which  were  found  to  contain  the  original  record  of  the  As- 
sembly's Proceedings  from  1560  to  1590;  with  the  exception  of 
that  fix>m  March  1572  to  March  1573,  and  of  that  from  July  1580 
to  October  1583.     The  former  of  these  was  recovered  and  pro-

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(App.  P.XXVI1I,)  duced  to  the  next  General  Aaaembly  held  in  1639 ;  of  the  other  no 
trace  appears  ever  to  have  been  found.  *  That  loss  however  was 
supplied  by  a  fifth,  what  is  described  as  the  "  greatest  volume,"  and 
which  proved  to  be  a  well-authenticated  "  duplicate"  of  the  entire 
series  of  proceedings  prior  to  the  year  1590. 

From  the  state  of  safe  custody  to  which  they  were  thus  once  more 
restored,  the  records  of  the  Church  were  doomed  to  be  again  with- 
drawn, at  the  disastrous  period  of  the  English  invasion  in  1650. 
After  several  transfers  from  place  to  plac^  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
seek  a  shelter  for  them  in  the  fortress  of  the  Bass :  in  April  1651  a 
requisition  was  sent  to  the  keeper,  "  that  the  Bass  might  be  made 
"  secure  for  the  Renters,  as  it  had  been  in  a  former  day  of  calamity;" 
and  as  a  further  pi«caution  against  the  accidents  of  war,-  it  was 
"  agreed  that  the  great  voliune,  being  a  duplicate  of  some  of  the  rest," 
should  be  sent  to  the  castle  of  Dunottar,  to  which  the  Regalia  of  the 

(App.  p.  XXIX.)  Kingdom  had  been  carried.  But  neither  the  Regalia,  nor  "  the 
great  volume,"  were  very  long  considered  as  in  a  place  of  safety ; 
and  on  the  authority  of  a  letter  from  certain  members  of  the  Com- 
mission of  the  Church  assembled  at  Aberdeen,  on  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember 1651,  the  Register  in  question  was  delivered  to  the  Earl  of 
Balcarras,who  had  been  the  High  Commissioner  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly held  at  St  Andrews  in  the  preceding  month  of  July.t  The  more 
important  portion  deposited  in  the  fortress  of  the  Bass,  fell  soon  after- 
wards into  the  hands  of  the  English  invaders,  and  was  removed  from 

*  From  the  proceedings  in  the  Assembly  1638,  given  is  Uie  Appendix,  it  appears 
that  these  missing  Tolunes  were  supposed  to  be  in  the  hands  of  Archbishop  Spottis- 
vood,  who  is  stated  by  Lord  Rothes  to  have  obtained  from  the  king  a  wammt  to 
demand  tiiem  from  Nicolson,  the  former  clerk,  and  from  whom  the  later  volumes  after 
1590  were  obtiuned  by  SandiUnds.

27,  1652, — "  That  Major-Cxeneral  Dean  cause  the  public  Records 
**  o£  the  Kirk,  taken  in  the  said  isLe,  [the  Bass,]  to  be  packed  up  in 
"  cask  and  to  be  sent  to  the  Tower  of  London,  there  to  remain  in 
**  the  same  custody  that  the  other  Records  that  come  from  Scot-

In  1657,  Sir  Archibald  Johnstoun,  Lord  Wariston,  in  virtue  of 
his  office  of  Clerk  Register,  was  successful  in  obtaining  &om  the 
Protector's  Council  a  warrant  for  restoring  to  Scotland  such  of  the 
public  Records  **  as  concern  private  men's  cases  and  interests  only  ;" 
but  all  those  "  of  a  pubhc  nature"  were  retained  till  the  period  of 
the  Restoration.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  his  ardent  zeal  in 
the  service  of  the  Kirk  would  not  allow  him  to  be  inattentive  to  the 
fate  of  these  Registers ;  but  of  the  means  or  the  time  of  their  actual 
release  from  the  Tower,  no  disHnct  traces  have  been  found.  They 
do  not  appear  to  have  been  included  among  the  R€Cords  surren- 
dered in  1657,  of  which  a  full  Inventory  is  preserved ;  and  although 
it  might  be  presumed  that  they  were  sent  back  to  Scotland  in  Sep- 
tember 1660,  along  with  the  other  PubHc  Records  of  the  Kingdom, 
yet  no  distinct  traces  of  their  existence  or  subsequent  Jkte  have  been 
found.  The  possibility  of  their  retention  in  England,  for  reasons 
similar  to  those  which  prevented  the  transfer  to  Scotland  of  the  Acts 
and  Proceedings  of  Parliament  during  the  Civil  War,  might  have  left 
a  glimpse  of  hope  for  their  ultimate  recovery,  had  not  the  recent 
arrangement  of  the  Records  in  the  State  Paper  Office,  and  at  the 
Tower,  precluded  every  chance  of  their  being  yet  discovered  in 
those  repositories.  Whether  these  Registers  of  the  Church  may  not 
have  formed  a  part  of  the  Records  that  were  lost  at  sea  on  the  voy- 
age to  Scotland  in  1660,  must  remain  a  matter  of  mere  conjecture^ 
as  there  exists  no  satisfactory  evidence  of  what  was  included  in  that 
unfortunate  cargo.     If  it  be  supposed  barely  possible  that  they 
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were  brought  back  to  Scotland,  the  only  conjectuial  alternative 
which  remains  is,  that  they  may  have  perished  in  the  great  fire  at 
Edinburgh  in  the  year  1701,  which  consumed  a  large  mass  of  con- 
sistorial  and  ecclesiastical  records.* 

The  other  portion  of  the  Churdi's  muniments  which  had  been 
transferred  to  the  castle  of  Dunnottar  in  1651,  and  afterwards  placed  , 
in  the  hands  of  Lord  Balcarras,  there  seems  reason  to  believe,had  been 
committed  by  him  to  the  custody  of  Mr  Andrew  Ker,  the  successor 
of  Lord  Wariston  in  the  Clerkship  of  the  General  Assembly,  and 
on  his  death,  had  passed  into  the  possession  of  his  brother  and  heir, 
Mr  Robert  Ker.  After  the  death  of  the  latter  in  1 677,  they  are  said  to 
have  been  discovered  in  his  private  repositories,  either  in  consequence 
of  some  previous  information  conveyed  to  the  Government,  as  stated 
by  Bishop  Keith,t  or  more  probably  by  the  officers  of  the  Commissary 
Court,  in  the  course  of  their  official  researches.  How  they  afterwards 
came  into  the  po^ession  of  Paterson,  Bishop  of  Edinburgh,  does  not 
appear ;  but  in  his  hands  they  were  retained,  after  the  re-establish- 
ment of  Presbytery  in  1689 ;  and  in  disregard  of  unquestionable  legal 
rights  and  obligations,  he  appears  to  have  treated  them  as  articles  of 
merely  antiquarian  curiosity,  and,  as  such,  to  have  presented  or  be- 
queathed them  to  the  Honourable  Archibald  Campbell,  an  eminent 
virtuoso  in  his  day,  and  afterwards  a  titular  bishop  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  of  Scotland.    Bishop  Paterson  died  in  1708;  and  it  is  remark-

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able  that  twenty  years  afterwards,  the  fact  that  those  were  genuine 
Registers  of  the  Kirk  seems  not  to  have  been  ascertained.  In  a  letta 
from  Mr  Robert  Wodrow  to  LordGrange^  written  apparently  inl728, 
after  alluding  to  the  Manuscripts  collected  by  Creole  Bidpath,*  it 
is  added*  *'  He  pretended  to  have  our  original  Acts  of  Assembly,  as  I 
"  hear  Mr  An^bald  Campbell,  Lord  Niel's  son,  pretends  his  copy  is 
"  likewise  an  original  record."  This  uncertainty  may  help  in  some 
d^ree  to  account  for  the  tardiness,  if  not  inditifereni^,  which  the 
leaders  of  the  Church  had  hith^to  shown  in  vindicating  their  just 
rights,  and  compiling  the  restoration  of  an  unquestionable  portion 
o€  the  PuUic  Records  of  the  Kingdom. 

At  length,  however,  the  authenticity  of  the  Registers  in  the  hands 
of  Mr  Campbell  appears  to  have  been  ascertained,  and  on  the  part 
of  the  Church  a  negociati<ni  was  set  on  foot  for  Uieir  recovery,  of 
vdiich  some  valuable  traces  are  preserved,  but  which  is  said  to  have 
&iled  in  consequence  of  the  extravagant  and  preposterous  conditions 
proposed  by  that  eccentric  person.  I  Beside  the  payment  of  a  sum 
of  money  as  the  price  of  their  own  property,  which  was  considered 
as  excessive,  it  was  to  be  an  indispensable  preliminary  that  the  books 
should  be  printed  under  his  own  superintendence,  to  the  absolute 
exclusion  of  any  revisal  by  any  member  of  the  EstaUished  Church. 
The  rejection  of  such  conditions  can  excite  no  surprise ;  but  it 
may  well  be  wondered  at,  that  there  the  matter  should  have  been 
suffered  to  rest,  and  that  no  legal  measures  for  compelling  the 
restitution  of  the  property  ^ould  have  been  adopted.     To  these

of  movement  incident  to  such  bodies,  or  from  some  ill-advised  dis- 
trust of  their  own  rights,  the  Church  does  not  appear  to  have 
made  any  effort,  or  bestowed  any  serious  thought  on  the  sub- 
ject, till  nearly  a  century  after,  when  the  R«verend  Dr  Lee, 
now  the  Principal  of  the  Univeraity  of  Edinburgh,  b^^  to 
rouse  the  attention  of  his  brethren  to  the  assertion  of  their  long 
neglected  claims.  The  strict  justice  of  these  he  was  most  eminent- 
ly qualified  to  illustrate  and  enforce ;  and  for  his  zealous  and  l&- 
borious  services  in  the  cause,  he  well  entitled  himself  to  the  thanks 
of  successive  Assemblies  of  the  Church.  It  can  never  cease  to  be 
matter  of  deep  regret,  that  his  exertions  had  not  secured  a  timely 
and  more  strenuous  support ;  and  ihat  regret  is  embittered  by  the 
consideration  that  the  first  practical  step,  and  the  expected  prelude, 
to  a  full  vindication  of  the  Church's  right  to  these  Records,  was 
doomed  to  become  the  immediate  cause  of  their  loss. 

In  the  year  1834,  in  pursuance  of  an  Order  of  a  Select  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons  on  Church  Patronage,  Dr  Lee, 
Dr  Welsh,  and  Principal  Macfarlan,  accompanied  by  Mr  James 
Chalmers,  *  obtained  access  to  the  Library  of  Sion  College,  and 
(App.  p.  XXXIII.)  reported  that  "  th^  had  inspected  three  books  in  manuscript, 
"  bearing  to  be  records  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  General 
"  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scodand  from  1560  to  1616 :" — 
"  and  that  in  their  opinion  these  Records  were  the  genuine  and 
"  authentic  Renter  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly 
"  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  for  the  above  period."  Under  an- 
other Order  of  the  Committee,  these  volumes  were  reluctantly 
dragged  from  their  place  of  deposit,  and  produced  by  one  of

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the  officers  of  the  CoU^ ;  who  was  inlbimed  "  that  the  Committee 
**  wished  the  books  to  lie  upon  the  Table  for  their  inspection,  and 
**  that  the  Committee  would  send  to  him  when  they  wished  them  to 
*'  be  letumed/'*  The  consequence  of  this  resolution  seems  to  be 
but  too  well  ascertained.  By  a  sad  oversight  the  books  were  suffer- 
ed, at  the  dose  of  the  Session,  to  remain  in  the  Committee  Room, 
and  that  part  of  the  buildings  was  burnt  down  on  the  16th  day  of 
October  ensuing.  (App.  p.  ixxtc.) 

The  books  thus  destroyed  were  three  in  number.  The  first,  em- 
bracing the  Proceedings  of  General  Assemblies  from  December  20. 
1560  to  March  1589,  was  unqu^tionably  the  same  "greatest  book" 
produced  by  Wariston  in  the  Assembly  1638;  as,  independently 
of  certain  coincidences  observed  by  Dr  Lee,  it  contained  an  attes- 
tation in  the  hand-writing,  and  with  the  well  known  signature  o£ 
Wariston,  as  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  that  it  had  been  received  and 
acknowledged  as  an  authentic  register.  The  two  other  volumes, 
containing  the  Proceedings  of  General  Assemblies  from  1690  to 
1616,  were  in  all  probability  the  same  that  were  presented  to  ^e 
Assembly  in  1638,  by  Sandilands,  the  son  of  the  last  Clerk  c£  the 
Cfaurdi  within  the  period  to  which  they  relate.  (App.  p.  zzxrm.) 

The  great  importance  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Reformed  Church 
of  Scotland  to  the  illustration  of  the  constitutional  and  generd  his- 
tcwy  (^the  kingdom,  had  not  escaped  the  early  attention  of  the  Ban- 
natyne  Club ;  and  in  the  absence  of  other  means  of  ^ving  publicity 
to  the  genuine  records  of  the  Church,  the  project  was  gravely  enter- 
tained of  undertaking  that  national  work.  The  &tal  catastrophe  €€ 
1834  terminated  that  more  ambitious  scheme ;  and  there  only  re- 
mained the  plan  here  adq>ted  of  retrieving,  from  such  secondary

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sources  as  yet  exist,  the  broken  and  disjointed  fragments  of  the 
original  Registers.  Imperfect  though  they  certainly  are,  two  of 
these  sources  are  here  deserving  of  particular  notice. 

1.  From  an  early  period  it  became  an  object  of  importance  to 
select  from  the  general  renters  of  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of 
the  Church,  such  parts  as  were  calculated  to  illustrate  and  explain 
the  principles  of  its  constitution,  and  to  regulate  its  ordinary  admi- 

(F.  325.)  nistration.  As  early  as  1574,  a  Committee  of  Members  was  ap- 
pointed "  to  take  travell  in  visiting  and  perusing  of  the  Acts  of  the 
"  Assembly ;  to  mark  and  note  sick  as  are  general,  that  thereafter 
"  they  may  be  drawn  and  extracted  out  of  the  Books,  that  all 

(P.  566.)  "  pretext  of  ignorance  may  be  tane  away."  Again  in  1582,  the  As- 
sembly "  ordaines  Mr  [John]  Craig  to  lay  an  order  for  collecting  the 
"  Acts  of  the  Kirk  betuixt  and  the  nixt  Assemblie.'*  In  1583,  •*  Anent 
"  the  travels  taken  be  Mr  Craige  in  collecting  and  disposing  the  Acts 
"  of  the  Assemblie,"  certain  brethren  are  ordained  "  to  consider  and 
"  oversee  the  samine,  and  to  retume  their  opinion  back  to  the 
"  Assemblie  :*'  and  in  the  same  Assembly,  "  anent  the  labours  taken 
*'  be  Mr  John  Craige  in  collecting  of  the  Acts  of  the  Assemblie, 
"  seing  the  great  travels  tane  be  him  for  the  weale  of  the  sam^  not 
*'  without  the  singular  fruit  and  profite  of  the  whole  brethren,  to 
"  the  effect  the  same  may  be  absolved  and  brought  to  perfection,  it 
"  is  thought  good  that"  the  Commissioners  "  travel  in  perusing  the 
"  whole  work,"  and  assist  in  the  full  completing  thereof, — "  that 
"  the  judgment  of  the  next  General  Assemblie  may  be  had  there- 
(P.  624, 628.)  "  upon."  And  in  the  following  Assembly,  held  in  the  same  year, 
the  Commissioners  report  that  they  "  had  considered  the  travels  of 
"  Mr  Craig  in  the  Acts  of  ihe  Kirk,  and  that  in  his  labours  God 
*'  was  to  be  praised  :  yet  some  things  they  had  noted,  wherewith 
"  they  desired  he  sould  conferr,  and  thereafter  proceed  with  him  in 
'*  &rther  reasoning," 
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Of  the  praiseworthy  labours  of  Mr  John  Craig,  nothing  more 
appears  till  the  year  1593,  when  the  following  entry  occurs :  "  Anent  ^p  g^^^ 
"  the  Actis  of  the  Kirk :  That  everie  Presbyterie  may  be  the  better 
**  instructit  therin,  the  Eirk  hes  ordinit  Mr  James  Carmichaell,  quha 
"  has  alreddie  tane  sum  panels  in  correcting  therof,  to  perfyte  the 
"  work,  and  to  pres^it  the  same  to  the  next  General  Assemblie  of 
"  the  Kirk."  And  again,  in  the  Assembly  of  1595,  **  Anent  the  ^^p,  gge.) 
**  Actis  of  the  Assemblie :  The  brother  has  ordainit  that  the  samein 
"  be  sichtit,  and  speciall  Acts  for  practise  of  the  Kirk  be  extractit 
"  and  joinit  with  the  Booke  of  Discipline,  to  be  publischit  either 
**  in  wryte  or  print,  that  none  pretend  ignorance  therof,  and  to  this 
"  effect  to  concurre  with  the  Clerk,  Mrs  Robert  Pont,  Thomas 
"  Buchannan,  James  MelviU,  Johnstoun,  and  James  Carmichael."* 
Here  we  find  no  distinct  allusion  to  the  previous  labours  of  Mr 
John  Craig ;  but  having  evidently  had  the  same  object,  it  may  be 
presumed  that  those  of  Mr  James  Carmichael  and  his  coadjutors 
consisted  of  a  revisal,  perhaps  enlargement,  and  continuation  of  the 
former,  t 

That  these  careful  compilations  should  have  been  afterwards 
entirely  lost  sight  of,  is  highly  improbable ;  and  as  there  still  exist 
various  copies  of  sudi  an  abridgment,  to  which  has  been  usually 
given  Uie  title  of  "  the  Book  of  the  Universal  Kirk  of  Scotland,"  it 
seems  no  very  hazardous  conjecture,  that  these  may  be  transcripts 
of  the  work  of  Carmichael,    continued    to  the  termination  of

Presbyterian  goranment  in  1606.  The  copy  preserved  in  the 
Advocates  Library  appears  to  be  a  manuscript  of  the  early  part 
of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  contains  proceedings  of  Assem- 
blies  down  to  the  year  1616,  including  most  of  those  that  were 
condemned  as  unlawful  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1638.  It  has 
been  adopted  as  the  mmn  ground-work  of  the  present  collection,  and 
has  been  found  on  collation  to  admit  of  little  correction  or  im- 
provement firom  any  other  copy.  When  the  larger  volume  from 
which  it  must  have  been  compiled,  was  examined  by  Dr  Ijee 
(App.  p.  xiiT.)  in  1834,  he  found,  on  a  random  calculation,  that  it  contained 
more  than  thrift  the  quantity  of  matter  preserved  in  "  the  Book 
of  the  Kirk ;"  but  of  what  that  larger  quantity  chiefly  consisted, 
he  had  not  an  opportunity  of  ascertaining,  further  than  that  the 
Record  "  contained  a  great  mass  of  information  in  a  more  comfdete 
'*  and  certainly  in  a  more  correct  form  than  any  thing  that  has  been 
**  exhibited  in  any  of  the  publications  which  he  had  ever  seen." 

2.  In  aid  of  the  **  Book  of  the  Kirk,"  and  for  the  enlaigement 
of  its  contents,  the  Ecclesiastical  History  of  David  Calderwood  has 
proved  of  most  important  use.  It  would  be  here  out  of  place  to 
enter  into  any  detailed  account  of  that  valuable  work.  It  was 
undertaken,  if  not  originally  under  the  express  authority,  yet  with 
the  entire  approbation  of  the  Church ;  and  as  the  Records,  re- 
covered in  1638,  were  completely  accessible  to  the  author,  it  is 
evident  that  he  had  made  a  dihgent  use  of  his  opportunities,  and 
had  not  confined  his  researches  to  any  of  the  abridgments  which 
were  then  extant.  His  quotations  from  the  Beg^ters  of  the  Assem- 
bly are  very  copious,  and  in  the  present  work  have  been  interwoven 
with  the  contents  of  the  Book  of  the  Kirk,  but  never  without  in- 
dicating the  source  from  which  they  have  been  derived,  by  includ- 
ing them  within  brackets,  with  the  initial  letter  of  the  author's 
name.   The  great  value  of  Calderwood's  work  has  been  long  known. 
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and  iti  complete  publication  from  the  origind  manuscript,  now  in 
the  British  Museum,  has  been  one  of  the  meritorious  labours  of 
the  Wodrow  Society.  The  extracts  introduced  into  the  present 
otdlection  have  been  taken  fitnu  a  transcript  of  the  original,  made 
Sat  the  use,  and  under  the  inspection  of  Mr  Robert  Wodrov,  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  Chnrdi  of  Scotland. 

It  has  been  the  object  and  anxious  wish  of  those  to  whom  the  con- 
duct of  this  work  was  entrusted,  to  preserve  every  fi^gment  of  genuhie 
iec(»d  that  could  be  discovered.  For  that  purpose  the  historical 
wdrks  of  Knox,  of  Melville,  of  Spottiswood,  of  Petrie,  of  Row,  and 
others,  hare  been  carefully  examined,  and  various  corrections  and 
additions  have  been  obtained,  which,  like  those,  from  Calderwood, 
have  been  invariably  indicated  by  the  initial  letters  of  their  re- 
spective names.  In  further  illustration  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Church,  several  public  documents,  taken  from  the  Roasters  of  the 
Secret  Council  and  other  authentic  sources,  have  been  introduced 
at  their  proper  places  in  the  order  of  time,  and  will  be  found  to  add 
to  the  historical  interest  of  these  volumes. 

In  the  selection  and  transcription  of  nearly  the  whole  of  its  ma- 
terials, and  in  the  various  researches  essential  to  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  work,  the  Club  has  to  acknowledge  its  deep  obliga- 
tions to  the  Reverend  William  Beattie  Smith,  A.M.,  Chaplain  to 
the  Garrison  of  Edinburgh  Castle,  whose  zealous  and  long  sustained 
exertions  could  have  been  prompted  only  by  a  deep  feeling  of  in- 
terest in  the  object  to  which  they  were  directed.  That,  after  aU, 
some  things  may  have  escaped  his  researches,  is  far  &om  impos- 
sible ;  that  some  few  notices  have  been  introduced  which  were  not 
stricdy  within  the  proper  scope  of  the  work,  will  not  escape  the 
obeervation  of  a  critical  reader ;  but  on  the  whole,  it  is  scarcely  to 
be  hoped  that  a  more  extensive  view  of  the  actual  proceedings  of 
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the  Presbyterian  Church,  during  the  period  which  it  embraces,  can 
now  be  attained. 

It  only  remains  to  be  stated,  that  the  proper  contents  of  what 
has  been  usually  entitled  the  Book  of  the  Universal  Kirk  of  Scot- 
land, may  bo  said  to  terminate  with  the  General  Assembly  appointed 
to  be  held  at  Aberdeen  in  the  year  1604 ;  and  that  the  Assemblies 
which  follow,  from  1606  to  1618,  whose  proceedings  have  been  here 
retained  as  necessary  to  complete  the  historical  series,  were,  on  the 
(App.  p.  iLu.)  restoration  of  Presbytery  in  1638,  "  condemned,  and  declared  every 
"  one  of  them  to  have  been  from  the  banning,  unfree,  unlawfid, 
"  and  null,"  for  reasons  which  are  recorded  at  length  in  the  Acts 
of  that  Assembly.

Thkit  the  Toicea  of  the  haOI  Assemblie  wer  craTed  anent  the  electionn  of  a  Clei^ 
and  fifr  Archibald  Johsetonn  wes  chosin  be  the  uurerBall  consent  of  all  except  one, 
and  wes  admittit  Clerk  Tnto  the  Assemblie  ad  vitam,  and  Tnto  all  the  richtes,  fies,  and 
priviledgeB  pert^ning  to  ane  Clerk  off  before,  to  be  eztendit  at  large ;  who,  efter  the 
acknowledgement  of  the  weichtines  of  the  charge,  and  his  insufKciencie  for  it,  im- 
braced  it,  as  haveing  a  calling  from  God  and  the  honourable  Assembhe.  The  Ma- 
Senior  desired  to  be  informed,  if  anie  more  wes' requisite  for  his  adnoissioiui,  hot  a 
solemne  oath  of  his  fidelitie  and  diligence.  JSr  Jobne  Kow  ansuered,  Nothing  &rder, 
but  that  be  soold  Imngfborth,  keip  and  [ureserre  the  Registers  of  the  Church,  at  leist 
80  manie  as  sail  come  in  his  haadis,  eeii^  pitifol  experience  could  shew  how  these 
Registers  had  been  marred  in  former  tjmes.  Then  Mr  Archibald  gave  an  solemne 
oath  of  his  fidelitie  and  dil^;ence  and  conscioos  keeping  and  use  making  of  all  Regis- 
ters ;  and  documents  was  taken  of  his  acceptance  and  admission.  The  Moderator  said, 
that  the  books  and  acts  of  all  former  Assemblies  should  be  produced  and  putt  in  Master 
Archibald's  hands.  JiSr  Thomas  Sandilands  ansuered,  that  he  had  receaved  no  R^isterE 
from  his  &ther,  but  onlie  two  bookes  containing  some  Acts  from  the  year  1590,  till 
the  Assemblie  at  Aberdeen  hotden  anno  1616,  which  therein  is  onlie  he^mne,  with  the 
miniits  of  the  acts  of  the  said  AseemUie  of  Aberdene  in  a  paper  tftart,  with  the 
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fl  of  Sanct  AndroLB  following  1617,  with  the  acts  of  the  Assemblie  itt  Perth  snb- 
Bcribed  he  Mr  James  Sandilands,  and  delivered  the  samen  to  the  Assemblie :  and  b^g 
posed  for  tlte  rest  of  the  Registers,  answered,  in  his  fidhers  name,  that  hee  had  gotten 
these  two  from  the  bischop  of  Sanct  Androis,  and  had  never  receaved  any  more  nather 
from  him  nor  from  the  Assemblie  nor  from  any  other.  The  Moderator  craved,  tiiaX  all 
the  He^gten  might  be  had  and  brought  fborth  fr^tm  the  hand  of  any  clerk  or  haver 
of  them,  affirming  that  these  bookes  had  in  them  matters  of  greater  w^ht  then  all 
other  evidents  of  Land  ix.  fibr  they  were  the  Kirk  of  Scotlands  Magna  Carta,  contain- 
ing all  her  privile<^es  and  liberties  since  the  Reformation.  Hee  wished  also,  that  this 
Assemblie  soold  not  be  depryved  of  so  powerfiill  a  meane  of  infonoatione,  for  proceed- 
ing in  matters  to  be  handled  there.  The  fermer  clerks  sone  affirmed,  that  he  had  de- 
stroyed nane  of  these  books.  The  Moderator  urged  the  production  of  these  books,  and 
desired  the  Commissioner  totake  course  for  it.  TheCoDunissioner  ansnered,  that  hee  was 
willing  to  use  any  good  meane  that  could  be  used  for  the  prodnctione  of  these  bookee,  if  any 
could  shew  in  whose  hands  they  were ;  for  (aaii  he)  1  de^re  not  that  any  Register  sonld 
be  absent,  but  above  all  the  Eirk  Registers,  My  Lord  Rothes  said  that,  by  a  warrant 
from  King  James,  the  Bookes  were  taken  from  S&  Thomas  Nicolsone  apd  the  last 
clerk,  and  putt  in  the  hands  of  the  pretended  Bischop  of  Sanct  Androis,  and  soe  of  neid- 
force  a  conrse  must  be  taken  for  getting  of  these  bookes  &t>m  the  Bischop.  Mr  Archi- 
bald Johnstone  sud  that,  in  Gods  providence,  als  many  books  were  come  in  his  hands 
as  sonld  be  able  to  make  up  a  perfit«  Begister  of  the  whole  afi&ires  of  the  kirk  from 
ihe  Reformatione  ontill  this  day ;  which  bookes  he  produced  on  the  table  and  declared 
by  whom  and  what  meanee  they  were  come  into  his  hands ;  to  witt,  Mr  Robert 
Wiurahame,  depute  Clerk  under  iSr  Thomas  Nicolsone,  and  from  him  to  Aloaoder 
Blair,  of  which  bookes  there  aixe  five  volumes  in  folio ;  bat  ALr  Patrick  Adamsone, 
Bischope  of  Sanct  Androis,  rent  one  of  Aem,  and  there  are  yet  four  to  the  fiHT  of 
tbem  written  be  Mr  James  Ritchie  and  Mr  Thomas  Mcolsone,  vrhereof  the  first  two 
containes  the  Acts  of  Assemblie  from  the  year  1560  to  1572,  subscribed  be  Johne 
GbHay,  Clerk  to  the  Assemblie  :  The  thiid  volume  fra  158<3  till  1590,  written  and  sob- 
Bcribed  in  the  margine  be  Mr  James  Ritchie,  Clerk  to  the  said  Assemblie :  The  Mb 
bodke,  being  ane  great  volume  of  the  Acts  of  the  Assemblie  fra  the  year  1560  till 
1590,  (whereof  he  had  but  an  len  from  an  minister :)  "Whereof  the  forst  four  volumes, 
the  said  Mr  Archibald  declaired  that  he  had  receaved  tbem  from  Alexander  Blair, 
Wreath,  who  was  servand,  and  succeeded  in  the  place  of  Modificataons  of  Stipends 
to  Mr  Robert  Wiurahame,  who  had  a  deputation  from  Mr  Thomas  Nicolsone,  Clerk 
to  Uie  Generall  Assemblie. 

1^  Moderator  said,  These  are  good  and  comfortable  newis  unto  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  that  a  perfoot  Register  of  the  Acts  of  the  AssembUes  are  yet  to  the  foir ; 
and  that  it  was  needful  that  course  be  taken  for  tiyeU  of  these  bookes,  whether  they 
be  these  same  bookee  written  be  the  clerks  or  be  their  deputes,  or  ctqaes  onlie  of 
these  bookee.    It  was  ansnered  be  the  clerk,  that  they  are  the  same,  written  and  sub- 
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scribed  by  the  clerks  owne  hand ;  and  tlie  leaves  riven  out  of  ane  of  them  1^  the  Ks- 
chop,  from  the  22d  to  the  27th  leaffe,  may  jet  be  knowen  by  the  merkit  number  of 
the  leaffis.  The  first  Clerk  wee  JSr  Johne  Gray,  who  sabecribed  ererie  Aasemblie 
frith  his  hand.  The  next  is  also  snbscryred,  and  an  memorandum  on  the  first  leaff  of 
it,  where  Mr  Archibald  Huntar  passed  to  the  Chancellor  Maiteland  and  receaved  that 
volume  and  this  uQier,  and  the  half  of  that  irtiich  was  rent  by  Kschope  Adamsone ; 

The  third  booke,  the  first  act 

of  it  is  the  electioa  of  Mr  James  Ritchie,  Clerk,  which  booke  is  all  of  one  hand  writt. 
The  one  hooka  is  fitim  the  60  to  the  70  year.  The  next  from  the  79,  wherein 
the  Kschope  of  Sanct  Androis  is  censored  and  excommnnicat.  And  now  in  Goda 
providence  there  is  in  the  present  clerks  hands,  a  perfite  Begister  ttom  the  70 
year  to  this  last  Assemblie,  for  which  all  of  us  hare  reason  to  praise  God.  The  com- 
missioner said.  See  that  wee  build  on  an  sure  foundation,  and  tiy  weQ  that  these  bookes 
be  aothentick.  The  Moderator  craved,  that  some  judicious  men,  and  skilled  in  dig- 
noscing  handwritts,  might  be  nominat  for  tryell  of  these  bookes ;  and  intreated  the 
Earlea  of  laudcrdaitl,  Southesk,  and  Argyle,  to  take  inspection  of  the  bookes.  Ar- 
gyle  obiected  his  youth  and  unskjllfulneas  for  so  weig^tie  a  charge,  yet  at  com- 
mand of  the  Conunissioaer  he  declaired  his  wiUingneas  to  assist  the  worke.  The  Com- 
missioner said,  that  if  his  owne  pEunes  could  contribute  any  thing  to  the  fiirtherance 
of  the  worke,  he  would  be  ready  to  sitt  upp  day  and  night,  but  would  not  lay  that 
burthen  on  his  Assessours ;  for,  said  he,  seing  it  is  refused  that  they  should  be  members 
of  the  Assemblie,  bee  saw  not  how  they  could  be  appointed  for  trying  of  these 
Blisters.  The  Moderator  answered.  Wee  are  hopelol  that  their  Lordshii^  vrill 
not  reflise  to  further  the  good  of  this  Assemblie,  seing  it  is  Btad  here  it  is  not  fiur 
want  of  due  respect  wee  owe  to  their  Lordshippe,  but  oolie  for  preservation  of  the 
KiAs  liberties  aa  said  is.  The  Commissioner  said,  I  cannot  see  how  these  that  are 
not  granted  to  be  members  of  this  Assemblie,  can  cognosce  bookes  containing  matters 
of  so  great  weight.  The  Moderator  answered,  that  th^  can  best  judge.  The  Com- 
missioner said,  but  I  cannot  consent  unto  it :  Therefore  the  Moderator  said,  let  the 
akilliest  of  the  clerks  of  Sesdone,  counsell  and  burrow  clerks,  such  as  the  Laird  of 
Durie,  the  clei^  of  Dundie,  Mr  Alexander  Fierson,  Advocate,  be  coi^eined  as  their 
aaiessoars,  to  help  them  of  the  ministerie,  Mr  James  Bonar,  fib  John  Bow,  Mr 
Andro  Bamsay,  Mr  Wm.  livingstown,  Mr  John  Adamscm,  Mr  Bobert  Murray. 

Mr  John  Bow  ansuered,  that  he  had  yet  in  his  hands  the  Booke  of  the  Kirk  Polide, 
■nbscryved  be  Ab-  James  Bitchie,  clerk,  which  will  aerve  to  dignosce  the  hand  writt 
Mr  Archibald  Johnstone  said,  bee  had  the  principall  Book  of  Policie,  vrritten  in  Lom- 
bazd  paper,  in  his  hand,  which  ^so  would  congee  to  that  end ;  this  being  judged 
to  be  the  fittest  way  for  tryall  of  the  Begisters  of  the  Kirk,  and  makeing  them  to  be 
anthentiok.

Hie  Moderator  then  said,  It  is  now  expedient  that  the  sofficiencie  of  the  Kirk 
Regigtera  be  cleared,  that  they  may  be  declared  authentick.  The  Conunissicmer 
aumered,  it  is  a  good  work ;  but  I  have  some  scraples  not  yet  removed,  l^en  said 
the  Moderator,  let  some  be  appointed  for  tryell  of  the  Registers ;  for  the  Assemblie 
being  now  fiillie  constitut,  after ,the  examination  of  all  controverted  conmiis^ons,  may 
give  them  commission  for  tryell  of  the  Registers,  and  let  their  testimonie  aoent  the 
perfection  of  the  bookes  be  given  in  the  mome.  The  Names  of  the  Committee, 
Mr  Andro  Ramsay,  Mr  John  Adamsoae,  Mr  John  Row,  Mr  James  Bonar,  Mr  Robert 
Murray,  Sfr  Alexander  Gibsone  yonnger  of  Durie,  Mr  Alex'  Wedderbnme  clerk  of 
Dondie,  Mr  Ale^  Pieraone  Advocat,  with  such  others  as  they  please  to  joyne  with 
diemselves. 


Sess.  6.     November  27.  1638. 

The  Moderator  said.  Let  us  beginne  where  we  left  at  the  tryell  of  the  Records  of  As- 
semblies. There  was  aCommittie  appointed  yesternight  to  give  in  their  t«3timonie  anent 
the  authenticnes  of  the  Registera.  If  it  plea^  your  Grace,  lettbeiransnere  be  heard. 
The  Commissioner  having  assented,  the  Moderator  called  upone  these  ^o  were  ap- 
pointed for  the  ezaminatiou  of  the  Registers  to  reporte  their  testimonie.  Dnrie  said. 
Please  your  Grace  and  this  reverend  Assemblie,  wee  shall  either  give  in  our  reasones 
be  word  or  in  writt.  The  Commissioner  said,  I  desire  to  heare  you  give  them  in  any 
way  yon  please.  Then  the  reasones  of  the  authenticknes  of  the  Registers  were  given 
in  in  vmtt  and  read  by  the  clerk. 

The  Moderator  aaid,  please  yonr  Grace,  heir  is  the  testimonie  of  these  that  have  skill 
in  trying  the  Registers  better  nor  any  here  present ;  hes  your  Grace  gotten  satisfiiction. 
The  Commissioner  answered,  verilie  it  is  a  matter  of  very  great  importance,  and  there 
shall  be  no  man  more  glad  nor  I  to  see  the  Registers  of  the  Kirk  Amd  reall  and  pro- 
ven to  be  authentick.  I  am  &r  fix>m  contradicting  any  thing  that  these  worthie  gen- 
tlemen hath  done,  for  it  were  impertinent  soe  to  doe.  I  can  say  nothing  at  the  first 
bearing  of  a  paper  read,  but  it  may  be  that  many  scruples  come  in  my  mynd  concern- 
ing them,  yea  I  have  alreadie  whereof  I  am  not  resolved.  This  is  the  first  time  that 
ever  I  heard  it  read,  and  therefore  I  cannot  give  my  judgment  of  it.  I  must  confesse 
my  ignorance  in  thir  things,  and  therefore  I  must  be  verie  loath  to  give  my  assent  or 
i^robation  to  any  thing  wherein  I  am  not  both  cleare  and  persuaded.  The  Mode- 
rator said,  hes  your  Grace  any  scruples  to  propone  for  the  present.    The  Commissioner 
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said,  I  most  think  upon  it  befere  I  propone  them.  The  Moderator  said,  I  woold  desire 
this  rererend  Aasemblie,  that  if  there  be  any  here,  noblemen,  gentlemen,  or  ministers, 
tliat  if  they  have  any  thing  to  say  against  this  information  concerning  the  authoritie  of 
the  Registers,  tiiat  they  wonld  propone  them  either  now  by  word,  or  in  a  short  time  l^ 
wiitt,  tbattbis  Aasemblie  may  make  a  deckration  that  they  ar  anthentick,  andif  no  objec- 
tioD  be  made  against  them,  wee  will  take  your  silence  for  an  approbationn  of  thdr  antho- 
ritie :  if  you  have  anything  to  say,  bring  it  fborth  presentlie,  if  not,  prodnce  it  in  writt 
against  ihe  mome.  The  Commissioner  said,  I  am  verie  confident  that  that  is  not  the 
Begenta  hand  writt.  Durie  answered,  if  it  was  not  his  hand  writt  it  would  have  sic 
whscribitur  as  all  other  copes  use  to  have.  I  will  not  affirme  that  everie  reasone 
given  in  for  proving  the  authoritie  of  the  books  is  onqueeitionablie  good ;  but  que  non 
prosont  singula,  molta  juvant.  I  daire  say  this  &rre :  all  the  B^;isters  of  Sessione, 
connsell,  aiul  prime  judicatories  of  this  Eii^ome  are  als  &rre  short  of  the  Registers 
of  the  Kirk,  as  these  Registers  are  short  of  these  things  treated  here.  The  Conmus- 
aioner  said,  tinelie.  Sir,  I  cannot  but  acknowledge  that  these  reasones  hath  cleared  verie 
much,  and  verilie  they  have  removed  many  ecroples  that  I  myself  had  before  the  bearing 
of  them,  soe  that  I  will  not  contradict  them ;  but  I  still  doubt  if  that  subscription  be 
the  Regents  hand.  Moderator  said.  If  th^e  be  any  brother  that  hes  any  coppie  of 
James  Ritchie,  or  John  Gray,  Clerks  to  the  A83enU>ly,  their  band  writt,  lett  them 
jfft)dace  them  to  give  fiirder  ioformationn,  or  confirme  this  informatioun,  for  posaiblie 
some  minister  or  other  hes  some  record  that  may  give  testimony  and  approbation  to 
this  hand  writt.  Then  M'  Johne  Row  produced  an  coppie  of  severall  acts,  and  of  the 
Booke  of  Policie,  written  by  the  stud  M'  James  Ktchie,  and  subscrived  with  his  hajid, 
and  other  brethren  of  the  presbitrie,  which  bee  had  keeped  him  seUF  now  filtie-two 
years ;  and  the  hand  writt  of  the  Assemblie  Booke,  and  the  coppies  being  compared 
and  seeoe  by  the  Commissioner  himselfie,  they  were  acknowledged  to  be  uie  hand 
writt.  The  Moderator  sud,  if  any  man  have  anything  to  oppose  against  any  of  these 
bookes,  let  him  now  bring  it  fi>ortb,  that  an  act  may  be  made ;  for  if  no  man  produce 
anything,  they  will  be  acknowledged  by  this  Assemblie  to  be  authentick  hereafter, 

Sess.  7.     November  28.  1638. 

The  Moderator  said,  wee  left  at  the  testimonie  which  was  given  by  skilled  men,  who 
were  appointed  for  trying  of  the  Kiik  Registers,  and  their  testimonie  was  read  in  yonr 
hearing,  and  wee  requeisted  all  to  bring  in  this  day  their  olnections  and  scruples  coa- 
ceming  these  Beg^st^s ;  now  wee  crave  that  [any]  one  who  pleases  woold  obiect :  fi» 
if  no  man  obiect,  ane  act  or  record  will  be  insert  in  the  Bookes  of  the  Assemblie,  de- 
cturing  that  these  books  are  authentick.  The  Commissioner  said,  no  man  here  shall 
have  greater  joy  nor  I  to  see  the  Registers  of  the  Kirk  perfyte ;  and  no  man  sail  con- 
tribute more  to  it  than  I,  being  a  matter  of  so  great  importance  and  weight ;  for  upon 
the  Acts  sett  down  in  these  Books  veiy  much  depends.     But  because  yee  have  heard 
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msny  ol^eotiong  made  be  the  Lords  of  Clergie  and  their  adherentt  against  the  legaHtie 
of  the  [ffoceedings  of  this  Assemblie,  I  am  tyed  yet  to  say  somerriat ;  and  I  am 
sorry  that  I  nnut  protest  against  that  in  word,  which  my  heart  desires  not  Sore 
gresred  I  hare  reason  to  be  to  protest  against  soe  good  a  work  as  is  the  restorii^  of  the 
Eiik  to  her  Becoids;  yet  considering  my  many  causes,  which  nowlwill  not  exprene, 
I  am  fbrcit  to  protest  against  it.  For  albeit  these  Books  may  be  &nnd  authentick  by 
the  consent  of  this  Assemblie,  yet  may  I  do  nothing  which  may  import  either  his 
Majesties  assent  to  it  or  myne  ;  and  therefore  here  I  make  protestation  against  it. 
TlLe  Moderator  stud,  wee  onlie  craTe  the  Assemblies  apfoobation ;  and  if  the  pre- 
tendit  Kschope,  or  any  other,  will  take  upon  them  to  improve  these  Bookes,  or  any 
part  of  them,  they  salbe  heard.  It  is  pittifiill  that  there  sould  be  such  a  Cearfiill 
rent  in  om:  Church,  and  that  any  pointe  of  the  canse  of  it  soold  be  impnte  to 
anctoritie,  if  wee  consider  what  a  sweet  nnitie  was  once  in  this  Kirk ; — to  cleare  this 
tinitie,  I  will  read  a  tesdmonie  out  of  the  Fre&ce  of  the  Booke,  called  the  Harmonie 
of  the  Confesaioon  of  the  Beformed  Kirkes.  After  the  reading  of  it  in  Inline,  he  ez- 
pooed  it,  shewing  the  rare  priviledges  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  beyond  other  Kiitea ; 
that  for  the  space  of  54  years,  it  remained  in  poritie  of  doctrine  and  discipline  with- 
out any  erroor  or  schisme ;  and  gave  a  reason  of  it,  because  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  was  - 
reformed  in  doctrine  and  discipline  according  to  the  word  of  God :  so  it  is  cleare  this 
Kirke  once  had  umtie ;  and  it  is  cleare  also  by  what  meanes  and  instroments  schisme 
hes  come  in.  The  Commisaoner  said,  I  pray  God  this  Kirk  may  injoy  that  poritie 
40,000  years  more,  if  the  world  shuld  indure  so  lang ;  yet  I  mnst  protest  in  more 
pathetick  wordes  against  the  anctoritie  of  these  bookes,  (for  I  did  it  in  modestie  before.) 
Albeit,  I  would  give  my  estate,  and  venture  my  life,  in  forthering  the  Church  to  be 
restoired  to  her  Begistere ;  but  because  of  the  maiufold  esceptiouns  I  gave  agwnst  the 
way  of  the  meeting  of  this  Assemblie,  and  against  sundrie  persones  which  are  mem- 
ben  of  it,  I  protest  heir,  that  neither  the  Kings  Majestie  nor  the  bischops  be 
wronged  be  any  act  in  these  books ;  and  that  they  are  not  oblist  be  the  acts  of  any 
book,  which  is  not  subscryved  be  the  clerk  of  Assemblie.  My  Lord  Rothes  said,  your 
Grace  promised  to  propone  some  scruples  against  these  bookes,  wherein  your  Grace  was 
not  yet  satisfied,  which  wee  desire  to  heare;  fortlu^arefound  of  all  who  have  tryed  them, 
comparatiTely  authentick.  and  otherwayes  also,  lie  Moderator  said,  wee  are  sure  if 
his  Grace  had  perused  these  bookes,  bee  would  approve  them  also.  The  roll  being  called 
be  the  clerk,  the  Moderator  asked  if  the  BreUierene  did  approve  the  Registers,  who 
answered,  that  they  did ;  and  deures  that  the  reasones  of  the  ap{Hx>batione  might  also 
be  insert  in  the  Bookes  of  Assemblie ;  and  that  there  was  not  any  protestatione  made 
t^  his  MigestieB  Commis^oner.  They  dedred  also  that  the  Bischop  of  Sanct  Androia 
might  be  summoned  for  the  productionn  of  these  bookes  which  are  wanting. 
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Anent  the  report  of  the  Ass^nblies  jadgement  of  the  authority  of  the  books  of 
AsBembly ;  The  Moderatour  having  deured  that  if  any  of  the  Assembly  had  any  thing 
to  say,  they  would  now  declare  it,  otherwise  they  would  hold  all  ap^ffoven  by  the 
Assembly. 

The  CommisEioner  his  Grace  protested  that  the  Assemblies  approving  these  books, 
or  any  thing  contained  in  them  be  no  wayea  prejodiciall  to  his  Majestie,  nor  to  the 
Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  this  Eii^dome,  or  any  of  their  adherents ;  because  he 
had  some  exceptions  against  these  books.  My  Lord  Bothes  desired  these  exceptions 
to  be  condescended  on,  and  they  should  be  presently  cleared,  and  prote6t«d  that  these 
books  should  he  esteemed  authentick  and  obligatorie  hereafter. 

The  whole  Assembly  all  in  one  voice  ^proved  these  books,  and  ord^ned  the  same 
to  make  &ith  in  judgement,  and  out-with,  in  all  time  comming,  as  the  true  and  au- 
thentick Registers  of  the  Eiric  of  Scotland,  conforme  to  the  testimonie  subscribed  1^ 
the  Committie,  to  be  insert  with  the  reasons  thereof  in  the  books  of  Assembly : 
Whereof  the  tenonr  fblloweth. 

Wx  under-Bubscribera,  having  power  and  commission  from  the  Generall  Assembly 
now  presently  conveened,  and  sitting  at  Glasgow,  to  peruse,  examine,  and  cognosce 
upon  the  validity,  ^th,  and  strength  of  the  books  and  rasters  of  the  Assembly 
nnder-writtoi,  to  wit :  A  register  b^inning  at  the  Assembly  holden  the  twentie  day 
of  December  1560,  and  ending  at  the  fourth  session  of  the  Assembly  holden  the  28. 
of  December  1566. 

Item  another  register  beginning  at  the  Generall  Assembly,  hold«i  the  second  day 
of  lune  1567,  and  ending  at  the  fourth  sessdon  of  the  Assembly  holden  at  Perth  the 
ninth  day  of  August  1572,  which  register  is  imperfect,  and  mutilate  in  the  end,  and 
containeth  no  leaf  nor  page,  after  that  page  which  containeth  the  said  inscription  of 
the  said  fourth  session,  which  two  registers  bears  to  be  subscribed  by  lohn  Gray, 
scribe. 

Item  a  register  of  the  Assembly  holden  at  Edinbui^h  the  seventh  day  of  August 
1574,  and  ending  with  thetv^Ifth  session,  being  the  last  session  of  the  Assembly  1579.

Having  carefiilly  viewed,  perused,  and  considered  the  saids  registers,  and  every  one 
of  them,  and  bdng  deeply  and  maturely  advised,  as  in  a  matter  of  greatest  wd^t  and 
consequence,  do  attest  before  God,  and  upon  our  conscience  declare  to  the  woM  and 
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this  present  Assembly,  that  the  saids  foure  registen  above  expressed,  and  eveiy  one 
of  them,  are  fernons,  authenttck  and  good  registers ;  which  ought  to  be  bo  reputed, 
and  have  publick  fiiitb  in  judgement  and  out-with,  as  valid  and  true  records  in  all 
things ;  and  that  the  said  fifth  and  greatest  book,  beginning  at  the  Assembly  1560, 
and  ending  1590,  being  nuu^ined  by  the  hand-writs  of  the  Clerk,  and  reviser  odhe 
n^sters,  cognosced,  and  tiyed,  and  agreeable  to  the  other  fbure  registers,  in  what  is 
extant  in  them,  ought  also  to  be  free  of  all  prejudice  and  suspicioQ,  and  received  with 
credit.  And  in  testimony  of  our  solemne  affirmation,  we  have  subscribed  these  -pn- 
sents  with  our  hands.

The  books  now  exhibited  unto  us  under-subscribers,  which  we  have  revised  and 
perused  1^  commission  from  the  Generall  Assembly,  are  true  registers  of  the  Kirk : 
to  wit,  Five  volumes,  whereof  the  first  two  contain  the  acts  of  the  Assembly,  from 
the  year  of  God  1560,  to  the  year  1572,  all  subscribed  by  John  Gray,  Clerk.  Tie 
third  from  the  year  of  God  1574,  to  the  year  1579-  The  fourth  from  the  year  of  God 
1586,  to  the  year  1589.  At  which  time  Master  Jamee  BJchie  was  Clerk,  who  hath 
ficquently  written  apon  the  margine  of  the  saids  two  last  books,  and  subscribed  the 
said  mai^e  with  his  hand-writing.  And  the  fifth  book  being  the  greatest  volume, 
contuning  the  acts  of  the  Generall  Assembly,  from  the  year  of  God  1560,  to  the  year 
1590,  which  agreeth  with  the  foresaids  other  fbure  books  and  registers,  in  so  &r  as  is 
extant  in  them,  and  fiirther  recordeth  what  is  wanting  by  them,  passing  by  what  is 
mutilate  in  them,  and  which  with  the  two  volumes  produced  by  Master  Thomas  San- 
dilands  from  the  year  1590,  to  this  present,  maketh  up  a  perfect  register. 

I.  For  the  first  two  volumes  subscribed  by  John  Gray,  albdt  it  be  not  necessar  in  such 
antiquitie  to  proove  that  he  was  Clerk,  sedng  he  deigns  himself  so  by  his  subscrip- 
tion, yet  the  same  is  made  manifest  by  an  act  mentioned  in  the  third  book,  in  the  time 
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of  Master  James  Richie,  who  BQcceeded  him  ia  the  said  office,  and  his  hand-writ  was 
acknowledged  hy  sundry  old  men  in  the  ministeiy. 

IL  Hie  onifonnitie  of  his  sabeciiptions  through  both  Tolnmes,  evident  by  occnlar 
inspection  above  the  ordinarie  custome  of  most  &mons  Notars,  delivers  the  same  from 
all  sDsiucion,  in  &cto  tam  antiqao. 

HL  There  he  manycopfdes,  specially  of  generall  acts,  yet  extant,  which  do  not  de- 
bord  from  the  saids  re^sters,  bat  are  altogether  agreeable  thereto. 

im.  It  is  constant  by  the  universal!  custom  of  this  Eingdome,  that  all  registers 
are  transmitted  from  one  keeper  to  bis  snccessonr,  and  so  comndng  by  progresse  and 
saocession  fix>m  the  first  incnmbent  to  the  last  possessour,  are  never  doubted  to  be 
the  register  of  that  judicatorie,  whereof  the  last  haver  was  Clerk ;  and  therefore  it  is 
evident,  that  these  books  comming  saccesaively  from  John  Gray,  Master  James  Bichie, 
and  Master  Thomas  I^colson,  who  were  all  Clerks  to  the  Assembly,  into  flie  hands 
of  Master  Robert  Winrame,  who  was  constttute  Clerk  depute  by  the  siud  Master  Tho- 
mas ^colson  (as  bis  deputation  here  present  to  show,  will  testifie)  are  the  ondonbted 
registers  of  the  Assembly :  like  as  Alexander  Blair  sncceeded  the  said  Master  Robert 
in  his  place  of  Clerkship  to  the  assignations  and  modifications  of  Mnisters  stipends ; 
and  daring  Mfti^pr  Robert  his  li&-time,  was  his  actuall  servant,  and  so  hoA  the  said 
books  by  progresse  from  him,  which  the  said  Alexander  is  readie  presently  to 
testifie. 

V.  The  two  registers  of  Master  James  Bichie,  albeit  not  under  his  own  hand,  yet 
are  frequently  ma^ined  with  his  own  hand-writ,  and  the  same  margioall  additions  sub- 
scribed by  him,  which  hand-writ  is  seen  and  cognosced  by  fiunons  men,  who  knoweth 
the  same,  and  is  evident,  being  compared  with  his  seTerall  writings  and  subscriptions 
yet  extant. 

TL  The  saids  r^ist£a«  are  more  perfect,  lesse  vitiated,  scored,  and  interlined,  than 
any  other  authentick  and  &moas  r^psters  of  the  most  prime  judicatories  within  this 
Eingdome. 

VZI.  Master  Thomas  Sandilands,  in  name  of  his  &ther,  who  was  late  Clerk  1^ 
dimission  of  Master  Thomas  Nicc^n,  hath  produced  a  volume,  which  proveth  the 
saids  two  registers  of  Master  James  Richie  to  be  sufficient  records ;  because  that  same 
volume  is  bc^on  by  that  same  hand,  whereby  the  said  Master  James  Richie  his  regis- 
ters are  written,  and  is  subscribed  once  in  tiie  margine  I^  Master  James  BJchie  his 
hand,  and  is  followed  forth,  and  continued  in  the  same  book  by  Master  Thomas 
Nicolson,  who  sncceeded  him  in  the  place,  and  was  knovm  by  moBt  meb  here  present 
to  be  of  such  approren  worth  and  credit,  that  he  would  never  have  accompUahed  a 
register  which  had  not  been  &mous  and  true :  and  whereof  the  hand-write  had  not 
tlwn  been  knovm  to  him  sufficiently. 

TIIL  That  Register  produced  l^  Mr  Thomas  Sandilands,  and  prosecuted  by  Mas- 
ter Thomas  IiKcolson,  proves  the  first  part  of  that  register  to  be  true  and  fiimous,  and 
that  first  part  being  by  ocular  int^>ection  of  the  same  hand-writ,  with  Master  James 
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Richies  registers,  and  subacribed  in  the  mai^e  with,  the  eame  hand-writ,  proreth 
Richies  two  books  to  be  good  records,  and  Bichies  registers  doUi  approre  Grays  books 
by  the  act  of  Assembly  before  written :  specially  considering  &&  same  hath  come  by 
progresse  and  succession  of  Clerks,  in  the  hands  of  Alexander  Blair,  now  liring,  and 
here  present. 

IX.  The  compts  an«it  the  thirds  of  benefices  between  the  Regent  for  the  time,  and 
the  Assembly,  in  the  second  volmne,  pi^  147,  are  subscribed  by  tiie  Lord  Regents 
own  hand,  as  appeareth :  for  it  is  a  royall-like  subscription,  and  there  is  no  hand  writ 
in  aU  the  book  like  onto  it,  and  beareth  not  Sic  subscribitur,  which  undoubtedly  it 
would  do,  if  it  were  a  coppie. 

X.  Master  James  Cannichell  was  commanded  hy  the  Generall  Assembly  1595, 
Seas.  9.  in  the  book  produced  by  Master  Thomas  Sandilands,  to  eitoust  the  generall 
acts  forth  of  their  books ;  and  it  is  erident  that  these  books  are  the  same  which  he 
perused  for  that  e^t,  because  he  hath  marked  therein  the  generall  acts  with  a  crosse, 
and  hath  deagned  the  act  by  some  short  eiqiveesion  upon  the  nuu^e,  which  is  cog- 
nosced and  known  to  be  his  hand-writ,  by  &mons  and  worthy  persons :  which  is  also 
manifest  by  the  said  Master  James  his  band  and  subscription,  written  with  his  own 
hand  in  the  last  leafe  of  the  said  books ;  as  also  acknowledged  in  the  said  book,  pro- 
duced 1^  Master  Thomas  Sandilands,  wherwk  the  said  Mr  James  Carmichell  granteth 
the  receipt  of  these,  with  some  other  books  of  the  Assemblies. 

XI.  The  registers  produced,  are  the  roisters  of  the  Assembly,  because  in  Anno 
1586,  the  Assembly  complaineth  that  their  roisters  are  mutilate :  which  hath  relation 
to  Richies  third  book,  which  is  lacerate  and  mutilate  in  drrers  places  without  any  in- 
terreening  of  blank  paper,  or  any  mention  of  hie  deest. 

XII.  K  these  were  not  principall  rasters,  the  enemies  of  the  pmitie  of  Gods  wor- 
ship, would  nerer  have  laboured  to  destroy  the  same :  which  notwithstanding  they 
have  done ;  as  appeareth  by  the  affiring  and  battering  of  a  piece  of  paper  upon  the 
margine,  anent  a  condition  of  the  commission  not  to  exceed  the  established  discipline 
of  this  Eii^  subscribed  by  the  Clerk,  book  3,  page  147.  And  the  blotting  out  the 
certification  of  the  excommunication  against  Bishop  Adamson,  book  4,  page  30,  who 
in  his  Recantation  generally  acknowledgetb  the  same :  but  which,  without  that  recan- 
tation, cannot  be  presupponed  to  have  been  done,  but  by  corrupt  men  of  intention  to 
corrupt  the  books,  vbich  were  not  necessary,  if  they  ynm  not  principall  re^sters. 

Xni.  In  the  Assembly  1586,  the  Church  complained  upon  the  Chancelour  his 
retention  of  their  registers,  and  desired  they  might  be  delivered  to  their  Clerk,  which 
accordingly  was  done ;  as  a  memorandum  before  the  beginning  of  the  first  book,  bea3> 
ing  the  redeliverie  of  these  foure  books  to  Master  James  Richie,  Clerk,  proportetfa ; 
which  clearly  erinceth  that  these  foure  books  are  the  registers  of  the  Assembly. 

XTTTT,  The  said  fifth  book  and  greatest  rolume,  is  also  marked  on  the  margine, 
with  the  hand-writ  of  the  said  M'.  James  Carmichell  (Ti4uch  is  cognosced)  who  was 
appointed  to  peruse  the  books  of  the  Assembly  as  said  is,  and  would  not  hare  mar^n- 
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ed  Uie  same  by  Tertae  of  that  command,  nor  extracted  the  generall  acts  oat  of  it,  if 
it  were  not  an  approbation  thereof  as  an  aathentick  and  fiunoos  book. 

XV.  The  said  fifth  volome  doth  agree  with  the  other  fbnre  books,  in  all  irtiich  is 
extant  in  them,  and  marketh  the  blanks,  which  are  lacerate  and  riven  out  of  the  same ; 
and  compleateth  all  what  is  lacking  in  them. 

XYL  In  the  book  of  Discipline  pertaining  to  Master  James  Carmichell,  subscribed 
l^  himself,  and  Master  James  Bichie,  there  are  sundry  acts  and  passages  qnotted  oat 
of  the  said  fifth  great  volume,  saying,  It  is  written  in  such  a  page  of  the  book  of  As- 
sembly, which  Bgreetb  in  subject  and  quotations  with  the  said  Mb  book,  and  cannot 
agree  with  any  other ;  so  that  Master  James  Carmichell  reviser  of  the  Assembly 
books,  by  their  command,  would  not  alledge  that  book,  nor  denominate  the  same  a 
book  of  the  As8«nbly,  if  it  were  not  an  authentick  fiimous  book. 

XVIL  Though  the  corrupt  nature  of  man  hath  been  tempted  to  &ilsifie  particular 
evidents,  yet  it  hath  never  been  beard  that  any  whole  register  hath  ever  been  coun- 
terfeited ;  neither  can  it  be  presaj^ned  that  any  will  attempt  that  high  wickedness, 
seeii^  the  iodocements  answerable  to  that  crime,  can  hardly  be  presupposed. 

XVTU.  It  is  certain,  and  notour  to  all  these  who  are  intrusted  with  the  keeping  of 
the  pnbUck  records  of  the  kingdome,  that  the  same  are  never  subscribed  by  the  Clerk, 
but  only  written  and  filled  ap  by  servants,  and  most  fi^uentiy  by  unknown  hands, 
yet  they  and  the  extracts  thereof  make  pnblic  fiuth,  and  the  same  are  uncontrov^ted^ 
aathentick  registers ;  and  when  the  most  publick  registers  of  the  kingdome  shall  be 
se^  and  compared  with  these  registers  of  the  Assembly,  it  shall  be  immd  that  these 
other  roisters  of  the  most  soveraigne  judicatories  ever  unsubscribed  are  more  incor- 
rect, oftner  margined,  scored,  and  interlined,  made  up  by  greater  diveisitie  of  unknown 
hand-writs,  than  these  books  of  tiie  Assembly,  which  by  speciall  providence  are  pre- 
served so  intire,  that  in  the  judgement  of  any  man  acqnainted  witii  registers,  they 
wUl  mani&stly  appear  at  the  very  si^t  to  be  tme,  ftunoufi,  and  aathentick. 

XIX.  The  &me  and  credit  of  ancient  roisters  in  this  kingdome,  is  so  much  rever- 
enced, that  if  any  extract  be  difierent  or  disconfonne  from  the  r^;ister,  that  extract, 
albeit  subscribed  by  the  person  who  for  the  time  had  been  of  greatest  eminence  in  the 
trust  of  registers,  will  be  rectified,  confbrme  to  the  register,  and  have  no-force,  so  fiu* 
as  it  debordeth  thcre-from ;  although  the  r^^ters  be  written  vrith  an  obscure,  un- 
known hand,  and  unsubscribed.

Since  I  had  fbnnerly  an  opportonity  of  giving  evidence  before  the  Committee,  I  hare 
had  access  to  the  Records  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  in  Sion  College,  London,  and  I 
am  fiilly  satisfied  that  those  volumes  (which  I  am  quite  certain  are  authentic  records) 
contain  a  great  mass  of  information  in  a  more  complete  and  certunly  in  a  more  cor- 
rect form  than  anything  that  has  been  exhibited  in  any  of  the  publications  upon  the 
Bulgect  n^ch  I  have  ever  seen.  Li  particular,  I  may  state  that  there  are  some  of  the 
{Hvceedings  of  the  Assembly,  or  rather  Convention,  of  1562,  which  have  for  at  least 
IDO  years  been  a  matter  of  dispute ;  one  entry  has  been  quoted  I7  several  audiors 
with  relation  to  the  Bishop  of  Galloway,  Mr.  Alexander  Gordon,  who,  it  is  said  by 
Calderwood,  was  refused  admission  to  the  office  of  superintendent  because  he  had  not 
observed  the  order  of  calling  superintendents,  and  in  the  meantime  was  required  to 
mbscribe  the  Book  of  Discipline.  That  any  soch  order  was  communicated  to  him 
has  been  strongly  denied  by  some  of  the  controveroal  writers  upon  the  subject,  and 
not  without  reason,  because  the  book,  which  in  Scotland  was  looked  upon  as  the 
transcript  ctf  an  aath^itio  record  of  the  Church,  does  not  contain  any  such  fitct.

At  the  same  time,  I  may  now  state  ^th  confidence,  that  this  particular  ia  inserted  in 
the  Record  of  the  Church,  though  not  by  any  means  in  the  form  in  which  it  has  been 
quoted  by  different  writers.  I  perceive  that  there  are  other  entries  on  the  same  sub- 
ject wluch  are  much  more  detailed  in  those  volumes  than  they  are  in  any  of  the  books 
in  the  possesion  of  the  Assembly ;  but  fi'om  the  short  time  during  vhich  I  had  fit 
opportunity  of  inspecting  the  Tolnmea,  I  cannot  be  expected  now  to  fiimish  any  par- 
ticulars of  importance.  I  merely  refer  to  these  books  as  sources  fi*om  which  authentic 
infonnation  may  be  derived. 

At  what  period  does  the  date  of  that  book  commence,  and  to  what  period  does  it 
attend  ? — It  consists  of  three  volumes ;  the  first  begins  with  the'  first  Genehd  AM6m- 
bly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  in  1560,  and  ends  in  the  year  1589;  it  contains  dearly 
1,300  pages,  ea^h  of  which  is  more  crowded  with  matt^  than  a  page  of  tins  bo(^ 
which  I  now  hold  in  my  band,  and  the  number  of  pagea  in  tiiifl  book,  extending  to 
the  same  period,  is  about  380.  The  second  volume  begins  with  the  year  1590  and 
ends  in  March  1596,  or  according  to  our  present  computation,  1597.  The.  third  be- 
gins with  May  1597,  and  ends  in  August  1616.  These  hooks  embrace  the  whole  period 
between  1560  and  1616.  Here  is  an  abstract  of  the  contents  of  the  whole  books 
made  before  they  were  deposited  in  Sion  College ;  it  contains  a  &c-Bimile  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  books  are  attested  both  at  the  b^ianing  and  eod. 

Can  you  produce  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  inspect  the  books  be- 
longing to  Sion  College  ? — This  is  the  Report,  which  I  now  beg  to  give  in.

W« 
have  also  r«ad  the  deed  of  agreement,  by  which  said  books  were  gifted  by  Mr.  Arehi'' 
bald  Campbell  to  the  trustees  of  Sion  College ;  and  we  crave  leave  humbly  to  report, 
1st,  That  in  our  opinion,  these  Records  are  the  genuine  and  authentio  re^st«r  ef  the 
proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly  of  tike  Church  of  Scotland,  for  the  above  period ; 
and,  2d,  That  they  contaJn  nmch  information  connected  -mtiv  the  enquiry  on  Church 
Patronage  in  Scotland.

Perhaps  I  may  be  allowed  to  state  in  addition,  that  the  Committee  were  at  pains 

■  to  compare  the  eorUeBt  and  most  important  volume  with  a  docmbeot  which.  I  formerly 

produ(»d  before  the  Committee,  containing,  along  with  other  msttane,  the  .Book,  of 
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APFENDCS.  xiXT 

Discipline,  which  belonged  to  Mr.  Jiunes  Carmichftel,  minister  of  Haddington.  This 
document  is  referred  to  in  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  1638,  in  which  the 
rpasoas  fi>r  conmdering  that  eariiest  rolome  an  authentic  re^^ster  are  inserted ;  and 
not  only  did  the  book  appear  to  be  in  the  hand-writing  which  is  stated  in  the  Acts  of 
the  Assembly  to  be  at  ledst  partly  found  in  it,  hut  it  likewise  contained  passages  which 
are  there  said  to  be  found  in  particular  pages  marked  by  Mr.  James  Ritchie,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Assembly.  The  passage  is  very  remarkable,  but  it  would  detain  the  Committee 
perhaps  to  mention  it,  though  if  any  i^>ort  is  to  be  giren  upon  the  subject  it  might 
be  mat«riaL  It  is  stated  in  the  printed  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  1638,  that . 
what  is  called  "  the  5th  book  and  greatest  volume  is  marked  on  the  mai^^  with  the 
haaidrVTltiDg  ot  iir  James  Cannichael,  which  is  cognosced,  who  was  appointed  to 
perue  the  books  of  the  Assembly,  and  would  not  have  mainlined  the  same  by  virtoe 
of  that  command,  nor  extracted  the  general  acts  out  of  it,  if  it  were  not  in  a^iproba- 
tion  thereof  as  an  authentic  and  fiuaons  book.  In  the  Book  of  DiscipUne  pertaboing 
to  Mr.  James  Carmichael,  subscribed  by  himself  and  by  Mr.  James  Ritchie,  there 
are  snndiy  acts  and  passages  quoted  out  o£  .the.said  5th  great  volume,  saying  it  is 
written  in  such  a  page  of  the  Book  of  Assembly,  which  agreeth  in  subject  and  quotfu- 
taons  with  the  said  fifth  book,  and  cannot  agree  with  any  other ;  so  that  Mr.  James 
Carinidkael,  reviser  of  the  Assembly  Books  by  their  command,  would  not  all^  that 
book,  nor  denominate  the  same  a  bo(^  of  the  Assembly,  if  it  were  not  an  authentio 
&mous  book."  Now  this  little  volume  to  niuch  I  have  referred  contains  references 
to  pages  839,  873,  and  828,  all  of  which  on  compaiison  were  found  to  correspond 
with  that  earliest  record. 

Have  you  any  further  particulars  to  communicate  collected  &om  the  inspection  of 
the  books  at  Sion  Collie  1 — No,  I  think  that  nothing  occurs  to  me,  except  that  the 
second  and  third  volumes  are  subscribed  in  a  baod-writing  which  is  well  known  to 
me,  that  of  Thomas  Nicolson,  who  was  longdei^  of  the  Assembly;  and  onafonner 
occaaon  I  had  an  opportuni^  of  comparing  the  hand-writing  of  that  individual  with 
the  hand-writing  which  is  i^xm  these  two  volumes.

The  Secretary  stated,  that  he  had  sammoned  this  court  in  consequence  of  the  Ber. 
Robert  Watts,  junior,  Assistant  librarian  having  received  a  stunmons  from  a  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Patronage  of  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
to  produce  the  three  volumes  of  the  Book  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  ^fied  l^  the 
late  Mr,  Archibald  Campbell,  and  also  the  deed  of  ^ft  of  the  said  books. 

Upon  irtiich  the  Court  took  this  matter  into  their  consideration ;  and  the  deed  of 
gift  being  read. 

It  was  resolved. 

That  this  Court  are  extremely  anxious  to  comply  vrith  the  order  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Honse  of  Commons,  so  fiu-  as  is  consistent  with  the  trust  under  which  th^ 
hold  the  books,  and  are  therefore  willing  that  any  inspection  of  them  should  take 
place,  and  that  a  transcript  should  be  made  of  the  said  books  by  such  persons  as  the 
Committee  may  appoint,  but  that  the  deed  of  gift  expressly  restricts  them  from  part- 
ing with  the  custody  of  Ae  books  themselves. 

lliat  the  Bev.  Mr  Watts,  junior,  do  attend  the  said  Committee  to-morrow,  and 
produce  to  them  the  deed  of  gift ;  and  humbly  express  to  them  the  opinion  of  this 
Court,  v^ch  has  been  corroborated  by  that  of  Sir  Nicholas  Tindal  when  solicitor- 
general  ;  and  that  this  Court  trust  the  Committee  will  not  compel  th^n  to  part  with 
the  custody  of  the  manuscripts,  in  express  violation  of  their  trust.

Of  these  eight  Original  volumes,  the  finir  recaTored  ^  WBrrietoa  and  produced  to 
the  Assemhly  1638,  viz.  the  first,  second,  fifth,  and  sixth,  and  that  prodaced  l^  Bigg 
in  the  Assembly  1639,  being  the  third  of  the  series,  have  not  been  traced  b^>tnid  Uieir 
transfer  from  the  Base  to  the  Tower  of  London.  Of  the  fourth  original  volume,  no 
trace  whatever  has  been  found.  In  the  Assembly  1638,  it  was  evidently  conjectared 
or  supposed  to  be  in  the  possesaon  of  Archbishop  Spottiswood.  The  two  original 
vohunes,  viz.  the  seventh  and  eighth,  obtained  by  Sandilanda  from  the  Archbi^op, 
and  produced  to  the  Assembly  1638,  together  with  the  large  duplicate  vohime,  re- 
covered by  Warriston,  were  certainly  those  ultimately  destroyed  in  1834.

The  Commissioii  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  by  their  Act  of  the 
fourteenth  of  March  last,  did  appoint  me  to  take  a  view  of  a  ManoBcript  of  the  old 
Acts  of  Assembly,  and  if  I  judged  tliem  true  and  authentick,  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
transcribed. 

In  obedience  to  this  appointment,  I  have  several  times  view'd  the  Mss.  and  con- 
ferred with  Mr  Campbel,  the  Proprietor  of  them ;  but  neither  can  I  take  upon  me  to 
judge  whether  they  are  true  or  authenldck,  tho  to  be  copyed  I  think  they  would  well 
deserve.  But  the  Gentleman  insists  on  other  conditionB  than  were  at  first  explained 
or  made  known  to  the  Commission,  or  to  me  till  I  saw  him  here.  All  therefore  that 
I  can  do,  is  to  explun  as  well  as  I  can  at  a  distance,  what  these  Mss.  are,  and  upon 
what  terms  we  can  have  the  Mss.  or  a  Copy  of  it ;  and  then  the  General  Assembly 
may  judge  what  shall  be  done. 

To  give  you  some  view  of  the  contents  of  these  Books,  which  are  three  Volnmes, 
one  greater,  and  two  smaller,  and  all  in  Folio,  I  have  employed  one  to  take  a  note  of 
the  several  Assemblys,  their  date  of  commencement,  and  number  of  Sessions,  and  the 
time  f^ipointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  next  Assembly,  as  oft  as  that  is  found  in  the 
Abs.  And  a  great  part  of  this  Abstract  I  have  myself  compared,  and  corrected  hy 
the  Mbb.  itself  and  the  rest  caused  to  be  done  by  another  than  the  transcriber.  He 
has  likewise  set  down  the  words  prefixed  and  snbjoined  to  the  great  Volume,  iriiich 
appears  to  be  signed  by  A,  Johnstonn  of  Waristoun ;  and  the  Title  pr^xed  to  the 
2d  Volome ;  and  the  names  of  Moderators ;  and  the  places  where  subscriptions  ap- 
pear in  the  Mss.  This  was  the  best  view  that  I  could  think  of  giving,  such  as  could 
be  sent  in  a  letter.  Any  account  or  abstract  of  the  contentA  or  matters  of  the  Acts 
themselves  would  have  been  buUcy,  and  required  time  to  prepare. 

The  subscriptions  appear  to  me  to  be  true  and  original.  Those  of  Waristoun  to 
the  first  Yolome  I  compared  with  three  other  authentic  Subscriptions  of  his,  fijr- 
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niahed  by  his  son  the  Secretary ;  and  widi  these  the  Mas.  agrees,  except  in  the  (bon) 
h  *,  which  is  thos  writ  in  the  Book,  tho  the  others  have  no  such  tail  subjoined ;  yet 
the  air  and  appearance  agree  together ;  and  perhaps  that  singulari^  was  added  to 
hia  Office-Subscriptionfl,  to  distinguish  thoee  from  his  ordinary  ones.  The  other  two 
Volumes  are  both  signed  by  T.  Nicolson ;  bat  I  had  nothing  to  compare  these  with, 
tho  they  hare  likewise  the  appearance  of  origioak. 

Such  are  these  Mss,  and  upon  them  the  Hon.  Mr  Archibald  Campbell,  the  owner, 
sets  a  very  high  value ;  and  declares  his  resolution,  that  if  he  shall  not  part  with 
them,  or  pablish  them  in  his  own  lifetime,  he  will  take  care  that  they  shall  be  canyed 
oat  of  this  Kingdom,  where  they  cannot  be  come  at,  after  bis  decease. 
His  present  Resolntions  and  demands  are  these : 

lliat  in  case  encouragement  shall  be  given  for  printing  the  Mss.  he  will  then  allow 
it  to  be  copyed  in  order  to  Pablication,  and  not  otherwise. 

"Hiat  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  at  the  charge  of  making  a  Copy  for  the  Preos, 
which  will  cost  about  £30  Sv. 

Tliat  being  published,  the  General  Assembly  may  retain  the  Copy  that  shall  be  so 
made,  and  collated  with  the  Orig^al ;  and  shall  &rther  have  the  refiual,  or  first  oSer 
of  the  Original  Mss.  itself  they  being  willing  to  give  him  the  same  price  for  it,  that 
he  can  get  from  any  other  person. 

What  will  be  encouragement  sufficient  for  [oiDtiog  it,  you'l  see  by  Mr  Millar  the 
Bookseller's  Proposal ;  and  it  is  in  case  300  Subscriptions  shall  be  obtained  in 
Scotland. 

At  the  same  time,  it  is  not  meant  or  desired  that  the  Publication  should  be  by 
authority  of  the  Church,  as  if  these  were  cognosced  and  judged  autbentick  B^peters; 
but  merely  as  the  act  of  the  private  Proprietor  of  the  Mss. 

Mr  Campbel  thinks,  that  for  the  Mss.  itself  even  after  it  is  printed,  he  can  get  a 
hundred  Pounds  St. 

Htus  I  have  laid  before  you  the  case  as  it  stands,  and  shall  not  presume  to  offer 
any  <^iinion.  the  Mas.  appears  to  be  valuable,  and  well  worili  having,  ^ther  the 
Prineipnl,  or  an  Authentick  Copy,  if  it  could  be  had  on  reasoniible  terms.  And  the 
qnestion  to  be  determined  is,  Whether  the  value  of  this,  or  the  ^fference  betwixt  this 
and  snch  other  Mss.  as  we  have  already  in  Scotland,  be  worth  the  purchasing  on  tike 
terms  above  mentioned.

Dear  Sir, 

Tours  of  10  did  not  reach  me  (ill  tlie  17.  I  have  carefully  perused  all 
the  Papers  you  so  kindly  send  me,  and  have  coDsted  the  Table  which  I  see  hath  2  or 
3  ^rors  in  it, — John  Hay  for  George  Hay,  and  some  others.  He  abstract  ^yes 
some  more  light ;  but  if  it  had  noticed  the  first  and  last  words  of  erery  Session,  it 
would  hare  afforded  much  more. 

Now  I  am  satisfied.  The  Becord  in  Mr  Campbdls  hands,  ia  distinct  and  a  different 
copy  from  these  we  have  in  Scotland :  But  irtiether  the  diftrences  be  so  considerable 
betwixt  ihem  as  to  answer  the  high  price  he  setts  on  his  Mis.  I  camiat  yet  judge. 
Indeed  I  hesitate  much  upon  it. 

Before  I  come  to  ^re  you  the  deSects  I  obaerre  in  my  cof^,  wbteh  X  suppose  agrees 
very  much  with  that  Dr  Eraser  sent  down,  and  the  5  or  6  others  we  haTe,  let  me 
obserre  from  the  printed  Acts  of  Assembly  1638,  p.  3.  line  lasL  Fol.  edit,  that  at  that 
time  tliere  were  many  cop^  qieciaUy  of  QenCTal  Acta  then  eoctant,  which  they  say 
agree  with  the  Registers  niiich  they  are  proving  to  be  atriltentiek.  Of  tiiis  kind  I 
take  our  present  copys  to  be.  These  Acts  of  general  ose  were  ^pointed  to  be  ex- 
tracted by  Mr  Craig  and  others  abont  1592  :  But  whether  our  copys  be  &Bt  extract 
I  cannot  say.  Tliey  seem  to  be  vesy  large,  and  contean  many  thio^  as  to  particular 
penona,  on£  woold  tlunk  are  of  no  general' use. 

The  observations  that  offered  thenuelvea  to  me,  npm  coDstaBg  the  large  Abstract 
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and  short  Table  with  my  eopj  are  these.  The  sdjoaniments  in  the  Recon]  are 
pretty  often  wanting  in  the  copy.  The  Moderators  alwise  agree.  The  Title  of  the 
ABsemfalyB  diffiars  more  in  words  then  in  sense  as  &r  as  the  Abetract  goes.  The  Re- 
cord generally  leaves  oat  Superintendants,  Ministers,  and  Commissioners  from  Shires 
and  CouDtrys,  which  is  pretty  often  in  the  Title  of  the  copy.  Two  things  make  the 
Table  the  more  useless  to  me  in  tlus  collation.  The  Copy  pretty  often  agrees  in  the 
number  of  Sessions ;  but  then  it  leares  several!  of  them.  It  will  have  Sees.  1  St  3  AG. 
and  yet  th^  agree  in  the  totall  number ;  and  its  probable  from  the  Abstract  1563, 
that  Sessions  in  one  Assembly  are  putt  together,  without  numbering ;  and  perhaps 
the  Table  is  taken  from  the  last  number  of  the  Record,  and  may  want  some  of  the 
intermediat  Sessions.  Some  of  the  differences  I  have  observed  between  the  Record 
and  Copy  are  as  follow,

1575, 1578, 1583,  1587,  1591,  1600. 
Asa.  1610,  Tlie  Record  hath  5  Sesuons.    Hie  Copy  hath  no  diatipction. 
Asa.  1616,  Record  hath  hot  one  Session.     Copy  hath  18  Sessions.     Neither  Record 
nor  Copy  have  the  Assembly  at  Perth  1618.    Calderwood  hath  it 

Upon  the  ^ole,  I  am  ready  to  think,  that  the  differences  are  not  very  great  be- 
twe^i  the  Becord  and  our  Copys ;  and  that  Calderwoods  Mbb.  will  very  moch  sapplye 
these  deffect  of  this.  I  shall  be  in  better  case  to  write  when  I  collate  my  Copy  with 
Caklerwoods  iSaa.  as  I  incline  to  doe  this  winter,  if  I  recover  my  farther  strenth,  which 
is  hut  oneertain,  severall  lesser  tomors  rising  upon  my  breast. 

Under  your  correction,  and  the  Committys  that  have  this  matter  beibre  them,  I 
shall  o0er  my  {M'esent  thoughts  upon  the  whole. 

Tie  Great  Book  now  in  the  Honorable  Mr  Campbells  hands,  in  my  o|nnion,  is  the 
5  Raster  which  is  named  Act  Ass.  1638  p  :  2  :  called  the  Greatest  Volume,  and 
declared  free  of  all  prejudice  and  suspicion,  and  to  be  received  with  credite,  as  mar- 
gined by  the  hand  write  of  the  Cleric,  uid  agreeable  to  the  4  preceeding  Books.  At 
first  when  I  read  the  Abstract  yon  sent  me,  and  observed  in  your  letter  that  S.  Sub- 
scribitor  is  not  added  to  Gray's  subscriptions,  as  in  my  Copy,  I  inclined  to  think  this 
volume  to  have  been  the  4  volumes  mentioned  by  the  Assembly  1638  hound  up 
in  one.  But  beddes  Lord  Warriston's  declaration,  that  this  is  tiie  Great  Book, 
that  is  the  Greatest  of  the  5,  and  the  5th  Register,  the  drrision  of  the  Tomes 
m  (he  TaUe  doth  not  agree  with  the  volumes  mentioned  in  the  Acts  of  the  Assembly 
1638.  You  will  see  page  2d,  that  the  2d  B«^t8ter  and  2d  Tome  in  the  Table  end 
Assembly,  August  1572.  And  the  3d  Register  lying  befijre  the  Assembly  1638,  con- 
teans  the  Assemblys  from  1574 — 1579,  which  is  the  4  Tome  of  the  Copy  in  the  Ho- 
norable Mr  Campbells  hands.  And  in  the  Registers  before  the  Assembly  1638,  there 
is  a  gap  between  1572  and  1574,  «4ucb  youl  see  by  the  Table  is  mode  up  in  Mr 
Campbels  Record,  Tome  3d.  So  that  its  impossible  this  Record  can  be  the  same 
with  the  4  volumes  lying  beibre  the  Assembly  1638,  and  declared  to  be  &mouse, 
authentick  and  good  Roisters  by  them :  Besides  in  the  Table  the  5  Tome  conteans 
the  Acts  of  Assemblys  from  1579  to  Hay  10,  1586,  iritich  are  wanting  in  the  4  vol- 
umes of  Registers  before  the  Assembly  1638 :  And  so  this  greater  volume  conteans 
these  years  ytiueh  were  not  in  the  anthentick  Roisters ;  and  then  the  6  Tome  conies 
in  aa  the  4  volume  of  Registers  beibre  the  Assembly  1638 :  So  that  I  am  pretty  posi- 
tive this  Record  is  not  the  authentick  4  volumes  of  Bisters,  but  the  greatest  volume 
the  Assembly  1638  speaks  of.  All  which  is  confirmed  from  the  descriptiim  given. 
Acts  of  Assembly  1638,  p.  3  a  medio,  "  That  this  greatest  volume  conteans  the  Acts 
from  1560 — 1590,  and  agrees  with  the  4  Books  and  "RegiBtem,  as  fiur  as  is  extant  in 
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them ;  and  fortlur  recordetli  whjit  is  mmting  by  them,  paning  by  what  is  motilst  in 
them ;"  that  is  Kshop  Adamsons  teaiings. 

These  renurki,  I  think,  settle  th«  pmnt,  that  Mr  Cunpbells  Becord  is  not  the 
Principal  Autfaentick  Acts  before  the  Assembly  1638,  bat  a  Copy  of  them  s^^ed  on 
the  Mkrgine  by  Mr  James  lUtchie,  the  Clerk,  and  copied  by  his  servant;  which  ai« 
declared  by  Assembly  1638  to  be  codfinm  to  the  Begirteis,  and  free  (tf  all  suspicion, 
and  deserving  credits. 

Wlien  I  am  upoa  this,  yo«l  be  pleased  to  inspect  the  Copy  Dr  Eraser  sent  doun 
to  CoOedg^  and  particularly  tl>e  snbscription.  I  mind  on  my  transient  view  of  h,  its 
ngned  I^oholson :  Bat  I  dont  mind,  irtiether  It  be  James  Nichcds<m  or  lliomas 
Nicholson.  If  Thomas  Nicholson,  I  make  little  question  but  its  a  Copy  taken  eS  the 
originals  then  in  their  hands,  by  that  Gentleman  who  was  3d  Cleric  to  tlie  Assembly. 
If  James  Nkhol8<m,  he  was  Moderator  of  the  Assembly  1595 ;  and  it  may  be,  hath 
been  a  copy  taken  for  his  use  at  that  time.  Tou  can  only  judge  of  this  by  occnlar 
inqpection. 

However  this  be,  I  am  of  opinion,  this  onght  to  be  signified  in  your  correspondence 
with  the  Honorable  Mr  A.  Cui^tbell,  that  his  Recwd  is  not  the  original  Registers 
before  the  Assembly  1638 ;  but  only  the  Greater  Book,  which  is  declared  wcathy  of 
credite ;  because  they  collated  it  with  the  Original  Becords.  This  ought  at  least  to 
bring  doon  bis  vesy  high  donands,  for  his  Aba.  the  wanting  of  S.  Sobembitnr  to 
Grayes  sabaeriptioa  will  not  ballanoe  what  is  above,  and  might  be  a  slip  of  the 
Transcribe. 

Allow  me  only  to  add,  that  before  you  can  deal  with  Mr  Campbell  to  any  purpose, 
eitlier  your  C<^  taken  off  Dr  Fraaer's  must  be  sent  np  to  Zx>ndoa,  to  be  carefolly 
collated  by  some  body  of  sense  with  Mr  Campbells  Record,  and  the  dififerenees  care- 
fully marked ;  at  least  the  first  sentenee  and  last  of  every  Session  that  your  C(^ 
wants,  shoold  be  sett  doun,  if  Mr  Camid>ell  will  allow :  or  Mr  lAudon,  or  any  yonl 
imploy,  must  go  throogh  your  Copy,  and  give  the  Assemblys  with  their  dates,  and 
the  first  and  last  words  of  every  Sesraon,  with  the  first  and  last  words,  or  at  least  the 
Tittles  of  the  FTind.pal  I^ip^rs  ccoteaned  in  the  difierent  Assemblys.  For  instance. 
Assembly,  April  24,  1581,  the  2d  Book  of  Discipline  is  insert.  Assembly,  May  10, 
1586,  a  list  of  Presbitrys  throu^  Scotland  is  insert.  Assembly  1590,  Agust  4,  the 
list  of  the  members  of  Assembly  are  insert.  %  this  collation  Mr  Campbell  will  not 
be  wronged,  and  yon  will  be  in  case  to  judge  the  tne  value  of  his  Record. 

'When  this  is  done,  if  the  difi^enee  be  but  trivial  between  our  Copyes  and  his,  and 
e^ecially  if  we  can  make  them  op  from  Calderwoods  Mss.  Sstoiy,  I  cannot  say  I 
would  he  for  giving  him  above  40  or  50  Found  for  his  Beccnd,  once  he  wU  see  our 
Copys  are  not  Sun  short  of  it  So  much,  had  we  money  to  give,  I  wish  VKire  given 
to  have  one  of  the  Roisters  approven  by  the  Assembb^  38. 

tf  it  come  out  othervnse,  then  other  methods  must  be  taken  with  an  old  poiM-  man 
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net  Tory  friendly  to  onr  Constitation,  and  in  his  oppinions  already  &ir  gone  over  to 
Rome, 

la  no  case  I  would  be  fi)r  printiDg  the  Record,  except  it  were  revised  by  a  Com- 
mitty  named  by  the  Assembly ;  and  such  tilings  as  are  not  of  general  nae  be  left  out 
I  gave  you  my  reasons  for  this  when  here.  There  are  Acta  contradicting  one 
another,  and  many  things  nnfitt  fi>r  the  public  yiew.  And  no  wonder  when  Hie 
Church  was  but  just  emerging  from  Popish  ignorance  and  coufiuion  ;  and  it  was  20 
years  before  IVestatTys  were  established ;  and  9  before  any  x^folation  was  made,  who 
should  be  members ;  and  generally  all  came  who  were  Ministers,  and  well  afiected  to 
tile  Beformation,  viu)  wer  a£  any  rank, 

I  would  be  much  rather  for  a  coUection  for  the  snmm  that  shall  be  agreed  on  with 
Mr  Campbell  for  his  3  Tolnmes.  And  I  hope  we  are  cot  so  low  but  2  or  3  hundred 
Pound  might  be  gathered  from  MinisterB  and  well  disposed  persons  at  Guineas  a  peice, 
with  a  promise  of  a  Copy  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  generall  use,  when  the  Asaem- 
bt^  sees  fitt  by  Hi^  orders  to  print  them,  which  I  think  might  be  done.  And  our 
friend  A.  Millar,  who  hath  made  this  discovery  to  ns,  should  be  considered  in  that 
matter.  I  fear  the  Churches  fonda  are  so  much  embarrassed,  that  little  can  be 
hoped  for  trom  them. 

If  Mr  Campbell  should  be  unreasonable  in  faia  demands,  what  oSsrs  to  me  under 
correction  is,  that  propper  hands  should  be  imployed  to  deal  wiHk  Secretaiy  John- 
stoun,  that  the  state  of  the  matter  should  be  laid  before  him ;  and  the  Churches  claim 
opon  these  3  volumes  of  Records,  signified  to  him ;  and  even  our  cbum  upon  him  as 
his  Other's  BepresentatiTe,  for  what  belonged  to  the  Assembly,  and  is  attested  l^  his 
fiither  in  tlie  Churches  name.  Ss  daim  on  Mr  Campbell  might  likewise  be  urged. 
In  that  case,  the  Secretaiy  might  easQy  deal  with  Mr  Campbell  in  concert  with  jrou 
here. 

All  this  is  proposed  in  much  snlmiisaon  to  your  better  judgement.  I  onfymention 
these  things  as  faints  which  may  open  the  dore  to  somewhat  more  ripe  and  digested 
from  you  wtd  the  Commitly  which  have  this  matter  before  tliem.  I  know  yoa  wiD 
take  an  as  well  meaned,  and  inaka  aUowances.

n.  From  the  want  of  a  lawfoll  calling,  to  these  who  went  to  that  meethig,  seeing 
they  were  not  at  all  elected  by  their  Presl^ries,  but  were  injoyned  to  come  by  the 
Kings  letters.  Iliis  also  is  proved  by  the  forsaids  books  of  the  Preebyteriet,  and  b; 
his  Majesties  letters. 

m.  From  the  nature  of  that  meetii^,  which  was  only  a  private  meeting,  or  con- 
vention, for  consultation  to  be  taken  by  some  persons  of  sundry  estates  written  for, 
as  the  Kings  letters  and  the  Presbyterie  books  do  acknowledge. 

niL  From  the  power  of  these  Ministers  who  were  present  Thdr  Preebytcaies  did 
'in*ihit4'  them :  First,  Ihat  they  should  give  no  snffinges  in  that  meeting  as  a  gene- 
rail  Assembly.     Secondly,  Ihat  they  agree  to  nothing  that  may  any  wayn  be  prejo- 
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dioiall  to  the  aots  of  the  generail  Assemblies,  or  to  the  established  diacipliae  of  the 
Eirk.  Thirdly,  That  they  should  not  agree  to  resolve  or  conclude  any  question,  ar- 
taole,  or  mater  whatsoever,  the  decision  hereof  is  pertinent,  and  proper  to  a  free 
general!  AsBembly.  Fourthly,  If  ai^  thing  be  coocloded  contrary  thereunto,  that 
th^  protest  against  it.     These  limitations  are  clear  by  the  Presbyterie  booka. 

V.  The  acts  of  this  meeting  were  not  insert  in  the  book  of  Assemblies,  as  is  evident 
by  the  re^sters. 

VL  The  next  pretended  Assembly  at  Linlithgow,  1608,  doth  acknowledge  the  As- 
sembly, whereof  Mast«r  Patrick  Galloway  was  Moderatonr,  to  have  been  the  last 
immediate  Assembly,  [O^ceeding  itseUe :  and  that  Assembly  where<tf  he  was  Modera- 
tonr, was  the  Assembly  holden  at  Haly  rood-boose,  1602.  So  they  did  not  acknow- 
ledge that  meeting  at  Linlithgow.  1606,  for  any  Assembly  at  aU.  Tins  is  clear  t^ 
the  roisters  of  the  Aasembly,  160^  in  the  entrie  Uier«o£. 

Reaboits  fob  AifHUiJ.nro  the  pbetkrdkd  Asseicblt  at  LnaiTQQow,  1608. 

I.  Manie  of  the  voters  in  that  pretended  Assembly  had  no  lawfoU  commisdon  from 
the  Eirk,  to  wit,  42.  Noblemen,  officers  of  state,  Gomisellonrs,  and  Bamms,  also  the 
Kshops,  contrare  to  the  act  of  Dundie,  1597.  And  one  of  their  caveats.  The  Noble 
men  were  as  conunisdoners  from  the  Kng,  the  Bishops  had  no  commissitm  at  aU  from 
the  Presbyt^les,  for  every  Presbyterie  out  of  irtuch  th^  came,  had  their  fiill  number 
of  Commissioners  beride  them,  as  the  roister  of  the  Assembly  bearetfa. 

IL  Li  a  lawfnll  Assembly  there  shonld  be  none  bat  Commisuoners  firom  Prest^- 
teries,  Bnrghs,  and  Univeruties,  and  but  three  ministers  at  most,  with  one  Elder, 
Commissioners  from  every  Presbyterie,  according  to  the  act  made  at  Dondie,  1£I97. 
Bat  in  that  pretended  Assembly,  there  were  fbure  ministers  from  the  severall  Presby- 
teries of  Edinburgh,  and  Cowper,  five  from  the  Presbyterie  of  Arbroth,  as  the  roll  of 
the  Sfud  pretended  Assembly  beareth ;  whereas  there  were  no  ruling  Elders  sent  from 
Prest^teries,  according  to  the  book  of  policie  and  act  of  Dondie. 

Rzi>aoiTB  FOK  AinniLLiRa  thk  fbetekdxd  Abbeublt  at  Glasgow,  1610. 

I.  The  Commtsfflon  of  the  pretended  Commissioners  to  that  meeting  was  nulL  I. 
Because  the  election  of  them  was  not  free,  seeing  they  were  nominate  by  the  Kings 
Letters,  as  the  Presbyterie  books  of  Edinburgh,  Perth,  and  Hadingtonn  declare.  And 
the  Kshop  of  St  Andrews  in  his  letter  to  some  Presbyteries,  required  them  to  send 
such  Commissi<mer8  as  the  King  had  nominate :  Assoring  them,  that  none  other 
would  be  accepted.  This  the  Bishops  letter  r^istrat  in  the  Presbyterie  books  of 
Hadingtonn  doth  cleare.  2.  And  whereas  there  were  no  ruling  Elders  sent  frtmi  the 
Presbyteries  to  that  pretended  Assembly,  as  the  roll  of  C<Knmissioncn  sheweth ;  yet 
there  were  more  ministers  from  sundrie  severall  Presbyteries  than  three,  as  five  firom 
Brechen,  five  from  Arbroth,  five  from  Eirkcubright,  seven  from  the  Presbytery  of 
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Aigyl,  foore  from  tbe  Preebyterie  of  Cowper,  fonre  from  linlHbgow,  four  from  Pasley, 
fbor  from  Hammiltonn,  fbmre  from  Dromfriee,  fonre  from  Donkell ;  as  the  r^^ster  of 
that  Assembly  beareth. 

n.  There  were  thirtie  voters  of  NoUe  mrai  and  BarroBs,  foeside  the  pretended 
Kshops,  who  had  no  commisdon  from  any  Fresbyterie.  In  the  fbortb  Session  of  this 
jnretended  Assembly  it  is  plainly  said.  That  the  Noble  men  and  Borrons  came  to  it 
by  the  Kings  (Erection. 

IIL  The  voting  of  the  comnusdoners  was  not  free :  for  by  the  Kings  letter  to  the 
Assembly  Hiey  were  threatened,  and  it  was  declared  that  their  consent  was  not  need- 
fiill  to  any  act  to  bo  made  there :  The  King  might  do  it  by  his  own  power,  yet  they 
were  allm^  to  vote  by  a  promise  that  their  good  service  in  so  doing  should  be  re- 
membred  and  rewarded  thereafter. 

ly.  The  ptincipall  acts  vidueh  were  made,  were  set  down  verhalim  in  the  privie 
conference,  which  chiefly  consisted  of  the  Kings  Commissioners  and  pretended 
Bishops,  and  only  read  to  be  ratified  in  the  Assembly. 

V.  Snndrie  ministers  then  present,  do  now  declare,  that  they  knew  the  ministers 
who  voted  the  wrong  way,  to  have  received  their  present  reward,  and  that  money  was 
largely  dealt  unto  them. 

BKABONS  fob  ANmjLLIVO  THE  PSETKXDED  AfiaGHBLt  AT  AbEBDENE,  1616. 

I.  There  was  no  election  of  a  Moderatoor :  but  that  place  nsorped  by  the  pretend- 
ed Kshop  of  Saint  Andrews,  as  the  Roister  beareth. 

II.  He  indiction  of  that  pretended  Assanbly  was  bnt  twentie  dayes  before  the 
holding  of  it :  so  that  the  Presbyteries  and  burghes  conld  not  be  prepared  for  sending 
their  commissioners :  which  caused  the  absence  of  many  Presbyteries  and  fourtie  fbure 
Burghes. 

III.  There  were  twentie  five  noble-men  and  gentlemen,  voters  withoot  commission 
from  the  Kirk.  Mr  William  Struthers  voted  for  the  Presl^rterie  of  Edinburgh,  yet 
had  no  commission  therefrom :  The  commission  being  given  by  that  Presl^terie  to 
other  three,  as  the  said  commission  r^istrat  in  the  books  of  the  Presl^tery  beareth. 
And  whereas  there  should  be  but  one  Commissioner  from  every  burgh,  except  Edin- 
burgh, to  the  Assembly ;  at  this  pretended  Assembly,  there  were  two  Commis^oners 
from  Glasgow,  two  from  Cowper,  two  from  St  Andrews :  whereas  there  were  no  rul- 
ing Elders  having  conmiisdon  from  their  Freshyteries  at  that  Assembly. 

lilL  When  the  acts  of  that  pretended  Assembly  were  written,  the  Bishop  of  St 
Andrews  with  his  own  hand  did  interline,  adde,  change,  vitiate,  direct  to  be  eXf 
tracted  or  not  extracted,  as  he  pleased,  as  the  scrolls  themselves  seen  doe  show ; 
^therefore  the  clerk  did  not  r^pstrat  the  acts  of  that  Assembly  in  the  books  of  As- 
semblies,  as  may  be  easily  seen  by  the  blank  in  the  raster  left  for  them  remaining 
oafiUed. 
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The  inn.i,iTiE  or  the  PuitiErssD  Abssublt  at  Sautt  Axlxewb,  1617. 

I.  There  is  do  meDtion  of  it  in  th«  register  of  the  Assemblies,  and  bo  no  waxrand 
for  thrar  comndssioiis,  their  Moderatoop  or  Clerlt. 

n.  He  indiction  of  it  ws  so  infbrmall,  that  as  the  scroll  declareth,  a  great  part 
of  the  Commisidonere  from  Synods,  Borrows,  and  gentlemen,  wotild  not  be  present. 

ni.  The  Kings  Majestic  in  fais  letter  to  Ferths  Assembly,  acknowledgeth  it  vaa 
but  a  meeting,  wherein  disgrace  was  o^red  to  his  Majestie. 

IIU.  The  former  comiptioiis  of  the  foare  preceeding  Assemblies  had  their  con- 
fluence in  this  and  the  subsequent  Assembly. 

Reasons  for  AKuruLLDfa  the  pretehded  Asbemblt,  holdeit  at  Pkbth,  1618. 

I.  The  Assembly  was  indicted  but  twentie  dayes  before  the  holding  of  it :  and  all 
parties  requisit  received  not  advertisement,  as  appeareth  by  their  absence.  The  nn- 
-timeoae  indicting  of  it,  is  cleared  by  the  Presbytrie  books. 

n.  lliere  was  no  election  of  the  Moderatour,  as  was  accustomed  to  be  in  lawfbll 
Assemblies ;  The  register  cteareth  this. 

m.  No  formal  election  of  their  new  Clerk. 

nil.  There  were  five  whole  Dyocies  absent,  viz.  Orkney,  Cathnes,  Bosse,  Argyll, 
and  Isles :  and  many  Presbyteries  had  no  Commissioners  there,  as  the  register  of  that 
pretended  Assembly  bearetii. 

V.  There  were  nineteen  Noblemen  and  Barons,  eleven  Bishops,  that  had  no  com- 
mission from  the  Krk,  Whereas  the  act  for  constitation  of  Assemblies,  ordaineth 
every  Bm^h  to  have  but  one  Commissioner,  except  Edinbnr^,  vdiich  may  have  two, 
(Act  at  Dondie,  1597)  yet  in  that  pretended  Assembly,  Perth  had  three  Commis- 
uoners,  Dnndie  bad  two,  Glasgow  had  two,  and  St  Andrews  had  two :  Of  the  Bulges 
there  were  thirtie  ax  absent :  And  for  ruling  Eldeis,  there  were  none  at  all  with  com- 
iKisffltKD  from  their  Freslrrteries.  All  these  things  are  cleared  by  the  records  of  that 
-[ovt^Hled  Asaemblie. 

VI.  lie  CommissioneTS  from  some  Presbyteries  exceeded  th^  number,  prescribed 
in  the  act  at  Dondie,  1597,  for  the  Presl^ierie  of  Ariiroath  were  fonre  Commissionen, 
and  fonre  for  the  Fresbyterie  of  An^ter-axdour :  Beside  these  that  were  heard  to 
vot,  having  no  commissioD  at  all,  and  some  who  bad  commission  were  retjected,  and 
were  not  enrolled,  but  others  put  in  their  place  without  commisaon. 

VU.  The  pretended  Bishops  did  practise  some  of  the  articles  to  be  concluded  there, 
before  the  pretended  Assembly,  in  Edinburgh,  St  Andrews,  and  other  cathedral! 
Churches,  by  keeping  festivall  dayes,  kneeling  at  the  Communion.  Thus  tiieir  voices 
were  prejnc^ed  by  the  practise  of  these  articles  before  condemned  by  the  Kii^  and 
therefore  they  should  have  been  secluded  from  voicing. 

Vni.  In  da  lawfoll  Assemblies,  the  voicing  should  be  free :    But  in  this  pretended 
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Asseanblf  there  were  no  free  voicing ;  for  the  voicers  were  threatened  to  voice  affir- 
mative nnder  no  lesse  pain  nor  the  wrath  of  authoritie,  imprisonment,  banishment, 
dejniration  of  ministers,  and  atter  subversion  of  the  state :  Tea,  it  was  plainly  pro- 
fe^ed,  that  neither  reasoning,  nor  the  nomber  of  voices  ahonld  carie  the  matter  away : 
Which  is  qaalified  l^  the  declaration  of  many  honest  old  rererend  brethren  of  the 
aunistry  now  present. 

IX.  Id  all  lawfiill  Ass^nbHes,  the  gnrands  of  proceeding  were,  and  osed  to  be,  the 
word  of  God,  the  eonfossion  of  Faith,  and  acts  of  former  generall  Assemblies.  Bat 
in  this  pretended  Assembly,  the  ground  of  their  proceeding  in  voicing,  was  the  Kings 
commandment  only :  For  so  the  question  was  stated :  Whether  the  five  articles,  in 
respect  of  his  Majesties  commandment,  should  passe  in  act,  or  not:  as  the  records  of 
that  pretended  Assembly  beareth.  Where  it  is  declared,  that  for  the  reverence  and 
respect  which  they  bear  unto  his  Majesties  royall  commandments,  they  did  agree  to 
the  foresaids  articles. 

X.  Many  other  reasons  verifying  the  nullitie  of  all  these  Assemblies,  were  showen 
and  proven  before  the  Assembly,  which  needeth  not  here  to  be  insert.

Secondlie,  His  MajefUe  deljrea  them  to  make  ane  AA  of  thair  Aflem- 
blie,  prohibiteing  all  and  ererie  ane  of  the  Miniftrie*  rnder  the  paine  of  de- 
privatioui)>  to  declaime  agaioA  hia  Majefiie  or  Counfells  proceidings,  ia 
pulpitt,  not  onlj  in  refpe£l  of  his  Majeffies  knawin  good  intentioun  for  the 
furdi  fetting  of  pietie  and  juftice,  bot  lykeways  becaufe  his  MajefUe  at  all 
tjmes  gives  readie  acceiTe  and  loving  eare  to  fundrie  of  the  MiniJIters,  to  in- 
fonne>  dilait  or  complaine*  either  in  their  awin  name  or  in  the  name  of  any 
of  the  reft  of  the  brether. 

Thirdlie,  His  M^eftJe  defjres  them  to  appoint  and  put  on  leit,  fyre  or 
fixe  of  the  difcreitefl;  of  the  Miniftrie,  that  his  Majeilie  may  make  choife  of 
twa  of  them  to  ferre  in  his  houfe,  in  refpe6t  of  Mr  Craig  his  decripit  age. 

Fourthlie,  Seeing  that  the  flanding  of  the  religioun  and  the  weilfare  of 
his  Majellies  perfon  are  fo  vnleparablie  joynit,  as  quhofbevir  are  enemies  to 
the  ane  are  comoun  enemies  to  both }  fo  bis  Majeftie  defyres,  that  through 
all  the  Pretbitries  of  this  countrey,  ther  falbe  fome  appointit  to  adrertile 
and  informe  his  Majeilie  heirafter,  with  diligence,  for  the  more  fpeidy  re-

Fyftlie,  His  MajelUe  defyrea,  that  through  all  the  couatrey,  quher  ther 
is  any  porta  or  landing  places,  that  ther  be  fome  of  the  brother  fpeciallie 
appointit  to  deale  fo  Tith  the  burghes,  that  they  may  tabe  good  and  fuffici- 
eot  tryall,  according  to  his  Majefties  law  made  theranent,  of  all  thefe  quho 
iall  heirafter  come  in,  or  palTe  fiirth  of  this  couotrey,  quherfra  tbey  are 
come,  or  quherto  they  are  bound  }  quhat  is  thair  trafique  and  intentioun  to 
doe  :  and  fwa  after  good  and  fufficient  tryall,  if  tber  be  any  thing  of  weght 
and  importance,  that  tbey  on  na  wayis  faile  to  make  his  Majeftie  acquaint 
tberwithall,  to  the  effe£t  his  Majeftie  may  the  more  eafilie  difcover  quhat- 
fumevir  forraine  or  civill  prafUfes  is  or  falbe  in  held  aganis  the  prefent 
lUte  of  the  religious :  And  this  he  craves  to  be  done  fo  faitbfuUie,  as  he  hes

^eir  of  God  ane  thouland,  fire  hundreth,  three-fboir  ninetene  gieris  ;  and 
all  and  wfaatfomeuir  a£tis  of  Parliament,  and  ftatutes  maid  of  befoir,  be  hia 
Hienes  and  hie  Regentis,  anent  the  libertie  and  fredome  of  the  laid  Kirk  : 
and  fpeciallie  the  firft  aiBb  of  the  Parliament  balden  at  Edinburgh,  the 
twentie  foure  day  of  October,  the  ^eir  of  God  ane  thoufand,  fire  hundreth, 
and  four  fcoir  ane  gieres,  with  the  haill  particulare  aStia  tfaairin  mentionat, 
Quhilk  iall  be  als  fufficient  as  gif  the  famjn  wer  herin  exprell ;  and  all 
Ttber  aStiB  of  Parliament  mud  fenfjne,  in  farouris  of  the  trew  Kirk  ;  And 
fikljk,  ratifies  and  appreris  the  Generall  AJTemblies  appojnted  be  the  faid 
Kirk  i  and  declairis,  that  it  {kibe  lauchfiill  to  the  Kirk  and  Miniflrie 
eTerilk  ^eir,  at  the  leift,  and  ofler  pro  re  nata,  as  occafioun  and  neceflitie 
Iall  require*  to  hald  and  keip  Generall  Aflembliefl  :  Providing  that  the 
Kingu  Majeftie,  or  his  CommilGoner  with  thame  to  be  appoyntit  be  hia 
Uimes,  be  prefent  at  ilk  Generall  Aflemblie  befor  the  difiblving  thairof, 
nominat  and  iq>point  tyme  and  place,  quhen  and  quhair  the  nizt  Generall 
AJTemblie  falbe  haldin :  and  in  caife  nather  hie  Majeftie,  nor  his  laid  Com- 
miflioner,  beia  prefent  for  the  tyme  in  that  toun,  quhair  the  faid  Generall 
Affemblie  beie  haldin.

that  effed :  of  tbe  quhilkie  Articles  the  tennour  followls. 

Materis  to  be  intreatit  in  Provinciall  Aflemblies  :  Tbir  Aflemblies  ar 
coniUtute  for  wecbtie  materia,  neceflar  to  be  intreatit  be  mutuall  confent 
and  afliftance  of  bretbrene  within  tbe  Province,  aa  neid  req^yria.  This 
Aflemblie  bes  power  to  handle,  ordour,  and  redreife,  all  tbingis  omittit  or 
done  amiiTe  in  tbe  particulare  Aflemblles.  It  bes  power  to  depofe  tbe 
office  beraris  of  that  ProTince,  for  glide  and  juH  cauleia  deferring  depri- 
vatioun  :  And,  generallie,  thir  Aflemblies  bes  the  haill  power  of  the  par- 
ticulare Elderfcbippis,  qubairof  they  ar  coIle£iit. 

Materia  to  be  intreatit  in  the  Prefbiteries :  Tbe  power  of  the  Prelbiteriea 
is  to  give  diligent  laubouris  in  the  boundia  committed  to  their  chairge. 
That  tbe  Kirkis  be  kepit  in  gude  ordour ;  To  enquire  diligentlie  of  nauchtie 
and  vngodlie  perfonie,  and  to  trarell  to  bring  tbame  in  tbe  way  agane 
be  admonitioun,  or  tbreatning  of  Goddis  jugementis,  or  be  corre£tioun. 
It  appertenis  to  tbe  Elderfchip,  to  tak  beid  that  tbe  Word  of  God  be  puirlie 
preacbit  within  thair  boundia,  the  Sacramentia  ricbtlie  miniftrat,  tbe  Dif- 
cipline intertenyit,  and  tbe  EccleGafticall  guidia  rncorruptlie  diflributit.  It 
belangia  to  this  kynd  of  Aflemhleia,  to  caus  tbe  ordinances  maid  be  the 
Aflembleis,  ProTinciallia,  Nationallis,  and  GeneralUs,  to  be  kepit  and  put 
in  executioun ;  to  mak  confUtutionis,  quhilkis  concernia  to  rpeiroy  in  the 
Kirk,  for  decent  ordour  in  tbe  particulare  kirk  quhair  they  governe ;

And  decemis  and  declairis  the  faid 
Aflembleis,  Preibiteries,  and  Sefliounea,  Jurifdi6tioun  and  Difcipline  tbairof 
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foiHaid,  to  be  in  all  tjmea  aiming-,  maift  iufl;  gtide,  and  godlie  in  the  feU^ 
Notwitbftanding  of  quhatfumeuir  Statutis,  A£tis,  Cannon,  Ciuile,  or  Moni- 
cipall  Lawes,  maid  in  the  contrair ;  To  the  quhilkis  and  every  ane  of  Uuune, 
thir  prefeotia  fall  mak  ezpres  derogatioun  :

Wylkie,  FrincipalL  of  San£t  Leonards,  or  to  the  maifl  part  of  the  faid  bre- 
theme,  to  conreine  t<^dder,  8i\d  vifit  the  Colledge  of  Auld  Aherdeine, 
ther  to  try  and  examine  the  dod:reine,  lyfe,  and  deligence  of  the  Maifteris 
therof;  dilcipline  and  ordotir  rfit  be  thame  ;  as  als  the  fiait  of  the  rent 
of  the  faids  CoUedges  :  And  quher  thay  find  abuls,  fa  far  as  thay  may 
pofGblie,  to  reforme  ;  remittaod  to  the  Atfemblie  fick  thingis  as  thay  can 
not,  to  be  takin  ordour  with  be  thame  :  and  this  tryell  to  begin  the  lafi 
day  of  Auguft  nixt  j  ordaining,  in  the  meane  tyme,  that  quhill  thair  com- 
ing thai  na  noratioun  be  maid  ather  be  fetting  of  new  taks,  confermeing 
of  auld,  or  ele&ioun  of  ony  new  Maifler ;  and  all  things  to  fland  ower  in 
the  efbit  thay  ar  in  prefentlie  :  firme  and  fUble  balding  and  for  to  bald 
all  and  quhatfumerer  the  fiuda  brether  or  maift  part  of  thame  in  the  prex 
miffee  laufullye  to  be  done  :    and  ordaines  thair  procedingis  to  be 

reportit  to  the  nixt  Generall  Aflemblie  of  the  Kirk.

Anent  the  provifioun  of  the  Kirk  of  Lucheris :  la  refpeA  the  faaill 
Aflemblie  hes  nominat  Mr  Johne  Kynnier  to  be  prefentit  to  the  fuds 
parochineris  be  the  Frefbiterie  of  San£t  Androis  to  be  thair  PafUmr,  uid 
to  be  tryit  in  do^ine,  lyfe  and  converlklioua  ;  and  gif  the  Imds  parocfain- 
era  hes  na  juft  of  his  refiiflall,  to  be  admitit  be  the  faid  Frefliiter- 

rie  to  the  minifirie  of  the  fud  kirk. 

Anent  CoUedges  and  rentis  therof :  The  Aflemblie  has  ordaneit  that 
na  difpofitioun  of  the  leving  and  rentis  therof,  be  tak  or  vther  titile,  be 
maid  without  the  adwyfe  and  confent  of  the  Aflemblie  Generall,  rnder  the 
pane  of  depofitioun  of  the  perfouns  doing  in  the  contrair. 

Anent  the  relidence  of  Minif^ris :  For  furthering  of  the  refidence  of 
fik  Paftonrs  as  for  lack  of  manfles  are  not  reJident,  it  a  refoluit  and  aggreit 
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that  every  parochin,  quher  the  Paftours  manfe  is  owther  rowinoua  or  alto- 
^tber  laikes,  be  ordainit  to  repare  and  build  the  &mein  maoTe  rpon  tbair 
awin  ezpenfea,  with  ftane,  timber,  and  all  Tther  materialis,  workmanfcbip, 
cariage,  and  Tther  things  neidfull  for  the  repairing  and  higging  therof ; 
quhiUt  if  they  fail^ie  and  refufe  to  doe,  being  dewlie  requyrit,  they  fall  not 
only,  fo  many  as  refufes,  be  haldin  be  the  Kirk  the  haiU  caufe  of  thur 
Paftours  non  refidence,  bot  alfo  it  falbe  lauiull  to  the  aires,  executours  and 
affignaye  of  the  Mtnilter  or  Reider  departing,  or  himfelfe  during  his 
tyme,  to  retaine  the  poffeflloun  of  the  niao&  buildit  be  him,  in  cace  he 
huild  the  lamein  vpon  his  awin  ezpeoflia  after  the  refiifeall  of  the  paroch- 
inera,  ay  and  quhiU  the  [next]  intrant  Minifter  or  Reidar  refouod  to  him, 
his  aires,  executours  and  afBgnayis,  the  haill  ezpenflis  made  be  him  for 
repairing  and  building,  at  the  leift  fo  mikle  therof  as  the  parochin  cannot 
be  movit  to  refound  }  and  that  the  Prefbytrie,  at  the  intrants  admiOioun, 
fall  take  ordour  for  the  performance  [heirof]  ;  provyding  that  the  expenflis 
[to]  be  made  be  the  faid  Paflour  or  Reider  exceid  not  foure  hundreth 
marks  ;  and  that  the  Prelbytrie,  after  the  repairing  or  bigging  of  the  iaid 
manls,  tak  the  exa£t  tryall  and  compt  of  his  [did]  expenflis,  and  give  him 
tfaair  allowance  therrpon,  to  be  regiftrat  in  th^ir  bookes :  And  this  a£t  to 
extend  to  them  afweill  that  are  alyre  and  hes  alreadie  biggit,  as  to  them 
that  are  to  bi^e  and  repaire  heirafter.  And  lykewayea  the  fecond  and 
tfaiid  Minifler  or  Reidar,  and  confequently  the  fucceflburs  to  the  Minifters 
quher  the  manlis  is  biggit,  fall  have  the  lyke  title  to  crave  of  the  intrant  after 
him  the  faids  expenflis,  quhilk  he  hes  depurGt  to  his  predecefiburs,  ay  and 
quhiil  the  parochiuers  redeime  and  outquyte  the  faid  manfe  or  bi^ngs 
therof,  to  be  made  frie  therafter  to  the  intrant  Minifler  or  Reidar.

and  all  things  done  be  him  in  the  faid  vifitatioun,  and  fpectallie  in  depofiog 
of  the  perfouns  not  making  refidence.

Ane  writting  being  prefentit  in  the  behalf  of  my  Ijord  Sempill,  faavetng 
creadit  gevin  to  him  tberin :  The  Aflemblie  ordainit  his  creadit  to  be 
commwnicat  to  the  brether  of  the  Conferance  the  mome. 

In  refpe£t  the  Kingia  Maje^e  bia  Commiflioner  is  to  depart  for  certane 
adois,  thalrfor  the  AiTemblie,  in  his  prefence,  hea  appointit  thair  nixt 
Geoerall  Aflemblie  to  be  at  Edinburgh  the  firft  Twyfdaj  of  May  cum 
ane  seir.

Anent  the  procea  deduceit  be  the  Prefbiterie  of  SUrling  in  the  mater 
concerntog  the  parocbinera  of  Eglilhame  and  Mr  Andro  Boyd :  The 
Generall  Aflemblie  of  the  Kirk  bes  ordinet  and  ordaines  that  thair  brether 
John  Porterfeild,  and  Mr  Andro  Knox  travill  erneftlie  and  effe£tiouflie, 
in  name  of  the  haill  Kirk,  with  the  Maifler  of  Eglintoun  in  fauouris  of 
the  faid  Mr  Andro,  that,  gif  it  be  polfible  with  his  guid  will  and  iauour. 
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the  laid  Mr  Andro  maj  ferre  at  tbe  Kirk  of  Eglilhame,  but  trubill  or  im- 
pediment to  be  mud  to  him  in  ony  fort,  and  that  with  all  giiid  deligence : 
And  in  caice  the  Maiiler  can  not  be  moveit  beirto,  that  the  laid  breither 
mak  intimatioun  of  his  refuflell  to  the  bretheme  of  the  Frelbiterie  of  Edin- 
burgh,  to  quhome  the  Kirk  gevis  power  to  tak  ordour  therin  as  tbaj  tail 
find  heft  for  the  weill  of  the  Kirk  and  the  glorie  of  God. 

ForfamekiU  as  ther  la  ane  Parliament  to  be  hatdin  Ihortlie  in  Juntj  next,

tjme  of  the  Parliament  in  the  place  quher  the  lame  Mbe  baldin,  to  confult, 
treit.  refone  and  conclud>  rpon  fik  faeids,  articlis,  petitiouns,  and  fuppli- 
cattoun>«  as  thaf  lall  think  meitt  to  be  crareit  and  concludit  be  confent 
of  Parliament,  for  the  glorie  of  God,  and  for  the  well  and  confort  of  bis 
Generall  Kirk  within  this  realme  :  Quhilkis  bretheme  fall  hare  the  power 
of  the  laid  Generall  Aflemblie,  and  proceid  as  the  fame  mycht  do  gtf  the 
haill  number  wer  prefent.

Aucbterardour  be  not  rcpaird  fufficientlie  betuiz  and  the  nixt  Generall 
AJIemblie  ;  or  in  caice  ane  lufficient  llipend  be  not  provydit  for  ane  Mi- 
nifter,  that  he  may  mak  refidence  at  Aucbterardour  with  manfe,  gleib :  In 
thir  caices  or  ony  of  thame,  the  Prelbitrie  fiilbe  reeftablilhit  in  Dumblane ;

hes  not  beine  tryit  in  the  General],  quhilk  appeirit  to  the  haill  breder  to 
be  neceflar  :  Thairfor  it  is  concLudit,  that,  in  tyme  cuming,  to  everie  Gene* 
rail  AiTemblie  the  buiks  of  the  Synodall  AflTembleis  Mbe  direA  be  the 
Synodollis,  to  be  fychtit  and  coniidderit  in  the  Generall  Aflemblie,  for 
Tnderftanding  the  better  of  thair  procddingis,  rnder  the  pane  of  the  fen- 
four  of  the  Kirk. 

Anent  the  a£tia  of  the  Kirk :  That  everie  Frefbitrie  may  be  the  better 
inflru£tit  therin,  the  Kirk  hes  ordinit  Mr  James  Carmichelf,  quha  hes  aU 
reddie  tane  fum  puieis  iu  correcting  therof,  to  perfyte  the  work,  and  to 
prefent  the  fame  to  the  nixt  Generall  AQemblie  of  the  Kirk. 

The  General  Aflemblie  of  Uie  Kirk  geris  libertie  to  tranfport  Mr  Henrie 
Guthrie  fra  the  Kirk  quher  he  ferres  to  ony  Ttber  kirk  within  thair  bounds 
quher  his  giftis  may  be  beft  imployit ;  and  in  caice  thay  do  not  the  fame, 
gifis  libertie  to  the  Prefbiterie  of  Angus  and  Meraes  to  tranfport  him  to 
ane  kirk  within  thair  bounds,  with  his  awin  adryfe. 

Anent  contraverfeia  betuiz  the  bretheme  of  the  Minifterie :  For  rp- 
takin  therof,  it  is  refoluit  and  concludit  be  the  hull  brether  and  Com- 
miflfioDeris  prefent,  that  quher  ony  pley  or  contraverfie  arrjfis  betuix  tua 
brether  of  the  Minifterie,  thocbt  it  be  in  ciuill  materis,  gif  thay  bayth  be 
of  ane  Prefbiterie,  that  thay  ele£l  breder  of  the  faid  Frelbiterie,  to  quhat 
nvmber  thay  think  heft,  quha  lall  chofe  ane  ouirman,  and  fummerlie  de- 
fyde  and  gif  fentence  in  the  mater,  quhilk  falbe  irreTOcabill,  and  na  ap- 
pellationn  to  be  interponit  therfra :  And  gif  thay  be  of  diuerfe  Frelbi- 
terels,  that  thay  lykwayis  mak  ele&ioun  of  bretheme  of  ather  of  the  j^ef- 
bitereis  in  equall  nvmber,  as  the  laidis  contendentia  fall  aggrie  ;  quhilk 
breder  fa  ele£tit  lall  cheis  ane  ouirman,  and  defyd  and  gif  fentence,  as  laid 
is,  ira  the  quhilk  na  appellatioun  blbe  interponit ;  and  gif  ony  broder 
wilbe  wilfuU  and  refuis  this  forme  and  fubmilfioun,  be  lalbe  baldin  be  the 
Kirk  contumax.

The  Generall  Afiemblie  of  the  Kii^  be  the  authoritie  gevin  to  them 
foe  God  &c    Memorandum,  To  infert  the  faid  a^    It  is  lyin  with  the  reft 

Forfameikill  as  in  anfuering  of  hillis  gevin  in  vnto  the  Generall  Aflfemblie 
often  tymes  for  lack  of  knawledge  of  the  fiait  of  the  complents,  anfueris  ar 
gerin  thairto  rekleflie  to  the  preiudice  of  bretbeme  :  thairfor  for  remeid 
therof  in  tyme  cuming,  that  the  Commiffioners  of  tha  parteis  quherin  the 
complents  ar  maid,  gif  they  be  prefent,  be  callit  he  the  breder  appointed 
to  the  anfuering  of  the  bills,  for  thair  better  informatioun. 

Anent  the  Miniftrie  of  San£t  Androes  :  The  Generall  Aflemblie  or- 
daines and  appoints  Mr  David  Black,  Minifler  of  San6l  Androes,  to  dif- 
cbarge  the  duetie  of  a  laufull  ordinar  Faftour  therin,  in  preaching  the 
Word,  mtniflratioun  of  the  bcraments,  and  exercile  of  difcipline,  fo  Carre 
as  he  is  able  to  doe,  according  to  the  meafure  of  his  gifts  that  God  hes  be- 
fiowit  on  him  :  And  to  the  intent  that  the  faid  Mr  David  may,  with  fruit 
and  confort,  travell  in  the  &id  miniftrie,  the  ftud  Afl*emblie  ordaines  the 
fud  Mr  David  to  give  in  to  the  Frefbitrie  ther  fuch  things  as  he  wald  have 
■  furtherit  and  brocht  to  paffe  for  the  weill  of  the  faid  congrQgatioun  and  mi- 
niftrie therof,  to  the  performance  quherof  the  faid  Frefbitrie  fall  indevbre 
themfelves  to  thair  vttermoft,  having  befor  thair  eyes  the  honour  of  God,

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confcieDces ;  mto  the  qnbilk  Prelbitrie  thia  [prefent]  AfTemblie  g^raiits  and 
committa  thair  full  power  and  authorise  for  tlutt  eSeSt.

tioun  is  vfed,  for  traffique  with  merchandice,  negotiatioun,  or  exerce  of

and  oocupie  within  the  haill  pairts  of  the  laid  King  of  Sptune  his  domi- 
niouns,  without  any  danger  to  thair  perfone  or  guds,  for  the  caufe  of  thair 
religioun  or  confdence,  mder  the  paine  of  incurring  the  cenfures  of  the 
Kirk»  untill  the  laft  feotence  of  ezcommunicatioun.  *

'  The  neceOitie  of  the  tyme,  and  affiures  quhilk  are  to  be  intreatit,  being 
conlidderit  be  the  Kirk,  it  was  concludit  that  no  brother  having  cornmif.

therof,  without  licence  obtainit  tberfra  mder  the  paine  of  fufpenlioun 
from  thair  office,  vntill  they  be  reponit  be  £ud  Generall  Aflemblie  therto 
againe.

Anent  the  citatioun  of  Jamea  Drummound,  Olirer  go^ig'  James  Adie, 
Johne  Reid,  Patrick  Juftice,  William  Hall,  iadwellara  of  Perth,  at  the  ia- 
flance  of  the  brethren  of  the  Frefbitrie  ther,  for  the  flanderous  refetting  of 
the  apoftats  Lords  within  thair  towne :  The  faids  perfona  compeirand, 
and  inqiiirit,  If  thej  rec^pt  the  iaida  Lords,  and  acknowledgit  tberin 
iimplie  ane  offence  done  to  God  and  bis  Kirk,  anfuerit,  Tfaey  receipt  them, 
bot  againft  thair  will,  and  for  obedience  givin  to  the  Kings  charge ;  at- 
wayes  befor  the  comeing  of  the  charge,  the  greateft  part  of  the  tovne  had 
condifcendit  to  receive  them  :  and  being  urgeit  with  the  promife  they 
made  not  to  receive  them,  and  violatioun  therof,  anfuerit.

The  haill  Aflemblie,  in  ane  vojce,  ratifies  and  avowis  the  faid  fentence, 
and  proces  of  ezcommunicationn  led  againfl  them  j  ordaining  the  haill 
Fafiours  within  this  realme,  to  intimat  folemnlie  at  thair  kirks  the  faid 
lenience,  that  none  pretend  ignorance  of  the  fame ;  except  Alexander 
Lord  Hoome,  quho  hes  fatiffied  the  Kirk,  and  is  relazit  therfrom. 

Forfiuneikle  aa  particular  inquifitioun  hes  been  made  of  the  PrefbitrieSf 
concerning  thair  diligence  for  extirpatioun  of  Fapiflrie,  difcipline  vied 
againft  them,  and  receipters  of  excommunicats  and  Jefuites  and  Seminarie 
IViefis,  querthrow  the  danger  evident  to  the  true  religioun  and  the  Kirk 
of  God  may  be  rightly  weyed.

fickers.

Item,  After  his  returning  from  the  fud  rud|  ane  a€t;  of  Counlell  made, 
that  nane  fould  procure  at  his  Majeftie  to  any  fovour  or  grace  to  them, 
with  ane  charge  to  his  Miniflers  to  take  the  oatbes  of  his  domefiickes,  that 
they  fould  no  wayes  interceid  for  them  at  his  hand ;  quhilk  was  done. 

[And  as  concerning  the  part  of  the  Kirk  in  thir  dangers :  That  it  may 
appeare  they  have  not  bein  ydle  or  negligent  Qin^  craveing  remedie,  thair 
travells  was  confidderit  in  this,  that  Commiflioners  from  the  ASemblie  had 
proponit  articles  to  the  Parliament  for  forfaultour  of  the  apoftat  Earles ; 
that  petitions  were  direftit  from  a  Convention  of  Miniftera  and  Barons 
holiUn  in  Edinburgh,  to  tbe  King  when  he  was  at  Jedbrugbt,  and  again 
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from  another  Convention  bolden  at  Linlithgow ;  of  all  quhilk  fmall  fucceffe 
hee  bein,  and  the  danger  nothing  dimiailcfait.

caft  of  thair  dew  obediens  qubilk  they  aw  to  bis  Maieftie,  and  entir  in 
treffounable  confpiracie  for  inbringing  of  ftrangcaris  Spangeartis  in  this 
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realme,  this  nizt  fpring  or  fouiier,  to  the  ou'erthrow  his  Hieoea  and  all 
profefiingthe  trewreli^ioun  vitbhim,  andto  the  rajneand  conqueiftof  this 
ancient  kingdome  and  libertie  quhilk  this  natioun  has  iniojit  fa  mony  ageis* 
tbat  it  maj  be  fuble^  heireftir  to  tbe  Qauerie  and  tyrrannie  of  tbat  proude 
natioun,  quhilk  hes  maid  lie  TolaucbfuU  conqueift  in  diuere  pairtis  of  tbe 
warlde,  alfvele  vpoun  Chrifteanis  as  Infidellici,  qufaereuir  the  ayd  of  Spayne 
hea  bene  focht ;  regairding  in  the  end  na  better  tbair  inbringaris  nor  thame 
aganis  quhome  tbay  wer  inbrocbt,  being  anes  vi^ioris  and  commandaris, 
as  ealilie  may  be  prorin  be  fpeciall  examplis,  quhilk  the  malicious  and  va- 
naturall  fubie£b  of  this  realme  wald  repute  bot  as  generall  and  improbable 
difcourGs,  publill  in  haitrene  of  that  natioun  to.  quhome  tbay  haue  alreddy 
lauld  thame  flareis,  and  ar  thair  freindis  and  fa6louri8  in  this  land  as  tbay 
fpeik  and  write,  wer  nocht  it  hes  bene  the  gude  plefure  of  Almightie  God 
to  mak  the  pruffe  beirof  certane  and  without  all  doubt,  be  detecting  of  the 
limple  trouth  of  the  intentioun  and  finall  caus  of  all  the  crafitie  pra^lizes 
of  thir  pernicious  trafficquing  Papiftis,  Jefuitis,  and  Semioarie  Freiftis, 
aganis  God,  trew  religioun,  faia  Maieftie,  and  libertie  of  this  cuntrej ; 
namelie,  Maifter  James  Gordoun,  fader  bruthir  to  tbe  Erll  of  Huntlie, 
Maifler  Robert  Abircrumby,  fader  bruthir  to  the  Laird  of  Murtbley, 
quhais  letters,  diredlionis,  aduyfes,  gea  and  tbe  meOingeris  caryaris  of  tbair 
credite  and  certane  vtbiris  cheiff  inih-umentis  and  furtheraris  of  thair  trade, 
God  hes  caflin  in  bb  Hieoes  handis,  quhen  the  Ihip  appointit  for  tbair 
tranfporting  wes  in  full  reddynes  to  mak  faiil :  Quhairby  bis  Maieftie  is 
now  not  onlie  fufficientlie  fotrwarnit  of  tbe  eminent  dangeir  to  trew  reli* 
gioun,  his  awne  eftate  and  perfone,  his  realme  and  faithfull  fubiefiis,  bot 
refoluit  with  Godis  help,  be  quhais  Prouidence  be  bee  bene  fa  wounder- 
fullie  delyuerit  fra  mony  former  perrellis,  to  try  the  full  circumftanceis 
of  this  fa  beich  a  confpiracie  and  deteftable  trefToun,  to  withfiand  it, 
and  pvnilhe  tbe  fame  on  all  gilty  thairof,  in  example  to  the  poAeritie  j 
and  tbat  nana  of  his  fubie^is  heirtofoir  abulit  and  diflarit  be  the  craftie 
iltuGonis  of  thir  pernicious  and  bufy  werkmen,  fall  remane  ony  langar 
doubtfnll  of  tbe  treutb,  or  of  bis  Maiefleis  awne  mynd  and  intentioun, 
Ordanis  letters  to  be  dire£i  to  officeris  of  armes,  Schireffis  in  that  parte, 
to  mak  publicatioun  of  the  premils,  be  oppin  proclamatioun,  at  the 
mercat  croceis  of  the  held  burrowis  of  this  realme  and  Tthiris  placeis 
neidfiill,  for  warning*  thame  of  thair  awne  dangeir,  giff  thay  fall  fuffir 
thame  felffis  to  be  ony  langer  led  in  errour  be  fie  diffArable  fpirittis,  to  the 
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perrell  of  thair  faulis,  bodyis,  landis,  and  gnidis ;  and  therfoir  to  abfteoe 
frome  forder  harkenDing  to  tliur  treflounable  perfwafionis,  and  frome  all 
intertenyng-,  reflett,  fupplee,  iatercommoniDg,  or  haueing  intelligence 
with  thame,  dire£llie  or  indireftlie,  vndir  quhatfumeuir  pretext  or  cuUoui, 
vndir  the  pane  of  treffoun  i  commanding  alfwa  all  and  findrie  hia  Hienes 
faithfull  and  obedient  fubie^tis  that  luiffis  and  feiris  God,  and  wald  the 
ilanding  and  weilfair  of  his  Mueftie  thair  Souerane  Lord  and  King,  pro- 
fefling  with  him  the  faid  trew  and  Cbrifteane  religioun,  and  defyris  that 
thay,  thair  awne  wyffia,  baimis,  and  pofteritie,  fould  now  and  heireftir 
enioj  the  commodlteis  of  this  thair  natiue  cuntrey,  vnconqueift  and  made 
Haves  in  &ullis  and  bodyis  to  merciles  ilrangeria,  that  thay  eirniftlie  imploir

The  Generall  Aflemblie  of  the  Kirk  gives  commiilioun  to  thair  breth- 
ren, Mrs  Patrick  Galloway,  the  Kings  Majeflies  Minifler,  Feeter  Black- 
bume,  and  Patrick  Simfone,  to  give  informatioun  to  his  Majeftje  [refiding 
then  at  Sterlin]  of  the  evident  danger  imminent  to  the  Kirk  of  God  within 
this  realme,  according  to  the  inllru£ttoun  givin  to  them  j  and  therwithall 
to  prefent  to  his  Majeftie  the  humble  articles  and  petitiouns  of  the  Aflem- 
blie proponit  for  removeing  of  the  ^ds  dangers ;  and  to  inGft  with  all 
humilitie  and  due  reverence  for  his  Majeftles  good  anfuer  thervnto,  to  the 
glorie  of  God  and  good  of  hia  Kirk  ;  and  to  report  with  all  good  diligence 
bis  MajelUea  anfuer,  before  they  diflblve. 
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The  dangera  quhilbs,  throw  the  impunitie  of  the  ezcommumcat  Pa- 
pifts,  traffiquera  with  the  Spainjeards  and  vthers  enemies  of  the 
religion  and  efiate,  are  imminent  to  the  true  religion  profeft  within 
this  countrey,  his  Majefties  perfon,  crowoe,  and  libertie  of  this  our 
native  countrej. 

The  famein  dangers,  qubtlks  of  befoir  be  the  craftie  and  pernicious  prac- 
tifea  of  the  Jefuites,  and  the  malicious,  rnnaturatt,  and  treafonable  confpi* 
racies  of  the  Erles  of  Huntlie,  Erroll,  and  Angus,  with  thair  complices, 
threatina  the  fubverfion  of  the  true  religioun,  and  the  profeffours  therof, 
his  Majeflies  crowne  and  perfon,  and  betraying  of  this  thair  native  coun- 
trey  to  the  cruell  and  merciles  Spaingeards,  and  were  at  that  ty me  difco- 
verit,  and  [vively]  apprehendit  be  his  Majeftie  and  Eftates,  and  haill  body 
of  this  realme,  fb  eridentlie  that  none  can  pretend  ignorance,  at  this  tyme 
are  imminent,  more  vrgent,  and  more  to  be  feared  nor  qufaen  the  danger 
appeirit  to  be  greatell,  as  may  evidently  appeir  be  the  realbns  following  :

Secondlie,  The  manifeft  rebelliona  of  the  forlud  ezcommunicats  and 
defe£tioun  from  hia  Majetlies  obedience,  after  fo  evident  appeirances  of 
thair  wrack  for  thur  manifeft  and  treafonable  attempts  at  the  Brig  of  Die, 
at  Falkland,  kc  and  the  proofe  of  his  Majefties  clemencie  and  favour  to- 
warda  them  in  pardoning  thair  foir&ids  treafona,  declares  that  thair  mali- 
cious and  reftles  ingynes  in  the  profecuting  of  tbair  rnnaturall  confpiracies 
aganis  the  religioun  and  countrey,  cannot  leave  [off]  nor  ceafe  fo  long  as 
they  are  not  punifchit,  nor  reftrainit  by  juftice  and  executioun  of  juftice. 

Thirdlie,  Quheras  the  Kirk,  at  all  occaGouns,  faes  iniiftit  to  declare  to 
bis  Majeftie  and  Counfell,  and  Eftates,  the  dangers  evident  for  the  tyme, 
and  to  crave  convenient  remedies  thervnto,  set  in  effe€t  nothing  hes  bein 
obtiuned  thervnto,  notwitfafianding  quhatfomevir  promifes,  a€Us,  proclama- 
tions, readis  Sec  ;  quherthrow  they  hare  bein  alwayea  put  in  great  fecuritie, 
and  takes  libertie  and  boldnee  of  fiiriher  praftifes  and  attempts. 
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Fourthlie,  NotvithfiandiDg  it  was  exprefllie  prorydit  be  a£t  of  Counfell, 
that  none  fould  prefume  to  iraffiqne  or  fpeake  in  &Tour  (^  tbe  faids  ex- 
communicats,  vnder  tbe  paine  of  tinfell  of  tbair  offices  ;  get  nov  thej^  are 
advancit  in  greater  credit  of  bis  Majefiie,  tbat  bare  bein  bnowln  to  be 
tbair  cbeifell  favourers  ;  and  they  ceafe  not  ^et,  contrair  to  thair  promifes, 
to  procure  them  all  favour,  ficht  and  immunitie,  as  it  appeirs  in  effect, 
quhatfoerir  they  pretend. 

Fyftlie,  Tbe  ere6tioun  of  tbe  idolatrie  of  the  Mefe  in  direrfe  quarters  of 
tbe  land,  as,  namelie,  in  Mr  Walter  Lindfajes  houfe  of  Balgaj  in  Angus, 
in  the  gong  Laird  of  Bonytounes  houfe  of  Birnes.  in  the  Erie  of  Angus 
houfe  of  Botbwell  in  CliddilHaill,  and  in  the  places  of  his  refidence  in 
Dowglafdaile,  and  in  the  Erie  of  Huntlies  houfe  of  Strabogie  and  Auld 
Aberdein,  in  tbe  Erie  of  ErroUs  houfe  of  Logieamount  and  Slaines,  proves 
cleirlie  tbat  either  tbey  find  themfelves  fuflSciently  alTured  of  fuch  favour 
and  afliftance  within  tbe  countrey  as  may  plainly  mantaine  thair  caufe  be

Sevinthlie,  Thair  refuifall  to  entir  in  ward,  notwithftanding  of  his  Ma* 
jellies  indignatioun,  and  all  tbat  might  follow  thervpon,  proves  the  famein. 

Aucbtlie,  Tbe  late  arriveall  of  tbis  barke  at  Montrois  evidently  fliawis, 
tbat  tbair  dangerous  praflifes  are  prefentlie  at  tbe  point  of  executioun 
aganis  the  religioun  and  the  countrey,  and  mon  haftilie  bring  foorth  fome 
great  inconvenient,  except  they  be  preventit  and  reliftit  be  ane  prefent 
remedie. 

Nynthiie,  The  oppin  conventiouns  of  tbe  forfaid  excommunicat  Erles 
haldin  at  Brechin  and  vtber  places,  fince  tbe  arriveall  of  tbe  faid  bark,  de- 
clares tbat  they  elleime  tbair  courfes  now  to  be  fo  fubftantially  led,  tbat 
tbey  regard  not  qubat  [may]  be  done  for  reOfting  of  the  fame.

judgement  hingand  over  the  land,  and  fo  meikle  the  more  to  be  fearit,  be- 
caufe  ther  is  no  caufe  of  feare  apprehendit.

that  the  new  kirk  buildit  be  thame  is  moll  comodious  for  the  parocbin, 
both  in  refpe£):  of  the  greatnes  of  the  congregatioun,  and  ewiftnee  of  the 
place,  and  alwajee  more  convenient  then  the  auld  kirk,  quhilk  is  not  able 
to  receive  the  congregstioun,  and  is  farther  diftant  from  them  :  Therfor 
allowie  and  approvia  the  judgement  of  the  Provinciall  Aflemblie  of  Fjfe, 
and  ordaines  the  laid  new  kirk  to  be  the  paroch  kirk  therof  in  tyme 
comeing. 

Alexander  Lord  Hoome  compeirand  in  the  &ce  of  the  Aflemblie,  and 
inquyrit  be  the  Moderatour,  if  he  confeflit  in  [hia]  heart  befor  the  Lord, 
and  with  his  mouth,  that  he  was  julllie  caftin  out  of  the  Kirk  be  a  ientence 
of  excommunicatioun  pronouncit  ag^nft  him  be  the  Synodall  Aflemblie  of 
Fyfe,  and,  as  he  wald  anfuer  vpon  paine  of  his  falvatioun  and  damnatioun, 
fimplie  to  Ipeake  the  trueth  theranent,  Proteftit  and  acknowledgit  [openlie,] 
that  he  was  juftlie  excommunicat,  and  confefl  bis  fault  therin  :  And  being 
inquyrit  why  he  foght  not  to  be  relaxit  from  the  faid  fentence  according 
to  the  dire^ioun  of  the  Prelbitrie  of  Edenburgh,  excullt  him  be  ignorance 
of  that  part  of  the  a£i  :  As  alfo  being  accufit,  that  he  detainit  the  llipend 
of  fundrie  of  the  Miniftrie,  fpeciallie  of  Chirnefyde,  anfueritj  That  he  was 
ready  [to  doe]  quhat  he  ought  to  doe  of  law  :  Being  farther  demandit, 
why  he  keipit  not  conditiouns  fpedallie  fett  downe  in  the  a&.  of  the  Pref- 
tntrie  (Sf  EdenbuTgh,  as,  namelie,  tuiching  ane  Minifler  in  his  awio  houfe, 
tuiching  the  removeing  of  Thomas  Tyrie  out  of  bis  companie,  anfuerit. 
That  he  remembrit  not  that  he  was  obleifed  be  promife  to  have  a  Minifter 
in  his  houfe,  ^et,  in  that  point,  he  is  content  to  bare  ane,  as  the  Kirk  fall 
appoint  him  ;  [and]  as  to  Thomas  Tyrie,  Grants  that  he  was  in  his  fervice 
fen  his  fubfcryveing,  bot  Tnderflands  not  that  he  was  oblifched  to  remove 
him  qohill  the  Kirk  had  proceidit  [to]  excommunication  againfl;  him, 
qubilk  he  beleives  he  foght  of  the  Kirki  and  beleires  that  tbej  grantit 
[it  i]  alwayes  fra  he  was  excommunicat,  he  removit  him  out  of  his  com- 
panie ;   and  as  to  Jobne  Tyrie  and  Captane  Gray,  they  were  not  bis  fer- 
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vanta  :  Being  inqyrtt,  if  ther  was  any  [perfon]  callit  Cowie,  quhom  with 
he  Ipak  Ihortly,  or  any  fett  on  land  with  the  bark  that  came  laft  in  [from 
Flanders,]  Denyes  the  famein  :  And  inquyrit  if  Macquhirrie  was  in  his 
houfe  Ihortlie,  Grants,  within  this  few  dayes  he  was  in  his  houfe,  and 
came  by  his  witting,  faareing  neither  letter  nor  commiflloun  to  him,  and 
paft  away  within  halfe  ane  houre :  And  laft  of  all,  the  Dud  Lord  confeffit 
in  prefence  of  God  and  bis  holy  angells,  quhom  he  tooke  Qwitne&es,]  and 
the  Lord  Jefua  [Chrlft]  quhom  he  tooke  Judge,  quben  he  fall  come  to 
judge  the  quick  and  the  dead,  that  he  profeffit  from  his  heart  the  religioun 
prelentlie  profefEt  be  this  Kirk  here  prefent^  quberof  he  had  alreadie  fub- 
fcryvit  the  articles  befor  the  Prelbytrie  of  Edenburgb,  and  with  hisfolemne 
oatb  confeflit  befor  them,  and  now  confeffes  befor  the  Aflemblie,  to  be  the 
only  true  and  infallible  religioun  qubilk  leids  to  fidvatiouni  quberin  he 
mynds  to  lire  and  die,  and  fall  to  the  vttennofi  defend  agunft  all  the 
enemies  tberof ;  and  denyes,  as  he  lall  anfuer  to  the  dreadfull  God,  the 
Romane  Catbolick  religioun,  as  the  Anticfariftian  religioun  dire^lie  opponit 
to  the  truth  of  God  and  his  true  ferrice,  qubilk  he  teftifies  to  the  baill  Af- 
femblie  be  vpbalding  of  his  hand,  and  be  Iblemne  witnefllng  of  God,  that  be 
faes  no  difpenfatioun  nor  indult  to  fubfcryre  or  fweare  to  the  faids  articles. 

For  farther  {atif£a6tioun  of  the  brethren,  the  Kirk  ordaines  my  Lord 
Frovefl  of  Edenbui^b,  Alexander  Hoome,  the  Laird  of  Aittoun,  Mrs 
Johne  Dauidfone,  David  Black,  David  Lindby,  to  deale  farther  with  my 
Lord  afternoone,  to  try  of  his  full  refolutioun; 


InftruAiouns  to  Sir  Robert  Melrill  of  Mordocaimie,  and  Alexander 
Hoome  of  Northberwick,  CommilDoners  for  bis  Majeflie  at  the  pre- 
fent  Generall  Aflemblie,  of  Articles  proponit  in  his  Majefties  name 
to  the  faid  Generall  Aflemblie  at  Edinburgh. 

1.  To  proteft  that  his  Majeflies  royall  priviledge,  newtie  fett  foorth  be  aA 
of  Parliament,  be  not  prejudgeit  in  the  conveining  of  the  nixt  Generall 
Aflemblie ;  and  to  that  effe^,  that  befor  tbair  diflblving  at  this  time,  they 
dire€):  fome  of  thair  number  to  bis  Majeftie,  to  be  refolved  be  him  vpon  the 
time  and  the  place  of  the  nixt  [meeting  of  thej  Generall  Aflemblie,  accord- 
ing to  his  Majeflies  propoGtioun,  and  their  promile  in  the  laft  Generall 
Aflemblie  baldin  at  Dundie. 
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9.  That  tliey  will  ratifie  and  approve,  be  a£);  of  this  prefent  Affemblie, 
thair  promife  made  to  his  Majeftie  in  thair  forefud  laft  Aflemblie,  that  in 
any  thing  that  aD)^  of  the  Miniftry  had  to  crave,  or  complain  to  his  Majef- 
tie, theyihould  doe  it  be  particular  conference  with  himfelfe,  and  not  vtter 
pubtickly  in  pulpitt  any  vnreverent  Ipeeches  againll  faia  Majelties  perfon> 
Counfell,  or  EfUte,  vnder  the  pain  of  deprivatioun  ;  and  that  for  this  caufe 
they  will  prefently  try  and  cenfure  ane  of  tbair  number  who  hea  contra- 
veinit  the  liud  a6t :  and  in  fpeciall,  that  tfaej  will  examine  fo  many  of 
tbair  number  as  was  prefent  at  the  lafi  Synodall  Affemblie  haldin  at 
Perth,  and  charge  them  vpon  tbair  great  futben  and  confciences,  firfl,  to 
declare  what  vnreverent  and  treafonabill  fpeeches  of  his  Majefty  they  beard 
Johne  Rofle  vtter  publickly  from  the  pulpitt,  in  all  thair  audiences  ;  and 
nixt,  whither  they  cenfurit  him  for  the  fame  thereafter  or  not ;  aad  to  de- 
fire  them  in  his  Majefties  name,  that  according  to  the  Synodall  cenfureing 
of  him.  they  wald  judge  him  as  he  demerits  on  the  ane  part,  and  bis 
Majefties  modell  behaviour,  ever  lince  the  beginning  of  that  turne,  bes 
delervit. 

3.  That  they  will  excommunicat  Mr  Andro  Hunter,  for  bringing  in  ane 
fcandall  vpon  tbair  profeffioun,  as  the  firfi  opia  traitour  of  their  fun61:ioun, 
againfl;  ane  Chriftian  King  of  thair  [own]  religion,  and  their  naturall  Sove- 
raigne. 

4.  That  be  a&  of  tbair  Affemblie  they  will  ordaine  every  particular  Min- 
ifter  within  thair  charge,  to  diflVade,  as  weill  be  publick  as  privat  exborta- 
tioun,  thair  flock  committit  to  thair  cure,  firom  concurring  with  the  treafon- 
abill attempts  of  Botbwell,  or  any  vther  traitours,  that  raifes  or  fall  raife 
themfelves  vp  againft  the  lawful!  autboritie  placit  be  God  in  bis  Majefties 
perfon :  and  fpecially,  that  tbey  fall  narrowlie  take  heid,  and  not  fufiier 
any  of  thair  flock  to  be  feducit  vnder  colour  of  religioun,  or  wbatf umevir 
faJfe  pretext,  to  receave  wages  and  become  fouldiours  for  fervice  of  any  per- 
Ibus,  except  tbey  fie  his  Majefties  commiOioun  and  warrand  tbervnto  ;  and 
namelie  of  Botbwell,  qubo  bes  prefentlie,  in  diverfe  parts  of  this  realme, 
attemptit  the  lame. 

5.  That  in  refpefi  the  Parliament  time  is  at  hand,  and  the  occafioun  will 
fuddenlie  ferve  for  dedareing  of  his  Majefties  godlie  and  boneft  intentioun  in 
perlecuting  of  the  Papifts  [and]  excommunicat  Lords,  both  be  law  and  vther- 
wayes  ;  that,  therefor,  tbey  will  te\e6t  ane  or  two  Commillioners  of  the  dif- 
creiteft  and  wifefl  of  every  principall  Prefbytrie,  and  give  them  commiflioun 
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to  attend  vpon  his  Majeftie  at  tbis  time,  as  weill  that  fais  Majeftie  may  have 
thair  good  adrjce  and  allifiance  m  his  good  turne,  no  leffe  concerning  the 
efiate  of  the  religioun  then  the  eflate  of  hia  Majeflies  crown  and  country  ; 
and  likevii'e  that  hie  Majeftie  may,  he  their  moyen,  direct  and  inform  quhat 
he  wald  wifch  to  be  done  be  the  haili  reft  of  the  Miniftrie,  aa  occalioua 
fall  from  time  to  time  be  prefent.     Sic  fubfcribitur

Rofi  :  The  Aflembly  of  the  Kirk  thocht  it  expedient  that  certaine  of  the 
godly*  difcreiteft  and  beft  learnit  men  of  the  Kirk,  fould  be  chofin  out,  befor 
qubom  that  matter  fould  be  firft  brockin  rp  and  preceiflie  handlit,  and 
therafter  brocht  in  publick  befor  the  haill  number  ;  and  to  that  effect  were 
cholin  Mrs  Andro  Melrill,  James  Nicolfone,  Robert  Bruce,  Robert  RoI< 
lock,  Johne  Davidfone,  Johne  Craig,  David  Lindfay,  Patrick  Galloway, 
James  Melvill,  Walter  Balcanquell,  Alexander  Forbes,  James  Robertfone, 
David  Fergufone  :  Quhilk  number  were  ordainit  to  conveine  immediatly 
after  thair  ryfeing  in  this  boufe,  and  fo  many  of  the  brethren  of  the  Syno- 
dall  of  Striveling  as  are  prefect,  wamit  to  be  ready  as  they  falbe  callit  for.

The  quhilk  day  compeirit  Alexander  Lord  Hoome  in  Affemblie,  and 
with  all  humilitie  craveit  that  be  might  be  abfolvit  from  the  fentence  of 
excommunication  led  agunft  faim,  protefting  befor  God  he  wald  in  tyme 
comeing  give  proofs  of  obedience  and  fervice  to  God,  and  mantaine  the 
truetii  of  his  religioun  profeOit  be  the  Kirk  heir  prefent  to  his  lyves  end ; 
and  althogb  he  was  fometyme  in  ane  different  religioun  from  them,  now 
avowis,  he  being  bettir  inftrucit  in  the  held  quberin  he  fometyme  differit 
from  them,  the  prefent  ConfelHoun  of  Faith  and  religion  profeflit  prefent- 
lie  be  the  Affemblie }  and  if  he  fall  heirafter  declyne  therfra,  fubmitta  him 
in  that  cace  to  the  Affemblie  of  the  Kirk,  hoping  be  Gods  grace,  nevir  to 
make  defe^tioun  therfra. 
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The  Aflemblie,  in  refpe6i  this  matter  hes  bein  pafl  be  word,  hea  thc^ht 
meitt  that  certaine  conditiouns  lalbe  fett  downe  in  wryte,  to  be  Aibfcryrit 
be  his  Lordilup  ;  therafler  his  fute  of  abfolutioun  to  be  confidderit.

The  Affemblie  ordanes  ane  fall  to  be  keipit  within  the  Frefbitrie  of 
Edenbui^h,  and  tick  vther  parts  quher  the  famein  may  be  conrenientlj  had, 
vpon  Sondajr  the  26  of  this  inftant,  immediatlie  preceidiog  the  Parliament ; 
and  his  Majeftie  to  be  remembrit  that  ane  exhortatioua  may  be  had,  ac- 
cording to  the  cuftome  quhilk  was  keipit  of  befoir,  the  firfl  day  of  the  l^rlia- 
ment,  and  a  thankigiTing  at  the  coQcIufion  tberof  be  ane  of  the  Mioiftrie ; 
and  alfo  that  his  Majeftie  be  put  in  mynd  of  the  faid  faft  appointit  the  foir- 
£itd  day,  to  the  effect  his  Majellie  and  his  houfe  may  keip  the  fiuueio. 

In  lyke  maaer  it  is  ordanit,  that  a  generall  faft  be  oblervit  [Tniverfallie] 
through  the  hail!  reatme,  the  twa  laft  Sondayis  of  Junij  nixt  to  come,  with 
exhortatiouns  and  prayers  to  be  keipit  betuixt  the  twa  Sondayis  on  the  weik 
dayes :  The  caufes  of  the  quhilk  faft  taibe  intimat  and  prefentit  the  morne 
in  wryte  be  Mrs  James  Melvill,  Patrick  Galloway,  and  James  Nicolfone. 

The  fitmein  day,  the  conditiouns  rnderwrytin  being  proponit  to  Alex- 
ander Lord  Hoome  be  the  Generall  Affemblie,  to  teftifie  bis  vnfained  re- 
pentance, after  retding  of  the  faids  articles  fererallie  :  firft,  be  ratified  and 
approTit  the  fubfcriptioun  and  luth  girin  be  him  to  the  Confellioun  of 
Faith,  at  Edenbutgh  the  S2  day  of  December  laft,  and  that  with  ane  fo- 
lemne  uth,  balding  vp  his  hand,  and  aggrieing  to  the  faid  articles,  and 
every  ane  of  them;  [and]  in  tokin  of  acceptatioun  tberof,  [protefting]  he 
dois  the  famein  tincerelie,  fubfcryrit  the  lamein  with  his  hand,  humblie  re- 
quyring,  in  refpe£l;  of  his  obedience  and  repentance,  that  the  Kirk  wald  re- 
laxe  him  from  the  fentence  of  excommunicatioun  pronouncit  againft  htm. 

The  Affemblie,  in  refpe£l  of  his  repentance  fhawin,  his  aith  and  declara- 
tioun  girin  ^efterday,  and  obedience  in  fubfcryveing  the  l^ds  conditiouns, 
being  liitiffied  therwitb,  and  hopeing  that  he  fall  fuUie  keip  promile  in 
tyme  comeing,  ordaines  him  to  be  abfolrit  from  the  faid  excommunicatioun, 
and  the  fentence  of  abfolutioun  to  be  pronuncit  be  the  Moderatour  the 
morne  at  melting.

1.  The  Aflemblie  craves  that  the  faid  Alexander  Lord  Hoome  ratifie 
and  approve  the  fubfcriptiouu  and  aith  g^vin  be  him  to  the  ConfeiTioun  of 
Faith,  at  Edenburgh  the  22  day  of  December  laft,  [or  fubfcrive]  and 
fweare  againe  de  novo  in  face  of  the  haill  Aflemblie,  as  lalbe  thoght  expe- 
dient. 

S.  That  he  remove  and  hald  furth  of  his  companie,  all  Papifln  and  tra- 
flSquers  aganis  the  true  religioun,  and  quhatfoevir  [perfouns]  falbe  dilaitit 
to  bia  Lordlhip  to  be  fufpe£i  and  corrupt  in  religioun  i  that  he  receive  and 
intertaine  in  his  houfe  Mr  Archibald  Ofwell  as  his  ordinarie  Pallour ;  and 
failjeing  of  him,  fome  vther  difcreit  and  godlie  Minifler,  be  advyce  of  tbe 
Frelbitrie  of  Dunbar ;  and  that  he  make  his  familie  fubie£l  to  tbe  Word 
and  difcipline. 

3.  That  be  refort  to  tbe  publick  heiring  of  the  word,  in  all  places  quher 
it  fall  happin  him  to  repaire  and  have  his  refidence,.  and  that  he  commu- 
nicat. 

4.  That  he  make  his  haill  tennents  and  ferrants  fubje£t  to  the  difcipline 
of  the  Kirk  quher  they  reroaioe. 

5.  That  be  repaire  all  the  ruinous  kirks  within  the  Pryorie  of  Colding- 
hame,  and  provide  lufficient  UviDgB.for  Paftours  plantit  and  to  be  plantit 
therat  [according  to  tbe  a£l:  of  Parliament ;]  and  liichlyke  of  all  kirks 
within  his  bounds,  fo  farre  as  law  and  reafon  may  bind  therto. 

6.  That  he  make  thankfull  payment  to  the  Miniflers  of  Chirnlyde, 
Swintoun,  and  Hfcbak,  of  tfaair  ftipends,  conforme  to  thair  affignations 
and  decreits  paft  thervpon,  in  cace  he  be  oblifchit  therto  be  law. 

7>  That  he  concurre,  be  his  counfell,  crydet,  and  aOiftance,  for  mantein- 
ance  of  the  true  religioun  puhlicklie  profelt  and  taught  within  this  realme, 
with  the  mantainers  therof,  aganis  all  and  quhatfumevir  wald  come  in  the 
contrair,  within  the  countrey  or  without. 

8.  That  be  neither  receipt,  ai£fl,  intertaine,  intercomoun,  or  have  [any] 
intelligence  with,  the  ezcommunicat  Papift  Lords,  Jefuits,  Seminarie 
PreiAs,  nor  trafiSqueing  Papifls ;  nor  folifl  [for]  tbame,  or  fliew  them  favour, 
dire£llie  or  indire£llie,  in  judgement  or  out  of  judgement. 

9.  That  he  neither  reafon  nor  fuffer  any  reafoning  to  be  againfl  the  true 
religioun,  or  any  point  therof,  in  the  places  quher  be  may  inhibite  the  fame. 
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10.  That  he  imploy  himfelfe  carefuUie  to  apprehend  and  prefent  to  juftice 
Mr  Alexander  M'Quhirrie,  and  all  and  qubatfumeTir  Jefuites,  [Seminarie 
Priefts,  and  traffiqueing  Fapills,  that  fall  refort]  within  bis  bounds ;  and 
that  he  doe  nothing  that  may  be  found  be  the  minifler  appointit  for  the  tryall 
of  his  behaviour,  to  be  prejudiciall  to  the  true  religioun  prefentlie  pro- 
feffit  be  the  Generall  Aflemblie  heir  prefentlie  conreinit ;  and  in  cace  he 
falhe  found  to  contraveine  any  ane  of  the  forfaids  points,  that,  in  that 
cace,  he  confent  to  he  fummarlie  excommunicat  vpon  the  notoriety  of  the 
fa£l:.  And  in  teOimonie  of  his  acceptatioun  of  the  fiud  conditiouns,  that  he 
fubfcrjrre  thir  prefents  with  his  hand.    Sic  fubfcribitur» 

ALEXANDER  LORD  HOOME. 

Forfameikle  aa  Alexander  Lord  Hoomoi  be  his  fubfcrtptioun,  is  bound  to 
obferre  and  keip  the  conditiouns  proponit  to  htm  be  the  Generall  Aflemblie, 
and  acceptit  be  him ;  and  in  cace  he  be  found  to  contravein  the  famein,  or 
any  of  thame,  to  he  fummarlie  excommunicat  vpon  the  notoritie  of  the 
fa^ :  The  Generall  Kirk  girea  libertie  to  quhatfumerir  Preibitrie  that 
fall  mderftand  of  his  contraTenttoun  of  the  fiuds  conditiouns,  to  call  him, 
and  try  him  of  the  laid  contraventioun,  and  convifl  him  therof  if  he  be 
found  guiltie ;  and  the  convi^lioun  to  be  dire£l:  and  fent  to  the  Frefbitrie  of 
Edenburgb,  to  quhom  the  Kirk  gives  commiflioun  fummarlie  to  pronounce 
the  fentence  of  excommunicatioun  agunft  him.

According  to  the  ordinance  of  the  Aflemblie,  the  a6lioun  of  abfolutioun 
of  Alexander  Lord  Hoome  being  committit  to  Mr  David  Lindfay,  exhor- 
tatioun  being  firft  made,  the  faid  Lord  was  inquyrit.  If  he  was  forie  in  bis 
heart  for  the  &uU  and  offence  he  bad  committit,  and  that  he  had  incurritt 
the  laid  lentence,  and  fand  ane  earneil  dolour  in  his  heart  for  that  he  was 
feparate  from  the  Kirk  heir  prefent  fo  long,  thrilHng  moft  eameAlie  to  be 
joynit  thereto  as  ane  member  of  Chryfls  bodie,  and  promtfeing,  as  he 
lall  anfuer  to  God,  in  tyme  comeing  to  continue  ane  conftant  profeflbur  in 
the  trueth  of  his  religioun,  prefentlie  and  publicklie  allowit  be  the  Kirk  of 
Scotland  heir  conveinit,  to  his  lyres  end,  and  to  fliew  the  fruites  of  a  true 
Chriflian  in  his  lyfe,  removeing  all  flanderous  perfons  out  of  his  companie :

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Quho  anfuerit,  in  Gods  prefence.  It  was  his  true  meaning,  and  intendit  to 
ihew  tbe  lame  in  evident  effects  in  tyme  comeing :  Quherfor,  thanks  being 
givin  to  God,  and  prayer  made,  he  was  folemnlie  abfolrit  from  the  faid 
fentence  be  tbe  faid  Mr  David,  and  receivit  be  him  in  name  of  the  laid 
brother,  and  embraced  aa  ane  member  reconcileit  to  the  Kirk.

Forlameiklo  as  Mr  Andro  Hunter,  [Minifler,]  hes  defertit  his  flock, 
and  is  fugitive  from  tbe  lawie,  being  bniitit  and  fufpedlit  to  havejoyuit  him- 
felfe  with  the  Kings  rebells:  Tbe  AQemblie  prefent  depofes  him  fra  the 
fundtioun  of  the  Miniftrie,  ay  and  quhill  he  have  fatiffied  for  his  offence, 
his  Majeftie  and  the  Kirk. 

Anent  the  Kings  Majeflies  Articles ;  In  refpe£t  the  firft  article  tuitches 
the  tyme  and  place  of  thair  nixt  Aflemblie,  the  faaill  Aflemblie,  with 
advyce  of  bis  Hienes  Commiflionera,  hes  appointit  thair  nixt  General  Af- 
femblie  to  be  at  Montrois,  the  laft  Tuefday  of  Junij  come  ane  jeir ;  provyd- 
ing  alwayes,  in  cace  it  be  found  expedient  pro  re  nata  be  tbe  Prefbitrie  of 
Edinburgh  to  be  fooner,  Tpon  thair  advertifement,  the  famein  to  be  pre- 
veinit. 

And  as  concerning  his  Majefiies  firil  article,  anfuer  is  givin.  That  the 
tyme  and  place  is  appointit  in  pretence  of  the  CommiOioners,  according  to 
the  a6t  of  Parliament. 

As  to  the  fecood.  The  a£t  made  at  Dundie,  de  novo  is  ratified. 

The  anfuer  concerning  Johne  Ros  particular  continued  quhill  afternoone. 

Concerning  Mr  Andro  Hunter,  Tbe  Kirk  hes  depofed  him. 

The  5  and  6  articles  aggried  vnto. 

Ordaines  every  particular  Pallour,  at  his  awin  Kirk,  to  Jntimat  tbe  fen- 
tence of  abfolution  pronuncit  in  favours  of  my  Lord  Hoome,  from  the  pro- 
ces  of  excommunication  led  agaiaft  him.

Anent  the  matter  of  offence  conceivit  be  his  Hienes  againft  Johne  Ros, 
Minifler,  be  occafion  of  ane  fermoun  made  be  him  in  prefence  of  the  Pro> 
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rinciall  Affemblie  at  Perth :  The  faid  matter  being  firft  ordainit  to  be 
treattit  aod  weyit  in  pririe  conference,  and  ane  certaine  of  the  grave, 
leamit  and  godly  brethren  beand  appoinlit  therto,  and  to  give  thair  judge- 
mentB  to  the  whole  Affemblie,  the  faid  brether  reportit  thair  advyce  and 
proceiding  in  wryte  as  foHoves : 

Firft,  They  have  found  that  the  peiple  departit  not  out  of  the  kirk  befor 
the  end  of  the  do3.rine,  as  it  hes  bein  reportit  to  his  Majeftie,  quherthrow 
he  might  have  rttered  any  kynd  of  offence ;  and  that  the  fatd  Affemblie 
had  pronuncit  no  damnatour  fentence  againfi  him,  hot  that  they  onlie  ad- 
monilhit  him  vpon  fuch  caufes  and  conlideratiouns  as  efter  followes : 

1.  In  refpeA  that  he  delyverit  that  doctrine  at  that  tyme  quhen  his  Ma- 
jefUes  rebells  and  enemies  were  aflemblit  on  the  feilds,  quherthrow  it  might 
appeare  to  the  peiple,  the  Kirk  allowit  Bothwells  treafonable  attempts, 
and  that  the  Affemblie  of  purpofe  had  placit  him  in  that  rowme,  to  alieoat 
the  hearts  of  bis  peiple  from  his  Majefties  obedience. 

Q.  In  refpe£t  of  certaine  fpeiches  delyverit  be  him  without  any  fufficient 
warrand,  fo  &rre  as  they  could  lie  and  vnderftand,  and  namelie  that  fen- 
tence pronuncit  againft  the  houfe  of  Guife  de  futuro. 

3.  In  refpe^  of  the  bard  delyverie  of  ipeiches  fpakin  of  his  Majeftie, 
qubilk  might  have  bein  thocht  to  have  craveit  greater  geirs  and  farther  ex- 
perience :  Farther  the  haill  brether,  both  of  the  Conference  and  of  the  Provin- 
dall  of  Perth,  all  in  ane  voyce  acknowledgis  that  tber  is  jufl;  caufe  of  ane 
Iharper  rebuike  and  tbreatning  of  heavier  judgements  foorth  of  the  grounds 
of  that  text,  then  hes  bein  or  might  have  bein  vtterit  be  him ;  and  quhatfo- 
evir  he  Ttterit,  as  he  deponit  before  God  and  [vpon]  his  confcience,  he 
vttered  it  out  of  love,  feiking  alwayes  bis  Majeflies  ftanding,  on  na  pre- 
occupied mynd,  prejudgeit  opinioun,  or  troublit  affe£iioun,  hot  of  ane  faul 
alwayes  feiking  and  thrifting  his  Majefties  honour  and  weiJI  in  God ;  and 
therfor  approves  his  whole  do^lrine  in  that  point,  as  it  hes  bein  red  aod  de- 
clarit  be  himfelfe,  in  fuch  beids  as  hes  feimit  to  have  bein  moft  offenlive. 

And  as  concerning  the  admonitioun  of  the  Provincial!  of  Perth,  and  the 
caufes  moveing  them  thervnto,  the  brethren  reverences  and  allowes  thair 
judgement  in  all  things,  vpon  confideratioun  as  is  befor  expreft ;  onlie  anent 
the  fentence  touching  the  Houfe  of  Guife  de  futuro,  becaufe  the  haill  bre- 
thren hard  it  not,  [and]  he  himfelfe  profeffes  he  remembers  not  he  fpake  fwa, 
neither  had  he  fuch  meaning  [at  any  time,^  and  confeiles  bis  fault  if  fuch  ane 
word  hes  fallin  out;  the  brethren  thinks  meitt  with  himfelfe  in  that  point,  that 
if  he  hes  fpokin  fo,  he  hes  feilit,  having  no  jufl  warrand :  And  being  myndit 
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to  fatiffie  his  Majeftie  alwayes  fo  farre  as  [poiliblie]  may  be  done  with  ane 
good  confcience,  after  earneft  incalling  of  the  name  of  God  for  afliftance 
of  his  Spirit,  and  long  advyfement,  hes  found  it  good  that  the  admooitioun 
of  the  Provinciall  of  Perth,  as  faid  is,  be  rererencit  of  the  faid  haiti  Gene- 
rail  Airemblie,  and  that  the  Aflemblie  at  this  tyme  give  farther  to  the  lud 
Jobne  Rob  ane  grare  and  earaefi  admonitioun,  to  fpeake  at  all  tjmes  reve- 
rentlie  and  with  fuch  wifdome  of  bis  Majeflie,  as  he  alwayes  may  have  Vo 
cleir  ane  warrand  of  his  fpeiches  as  may  fuUie  fatiffie  his  avin  conlcience 
befor  God,  and  may  hare  the  approbatioun  and  allowance  of  all  his  godly 
brethren  :  and  that  this  admonitioun  be  extendit  to  all  vther  goung  men 
of  the  Minifirie,  and  to  the  haill  Aflemblie.  Qubilk  judgement  of  the 
hatil  brethren  being  well  confidderit  be  the  baill  AfTemblie,  after  good  deli- 
beration, vottit  to  the  approbatioun  of  thair  Cud  judgement,  and  allowit 
the  famein  in  all  points. 

And  therafter  the  faid  Johne  Ros  beand  callit  in,  he,  in  prefence  of  the 
faid  AITemblie,  proteftit  befor  God,  and  [in]  his  confdence,  that  qubatfo- 
evir  be  vtterit  in  the  doftrine  delyverit  be  him,  be  vtterit  the  famein  for 
love  to  his  Majcflies  weill  and  ilanding,  of  no  preoccupied  mynd,  prejud- 
geit  opinioun,  or  trouhlit  affe£lioun,  bot  of  ane  faul  feikand  his  Majefiies 
honour  and  weill  in  the  Lord,  haveand  neither  eye  nor  refpe£t  to  his  Ma- 
jefties  traitours  beand  then  in  armes  vpoa  the  fields  ;  get  granting  Ibme 
words  to  he  hardtie  delyverit  (thocht  truewlie  :)  And  as  concerning  the 
words  fpokin  of  the  Houfe  of  Guife  de  futuro,  [as  is  alledgit,]  befor  the 
Lord,  he  remembers  not  be  fpake  fuch  wordes,  neither  had  intentioun  nor 
meaning  to  fpeake  the  fameiui  and  if  he  fpake  the  famein,  it  was  ane  fault 
et  lapfus  linguse. 

The  Moderatour,  at  command  of  the  fuid  Aflemblie,  in  the  name  and 
feare  of  God,  admonifchit  the  laid  brother,  and  all  vthers  song  men  of  the 
Miniftrie,  and  haill  AITemblie,  in  all  tyme  comeing,  to  ^eake  fo  reverent- 
lie  and  difcreitly  of  his  Majeflie,  that  they  may  have  fo  cleir  warrand  of 
thair  fpeiches  as  may  fullie  latiffie  thair  awin  confcience  befor  God,  and 
have  approbatioun  and  allowance  of  all  the  godlie,  and  his  Majeflie  have 
no  jufl  caufe  of  complaint  and  miflyking  in  tyme  comeing :  Quhilk  ad- 
monitioun the  faid  Johne  with  all  humilitie  reverenced. 
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Humble  Anfuera  of  tbe  Generall  Affemblie  of  the  Kirk  [conTeinit] 
at  Edeoburgh,  the  27  day  of  May  1594,  to  bis  Majefiies  ArticleB, 
prefeotit  be  his  CommiOionera. 

Firft,  Anent  the  tjme  and  place  of  the  Generall  [Aflemblie :]  Tbe 
famein  is  appoiotit  be  adryce  of  his  Hienes  ConunifOonerB  prefeat,  accord- 
ing to  the  a^  of  Parliament. 

2.  The  a£t  made  be  the  Generall  Aflemblie  at  Duodie,  is  de  noTO  rati> 
fied  and  approvin.  And  the  particular  of  Johne  Ros  refolrit,  as  his  Ma- 
jeftie  falbe  informit  more  particularlie  be  the  Comnufiionera  of  the  Kirk  to 
be  direct  to  his  Grace. 

S.  Tvitching  Mr  Andro  Hunter :  The  AlTemblie  hea  proceidit  and 
girin  ane  fentence  of  depofitioun  for  his  offence  aganis  him,  quhill  he  fatif- 
fie  bis  Majeftie  and  tbe  Kirk. 

4.  Every  particular  Minlfter  within  his  char^  is  ftraitlie  commandit  to 
diflVade  their  flocks,  as  weill  be  publick  as  prirat  ezhortatiouns,  fra  con- 
curring with  the  treafonable  attempts  of  Botbwell,  or  anj  [vther]  traitour 
to  bis  Majeflie,  that  raifes  or  fall  raife  themfelves  rp  againft  his  authoritie  i 
and  ficklyke  to  take  beid  and  foffer  not  their  flocks,  Tnder  cullour  of  reli- 
gioun,  or  qubatToerir  falfe  pretext,  to  receive  wages  of  anj  perfoons  with- 
out bis  A^jefties  warrand,  and  namelie  of  the  laid  Botbwdl. 

5.  They  have  appointit  a  reafonable  number  of  brethren  to  awatte  on 
bis  Majeftie,  for  fetiffieing  of  the  laft  article. 

With  thanklgiring  to  God  for  his  mercies,  the  Affemblie  diflblvit 
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Tu£  Geoerall  Affemblie  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  conreinit  at  Mon- 
trois,  the  S4  day  of  Junij  1595  gclrs. 

Kxhortatioun  was  made  be  Mr  Andro  Melrill,  Froveft  of  the  New  Col- 
ledge  of  Sand;  Androes,  and  Moderatour  of  the  laft  Allemblie.  Mrs  Ro- 
bert Pont,  Peter  Blackburne,  James  Nicolfone,  were  on  the  leita,  and  the 
laid  Mr  James,  be  pluralitie  of  vottis,  was  chofin  Moderatour  hac  vice.

Anent  the  queflioun  movit  in  the  AlTemblie,  If  it  be  proper  to  them  to 
declare  be  the  Word  of  God,  qubat  mariages  are  laufull,  and  qubat  are 
vnlawfull,  fo  farre  as  concernes  the  fpirituall  part  therof :  It  was  anfuerit 
affirmative,  that  it  was  proper.

Forfameikle  as  diverfe  Papifts  and  fufpedt  of  Fapiftrie,  after  thair  fub- 
fcriptiouD  and  aithes,  pretending  deadlj  fetds,  abfiaining  from  the  table  of 
the  Ix>rdi  quherbjr  they  rtter  themfelTes  in  effect  and  in  heart  to  continue 
Papifis :  Tberfor  the  Aflemblie  ordaines  the  Prelhitries  quher  lick  per- 
fons  are,  to  proceid  againll  them  with  the  fentence  of  excommunication  fo 
long  as  they  refiife  to  communicat,  in  the  famein  manner  as  if  they  had 
not  fubfciyrit  nor  givin  aith. 

Forlameikle  as  diverfe  perfons  cutt  of  from  the  focietie  of  the  Kirk  be 
fentence  of  excommunicatioun  pronouncit  againft  them,  notthelea  they  are 
receirit  and  intertainit  as  if  they  were  the  true  members  of  Chryfis  Kirk, 
to  the  great  contempt  of  God,  and  the  evill  example  of  vthers  :  The  Af- 
femblie  therfor  ordaines  the  Prefbltries  quher  fuch  perfons  are,  to  proceid 
agunft  them  according  to  the  a^  of  the  Kirk»  Tnder  Ijie  paine  of  publick 
rebuik  in  &ce  of  the  whole  Affemblie  of  the  brethren  of  the  Frefbitrie,  if 
fault  be  found  in  them,  and  making  humble  confeflioun  Tpon  thair  knees 
of  thair  offence,  in  cace  the  lamein  be  found  in  them  as  iaid  is,  and  vnder

Forfameikle  as  ther  is  divers  perfons  profeOiag  with  rs  the  Teritie  of  the 
Gofpell,  quhilkis  nerertheles  the  fpace  of  direrfe  aeiris,  vnder  pretence  of 
deadlie  feids,  hes  withdrawin  and  daylie  withdrawes  them  from  partidpa- 
tioun  of  the  holy  table,  declareing  therby  how  little  they  efteime  that  great 
benefite,  and  in  effe£tt  as  it  were,  cutting  aff  themfetres  from  the  commu- 
nionn  [of  the  faithful! :]  Heirfoir  ordinance  is  givin  to  all  Prefbitries 
within  thair  bounds,  to  charge  all  perfons  abfiaining  from  the  communioun 
be  reafon  of  deadlie  feids,  notwithftanding  therof,  as  it  becomes  chriftian 
members,  to  participat  the  faid  holy  table ;  and  in  cace  they  be  obftinat

Teviotdaill,  to  compeir  befor  them  in  San6l  Androes :  Nixt  Mrs  David 
Lind&y,  Robert  Bruce,  David  Fergufone,  Kobert  Font,  James  Balfour, 
or  an^  Uirie  of  tbem,  to  lltt  in  Edenburgh,  and  call  the  liiids  dilapidatours 
befor  tbem,  within  the  bounds  of  tbe  haill  [north]  to  Spay  and  Fyfe,  as  ala 
beneficit  perfons  that  hes  made  dilapidatioun  within  tbe  Dyocie  of  Ros  : 
Thirdlie,  Mrs  Fatrick  Simfone,  Andre  ^oung,  Harie  Levingfloun,  James 
Font,  Johne  Davidfone,  to  iitt  in  Striveling,  and  call  befor  tbem  tbe  faidi» 
brethren  that  bes  dilapidat  thair  benefices  within  tbe  bounds  of  Striveling- 
fbyre,  Stratherne,  Cliddifdaill,  Dumbartane,  Ranfrew,  Lennox,  Kyle,  Car* 
rick,  Cuntghame,  Galloway,  Nithefdaill :  And  for  the  better  executioun 
to  be  had  of  this  commifiioun,  ordaines  everie  Frefbitrie  within  the  bounds 
forlaids,  to  fend  to  the  judges  every  ane  of  them  within  thair  awin  bounds, 
particular  informatioun  and  anfuer  to  the  heids  qubilk  falbe  pennit  be  thair 
brother,  Mr  Robert  Font,  betuixt  and  the  15  of  Augull  nixt :  And  to 
the  effe£t  that  the  Frefljitries  be  not  ignorant  heirof,  the  Atlemblieprefent- 
lie  has  nominat  the  bretber  aller  fpecifiet  to  give  warning  to  the  Frelbitries 
within  the  bounds  relpe£tive  following,  according  to  the  divilioua  aftir  fpe- 
cifeit :  That  is  to  fay,  Mr  Andro  Crombie  for  Ros ;  Mr  Alexander  Raw- 
fone,  Mr  Alexander  Dowglas,  for  Murray ;  Mr  Feter  Blackburae,  Mr 
Duncane  Davidfone,  James  Reid,  for  Aberdeine ;  Mr  Andro  Mill,  Mr 
Alexander  Forbes,  for  Mernes ;  John  Dnrie,  Mr  James  Melvill,  for  An- 
gus ;  Mr  Alexander  Lindfay,  and  William  Glafle,  for  Stratherne  ;  Mrs 
James  Melviil,  David  Fergufone,  for  Fyfe ;  Mrs  Walter  Hay,  Andro 
Blackball,  for  Louthiane ;  James  Deis  for  Mers  and  Teviotdaill ;  for 
Tweddall,  Mrs  Andro  Blackball  and  Walter  Hay  ;  for  Strivelinglhyre, 
Mr  Adame  Ballantyne ;  for  Cliddefdaill,  Ranfrow,  Lennox,  and  Dum- 
bartane, Mr  Walter  Stewart  and  Mr  Gawin  Hamiltoun  ;  for  Nithefdailc, 
Mr  James  Bryffeoun,  Hew  Fullertoun ;  for  Galloway,  Mr  Johne  Aik- 
man  i  for  Kyle,  Carrick,  and  Cunigbame,  Mr  David  Barklay :  Quhilks 
informatiouns  being  receivit  be  the  faids  judges,  ordiunes  tbem,  with  all 
diligence,  to  proceid  againft  the  fitids  perfoutis.

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^eir,  being  changeable,  they  are  drawia  from  thair  kirks,  to  the  negle&lag 
of  thair  flockis,  and  to  the  dilgraceing  of  thair  callings :  With  commoun 
advyce  it  is  beirfor  concludit  and  refolvit,  that  ane  coaftant  platt  lidbe  fett 
downe  be  the  brethren  following,  appointit  out  of  eyerie  prorioce,  quho 
fall  fitt  and  conreine  the  firft  day  of  September  nizt  in  Edenburgfa  ;  and 
befor  their  conrentioua  and  fitting,  every  Prefbitrie  fall,  betuixt  and  the  15

tiouns  being  receivit  and  colle£tit  together,  the  fatds  Commiltioners  con- 
veining  together  as  faid  is,  fall  appoint  every  Prefbitrie  feverall  dayes,  to 
direct  a  fpeciall  brother  fuUie  inftrudlit  be  them  with  a  conftant  platt  of 
the  kirks  within  thair  Frefbitries  j  and  the  faid  brether  fwa  dire&ed,  with 
the  Commillioners  forfaids,  to  conclude  and  put  in  forme  a  conftant  platt 
of  thair  Pre{bitrie,  and  fo  furth  to  proceid,  qubill  the  worke  be  wholie 
made  vp  and  compleit :  and  after  compleiting  therof,  the  laids  Commif- 
Jioners  fall  make  warning  to  every  Prefbitrie  to  dire^  a  brother  from  them 
to  conGdder  the  haill  wark ;  and  tbe  famein  being  allowit  be  the  faids 
Commifijoners  and  brethren  from  every  Prelbitrie,  quhilks  are  confidderit

S.  That  ane  ordour  be  takin  concerning  excommunication  in  tbrie  points, 
efpeciallie,  firft.  That  it  be  not  at  the  appetite  of  two  or  tbrie  particulars, 
and  that  it  be  not  proceidit  in  quhill  firft  ane  convenient  number  of  the  Kirk 
be  gravelie  conveinit.  2.  That  it  be  not  for  civil!  cautes,  or  fmall  crymes, 
and  fpecially  any  Minifters  particular,  leift  it  be  thocbt  that  they  imitate 
the  Popes  curfing,  and  fo  incurre  the  lyke  contempt.  3.  The  forme  of 
fummar  excommunicatioun,  without  any  citatioun,  be  aliuterlie  abolifchit 
in  tyme  comeing. 

Item,  In  refpeft  Mr  Johne  Craig  is  awaiting  on  qubat  boure  it  fall 
pleafe  God  to  call  him,  and  is  altogether  vnahle  to  ferve  any  longer,  and 
his  Majeftie  mynds  to  place  John  Duncanfone  with  the  Prince,  and  ther- 
for hes  no  Minifters  bot  Mr  Patrick  Cralloway  :  Therfor  his  Hienes  defyres 
ane  ordinance  to  he  made,  granting  him  any  two  Minifters  that  he  fall 
choofe. 
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[Humble  Anfuers  of  the  General!  AiTembly,  conveened  at  Montrofe, 
to  the  Articles  prefented  be  his  Hieoes  CommiflioQers.  C.  &  B.] 

Krll,  Quher  aoe  ordinance  is  craveit  to  be  made  againft  pradtifers  of 
any  treafonabill  interprjfes  or  confpiracie  againft  his  Hienes  perfon  and 
eftate,  beand  found  and  declairit  culpable  therof  be  law,  that  thej  therfor 
fall  incurre  the  featence  of  excommuDicatioun,  The  Generall  Aflemblie 
a^rieth  therto,  l^itima  cc^nitione  [ecclefiaftica]  preeunte. 

As  to  the  ordour  craveit  to  be  tane  concerning  excommunicatioun,  efpe-

Thefe  points  importing  great  weght,  and  crareing  mature  deliberatioun, 
the  AlTemhlie  hes  thogbt  toeit  to  fuperceid  all  concluding  therin  quhill  the 
nixt  Conventioun,  quher,  by  Gods  grace,  they  mynd  to  refolre  thervpon  ; 
and  that,  in  the  meanetyme,  none  of  the  Miniftrie  proceid  to  excommuni- 
catioun  without  dtatioun  preceiding,,  niG  periclitetur  eccleGa  et  relpublica. 

Anent  bis  Majeflies  [fute]  concerning  bis  Minifters  :  It  is  ag^eit  that 
his  Majeftie  fall  have  choife  of  the  moil  grave,  learned  and  godlie  brether 
of  the  Mioiftrie,  with  adryce  of  the  Commiffioners  following,  to  be  direfi; 
to  his  Majeftie,  viz.  Mrs  Robert  Bruce,  Andro  Melvill,  James  Melrill, 
David  Lind{ay>  David  Fetgufone,  James  Balfour,  Thomas  Buchannan, 
James  Nicolfbne,  Andro  Lamb,  George  Glaidftanes,  or  any  fixe  of  the  laid 
brethren,  quho  are  appointit  to  meit  the  22  Julij  nixt

After  humiliatioun  of  Sir  James  Chilholme  on  his  hnies,  and  acknow- 
ledging of  his  offence  to  the  fatifla^lioun  of  the  brethren,  be  the  voyce  of 
the  Moderatour,  the  fentence  of  abfolutioun  was  pronouncit  in  his  favours, 
and  he  reiaxit  from  the  procea  of  excommunicatioun  led  againft  blm. 

Anent  the  aSt  made  in  favours  of  the  executours  of  Minifters :  The  Af- 
Cemblie  and  brethren  prefent,  for  cleiring  therof,  declares.  If  the  Minifter 
die  after  Micbaelmes,  quia  fruges  feparatee  funt  a  folo,  that  his  executours 
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fall  fall  that  3eirs  rent,  and  the  half  of  the  nixt ;  and  that  the  proviGoun 
of  this  a6t  be  extendit  to  the  reli£ts  of  viuquhile  Mr  James  Hamilton,  and 
the  Lords  requeifiit  to  that  effect. 

Forfameikle  as  ther  is  great  caufe  of  humiliatioun  of  vs  befor  God,  whofe 
Tt0ble  anger  appears  on  the  heids  of  this  land,  jet  be  the  moft  pairt  litle 
regairdit :  The  Kirk  bes  ordainit  a  generall  faft  and  humiliatioun  to  be 
vniverfallie  obfervit  in  all  the  kirks  within  this  realme,  vpon  the  twa  firft 
Sondayis  of  Augufi  nixt  to  come  :  The  caufes  therof  to  be  led  out  gravelie 
be  the  PaAours,  according  to  the  grounds  they  lie  and  perceive. 

[1.  The  great  abouodance  and  increafe  of  lin,  and  tranfgreflion  of  all 
the  commandements  of  God,  be  all  the  Efiates,  foftered  be  impunity,  and 
laike  of  juftice,  produceing  in  fpeciall  all  kind  of  murder  and  opprefljon. 

S.  The  great  apoilacy,  defection,  and  decay  of  zeal  and  godltnefs  of 
every  Eftate. 

3.  The  great  and  prefent  danger,  that  the  Church,  Common  well,  and 
King  fiandeth  in,  through  the  wrath  of  God,  not  only  kindled  againft  us, 
but  alfo  juftlie  burning  and  devouring  us  up  already  by  fundrie  fearfull 
plagues  and  punilhments,  as  by  unfeafonable  weather,  dearth  and  famine, 
and  the  appearance  of  greater ;  the  deep  confpiracys  and  daily  confederacys 
of  the  faction  of  the  known  adverfarys  to  religion.  King,  and  countrie, 
threatning  to  root  us  out  from  being  any  more  a  nation,  and  the  breaking 
and  removeing  of  our  two  ftatea  of  Church  and  Common  Wealth. 

4.  The  companion  it  becometh  us  to  have  of  our  brethren  of  other 
Churches,  under  no  lefs  danger  than  we,  through  all  Europe,  not  only  be 
the  Confederats  of  the  Counfell  of  Trent,  but  alfo  be  the  barbarous 
crueltie  and  great  bondage  exercifed  and  brought  upon  our  dear  and 
worthie  brethren  by  fuch  as  it  becometh  not,  fpecially  in  Poland,  England, 
Saxonie,  and  diverfe  parts  of  Germanie.  C] 

Forfameikle  as  ther  is  ane  abufe  necelTar  to  be  remeidit,  efpecially  in 
Cathnes  and  feme  vther  parts,  quber  they  that  polTefles  the  benefices,  di- 
lapidat  the  haill  rents  therof,  as  the  late  Bifchop  of  Cathnes  did  in  fpeciall, 
except  a  very  fmall  quantitie,  in  penfiouns  moft  prodigallie  to  all  that  focht 
the  fame,  quherby  he  hes  dilapidat  the  haill  patrimonie  of  the  faid  Bifchop- 
rick  :  For  remeid  quherof,  the  AfTemblie  ordaines  Mr  David  Lindfay  and 
Mr  James  Balfour  to  admonifch  Mr  Thomas  Craig  and  the  Soliftar  of  the 
Kirk,  to  perfew  the  laids  penfioners  for  redu£iioun  of  tfaair  peniioun^ 
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quhilk  cannot  fiand  be  the  law,  of  the  hailli  or  of  the  moft  part  of  tbe 
fruit«s  of  an;*  benefice,  and  to  infift  diligentlte  therin. 

Anent  manages  :  The  Affemblie  dedarit  thir  two  forts  to  be  vnlawfuU ; 
firft,  when  ane  perfon  marieth  another  quhom  they  hare  pollutit  by  adul- 
terie  -,  nixt,  quhen  the  innocent  perfon  is  content  to  retQaine  with  the 
[nocent  and]  guiltie,  and  tbe  ^iltie  will  hare  another,  or  takia  another. 

As  concerning  mariagea  made  be  excommunicat  Preifts,  or  vthers  that 
hes  ferved  in  the  Kirk,  and  [are]  depoGt  from  tbtur  ofiSce,  or  be  prirat 
perfons :  The  Aflemblie  declares  fuch  mariagea  to  be  null ;  ordaining  the 
brethren  of  Edenburgh  to  travell  with  the  Commifiars  of  Edenburgfa, 
that  they  decyd  according  to  the  faids  conclufiona. 

Anent  the  contrarerUe  betuixt  the  Mioiftrie  of  Sandl:  Androes  and 
Wiitiam  Balfour :  Tbe  brethren  appointit  to  conferre  theranent  reportit 
tbair  judgement  following.  That  the  faid  William  iall  declare  that  he  knew 
no  Ttber  but  that  Mr  Darid  Black,  Miniller  of  the  towne  fordid,  had 
left  the  procefs  of  tbe  manfe  contravertit,  and  that  he  hes  no  wayes  pro- 
ceidit  therin,  in  contempt  of  the  Kirk,  or  any  particular  perfon  within  the 
fame }  and  thir  things  he  does  protefi  in  confcience,  and  confetTes  that  be 
bea  done  rnduetifuUie  ;  that  is  to  fay,  that  he  hes  orirfein  bimfelfe  in  his 
diietie  towards  the  Kirk,  in  midling,  not  forwarning  them  with  tbe  title  of 
the  boufe  quherin  he  dwells,  in  refpedl:  of  tbe  Kirks  deGgnattoun  tberof  paft 
of  befor,  for  tbe  qubilk  be  is  penitent  befor  God  and  his  Kirk :  provyd- 
ing  alwayes,  that  tbe  faid  confeflioun  be  no  wayes  prejudicial!  to  the  (aid  Wil- 
liam in  the  right  and  title  of  tbe  faid  houfe,  and  that  tbe  famein  be  no  wayes 
obje&ed  againll  him,  in  judgement  or  out  of  judgement ;  and  that  the  faid 
William  (all  make  the  faid  confelTioun  befor  tbe  brethren  of  tbe  Conference 
of  this  Aflemblie,  tbe  brethren  of  the  Frelbitrie  that  are  heir  being  prefent : 
The  quhilk  being  done,  that  this  prefent  Generall  Affemblie  fall  difcbai^ 
the  faid  Prefbitrte  of  San£l  Androes  from  all  proceidinge  be  cenfures  aganis 
the  faid  William  for  that  matter,  and  in  lyke  maner,  tbe  faid  Mr  David 
from  all  publi£t  inre6tiouna  aganis  tbe  faid  William  in  his  fennouns  for  that 
caufe  ;  and  the  faid  Mr  David  and  William,  in  token  of  forgivenea  of  all 
mutuall  offences  bygane,  and  profeflioun  of  chrifKan  amitie  in  tyme  to  come, 
lall  joyne  hands  together  before  the  faid  brether  of  the  conference,  and 
keip  tbe  famein  amitie  in  tyme  comeing ;  remittand  tbe  contraverlie  of 
tbair  titles  to  tbe  difcretioun  of  the  Judges  ordinar  :  and  this  to  be  ordainit 
be  tbe  General  Affembly,  to  be  declarit  in  the  paroch  kirk  of  San£t  An- 
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droes,  be  Mr  William  Scott,  Minifler  at  Kennoquti^.  The  brethren  ap- 
pointit  to  conferre  be  the  General!  AfiTemblie  were  Uiir,  Mrs  Robert 
Bruce,  Peter  Blackburne,  William  Scot,  Thomas  Buchannao,  Andro  Lamb, 
Johne  Caldcleugh  :  Quhilk  judgement  of  the  faid  brethren  the  Generall 
AlTemblio  approrit  in  all  points. 

Anent  Gramer  Schoolea  in  Townes :  Every  Preftitrie,  within  thwr 
awin  bounds,  is  ordainit  to  take  ordour  for  Tilitatioun  and  reformatioun 
tberof,  and  to  deale  with  the  Magiftrats  for  augmentatioun  of  thair  flipends 
and  proTifiouD  of  Maiflers  ;  as  alfo  appointing  of  fome  perfons  moft  meitt 
of  thair  Counfell,  to  attend  carefullie  on  the-  Schooles,  and  to  aflift  the 
Maiflers  in  difcipline. 

Anent  the  a^tis  of  the  Affemblie :  The  brether  bes  ordainit  that  the 
fameiu  be  lichtit,  and  fpeciall  a6ls  for  praftife  of  the  Kirk  be  extra6tit  and 
joynit  with  the  Booke  of  DifcipUoe,  to  be  publifchit  either  in  wryte  or 
print,  that  none  pretend  ignorance  therof ;  and  to  this  effect  to  concurre 
with  the  Clerk,  Mrs  Robert  Pont,  Thomas  Buchannan,  James  Melvill, 
Johoe  Johnftoun,  and  James  Carmichael. 

Anent  CoUedges :  In  refpe€t  that  it  is  thoght  neceflar  that  ane  vilita- 
tioun  be  had  of  the  lamein,  the  prefent  AfTemblie  hes  girin  commiflloun 
to  thair  brether,  Mrs  Jamea  Melvill,  Thomas  Buchannan,  James  Balfour, 
Robert  Rolloch,  Walter  Balcanquell,  NicoU  Dalgleifch,  James  Nicolfone, 
and  Alexander  Forbes,  to  conveine  together  the  firfl  day  of  January  nixt 
to  come,  to  the  vifitatioun  of  the  faids  colledgis,  to  try,  examine,  and  con- 
lider  the  do£trine,  lyfe,  and  diligence  of  the  Maiflers ;  the  difcipline  and 
ordour  vfit  be  them  ;  the  eftate  of  thair  rents  and  livings  ;  and  quher  they 
find  abufe,  to  reforme  fo  farre  as  they  [may  :]  remittand  to  the  A0emblie 
fuch  things  as  they  cannot  take  ordour  with ;  and  quhat  they  effe€luBt 
heirin,  to  report  to  the  nixt  Affemblie.

Exhortatioun  beand  made  be  Mr  James  NicoUone,  laft  Moderatour,  the 
Aflemblie  proceidit  to  t^e  ele^oun  of  a  new  Moderatour,  and  appointing 
on  the  leits  Mrs  David  Fergufone,  David  Lindfa7,  James  fialfour,  Robert 
Font,  the  laid  Mr  Robert,  be  pluralitie  of  votis,  was  chofin  Moderatour 
faac  vice. 

[Mr  Davidfon,  Minifter  at  Saltprefloun,  and  a  member  of  the  Prefbytrie 
of  Hadintoun,  produced  the  advice  of  that  Prefhytrie,  touching  the  beads 
of  the  letter  fent  from  the  CommiOioners  of  the  Generall  Aflemblj  to 
them.    The  tenor  whereof  followeth : 


Touching  the  two  beads  proponed  be  the  Commilfioners  of  the  Gener- 
all Affembly  to  their  brethren,  to  advife  upon  agiunft  this  Affembly ; 
viz.  Of  univerfal  repentance,  and  eamefi  turning'  to  God  :  And  of 
order  taking  for  reHfUng  the  enemies,  and  maintainance  of  the 
liberty  of  religion  and  country. 

Our  advice  in  the  firft  is.  That  yet  once  at  the  lafi*  the  chief  and  grofi 
fins  of  all  eftates,  which  procure  this  prefent  wrath  of  God,  be  agreed  upon 
50. 
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hy  name  fereraly,  and  acknowledged  by  this  Aflemblj',  for  tbe  more  eaCe 
provocation  of  tbe  whole  body  of  this  realme  to  eu-nell  repentance,  and 
fpeedy  turning  away  from  the  fms  foreCtid ;  for  as  John  faith,  If  wee  ac- 
knowledge our  Gns,  God  is  faitbfull  and  juft  to  forgire  ua  our  fins :  other- 
wayes,  if  in  lb  great  a  oiuUitude  of  our  iniquities,  which  this  day  anfwer  fo 
plainly  to  the  faces  of  all  efiates  of  this  realme,  wee  fay  one  ftill  with  the 
unhappy  Jewea,  as  hitherto  wee  hare  done,  Wherein  hare  wee  fined : 
what  elfe  do  wee,  but  as  defperatly  they  did,  and  laid  in  tbe  days  of 
Jeremy,  Surely  wee  will  walk  after  our  own  imaginations,  and  doe  every 
man  lUfter  the  ftubbornefs  of  his  wicked  heart  And  fo  as  it  is  faid  in  the 
Law,  Tbe  Lord  will  not  be  mercifull  rnto  us,  but  will  Ibew  us  tbe  back, 
and  not  tbe  face,  no  not  though  Mofes  and  Samuel  would  pray  for  us  in 
the  day  of  our  deftru^lion. 

And  to  begin  at  ourfelves  of  tbe  Miniftry,  That  wee  acknowledge  our 
publick  trantgreflions  in  our  perfons,  and  ofGce  particularly,  whereof  the 
catalogue  is  in  readinefs  to  be  Teen,  according  to  the  admonition  of  the 
Lord  by  his  prophet,  faying.  Let  tbe  priefU,  the  minillers  of  the  Lord, 
weep  between  tbe  porch  and  the  altar,  and  let  them  fay,  Spare  thy  people, 
O  Lord,  &c. ;  left  it  be  found  according  to  the  faying  of  the  Apoftle,  That 
wee  that  teach  others,  teach  not  ourfelves,  and  fo  be  found  reprobats. 

Next,  That  this  Affembly  agree  upon  the  true  and  right  taking  up  tbe 
lins  of  our  Princes,  and  Magiflrats  fuperior  and  inferior ;  and  on  tbe  found 
means  to  deal  with  them  duetifully  and  faithfully,  without  all  flattery,  for 
their  true  amendment,  according  to  Gods  command  to  the  prophet,  faying. 
Say  unto  the  King,  and  to  the  Queen,  humble  yourfelves,  fit  down,  for  tbe 
crown  of  your  glory  fhall  come  doun  from  your  beads ;  ffor  their  fins  are 
not  the  leall  caufe  of  the  plague  of  God  on  tbe  people,  as  by  David,  Ma- 
nafles,  and  others  may  be  feen. 

Thirdly,  and  laH,  That  tbe  mofl  notorious  fins  of  the  whole  body  of  the 
people  in  burgh  and  land,  be  given  in,  and  acknowledged,  and  order  taken 
for  tbe  fpeedy  ammendement  thereof  by  the  Miniftry  and  M^ifirats,  ac- 
cording to  the  examples  of  Jofuab,  Jehofapbat,  Ezekias,  Jofias,  the  King 
of  Niniveh,  Conftantius,  Conflantine,  &c.,  the  Prophets,  and  Apoftles,  &c. 
The  catalogue  over  eafy  to  be  made. 

As  for  reGfting  the  common  enemy,  which  is  tbe  fecond,  our  judgement 
is.  That  tbe  found  following  out  oftbo  former  advice  touching  tbe  firft, 
fhall  make  an  eafy  way  for  tbe  fecond  ;  otherwayes,  which  God  forbid,  it 
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vill  be  but  loft  labour  to  travell  much  in  that  matter ;  jet  viihiog  and 
hoping  the  beft,  wee  hare  remitted  the  particulars  of  that  matter,  and  our 
adrice  thereanent,  to  the  CommiQioDers  of  this  Prelbytrie,  who  faithfullie 
(wee  doubt  not)  will  difcbarge  their  duty  in  the  fame. 

This  adrice  was  approved  be  many,  but  withllood  be  fome,  namely,  the 
Moderator  himfelf,  Mr  Robert  Pont,  who  alledged^  that  the  firft  and  chief 
motive  of  their  conreening  was  to  confult  upon  their  withftanding  the 
Spainards.  The  Commiflioners  letter  was  read,  and  it  was  found  that  Mr 
Davidfon  had  laid  right 

Mr  Davidfon  was  appointed  to  give  up  the  particular  catalogue  of  the 
chief  offences  and  corruptions  in  all  eftates. 

He  prefented  the  catalogue  of  offences  in  Minifters,  upon  Wednefday  be- 
fore the  Aflembly.  Mr  Andrew  Melvill  defired  to  be  added.  The  cenfure 
anfwerable  to  the  offence.  Whereupon  Mr  Nichol  Dagliefli,  Peter  Bleck- 
bum,  Walter  Balcanquall,  John  Mackquhern,  Adam  Johnftoun,  John 
Knox,  James  Law,  John  Johnitouo,  and  Mr  Davidfon  himfelf,  were  ap- 
pointed to  goe  apart,  and  to  conlider  what  offence  merited  admonition, 
what  deprivation  j  which  they  did.  C.}

[Upon  Weduefday  the  Q5  of  Marche,  the  King  came  himfelf  to  the  Af- 
fembly.

roues  and  Miniftrie  quhilk  mett  tberrpon,  take  fiuther  refolutioun  after- 
noone,  and  prefent  thur  advyce  to  the  Aflemblie  in  wryte.  C.  &  B.] 

His  Majellie  therafter  proponit  the  lamentable  dilTordour  of  the  geirlie 
alteratioun  of  the  platt  [appointed  for  the  modification  of  Minifters  fti- 
pends,]  and  tberfor  defyrit  that  ane  conilant  platt  fould  be  made,  quher- 
Tnto  his  Majeftie  was  moft  earnefily  bent    The  AITemhlie  hes  thoght  meit 
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befor  any  things  be  concludit  tberin,  to  fie  the  afit  of  Parliament  made  in 
the  seir  of  God  1^93  seiris.

OTerturea  for  relifting  of  the  enemies  of  the  religioun  and  eilate  of 
the  countrej,  afweill  forrune  as  intefline. 

Firft,  That  all  fie  that  hes  kjrthit  in  a£lioun  with  hia  Majefties  forfaultit 
rebells,  and  thair  knowin  favourers  and  affillera,  be  chargeit  to  enter  thair 
perfons  in  ward,  ther  to  remaine  aj  and  quhill  they  find  fufficient  cautiount 
that  they  fall  not  traffique  nor  interline  intelligence  with  the  faida  rebells^ 
nor  any  Tther  enemies  to  the  eflate  or  religioun,  neither  fall  joyne  with 
them  nor  make  them  any  afliftance,  in  cace  they  repare  within  the  coun- 
trey ;  and  that  they  give  thair  eldeil  fonnea  or  neireft  freinds  in  pled^ 
for  the  [mure  fure]  obferring  heirof. 

2.  That  the  haill  lirings  of  the  forfaide  rebells  to  his  Majefiie,  be  exa£i> 
lie  tane  vp  be  his  MajeAies  officiars  to  be  appoyntit  for  that  effect,  and  to 
be  imployit  for  the  intertainment  of  hyred  men^  for  defence  of  the  good 
caufe  againft  the  enemies,  and  for  bearing  of  vther  charges  neceflar  for  the 
adrancement  of  the  fud  caufe,  as  ane  of  the  effeftuall  meanes  to  encourage 
all  fuch  as  are  knowin  to  be  weill  affe^tionat  to  the  caufe,  and  to  procure 
thair  anefald  concurrence  to  the  Tttermofi. 

3.  That  ther  be  chofin  in  every  paroch  be  hia  Majefties  authoritie,  and 
TOtt  of  the  Mintfter>  Seflioun,  and  Friacipalla  of  every  paroch,  Captaiues 
knowin  to  be  moll  meitt  [and  of  befi;  afie^ioun,]  to  conrein  the  hatU  par- 
och iu  armes  monethlie  in  muilures,  and  to  fie  that  they  be  all  fufficienU 
ly  armeit  according  to  thair  abilitie,  and  trainit  vp  in  the  exercife  of  thair 
armes  :  And  ficklyke  that  ther  be  chofin  Generall  Commanders  in  diverfe 
quarters  and  fliyres  of  the  countrey,  to  convelne  in  armes  at  all  occafiouns 
neidfuU,  to  refill  all  attempts  and  interpryfes  of  the  enemie  forraine  and 
intelUne. 

4.  That  fome  fubftantious  ordour  be  takin  for  bringing  hame  fufficient 
number  of  corfletts,  mulketts,  picks,  and  vtber  armour  neidfull ;  and  that 
the  famein  be  brocht  and  receivit  aff  the  merchands  handa  with  all  ei^e- 
ditioun. 
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Lafi,  That  the  haill  cautioners  that  became  hound  for  the  good  beha- 
viour  of  the  faids  rehells  without  the  countrey,  he  chargeit  befor  the  Coun- 
fell,  and  conTiS;  of  the  penalties  conteinit  in  the  a£ts  of  the  cautionrie ; 
and  that  the  faids  penalties  be  imployit  vpon  the  fuftentatioun  of  hjrit 
men,  and  rthers  burdens  neidfull  for  the  weill  of  the  caufe.

Forlameikle  as  the  towne  of  Edenbuigh  hes  takin  purpofe.and  labour 
in  diryding  of  their  populous  congregatioun,  and  hes  made  good  progreffe 
therin  to  the  good  example  of  the  countrey^ ;  nottheles  the  worke  remaines 
imperfyte  in  a  part,  through  not  diriGoun  of  the  Auld  Kirk  be  a  parpall 
wall,  being  verie  commodious  and  litle  expeniive :  Therfor  the  A0em* 
blie  dire€tit  my  Lord  of  Kinlofe,  the  Kings  Majellies  Commiifioner,  the 
Lord  Sinklair,  the  Juftice  Clerk,  Mrs  Peter  Blackburne,  James  Nicolfone, 
Andro  Melvill,  [to]  the  Counfell  of  the  faid  burgh,  immediatlie  from  the 
AiTemblie,  to  exhort  and  requeifi  the  Counfell  to  further  and  periyte  the 
good  beginning,  and  to  diryde  the  (aid  kirk  be  ana  parpall  wall. 

Quho  returning  back  with  the  Bailgies  of  the  towne,  declarit  that  the 
Counfell,  be  reafon  this  day  of  Law  is  not  frequent,  alwayes  to  the  divi- 
iioun  be  a  parpall,  hitherto  they  could  not  a^rie,  being  myndit  to  build 
the  Tolbuith ;  defyreand  the  Kirk  earneftlie  to  requeill  the  Lords  and 
Colledge  of  Juftice,'  quho  hes  land  within  the  burgh,  that  they  wald  con- 
tribute therto :  quherrnto  the  Kirk  aggried,  prorydeing  that  they  wald  fall 
to  prefentlie  to  the  dirifioun  be  a  parpall :  ordaining  the  Bail^ie  to  report 
the  diredt  anfuer  of  the  Counfell  heirrpon,  vpon  Mononday  nixt  to  come. 

Ordaines  ane  article  to  be  givin  in  to  the  Kings  Majefiie  for  eflablifhing 
ane  aft,  annulling  all  taks  fett  be  Minifters  without  confent  of  the  Af- 
femblie.

Anent  contrarerfies  and  decilioun  therof  amongft  the  Minifters  :     The 
Kirk  and  Commiffioners  prefent  ratifies  the  a£fc  made  at  Dundie  heiranent, 
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and  ordainit  the  fame  to  be  extendit  to  Reidars  afTToill  as  MinifterB  j  and 
the  paine  of  contumacie  mentionat  theirin  to  be  deprivatiouD. 

Becaufe  the  bounds  of  NithefdailU  Annand^U,  and  Galloway,  are  def- 
titute  of  Pallors,  the  Kings  MajeAies  Commifllonera  proponit  to  the  Af- 
femblie>  that  the  Kirk  wald  take  care  to  appoint  fome  qualified  men  for  the 
Miniftrie  ther,  for  whofe  proTifioun  and  intertainment  his  Majeftie  wald 
take  ordour. 

Concerning  the  defe€iiouns  of  the  Miniftrie :  The  famein  at  lei^th 
being  red  out,  [reafonit,]  and  confidderit,  the  brethren  concludit  the  famen 
aggrieing  therwith  i  and  in  reQie^  that  be  Gods  grace  thej  intend  re- 
formatiouD,  and  to  fie  the  Kirk  and  Miniftrie  purgeit ;  to  the  effe£t  the 
works  may  hare  better  fuccefie,  they  think  it  neceffar  that  this  Aflemblie 
be  faumblit  for  wanting  fuch  care  as  became  them  in  fuch  points  as  is  fett 
downe,  and  fome  zealous  and  godlie  brother  [in  do£lrine]  lay  them  out  for 
thair  better  humiliatioun,  and  that  they  make  folemne  promife  befor  the 
Majeflie  of  God,  and  make  a  new  covenant  with  him  for  a  more  reverent 
and  carefull  dilchargeing  of  thair  miniftrie :  To  the  quhilk  effect  was 
chofin  Mr  John  Davidlbne,  and  Teufday  nixt,  at  nyne  houres  in  the  morn- 
ing, in  the  New  Kirk,  is  appointit  for  that  effe^ ;  quhervnto  none  is  to 
refort  but  the  Miniftrie.  The  forme  is  to  be  advyfed  the  moroe  in  privie 
conference.

[This  commilfion  following  was  given  for  viiitation  of  Kirks. 

For  as  much  as  it  being  confidered  be  the  Affembly  and  Commiffioners 
prefent,  to  be  a  thing  moft  necel&r,  that  the  moft  dangerous  parte  of  the 
country,  and  where  leaft,  or  no  planting  is,  a  vifitation  ihould  be  appointed 
to  occurre  the  dangers  already  fallen  out,  or  that  may  farther  fall  out  if 
they  be  not  prevented  i  and  for  the  better  planting  of  the  Miniftry,  where 
as  yet  it  is  not  planted  :-  Herefor  the  AJTembly  has  given  and  committed, 
and  be  the  tenour  hereof  gives  and  committs  tbeir  full  power  and  com- 
miflion  to  their  loving  brethren  under  written  within  the  particular  bounds 
after   ^ecified,  according  to  the  divifion  following,  to  vilit  and  try  the 
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doflnoe,  life,  diligence,  and  fidelity  of  the  Paflors  within  the  PrelbjtrieB, 
where  they  are  efUblilhed  already ;  and  alfo  in  the  bounds,  where  as 
yet  no  Frefbytries  are  planted  ;  and  therein  to  take  inquiOtion  and  tryal, 
if  there  be  any  beneficed  perfons  of  the  Miniftrie  not  making  refidence, 
having  no  reafonable  caufe  to  pui^e  the  fame  ;  if  there  be  any  that  have 
delapidated  their  benefices,  fett  tacks,  or  made  to  others  difpofitions  of  their 
benefices,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  the  confent  of  the  Generall  Afletn- 
biy ;  any  flanderous,  or  unmeet  to  ferre  the  Kirk  of  God  :  And  if  any 
fuch  be  found,  to  proceed  agtunft  him  according  to  the  quality  of  the  faid 
offence,  according  to  the  a^  of  the  Kirk  ;  affuming  to  them  fuch  breth- 
ren of  the  Prelbytrie,  where  they  make  tryal,  as  they  think  moft  zealous, 
fincere,  and  beft  affefled  to  reformation,  to  affift  them,  with  power  allwa 
to  depofe  fuch  as  are  worthy  of  depofition  be  the  a£ls  of  the  Kirk,  and 
place  others  in  their  rowmes.  .  And  where  no  Prelbytrie  is,  the  brethren 
appointed  to  the  rifitation  of  thefe  bounds,  to  travell  diligently  to  plant  the 
Miniflry  therein,  and  to  proceed  in  all  the  heads  above  written  be  them- 
felres,  with  the  like  power  of  depofition  with  the  former.  The  particular

And  ordaines  the  Prefiiytries 
which  have  no  vifitors  appointed  be  this  Commiffion,  to  be  carefull  in  their 
own  vifitation  while  the  next  Aftembly  ;  Injoyning  alio  the  Prelbytries,

The  tenour  of  the  advyce  of  the  brethren  deput  for  penning  the  cor- 
ruptions and  enormities  in  the  Minillrie,  and  remeid  therof,  allowit 
be  the  Generall  Affemblie  heir  conreinit. 

Corruptions  in  the  Office. 

Forfameikle  as  be  the  too  fudden  admiOioun  and  light  trjall  of  perfons 
to  the  Miniftrie,  it  cometh  to  pa0e,  that  many  flanders  fall  out  in  the  per- 
fons of  Miniflere,  it  wald  be  ordainit  in  tyme  comeing,  that  more  diligent 
inquilitioun  and  tryail  be  vfed  of  all  fuch  perfons  as  fall  enter  in  the  Min- 
iflrie,  as  fpeciallie  in  thir  points. 

That  the  intrant  falbe  pofed  rpon  his  confcience  befor  the  great  God, 
(and  that  in  the  moft  grave  maner,)  quhat  moves  him  to  accept  the  office 
and  chaise  of  the  Miniflrie  vpon  him. 

That  it  be  inquyrit,  if  any  by  foliflatioun  or  moyen,  diredtlie  or  indire£tlie, 
preafe  to  entir  in  the  faid  office  ;  and  it  being  found,  that  the  folifler  be 
repellit,  and  that  the  Prefbitrie  repell  all  fuch  of  thair  number  from  rotting 
in  the  ele£tioun  or  admiiHon  as  falbe  found  moyeners  for  the  folifter,  and 
pofed  Tpon  thair  confcience  to  declare  the  trueth  to  that  effefil. 

Thirdly,  Becaufe  be  prefentatiouns,  many  forciblie  are  thrull  in  the 
miniftrie  and  vpon  congregatiouns,  that  vtters  therafter  that  they  were  not 
callit  be  God,  It  wald  be  provydit  that  none  feik  prefentatiouns  to  bene- 
fices, without  advyce  of  the  Prefbitrie  within  the  bounds  quherof  the  bene- 
fice lyia  }  and  if  any  doe  in  the  contrair,  they  to  be  repellit  aa  rei  ambitus. 

That  the  tryall  of  perfons  to  be  admitted  to  the  MiniQrie  heirafter,  con- 
lift  not  only  in  thair  learning  and  abilitte  to  preach,  but  alfo  in  confcience, 
and  feiling,  and  fpirituall  wifdome,  and  namelie,  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
bounds  of  thair  calling,  in  doctrine,  difcipline,  and  wifdome,  and  to  behave 
him  accordinglie  with  the  (fiverfe  ranks  of  perfons  within  his  flock,  as 
namely,  with  atheifts,  rebellious,  weake  confciences,  and  fick  vthers, 
quherin  the  paftoratl  charge  is  moft  kythit,  and  that  he  be  meitt  to  ftop  the 
mouthes  of  the  adverfaries ;  and  Gck  as  are  not  found  qualified  in  thir 
points  to  be  delayit  to  farther  tryall,  and  quhill  they  be  found  qitalified.

And  becaufe  men  may  be  found  meit  for  fome  places,  qiihilk  are  Dot  meitt 
for  vthers,  it  wald  be  conlidderit  that  the  principal  places  of  the  realme  be 
proTjdit  with  men  o!  moft  wortbie  gifls,  wifdome  and  experience,  that 
none  take  the  chai^  of  greater  number  of  peiple  nor  they  are  able  to  dif- 
charge ;  and  tbe  Affemblie  to  take  ordour  heirtpith,  and  the  a&.  of  the 
ProTinciall  Aflemblie  of  Louthiane  made  at  Lynlithgow  to  be  urgeit. 

That  fuch  as  falbe  found  not  givin  to  tbair  booke  and  iludie  of  Scriptures, 
not  carefiill  to  have  bookis,  not  given  to  lan£l;ificatioun  and  prayer,  that 
ftudie  not  to  be  poverfuU  and  fpirituall>  not  applying  the  do^rine  to  his 
cormptiouns,  quhilk  is  the  paftoral  gift,  obfcure  and  too  fcolaftike  befor 
the  peiple,  cauld  and  wanting  zeale,  negligent  in  riliteing  the  feik,  careii^ 
for  tbe  poore,  or  indifcreit  in  chooling  of  parts  of  the  Word  not  meiteft  for 
the  flock,  flatterers,  and  diflembling  publick  fins,  and  Ipeciallie  of  great 
perfonages  in  thur  congregatiouns,  for  flatterie  or  feare ;  that  all  fick  per- 
fons  be  cenfured  according  to  the  degries  of  thair  iaults,  and  continueing 
therin,  to  be  depryvit. 

That  fuch  as  be  flouthfull  in  miniftratioun  of  the  lacraments,  and  irre- 
verent, as  profaners,  receiving  cleane  and  vncleane,  ignorants  and  fenfles 
pro&ne,  and  making  no  confcience  of  thair  profeflioun  in  thair  calling  or 
families  ;  omitting  due  tryall,  or  vGng  none  or  light  tryall ;  having  refpedl 
in  thair  tryall  to  perfons  quherin  there  is  manifeft  corruptioun  :  that  all 
fick  be  {harply  rebuikit,  and  if  they  continue  therin,  to  be  depofit.  And  if 
any  be  found  a  feller  of  tbe  facraments,  that  be  be  depofit  fimpliciter ;  and 
fick  as  colludes  with  flanderous  perfons,  and  difpenfing  and  orirlieing  them 
for  money,  incurre  the  lyke  puniihment. 

That  every  Minifter  be  chargeit  that  he  have  a  Selfioun  eflabliflied  of  the 
meiteft  men  in  his  congr^^tioun,  and  that  difcipline  flrike  not  only  vpon 
groQe  finnesa  as  whordome,  bloodflied,  &c.  but  vpon  all  fins  repugnant  to 
the  Word  of  God,  as  blafphemie  of  God,  banning,  profaiuing  of  the  Sab- 
botb  day,  diflbbedience  to  parents,  idle  vnrulie  anes  without  calling,  drunk- 
ards, and  ficklyke  debofhit  men  that  makes  no  confcience  of  thair  lyfe  and 
ruleing  of  thair  families,  and  fpeciallie  of  educatioun  of  thair  children, 
lying,  flandering,  backbytting,  flattering,  and  breeking  of  promi(es :  And 
this  to  be  ane  vniverfall  ordour  throughout  the  realme ;  and  fuch  as  are 
n^ligent,  continueing  therin  after  admonitioun,  to  be  depofit. 

Ttuit  none  falling  in  publick  flanders  be  receivit  againe  in  fellowflitp  of 
the  Kirk,  except  his  Minifter  have  fome  appeirand  warrand  in  confcience, 
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that  he  hes  both  ane  failing  of  fin,  and  apprehenfioun  of  meme  ;  and  for  this 
efle^  that  the  Miniller  travell  vrith  him  be  do61:rine  and  prirat  inftruftioun, 
to  brings  him  heirto,  and  fpecially  io  the  dofttriae  of  repentance,  quhilk 
being  negle£ted,  the  publick  place  of  repentance  is  turned  in  a  mocking. 

Dilapidatioun  of  benefices,  dimitting  of  them  for  farour  or  money,  that 
they  become  laik  patronages,  without  the  adryce  of  the  Kirk  ;  and  fick- 
lyke,  interchanging  of  them  be  tranik£tioun,  and  tranfporting  of  themlelTes 
be  that  occalioun,  without  tbe  knowledge  of  the  Kirk,  be  preciflie  punifh- 
ed :  Sicklyke,  fetters  of  taks,  without  the  confent  of  the  AlTemblie,  be 
puniOied  according  to  the  a6t8 ;  and  that  the  dtmifSoun  in  favours  for 
money  or  vtherwayes  to  the  effeft  ahore  wrytin,  be  punifchit  as  the  dila- 
pidatours. 

Corruptiouns  in  thair  perfons  and  lyrea. 

That  lick  as  are  light  and  wantoun  in  thair  behaviour,  ae  in  gorgeous  or 
lif^ht  apparrell,  in  fpeich,  in  vfeing  light  and  profane  companie,  vnlawfuU 
gameing,  as  dancing,  cardeing,  dyceing,  and  fuch  lyke,  not  befeiming  the 
gravetie  of  ane  Faftour,  be  fharplie  and  gravelie  reprovit  be  the  Prelbltrie, 
according  to  the  degrie  therof ;  and  continuing  therin  after  due  admoni- 
tioun,  that  he  be  depryvit  as  flanderous  to  the  GofpeU. 

That  Minifters  being  found  fwearera  or  banners,  profaners  of  the  Sab- 
both  day,  drunkards,  fighters,  guilty  of  all  thir  or  any  of  them,  to  be  de- 
pofit  fimpliciter ;  and  fuch  lyke.  Hers,  detra£tera,  flatterers,  breakers  of 
promifes,  braulers  and  quarrellers,  after  dew  admonitioun  continueing 
therin,  incurre  the  fame  punifliment. 

That  Minifters  givin  to  vnlawfull  and  incompetent  trades  for  filthie  gaine, 
as  balding  of  hoftlarie^  taking  of  ocker  befyd  good  confcience  and  lawis, 
and  bearing  warldly  offices  in  Noble  and  Gentlemens  houfes,  merchandife, 
and  fucb  lyke,  buying  of  viSiuaU  and  keiping  to  dearth,  and  all  vther 
worldlie  occupatiouns  as  may  diftra^l  them  from  thair  charge,  and  be 
flander  to  tbe  Paftoural  calling,  be  admonilbed  and  brought  to  the  acknow- 
ledging of  thair  faults,  and  if  tbey  continue  therin,  to  be  depofit. 

That  Minifters  not  refident  at  thair  flocks  be  depofed,  according  to  the 
a3:8  of  the  Generall  AS'emblie  and  laws  of  the  realme  ;  vtherwayes  the 
burdein  to  be  laid  vpon  the  Prefbyteries,  and  they  be  cenfurit  therfor. 

That  the  Affemblie  command  all  thair  members,   that  none  of  them 
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awaite  on  the  Court  and  the  a&ires  therof,  without  the  adryce  and  allow- 
ance of  the  Preftytrie. 

Item,  That  they  intend  no  a£lioun  cirill  without  the  faid  advyce,  except 
in  fmall  matters  ;  and  for  remeiding  of  the  neceilitie  that  fome  Miniftera 
hes  to  entir  in  pley  of  law,  that  remedie  be  craveit,  that  fbort  proces  be 
devyfed  to  be  vfed  in  Minifiers  a£tiouns. 

That  Miniftera  take  fpeciall  care  in  vfeiog  godly  exercifes  in  thiur  families, 
and  teaching  of  thair  wyres,  children,  and  lerrsnts,  in  vfing  ordinarie  pray- 
ers, and  retding  of  the  Scriptures,  in  remoreing  of  ofFenlive  perfona  out  of 
thair  families,  and  fuch  lyke  vther  points  of  godly  conrerfatioun  and  good 
example  ;  and  that  they,  at  the  viGtatioun  of  thair  kirks,  try  the  Minifters 
families  in  thir  points  forlaids  }  and  fuch  as  are  negligent  in  tbir  pointa, 
after  due  admonitioun,  lalbe  judgeit  vnmeit  to  goTeme  the  houie  of  God, 
according  to  the  rule  of  the  ApofUe. 

That  Minifters  in  all  compauies  ftryre  to  be  fpiritual  and  profitable, 
[and  to]  talk  of  things  pertaining  to  godlines,  as,  namelie,  of  lick  as  may 
ftrenthen  them  in  Chryfl,  inftruct  tb  in  our  calling*  of  the  meanes  how  to 
have  Chryfls  kingdom  better  eflablifiied  in  our  congregatiouns,  and  to 
know  [howj  the  gofpell  flouriihes  in  our  flocks  ;  and  fuch  lyke  vtbers  the 
hinderances  and  the  remedies  that  we  find  }  quherin  ther  is  manifold  cor- 
ruptiouns,  both  in  the  companying  with  ourlelves  and  with  vthera }  and 
that  the  contrareiners  heirof  be  tryit  and  fliarply  rebuikit 

That  no  Miniiler  be  found  to  countenance*  afliifl,  or  procure  for  ane 
publick  offender  challengit  be  bis  awin  Minifter  for  his  publick  offence,  or 
to  beare  with  bim,  as  thogh  bis  Minifler  were  too  fevere  vpon  bim,  vnder 
the  paine  of  admonitioun  and  rebooking. 

Anent  Generall  Aflemblies :  To  ui^^e  the  keiping  of  the  afts  anent  the 
keeping  of  the  Affembly,  that  it  may  have  the  awin  r«Terence.

Inflru£liounB  to  Mrs  James  ^efloun,  and  Edward  Bruce,  Commen- 
datour  of  Kinlols,  his  Majefties  Commiffioners  to  the  prefent  Ge- 
nerall Aflemblie. 

Inqnimia,  ^e  fall  fliew  to  the  fiud  ACTemblie  our  good  will  to  bare  all 
the  kirks  of  Scotland  plantit  with  Minifters,  and  fufiident  lirings  appoinUt 
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to  them,  to  the  great  hurt  of  our  awin  rent,  and  that  portioun  of  the  thrids 
qubilk  was  affignit  to  our  houfe,  and  our  Comptrollourg  in  pofleffioun  ther- 
of :  Bot  fieing  that  the  haill  thrids  is  not  fuflScient  to  plant  the  baill  kirks, 
nor  get  comodious  to  Minifiers  to  ferre  in  ane  place,  and  have  thair  livings 
to  feik  in  another  [very]  farre  diftant  from  thair  cure :  Therfor  we 
thoght  good  to  fett  fordwart  ane  ordour  for  locall  ftipends,  founded  vpon 
this  ground,  that  all  the  kirks  of  Scotland  fould  have  Minifters,  and  all 
Minifters  ftipends  within  tbur  awin  paroches,  of  lick  valour,  as  be  our  au- 
thoritie  on  the  ane  part,  and  concurrence  and  procurement  of  the  Kirk 
on  the  vtber,  might  be  obtainit  from  the  takfmen  of  teinds,  prefent  poflef- 
fours  of  the  faid  rent ;  for  the  qubilk  effect  we  caulit  ane  a£t  of  Parliament 
to  be  made  in  the  geir  of  God  15Q2,  grantand  commiBioun  to  certaine 
Noblemen,  Counfellers,  Offictara,  [and]  Miniflere,  on  the  vther  parts,  to 
intreat  and  profecute  this  matter  ;  and  als  bes  givin  command  in  particular, 
to  certaine  of  our  Lords  of  Checker  to  help,  with  thair  advjce  and  labours, 
to  bring  this  matter  to  fome  perfeflioun,  quherin,  as  we  vnderftand,  ther 
is  fomething  done,  as  ane  part  of  the  brethren  can  [bear]  record.  Lyke  as 
we,  continueand  in  our  good  mynd  in  our  tyme  to  have  the  kirks  lettlit 
anent  thair  livings,  and  not  intanglit  geirly  with  proceffes,  and  our  haill  kirks 
plantit  within  this  realme,  be  thir  prefents,  offers  and  promitte  to  the  &id 
Aflernblie,  to  caufe  our  Commiflioners,  Counfellours,  and  Officers,  to  con- 
veine  prefentlie,  befor  the  ezpyreing  of  this  Affemblie,  with  the  liud  Com* 
miffioners  for  the  Kirk,  to  begin  this  good  purpofe,  and  to  lay  the  ground, 
and  fett  downe  the  ordour,  and  tyme  and  place  of  coaveintng,  to  prolecute 
the  lamein  to  the  finall  end,  conforme  to  the  a6i  of  Parliament,  To  that 
the  flay,  (if  any,)  falbe  on  the  part  of  the  Kirk,  as  it  has  bein  of  befor, 
and  not  on  our  part. 

Item,  ge  fall  ihew  to  them  that  it  is  a  ftay  to  this  good  worke,  that  be 
fome  of  thair  preachings  they  wald  make  the  peiple  to  vnderftand,  that  we 
and  our  Counfell  flay  the  planting  of  kirks,  and  take  away  the  prefent 
livings  poflefl  be  Minifl^rs ;  albeit  the  contrair  be  of  veritie,  that  We  and 
our  Counfell  ia  moft  willing  that  the  haill  kirks  be  plantit,  and  the  rents  of 
the  Minifters  augmentit,  fo  farre  as  lawfuUie  may  be  obtainit  with  confent 
of  our  Nobilitie,  and  vtbers  taklinen  of  teinds,  whofe  rights,  but  ordour  of 
law,  We  cannot  impare  ;  and  therfor  tbis  forme  of  preiching  difcourages 
our  good  Counlellours  moft  willing  to  this  work,  and  is  ane  faeavie  llander 
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Tpon  the  Minifters  themfelTea,  quheria  ge  fall  defyre  ordour  to  be  tame, 
that  the  lyke  be  not  done  in  tyme  comeing. 

Item,  ge  fall  defyre  thefe  sour  inftni6liounB  in  our  name,  to  be  regiftrat 
in  the  Books  of  the  Aflemblie,  as  ane  perpetuall  teftimonie  of  our  good 
will ;  and  als  that  anfuers  be  given,  [in  particular,]  be  ane  generall  voting 
of  the  haill  Affemblie,  and  no  wayes  to  be  referrit  to  one  privat  conference  ;

[Upon  Tuefday  the  30  of  March,  the  Minifters  and  other  CommilBoners 
conveened  io  the  Little  Kirk  at  nine  hours,  the  one  kirk  door  being  fliutt, 
and  the  other  fett  open  for  a  certain  fpace,  whereby  it  came  to  pals,  that 
few  were  prefent,  except  the  Miniftry,  the  whole  number  amounting  to 
four  hundred  perfons,  all  Minifters,  or  choife  profeflbrs.  After  the  firft 
prayer,  Mr  Davidfon  caufed  the  Reader  to  read  the  15  and  34i  chapters  of 
Ezekiel :  which  being  done,  firfl,  he  purged  himfelf  of  ambition  for  that 
place  i  yet  feeing  it  pleafed  God,  faid  be,  to  move  them  to  choife  him  the 
leaft  worthy,  and  unmeeteft  in  the  number,  to  occupy  the  place  of  a  teacher 
that  day,  they  were  not  to  look,  that  he  came  there  to  be  cenfured  of  them, 
but  to  ufe  the  authority  of  a  teacher  as  to  difciples  in  that  refpe^  ;  and 
yet  did  not  take  from  them  the  liberty  that  God  gave  them  to  try  the  fpi- 
rite,  whither  they  were  of  God  or  not  He  lliewed,  that  the  end  of  that 
convention  was  the  confel£oD  of  their  own  fins,  who  were  Minifters,  and 
promife  of  amendment  in  time  to  come,  and  fo  to  enter  into  a  new  league 
with  God,  that  being  fan£tified  by  repentance,  they  might  he  the  meeter 
to  provock  others  to  the  fame  ;  that  they  fliould  not  think  it  needlefs  nor 
ftrange  to  enter  in  examination  of  themfelves  guilty  of  the  imminent  judgr 
ment.  They  were  to  conferr,  and  compare  themfelves,  their  learning, 
geal,  godlinels,  multitude,  dayes,  times,  occidlons,  and  helps,  or  rather 
wants,  with  the  Prophets  of  former  times,  namely  the  Prophets  of  thelia 
dayes,  whereof  thefe  two  chapters  treated,  and  fee  what  priviledge  they 
have  more  than  they  had ;    and  why  among  their  multitude  pro  re  nata 
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there  might  not  be  as  tnanj  falfe  prophets,  and  as  few  true  and  fincere,  as 
were  in  thele  dayee.  He  ampli6ed  this  head,  and  laid  by  pretention  he 
would  not  be  rhetorical  in  dilcourfe  ;  and  yet  he  was  very  moving  in  ap- 
plication to  the  prelent  times,  fo  that  within  an  hour  after  they  entered  in 
the  kirk,  they  looked  with  another  countenance,  than  that  wherewith  they 
entered.  He  exhorted  them  to  enter  into  their  privy  meditations,  and  to 
acknowledge  their  fios,  with  promife  and  purpofe  of  amendment.  So 
while  they  were  humbling  themfelvea  for  the  fpace  of  a  quarter  of  an  hour, 
there  was  fuch  fighs  and  fobs,  with  ihedding  of  tears,  among  the  moft  part 
of  all  eftates  that  were  prefent,  erery  one  provocking  another  by  their 
example,  and  the  teacher  htmfelf  be  his  example,  that  the  kirk  relbunded, 
fo  that  the  place  might  worthyly  be  called  Bochim  i  for  the  like  of  that 
day  was  never  feen  in  Scotland  fince  the  Reformation,  as  every  man  con- 
fefled.  There  hare  been  many  dayes  of  humiliation  for  prefent  or  immi- 
nent dangers  ;  but  the  like  for  fin  and  defection  was  there  never  fince  the 
Reformation. 

After  the  prayer  and  publick  confeflion,  he  treated  upon  Luke  12.  SS, 
with  rare  affifiance  of  Gods  Spirit,  to  the  wonderfull  aftoniflunent,  and 
calling  doun,  and  to  the  raifmg  up  again  of  the  brethren.  The  exercife 
continued  till  near  one  afternoon.  When  the  brethren  were  to  difiblve, 
they  were  flayed  be  the  Moderatour,  and  defired  to  hold  up  their  hands 
to  tellify  their  entering  into  a  new  league  with  God.

Forfameikle  as  the  brethren  of  the  Miniilrie  conveinit  in  this  Generall 
Affemblie,  hes  with  folemne  humiliatioun  acknowledgit  thur  fins  this  day, 
and  negligence  of  thair  confcience  befor  God,  and  hes  entrit  in  a  new  co- 
venant with  him,  protefting  to  walk  more  warlie  in  tbsir  wayes,  and  to  be 
more  diligent  in  thair  charges  ;  and  feeing  ane  great  part  of  the  Miniftric 
is  not  prefent  at  this  a£tioun  :  Therfor  the  Kirk  commands  the  brethren 
of  the  Synodall  Affemblies  to  make  the  lyke  Iblemae  humiliatioun  and 
proteftotioun  as  was  obfervit  be  the  Generall,  at  thair  nixt  conveining ; 
and  fo  many  as  beis  not  at  thair  Synodall,  to  doe  it  at  the  IVefbitries. 
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Articles  propontt  be  the  CommilDoDers  of  the  conflant  Flatt  to  be 
advyfit  and  paft  in  A&S  be  the  General!  Affemblie. 

Flrft,  It  is  thoght  requifite  be  the  faids  Commifljonera,  and  craveit,  that 
the  fmd  Ademblie  wald  ordune,  that  the  Moderatours  of  ilk  Preibitrie 
within  this  countrey,  fould  giro  prefentations,  jure  deroluto,  of  all  benefices 
of  care,  belanging  to  laick  patrones  within  their  hounds,  that  bes  not  pre- 
fentit  qualified  perfons  within  fez  monethis  of  the  deceis  of  the  laft  poffef- 
four  tberof ;  and  ficklj'ke,  of  benefices  that  lall  raik  heirafler,  in  cace  the 
faids  patrones  negle^  to  prefent  within  fixe  monethis,  to  Minifters  ferviog, 
or  that  fall  ferve  the  cure  of  the  laids  kirks,  vnder  the  paine  of  deprivatioun  j 
and  that  the  faids  Minifiers  accept  thair  prefentations,  and  perfew  [thetn  :] 
And  if  ther  b^  not  adtuall  MiniAers  prefentlie  at  the  faids  kirks,  in  that 
cace,  that  the  faid  Mpderatours  deale  effedlually  with  vthers  qualified  per- 
fons, to  accept  the  faids  preientatiouns,  and  to  profecute  the  famein  be  law. 

That  all  beoeficit  perfons,  that  are  heir  prefent  'in  this  AiTemblie,  be 
movit  prefentlie  to  interdyte  tbemfelres  from  all  fetting  and  difponing  any 
part  of  tbair  benefice  to  qubatfomevir  perfon  or  perions,  without  the  fpe- 
ciall  confent  and  allowance  of  the  Generall  Affemblie  ;  and  the  interdic- 
tioun  to  be  fubfcryrit  be  fick  as  are  prefent ;  and  rtfaere  that  are  abfent,  to 
be  Trged  be  thair  Prefbitriee  to  doe  the  &me,  immediatlie  after  the  diOblr- 
iog  of  the  AITemblie. 

Becaufe  the  kirks  in  diverfe  places  of  the  countrey  fullainee  great  hurt 
through  the  laik  of  qualified  perfons  in  the  Miniflrte,  inftru6t;it  and  trainit 
vp  in  the  Schooles  of  Theologie  :  Therfor  it  is  craveit,  that  ane  a£i  be 
made  in  this  Afiemblie,  ordaining  erery  Provincial!  Affemblie  to  furnifch 
a  fufficient  iotertainoient  for  a  burfer  in  the  New  Colledge  of  SanB.  Au- 
droes,  this  96  geir,  aud  fo  furth.  geirlie,  in  all  tjme  com«ng ;  and  that 
erery  Provinciall  AJTemblie  fall  have  the  prireledge  to  prefent  the  faid 
burfer  fo  oft  as  the  benefice  or  place  fall  vaik :  And  in  cace  ther  be  any 
of  the  Minifters  fonnes  within  the  Province,  of  meit  graces  for  the  faid 
place,  tbat  he  be  preferrit  to  all  vthers  to  the  MiniAiie  ;  and  after  the  ex- 
pyring  of  his  courfe  in  the  ftudie  of  Theolf^e,  that  he  be  bound  to  imploj 
his  travels  within  the  Province,  to  the  qubilk  his  graces  may  be  anfuerable ; 
and  that  it  be  not  leifum  to  the  faid  burfer  to  imploy  his  travells  in  any 
vther  place,  except  be  the  fpeciall  advyce  and  confent  of  the  faid  Province. 
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Seeing*  the  necefBtie  of  the  commoun  afiturea  of  the  Kirk  cr&TeSf  that 
ther  be  a  cootinuall  travelliDg  and  attendaDce  at  Court,  both  for  the  fur- 
therance of  the  prefent  worke,  quhilk  ia  in  hands,  of  the  planting  of  the 
kirks  ;  as  alfo  of  the  continuall  diligence  of  the  enemie,  waiting  at  all  oc- 
cafiouns,  fpeciallie  when  they  6nd  anj'  llacknes  vpon  the  part  of  the  Kirk, 
in  the  difcoverie  and  refilling  of  the  interpryfea  of  the  foid  enemie  :  Ther- 
for  it  is  crareit,  that  a  care  and  burdein  of  the  commoun  caufe  be  laid  vpon 
fome  brethren  be  the  Generall  Aflemblie,  either  o£  them  that  are  refidenta 
heir  about  Court,  or  ela  of  fome  vtbers  to  be  appointit  in  diverfe  parte  of 
the  countrey,  becaufe  vtberwayes  ther  ia  none  that  finda  themfelTea  in  con- 
fcience  bound  to  have  any  care  heirof,  or  to  take  any  paines  heirin.

Anent  the  articles  concerning  thair  Majellies  perfons  and  houfea  :  The 
Affemblie  bes  nominat  Mrs  Patrick  Galloway,  James  Nicolfon>  and  James 
Melvill,  to  conferre  with  thair  Majefties  theranent. 

Offences  in  his  Majeflies  Houfe. 

Firft,  Aa  ftrangera  and  vther  good  fubiefts  repairing  to  the  Court,  bee 
bein  confortit  to  fie  Cbriltian  religioun  religiouflie  exercifeit ;  fo  now  they 
are  fomequhat  troublit,  feeing'  now  the  exercife  of  the  reiding  of  tbe  Word 
at  table,  and  reverent  faying  of  the  grace  befor  and  after  meat,  diverfe 
tymes  omittit. 

That  on  the  weik  day  the  repairing  to  the  heiiing  of  tbe  Word  ia  mair 
rare  then  befor  ;  and  that  he  wald  be  admonifchit  for  hearing  of  fpeaches, 
in  tyme  of  fermoun,  of  them  that  defyre  to  commoun  with  bia  Majeftie. 

Privie  meditatioun  with  God  in  fpirit  and  confcience,  eameilly  to  be 
'  recommendit  to  him. 
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His  Majeftie  is  blottit  for  banniag  and  ffrearing,  quhilk  is  over  com- 
moun  in  courteours  alfo,  and  movit  be  tbur  example. 

His  Majeflie  vald  labour  to  hare  fick  companie  about  him  as  himfelfe, 
according  to  his  awin  quhilk  is  ^relie  to  be  recom- 

mendit  to  hia  Majeftie  to  be  put  in  pnidlife.  Robert  Laud,  and  fuch  as 
are  fufpe3:it,  to  be  removit ;  efpeciallie  murtberers,  [Papifts,]  and  probne 
perfons. 

The  Queens  Majefties  miniftrie  to  be  reformit }  and  tuiching  her  com- 
panie, her  not  repturing  to  the  word  and  facraments,  night  walking,  ball- 
ing, &C. ;    and  fuch  lyke  concerning  her  gentlewemen. 

In  rerpe£l;  of  the  report  of  the  brethren  of  the  North,  that  gentlemen 
and  burgeffes  are  I^ke  to  leave  thair  houfes  for  feare  of  the  enemies,  feeing 
thur  great  infolence  rnreprefled  at  home  ;  the  returning  of  thair  wyres 
to  the  couDtrej  agatne,  and  thair  provifions  in  thair  houfes  and  caftells  for 
thair  home  comeing,  qubilk  is  murmurit  againft  in  all  the  countrie  :  For 
remeid,  it  is  to  be  crareit  that  the  Ladies  of  Huntlie  and  ErroU  prefentlie 
be  broght  back  againe  and  placeit  in  San£t  Androes  ;  my  Lord  Gordoun 
ficklyke  to  be  broght  to  the  South,  and  put  to  the  fchooles  ;  thair  freinds 
in  the  South  to  be  wardit ;  and  Cluny,  Geicht,  Abergeldie,  Cowhairdie» 
Bonytoun  gounger,  Craig  monger,  Alexander  Hay  of  Anchmather,  Mr 
Alexander  Leflie  of  Peill,  James  Knowis,  Johne  Gordoun  of  Newtoun, 
[Towie  Barclay,  Patrick  Conn,]  to  be  apprehendit.  And  for  this  [effe&] 
it  was  thoght  good  that  fome  Commiflioner,  the  Prorefl  of  Edinburgh, 
with  the  Laird  of  Wedderburne,  be  direftit  to  the  North,  with  tiie  Kirks 
Commiffioners  already  appointit. 


The  commoun  cormpliouns  of  all  Eftates  within  this  realme. 

Ane  vnirerfall  caldnes  and  decay  of  zeale  in  all  Eftates,  joynit  with 
ignorance  and  contempt 'of  the  Word,  Miniftrie  and  Sacraments;  and 
quher  knowledge  is,  no  fenfe  nor  feiling,  quhilk  Titers  itfelfe  moft  mani- 
fefUie  be  this,  that  they  want  religious  exercifes  in  thiur  families,  as  of 
prayer  and  of  reiding  of  the  Word  ;  and  quher  the  Jamein,  for  the  moft 
part  abufed  and  profanit  be  cuiks,  ftewarts,  jackmen,  and  ficklyke  ;  and 
the  mafters  of  families  aftiamit  to  vfe  tbir  exercifes  of  godlines  in  thair  awin 
S  s 
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perfons }  and  no  confereoce  at  tfaair  tables,  but  of  proiane,  wanton  and 
worldie  mattere. 

SiiperiUtiouD  and  idolatrie  mantainit,  quhilk  rtterp  itfelfe  in  keipin^  of 
feiluall  dayia,  and  boonefjres,  pilgrimages,  liaging  of  carrells  at  Yoole. 

Great  blafphemie  of  the  name  of  God  in  all  Eftates,  with  horrible  bann- 
ing and  fweariog  in  all  thair  fpeiches. 

Profanatioun  of  the  Sabboth,  and  fpeciallie  in  feid  tyme  and  harve^ 
and  commoun  journeying  on  the  Sabboth,  and  trying  on  wardlie  tumes, 
esercifeing  of  all  kynd  of  wanton  gamis,  keiping  of  mercatts,  dancing, 
drinking,  and  fuch  tike. 

Litle  care,  reverence,  and  obedience  of  inferiours  to  thair  fuperiours ; 
as  ficklyk  of  fuperiours  in  difcharging  thair  duties  to  tbfur  inferiours ;  aa 
quber  children  pleyts  in  law  aganis  parents,  and  many  of  them  maries 
aganis  thair  fathers  [will  and]  confent ;  and  no  care  of  tbair  parents  for 
thair  educatioun  in  virtue  and  godlines. 

Ane  flood  of  bloodOieds  and  deadlie  feids  ryfeing  tbervpon,  and  vniver- 
fall  affifUng  of  bloodfheds  for  eluding  of  lawis. 

Adulteries,  fornicatiouns,  incefts,  vnlawfull  manages,  and  divorcements 
allowit  be  puhlick  lawis  and  Judges  ;  and  children  begottin  in  fuch  marriages 
declairit  to  be  lawfull ;  [excefliTe]  drinking,  waghting,  and  gluttony ;  quhilk 
ia  no  doubt  the  caufe  of  this  [great  dearth  and]  famine  ;  [and]  gorgeous 
and  vaine  apparrell,  filthie  and  baudrie  fpeiches. 

Sacriledge  in  all  eftates  without  any  confcience,  growing  continuallie 
mair  and  miur,  to  the  vtter  vndoing  of  the  Kirk,  and  Haying  of  the  plant- 
ing of  the  gofpell. 

Cniell  oppreffioun  of  the  poore  tennents,  quherby  the  haill  commouns 
in  the  countrey  are  vtterly  wrackit,  be  extreame  dear  fetting  of  thair 
rowmes,  and  balding  out  of  thair  cornea  by  vntymeous  teinding,  and  ex- 
treame thraldome  in  fervices. 

Opprelfioun  vnder  pretext  of  law,  be  viiirie,  and  be  contrails  againll  law  j 
foreftalling  of  mercats,  and  regrateing  be  gentlemeii,  burgeffes,  and  com- 
mouns ;  quherby  pryces  of  vi6lualls  ia  mervailouflie  rai£ed  to  the  great  hurt 
of  the  poore ;  and  ficklyke  be  gimelling  of  viftualls,  and  witbhaldiog 
them  from  the  mercatts,  and  not  threlhing  of  them  out  in  due  tyme. 

Ane  great  number  of  idle  perfons  witbout  lawfull  calling,  as  pypers, 
fidlers,  fangfters,  forners,  pleaiJante,  ftrang  beggers,  living  inbarlotrie,  and 
having  thair  children  vnbaptizit,  without  all  kynd  of  repairing  to  the  word. 
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Offences  in  the  Court  and  Judg:emeDt  Seat 

VoirerlaU  Degled  of  jufiiceboth  in  drill  and  criminall  caufes,  as,  name- 
lie^  in  granting  of  remiflions  and  refpttts  for  blood,  adulteries  and  incefts ; 
no  executioun  of  good  lawis  made  agdnfl  Tjces,  or  in  favour  of  the  Kirk^ 
and  in  cirill  matters,  the  Judges,  for  the  mofi  part,  mmettt,  either  in  re- 
fpe^t  of  the  want  of  knowledge,  or  confcience,  or  baith  ;  and  quhen  anj 
office  raikea,  the  worft  men  advancit  tberto,  both  in  high  and  inferiour 
rowmes. 

No  executioun  made  againll  the  adherents  of  the  detected  enemies,  and 
the  enemies  themfelres,  nor  imploying  of  thair  livings  to  the  [vfe  of]  re- 
Ming  of  the  enemies,  quherby  the  enemies  are  rather  benefitit  nor  hurtit. 

The  odious  murther  of  Dunnibirfle  not  punifchit. 

In  Parliaments,  facrilegious  perfbns,  as  Abbots,  Fryours,  dumb  Bifchops, 
TOteing  in  name  of  the  Kirk,  contrair  to  the  lawis  of  the  conntrey,  quherbj 
the  caufe  of  the  Kirk  is  damnilied. 

The  Sefiioun  is  chai^eit  with  buying  of  pleyis,  delaying  of  juftice,  and 
bryberie,  quhilk  is  evident  by  extraordinar  and  fudden  conqueills. 

Greires  to  be  humblie  meanit  to  hia  Majefiie,  in  name  of  the  General! 
Affemblie,  be  tbair  Commifljoners,  touching  the  principal]  offences 
in  the  ellate  of  the  countrey,  that,  be  his  MajeflJes  counfell  and  au- 
thorities fufficient  remedie  in  tyme  may  be  provydit  thermto. 

Firft,  It  is  humblie  meanit  to  his  Majefiie,  that,  to  the  great  hazard  of 
religioun,  and  peace  of  the  countrey,  and  greife  of  all  good  men,  the  for- 
faltit  rehells,  and  enemies  of  his  Majefties  eftaite,  inioyea  thair  lands  and 
lirings  als  peaceahlie,  and  to  thair  greater  advantage,  then  if  they  were  at 
his  Majellies  peace  within  the  countrey ;  and  thair  confederats  and  freinds, 
partakers  and  aflillers  with  them  in  thair  treafonable  attempts,  are  fufferit 
in  fo  great  a  libertie,  nevir  having  once  fo  mikle  as  entrit  thair  perfons  in 
ward,  or  g^vin  pledges  and  furetie  for  thair  good  and  duetiefull  behaviour 
and  obedience  to  his  Majeffie,  in  cace  it  fail  happin  the  faid  rebells,  or 
any  forraine  enemies,  to  repaire  within  the  countrey  for  dilquyeting  of 
the  eftate  therof ;  as  if  they  [had]  immunitie  and  exemptioun  from  all 
lavis,  to  confirme  themfelres  for  ftrenthening  the  hand  of  the  enemies. 
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quben  thej  happen  to  arrive  ;  as  it  appeirs  thair  intentioun  is,  by  [thair] 
preparatiouD  of  force  and  armour,  and  leagues  of  frieadfliip  quhilk  tbey 
are  daylie  binding  vp. 

Diverfe  Jefuites  and  excommunicat  Fapifla  are  intertainit  within  the 
countrey,  deteining  fuch  aa  thej  have  perverttt  in  thair  errours,  and  in- 
duceing  rthers  in  the  fameiQ  cormptioTin  ;  and  balding  them  in  hope  of 
[the]  returning  of  the  Papifts  Lords*  with  alfifiance  of  ftrangers ;  as, 
naraelie,  Mr  Robert  Abercrombie,  Mr  Alexander  M'quhirrie,  Abbot  of 
Newabbay,  Johne  Gordoun  of  Newtoun,  the  gong  Laird  of  Bonytoun, 
Mr  Alexander  LeQie  of  Peil,  Patrick  Con,  Alexander  Kamfaj,  and  direrfe 
Tthers.  ' 

That  in  many  places  of  the  countrey,  for  lake  of  prorifioun  of  fufficient 
llipends  for  provifioun  of  Paftours,  the  peiple  lyis  altogether  ignorant  of 
thair  lalTatioun,  and  duetie  to  God  and  the  King,  qubertbrow  the  land  is 
OTerflowit  with  atheifme  and  all  kynd  of  vyce ;  ther  being  above  foure 
bundreth  paroch  kirks  deflitute  of  the  miniftrie  of  the  word,  by  and  attour 
the  kirks  of  Argyle  and  the  Yles. 

It  is  regratit  vniver&llie  be  his  Majeflies  lieges,  that  throw  the  delaying, 
perverting,  and  eluding  of  jufltce,  murtbers,  oppreflions,  inceft,  adulteries, 
and  all  [kynd  of]  haynous  crymes  abounds. 

It  is  to  be  beavilie  meant,  that  the  brethren  of  the  Miniftrie,  that  hes 
gottin  any  meane  provilioun  or  help  be  the  alljgnatioun  [made]  Ixxxxv 
geira,  are  delayit  and  refuifit  of  juflice,  he  the  Lords  of  SeOioun  refu&nd 
to  decide  thair  fufpenQouns  according  to  the  a£t;  of  Februar  1587- 


Articles  to  be  proponit  to  his  MajefUe  for  remeid  of  the  former  greives. 

For  remeid  of  the  former  greives,  it  is  humblie  to  be  craveit  of  his  Ma- 
jeJUe,  that  the  lands  of  the  forefaultit  rebells  be  difponit  to  fick  as  are 
knowin  to  be  moft  meitt,  and  of  beft  affe6lioun,  to  reGft  the  enemies  of 
religioun,  and  of  bis  Majefties  Eftate,  both  forraine  and  intefline  :  And 
in  the  meane  tyme  that  thair  livings  be  takin  vp,  and  intromettit  with  be 
his  Majeflies  officers,  and  imployit  vpon  the  intertainment  of  wagit  men, 
and  vther  necelTar  vfes,  for  the  manteinance  and  advancement  of  the  good 
caufe ;  and  that  the  Ladies  of  Huntlie  and  Erroll  be  chargeit  to  come  foutb, 
and  make  Uiur  relidence  in  San£t  Androes,  that  they  be  no  more  a  receipt 
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aod  iDcouragetnent  to  the  eDemies,  as  they  are  prefentlie,  be  thair  lubtile 
forme  of  pra£tife,  qubilk  tbej  have  vGt  this  geir  bj  pa(^  to  tbe  confirming 
of  tbair  freinds  and  confederats,  and  intyfing  of  vthers  qubom  tbey  might 
feduce  to  thair  purpofe,  and  open  violence  to  fuch  as  refufes  to  yeild  to 
thair  courfe ;  and  that  the  Ladie  Huntlies  eldeft  fonne  be  brocht  fouth, 
to  be  trainit  rp  in  the  knowledge  of  good  letters  and  religioun  ;.  and  that 
the  Lurds  of  Clunie,  Gicht,  Abergeldie,  Cowbairdie,  Crug  monger,  Alex- 
ander Hay  of  Auchmatie,  Buckie,  James  Knowis,  Towie  Barklay,  Patrick 
Con,  and  the  reft  of  thair  principall  freinds  and  confederate,  that  hes  kythit 
irith  them  in  a£Uoun,  in  tbair  treafbnable  interpryfes  againft  his  Majeflie, 
be  chargeit  to  come  fouth,  and  entir  thair  perfoas  in  fome  fufficient  ward, 
tfaer  to  remaine  ay  and  quhill  they  find  fufficient  cationn  rnder  the  paine 
of  great  fowmes,  that  they  fall  neither  traffique,  intercommoun,  fupplie, 
nor  iutertaine  intelligence,  or  give  any  kynd  of  aOillance  to  any  of  bis 
Majefties  rebella,  or  [any  vther]  enemies  of  religioun  [quhatfumevir,]  and 
gire  fufficient  pledgis  of  thair  fonnes  and  neireft  freinds  to  that  effect. 

That  his  Majeftie  give  commiflioun  to  fome  of  his  fpeciall  fervants,  and 
Ttbers  that  are  kuawin  to  be  of  [abilitie  and]  good  afiieftiouo,  to  feik, 
fearch,  apprehend,  and  prefent  before  his  Majeftie,  Mr  Robert  Abercrom- 
bie.  Mr  Alexander  M'quherrie,  the  Abbot  of  New  Abbay,  Alexander 
Ramfay,  the  3ong  Laird  of  Bonytoun,  Alexander  Lellie  of  f  eile,  Johne 
Gordoun  of  Nevtoun,  and  vthera,  Jefuites,  and  excommunicat  Papifts,  as 
thair  names  falbe  givia  in  a  roll. 

That  his  Majeftie  wald  profecute  bis  good  purpofe  and  intentioun  declurit 
befor  tbe  Aflemblie,  anent  the  planting  of  the  haill  kirks  within  tbe  coun- 
trey,  with  qualified  Paftours,  and  fufficient  provifioun  of  ftipend  for  tbair 
jntertainment ;  and  for  that  efiiedt,  that  he  waid  gire  commiflioun  to  the 
vifltours  nominat  be  the  Generall  Aflembtie,  to  take  inquiGtioun  of  tbe 
eftate  of  all  the  kirks  within  the  bounds  of  thair  vifitatioun,  and  to  deal 
with  the  tat^ifmen  and  poBelTours  of  the  teyndis,  in  his  Majefties  name,  for 
fufficient  provifioun  to  tbe  Minifiers,  out  of  tbe  rent  of  every  parocb,  and 
to  report  tbe  famein  to  his  Majefties  Commiflioners  appointit  for  the  wark 
of  the  Piatt,  in  tbe  a^  of  Parliament,  and  provyde  Ibme  honeft  moyen  for 
tbe  iotertfunment  of  tbair  charges  in  the  journey. 

That  his  Majeftie  take  ordour  fubftantially  be  adryce  of  his  Counfell  and 
£ftate>  bow  the  principall  Judgement  feats  and  vther  inferiour  Judgements 
may  be  purgeit  of  vnqualified  and  corrupt  perfons,  and  filled  with  rthers 
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meit  to  difcbarge  that  caUiQg  faithfullie,  for  the  comfort  of  bis  Hajeflies 
peacedble  and  well  dUpofed  fubie6ts. 

That  his  MajefUe  wald  command  [and  ordain]  the  Lords  of  Seffioun  to 
minifter  juiUce  to  the  brethren  of  the  Miniftrie,  that  hes  gottin  any  aag- 
memtatioun  of  thair  meane  fiipends  or  new  proviGouQ  hj  the  Commiffioners 
appointtt  be  hia  Majeflies  Commiffioun  the  1^95  [geira,]  and  that  according^ 
to  the  a£t  of  Februar  1587,  aa  they  are  bound  by  tbair  folemne  aith  and 
promife  ;  feeing  the  extraordinarie  dearth  rrges  them  vith  fo  great  necef- 
fite,  that  vnlefle  bis  Majeftie  liave  fome  confideratioun  of  thair  eftate,  they 
uid  tbair  families  will  be  driven  to  extreame  porertie  and  want. 


[Tbe  new  and  conflant  Piatt  of  planting  all  the  Kirks  of  Scotland, 
penned  to  be  prefented  to  the  King  and  Eflates,  anno  1^96. 

Onr  Soverane  Lord,  with  confent  of  the  three  Eflates  in  Parliamenti 
underflanding  that  be  the  law  of  God  it  is  expreflj  commanded,  as  alfo  for 
intertainment  of  religion  and  Gods  ferrice,  it  is  more  nor  neceffar,  that 
the  Minifters  of  bis  holy  word  have  fufficient  rents  for  their  honeft  fuften- 
tstioun  ;  conlidering  alfo  that  tbe  rents  and  patrimony,  which  of  old  per- 
tained to  the  Kirk,  is  greatly  damnified  and  exbaufted  be  annexation  of  tbe 
whole  temporalitie  thereof  to  his  Hienes  Crown,  and  be  ereflion  of  a  great 
part  of  the  laid  temporal  lands  of  the  Kirk,  with  diverfe  kirks,  and  tithes 
included  therewith,  in  new  temporal  Lordfhips  ;  and  be  the  new  faflioun  of 
fetting  of  long  tacks  of  the  faid  tithes  for  divers  nineteen  years  and  life 
rents  fucceOiv^  for  payment  of  fmall  lilver  duety,  no  wayes  equivalent  to 
the  half  of  tbe  reafonable  valour  of  the  faid  tithes ;  and  be  the  pretended 
rights  of  many  penfions,  life  rente,  aflignations,  and  other  difpofitions  of 
the  faids  tithes,  and  duetie  of  tacks ;  and  be  his  Majefties  right  of  the 
thirds,  fuperpluB,  commoun  kirks,  firft  fruits,  and  fyfl  pennie  of  every 
benefice,  rights  and  difpofition  of  the  fame,  proceeding  from  his  Hienes 
after  his  perfect  age,  and  from  his  Graces  predeceflbrs,  for  the  mofl  part 
jratified  in  Parliament,  whereby  there  is  no  moyen  left  prefently  to  aug< 
ment  the  finall  ftipend  of  a  poor  Minifter,  albeit  be  had  never  fo  great  ne- 
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ceflitji  nor  jet  to  plant  ade  new  Minifter  at  anie  congr^tion,  albeit  the 
mofl  pari  of  the  parifli  kirks  of  Scotland  are  altogether  deftituted  of  all 
exercife  of  religion  ;  and  that  there  is  a  great  number  of  Minifters  not 
proTidedf  but  wanting  upon  fome  fpedal  chai^  and  rocaUon  ;  lyke  as  a 
great  number  of  good  fchollers  of  the  youth  of  this  realme,  for  the  like 
pOTertj,  is  compelled  to  pa&  to  France,  to  the  great  danger  of  apoftacy 
from  religion,  whereas  otherways  they  might  be  profitable  to  the  Kirk, 
and  might  be  honefily  intertained  upon  the  faid  tithes ;  which  tithes,  not 
only  before  tbe  wntten  law  of  God>  and  thereafter  be  exprefii  commande- 
ment  of  the  fame,  but  alfo  be  tbe  confent  of  all  nations,  and  fpecialy  of  this 
realme>  hare  ever  pertained  to  tbe  Kirk,  whereby  of  all  reafon  the  Kirk 
haTiog  no  other  patrimony,  ought  to  be  mainttuued  in  the  right  and  poffef- 
fion  of  the  faid  tithes,  at  left  ay  and  while  they  be  fufficiently  provided 
otberwayes  ;  conform  to  the  which  divers  a£U  have  been  made  in  Parliiu 
ment.  That  before  the  new  prorilioa  of  anie  Prelat,  the  Minifters  at  the 
kirka  and  parifhes  united  to  the  laid  Prelacie,  Jhould  be  firft  provided  to 
(ufficient  ilipeuds,  otherwayes  the  provilion  of  the  Prelacy  to  be  null :  And 
likeways  in  the  tenth  a^  of  Parliament  holden  1567,  it  is  ordained,  that 
the  whole  thirds  be  firft  imployed  to  the  ufe  of  the  Minifters,  ay  and  wbill 
the  Kirk  come  in  polTeflion  of  their  own  patrimony,  which  is  the  titlies  : 
and  alfo  in  the  &id  a^  of  annexation,  and  divers  other  laudable  b£U,  it  is 
exprefly  provided,  that  the  Minifters  fliould  be  fufficiently  provided  of  liv* 
ings  furth  of  the  beft  and  readiefi  of  the  fpiritualities ;  and  that  they 
fhould  be  provided  in  title  to  all  fmall  benefices,  that  they  Hiould  be  pra> 
vided  to  manfes  and  gleebs  for  their  refidence  at  their  kirks ;  and  tb^ 
-  laick  patrons  Ihould  provide  qualified  perfons  :  which  a£U  have  not  tane 
fully  effect,  but  on  the  contrsur  tbe  livings  of  the  laid  Mini^rs  left  un- 
certunly  to  be  fought  from  year  to  year,  at  his  Hienes  Excbecker,  out  of 
the  thirds  with  infinit  procels  in  law,  be  reafon  of  the  manifold  difpofition 
of  the  thirds  to  other  laick  perfons,  proceeding  from  his  Hienes  as  having 
right  to  the  whole  thirds,  commoun  kirks,  fuperplus,  fyfi  pennie,  aod  tem- 
poralitie  of  ilk  benefice,  and  be  reafon  of  the  collation  of  benefices  pleno 
jure  to  perfons  no  wayes  qualified,  contrair  to  the  good  meaning  and  in* 
tention  of  the  forefaid  adls  of  Parliament,  to  tbe  utter  wrack  and  deftruc- 
tioo  of  the  Kirk  be  plain  povertie,  as  the  profefled  enemies  of  Cbrift  would 
have  done  of  old,  if  fpeedie  remedy  be  not  found  :  Therefore  his  Hienes 
remembring  that  there  is  nothing  more  proper  to  his  royal  office,  nor  to 
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be  nurifher  of  the  true  Kirk,  and  to  be  carefull  of  the  adranceraent  of  the 
true  religion,  and  continuing  thereof  to  the  pofterity,  with  coaieat  of  the 
EAates  in  Parliament,  be  the  tenor  of  this  aft  declares,  that  the  whole 
tithes  of  this  realme,  both  Perfonagea  and  Vicarages,  as  welt  united  to 
Prelacies  and  other  dignities,  as  not  united,  and  other  tithes  quhatfomever, 
have  pertained  in  all  times  bygane,  and  Ihall  pertain  iu  all  times,  to  the 
Kirk  as  their  proper  patrimony  :  and  of  new,  with  confent  forefdd,  givetb, 
granteth,  and  difponeth,  and  perpetually  mortifieth  the  faid  tithes  of  all 
Ferfooages,  and  Vicarages,  and  other  benefices  whatfomever,  within  the 
realme,  to  the  Kirk  to  remain  therewith^  aa  their  own  proper  patrimony, 
conform  to  the  tenor  of  this  prefent  a£i,  in  all  time  coming :  And,  with 
advice  forefaid,  ftatuteth  and  ordaineth,  that  the  Lords  of  Exchecker,  with 
fuch  of  the  Miniftry  as  Iliall  be  appointed  hereunto,  being  of  equal  numt>er 
with  the  faid  l.ords,  fhall  modifie  and  afligne  out  of  certain  touns  of  every 
parifb,  a  certain  quantity  of  visual  of  the  teind  Ihaves  thereof,  and  other 
dueties  of  the  Vicarage,  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  may  pay,  with  the 
manfe,  and  whole  gleeb  land,  if  the  fame  remain  yet  uafewed ;  and  if  the 
faid  glebe  be  fewed,  four  aiker  of  the  faid  gleeb,  whither  the  lame  be  of 
the  ParfoDS,  Vicars,  Bifhops,  Pryors,  or  Priorefies,  Deans,  and  Subdeans, 
Abbeys,  or  any  other  Kirk  Land,  for  the  gleeb,  as  a  local  {Upend  to  every 
parifli  kirk  of  this  realme,  without  exception,  for  fullentation  of  the  Minif- 
ter  thereat  fufHciently  and  honefily  in  all  refpe^  of  the  fruifls  of  the 
parifli  itfelf,  notwithflanding  the  fitid  kirks  be  annexed  to  Prelacies,  or 
other  benefices,  or  not  doted  to  Colledges,  or  Univerfities,  or  otherwayes 
pertaining  to  old  poOeflbrs  of  wbatlbmever  degree,  or  to  Miniilera  newly 
provided  in  title  therto  at  the  Kings  prefentation,  or  laick  patrons,  divided 
amongft  many  Prebendaries,  Deanries,  or  Chaplanries,  or  not  divided 
commoun  kirks,  or  other  whatfomeverqualitie,  or  condition  the  laid  parifli 
kirk  has  been  of,  or  be  whatfomever  manner  of  way  the  tithes  thereof 
have  been  bruiked  in  times  by  pall,  and  notwithftanding  all  and  whatfom- 
ever right  his  Majeftie  may  hare,  or  pretend  to  the  thirds,  fuperplus,  firft 
fruits,  and  fifl  penny,  of  the  faid  benefices  ;  and  notwithftanding  of  all  pen- 
fions,  tacks,  aflignations,  life  rents,  erection  of  the  faid  tithes,  or  any  part 
thereof  in  a  temporal  Lordlfaip,  provifion  to  Prelacies,  or  other  benefices, 
unions,  or  divifions  of  the  faid  pariflies,  and  other  difpofitions  of  the  faid 
tithes,  or  any  part  thereof  whatfomever,  proceeding  from  his  Majeftie,  or 
his  predeceflbrs,  after  his  or  their  perfe^  age,  confirmed  in  Parliament 
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with  wbatfomeTer  Iblemnitj  or  otherwayes,  to  whatfomerer  CafileSi  Col* 
ledges,  Univerlities,  or  particular  perfons  of  whatfomeTer  degree  :  And  not- 
withHanding  of  whatfomerer  other  tacks,  penlions,  life  rents,  fewing  of  the 
faid  tytheB,  with  lands,  and  fewing  of  the  faid  gleeba,  and  other  difpoOtiona 
whatfomever,  made  be  Prelats,  or  beneficed  perfons,  with  confent  of  their 
Chapters,  to  whatfomeTer  particular  perfon,  CoUedge,  or  Univerfity,  for 
whatfomerer  fpace  of  years,  or  yearly  duty:  And  notwithllanding  of  the 
prireledge  of  the  Lords  of  Seffion,  and  a£ls  of  Parliament,  and  other  laws 
bygane,  unions,  annexations,  and  incorporations  of  fereral  pari(h  kirks  to  a 
Prelacy  or  other  benefice,  or  dirifion  of  the  frui^ts  of  a  pariih  amang  many 
Prebendaries,  or  Chaplanries,  or  others ;  and  notwithfianding  all  other 
impedimenta  which  any  way  may  flay  the  iiill  execution  of  this  prefent  &&. : 
Declaring  all  and  whatfomerer  the  faid  prorifion  of  benefices,  unions,  in- 
corporations, dirifions,  tacks,  penlions,  life  rents,  erections,  and  fewing  of 
tithes,  manles,  gleebs,  prireledges,  a£ts,  lawes,  and  former  conflitutions, 
and  other  difpofitions  whatfomerer  of  the  faid  tithes,  manfes  and  gleebs, 
proceeding  from  his  Majeftie,  or  his  ft^jefties  predeceflbrs,  or  whatfomerer 
other  beneficed  perfon,  with  whatfomerer  folemnity,  to  be  null  in  time 
coming,  in  fo  far  as  they  may  make  any  prejudice  to  this  prefent  a^t,  and 
to  the  particular  local  idltgnation  of  ftipends  to  be  afligned  to  every  parifli 
kirk,  conform  thereto,  and  to  the  full  execution  thereof,  but  any  other  re- 
dudion  or  declarature  of  law  :  With  power  to  the  faids  Lords  and  Minif- 
ters  to  take  true  tryal  of  the  ralour  of  the  laid  tidies ;  and  to  appoint,  oi<- 
dain,  and  afligue  the  faids  perpetual  local  flJpend  at  erery  pariih,  out  of 
fuch  fpecial  touna  and  lands  of  the  laid  pariQies  ^  and  to  unite  fereral  pa- 
rifliea  in  one,  to  diflerer  one  in  moe,  with  confent  of  the  parochiners ;  and 
to  m^e  a  fpecial  book  thereupon  ;  and  generaly  to  doe  all  things  neceflar 
for  this  efie^ :  Which  local  affignations  of  ftipends  and  tithes  whatfomerer 
of  the  particular  towns  and  lands  to  be  fpecified  therein,  ihall  pertain  as 
freely  to  the  Minifter  of  the  faid  pariih,  as  if  he  had  been  prorided  of  old 
in  title  thereto  :  with  power  to  the  faid  Mlnifler  to  colle^i,  gather,  and 
intromett  with,  and  to  make  warnings  and  inhibitions  agaiaft  the  poflef- 
fors  of  the  bid  tithes,  manfes  and  gleebs,  with  as  great  effeA  as  any  Parfon, 
or  Vicar,  or  any  other  beneficed  perfon  might  hare  done  in  any  time  by- 
pafl,  notwithfianding  all  impediments  forelaids,  and  other  whatfomerer. 
but  prejudice  of  the  fitids  Minifters  rights  to  the  whole  remanent  of  the 
ifud  benefices,  when  the  fame  fliall  vaike,  and  fall  in  tbeir  bands,  be  de- 
St 
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ceafe  of  the  prefent  poffeifors,  reducing  or  expjnag  of  tacks,  or  other 
ways  vhatfomerer,  and  of  the  free  difpofition  thereupon,  as  accords  of  the 
law,  and  conforme  to  this  prefent  a6t  in  all  points.  And  for  the  better 
execution  of  the  premiiTeB,  our  Sorerane  Lord,  with  advyce  forefaids,  dif- 
folres  expreffly  all  and  whatfomever  unions  of  fereral  parifh  kirks  to  Pre- 
lacies, bene6ces  of  dignity  and  others,  and  fupprefletfa  and  abrogateth  the 
name  and  ftiles  of  the  faid  Prelacies  and  dignities,  and  unites  of  new  the 
tithes  of  every  parilfa,  where  the  lame  were  divided  of  old  amongft  many 
Prebendars,  Chaplans,  and  others,  in  a  whole  benefice  j  and  ordaines  that 
Mtnifters  be  provided  in  title  to  every  parilh  kirk  in  particular,  which  was 
before  united  to  Prelacies  now  vacant,  or  which  have  vaiked  in  his  Graces 
hand,  fmcethe  Parliament  boldin  at  Edinburgh  in  anno  1584,  or  K^ich  fall 
in  any  wife  hereafter  vaick  be  demiffion,  deprivation,  or  other  ways  whatfom- 
ever i  and  to  all  other  feveral  parifliea  vacant,  both  to  the  Ferlbnage  and 
Vicarage  thereof,  with  the  manfe,  and  gleeb  of  four  tukers  of  land,  conform 
to  the  former  a£ts  made  anent  the  faid  gleeha  and  manfes ;  at  the  which 
kirks  the  fud  Minifters  flmll  be  oblifhed  to  make  their  refidence,  and  fhall 
have  intromiiTion  with  the  fruits  thereof,  conform  to  this  prefent  'a£l;,  and 
hook  of  perpetual  modification  of  the  local  ftipends  to  follow  hereupon  : 
and  after  their  deceafe,  demiflion,  or  deprivation,  the  other  qualified  per- 
fons  to  be  prefented  thereto  be  his  Hienes  and  his  Graces  fucceflbrs,  and 
be  others  having  the  right  of  prefentation  and  patronage  thereof;  and 
that  no  new  Prebendars  fiudl  be  provided  after  the  deceafe  of  the  prefent 
poffefibrs,  but  the  rent  to  accrefce  to  the  living  of  the  Miniller,  conforme 
to  this  a6t,  &c. 

And  becaus  it  is  moft  necelTar  that  the  faids  local  ftipends  be  of  a 
certain  quantity,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  ground,  and  out  of  cer- 
tain fpecial  lands  moft  eweft  to  tbe  kirk,  and  commodious  to  the  Minif- 
ter,  that  the  Minifter  may  know  of  whom  to  crave  his  duetie :  And  feing 
it  is  impoffible  to  the  Lords  of  Excheker  to  know  what  lands  to  appoint 
for  payment  hereof,  be  reafon  they  know  not,  neither  the  names  of  the 
luids,  nor  valour  of  the  teind  ihavea  of  every  particular  toun  and  land 
within  this  realme  :  Therefore  his  Hienes,  with  advyce  forlkids,  ordaines, 
^t  every  Prelbytne  within  this  realme,  with  advice  of  three  Barons,  or 
landed  Gentlemen,  who  have  their  refidence  within  the  laid  Prefbytrie,  of 
good  religion,  and  leift  participant  of  Kirk  rents,  cholin  be  advice  of  tbe 
General  Afiembly,  and  iailling  the  concurrence  of  the  fiuds  Barrons,  tbat 
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the  laid  Prelbyters  be  themfelres  ihall  have  power  to  eftimate  reafooably 
the  valour  of  tithes,  both  Ferfonag'e  and  Vicarage,  of  eveiy  particular  town, 
and  landa  laying  within  each  one  of  the  faids  touns,  and  parilhea  of  their 
Prefbytriea,  and  of  the  commodioufnefe  thereof  to  the  fuftentation  of  their 
Minifter :  which  eftimation  (hall  be  publiflied  upon  two  federal  Suadayes, 
in  time  of  divine  ferrice,  in  the  laid  parilh  kirks  i  with  provifion,  that  what- 
fomever  partj  interefled  in  anj  wife  be  the  faid  eftimation,  and  pleafe  to 
complain  thereupon,  Ihall  have  moft  iiimmar  remeed  before  the  faids  Lords 
of  Exchecker,  i^r  fummar  cognition  of  the  cans  betwixt  the  faid  Prelby- 
trie,  and  particular  Minifter  of  the  pariih  kirk,  and  general  Procurator  of 
the  Kirk,  or  others  having  interefi  on  the  one  part,  and  the  faid  partie 
compleaner  on  the  other  part. 

Attour  becaufe  the  dilapidation  of  the  rents  of  the  Kirk  has  pro- 
ceeded for  the  moft  part  from  the  Kirkmen  themfelves,  who  had  ower 
great  liberty  to  fett  fuch  long  tacks,  and  fewes,  and  for  fuch  dueties 
as  they  pleafed  ;  the  folemnity  of  ordinar  Chapters  ferving  not  to  re- 
ftrain  the  faid  dilapidation,  for  which  they  were  firft  inftituted,  but  rather 
to  authorize  the  fame ;  which  Chapters  for  the  moft  part  be  now  worn 
out :  Therefore,  our  Soverane  Lord,  with  advice  forefaid,  ftatutes  and  or- 
daines,  that  no  Minifter  or  beneficed  perfon  ftiall  have  power  to  fett  in 
tack,  or  to  make  any  kind  of  difpofition,  alteration,  or  change  in  any  wayes, 
the  eftate  of  the  lo<^  fUpends  of  the  pariQies,  with  whatTomever  confent  or 
folemnity ;  neither  to  fett  new  tacka>  or  to  renew  old  tacks  of  whatfomever 
other  tithes  of  his  pari(h(  or  any  part  thereof,  or  make  whatfomever  difpo- 
fition of  the  fame  in  tyme  coming,  without  confent  of  the  whole  or  the  moft 
part  of  the  Prelbytrie,  wherein  the  parifh  lyetb,  [aflemblit]  at  the  ordinary 
day  of  conveening,  after  reafoning  two  former  ordinar  dayes,  anent  the 
equity  of  fetUng,  renewing,  or  making  of  the  faid  tacks  and  difpofitions : 
And  declares*  that  the  converting  of  victuals  or  other  dueties  [in  filuer,] 
fiiall  be  ezprefs  diminution  of  the  rental],  and  a  caufe  of  nullity  and  re- 
du£tion :  And  for  efcbewiiig  of  antedeating  of  tacks  and  rights  of  tithes 
[whatfumeuer],  and  of  the  infinit  time  for  which  the  fame  was  fett  in 
tyme  bypaft,  his  Hienes,  with  advice  forefaid>  ordains,  that  all  and  what- 
fomever tacks  of  whatfomever  tithes  fett  in  any  time  preceding  the  date 
hereof,  for  whatfomever  longer  time  of  many  nynteen  years  tacks,  or 
lyfe  rents  fuccefliv^,  Ihall  endure  only  for  the  fpace  of  nineteen  years  after 
the  date  of  the  laid  tack  ;  with  provifion,  that  whatfomever  nynteen  year 
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tack,  or  life  rent  of  tithes,  which,  haa  not  begun  in  the  fetters  tyme,  flisU  be 
null  and  of  none  araill,  albeit  another  nineteen  j^ear  tack  or  life  rent  con- 
tained in  the  fame  tack,  has  begunne  or  run  out  in  the  faid  fetters  time  : 
and  that  all  former  tacks  of  tythes  preceeding  the  date^bereof,  life  rents, 
affignations,  peniions,  ereflions,  fewes,  and  other  difpofitions  of  tithes, 
fball  be  produced  before  the  Lords  of  Exchecker  before  the 
da^  of  next  to  come,  and  r^ifired  in  the  books  of  the  Colle^torie : 

at  the  left  fo  much  of  the  liud  ere6tions  and  fewes  to  be  regiftered,  as  con- 
taineth  the  rights  of  tithes  contiuned  therein ;  and  the  date  of  the  regifira- 
tion  thereof,  and  the  perfon  ingiver  of  the  faids  tacks  and  other  rights,  to 
be  regillred  therewith  in  like  manner,  and  marked  and  fubfcribed  be  the 
Collectors  Clerk,  vpon  the  bak  of  the  laid  tacks  and  rights,  for  elhewing  of 
all  frauds  which  taaj  be  herein ;  with  certification,  that  the  tacks,  and 
other  rights  of  whatfomever  tithes,  not  regiflred,  as  faid  is,  Ihall  be  null, 
and  make  no  faith  in  judgment  nor  without :  and  that  the  imprinting  or 
publication  of  this  a6t,  fhall  be  fufficient  intimation  hereof,  and  of  the  cer> 
tification  forefaid,  without  any^  other  fpecial  letters,  &c. 

Moreover,  becaus  the  Minilters  and  other  beneficed  or  laick  perfons,  bar- 
ing  the  rights  of  tithes  of  other  mens  heritage,  oil  times  unjuAIy  trouble  both 
themfelreB  and  the  lawfiiU  poffeffbrs  of  the  faids  tithes,  with  inhibitions,  and 
a£Uona  of  Ipoilzie,  whereby  they  compell  them  to  hight  their  tithes  aboTCtbe 
reafonable  valour  :  Therefore  our  Soverane  I.ord,  with  advice  forefaid,  de- 
clares and  ordaines,  that  whatfomever  perfon  is  lawiullj  in  the  natural  pof- 
feflion  of  tithes  be  leading  and  intrometting  therewith,  the  heritage  or  prefent 
right  of  pofleflion  of  the  land  being  bis  own,  and  makes  good  and  thankfull 
payment,  within  dayes  after  ilk  terme,  of  the  duetie  of  the  laid  tithes. 

conforme  to  the  eftimation  above  written,  to  be  made  be  the  Prefbytries 
forfaids  to  the  Minifters  and  others  having  right  to  the  faid  tithes;  in  that 
cafe,  the  fatd  perfon  lhalt  be  free  of  all  a£lion  of  fpoilzie  and  danger  which 
may  follow  upon  inhibition  led  againfl  him  thereanent :  provyding  alwayes, 
that  whatfomever  perfon  committ  any  violence  in  eje6ling  another  furth  of 
the  natural  pofleQion  of  leading  of  tithes,  fhatl  be  fubJ66l:  either  to  the  ac- 
tion of  fpulzie,  or  the  quadruple  of  the  eftimation  forefaid,  at  the  option  of 
the  partie  ejedted,  as  laid  is.  Like  as  alfo  it  Is  provyded,  that  quher  the 
right  both  of  the  property,  and  prefent  right  of  the  actual  poiTeflion  of  the 
land,  and  als  of  the  tithes,  concurre  in  one  mans  perfon,  it  fhall  be  leafome 
to  him  to  life  inhibitions,  and,  conforme  to  the  old  order,  apprehend  poITef-

fion  of  his  own  titbea.  paying  always  the  duetie  and  valuation  thereof  to  the 
Minifler,  or  others  having  right ;  in  which  cafe,  the  offer  of  the  efliinatioa 
fore&id  ihall  be  no  relevant  defence  to  refcind  the  natural  poffeflion  of 
the  tithes  of  ajiother  perfons  heritage  ;  and  to  eihew  the  danger  of  fpulzie 
in  prejudice  of  him  who  has  the  right  both  of  the  lands  and  tithes,  as  faid 
JB,  and  in  favour  of  him,  who  has  not  prefent  right  to  the  actual  poffeflion 
of  another  mans  land,  nor  yet  of  the  tithes  thereof.  &c. 

Attour,  be  reafon  that  the  faid  patrimony  of  the  Kirk  Ihould  aUb  fuflain 
and  uphold  (chools  and  poor,  with  common  affairs  of  the  Kirk,  and  other 
godly  ules  :  Therefore  onr  Soveraign  Lord,  with  advice  forefaid,  fiatates 
and  ordains,  that  a  perfect  rentall  be  made  of  the  fuperplus  of  the  rents 
of  every  parifh  kirk,  by  and  attour  the  forefaid  local  flipends,  containing 
the  rights,  be  the  which  the  fuperplus  of  every  benefice  is  poflefled ;  and 
that  the  Minifler,  albeit  he  be  provided  in  title  to  the  whole  benefice,  and 
have  the  collection  of  the  whole  frui^  thereof,  and  liberty  to  reduce 
tacks  and  fewes,  as  any  other  beneficed  perfon  might  have  done  of  before  ; 
yet  the  faid  Minifters  fhall  not  have  the  fi'ee  difpofition  of  the  laid  liiper- 
pluB  to  their  own  ufe,  but  fhall  be  comptable  therefor  to  them  who  fhall 
obtain  the  right  thereof:  and  in  cafe  of  their  failzie  in  thankfull  payment, 
or  committ  violence,  they  fhall  he  fubje6);  to  the  danger  of  fpulzies  double 
or  quadruple  of  the  eftimation  fore&id,  fie  like  as  others  that  make  not 
payment  thankfully  to  the  faid  Miniflers  themfelves,  conforme  to  the 
former  article. 

And  as  for  the  fuperplus  of  the  rent  of  every  particular  parilh  kirk,  by 
and  attour  the  local  and  perpetual  fiipend  appointed  for  the  Minifler, 
which  fuperplus  either  prefently  pertaineth  to  the  Kirk  be  vaiking  of 
the  benefice  or  vtberwayes,  or  fhall  hereafter  pertain,  or  fall  in  the  Kirks 
hands,  be  expyring  or  reduction  of  tacks  and  other  rights,  deceafe  of  the 
prefent  poffeffors,  or  otherways  whatfomever,  our  Soverane  Lord,  with 
advice  forefaid,  ordaines  and  flatutes,  that  the  faid  fuperplus  fhall  be  dif- 
poned  be  the  advice  of  the  Lords  of  Exchecker,  and  brethren  of  the 
Miniflry  appointed  for  modification  of  Minifters  flipends ;  &T&,  to  the 
CoUedges,  and  Lords  of  Seflion,  and  old  poffeffors  of  the  benefices, 
induring  their  life  times,  for  fo  much  as  fhall  be  tane  from  them  be  the 
prefent  order ;  next,  that  the  common  a£^es  of  the  Kirk  be  fufficiently 
fufiained  thereupon  i  thirdly,  that  reafonable  confideration  be  had  of  the 
poor,  ftrangers,  widowes,  and  orphans  ;  reparation  of  bridges,  kirks,  hof- 
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pitats,  and  other  godly  works  :  And  if  there  be  any  reft,  the  &me  fliall 
be  colle^led,  and  keeped  to  the  ufe  of  the  Kixk,  and  at  their  difpofition 
aUenerlf.  And  TrhatibmeTer  particular  perfoo,  Colledge,  or  other  fhall 
obtain  affigaation  of  any  part  of  the  fuperplus  be  the  faids  Lords  and  mo- 
di&erSt  their  faid  aflignation  and  letters  thereupon  fliall  be  fpedaly  in 
quantitjt  and  out  of  what  totms  and  lands  the  fitme  is  dfigned ;  and  the 
faid  letters  Ihall  be  fpecialy  dire£led  againfl  the  tennenta  and  a£lual  poflef- 
fbrs  of  the  ftud  particular  lands,  and  the  Minifier  of  the  parilh  allanerly, 
fo  that  no'  letters  in  time  coming'  be  directed  generaly  againfl;  all  and  fun- 
drie  the  parochiners,  &c. ;  and  of  the  heft  and  readieft  of  the  frui£ts  where 
the  right  whereupon  the  letters  pafs  extends  only  to  a  part  of  the  fruits, 
and  not  to  the  whole  fruits  of  the  paroicb,  as  was  of  before,  which  was 
the  occafion  of  great  confuGon. 

And  becaus  the  Prelacies  in  eS&&.  were  before  diflblved,  the  whole 
temporalities  thereof  being  annexed  to  the  Crown,  and  MiniAers  ftipends 
ordained  to  be  tane  out  of  the  parilh  kirks  united  and  incorporated  there- 
with  ;  lyke  as  be  this  order  the  whole  fpiritualitie  and  tithes  are  of  new 
deftinated,  given  and  mortified  to  the  Kirk,  whereby  the  faids  Prelacies 
are  all  utterly  diflblred,  and  fo  ceafs  in  time  coming  to  be  one  of  our 
Eftates  in  Parliament :  Therefore  our  Sorerane  Lord,  with  adryce  fore^ 
faid,  fiatutes  and  ordains,  that  in  time  coming  every  Prelbytrie  fhall  fend, 
of  their  own  number,  a  CommilBoaer  to  the  Parliament,  out  of  the  which 
whole  number  of  Commiflioners  the  reft  of  the  Eftates  Qialt  cboife  fo 
many  as,  being  joyned  with  the  old  pofleffors  of  the  Prelacies,  who  fhall 
be  prefent  for  tbe  time,  may  make  out  the  full  and  compleat  number  of 
them  who  have  rote  in  Parliament  for  the  efiate  of  the  Kirk,  which  num- 
ber fhall  be  equal  with  the  number  of  any  of  the  other  Eftates.  And 
after  the  deceafe  of  the  whole  prelent  poflelfors  of  Prelacies,  the  whole 
number  of  the  Kirks  Eftate  fhall  be  elected,  and  tane  of  the  faid  Com- 
miOioners  of  the  Frefhytries,  who  fhall  have  fuch  vote,  prireledges  and 
liberties  in  Parliament,  as  the  faid  Frelats  had  of  before,  &c. 

And  to  tbe  effe&  that  the  rights  of  no  parties  be  further  prejudged,  our 
Soverane  Lord,  with  advice  forefaid,  ratifieth  all  a^ls  and  ftatutes  made  of 
before  in  favour  of  the  Kirk,  in  fo  far  as  the  fame  agrees,  or  may  in  any 
wife  fortify  this  prefent  a£); ;  and  fpecialy  the  a6t  of  Secret  Counielt,  Sef- 
fion,  and  Exchecker,  upon  the  14  of  Februar  1^87  :  And  in  like  manner, 
all  a£ts  and  ftatutes  made  in  favour  of  fewes,  tacks,  patronages,  penfiona. 
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ere6lionB  and  other  difpofitions  of  the  kirk  rents,  in  fo  &r  as  they  are  not 
contrair  or  any  ways  repugnant  to  this  prefent  aj6k,  or  AiU  execution  there- 
of :  Which  a&at  together  vith  all  and  whatfomerer  rights  pertaining  to 
privat  perfons  and  parties,  fuch  as  fewes,  provifioD  of  their  benefices,  erec- 
tions, tacks,  lyfe  rents,  penfions,  patronages,  affignationa,  and  difpo&ions 
whatfomerer  of  the  tithes,  ihall  fUnd  in  the  fame  force  as  of  befor?  the 
making  of  thefe  prefents,  excepting  plainly  in  fo  ^  as  they  are  expreflHy 
prejudged  be  the  lud  local  llipend  to  be  appointed  to  ereiy  particular 
parilh,  conform  to  the  tenor  of  this  prelent  A61,  and  Book  of  particular 
modification  to  follow  thereupon,  and  other  provifions  and  rellri£l;ionB  ex- 
prefily  contained  herein.  Lyke  as  our  Sorerane  Lord,  with  adviee  fore- 
laid,  atn-ogateth  all  former  lawe%  a£ls,  conftitutions,  pra&icks,  and  ordi- 
nances whatfomeTer,  which  may  in  any  wife  hinder,  flop,  or  impede  this 
prefeut  a^  and  full  force  and  execution  thereof :  and  declares  whatfom- 
erer fliall  be  done  in  the  contnur  thereof,  or  any  part  of  it,  the  failyie  and 
contrarention  Ihall  be  tryed;  and  the  right  difpofition  or  other  deed 
whatfomerer,  done  contrair  to  the  tenor  hereof,  Ihall  be  reduced  and  an- 
nulled, als  well  by  way  of  exception,  reply,  or  duply,  as  by  way  of  action. 
Lyke  as  our  Soreraign  Lord,  with  advice  foreliiid,  commands,  that  no 
Judge  remitt  to  an  action,  or  delay  the  proponer  of  the  laid  nullities  bj 
way  of  exception,  reply,  or  duply,  but  proceed  inftantly  to  the  tryaU  of 
the  iiud  nullities,  as  faid  is. 

Attour,  becBus  there  are  dirers  and  fundry  perfons  who  prefently 
bruihe  the  rents  of  every  pariih  kirk,  our  Soverane  Lord,  with  advice 
foreCtid,  ordtunes,  that  the  quantity  of  the  local  and  perpetual  ftipends 
Ihould  be  equally  tane  from  every  one  of  the  faids  perfons  proportionally, 
at  the  left  every  one  to  relieve  others  proportionally,  according  to  the 
free  profit  which  they  receive  of  the  faids  tithes,  at  the  difcretion  and 
fummar  cognition  of  the  laid  Modifiers,  who  Ihall  be  only  Judges 
herein,  and  Ihall  try,  judge,  and  cpgnofce  fummarly  upon  the  equity  of 
the  reUef  betwixt  the  pofielTors  of  the  faids  tithes,  fuch  as  where  there 
is  a  Frelat,  or  old  provided  man,  ane,  or  moe  tacklinen  or  penliopers, 
new  erected  Lordlhips,  with  tithes  included,  with  the  fewes  of  lands,  fewes 
of  fermes,  and  whatfomever  other  variety  there  is  of  rights,  be  the  which 
the  pofleiTor  of  the  tythes  of  every  parilh  refpedliv^  bruiketh  the  fame : 
and  what  relief  the  reft  ought  to  make  them,  from  whom  immediatly  the 
rights  of  the  tithes  are  tane,  which  Ihall  be  afligned  for  the  perpetual  local 
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ftipend  ot  every  parilh  kirk ;  wherein  alfo  fhall  be  conlldered  the  right 
which  our  Sorenme  Lord  had  to  die  thrids  or  any  other  parts  of  the  bene- 
fices, togither  with  fuch  other  aflions,  for  the  which  hia  Majeflie  might 
have  charged  the  polTeflbrs  of  the  faid  tithes.  Like  as  alfo  the  fuds  Lords 
of  Exchecker*  in  making  of  the  Jaid  relief,  fhall  confider  immunities,  prire- 
ledges,  and  rights^  which  parties  had  of  before,  and  validitie  thereof,  with 
all  other  circumftances  ex  sequo  et  bono.  And  for  this  effect,  our  Sove- 
ran  Lord,  with  advice  fore^d*  giveth  power  to  the  faid  Lords  of  Exche- 
ker,  and  Minifters  fpeciallj  to  be  appointed,  be  his  Hienea  Commifiion, 
being  always  equal  in  number  with  the  faida  Lords,  to  interpret  all  ob- 
fcurities,  and  to  decide  fummarlj  all  controrerfies,  which  Ihall  arife  upon 
this  prefent  a^  and  upon  the  forefatd  relief,  betwixt  all  parties  Sui^eet 
thereto.

Sen  the  quyetnes  of  the  Kirk,  and  frieing  of  the  lame  of  flander,  quhilk 
Tpon  the  contrair  efi'edts  wald  neceflarly  follow,  is  the  cheife  butt  and  end, 
quherat  his  Majeftie  (hoots  in  the  conreining  and  halding  of  this  prefent 
Aflemblie  :  Therfor,  for  efchewingof  fafchious  andlangfome  difputatiouns, 
quherrpon  direrfe  Tncomely  contraverfies  and  debaits  might  arife,  bis 
Majeftie  hes  thocht  good  to  remitt  the  deci&oun  c^  a  great  number  of  the 
printed  queilions  to  a  better  opportunitie,  to  be  reafonit  in  the  meane 
tyme  be  fick  as  falbe  authorizit  be  commiflioun  to  that  effe£t ;  and  for  the 
prefent  fall  content  himfelfe  with  the  decilioun  of  thir  few  articles  /oUow-^ 
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ing,  baving  made  choife  of  nane  bot  lick  as  necisffitie  of  tyme  could  not 
permitt  to  be  delayit,  without  great  liarme  and  fiander  to  follow. 

1.  That  it  be  not  thocht  mlawfull  neither  to  the  Prince  nor  any  rther 
of  the  Paftoura  any  tyme  heirafter,  to  move  doubts,  reafon,  or  crave  refor- 
matioun  in  any  points  of  the  extemall  po]i<»e  and  ^Temement  or  difci- 
pline  of  the  Kirk,  that  are  not  effentaallie  concerning  ialvatioun,  or  is  not 
anfuerit  affirmatiT^  Tel  negative  be  any  ezprefle  part  of  the  Scriptures; 
proTyding  that  it  be  done  decenter,  in  rycht  tyme  and  place,  [unimo]  edi- 
ficandi  non  tentandi. 

S.  That  fen  the  civill  and  politick  goremement  of  the  country  belongs 
always  and  allanerlie  to  the  Kii^  o£Sce  and  his  Counfellours,  and  is  no 
wayes  pertinent  to  the  fpirituall  Miqiilrie  of  the  Word,  that  no  Minifter 
fall  at  any  tyme  heirafter  meddle  with  the  matters  of  the  EAate  in  the  pul* 
pit,  or  with  any  of  bis  Majeflies  laws,  flatutes,  or  ordinances  :  Bot  if  any 
of  the  Minillrie  fall  think  any  of  them  hurtfull  to  the  religioun,  or  contrair 
to  the  Word,  th^  fall  privately  complaine  thervpon  to  the  King  and  his 
CounTell. 

3.  That  it  fall  not  be  laufull  to  the  Paftours  to  name  any  particular  mens 
names  in  the  pulpitt.  or  fo  viuelie  to  defcryre  them  as  may  be  equivalent 
with  thair  naming,  except  vpon  the  notoritie  of  a  cryme  ;  qubilk  notoritie 
man  only  be  defynit  be  the  guiltie  perfons  being  iugitive  for  the  tyme,  or 
being  fylit  by  ane  afiyfe,  or  excommunicat  for  the  fame. 

4.  That  every  Minifter,  in  his  particular  applicatioun.  Call  have  only  re- 
fpe€):  to  the  edificatioun  of  his  awin  flock  and  prefent  auditour,  without 
expatiating  vpon  vther  difcourfes  no  wayes  pertinent  for  that  congregatioun. 

5.  That  everie  particular  Freibitrie  falbe  commandit  to  take  diUgent  ac- 
compt  of  thair  Pi^urs  do£lrine,  and  that  he  keip  himfelfe  within  the 
bounds  of  the  premiHes. 

6^  That  fummar  excommunicatioun  be  allutterlie  difchui^eit  as  inept, 
and  that  thrie  laufiill  citatiouns,  at  leaft  of  au£fc  days  interuall  betuix  every 
ane  of  them,  preceid  the  fentence. 

7.  That  no  Seflioun,  Prelbitrie,  nor  Synodall,  vfe  thair  cenfures  vpon 
any  bot  them  that  are  relident  within  the  bounds  committit  to  them }  vtber- 
wayes  thair  decreits  and  fentences  to  be  null. 

8.  That  all  fumounda  containe  ane  fpeciall  caufe  and  cryme ;  and  nane 
lijper  inquirendia  to  be  fumound,  quod  eft  mere  tyrannicum. 
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9.  That  no  meiting  nor  conveDtioun  be  among  the  Paftours  without  bis 
Majefties  knowledge  and  confent;  excepting  alwayes  tbair  ordjnar 
SeffiouDS,  Prefbitries,  and  Synods. 

10.  That  in  all  the  principall  townes,  Minifiers  be  not  chofin  without 
the  confent  of  thair  awin  flock  and  of  his  Majeftie ;  and  that  ordour  to  be 
be^n  prefentlie  in  the  planting  of  Edenburgb. 

11.  That  all  matters  concerning  the  reft  of  hia  Majefties  queftiouns  be 
lUfpendit  [unmedled  with,]  either  in  pulpitt  or  any  vther  judicatore,  qufaill 
firft  all  his  Hienes  queftiouns  be  fiiUle  decydit ;  and  in  fpecialU  that  all 
matters  importing  ilander  come  not  in  before  them  in  the  meane  tyme, 
qnherin  his  Majefties  authoritie  royall  is  bielie  prejudgeit,  bot  only  in  caufes 
that  are  meere  ecclefiaftick. 

19.  That  feTin  or  aucbt  of  difcreit^wyfe  Miniflera  be  autborizit  be  eom- 
miffion,  to  reafon  Tpon  the  reft  of  the  queftiounB,  as  opportunitie  of  tyme 
bll  ferve. 

IS.  That  they  gire  commiflioun  to  the  Miniftrie  of  the  North  to  be  at  a 
point  with  Huntlie ;  and  if  be  fatifBe  them,  to  abfolve  him.

[Anfwers  to  the  ArtJcles  be  the  brethren  appointed  on  the  conference. 

The  brethren  conveened  gave  their  advyce  in  the  firft  article.  That  it  is 
not  expedient  to  make  a  law  or  a£t  touching  this,  leaft  a  door  Ihould  be 
opened  to  curious  and  turbulent  fpirits ;  otherwife  they  think  it  lawfull  to 
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the  King  be  himfelf  or  his  Commiffioners,  to  propound  in  a  Grenerall  Af- 
fembly  whatfomeTer  points  he  deGres  to  be  reiblved  in,  or  to  be  reformed 
in  Q)ecie  externi  ordinis,  feeing  fubftantia  eztemae  adminiftrationis  eccleliaf- 
tic»  eft  pleninime  tradita  in  Sacris  Literis  :  And  aa  the  Generall  Aflembly 
may  accept  of  that  from  the  King',  fo  may  the  Generall  AfTembly  doe  anent 
any  thing  that  is  done  be  bis  Hienes  in  any  Conrention,  meeting,  or  Af- 
femblj  conveened  be  him  hereafter. 

Q.  Their  advice  to  fecond  article  is,  That  laws  already  made,  bartfull  to 
religion,  and  prejudicial!  to  the  liberty  of  the  Word,  be  declared  to  be  ex- 
pired, as  the  fame  Ihall  be  particularly  condefcended  upon ;  and  no  laws 
be  made  hereafter  touching  religioun  without  advice  and  conlent  of  the 
Kirk,  who  are  declared  to  be  the  third  Efiate  of  the  country  :  and  that  do 
a£t  whatfomererbe  made  contrary  to  the  Word*  the  preaching  whereof  the 
Paftours  hare  concredtted  to  them ;  which  if  it  ihall  &ll.out  (as  God  forbid) 
they  think,  that  every  Paftour,  be  advice  of  his  Prefbitrie,  Synodall  or  Ge- 
neral Aflembly,  Ihould  firft  complean  and  feek  remedy  of  the  fame  ;  which 
remedy  not  being  gotten,  they  Ihould  dire6t  the  force  of  the  Word  againit 
the  fame  with  all  liberty.  And  as  concerning  matters  of  Eflate,  the  breth- 
ren defires  the  explaining  of  this  point  of  the  article. 

3.  No  mans  name  ihould  be  expreffed  to  his  rebuke  in  pulpit*  but  where 
the  fault  is  notorious  and  publick  ;  yet  they  efieem  Notoriety  muit  be  de- 
fyned  otherwayes  than  by  being  fugitive,  and  fyled  by  AlBfe,  or  excommu- 
nicated :  for  contumacy  after  citation,  publick  commillion  of  murther,  adul- 
tery, or  the  like,  as  was  Bothwels  coming  to  the  Abay,  the  murder  at 
Dunnybriflel,  and  many  other  of  that  fort,  makes  notoriety.  As  to  the 
vive  defcription,  equivalent  to  the  naming,  it  is  hard  to  fet  a  law  therto, 
feeing  a  guilty  perfon  will  apply  to  himfelf,  howbeit  the  Preacher  never 
thought  of  him. 

4.  No  Pailor  ihould  ufe  application,  wherein  he  has  not  refpe£t  to  the 
edification  of  his  own  flock,  and  the  prefent  auditors. 

5.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Prefbytrie  to  take  account  of  erery  Paftors 
do^ine*  that  he  keep  himfelf  within  the  bounds  of  the  Word  of  God. 

6.  In  the  Generall  Aflembly  holden  at  Montrofe>  it  was  ordained*  That 
every  Preibytrie  fhould  feek  out  the  warrants  of  fummar  excommunication 
pro  et  contra*  and  produce  the  lame  to  be  cohlidered  in  the  next  General 
Affembly ;  and  that  deciiion  might  be  takin  therein,  according  to  the  Word 
of  God.     And  feeing  tbe  CommilBoners  from  Preibytries  at  this  prefent 
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hare  not  brought  with  them  the  bids  reafone,  it  is  beft  to  leare  this  matter 
to  the  ordinar  General  Aflembl^.  In  the  meanUme  the  ad  of  Montrofe 
to  be  keeped. 

7*  The  General  Affemhlj  has  appointed  erery  offender  to  be  cenfured 
in  the  place  where  he  offendeth ;  which  they  cannot  goe  by,  nifi  in  caufa 
communi.

9.  This  article  is  againft  the  meeting  of  Paftors  necelTar,  as  vilitation  of 
kirks,  admiflion  of  Minifters,  concurrence  of  brethren  on  the  moft  lawfiill 
errand,  as  in  taking  up  of  feeds,  refolring  of  quellions,  and  fuch  lyke : 
Therefore,  belide  their  SeflionB,  Prefbytries,  Synods  Provin<»al  and  Gene- 
ral, the  brethren  think  all  meetings,  for  difcharge  of  their  office,  ou^ht  to 
be  allowed. 

10.  This  article  is  anfwered  be  an  a£t;  of  the  General  A0embly,  which 
ftatutes,  that  the  principal  touns  fall  be  planted  with  Minillera  be  advice 
of  the  General  Affembly,  at  the  which  hia  Hienee  Commiffioners  are,  and 
Ihould  be  prefent 

11.  This  article  imports  a  difcharge  of  many  points  of  our  Difcipline,  fo 
as  it  cannot  be  prefently  anfwered.

S.  That  he  be  brocht  to  a  plaine  acknowledging  of  the  Kirk  within  tbia 
countrey*  and  profefle  himfelfe  adjoynit  to  the  fame,  as  ane  obedient  mem- 
ber therof,  and  be  content  to  heare  the  Word,  participat  the  facraments, 
and  obey  the  difcipline  of  the  Kirk,  as  the  fame  is  prefentlie  allowit  be  the 
Kings  Majeftie  and  Eftates. 

4.  That  he  folemnlie  promife,  be  word  and  wrytin  band,  to  remove  out 
of  hts  houfe,  companie,  and  haill  bounds  vnder  his  power,  Jefuits,  Frdfls, 
and  excofaimunicat  perfons. 

5.  That  he  aggrie  to  fweare  and  fubfcryre  the  ConfeflSoun  of  Faith  in 
pretence  of  the  haill  Commiflioners. 

6.  That  he  aggrie  to  fatiffie  the  Kirk  of  Aberdeine,  in  mofl  humble 
manner,  for  hts  apoflafie,  and  ther  renew  the  forfaids  promifes  and  bands 
in  moft  folemne  manner. 

.  7.  Anent  the  ilaughter  of  the  Erie  of  Murray,  That  he  declare  his  greife 
and  repentance  for  the  fame,  and  promife  to  make  ane  aflythment  to  the 
pairtie,  quben  the  fame  may  be  conyenientlie  acceptit  of,  and  vtter  his 
forlaid  repentance  and  greife  therin,  at  the  tyme  of  hia  publick  fatiffa^ioun 
farfaid. 

.  8.  Forfameikle  as  be  occafioun  of  fervice  done  tobisMajeflie  in  perfew- 
ing  the  faid  Erie  be  force  and  vtherwayea,  fundrie  in  thefe  parts  hes  in- 
currit  his  difpleafure  and  deadlie  feid,  that  he  be  content  to  remove  all 
thefe  occafiouns  with  fuch  convenient  diligence  as  the  laids  CommiOioners 
fidl  think  expedient 
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9.  For  dedaratioun  of  bis  a&ld  adjopiiog  with  ts»  that  he  be  content 
at  thair  ficbts,  and  adryce  of  his  beft  difpofed  freinds,  to  provyde  fufficient 
Aipends  for  hie  kirks. 

10.  That  he  fall  acknovledge  his  faulted  quherfor  he  vas  [juftly]  excom- 
municato and  efpecially  the  burning  of  Dunibfrfliei  and  [hia]  apoflafie. 

11.  That  he  iall  have  aoe  ordinar  Minifter  refident  in  bis  awin  honfe 
continually : — 

With  power  to  them  to  conreine  the  SS  day  of  March  infiant,  or  fooner 
if  they  can  pofGblie,  and  to  conferre  with  the  Erie  of  Huntlie,  and  refolre 
him  of  the  Articles  forlaide,  and  to  report  his  mynd  and  refolntioun  anent 
the  lame  at  the  nixt  Generall  Aflemblie*  to  be  baldin  at  Dundie  the  10 
day  of  May  nixt  to  come. 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givin  in  be  Dame  Elizabeth  01iphant»  Count«s 
of  Angus,  making  mentioun,  Thatquher  direrfe  and  frequent  futes  hes  bein 
made  be  herfelfe  and  the  reman^it  freinds  of  William,  fome^mea  Erie  of 
Ai^us,  defyrand  c<Hiference  with  certaine  of  the  Miniftrie,  for  hie  &rther 
refolutioun  in  the  heids  of  Chriflian  Ueligiouc,  quhilk  hes  not  tane  fo  good 
one  effect  as  was  lookit  for,  be  reafon  of  certaine  impediments  quhilk  hes 
&llin  out  in  the  meanetyme  ;  requeifting,  therfor,  moll  eameftly  to  appoint 
certaine  of  the  wifeft  brethren  quher  he  maka  his  refidence,  to  conferre  and 
refolve  him  of  the  doubts  that  fiayes  [him]  from  imbrac^ng-  of  the  true 
and  Chriftian  Religioun  puMi^lie  profeft  within  this  realme :  The  Allem- 
blie  ordunea  the  Miniftrie  of  Angus  and  Manes  to  conferre  with  the 
Erie  of  Angus  anent  lick  doubts  as  he  wald  be  refolvit  Tpon ;  and  fpeci- 
allie  to  conferre  with  him  anent  the  Articles  preceiding,  quhervpon  the 
Erie  of  Huntlie  is  ordainit  to  be  tryed,  exceptand  only  fick  as  concemes 
the  Erie  oi  Murrayes  llaughter ;  and  to  report  his  refolutioun  in  the  pre- 
milTea  to  the  nixt  Generall  Affemblie. 


Anent  the  offers  givin  in  be  fVanda,  fome^mes  Erie  of  ErroU,  to  the 
Generall  Aflemblie  prefentlie  conveinit  at  PertJb,  borand  as  Ibl- 
lowes: 

Fufk,  I  offer  to  abyde  any  juft  tryall  of  the  alledgit  traffiqueing  againft 
the  religioun  prefentlie  profeft  within  this  countrey,  indureing  my  aUence 
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off  the  eountrey,  and  to  make  all  fuffident  purgatioua  to  gour  Wifdomes 
for  the  lame. 

Farther,  I  ofiier  all  poifible  fecuritie  and  o^oun,  in  all  tfmes  coming, 
nerir  to  traffique  aganis  the  faid  religioun,  and  that  neither  the  faid  re- 
l^oun  noT  difctpline  therof  &tl  anjwafee  be  hindred  be  me>  hot  hare  the 
ordinar  courfe  in  my  bounds,  as  in  rther  parts  of  the  countrey. 

And  to  declare  my  wUlingnes  to  be  refolvit  in  the  laid  religioun,  I  am 
content  to  accept  conference  theria,  and  requyres  the  fame  at  gour  Wif- 
domes,  qnho  hes  the  power,  that  ge  will  appoint  ane  or  mae  of  ^our  num- 
ber indi£EiBrentIie,  as  they  fidbe  requyrit  of  me  in  the  parte  quher  I  preTent* 
lie  dwell,  and  hes  the  leafure  or  occa£oun  to  refort  quher  I  fall  happin  to 
be*  to  conferra  with  me  vpon  the  haill  contravertit  heids,  [that  I  may  have 
inftm^on  ;]  and  if  I  falbe  thereby  moTit,  that  the  haill  number  of  that 
Synod  quher  my  refidence  is,  will  take  the  painee  to  conreine  and  meit  me 
at  fame  comp^ent  place,  to  bear  and  teftifie  of  me.  Indureing  the  quhilk 
tyme  of  conference,  I  lall  no  wayes  refpe£i  any  Jduit,  Seminarie  Prieft,  or 
excommuntcat  perlbn. 

And  if  it  lall  happin  that  I  be  refolrit  in  the  heids  of  contraverlie,  I  fall 
Tnfiunedlie  from  my  heart  imbrace  the  faid  religioun,  and  make  publick  con- 
feffioun  therof  in  tyme  comeing,  and  fall  make  fatiffa£tioun  for  my  defec- 
tioun  from  the  fame,  as  falbe  injoynit. 

LafUie,  Delyris  to  be  abfolrit,  or  at  leall  fufpendit,  from  the  fentence  of 
excommunicatioun  indureing  the  tyme  of  my  conference  ;  fo  that  none  of 
my  freinds  that  refiorts  to  me,  and  may  be  (ledable  to  me  be  thair  counfell, 
either  in  the  faid  confnence  or  Tthera  my  leifum  efiairs,  be  troublit  be  gour 
oenfiire  therfor,  bot  may  have  sour  licence  to  have  acceffe  to  me,  and  I  to 
them,  in  quhatfoerir  part  oi  the  countrey  I  fall  refort ;  lykeas  I  bare  ob- 
tuntt  his  Mqefiies  licence  and  charge  to  sour  U^fdoines  to  give  me  con- 
ference ;  quhilk  it  may  pleafe  gou  receive,  and  doe  accordingly  as  ge  wold 
gire  me  argument  of  sour  good  intontioun  towards  myconrerfion ;  qnherof 
I  doubt  not :  and  Sot  the  performing  of  the  premifles  fall  find  cationn  and 
fiiTertje. 

Tlie  Aflemblie  OTdaioee  the  Miniftrie  of  Murray  and  Aberdeine,  with 
the  fyre  Mimflers  Mjjoynit  to  tb«a,  for  oonfereaoe  with  the  Erie  of 
Hundie,  to  treat  lykewayes  witii  tie  [Erie  of]  Erroll  anent  the  premiffes, 
aad  to  report  to  the  nixt  Genenll  Affemblie  qahatrefolutioun  they  find  in 
r  the  Articles  conteinit  in  their  oommiffioun  dire6k  for  the

to  the  Lairds  of  Nevtoun  and  Bonjtoune,  in  cace  thej  offer  themfelves  to 
fiitif6e  the  Kirk. 

Attour,  If  it  £kH  happin  the  laid  excommunicat  perfons,  or  any  of  them, 
to  refort  or  repare  to  any  vther  part  within  this  realme,  the  Generall  A£- 
femblie  gives  full  power  and  commillioun  to  the  Minifirie  of  the  Preibitries 
quher  they  fall  chance  to  refort,  to  treat  and  conferre  with  them  anent  the 
heids  and  articles  above  wrytin. 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givin  in  be  Mr  Johne  Rutherfiiird,  defyreing 
the  proces  of  his  depriratioua  led  be  the  Frelbitrie  of  San6t  Androes  to  be 
produceit,  fein,  and  confidderit  be  the  Affemblie :  The  AJTemblie  ordaines 
the  find  Frelbitrie  to  produce  the  fud  procels  lU  the  nixt  Generall  Affem- 
blie*  and  ther  to  anfuer  to  the  find  Mr  Johne  his  complaint  givin  in  againft 
them. 


Certaine  Petitiouns  given  in  be  the  Miniflrie  prefentlie  conveinit,  [to 
be  prefented]  to  the  Kings  Majeftie. 

It  is  humblie  craveit  be  this  prefent  AJTemblie,  that  gour  Majeftie,  wi^ 
advyce  of  the  Eftates  prefentlie  conveinit,  conliddering  how  it  hes  pleafed 
God  to  give  a  good  fuccelTe  to  this  prefent  Conventioun,  and  that  all 
things  concludit  herein  tends  to  the  peace  and  quyetnes  of  the  hull  Efiate 
of  this  countrey,  and  the  disappointing  of  the  eiqte^tioun  of  the  adver- 
fairies,  wilt]  with  advyce  forluds,  publiih  be  opin  proclamatioun  the  good 
fuccelfe  of  this  prefent  Conventioun,  together  with  a  declaratioun  of  jour 
Majeffies  intentioun,  vtterit  be  jourfelfe  at  this  tyme  in  prefence  of  aour 
EftateB,  declaring  ^our  good  will  to  mantaine  the  true  religioun  prefentlie 
profeli  within  gour  countrey,  the  difcipline  adjoynit  therto,  and  the  Minif- 
ters  to  quhom  the  chaise  of  the  fame  is  comlttit ;  and  to  declare  that  sour 
Majeftiea  will  is,  that  quhatfoevir  law,  a£fc,  or  proclamatioun  hes  bein  made, 
prejudiciall  to  the  lame,  lalbe  eAeimit  contnur  to  gour  Majefties  meaning, 
and  to  have  no  force  nor  effe£t  in  no  tyme  heirailer ;  and  that  nane  of 
gour  fubie£ls  pretend,  be  any  colour  therof,  to  trouble  any  of  the  faids

Miniflers,  but  that  they  wilbe  vnder  gour  Majellies  proteSioun ;  and  diat 
he  will  efteime  the  contraTeinerSj  troublers  of  gour  eftate*  and  punUh  them 
accordinglie. 

2.  That  all  Papifts,  Jefuits,  and  excoramunicats  remaining  within  this 
countrej,  be  chargeit  to  pafle  aS  the  fame,  betuixt  and  the  firft  of  Ma7  nixt 
to  come,  or  els  to  fatiffie  the  Kirk:  and  if  thej-  doe  not  the  fame  befor 
the  daj  appointit,  that  Sheriffis  in  ihyres,  Prorefls  and  Bailgieo  in  townes, 
be  commandit  to  apprehend  and  prefent  them  before  his  Majeflie  and 
Counfell,  to  be  punifchit  according  to  the  law ;  and  if  thej*  be  negligent  in 
apprehending  them,  that  commiflioun  be  givin  to  certtune  mod  zealous  and 
willing  perfona  to  doe  the  fame. 

3.  That  it  maj  pleafe  gour  Majeftie,  according  to  gour  accuflomit  cle- 
inencie,  to  relaxe  prefentlie  the  Miniflers  of  Edinburgh  from  the  home, 
and  fuffer  them  [peaceablie]  to  returne  and  remune  within  this  realme ; 
as  alfo  to  releive  and  fett  at  friedome  Cck  gentlemen  and  profeflburs  of  re- 
tigioun  as  now  are  rnder  challenge,  feeing  soar  Majeflie  knowis  that  the 
lore  to  religioun  movit  them  to  thefe  things  quherwitb  they  are  now 
burdenit. 

4.  That  fe^ng  that  Edenburgh  has  that  honour  to  be  cbeife  bui^h  in 
this  countrey,  and  that  place  quherin  religioun,  fince  the  beginning,  hes 
bein  moft  flouriihing,  and  now  are  both  deflitute  of  thair  awin  Miniflers, 
and  fickljke  callit,  from  tyrae  to  tyme,  before  gour  Majeftie,  quhilk  is  no 
fmall  greife  to  thair  hearts,  in  refpe£t  that  jour  Majeflie  knowes  the  great- 
eft  part  of  the  haill  towne  are  moft  willing  to  give  gour  Majeftie  all  obe- 
dience, and  to  hazard  lyfe  and  fubftance  for  gour  Majefties  flanding.  That 
it  may  pleafe  gour  Majefiie  farourablie  to  deale  with  them  according  to 
sour  accuftomit  geatlenes,  that  it  may  appeir  that  gour  Majeftie  is  more 
inclynit  to  ihew  favour  to  men  that  meanes  [uprightlie]  to  goiu*  Hienes 
then  to  Fapifts.  We  are  merit  to  crave  the  fame,  that  alt  sour  fubiefts  may 
fie  a  general!  a^riement. 

5.  That  it  may  pleafe  gour  Majeftie,  feeing  Mr  David  Blac^  hes  obeyit 
fick  things  as  was  injoynit  to  him,  to  give  him  libertie  to  returne  to  his 
flock  i  and  ftcklyk  to  Mr  John  Welch  and  to  Mr  John  Hewifone. 

6.  Becaufe  diverfe  complaints  of  hurting  and  mutilating  of  Miniflers  are 
givia  in  before  vs,  namely 

We  moft  humblie  crave  that  jour  Majeftie  wald  take  fome  fubftantiall 
ordour  for  punifhing  the  o&nders  in  example  of  all  vthers  heirafter. 
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7.  That  proTifion  be  made  for  planting'  of  Irirks,  and  that  die  augmenta* 
tiouxiB  and  plantii^  of  nev  kirta,  made  in  anno  1^9^,  be  allowtt. 

Follows  lis  M&jef&es  Anfwers  to  the  faid  [Petitions  and]  Articles. 

Tlie  fiiA  article  is  gnmtit  in  iiibftance. 

Ibt  fsoood  is  alfo  grantit. 

As  to  the  third,  [and  firfi  part  thereof]  concerning  the  Miniftera  c^ 
Edenburgh,  Thej  are  ordained  to  be  relaxit  Tpon  cantioun  to  be  found  be 
them  to  the  Juflice  Clerk,  that  they  fall  rnderly  the  lav.  Ae  to  the  gen- 
tlemen for  qubom  the  AJTemblie  makes  requei^  His  Majeftie  thinks  good 
that  they»  be  the  mediation  of  Ibair  freinds,  be  futan  for  themfelvee. 

And  as  to  the  fourth,  touching  the  towne  of  Edenburgh,  His  Majeftie 
mynds  no  wayes  to  trouble  innocent  men,  bot  lick  only  as  are  guiltie,  and 
mynds  Ihortlie  to  be  at  point  with  them. 

Twitchii^  the  inrafioun  of  tiie  Minifleia,  a  CommiQioun  is  [ordainit 
to  be]  direSit  for  calling  and  puniihing  the  offanders. 

Concerning  the  laft  article,  his  Majeflde  ordaines  the  Treafurer,  Mr 
James  Elphingfioun,  the  Clerk  R^fifler,  Mr  John'e  Preftoun,  and  Mr 
Edward  Bruce,  to  take  ordour,  afweill  for  the  planting  of  kirke,  as  with 
the  augmentatiouns  quhilk  were  grantit  anno  159S, 
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£The  Kings  Fre&ce  to  the  reader  before  the  printed  QueffioiUr  de- 
claring vbat  was  hk  intention  in  moving  of  fo  manj  quefiioiu  anent 
the  Difdpline.    The  tenw  whereof  foUoveth. 

To  the  Reader. 

For  as  mudk  as  it  is  one  of  the  principal  points  of  the  office  oi  a  OtriC- 
tian  King  to  fee  God  rightly  honoured  in  hia  land }  for  effe£hia!ting  whereof 
it  is  neceffiir,  that  the  SjHrittial  office  bearers  in  the  Kirk  not  only  teach 
ibund  do&rine,  concerning  the  points  o£  jalration ;  bat  lykways  obterve 
a  comely  order  in  the  S|Hritual  Fcdicy  agreeing  with  tiie  Wwd  of  God, 
the  loTetd>le  cofiome  <^  the  primitive  Kirk,  and  with  the  lawes  of  the 
countrey,  and  nature  of  the  people,  for  reprefllng  the  vices,  whereto  they 
are  chiefly  inclined,  as  bell  may  ferve  to  efiablifli  and  maintain,  the  purity 
of  religion :  Therefore  it  becomes  every  Chriflian  King,  aa  lathers,  uour- 
ifhers  of  the  Kirk  within  their  dominions,  and  revengers  of  the  breaches 
of  both  the  tables,  to  ftrengthen  and  aOift,  be  the  concurrence  of  their  civil 
fword,  the  fud  Spiritual  office  bearers  in  the  due  execution  of  their  calling : 
and,  on  the  other  part,  to  compell  them  to  exercife  faithiiilly  their  office,  ac- 
cording to  the  rule  prefcribed  to  them  be  the  Word  of  God ;  not  liiffering 
them  to  tranigrefi  the  limits  thereof  in  any  Ibrt :  Wee,  therefore,  having 
had  due  confideration  hereof,  aodpercuraig  not  only  a  great  liberty  ufed  in 
application  of  the  do^rine  within  our  countrey,  without  any  dear  warrant 
of  the  Scripture  as  yet  alledged,  for  proving  of  the  lame ;  as  alfo  a  great  ob- 
fcurity  in  divers  points  of  Difcipline  and  Policy  of  the  Kirk ;  novelties  daily 
creeping  in ;  the  lawful  authorities  and  warrants  Utereof  not  hting  aa  yet 
made  mai^cfi ;  have  thought,  comely  following  the  loveable  exemple  of 
Cbrifiian  Emperonrs  of  the  primitive  Kirk,  to  conveen  and  ^femble  a  Na- 
tional Council,  as  well  of  the  Miniflry,  as  of  our  Eilates,  and  of  all  forts 
of  mm  of  deepeft  learning  and  greateft  finceri^  in  religion ;  to  he  holden 
and  to  be^nne  to  fit  in  our  burgh  of  Perth  the  laft  of  Felmiar  next  to 
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come  ;  grarely  to  treat,  reafon,  confult,  and  determine,  (according  to  the 
Word  of  God,  as  the  only  rule,)  upon  the  clearing  and  diflinguilhing  of 
the  Spiritual  Jurifdi^tion,  as  well  in  the  application  of  do^rine,  as  in  the 
vbole  Policie  and  Goverament  of  the  Houfe  of  God.  And  to  the  effe^ 
that  all  men  may  come  the  better  prepared  to  the  laid  G>arention,  being 
duely  forewarned,  and  advifed  with  the  matters  that  then  are  to  be  truted 
on,  Wee  have  thought  good  to  fet  doun  certfun  Articles  thereof,  in  form 
of  QueflionB,  as  hereafter  followeth }  taking  God,  the  fearcher  of  all  hearts, 
to  record,  that  our  intention  in  this,  is  no  wayes  to  trouble  the  reft  and 
peace  of  the  Kirk  by  thorny  queftions,  or  to  claim  any  tyrannical  and  un- 
lawful government  orer  the  lame,  but  only  to  fee  all  fuch  troublefome 
queltions  folved  at  this  tyme  ;  which,  if  they  flill  remained  in  doubt,  might, 
either  in  our  time,  or  in  the  time  of  our  fucceflbrs,  bread  flanderous  de- 
bates :  and  that  the  Policy  of  the  Kirk  be  fo  cleared,  as  all  corruptions  may 
be  weeded  out  of  the  fame,  and  none  fuffered  hereafter  to  creep  in  ;  that 
thereby  the  glory  of  God  may  be  advanced,  all  grounds  of  farther  QueC- 
tions betwixt  us  and  the  Miniftry  maybe  removed,  and  a  pleafant  harmony 
and  mutual  concurrence  between  us  may  be  eftablilhed,  to  the  great  comfort 
of  all  good  men,  and  terrour  of  the  widied.    C]

lie,  that  fould  eftabliJbe  the  AStea  anent  the  extemall  gouernment  of  the 
Kirk,  or  what  is  the  form  of  thair  coniundlion  to  mak  lawes. 

Q.  S.  Ib  nocht  the  confent  of  the  maift  part  of  the  flock,  and  alfo  of  the 
Patron,  neceflar  in  the  ele£lioun  of  the  Paftors. 

Q.  4.  Is  it  laufuU  for  the  Faftor  to  leaue  his  flock  againft  thur  willes, 
albeit  he  haue  the  confent  of  the  Prefbyterie ;  and  for  what  caufe  fould  the 
Prefl^terie  content  therto. 

Q.  5.  Is  it  lawfull  for  a  Minifter  to  vfe  farder  applicatioun  nor  that 
quhilk  may  edifie  his  awin  flock  j  or  is  the  haill  warld  the  flock  of  euerie 
particular  Paflor. 
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Q.  6.  Ib  he  8  laufiill  Faftor,  who  wants  impofitionem  manuum. 

Q.  7-  Is  it  laufull  to  Paftors  to  ezpre&  particular  mens  names*  Oiun- 
falHs,  or  Magiflrata  in  pulpit,  or  fo  Tiulie  to  defciTue  tham,  that  the  peiple 
may  Tnderftand  whom  be  they  mein,  without  notorius  declarit  vices  and 
priuat  admonitions  preceiding. 

Q.  8.  For  quhilk  rjces  fould  admonitiones  and  reprouing  of  Magiftrats 
pas  pubti3:Iie  from  pulpits  in  their  abfence  or  prefence,  refpe^tiu^. 

Q.  9*  Is  the  application  of  do6t:rine  in  pulpits  lauchfull  quhilk  is  foundit 
Tpon  informatiouns,  bruits,  and  rumors,  fufpitions,  conditions  gif  this  be 
and  that  be,  probabilities,  liklines  or  vnliklines  in  things  to  come  in  ciuill 
maters,  quhilk  all  may  be  fals,  and  confequentlie  the  dogirine  following 
thervpon ;  or  fould  all  applicatiouu  be  vpon  the  veritie  of  knawin  and 
notorius  Tyces. 

Q.  10.  Is  the  tozt,  quhilk  is  read  in  the  pulpits,  the  ground  wherupon 
all  the  doAxine  fould  be  buildit,  or  may  all  things  be  fpokin  vpon  all  texts, 
fo  that  the  reiding  therof  is  bot  a  ceremonie.

Mr  John  DavidfoDB  letter  to  the  Affembly  was  read  in  the  third 
Seflion,  the  copj  wbereof  followetb. 

Gal.  5.  Stand  fall  therefore  in  that  liberty  wherewith  Chrift  has  made 
us  free }  and  be  not  iotangled  again  with  the  yock  of  bondage. 

As  infirmity  of  body  hindered  my  pretence  from  this  Aflerably,  (Rever- 
end and  loving  brethren,)  fo  ftraitnefa  of  time  fuffereth  me  not  to  fupply 
my  abfence  be  writt,  as  I  would :  yet  feeing  duty  craved  fomewbat  in  this 
cafe,  at  fo  necefTary  a  tyme,  I  abridged  a  few  things  to  call  to  your  godly 
rememberance ;  befeeking  you  all  to  take  them  in  good  part,  as  they  come 
of  a  loving  mind  to  Chrtfls  caufe  and  weale  to  his  Kirk.  It  is  not  un- 
known to  you,  (dear  brethren,)  that  the  unity  and  the  liberty  in  the  fin- 
cerity  of  doctrine,  has  been,  and  is  to  this  day,  the  rofe  garland  of  the  Kirk 
of  Scotland }  and  that  the  prefervation  of  this  unity  and  liberty  in  doc- 
trine, come  of  the  agreement  in  the  liberty  of  the  execution  of  difcipline, 
which  has  been  the  hedge  and  bulwark,  as  it  were,  to  the  doArine  hither- 
to :  Therefore  the  invafion  c^  the  freedom  of  difcipline  cannot  be  without 
enfoeing  danger  to  the  liberty  and  unity  of  doctrine,  no  more  than  Edin- 
burgh can  be  long  free  of  fear  of  perrill,  if  invafion  of  the  borders  be  not 
reGEled  at  the  borders.  And  it  may  well  be  thought,  that  the  prefervation 
of  the  liberty  aud  unity  in  difcipline,  was  faved  be  the  wife  wearing  off 
thornie  queftions  thereanent,  by  wife  forelight  of  our  worthie  fathers  and 
brethren,  who  ranged  the  quefliions  in  the  General  Aflembly  to  allow  the 
tyme  and  place  tberof,  that  the  heat  tberof  fliould  not  burft  out  at  the  be- 
ginning, and  fo  drfturb  the  whole  a£lion.     BeQdes  this,  thefe  queftions 
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Tere  limited  to  come  b^  degrees  from  other  iDferior  Aflemblio,  who  were 
not  able  to  (blve  them ;  and  not  to  break  in  at  the  broad  fide.  And  laft, 
if  they  were  queftiouas  of  weight,  they  were  remitted  from  one  Affembly, 
to  be  ripely  advifed  on  by  the  brethren,  to  the  nixt  Affembly,  for  aTnding 
of  contention  and  rafli  conclufions.  Which  good  cuftome,  if  it  li&d  not  been 
keeped,  our  liberty  and  unity  could  not  have  ftood,  as  two  loving  fiftera,  to 
this  day }  for  where  queftions  get  over  great  liberty,  godly  edifying  is  ex- 
cluded, as  miCerable  experience  teacheth  among  tiie  Popifii  fchoolmen.  They 
breed  ftrife,  aa  the  Apofile  writes ;  and  the  beginoing  of  ftrife  is,  as  one 
that  openeth  waters  :  wherefor,  ere  contention  b^;inne,  let  us  leave  of,  u 
Solomon  laitb.  Neither  is  it  about  mere  extemall  things,  or  alterable,  as 
men  fpeak,  that  the  diief  queltion  is  now  a  day  i  bowbeit,  queftions,  even 
in  thefe  meters,  as  is  faid,  are  warriUe  to  be  admitted  ;  for  as  that  ancient 
Father  gives  out,  Facilius  ell  conflituta  labefadtare,  quam  labefa£tata  in  prif- 
tinum  flatum  reducere  :  But  it  is  about  a  fubfiantiall  part  of  do£triDe,  to 
wit,  rebuke  of  vice,  and  that  manifeft,  open,  and  obftinat  vice,  that  groweth 
to  fuch  great  hight,  as  it  would  be  licentiat  be  lawes,  with  imprifonment 
and  bondage  of  the  liberty  of  the  truth,  as  all  that  are  not  wilfully  blind, 
may  eafily  fee ;  for  the  which  truth,  and  liberty  therof,  wee  are  bound  to 
flrive  :  Therefore,  let  us  ftand  faft  in  that  liberty,  wherewith  Chriil,  in  that 
cafe,  has  made  us  free  above  all  nations ;  and  let  us  not  agree  wiUi  men  in 
thefe  things,  qius  concordiam  prorfue  exchidunt.  Neferie  quidem  impie- 
que  Concordes  erant,  qui  turrim  extruebant.  Nanzianzenua.  And  let  li. 
bido  novaudi  circa  ecclefiam  be  far,  at  the  left,  from  ourf^ves  of  the  Minif- 
try ;  as  in  fenfe  the  &me  Author  hath.  Many  things  hath  our  Kirk  need 
of  at  Uita  time,  meeter  to  be  handled,  than  fuch  queftions.  Neither  has  our 
Prince,  (God  be  praifed,)  occalion  to  conveen  us,  for  making  agreement 
and  concord  among  us,  as  the  good  Emperours  had.  And  as  for  things  to 
be  reformed  for  the  well  of  the  Kirk,  I  hear  no  word  of  them.  I  pray, 
Satan's  drift  be  not  to  break  our  agreement,  that  hath  flood  fo  long  in 
Chrift :  For  it  is  delivered  be  an  ancient  Father  in  this  fenfe,  Nam  tyranni 
Ecdeliam  infe£l:ando,  firmiorem  etiam  ip&m  reddidenmt,  &c.  Quod  cum 
verlipellia  ille  animadvertifl*et,  aliam  fraudem  exo^itavit,  inimicitia^iK  et 
funefta  dilidia  inter  duces  (Aotiftites)  ipfos  excitavit  And  Bafil  giving  the 
caufe  of  this  plague,  writeth  in  this  fenfe,  Diflentio  multorum  contra  mnl- 
tos  ex  eo  coatingit,  quod  indignos  nos  iplbe  gubematione  et  moderamine 
Domini  confiituimus.     Wherfor,  brethren,  let  us  fland  faft  in  our  Chriftiaa 
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liberty  and  unity,  et  abOt,  ut  inter  noa  triffi  contentione  (aa  one  writes) 
decertemus.  But  if  the  tjme  be  come,  that  the  fentence  of  the  ApofUe  is 
to  be  performed,  Oportet  enim,  etiam  bserefes  inter  ros  effe*  we  doubt  not 
but,  Qui  pTobati  funt,  manifefli  fient  inter  nos.  And  if  any  ai6t  0iall  pals 
(as  God  forbid)  in  contrure  anie  jote  of  your  ChrilUan  liberty,  agreable  to 
Gods  word,  and  the  taws  of  the  realme,  I,  in  mj  own  name,  and  the 
reft  of  Chiyfla  faithful!  Meffengers  within  this  realm,  will  ftand,  be  Gods 
grace,  to  the  proteftation  made  verbalj  be  me,  in  his  Majefties  prefence,  at 
the  lafi  General  AfiTembly  holden  at  Edinburgh :  for  it  will  not  be  the 
new  cords  of  the  PhilifUns,  that  will  keep  Samplbn  bound.  Howbeit 
Mofes  would  not  leave  behind  him  ne  nngulam  quidem,  he  was  not  for 
ihat  a  fhifmatick.  And  Elias  was  no  troubler  of  Ilrael.  Haec,  Optmu.,9 
ntf  iKiut  rat  a/taemt.  Yet  I  trufi  the  good  brethren  will  take  my  limple  meui- 
ing  in  good  part  Farewell,  good  brethren :  and  the  good  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  be  prelident  among  yow.  Amen.  From  Saltpreftoun,  the  8th  of

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  ^vin  in  be  the  Laird  of  Wachtoun,  and  Glen- 
na^es,  defyrand  a  command  to  be  givin  to  Mr  William  Murray,  Minif- 
ter  at  Dyfert,  to  fett  in  tak  and  afledatioun  to  them  or  thair  tennents  thair

The  brethren  of  the  Prelbytries  of  Murray,  Aberdeio,  and  Meroes,  with 
the  Tther  brethren  joynit  with  them  in  commillioun  joyotlie,  refpe6tiT^  ap- 
pointit  be  the  laft  Generall  AJTemblie  haldin  at  Perth,  for  tryall  of  the  obe- 
dience of  the  Erles  of  Angus,  Huntlie,  and  Erroll,  to  the  particular  in- 
jund;iouns  fett  downe  be  the  laid  Affemblie,  and  injoinit  to  them  for  de- 
claratioun  of  thdr  repentance,  being  defyrit  be  the  Generall  Affemblie  to 
report  what  refolutioun  they  faod  in  the  faids  Lords,  tuichiog  fick  articles 
and  conditiouns  as  were  fett  downe  in  the  laid  commiOioun,  They  being 
prelent  befor  the  haill  Affemblie  teftified  and  declared,  that  they  fand 
them  obedient  and  willing  to  latiffie  in  all  humble  manner,  and  perfereriog 
and  continuing  in  tbair  earnefi  lute  for  reconciliation  with  the  Kirk  :  And 
aa  concerning  the  faids  articles  and  conditiouns,  qnherrpon  the  laids  Com-

1.  The  firft  is  obeyit :  For  be  having  fufficientlie  cxcufeit  his  abfenee 
fra  die  firft  dyett,  the  3?  of  Marche,  came  to  Aberdein,  the  fyft  of  Aprile, 
quber  the  Commillioners  appointit  bim  to  refort  to  Aberdein,  about  the  SO 
day  of  Apryle,  to  have  conference  with  fuch  of  thtur  number  as  they  ap- 
pointit to  meit  him  ther  \  quhilk  he  did,  comeing  in  the  towne  the  SO  of 
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Apiyle.  and  ther  abode>  reforting  to  publick  do£trine  and  conference  till 
the  Commiflioners  were  fatiffied  with  his  refolutioun ;  and  fo  the  confer- 
ence was  endit. 

8.  The  brethren  appointit  to  deale  with  him,  after  long  reafoniogt

The  quhilk  report  made  be  the  faids  CommilEoners,  in  difcharging  of 
tluiir  fbr&id  oommifliouo,  the  Geaerall  Afletnblie  prefeDtlie  coDTeinit,  ra- 
tifies and  ajlowie^  as  ag^eable  imd  anfuerable  to  the  ordinance  of  the  laft 
Affemblie,  haldia  at  Perth,  in  all  poynts :  and  therfor  ordaines  the  £uds 
Cofomiffiooers  refpe£tir^i  to  proceid  iartber  with  the  faids  Erles  in  the  &id 
matter,  and  to  receive  a  {atif&dioim  <rf  fick  things  as  are  promiled  be  them 
in  the  fajds  conditiouos,  and  to  crave  the  prefentaccomplilhment  therof,  fo 
fure  as  poffiblie  can  be  done.

That,  at  the  time  of  thair  abfolutioun,  they  iatiffie  in  moft  humble  man- 
ner in  the  kirks  of  Aberdein  and  -  for  thair  former  apoftafie,  and 
ther  ratifie  thefe  thair  promifes  in  moft  Iblemne  manner. 

Tliat  the  Erie  of  Huntlie,  befor  his  abfolutioun,  afit  God  mercie  for  the 
Erie  of  Murrays  fiaughter,  and  declare  his  penitence  for  the  fame. 

And  becaufe  thair  Lordlbips  hes  promifed  never  to  quarrell  any  Gentle- 
men of  the  countrey,   that  hes  perfewit  or  rtherwayes  troublet  them,  and 
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tberby  incurrit  thair  wrath  in  his  MajefUes  fervice,  and  at  his  Hienea  com- 
mandement :  Tberfor,  to  tlM  eSeSt  the  fniites  therof  may  more  evidently 
appeir,  that  thair  Lordlhips  faithfullie  promife,  that  lykeaa  thair  fonnes  hes 
already  obtainit,  or  at  Ute  leift  is  to  obtaiae  of  his  MajefUe,  of  frie  grace 
and  meere  donatioun,  the  gift  of  thair  foirfaultries ;  erin  fo  the  gentlemen 
in  the  counto-ey,  that  are  vaflalls  to  them,  and  hes  iaeurrit  the  lyke  [fen- 
tence  of]  f<HHiUtaur,  and  perrillit  thair  tanda,  not  through  thair  swin  erill 
deoteritf  hot  be  reafon  they  were  rafiaDa  to  them,  may  reoeire  and  obt«ne 
of  thair  Lordfhips,  the  lyke  grace  as  is  impairtit  rnto  them  be  thair  Sore- 
ratgne :  and  ae  his  Majeftie  grantit  a  benefite  to  them,  who  had  offendit, 
evin  fo  thair  Lxwdfiiipe  Trails  be  not  trublit  for  any  compofitiomi  of  thair 
landflf  qnbilki  not  be  thair  iauli,  bot  throw  thair  Ixwdfhipa  fubie,  were  in- 
dangerit  and  holdin  in  none  entrie  ;  and  that  thair  Lordihips  renew  the 
promife  of  remitting  all  rancour  and  malice  of  heart  agunft  the  faid 
gentlemen. 

And  as  to  the  provifioun  of  Kirka  quhilk  pertaines  to  [ilk  ane  of]  the 
faid  Erics  refpe^iv6,  that  [they,  at]  the  adryce  of  tbair  beft  affe£i:ionat 
freinds  and  the  bids  CommiQionen^  fett  downs  ane  folid  ordour,  how  the 
Miniflrie  may  be  plantit  and  honeftlie  fuftunit  at  the  fame  ;  quhilk  Uiey 
lall  ratifie  and  approre>  and  put  in  ezecutioun  immediatelie  after  thair  ab< 
foluttotto. 

That,  be  the  adryce  of  the  Commilfioner^  they  make  choife  of  a  Mintf. 
ter,  quho  falbe  Intertainit  in  tbatr  houfe  for  inftru£ttng  of  the  lame. 

That  they  renew  the  confeffioun  of  thair  fins,  acknowledging  that  they 
were  juftlie  ezcommnnicat  for  the  fame. 

And  to  the  tite€t  that  all  flander  may  be  remorit  from  the  Erie  of 
Huntiiei  and  fpeciallie  that  quhilk  did  arife  rpon  the  fisughter  of  Mr 
\im)iain  Mare,  quhilk  waa  committit  during  his  Lordfiripa  remaining  ia 
Aberdein,  that  hie  Lordlhip  proryde  lick  remeid,  that  the  poore  woman, 
mother  to  the  Cud  Mr  William,  may  be  latifBed ;  and  fick  aflythment 
made,  alfweill  for  him  as  her  hulbends  flaughter,  as  the  CommifGonerB  fittl 
think  expedient 

With  power  to  the  laida  Ccnnmiflioners,  afler  the  accompHflmtent  ot  the 
premiffes,  to  abfolre  the  faida  Erles  from  the  fentence  of  excomrnuoicatioun, 
and  receire  them  i^mb  in  the  bofome  of  the  Kirk. 
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Seffio  7-    14  Maij. 

Anent  the  Articles  gjrin  in  be  bis  Majeftie  in  tbe  laft  ASemblie  baldla 
at  Pertb,  the  deciGoua  and  anfuering  quherof  was  referrit  be  the  faid  Al- 
femblie,  to  be  realbnit  and  intreatit  be  certaine  CommiflioDers,  and  ther- 
after  to  be  concludit  in  thia  AfTemblie  ;  and  anent  tbe  declaratioun  of  cer< 
taiae  a6ls  made  in  the  laid  AtTeinblie  haldin  at  Perth,  for  fatiffafbioun  of 
fuch  as  vere  not  prefent  at  that  tyme,  nor  acquaiatit  thervith :  The  faids 
articles  and  queflions  being  reafonit  and  Tottit  in  face  of  tbe  hull  Airem- 
blte,  bis  Majeflie  being  prefent  for  the  tyme,  thefe  declaratiouns  and  con- 
cluiiouna  after  following  were  fett  downe  and  concludit  be  the  laid  Aflem- 
blie,  as  foUowis. 

Notes  in  forme  of  declaratioun  of  certaine  of  tbe  A^ls  made  in  the 
Generall  AlTemblie  haldin  at  Perth  in  Februar  lafi  by  paft,  for  ex- 
plaining of  bis  Majefties  and  the  Aflemblles  meaning,  for  tbe  fatif- 
fa£iioun  of  fuch  as  then  were  not  acquaint  therwith  :  quhilk  are 
ordainit  to  be  regiftrat  in  tbe  A£la  of  this  prefent  Aflemblie. 

Firft,  Anent  the  lawfulnes  of  the  faid  Aflemblie  haldin  at  Perth  :  It  is 
declairit  be  this  prefent  Aflemhlie,  that  one  of  the  reafons  moving  the 
brethren  to  acknowledge  the  lawfulnes  of  the  feid  Affemblie,  was  found  to 
have  bein,  that  tbe  Commiflioners  of  tbe  Kirk  accordit  with  his  Majeftie 
tberanent,  as  is  exprefllie  fett  doune  in  his  Majefties  letter. 

Item,  The  realbn  moring  the  Aifembly  to  grant  the  more  willinglie  to 
tbe  €  Article  concerning  tbe  reproving  of  his  Majefties  laws,  was  this ;  hb 
Majefties  earneft  and  conftant  affe£iioun  to  the  religioun,  and  obedience  to 
the  Word,  was  evidentlie  knawin  to  the  haill  Aftemblie  ;  and  that  it  was 
bis  Majefties  declarit  will  and  intentioun,  alwayes  to  frame  bis  laws  and 
whole  government  according  to  the  fame ;  for  tbe  quhilk  caufes  the  Aflem- 
blie  aggried  to  the  laid  article. 

Anent  the  Article  ordaining  that  no  mans  name  be  espreft  in  pulpitt, 
except  in  notorious  crymes,  8ec.  :  The  point  of  notorietie  is  farder  defyned, 
[If  the  cryme]  be  fo  mauifeft  and  knowin  to  the  world,  ut  nulla  tei^ver- 
latione  celan  pollit. 

Anent  the  Article  ordaining,  that  no  conrentioun  of  Paftours  be  without 
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liiB  Majeflies  knowledge  and  confent:  His  Majeflies  confent  ia  declarit  to 
be  eztendit  to  all  and  quhatfoevir  forme  either  of  Generall  [AQembly,]  or 
fpeciall  Synodall,  permittit  and  authorizit  be  his  Hienes  lavis,  according  as 
tbej  have  warrand  in  the  Word  of  God,  aa  being  the  molt  authentick  forme 
of  confent  that  any  king  can  give. 

Aaent  the  Article  conceming  proviQoun  of  Paftours  to  burrowes :  It 
is  declarit  that  the  reafon  tberof  was  and  is,  that  his  Majeftie  was  content, 
and  promifed,  that  quher  the  Generall  Aflemblie  finds  it  necefiar  to  place 
any  perfon  or  perfons  in  any  of  the  faids  townes,  bis  Majeftie  and  the  flock 
iail  either  gire  thair  confent  tberto ;  or  els  a  fufficieot  reafon  of  the  re- 
fiiifall  to  be  proponit  either  to  the  haill  AJTemblie,  or  to  a  competent 
number  of  the  Commilfioners  tberof,  as  bis  Majeftie  ffdl  think  expedient. 

Anfuers  to  the  reft  of  bis  Majefties  Queftiouna,  according  as  tbej  were 
proponit  be  faia  Hienea  and  bia  Commillioners  in  the  prefent  Af- 
lemblie. 

flrft,  Anent  the  propofitioun  movit  be  his  Majeftie  to  the  Aflemblie, 
craving  that  hefor  the  concluGoun  of  any  wegbtie  matters  concerning  the 
eftate  of  bis  Hienes  or  of  bis  fubiefts,  bis  Majefties  advy ce  and  approbatioun 
be  cravit  therto,  that  the  &me  being  approrit  be  bis  Majeftie,  may  have 
the  better  executioun,  and,  if  neid  beis,  be  authorizit  be  Ids  Hienes  lawis : 
The  Aftemblie  craves  mofi  bumblie,  that  bis  Majeftie,  either  be  bimfelfe  or 
bis  Hienes  Commiflioners,  in  matters  concerning  his  Majefties  eftate,  or 
the  haill  eftate  of  his  fubie€ls,  and  vthers  of  great  wecbt  and  importance, 
that  hes  not  bein  treattit  of  before,  wald  give  bis  advyce  and  approbatioun 
therto,  before  any  finall  conclufioun  of  tbe  lame  :  and,  for  the  better  obe- 
dience to  be  g^ven  to  fuch  lyke  ftatutes  in  all  tyme  comeing,  that  bis  Ma- 
jeftie wald  ratifia  the  fame,  either  be  a&,  of  his  Hienes  Parliament,  or  Se- 
creit  Counfell,  as  falbe  thocht  neidfull :  llie  quhilk  bis  Majeftie  promifed 
to  doe,  according  to  his  Hienes  propofitioun,  quhilk  was  acceptit  and  allowit 
of  the  bail!  Affemblie. 

Tbe  Aflemblie  ordaines,  that  there  he  ane  vniformitie  in  the  ordioatioun 
of  the  Miniftrie  throughout  tbe  baill  countrey,  impofitioun  of  bands  ;  and 
that  they  be  admitttt  to  certaine  flocks,  vpon  tbe  quhilk  tbey  falbe  aftrifled 
to  attend,  according  to  the  A€ts  of  tbe  Afliemblies  made  of  befor ;  and  or- 
daines that  none,  that  are  admittit  to  tbe  Miniftrie,  be  promovit  to  teach 
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in  pabUck  and  great  rowmes,  except  rpoa  rery  n^^ent  nsceOitier  in  defe£b 
of  a£taall  Miniflers,  they  be  ordainit  to  fupply  fick  wants  be  the  F^efbytriea, 
Synodall  or  Generall  Aflemblies,  qubo  1^1  tak  diligent  ordour  that  they 
keip  themfelvee  within  the  bounds  of  thair  gift,  and  fpeciallie  in  appli- 
catioun. 

That  no  PaAour  ezerdfe  any  juiifdi^onn,  either  in  making  of  confiitu- 
tiouDS,  or  leading  of  procefles,  without  the  adTyce  and  concurrence  of 
SeOioun,  Prefbytrie,  ProTinciall  or  Generall  Affemblie. 

That  all  SeOiouoB  be  eleflit  with  confent  of  thair  awia  congregationna. 

That  all  SefilounB,  Prelbytries,  and  Frorincialls.  vie  iick  forme  in  all 
thair  procefles  as  may  be  found  lauluU  and  fbrmall,  and  able  to  abyde 
tryall ;  the  qubilkis  falbe  regiftrat  in  raatters  of  importance :  and,  to  that 
effect:,  ordaines  the  proceidings  of  prirat  Sefliouna  to  be  lightit  at  Prefby- 
triea ;  and  the  proceidings  of  Pre{bytries  at  Provinciall  Aflemblies ;  and 
the  proceidings  of  the  ProTinciall  at  Generall  Allemblies. 

The  Affemblie  ordaines,  that  in  the  ezercifee,  quhen  the  Minifiers  are 
conveinit  at  thair  Pretbytries,  no  applicatioun  be  vfed. 

That  in  the  determinatioun  of  matters  of  importance,  quher  the  rottis 
Talbe  only  different  [rpon]  two  or  tbrie,  that  nothing  be  coneludit  theria 
till  better  refolutioun ;  and  that,  in  fUch  diffierence,  he  that  gives  the  nega- 
tiTe  with  hia  rote,  fall  gire  rationem  negandi. 

The  AiTemblie  ordtunes  the  Prelbytries  to  meddle  with  nothii^  in  thair 
judicatour,  quhilk  fall  not  be  found,  but  contraTerfi^  proper  to  the  Eecle- 
liaftick  judgement ;  and  that  heirin  ane  vniformitie  be  keipit  titroughout 
the  haill  countrey. 

That  all  procefiEes  and  a^  be  extract  to  parUea  hairing  intwefs,  quher 
is  ane  wrytin  pr oceffe. 

The  Affemblie  fuperfeids  to  anfuer  the  article  tuiching  fummar  excom- 
municatioun  quhill  the  nixt  Generall  Affemblie ;  and  in  the  means  tyme 
fufpends  all  fummar  excommunlcatioun :  alwayes,  in  great  crymes,  the 
Aflemblie  ordaines  a  publid  intimatioun  tberof  to  be  madc^  and  the  com- 
mitter therof  to  be  fufpendit  a  facris,  and  prohibited  a  privato  coariftu. 

If  any  Prefby trie  ialbe  defyrit  be  his  Majefliea  miffire  to  fiay  the  proceid- 
ii^  of  any  thing  prejudiciall  to  the  civill  jorifHi^knin  or  prirat  mens  rights 
It  is  ordainit,  that  the  faid  Prefbytrie  &il  ddift  in  the  fiud  maittsr,  vntill 
they  fend  to  hia  MajefUe  for  iatii&flioun  tfaeranent.

Becaufe  fundrie  flanden  rifes,  tbroi^h  the  diSbrdour  of  reideara,  be  bap- 
tJaeing  of  bairnes  gottin  io  adulterie  aad  fomicatioun,  befor  &tif&£tioun 
made  by  tbe  offenders ;  and  celebrating  of  ralawfull  marriages :  The 
AffiMabUe  flatutes  and  ordainee,  that  no  Reidar  minifter  the  &crament  of 
baptiime  in  any  vay,  in  all  tymes  coming ;  and  that  they  prefume  not  to 
edabrate  the  bands  of  marrii^  without  fpeciall  command  of  the  Minifier  of 
the  Kirk ;  and  in  cace  ther  be  no  Minifler  therat.  of  the  Frefbytrie,  had  to 
that  efied :  and  ordaines  every  Frelbytrie  to  caule  thia  a&i  to  be  intimat  at 
every  parocfa  kirk,  that  none  pretend  ignorance  heirof  in  any  tyme  coming.

The  quhilk  day,  in  prefence  of  the  haill  Affemblie,  the  Kings  Majellie 
being  perfonally  prefent,  declarit,  that  [feeing,]  through  the  Ihortnee  of 
tyme,  ther  were  fundrie  matters  of  v^ht  and  importance,  not  only  con- 
cemtog  particular  flocks,  bot  quhilk  did  in  fpeciall  tuitch  the  haill  eftate  and

moft  wyfe  and  difcreit  of  the  brethren,  to  conreine  with  his  Majeftie  for 
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effectuating  of  the  premiflea  :  The  quhilk  his  Majefties  advyce  the  AiTem- 
blie  tbioks  very  neceffar  and  expedient ;  and  therefor  hes  given  and  grantit, 
lykeas,  be  the  tenoiir  heirof,  the)''  give  thair  full  power  and  commilEoun  to 
the  brethren  vnderwrytin,  viz.  Mrs  Alexander  Dowglas,  James  Nicolfone» 
George  Glaidftunes,  Thomas  Bucbannan,  Robert  RoIIock,  Robert  Ponl^- 
David  Lindfay,  Patrick  Galloway,  Johne  Duncanfone,  Patrick  Sharp, 
Jobne  Porterfeild,  James  Melvill.  William  Couper,  and  Johne  Clapper- 
toun,  or  any  fevin  of  tbem,  to  convene  with  hta  Majeftie*  betuizt  the  day 
of  thir  prefents  and  the  laft  of  May  inftant,  [with  power  to  them]  to  take 
folid  ordour  anent  the  provihoun  of  Minifiers  to  the  townee  of  Edenburgb, 
Dundie  and  SanCt  Androee,  his  Majefties  and  the  Princes  houfes ;  to  give 
thair  advyce  and  opinioun  to  his  Majeftie,  anent  the  planting  of  every  par- 
ticular kirk  within  this  realme;  to  make  fuch  overture  as  they  can  beft 
devyfe  twiching  the  conflant  platt ;  and  generally  to  give  thair  advyce  to 
his  Majeftie  in  all  affaires  concerning  the  Weill  of  the  Kirk,  and  intertain- 
ment  of  peace  and  obedience  to  his  Majeftie  within  this  realme :  with  ex- 
preffe  power  and  command  to  the  faids  Commitlioners  to  propone  to  bis 
Majeftie  the  petitiouns  and  greives,  afweill  of  the  Kirk  in  generally  as  of 
every  member  iherof  in  particular,  promitten  de  rato.

produceit  before  the  faid  Affemblie,  to  the  effefl  the  fame  might  be  tryit, 
and  the  proceidings  thereof  examinit  be  them,  the  quhilk  was  referrit  be 
them  at  that  tyme  to  this  prefent  AJTemblie,  ordaining  the  faid  Prelbytrie 
of  Sand:  Androes  to  produce  the  faid  procee  befor  this  prefent  Affemblie, 
and  to  anfwer  to  the  complaint  givin  in  be  the  faid  complainer,  defyrand 
therefor  the  brethren  of  the  Prelbytrie  of  Sandt  Androea  to  be  calUt  for 
produCtioun  of  the  faid  proces,  to  the  effe£t  the  famein  might  be  fein  and 
confldderit  be  this  prefent  Affemblie,  according  to  the  ordinance  made  at 
Perth,  as  faid  ia  :  The  Generall  Affemblie,  in  relpeCt  of  fhortnefs  of  tyme, 
remitts  the  faid  complainer  and  bis  fupplicatioun  to  the  CommiQIoners  ap- 
pointed to  conveine  with  bis  Majeftie  at  Edinburgh,  and  ordaines  the  Fref- 
bytrie  of  San€t  Androea  to  produce  the  faid  proceffe  befor  the  faida  Com- 
miflioners,  and  the  anfuer  to  the  faid  complainers  fupplicatioun  in  all 
points ;  with  power  to  the  faids  Commiflloncrs,  or  any  fevin  of  them,  to 
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take  full  tiyall,  cognitioun,  aad  finallie  to  coDcIude  id  the  faid  matter, 
promitten  de  rato.

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givia  ia  be  James  Wood,  appeirand  of  Bony- 
touD*  makand  mentioun,  that,  according  to  the  dire£lioua  of  the  taft  Af- 
femblie  haldin  at  Perth,  he  had  atteadit  rpon  the  CommiUionera  appointU 
be  the  laid  AQemblie,  and  had  a^^ied,  be  thair  conference,  in  many  heide 
of  religioun  with  them  ;  defyreand  tberfor,  as  he  is  willtng  to  perfevere  in 
conference  with  the  faids  CommifTioDers  to  his  finall  refolutioun,  that  a 
commifiioun  may  be  grantit  to  the  brethren  appointit  for  dealing  with  the 
Eries  of  Huntlie  and  Errol,  to  continue  in  conference  with  the  faid  corn- 
plainer;  and  in  cace  they  find  him  relblvit,  to  abfolve  bim  from  the  fen- 
tence  of  excommunicatioun,  and  receive  him  again  in  the  bofome  of  the

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  given  in  be  Mr  William  Murray,  Miniller  at 
Dylart,  making  mentioun,  that  quher  be  hes  Hvit  vpon  the  duetie  of  the 
tak  of  the  Perfonage  thir  diverfe  geira  bygane,  being  only  thrie  bundreth 
merks,  and  fuftaineth  great  charges  thervpon ;  and  now  feing  the  faids 
taks  are  outrunne,  and  he  is  informit  that  diverfe  fupplicatiouna  are  givin 
6b 
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in  be  the  gentlemen  of  tlie  faid  parochin,  craveand  the  laid  complalner 
[to  be  allrifted]  to  (ett  them  taks  of  thair  awiii  teinda  refpe^iv^ ;  defyre- 
and  therfor  not  to  allri6t  the  laid  complainer  to  any  particular  perfons,  bot 
to  give  him  power  to  fett  taks  to  lick  as  fall  doe  molt  commodiouilie  for 
the  Weill  of  the  Kirk  :  The  AlFemblie  gives  power  to  the  faid  complainer 
to  lett  in  tak  the  teinds  of  the  Pertbnage  of  Dyfart,  except  of  the  lands 
pertaining  to  the  Lairds  of  Glennagies  and  Wachtoun,  refervit  lie  ane  vther 
&&:  of  this  Affemblie,  with  advjce  and  confent  of  the  Pre&ytrie  of  Kirk- 
caldte,  and  of  the  brethren  after  following,  viz.  Mrs  Thomas  Buchanoan, 
William  Cranftoun,  James  Melvill,  Robert  Wilhie,  David  Fergufone,  and 
Johne  Fairfull ;  vnto  the  quhilks  the  Affemblie  remits  the  fupplicatioun  of 
fuch  as  craves  tackis  of  the  teinds  of  the  faid  Perfonage. 

Anent  the  Erie  of  Craufurds  requefl,  defyreand  licence  to  a  perfon  of 
Inneraritie  to  fett  a  tack  of  the  teinda  therof,  in  cace  it  be  found  be  the 
civill  Judge  that  he  hes  beft  right  therto  :  The  Generall  Affemblie  gives 
power  to  the  Commifiioners  appointit  to  conveine  in  Edenburgh  with  hie 
MajelHe,  to  give  power  to  the  perfon  that  lalbe  prefentit,  to  fett  taks  of 
the  teinds  controvertit  to  either  mj  Lord  Craufurd,  or  the  Laird  Purie 
Fothringhame,  that  falbe  found  be  civill  magiflrate  to  hare  bell  right  to 
the  fame.

Here  followeth  the  tenour  of  a  Miflive  fent  by  the  Commiflioners  of 
the  General  Affembly  to  the  Frelbyteries. 

[Grace  and  peace  from  God  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift. 
Beloved  brethren,  as  we  have  found  continuance  of  mercy  in  flaying  the 
defolation,  which  was  already  begun,  according  to  many  threatenings 
againfl  the  contempt  of  this  land ;  fo  wee  fee,  through  the  lack  of  due 
confideration  and  forefight  in  fuch  as  principaly  fliould  have  the  moll  tender 
care  of  this  work,  and  partly  through  the  fubtile  wayes  of  dilfembling 
friends,  good  occalions  are  likely  to  be  turned  to  our  hurt,  unlels  remeed 
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be  wirely  provided  in  tyoie :  For  tbis  caufe  wee  hare  thought  it  needfull, 
and  be  confent  of  bis  Majeftie  concluded,  that  the  General  AfTetobly,  which 
was  ordained  to  be  in  May,  Ihould  bold  the  firll  Tuefday  of  March  next  at 
Dundie,  for  preventing  of  inconveniencee,  that  delay  of  tynie  might  draw 
to  further  evil,  and  for  taking  of  folid  refolution  in  fucb  things  as  are  ne- 
ceflary  to  be  deliberat  upon,  concerning  the  Kirhs  vote  in  Parliament,  and 
fome  other  neceflary  points  ;  whereanent,  for  your  better  information,  wee 
hare  thought  expedient  to  acquaint  you  with  the  eSe&,  of  our  trarells  here 
at  this  tyme. 

According  as  it  has  been  the  continual  cuftome  of  the  Kirk  at  Parlia- 
ments to  crave  fuch  things  as  were  found  neceffary  to  pafs  in  lawes  for 
their  well  and  priviledges;  fo  with  advice  of  diverfe  CommiOioners  of 
Prefbyteries,  wee  found  it  requifite  to  inlifl  in  fuch  articles  as  have  been 
craved  he  the  Kirk  at  Parliaments  in  tymes  bypaft  ;  and  namely  wee  urged 
the  article  anent  the  Kirks  vote  in  Parliament,  and  the  article  anent  the 
univerfal  proviGon  of  the  whole  Kirk  with  flipends.  In  both  wee  found 
great  oppofition  be  the  far  greatell  part  of  the  Lords :  but  the  Kings  Ma- 
jeflie  conveyed  our  fuits  with  fuch  wifdom  and  dexterity  in  our  favours, 
that  in  end,  after  many  hard  anfwers,  his  Majellie  procured,  that  he  might 
difpone  the  whole  great  benefices  to  Minifters ;  and  that  fuch  Miniflers  as 
fiiould  be  admitted  thereto,  fhould  have  vote,  but  prejudice  alwayes  to  the 
prefent  difcipllne  and  jurifdidtion  of  the  Kirk  in  any  point  j  as  ye  will  un> 
derftand  he  the  st,&.  itfelf,  whereof  we  have  fent  you  here  a  copy,  which 
bis  Majeftie  thinks  Ihall  be  a  mean,  in  fliort  tyme,  to  vindicate  the  Minif- 
try  from  their  prefent  contempt  and  poverty  ;  and  this  is  already  perceived 
be  many  to  their  grief,  who  fear  their  hurt  in  our  credit.  For  this  caufc 
we  have  been  earneftly  requelled  by  fundry  of  the  wifeft  of  alt  Eflatee,  who 
moll  favour  the  good  caufe,  Uiat  without  fcruple  we  fliould  accept  this 
good  occafion.  The  wbicb  point  of  prefent  acceptation  was  urged  be  the 
Lords  fo  Araitly,  that  unlefe  we  wold  give  our  confent  thereto  prefently, 
in  name  of  the  Kirk,  they  wold  not  fuffer  the  forefaid  &&.  to  pals  in  our 
&vours  ;  yet  bis  Majeftie  was  fo  favourable  towards  us,  and  fo  carefull  to 
fave  our  credit,  and  efcbew  oftence,  that,  be  his  moyen,  alt  is  referved  free 
to  this  Affembly  for  our  part :  Therefore  we  hefeek  you,  firetbren,  to 
bare  a  regard  hereof  with  fuch  wifdom  and  care  as  is  necelTary  in  a  matter 
of  fo  great  importance,  and  fend  in  commiflion  to  the  faid  Aflembly,  the 
moft  wife,  grave,  and  of  beft  credit  and  experience  among  yoti,  fo  fur  as 
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iafirmity  and  age  may  fuffer ;  that  good  occaGon  may  be  ufed  at  this  ty me, 
as  that  the  g^ood  may  be  taken  without  any  hurt,  fo  far  as  ia  poflible. 

Anent  the  Piatt  and  prorifioD  of  (lipends  at  every  Kirk,  commiOion  is 
given  to  a  number  of  Lords  and  Minifters,  who  are  to  eflay  that  work  with 
all  diligence,  and  to  crave  your  farther  help  in  the  information  anent  the 
ellate  of  the  kirks  :  which  therefore  ye  fhall  take  paines  to  have  in  readi- 
nels,  as  ye  fliall  be  required  upon  the  next  advertifement. 

The  Lord  dire^  you  in  all  iincerity  and  wifdom,  that  ye  may  find  a 
blelfing  upon  your  labours  alwayes.

Our  Soverain  Lord,  and  his  Hieoefle  Eftaites  in  Parliament,  harand 
fpeciall  confideration  and  regairde  of  the  great  priviledgee  and  immunities 
granted  bee  his  Hienefle  predeceflbures  of  maift  worthie  memorie  to  the 
halie  Kirk  within  this  realme ;  and  to  the  fpeciall  perfones  ezercing  the 
offices,  titles,  and  dignities  of  Prelacies  within  the  famin  :  qubilkia  perfones 
hes  ever  reprefented  ane  of  the  Eftaitea  of  this  realme,  in  all  Conventiones 
of  the  faidis  Eflaites ;  and  that  the  faidls  priviledges  and  freedomes  hes 
bene  from  time  to  time  renewed  and  conferved  in  the  fame  integritie  and 
condition,  quhairin  they  were  at  ony  time  of  before  ;  fwa  that  his  Majeflie 
acknowledging  the  famin  now  to  be  fallen,  and  becummin  voder  his  Ma- 
jefties  maift  favourable  protedlion  :  Therefore  his  Majeftie,  of  his  greate 
geale,  and  fingular  affection,  quhilk  bee  alwaies  hes  to  the  advancement 
of  the  trew  religion  prefentlie  profeffed  within  this  realme,  with  advife  and 
conlent  of  his  Hienefle  Eftaites,  Aatutis,  decemis,  and  declaris,  that  the 
Kirk  within  this  realme,  qubairin  the  famin  religion  is  profeffed,  is  the  trew 
and  halie  Kirk  ;  and  that  fick  Pafioures  and  Minillers  within  the  famin,  as 
at  ony  time  his  .Majeftie  lall  pleafe  to  provide  to  the  office,  place,  title,  and 
dignitie  of  ane  Bifhop,  Abbot,  or  vther  Prelate,  fall  at  all  time  hereafter 
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haue  Tote  in  Parliament,  Gklike  and  als  freelie  as  ony  yther  Eccleliafticatl 
Prelate  had  at  007  time  hjgajie  :  And  ala  declaris,  that  all  and  quhatfutn- 
ever  Biihopprickes  prefentlie  Taikand  in  hia  HienelTe  handea,  qubilkis  aa 
jit  ar  vndifponed  to  ony  perfon,  or  qubilkis  fall  happen  at  ony  time  here- 
after to  raik,  falbe  onelie  difponed  be  his  Majeftie  to  a£lual  Preachers  and 
Minifters  in  the  Kirk ;  or  to  fik  rthers  perfones  as  fatbe  foundin  apt  and 
qualified  to  vfe  and  exerufe  the  office  and  fun£iion  of  ane  Minifter  and 
Preacher ;  andquha  in  their  proviiiones  to  the  laid  BilhopprickeB,  fal  accept 
in  and  vpon  them  to  be  a^ual  Faftoures  and  Miniflera ;  and  according 
therto  lall  pradlize  and  exerce  the  famia  thereafter. 

Item,  As  concerning  the  office  of  the  liudis  perfones  to  be  provided  to 
the  laidia  Bilhoppricka  in  their  ipirituall  policie  and  goTemement  in  the 
Kirk,  the  Eftaitea  of  Parliament  hes  remitted,  and  remittis  the  famin  to  the 
Kingia  Majeftie,  to  be  advifed,  confulted,  and  agreed  vpon  be  his  HieneQe 
with  the  General  Affemblle  of  the  Minifters,  at  fik  times  aa  hia  Majeftie 
fall  thinke  expedient  to  treat  with  them  thereupon ;  but  prejudice  alwues 
in  the  meane  time  of  the  jurirdi£iion  and  difcipHne  of  tbe  Kirk  eftablilhed 
be  a£tes  of  ^rliament,  mud  in  onie  time  preceeding,  and  permitted  be  the 
faidis  a^  to  all  Generall  and  Provincial  Affemblies,  and  vthera  quhatfum- 
«Ter  Preibfteries  and  SeOionea  of  the  Kirk.

Becaufe  tbere  is  no  accompt  tane  of  the  a&s  of  every  Provincial!  Affem- 
blie ;  therefore  it  is  ftatute  and  ordainiti  that,  in  all  tymes  coming,  every 
Provinciall  Aflemhly  within  this  realme  fend  the  afts  of  thair  Synod  made 
fen  the  Generall  AfTeinblie  immediatlie  preceidtng,  with  thair  Commiffion- 
ers  dire£l  be  them  to  the  next  Generall  AlTemblie,  to  the  effe^  the  brethren 
of  the  Generall  Aflemblie  may  take  tryall  and  cognitiouo,  that  the  pro- 
ceidings  of  every  Synod  be  done  decenter  et  ordine,  and  fo  allow  or  diflallow 
of  them  as  they  [tail]  think  meitt ;  and  this  ordour  to  begia  at  the  nixt 
Generall  Affemblie. 

Item,  Becaufe  it  was  meinit  be  fome  of  the  brethren,  and  found  fault 
with,  that  fuch  as  vfes  to  be  appointit  Commiflioners  from  the  Synodalls 
to  the  General  Affemblie,  but  any  reafonable  caufe,  refufe  to  obey  and 
accept  thair  commiffioun,  quherthrow  it  falls  out  oftentymes,  that  at  the 
Generall  AiTemblie  ther  inlakes  Commiflioners  from  fome  Synods :  Heirfor 
it  is  fiatute  and  ordainit,  that  every  Synod  latl  choole  out  them  that  falbe 
thogfat  moft  meit  to  come  as  Commiflioners  to  the  Generall  Aflemblie, 
who  fall  remaine  to  the  lall  day  of  the  Airemhlie  incluGv^ :  and  to  the 
eSe&i  they  may  pretend  no  reafonable  caufe  in  the  contrair,  and  fpeciallie  of 
povertie,  therefor  it  is  flatute  and  ordainit,  that  in  cace  the  Commiflioners 
that  are  chofen  may  not  commodiouflie  awaite  vpon  the  Aflemblie  vpon 
thair  awin  expenflis,  then  and  in  that  cace,  the  reft  of  the  quhilk  number

Firft,  To  crave  of  his  Majeftie  ane  releife  of  this  prefeat  taxatioun  to  fick 
of  the  Miniftrie  as  polTefles  fmall  benefices  within  iij'  marks,  (eing  tbej  are 
not  able  to  be  fullainit  vpon  the  fame. 

3.  To  crave  in  g-enerall  for  the  haill  miniftrie,  that  thej  be  not  trouhlit 
with  the  taxatioun  in  notyme  coming  ;  bot  that  the  officiars  that  ingathers 
the  (ame,  cbarge  the  takfmen  immedlatlie  qufao  are  bund  to  releirethe  Mi- 
niftrie of  their  taxatioun  ;  becaufe  fo  long-  aa  the  Mioifters  charges  thair 
takfmen,  not  only  it  averts  them  from  thair  calling,  but  alfo  breids  a  grudge 
betuixt  them  and  thair  parochiners. 

3.  To  crave  a  redrefle  of  the  abufe  of  the  buriall,  that  ane  a^  of  Parlia- 
ment may  be  made,  difcharging  burialls  in  kirks. 

it.  To  crave  ane  redreffe  anent  adulterous  marriages,  quher  two  perfons, 
both  divorcit  for  adulterie  committit  either  with  vther,  craves  the  benefite 
of  the  Kirk  to  be  joynit  in  marriage. 

5.  To  crave  his  Majeftie,  qufaat  ordour  falbe  tane  anent  the  relaxatioun 
of  fuch  murtfaerers  from  excommunicatioun  as  are  alreadie  relaxit  from 
the  home,  and  get  hes  not  fatiffied  the  partie,  quhilk  is  a  tukin  of  no 
penitencie. 

6.  To  advyce  with  his  Majeftie,  if  the  carieing  of  profeft  witches  from 
towne  to  towne,  to  try  witchcraft  in  vthers,  be  laufuU  ordinar  tryall  of 
witchcraft)  or  nocht. 

7.  Anent  the  laik  patronages  :  To  lament  unto  his  Majeftie  the  great 
abufe  quhilk  the  late  a£t  of  Parliament  hes  brocht  in  giving  licence  to  the 
patrone  to  poffefle  the  fruits  of  the  benefice,  in  cace  he  prefent  a  qualified 
man,  and  the  fame  be  not  admitted  be  the  Kirk  -,  vnder  colour  quherof 
tliey  vfe  to  prefent  ane  qualified  man  to  the  Prelbytrie,  and  hes  him  fworne 
to  fett  back  a  tack  of  the  fruites  of  the  benefice  to  the  patrone  :  quhervpon, 
albeit  the  perfon  prefentit  be  qualified,  get  the  Kirk  cannot  admitt  faim, 
in  refpeSt  of  the  impediment  forlaid,  quherthrow  both  the  patrone  vplifts 
[the  fruifls  of]  the  benefice,  and  the  Kirk  lyee  deflitute ;  tberfor  to  crave 
redreffe  of  the  fkme.

Aneot  the  greires  ^vin  in  to  his  Majeflie  befor  noone,  bis  Majeftie  being* 
prefent  gave  bis  anfueris  as  followes : 

To  the  firft  and  fecond  :  His  Majeftie  defyrit  the  Commiflioners  to  be 
deput  from  tbis  Affemblie,  to  give  in  ane  fbpplicatioun  to  tbe  Counfell, 
anent  tbe  fame,  quhervnto  bis  Majeftie  fould  hold  hand  ;  and  in  tbe  mean 
tyrae  promifed  to  caufe  ftay  all  farther  ezecutioun  againft  fick  of  the  Min- 
iftrie  as  ivere  at  tbe  Allemblie  prelentlie,  quhill  tbe  15  of  Apryle  nixt  to 
come.

Anent  adulterous  marriages :  His  Majeflie  tbocbt  good  that  ane  fup- 
plicatioun Ibuld  be  givin  in  to  the  nixt  Parliament,  craveand  fuch  mar- 
riages to  be  dectairit  null  in  all  tyme  comeing,  and  the  baimes  gotttn  tberin 
to  he  baflards. 

Anent  murtberers  :  His  Majeflie  declared,  quhen  any  murtberer  is  re- 
laxit  from  tbe  home,  upon  cautioun  to  vnderly  tbe  law,  that  be  is  not, 
tberfor,  limpliciter  relaxit,  bot  to  ane  day  to  abyde  tryall  of  bis  fault ;  and 
therfor  thinks  that  tbe  Kirk  may  continue  in  thair  cenfures  aganis  lucb  a 
perfon,  and  deny  him  any  benefite  of  tbe  Kirk,  vntill  they  fie  evident 
tokins  of  repentance  in  him,  the  partie  be  fatiffied,  and  thervpon  ane  full 
remiOioun  ohtainit. 

Anent  tryall  of  witchcraft  :  His  Majeflie  declared,  that,  be  ane  a£l  of 
the  lad  Parliament,  it  is  remittit  to  certaine  of  bis  Hienes  Counfell,  certaine 
Miniflers  and  Advocates,  to  conclude  vpon  [a  folid  order]  anent  tryall  of 
witches,  and  to  advyce  whitber  the  forfaid  carieing  of  witches  is  permiflive, 
[or  not.] 

Tuicbing  the  quhilk,  the  Aflemhlie  ordainit  Mr  Patrick  Galloway  and 
Johne  Duncanfone  to  bald  his  Majeftie  in  remembrance. 

Anent  tbe  abufe  of  laik  patronages  :  His  Majeflie  tbocbt  good  lykewayes, 
that  ane  fupplicatioun  fould  be  givin  in  to  tbe  nixt  Parliament  for  redrelT- 
ing  of  tbe  lame. 

Secaufe  it  was  reportit  in  tbe  Aflemblie,  that  albeit  fundrie  perfons  were 
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convict  of  witchcraft,  neverttelea,  the  civill  Magiftrat  not  only  refufit  to 
punifh  them,  conforme  to  the  lawes  of  the  countrey,  hot  alfo,  in  contempt 
of  the  famein,  fetts  the  perfons  at  libertie.  quhilk  were  convi£t  of  witchcraft : 
Therfor  the  AffemMie  ordaines  that,  in  all  tyme  coming,  the  Prefbytrie 
proceid  in  all  feveritte  with  thair  cenfures  agv>ia  [all]  fuch  Magiftrats  as 
fall  let  at  libertie  any  perfon  conri^  of  witchcraft  heirafter. 

Item,  Becaufe  diveife  perfons,  with  ane  prepofterous  bade,  bes  proceidit 
to  the  band  of  Matrimonie,  without  any  laufuU  proclamatioun  of  thair 
bands,  quherthrow  the  ordinances  of  the  Kirk  are  hielie  contemnit :  Ther- 
for it  is  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  no  perfons  be  couplit  together  in  marriage, 
without  they  he  thryfe  hiufullie  proclumit  at  thair  awin  paroch  kirk,  ac- 
cording to  the  confuetude  obfervit  within  this  realme :  and  in  cace  of 
contraveining  of  the  fame,  that  the  Minifter  be  depryvit  of  his  office  ;  and 
the  parties  ordainit  to  fatiffie  the  Kirk  be  public  repentance. 

Anent  burialls  :  It  is  ordainit,  that  no  pictures  or  images  be  caried  about 
in  burialK  vnder  the  paine  of  the  cenfures  of  tbe  Kirk. 

Item,  Becaufe  it  was  regratit,  that  becaufe  certaine  of  the  Minillrie  being 
beneBcit  perfons,  bes  fett  taks  and  aiTedatiouns  of  the  fruits  of  thair  benefice, 
and  therafter  bes  obtainit  licence  of  tranfportatioun  from  thair  kirk,  fo  that 
tbe  fame,  be  reafone  of  the  taks  fet  be  them,  remains  conlinuallie  vnplantit 
for  lake  of  provilioun :  Therfor  it  is  llatute  and  ordainit,  that,  in  tyme 
comeing,  no  Minifter  get  licence  of  tranfportatioun  from  his  Kirk,  befor  it 
be  tryed,  tbat  he  bes  not  hurt  the  benefice,  from  quhilk  he  watd  be  tran- 
fportit,  be  fetttng  tacks  of  the  fruits  of  the  fame  ;  and  if  the  tacks,  that  were 
fett  befor  his  entrie  to  the  faid  benefice,  ezpyrit  in  his  tyme,  that  he  bes  re- 
newit  no  auld  tack,  but  confent  of  tbe  Generall  Aflemblle,  and  meltora. 
tioun  of  his  benefice. 

Item,  Becaufe  for  lake  of  moyen,  fundria  of  the  MiniAers  bes  not  as  git 
obteinit  the  delignatioun  of  their  manfes  and  gleibes,  Therfor  it  is  ordainit, 
that  everie  Minilter,  tbat  is  not  git  poffefi  with  his  manfe  and  gleib,  obtaine 
pofleilioun  of  tbe  fame,  betuixt  and  the  nixt  Aflerablia  :  And  in  cace  tbe 
perfon,  in  whofe  favours  the  detignatioun  is  grantit,  be  not  able,  throw  po- 
▼ertie,  to  awaite  vpon  the  law  for  [obtaining]  poflefCoun  of  the  fame,  tbat 
the  reft  of  the  brethren  of  his  Prefbytrie  concurre  and  help  him  with  ex- 
penfles  for  obtiuning  of  the  fame.

Aaent  the  proceidings  of  the  CommifTioners  appoiotit  in  the  laft  Gene- 
rall  AfTemblie,  <]uhilk  they  did  anent  the  planting  of  the  Minillrie  of  $an£i 
Androe6,  and  anent  the  examinatioun  of  the  depoficioun  of  Mr  Johne 
Rutherfuird  :  The  AfTemblie  ratifies,  allowis,  and  approves  thair  proceid- 
ings therin. 

And  farther  ordaines,  for  reafonab]e  caufes  moving  [them,]  Mr  Robert 
Wallace  to  be  relaxit  from  the  fentence  of  fufpenlioun  from  his  Miniflrie, 
pronuncit  in  thair  decreit  againft  him,  he  fatiffieand  my  Lord  of  Menmure, 
be  the  advyce  of  Mrs  David  Lindfay,  Robert  Bruce,  and  Robert  Rollock, 
to  the  effeft  be  may  be  placit  to  ferve  in  Tick  parte,  quher  the  Kirk  fall 
think  his  travella  to  be  heft  imployit, 

Ab  concerning  Mr  Jobne  Rutberfuirds  procefa,  and  the  retl  of  the  things 
done  in  Sanft  Androes  be  the  faids  CommilGoners  :  Mrs  David  filack, , 
Johne  Carmicbaell,  Robert  Durie,  Alexander  Forfythe,  and  the  reft  of  the 
brethren  of  the  Preft>ytrie  of  San6b  Androes  that  were  ther  prefent,  after 
reafoning  of  fuch  things  quberof  they  had  not  bein  of  before  refolved,  de- 
clared themfelvea  fatiffied  therin. 

Becaufe  it  was  reportit  be  the  Commiftioners  of  the  Generall  Aifemblie, 
that  the  cooflaQt  Flatt  for  planting  of  every  particular  kirk,  was  bindred 
be  the  takfmen  who  hes  the  faaill  teinds  in  thair  hands,  and  reful'eth  to  con- 
dilcend  to  any  fubftantiall  ordour  anent  the  planting  of  the  Miniftrie,  with- 
out fome  fecuritie  were  made  vnto  them  anent  the  reft  of  thair  teinds : 
Tberfor  the  Aflemblie  thocbt  good  to  conlidderquhatbe  the  conditions  cravit 
be  tbair  takfmen,  in  cace  of  augmentalioun  of  the  dnetie  of  thair  tackia  for 
fuflentatioun  of  the  Miniflrie  :  To  the  quhilk  it  waa  anfuerit  be  the  vifi- 
tours  of  Murray  and  Aberdeine,  that  the  taxmen  defyrit  aDe  perpetuitie  of 
thair  tacks,  be  renewing  therof  at  thair  outruning.  without  greiilbtn  : 
[Mernea  offered  prefently  to  augment  in  vi6lual,  upon  condition  that  the 
tacka  be  renewed  at  the  outrunning  therof,  for  a  liquidat  fumme,  in  name 
of  greflbm  :]  The  lyke  offerit  Angus:  CUdfdaill,  Galloway,  Lauthian, 
and  Fyfe,  wald  make  no  offer. 

Upon  conGderation  quherof,  the  brethren  defyrit  hia  Majeliie  that  ane 
law  might  be  made  anent  the  augmentatioun  of  the  duetie  of  the  tackis  for 
fuftentatioun  of  the  Mimflrie  :  To  the  quhilk  hia  Majeflie  offerit  willingly 
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to  deale  with  the  takfmen  in  fuch  fort,  that  they  fould  be  forcit  to  augment 
the  duetie  of  tbair  tackis  to  a  realbnable  and  competeot  living'  for  ane 
Miaifter  at  every  kirk,  vpon  conditiouo  tbey  bad  fome  realbnable  eafe  of 
tbair  telnds.  And  for  effe6luating  tberof,  the  ASemblie  ordaines  every 
Miaifter  to  give  in  a  particular  overture  in  wryte  to  the  CommiffioDers 
qubilk  falbe  appointit  be  the  Generall  Aflemblie,  [and  information,] 
quhat  is  the  juA  valour  of  the  teinds  of  his  parocb  ;  to  quhom  tbey  are 
lett ;  for  quhat  duetie  ;  to  quhom  the  duetie  is  payit  ;  and  quhat  better 
every  ane  can  give  for  planting  bis  awin  kirk  ;  to  the  effect  bis  Majeftie, 
with  advyce  of  the  faid  CommiGUoners,  may  take  ane  folid  ordour  anent 
the  fufficient  planting  of  every  particular  kirk  betuixt  and  the  nixt  Gene- 
rait  Affemblte.

The  brethren  appointit  to  try  the  proceidings  of  the  Commillioners  of 
the  lail  AjGTemblie,  and  the  greives  givin  in  againfl  the  £inie,  with  the  Com- 
njilfioners  anfuers  therto,  declairit,  that  they  had  confidderit  the  haill  grieves 
givin  in  be  the  Synodall  of  Lauthiane,  and  the  Commillioners  aniiiers 
made  to  the  fame  ;  and  that  they  thocht  it  expedient,  fo  that  it  were  the 
will  of  the  Aflemblle,  that  the  I'aida  greives  and  anfuers  luuld  be  buried  :

farther  executioiin,  and  place  the  Minifiers  of  Edinburgh  at  thair  particu- 
lar flocks;  ordaining  lykewayes  the  Minifters  of  Edenbui^b  to  obey  the 
faid  decreit  be  accepting  every  one  of  them  thair  particular  flocks,  vnder 
the  paine  of  deprivatioun  from  thair  Miniftrie  ;  and  in  cace  of  diflbbedlence 
on  thair  parte,  and  none  acceptatioun  of  thair  particular  flockis,  as  laid  is, 
that  the  (aids  CommiHionerB  depryre  them  from  thair  function  [of  the 
Miniftrie:]  And  tberafler  ordaines  the  faids  Conimiflioners  to  plant  the

Becaufe  fundrie  of  the  brethren  defyrit  to  be  fatifBed  of  bia  Majeflies 
mynd  be  his  awin  mouth  toward  certaine  of  the  Miniftrie,  and  in  fpeciall 
toward  the  Miniftrie  of  Edinburgh,  anent  qubatfoevir  thrawarts  or  accidents 
that  hes  fallen  out  thir  two  ^eirs  bygane;  his  Majeftie,  for  making  his 
mynd  more  cleirlie  to  be  vnderftood  be  the  haill  brethren,  declarit  himfelfe 
to  be  content  and  fatiffled  with  the  Miniftrie  of  Edinburgh  ;  and  that  bis 
Hienes  did  beare  no  grudge  nor  evill  will  to  any  of  them  for  any  accidents 
quhilk  hes  fallin  out  in  any  tyme  bygane,  and  that  the  fame  fould  never  be 
remembrit  he  his  Majeftie  in  any  tyme  comeing  ;  bot  that  bis  Hienes  and 
they,  (to  the  qubilk  the  Miniftrie  of  Edinburgh  willinglie  aggteit,^  fould 
never  call  any  of  tbefe  accidents  fallin  out  in  any  tyme  bygane  to  remem- 
brance, neither  make  mentioun  of  the  fume  in  privat  fpeiches  or  publick 
lermons,  in  any  tyme  beirafter. 

The  quhilk  day,  in  prefence  of  the  baill  Aflemblie,  the  Kings  Majeftie 
having  declarit  his  advyce  anent  the  neceflitie  of  Commiflioners,  to  be  ap- 
pointed be  the  General!   Alfemhlie,   to  awaite  and  concurre  with  his 
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Majellie  for  bringing  to  ane  finall  end,  the  longfome  worke  of  the  conftant  . 
Piatt  for  the  planting  of  Minifters  at  the  principall  burghes  within  thia 
realoie,  in  cace  any  of  thir  places  fall  faappiu  to  raike  betuixt  and  the  nixt 
Generall  A0emblie ;  for  awuting  on  the  Parliament,  if  any  falbe,  and 
craTeing  the  redrefle  of  fick  things  quherwith  the  Minifters  fall  find  them- 
felres  greivit ;  and  finallie,  for  redrefling  of  fick  enormities,  and  awaiting 
Tpon  fuch  good  occafiouns,  as  may  fall  out  before  the  nixt  Generall  Af- 
femblie;  defyreing,  therfor,  that  the  brethren  wald  conlidder  the  neceflitie

bis  Majefties  and  the  Princes  Minifiers,  or  any  nyne  of  them,  to  conveine 
with  bis  Majeftie,  at  fucb  tyme  and  place  as  falbe  found  expedient ;  with 
|)uwer  to  them,  or  any  nyne  of  them,  to  concurre  with  his  Majeftie,  anent 
the  fetting  downe  and  concluding  of  the  fotid  grounds  and  fundament  of 
the  conftant  Piatt,  and  qubat  fecuritie  falbe  made  to  the  taxmen  for  the 
remnant  of  tfaair  teinds  :  Quhilks  grounds  being  fett  downe  be  them,  they 
fall  make  every  Prefbytrie  within  this  realme  privie  to  the  fame ;  and  in 
cace  the  (aids  Preft)ytries,  be  thair  Commiflioners  or  be  themfelves,  af^er 
vifitatroun  of  the  faids  grounds  and  conclufiouns,  ratifie  and  approve  the 
fame,  with  power  to  the  faids  CommiOioners,  or  any  nyne  of  tbem,  to  con-

befor  the  nixt  Allemblie,  and  give  in  the  greives  of  the  lamein,  defyrand 
them  to  be  redreli ;  and  to  give  thair  advyce  to  his  Majeftie,  for  aroyding 
or  efcheipiag  of  any  danger  or  inconTenient  quhilk  may  be  licklie  to  fall 
out  in  prejudice  of  the  Kirk  :  And  lykewayes,  in  cace  his  Majefiie  find 
himfelfe  greivit,  or  crave  redreffe  of  any  enorroitie  done  to  his  Hienes  be 
any  of  the  Miniftrie,  with  power  to  them,  or  any  nyne  of  them*  to  fitt  and 
cf^nofce  vpon  the  fame,  quherin,  for  thair  better  informatioun  of  the  cryme 
or  fa3  quhilk  fall  happin  to  be  committit,  they  fall  crave  the  advyce  of  the 
moH  difcreit  of  the  Prefbytrie  quher  the  offender  dwells,  as  they  fall  think 
expedient,  and  tberafler  proceid  in  taking  tryall  of  the  fa£l  be  tbemfelves 
and  conclutle  theria,  as  falbe  mod  expedient  to  the  glorie  of  God,  and 
|ieace  and  quyetnes  of  the  Kirk  within  this  realroe :  And,  finallie,  with 
cxprcffe  power  and  command  to  the  faidis  Commiflioners,  to  propone  to  bis 
Majellie  at  thair  conventiouns,  the  petitiouns  and  greives,  afweill  of  this 
Affemblie  in  generall,  as  of  erery  member  therof  in  particular,  as  falbe 
meinit  vnto  them,  promittend  de  rato,  &c. 

Anent  the  forfaid  commiflioua  grantit  for  redreOe  of  fuch  things  as  fall 
happin  his  Majellie  to  be  offendit  with  in  the  perfon  of  any  of  the  Minif- 
trie :  His  Majeftie  declarit  in  prelence  of  the  faaill  Aflemblie,  that  albeit 
the  haill  power  of  cog-nofceing  of  fuch  perfons,  be  devolvit  in  the  perfons 
of  the  Commiflioners,  quho  fould  concurre  with  his  Majeftie  to  that  effedl ; 
nevirtheles,  his  Majefiie  mynds  no  wayes  to  trouble  the  Commiffioners 
with  any  fuch  matters,  vnlefTe  firfl  it  be  knowin  ootoriouflie,  that  the 
Prefbytrie,  quher  the  offender  maks  refidence,  both  hes  gottin  knowledge 
of  the  fa£l,  and  either  hes  altogether  negle&it  the  tryall  therof,  or  els 
nut  fatiffied  his  Majefiie  with  the  punifhment  imponit  to  the  offenders  be 
them.

Forfameikle  as  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Generall  Aflemblie,  at  the  Par- 
liament haldin  in  December  lafi  bypafl,  vpon  ane  eameft  zeale  quhilk  they 
did  alwnyes  beare  to  the  weill  of  the  Kirk,  had  givin  in  certaine  articles  to 
the  Lords  of  Parliament,  concerning  the  Hbertie  of  the  Kirk,  and  in  fpeciall 
had  craveit  that  the  Miniftrie,  as  reprefcnting  the  true  Kirk  of  God  within 
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this  realme,  and  To  being  the  third  Eftate  in  this  realme,  might  hare  vote 
in  Parliament  according  to  the  loveable  a£ta  and  conftitutiouna  of  before 
made  in  Parliament,  in  favours  of  the  friedome  and  libertie  of  the  faolie 
Kirk  ;  qubilks  thair  travells  and  inderores,  proceiding  alwajres  vpon  ane 
godlj  intentioun,  they  fubmittit  to  the  cenfures  of  this  prefent  AUeniblie, 
defy reing  the  brethren  to  allow  or  dillallow  the  lame,  as  they  fould  think 
moft  expedient  for  the  glorie  of  God  and  the  ellablifching  of  the  true  reli- 
gioun  within  this  realme  :  Qubervpon  the  brethren  being  ryplie  adryfit, 
allowit  the  honell  and  godlie  intentioun  of  the  Commiffioners  in  crareing 
vote  in  Parliament  [for  the  Miniftrie,]  as  conforme  and  aggrieing  to  fundrie 
Tther  a£lB  of  the  Aflemblies  preceiding,  in  the  quhilk  it  hes  bein  found 
expedient  that  the  Kirk  fould  [fute]  vote  in  Parliament. 

Forfameikle  as  his  Majeftie  is  willing  to  vtter  bis  good  intentioun  that 
be  hes  alwayes  borne  to  the  eftablifching  of  the  true  Kirk  of  God  within 
this  realme,  declairit,  that  for  the  better  performance  thereof,  his  Hienes 
had  allilled  the  CommiCGoners  of  the  laft  Affemblie  in  craveing  vote  in 
Parliament  in  name  of  the  Kirk ;  quhilk  thair  fute,  albeit  it  was  in  fome 
patrt,  and  [as  it  were]  in  a  certtune  manner,  grantit  be  the  Lords  of  Par- 
liament ;  set  the  acceptatioun  therof,  the  forme,  and  hull  circumllances 
of  the  perfons,  were  referritt  to  this  Generall  Affemblie,  to  be  acceptit  or 
reftiilit  as  the  Kirk  fould  think  expedient  And  feing  his  Majeftie  had  an-

Conceraing'  the  number  of  the  Miniftrie  that  fould  bare  vote  in  Parlia- 
ment in  name  of  the  Kirk,  it  was  tjkevay^ea  coDcludit  and  thocbt  expedi- 
ent, that  aU  many  of  them  {buld  be  cbofin  for  the  vote  [in  Parliament]  as 
was  wont  of  auld,  in  tyme  of  the  Papifticall  Kirk,  to  be  Bilcbops,  Abbots, 
and  Prjours,  that  had  the  lyke  libertie,  viz.  to  the  number  of  fiftie  and  ane, 
or  therby. 

Item,  After  reafooing,  it  was  vottit  and  conctudit,  that  the  elefiioun  of 
fick  of  the  Miniftrie  as  fould  hare  vote  in  Parliament,  aucht  to  be  of  ane 
mixt  qualitie,  and  appertaine  partlie  to  his  Majeftie,  and  partlie  to  the 
Kirk.  And  becaufe,  through  fliortnefe  of  tyme,  the  brethren  could  not  be 
perfytelie  refolvit  in  the  remanent  heids  and  circumftances  concerning  the 
office  of  him  that  fould  have  rote  in  Parliament,  viz.  de  modo  eligendi ;  of 
bis  rent ;  of  the  continuance  of  his  office,  whither  he  fould  be  cbofin  ad 
poenam,  or  not ;  of  hw  name ;  of  the  cautions  for  preferratioun  of  him 
from  corruptiouns,  and  fick  vtber  circumftances :  Therfor  the  Allemblie 
ordaines  every  Prelbytrie  to  be  rypelie  and  througblie  advyfit  with  the  par- 
ticular heids  above  wrytin ;  and  therafter  to  convocat  thair  Synodall  Af- 
fembliea  through  the  haill  countrey  vpone  ane  day,  'qubilk  falbe  the  firll 
Tueiday  of  Junij  nixt  to  come,  and  ther,  after  new  realbning  and  advyfe- 
ment  of  the  particular  heids  above  wrytin,  that  every  Synodall  choofe  out 
thrie  of  the  wyfeft  of  thair  number,  qubo  falbe  readie  vpon  his  MajeftiM  ad- 
vertifement,  quhilk  falbe  vpon  ane  moneths  warning  at  the  leaft,  to  conveine 
with  hia  Majeftie,  together  with  Doftoura  of  the  Vniverfitie,  viz.  Mrs 
Andro  Melvill,  Johne  Johnfloun,  Robert  Rollock,  Patrick  Sharpe,  Robert 
Howie,  Robert  Wilkie,  and  Jamee  Mertin,  fick  day  and  place  aa  his  Majeftie 
fall  think  expedient,  with  power  to  tbera  to  treat,  realbn  and  conferre  vpon 
the  faids  heids,  and  vthers  pertaining  thereto  ;  and  in  cace  of  a^^riement 
and  vniformitie  of  opiniouns,  to  vote  and  conclude  the  haill  queftioun  con- 
cerning vote  in  Parliament :  vtberwayes,  in  cace  of  diicrepance  and  vari- 
ance, to  referre  the  conclulioun  therof  to  the  nixt  Generall  Aflemblie. 

For  better  obferving  of  the  Prefbytries,  It  is  ftatute  or  ordainit,  that 
every  Prefbytrie  fall  affemble  tbemfelves  once  ordourly,  ilk  weike  in  thair 
full  number,  at  the  leaft  fo  many  of  them  as  hes  thair  refidence  within  aucht 
myles  to  the  place  of  the  ordinar  conventioun  of  the  Prefl)ytrie. 
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That  every  member  of  the  FreAjtrie  ftudie  the  text  quherrpon  the  ezer- 
cife  18  to  be  made. 

That  a  commouo  held  of  religioun  be  intreattit  eveiy  moneth  in  ilk  Pref- 
bytrie,  both  be  way  of  difcourfe  and  difputation. 

That  every  Paftour  have  ane  ouklie  exercife  of  inftrud;ioun  and  exami- 
natioun  of  ane  part  of  his  congregatioun  in  the  Catechifote. 

Qubitks  haill  heida  are  ordainit  to  be  obfervit  vnder  the  paine  of  incur- 
ring the  cenfurea  of  the  Kirk.

Anent  the  Froteftatioun  given  in  be  Mr  John  Davidfone,  for  himfelfe 
and  in  name  of  certaine  brethren,  as  he  alledgit,  protefting,  that  this  prefent 
Aflemblie  was  not  ane  frie  AQemblie  ;  quhilk  his  Froteftatioun  he  defyrit 
to  be  inlert  in  the  bookee  of  the  Aflemblie. 

It  being  inquirit  be  the  Moderatour,  if  any  man  wald  adhere  to  the  laid 
Proteflatioun  :  There  was  none  found  that  wald  adhere  to  the  fame,  nor 
was  of  tbe  faid  Mr  John  bia  opinioun  thereanent }  and  therfore  the  brethren 
difchai^eit  the  Clerk  to  infert  the  fame  in  the  books  of  the  Aflemblie. 

Tbe  brethren  having  red  and  conliderit  the  paines  and  trarells  takin  be 
Mr  Ritrick  Sharp,  Principall  of  the  Colledge  of  Gla%ow,  and  his  LeIIbuns 
vpon  the  Catechifme  and  gronnda  of  religioun,  allowis  of  the  fame,  and  thinks 
them  very  neceflsr  and  profitable  i  and  therfor  ordaines  them  to  be  printit. 

Becaule  the  queflioun  anent  fummar  ezcommunicatioun,  for  lake  of  tyme, 
cannot  be  commodioufly  intreatit  at  this  prelent,  therefor  tbe  brethren  con- 
tinewis  the  lame  quhill  the  next  Alfemblie :  in  the  meane  tyme  fulpends  all 
fummar  ezcommunicatioun. 

Becaufe  ther  bes  bein  no  ordour  fett  downe  hitherto  anent  the  number 
of  Commiflioners  [to  be]  dire^  from  every  Frefbttrie  to  be  lent  to  the 
Generall  Aflemblie,  Tberfor  it  is  Aatute  and  ordanit,  that,  in  all  tyme 
comeing,  thrie  of  the  wyfefi  and  tbe  gra?eft  of  the  brethren  falbe  direct  from 
every  Frelbytrie  at  the  moft,  as  CommilBoners  to  every  Alfemblie ;  and 
that  none  prefume  to  come  but  commillioun,  except  they  have  a  fpeciali 
fjomplaint ;  and  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Aflemblie  take  beid  to  receive  no 
more  in  commiQioun  bot  thrie  attanerlie,  as  laid  is ;  and  lykewayea  that  ane 
be  dire^  from  every  Frelbytrie  in  name  of  Barrones,  and  ane  out  of  every 
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burg^h  except  Edinburgh,  qubilk  (all  bare  power  to  direct  two  Coromif- 
fionere  to  the  Generall  Afiemblie. 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givio  in  be  the  Towne  of  Dundie,  craveing  ane 
rtber  Minifler  to  be  appointit  to  them  io  place  of  William  Cbryfiefone, 
quho  through  age  is  not  able  to  difcharge  hia  calling :  The  brethren  thocbt 
their  defyre  reafonabill ;  and  having  appointit  on  the  leits  Mra  Johne  Hall, 
Minifler  at  Leith,  and  Robert  Howie,  Principall  of  the  New  Colledge  of 
Aberdein,  be  pluralitie  of  vottis,  Mr  Robert  Howie  was  cholin  to  be  Min- 
ifter  at  Dundie,  and  ordainit  to  be  tranfportit  with  all  poflible  diligence. 

Becaufe  it  was  reportit  that  the  Minillrie  of  Orknaj  had  dilapidat  tfaair 
benefices  be  fetting  of  tackis  of  the  rent  of  the  fame,  to  the  great  hurt  and 
prejudice  of  the  kirks,  Therfor  it  is  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  none  of  the 
Mioiflers  of  Orknay  or  Zetland  fett  any  tacks  of  aay  part  of  the  fruites  of 
thair  benefices,  nor  get  give  Uiair  confent  to  the  tackis  that  falbe  fett  be 
Ttbers,  in  any  ty me  comeing,  vnder  the  paine  of  deprivatioun. 

Becaufe  it  was  reportit  be  certaine  of  the  brethren,  that  notwithftanding 
of  the  aflis  of  the  Aflemblies  proceiding  againft  faillors  and  traffiquers  with 
Spaine,  the  faid  trafBque  was  not  intermittit,  Therfor  the  Afiemblie  or- 
daines  the  a6U  made  anent  the  faids  traffickers  to  be  put  to  farther  execu- 
tioun  in  all  points,  but  any  refpeft  of  perfons. 

The  AlTemblie  hes  ordainit  the  Frelbitriea  of  Dundie  and  Arbroth  to 
fummond  befor  them  the  CounteOis  of  Huntlie,  Sutherland,  and  Cathnes,  to 
fubfcryre  the  Confeflioun  of  Faith,  vnder  the  paine  of  excommunicatioun } 
qubilk  fummounds  falbe  execute  be  Mr  William  Paip,  quho  fall  fummound 
the  Ladie  Cathnes  ;  Alexander  Dowglas,  the  Ladie  Huntlie  i  and  George 
Monro,  the  I^idte  Sutherland. 

The  brethren  ordaines  the  nixt  General!  Afiiemblie  to  be  haldin  at 
Aberdein,  the  firft  Tuefday  of  July  1^99  3eirs. 


[By  the  Kings  Proclamations  the  next  General  Aifembly  was  appointed 
to  be  holden  at  Montrofle  in  March.  C] 
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The  Generall  Affemblie  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  haldin  at  Montrois, 
the  18  of  Marcfae  KiOO  ^eire :  Qufaer  the  Kings  Maiellie  being 
perfonallie  pi-elenti  were  conTeinit  the  CommiflioDers  of  Schyres.

Tbe  CommiOioners  appointit  in  the  laft  Generall  AiTemblie  for  viGta- 
tioun  of  tbe  kirka  within  every  Prefbitrie,  as  are  particularlie  divydit  in 
the  laid  Commiflioun,  being  requyrit  quhat  diligence  they  bad  done  in  dif- 
charge  of  the  faid  commiffioun  :  It  was  anfuerit  for  the  moft  part  of  them, 
that  they  were  not  able  to  difcharge  any  part  of  the  faid  commiflioun,  in 
refpe^  they  wantit  moyen  to  make  thair  expenlEs  during  the  tyme  of  the 
vifitatioun  :  and  therfor  the  Aflemblie  thocht  good  that  it  fould  be  meanit 
to  his  MaiefUe,  that  through  intake  of  expencis  the  worke  of  vifitatioun 
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was  lyke  to  ceafe,   and  to  crave  that  fome  remeid  may  be  provydit 

therto. 

Forfameikle  as  it  was  regratit,  that  the  a6l:  made  in  the  laft  Affemblie, 
anent  the  ordinar  keiping  of  Prefbytries,  and  the  reforting  therto,  was  not 
regardit  be  fundrie  of  the  MIniftrte,  and  fpeciallie  be  them  of  tbe  Prefbi- 
tries  of  Air  and  Irwing  :  Therfor  the  Generall  Aflemblie  ordaines  the

Anent  tbe  fupplicatioun  givin  in  be  the  Synodall  of  Galloway,  making 
mentioun,  that  quher  they  had  ane  a£t  for  the  eredling  and  bigging  of  ane 
kirk  at  the  burgh  of  Stranrawer,  within  the  Pre{bitrie  of  Wigtoun,  and  an- 
nexatioun  therto  of  the  20  pound  land  of  tbe  parochine  of  the  Inche,  lyand 
towards  the  coaft  of  Ireland,  pertaining  to  the  Lairds  of  Gartbland,  Stran- 
rawer, Kinhilt,  and  Sorbie,  with  the  29  mark  land  of  the  parocfain  of  Sal- 
fett,  the  fyve  mark  land  of  Auchterture,  and  fyve  mark  land  of  Stranrawer, 
as  being  moft  commodious  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  lands,  for  refort- 
ing to  the  faid  kirk  for  heiring  of  the  Word  ;  vnto  the  quhilk  ereSioun 
and  annexattoun  forfaid,  the  beritours  and  kyndlie  tennents  of  the  faids 
lands,  hes  alreadie  glvin  thair  confent :  defyreand,  therfor,  the  Generall 
Aflemblie  will  ratifie  and  approve  the  fame,  as  at  mair  lenth  is  conteinit  in 
thair  fupplicatioun.  Tbe  Generall  Affemblie  [ratifies  and]  approves  the 
ere6ling  [and  annexatione]  forfaid,  of  the  laid  Synodall  of  Galloway  in  all 
points. 

Becaufe  the  generall  quefiioun  was  proponit  to  the  haill  Affemblie, 
quher  congregatiouns  are  fo  fpatious,  that  a  great  part  therof  may  not 
conimodiouflie  refort  to  thair  awin  paroch  kirk,  be  reafon  of  the  great  dif- 
tance  of  thair  habitatioun  therfra,  If  it  be  lawful!  to  ane  number  of  tbe 
faid  congrcgatioun  to  big  ane  new  kirk,  and  intertaine  a  Faftor  at  the  fame 
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Tpon  thair  avin  expenlfis  :  The  Generall  Affembtte,  after  lang  reafoning', 
thinks  it  both  lawful!  and  expedient,  and  declares  thej'will  aQiftthe  famein 
as  a  godlie  wark,  and  wiil  crave  the  lamein  to  be  ratified  in  Farliament, 
how  fo  oft  it  fall  occurre, 

Becaufe  it  was  reportit,  that  a  great  number  of  gentlemen,  and  rthers  of 
this  realme,  wilfullie  and  obftinatelie  abflainesfrom  the  holie  communioun  ; 
fome  vnder  collour  of  deadlie  feids,  and  fome  for  fome  rther  licht  caufes: 
Therfor,  for  remeid  of  the  faid  abufe,  it  is  flatute  and  ordainit,  That  all 
Prefbitries,  within  this  realme,  give  expreffe  charge  and  command  to  every 
particular  Minifter  within  thair  bounds,  charging  them  to  take  vp  the  names 
of  all  them  within  thair  parochines,  quho  hes  ndt  communicat  ilk  ^eir  anea 
at  the  leift ;  and  tfaerafter  fummond  them  [to  compeir]  befor  tfae  Prelbi- 
trie,  to  heir  and  fie  themfelves  decernit  to  communicat  within  thrie  monethis 
nixt  after  the  charge ;  certifieand  them  and  they  failgie,  the  a6t  of  con- 
ventioun  made  aganis  non  communicants  Gibe  put  to  executioun  aganis 
them  :  quhilk  being  done,  and  the  faids  perfons,  non  communicants,  re- 
maining obftinate,  and  the  laidis  thrie  monethis  expjred,  that  the  Prefbi< 
tries  delate  the  names  of  the  Ikids  non  communicants  to  the  Kings  MaieAie, 
to  the  intent  the  forfaid  a£t  of  conventioun  made  ag^nft  non  communicants 
may  be  put  to  executioun  aganis  them :  And  in  the  parochin  quher  ther 
is  no  Minifter,  that  this  ordour  be  fupplied  be  the  PraAiitrie  within  the 
qufailk  the  faid  paroch  Ijes. 

Forrameikle  as  it  was  beavilie  lamentit  in  the  Kings  Maiefties  prefence, 
that  qubenas  fundrie  of  the  Miniftrie  were  occupied  in  thair  lawfuU  calling, 
in  perfewing  malefa^lours,  fuch  as  adulterers,  murtherers,  and  vtber  flan~ 
derous  perfons,  vrging  tbem  to  purge  [themfelves  of]  the  flanders  commit- 
tit  be  them,  conforme  to  the  ftatutes  of  the  Kirk,  dajlie  obfervit  within 
this  realme,  that  at  fuch  tymes  they  were  drawin  from  thair  calling,  and 
cfaargit  to  compeir  befor  the  Secreit  Counfell,  be  letters  privielie  obtainit 
vpon  falfe  narratives  be  the  faida  llanderous  perfons  ;  quberby  not  only 
were  they  diftra&it  from  thair  lawfull  funftiouns,  but  alfo  the  difcipline  of 
the  Kirk  and  puniftiment  of  vyce  [was]  greatlie  [negledtit  and]  contem- 
nit :  Therfor  the  brethren  of  the  AlTemblie  moft  humblie  requeifta  his 
Maieftie  not  to  fuffer  fuch  contempt  of  the  dilcipline  of  the  Kirk,  quher- 
by  tfae  brydle  wald  be  toufit  to  all  impietie  and  licentious  living. 

To  the  quhilk  bis  Maiellie  promill,  that,  in  tyme  comeing,  no  letters  fould 
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be  direct  from  the  Secreit  Counfell,  at  the  inftance  of  any  perfoii]  agaois  any 
Minifter  in  particular,  or  anj  Preflritrie  in  generall,  for  quhatfoerir  thing  he 
or  they  fall  doe  in  the  executioun  of  their  offices,  befor  the  perfon,  requyrer 
[of  the  faids  letters,]  produce  ane  teftitnoniatl  under  forme  of  one  inftru* 
ment  de  denegata  juiiitia  of  the  Minifter  or  Prelbytrie  judge  ordinar.

The  brethren  appointit  to  await  vpon  the  Kings  Maiefiie,  for  advyfeing 
of  fucb  articles  as  fould  be  travit  of  the  nixt  Conventioun  for  taking  ordour 
with  Jeluits,  Papills,  Seminarie  Friells,  &c.,  bea,  with  the  Kings  Maiefties 
adryfe,  formed  the  articles  vnderwrytin,  to  be  givin  in  to  the  nixt  Con* 
ventioun, 

1.  That  all  Jefuits  and  Sem'tnarie  Friefls,  excommunicat  and  trafficking 
Papifts,  that  fall  bappin,  in  any  tyme  comeing,  to  returne  within  the  coun- 
trey,  or  that  are  prefentlie  within  the  countrey,  &1I,  immediatlie  after  tbair 
delatioun  to  his  Maieftie,  be  apprebendit  and  put  in  ward,  ther  to  be  de- 
teinit  ay  and  quhlU  they  be  conrertit  to  the  religioun,  or  els  punifchit  ac- 
cording to  the  a&s  of  Parliament,  or  els  removit  aff  the  countrey. 

3.  That  the  refetters  of  obllinate  excommunicat  Papifts,  and  thair  cheife 
friends  and  acquaintances,  in  wbofe  houfes  they  haunt,  be  chargit  to  find 
catioun,  vnder  a  pecuniall  paine  according  to  thair  abilitie  and  rank,  that 
they  fall  no  way  receit  nor  intertaine  the  faid  excommunicats. 

3.  That  all  excommunicat  Papifts  be  chargeit  to  fatiffie  the  Kirk  within 
the  fpace  of  thrie  monethis,  vnder  the  paine  of  borniog  ;  and  if  they  fail- 
gie,  to  bedenuncit  therto,  that  thair  efcheitts  and  lyferents,  in  cace  of  ^eir 
and  dayes  rebellioun,  may  be  intromettit  with  be  his  Maiefties  Thelaurer, 
and  not  difponit  to  any  donatour. 

4.  That  the  Marqueis  of  Hunttie  be  chargeit  to  [exhihit  and]  prefent 
before  bis  Maieftie  and  Secreit  Counfell,  John  Gordoun  of  Newtoun,  Pa- 
trick Butter,  and  Alexander  Lellie,  according  to  his  band,  that  they  may 
be  committit  to  ward  ay  and  qubill  they  fatiffie  the  Kirk. 

Bonytoun  ^onger,  alledgit  retident  within  the  Prelbitries  of  Ellon, 
Aberdeine,  and  Breichin,  is  ordainit  be  the  General  Aflemblie  to  be  con- 
veinit  befor  the  Prefliitrie  of  Brechin,  and  ther  to  oSer  his  fatiffadtioun  as 
to  his  judges  ordinar. 
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Tarwes,  and  Metblik,  kirks  of  the  Sjnodall  of  Aberdeine,  vpoa  the  xj  day 
of  November  1597  seirs,  with  mutual  confent  of  tbe  parochiners,  aod  beri- 
tours  of  tbe  lands  to  be  intercbangit  and  annexit,  with  confent  of  tbe  fatd 
Synodall,  excambit  certaine  lands,  and  annexit  them  in  refpe£l;  of  the  farre 
diftance  from  thatr  amn  parocb  kirks,  and  contiguitie  to  tbe  kirks  quber- 
vnto  they  are  annexit,  but  prejudice  atwayea  of  thair  rents  of  the  Ferfonage 
Mid  Viccarrage  of  the  faids  lands,  to  be  pajit  to  the  auld  Perfons  and  Vic- 
cars,  as  befor  the  Taid  excambioo.  Tbe  General!  AITemblie,  at  the  defyre 
of  tbe  faid  Synodall,  ratifies  and  approves  the  faid  excambion  and  alteratioun 
in  all  points,  and  ordaines  the  fametn  to  take  full  effe£t. 

Forfameikle  as  direrfe  and  great  inconveniences  arifes  dajlie  through 
the  vntjmeous  marriage  of  30ung  and  tender  perfons  befor  thej  come  to 
age  meit  for  marriage;  and  that  ther  is  no  law,  nor  flatute  of  the  Kirk, 
[made]  as  jet  defyning  the  age  of  perfons  to  be  married  :  Therfor  it  is 
ftatute  and  ordainiti  that  no  Miniller  within  this  realme  prefume  to  joyne  in 
matrimonie  [any  perfones],  in  tyme  coming,  except  the  man  be  of  fourtein 
jeire,  and  tbe  woman  of  twelve  geirs  at  the  leifl  :  ordaining  lyhewayes  the 
Commiffioners  of  tbe  Generall  Afremblie  to  defyre  this  flatute  to  be  ratified 
in  the  Conventione. 

Anent  the  queflioun,  Whither  a  man  being  blind-  may  difcharge  all  the 
parts  of  the  office  of  a  Paftor  ;  and  in  fpeciall  anent  the  admiflioun  of  Mr 
Johne  Boyle  to  the  minillrie  of  Jedburgh,  being  blind  :  The  AlTeoiblie 
referres  the  anfuer  of  the  generall  queflioun  to  tbe  next  Generall  AITemblie. 

And  as  to  tbe  admitfioun  of  tbe  faid  Mr  Johne,  referris  it  to  the  Com- 
mifiioners  of  tbe  laid  Generall  AITemblie ;  and  in  the  meanetyme  difcbai^es 
the  Taid  Mr  Johne  fra  vGng  any  part  of  tbe  office  of  a  Faftour,  except 
tbe  preaching  of  the  Word. 

Becaufe  tbe  mariage  of  perfons  convift  of  adulterie,  is  a  great  allurement 
to  maried  perfons  to  committ  the  faid  cryme,  thinking  therby  to  be  fepa- 
rate  from  their  awin  lawfutl  halfe  marrowes,  to  injoy  tbe  perfons  with 
quhom  they  have  committit  adulterie  :  for  efchewing  quherof,  the  Generall 
Aflemblie  thinks  it  expedient,  that  ane  fupplicatioun  be  givin  in  to  the  nixt 
Conventtoun,  craveand  ane  a€fc  to  be  made,  difcbai^eand  all  mariages  of 
fuch  perfons  as  are  convi£t  of  adulterie ;  and  that  tbe  fatnein  be  ratified  in 
the  nixt  Parliament :  ordaining  the  brethren  appointit  to  awaite  vpon  the 
nixt  Conventioun  to  give  in  this  article  with  the  reft,

to  conveine  wUh  his  Hienes,  and  treat  vpon  I'uch  beida,  concerning  vote  in 
Parliament,  as  were  not  coodifcendit  vpon  in  tbe  lall  Affemblie,  and,  in 
cace  of  agriement,  to  conclude  tbe  bail!  matter }  vthenvajes  to  referre  tbe 
fame  to  the  nixt  Affemblie,  as  at  mair  lentb  is  conteinit  in  tbe  laid  commif- 
lioun  :  conforme  to  the  quhilk,  tbe  faids  Commillioners  being  conveinit  at 
Falkland,  tbe  25  day  of  Julij  1598,  thej  being  rjpelie  advylit  with  tbe 
beids  following,  gave  tbair  advjce  and  conclutioun,  as  follows : 

1.  Concerning  tbe  maner  of  choofing  of  bim  that  full  have  vote  in  Par- 
liament in  name  of  tbe  Kirk  :  It  is  condifcendit  vpon,  that  be  fall  firll  be 
recommendit  be  the  Kirk  to  bis  Majellie  ;  and  that  the  Kirk  fall  nominal 
fixe  for  every  place  that  fall  have  neid  to  be  filled,  of  quhom  bis  Majellie 
fall  choofe  ane,  of  quhom  he  bell  lykes  ;  and  his  Majellie  promifes,  obleifes, 
and  binds  himletfe  to  cboofe  no  vther  but  ane  of  that  number:  And  in 
cace  his  Majeflie  refufes  tbe  baill  vpon  ane  jull  reafon  of  ane  infufficiencji 
and  of  greater  fuflSciencie  of  vthers  that  are  not  recommendit,  the  Kirk 
fall  make  ane  new  recommendatioun  of  men  according  to  the  firll  number, 
of  the  quhilk,  ane  falbe  cholin  be  bis  Majellie  without  any  farther  refuifall 
or  new  nominatioun ;  and  he  that  lalbe  chofin  be  his  Majefliei  falbe  ad- 
raittit  be  tbe  Synods. 

2.  It  is  concludit,  that  the  Generall  Aifemblie  fall  have  tbe  nominatioun 
or  recommendatioun  of  him  that,  in  the  name  of  the  Kirk,  full  vote  in  Par- 
liament, quho  fall  take  the  advyce  of  the  Synods  and  Prelbytries  theranent, 
dire&  from  them  in  wryte  :  and  the  Synod  fall  have  lihertie  to  nominat 
afweill  within  tbair  province  as  without ;  provyding  that  there  be  a  man 
within  tbe  province  meit  for  tbe  place,  ceteris  paribus,  be  be  preferrit  to 
another. 

S.  Anent  his  rent :  It  is  advyfcit,  with  one  confent,  that  the  Kirk  being 
plantit  liifficientlie,  the  Colledgis  and  Schoolea  alreadie  erefttt  not  preju4- 
geit,  that  the  Kings  Majellie  fall  provyde  bim  to  all  the  reft  that  may  be 
obtainit  of  that  benefice,  quherto  he  is  preferrit. 
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As  to  the  cautione  to  Iceip  faim,  that  fall  hare  vote  in  Parliament,  from 
corruptiouns  :    They  be  thefe  following : 

1.  That  he  prefume  not,  at  any  tyme,  to  propone  at  Parliament,  Coun- 
lell,  or  Conrentioun,  in  name  of  the  Kirk,  any  thing  without  expre0e 
warrand  and  d'ire£tioun  from  the  Kirk,  and  fiuk  things  as  he  fall  anfwer 
[for]  to  he  for  the  weill  of  the  Kirk,  vnder  the  paine  of  depofitioun  from 
his  office  :  neither  fall  be  confent,  or  keip  filence,  in  any  of  the  faida  Con- 
ventiouns,  to  any  thing  that  may  be  prejudicial!  to  the  weill  and  libertie  of 
the  Kirk,  vnder  the  famein  paine. 

2.  He  full  he  hound,  at  every  Generall  AQemblie,  to  give  ane  accompt 
anent  the  difi.-harge  of  his  coramiflioun  fen  the  Affemblie  gangand  heforj 
and  fail  fuhmitt  bimfelfe  to  thair  cenfure,  and  ftand  at  thair  determinatioun 
qubatfumever,  without  appellutioun  ;  and  fall  feik  and  obtain  ratificatioun 
of  his  doings  at  the  faid  Aflemhlie,  vnder  the  paine  of  infamie  and  ezcom- 
municatioan. 

3.  He  fall  content  bimfelf  with  that  part  of  the  benefice  quhilk  faibc 
givin  in  be  bis  Majellie  for  bis  living,  not  hurting  nor  prejudging  the  reft 
of  the  Miniftef  8  of  the  kirks,  \rithin  his  benefice,  plantit  or  to  be  plantit,  or 
any  vther  Minifter  [of  the  countrie]  qubatfumever ;  and  this  claus  to  be 
infert  in  bis  provilioun. 

4.  He  fall  not  delapidat  in  any  wayes  his  benefice,  neither  make  fett  nor 
difpoQtioun  therof,  without  the  fpecial  confent  of  his  Majeflie  and  Generall 
Affemblie  :  and  for  the  greater  warrand  heirof,  he  fall  interdyte  bimfelfe 
not  to  delapidat  fais  benefice,  nor  confent  to  delapidatioun  thereof  made  be 
Tthers  to  the  Generall  Affemblie  ;  and  falhe  content  that  inhibitiouns  be 
raifed  on  him  to  that  effeA. 

5.  He  falbe  bound  faithfullie  to  attend  vpon  his  awin  particular  con- 
gregatio'un,  quberat  he  falbe  Minifter,  in  alt  the  points  of  a  Paftor;  and 
heiranent  falbe  fubie6t  to  the  tryall  of  bis  awin  Prefcitrie  and  Provinciall 
Affemblie,  as  any  vther  Minifter  that  beares  not  commillioun. 

6.  In  the  adminiftration  of  difcipline>  coUatioun  of  benefices,  vifitatioun, 
and  all  vther  points  of  ecclefiaflicall  government,  he  fall  neither  vfurpe  nor 
vcclaime  to  bimfelfe  any  power  or  jurifdi&ioun  briber  than  any  vther  of 
die  reft  of  his  breither,  unleffe  he  be  imployit  be  his  breither,  vnder  the 
itaine  of  deprivatioun  :  And  in  cace  he  vfurpe  any  part  of  ecclefiallicall 
govemement,  and  the  Frefbitrie,  Synodall,  or  Generall  Affemblie,  oppone 
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or  mnke  any  impediment  therto ;  quhatfoevir  be  doe,  after  that  impedimeat, 
to  be  null,  iplb  fa£lo,  vitbout  any  declaratour. 

7*  In  Prelbitriefl,  ProTiDciall  and  Generall  Affembliea,  he  fall  behare 
himrelfe  in  all  things,  and  be  lubjed  to  their  cenfureiDg*,  as  any  of  the 
brethren  of  the  Prelbitrie. 

8.  At  bis  adniilTiuun  to  bis  office  of  ComtniOioner,  tbir  and  all  vtber 
points  neceflar  he  fall  fireare  and  fubfcryve  to  fulfill,  vnder  the  paine  of 
the  penalties  forfaids  ;  and  vtbervrayea  not  to  be  adniittit. 

9-  And  in  cace  he  be  depofit  be  the  Generall  AfTeniblie,  Synod,  or  Pref- 
bitrie,  from  bis  office  in  the  Miniftrie,  be  fall  alfo  tyne  his  vote  in  Parlia- 
ment, ipfo  fafto,  and  his  benefice  (all  vaik. 

And  farther  cautions  to  be  made  as  the  Kirk  pleafes  and  finds  occafioun. 

Anent  bis  name  that  for  the  Kirk  fall  [have]  vote  in  Parliament :  It  is 
advyfeit,  be  vniforme  confent  of  the  haill  brether,  that  he  falbe  callit  Com- 
miflioner  of  fuch  a  place  ;  and  in  cace  the  Parliament,  be  his  Majefties 
moyen,  be  induceit  to  acknowlege  that  name,  it  tall  ftand  fo  :  if  not,  the 
Generall  Affemblie  litll  conclude  this  quefiioun  anent  his  name. 

The  quefiioun  being  demandit,  Whither  the  cummiflioun  of  him  that 
for  the  Kirk  [fall  vote  in  Parliament,]  fould  indure  for  his  lyfe  tyme,  ex- 
cept fome  cryme  or  ofience  interveine,  or  for  a  ihorter  tyme  at  the  pleafure 
{j)(  the  Kirk]  :  The  Commiflioners  of  the  Provincial!  Affemblies  being 
of  diverfe  opintouns,  thoght  good  to  referre  this  quellioun  to  the  ntxt  Ge- 
nerall AlTemblie. 

Quhilks  baill  conclufiouns  being  red  in  prefenco  and  audience  of  the 
haill  Aflemblie,  and  they  being  rypetie  advyfeit  therwitb,  ratified,  allowit, 
and  approvit  the  lamein ;  and  thocht  expedient  that  the  faid  cautiouns, 
together  with  fick  vtbers  as  falbe  concludit  vpon  be  the  Affemblie,  be  infert 
in  the  bodie  of  the  a£);  of  Parliament,  that  is  to  be  made  for  confirmatioun 
of  vote  in  Parliament  to  the  Kirk,  as  moft  nece0ar  and  fubftantial  parts  of 
the  famein. 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givin  in  be  James  Leirmonth,  gonger  of  Dairfie, 
James  Kynninmonth  of  that  ilk,  Johne  Traill  of  Blebo,  for  themfetves,  and 
in  name  of  tbair  tennents,  and  vtbers,  parochiners  of  the  paroch  of  San£l 
Androes,  makund  mentioun.  That  albeit  they  are  parochiners  of  the  faid 
paroch  kirk,  lykeas  they  and  tbair  predeceflburs  bes  bein  [continually  fub- 
je^  to  the  difcipline  of  the  liud  kirk,  and  bes  been]  ever  readie  to  vnderly 
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quhatfoevir  burdein  was  impofit  for  furtherance  of  tbe  faid  kirk,  aod  coa- 
curre  with  tbe  reft  of  the  parochiaers,  according  to  thair  rent  and  portioun 
of  the  faid  paroch  :  nevertheles  the  Miniftrie  and  SeQioun  of  the  laid  kirk 
refufes  to  fuffer  them  and  thair  laids  tennents  to  enjoj  the  benefits  of  tbe 
Kirk  with  the  remanent  of  tbe  faid  paroche  ;  hut  debarrea  tbem  from  the 
beiring  of  tbe  Word,  receiving  of  tbe  facraments,  and  benefite  of  marriage, 
within  the  faid  kirk  of  San6t  Androes,  but  any  reafonable  caufe :  De- 
fyreand,  therfor,  ane  command  to  the  Miniftrie  and  SeiGoun  of  tbe  faid 
kirk  of  Saa6t  Androes  to  admitt  the  forfaids  perfons  and  thair  vafTalls  to 
the  bearing  of  the  Word  in  the  faid  ktrk  of  Sao^t  Androes,  and  the  injoy- 
ing  of  the  haill  remanent  benefites  of  the  Kirk,  as  at  mair  lentb  is  coateinit 
ill  tbe  faid  fupplicatioun. 

The  Generall  Affemblie  haring  confidderit  tbe  premifles,  commands  and 
ordaines  tbe  Miaiftrie  and  Sefltoun  of  the  faid  kirk  of  San£t  Androes  to 
admitt  the  faids  complainers,  and  thair  rnflttlls  and  tennents,  parocbinere 
of  the  faid  kirk,  to  tbe  bearing  of  tbe  Word,  mariage,  and  receiving  of  the 
facraments  of  the  Kirk,  within  the  laid  kirk  of  San£t  Androes,  as  thair 
proper  parocb  kirk,  in  all  tyme  comeing,  ay  and  qubill  thair  awin  conlent 
be  obtainit  in  tbe  contrair.

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givin  in  be  the  parocbtners  of  TulKebodie,  make- 
and  mentioun,  Albeit  the  laid  paroch  of  Tulliebodie  be  ane  auld  parocb, 
feparate  from  all  vthers,  having  within  itfelfe  tbe  number  of  foure  or  fyve 
bundreth  communicants  or  thereby,  and  payes  thair  teinds  to  the  Abbot 
of  Cambulkennetb,  qubo  rigoroullie  ezB6U  the  lame :  Nevertbelefle  tbe 
Prelbitrie  of  Striveling  faes,  be  thair  ordinance,  commandit  the  laid  kirk  of 
Tulliebodie  to  be  rnittit  to  the  Cbappell  of  Alloway  moll  wrangouflie  ^ 
feeing  tbe  laids  complainers,  be  ane  anterior  command  of  tbe  faid  Pref- 
bitrie,  not  only  reedified  tbair  faid  Kirk  of  Tulliebodie,  but  alfo,  vpon 
thair  awin  charges,  fumifchit  a  Pallor  to  the  faid  kirk  ;  lykeas  ^et  they  are 
moil  willing  to  doe,  notwithftanding  thair  teinds  are  mod  wrangouflie  led 
away  be  the  faid  Abbot,  as  laid  is  :  defyreing,  therfor,  thair  faid  lijpplica- 
tiouQ  to  be  confidderit,  and  tbe  laid  unioun  to  be  diffolvtt,  as,  at  mair  lentb, 
is  coDteinit  in  tbe  liud  fupplicatioun. 
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The  brethren  of  the  Prelbitrie  of  Strirelin^  being  callit  to  give  a  reafon 
of  this  thair  roioun  of  the  faid  kirks,  anfuerit,  That  the  caufe  moving  tbeni 
WW,  Firft,  That  both  the  laids  parochines  lay  verie  commodioullie  to  the 
laid  kirk  of  Allowaj:  Secondlte,  That  the  number  of  both  the  faida  pa- 
rochines wald  make  but  one  fufficient  congr^atioun  :  Thirdlie,  That  ther 
could  not  be  ane  ilipead  obtainit  to  the  faid  kirk  of  Tulliebodie,  iu  fo  farre 
that  at  the  defyre  of  the  laids  complainers,  tber  being  ane  Paflour  appointit 
to  the  laid  kirk,  vpon  promife  that  they  wold  furnifcb  him  a  fuffident 
llipend,  he  was  forcit,  for  povertie,  for  to  leave  them  :  quberas,  be  the  con- 
trair,  be  the  vniouD  of  the  laid  two  kirks,  the  Erie  of  Marre  furailicbes  a 
fufficient  llipend  to  ane  Paltour,  relident  at  the  iame. 

The  Generall  AiTeroblie  having  confidderit  the  preniifles,  ratifies  and 
approves  the  vnioun  of  the  faids  kirks  of  AUoway  and  Tolliebodi^  and 
ordaines  Alloway  to  be  the  parocb  kirk  in  all  tyme  coming, 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givin  in  be  the  Prelbitrie  of  Deir,  makandmen- 
tiouD,  that  quher  the  Laird  of  Pbillorth  having  erc£lit  ane  CoUedge  vpon 
the  towne  of  Fraferburghe,  and  ffggreit  with  Mr  Charles  Ferme  to  be  both 
Pafiour  of  the  faid  burgh,  and  Principall  of  his  CoUedge  ;  qiihilk  burdein 
the  faid  Mr  Charles  refufes  to  accept  vpon  him,  without  he  be  commandit 
be  the  Generall  Aflemblie  :  Defyreand,  therfor,  ane  command  to  be  givin 
to  the  laid  Mr  Charles  to  accept  both  the  laid  charges,  as  at  mair  lentb  is 
containit  in  the  faid  fupplicatioun  : 

The  Generall  Aflemblie  having  at  length  confidderit  the  neceflitie  of  the 
feid  wark,  and  how  the  faid  Laird  of  FbiUorth  bea  refufit  to  intertaine  a 
Faftour  at  the  faid  kirk,  vnlefle  he  vndertake  both  the  faid  charges,  Ther- 
for commands  [and  charges]  the  laid  Mr  Charles  Fenne  to  vndertake  and 
awute  vpon,  afweill  the  faid  kirk,  as  to  be  Principall  of  the  CoUedge  of 
Fraferburghe.

Forfameikle  as  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Sjiiodalls  conveinit  at  Falkland, 
the  25  of  Julij  1^98  s^irs,  being  of  diverfe  opiniouns  concerning  the  cfin- 
tinuance  of  his  commifljoun  that  fall  have  vote  in  P&rliament,  Whither  be 
fould  indure  for  his  lyfetyme,  except  Ibme  cryme  or  afieiiceiDtenreiiie,  or 
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for  a  lliorter  fyiue,  at  the  pleafure  of  the  Kirk,  they  thocht  good  to  r 
the  fame  to  thta  prefent  Aflemblie :  Therfor  the  General  Affetnblie  haring 
reafonit  at  length  the  laid  queftiouD,  tuicbiog  the  contiDuaace  of  him  that 
fall  hare  vote  in  Parliament,  after  votting  of  the  fame,  finds  and  decernee, 
that  he  fall  annuatim  give  count  of  his  commiflion  obtainit  from  the  Affem' 
blie,  and  lay  downe  the  famein  at  thair  feitt,  to  be  cootinuit  or  alterit  ^er- 
fra  be  his  Maieftie  and  the  AtTemblie,  as  the  Aflemblte,  vrith  confent  of  his 
Maiellie,  fall  think  moft  expedient  for  the  veill  of  the  Kirk. 

It  is  flatute  and  ordainit,  that  nane  of  them  that  fall  have  vote  in  Par- 
liament, GlU  come  as  Commiffioners  to  any  Generall  Aflemblie,  nor  have 
vote  in  the  fame  in  any  time  vomeing,  except  he  be  authorizit  with  a  com- 
milTioQ  from  his  awin  Prelbitrie  to  that  eSeSt. 

It  is  found  be  the  Aflemblie,  that  crimen  ambitus  falbe  a  fufficient  caufe 
of  doprivation  of  him  that  fall  have  vote  in  Parliament. 

It  is  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  erery  MiniAer  intimat  this  Generall  Af- 
remblie,  that  the  vote  in  Parliament  is  concludit  be  the  Affemblie ;  and 
that  nane  vtter  fpeich  in  pulpitt  contrdr  the  fame. 

Forfameikle  as  it  hes  bein  found  neceffar  of  before,  and  profitable  for  the 
Weill  of  the  Kirk,  that  certaine  CommilGoners  he  appointit  fra  Affemblie 
to  Affemblie,  wbofe  fpeciall  care  and  travell  fould  be  to  give  thair  adryce 
to  bis  Maieftie  in  all  aflaires  concerning  the  weill  of  the  Kirk,  and  inter- 
tainment  of  peace  and  concord  betuixt  bis  Maiefiie  and  the  Kirk  :  Ther- 
for the  Generall  Aiiemblie,  contioowing  in  that  fame  courfe,  bes  gtvin  and 
grantit,  lyke&s  be  the  tenour  heirof  gires  and  grants,  thair  full  power  and 
commiflioun  to  Mrs  Johne  Strachane,  Jamea  Nicolfone,  Andro  Mylne, 
Alexander  Forbes,  Alexander  Dowglas,  Robert  Howie,  James  Melrill» 
Johne  Caldcleuch,  Robert  Wilkie,  Harie  LiviDgftoun,  Alexander  Lind- 
fay,  George  Glaidllanes,  Robert  Pont,  David  Lindfay,  Robert  Bhice, 
Johne  Hall,  Johne  Clappertoun,  Johne  Knox,  Andro  LAmb,  James 
Lowfone  (Law  ?)  Johne  Spottifwood,  Gnwin  Hamiltoun,  David  Barklay, 
Andro  Knox,  with  the  Kings  Maiefties  MiniflerK,  or  any  nine  of  them; 
Giveand,  grantaod,  and  committand  to  them  thair  full  power  to  plant  fuch 
kirks  in  Burrogh  Townea  as  are  deltitute  of  Pallours ;  and  in  Ipeciall.  the 
kirk  of  Leith,  in  place  of  Mr  Johne  Hall  lad  removit  therfra,  and  the 
Ibuthweft  kirk  of  Edinburgh,  vaikand  be  the  deceis  of  vmqubileMr  Robert 
RoUock :  to  prefect  the  greires  of  this  prefent  Affemblie  to  the  nixt  Con- 
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Tentloun,  and  to  receive  the  anfuere  of  the  fameln.  And  l^keirayee,  in 
coco  his  Maieftie  find  himretfe  greivit  at  any  enormitieB  comniittit  be  any 
of  the  MiniAric,  to  try  and  cognofce  vpon  the  famein,  and  take  Gck  or- 
dour  therauent  as  falbe  melteft  to  the  glorie  of  God,  and  weill  of  the  Kirk  ; 
to  advyfe  with  his  Maieilie  anent  the  effectuating  of  the  conftant  platt : 
Promitten  de  rato  &c. 

Thir  are  the  Commiflionera  appointit  to  await  on  the  Coarentioun ; 
Mrs  David  Lindfay,  Robert  Bruce,  James  Nicolfone,  Andro  Lamb, 
William  Couper,  Alexander  Lindfay,  Johne  Spottifwood,  with  the  Kings 
Maiefties  Miniflers. 

Becaufe  it  was  vnderftand  be  the  Afemblie,  [that  Mr  Andrew  Lamb,] 
Minifier  at  Aberbrothok,  was  licklie  to  be  tranlporttt  to  fome  vther  flock, 
quher  his  gifts  micht  profite  the  Kirk  in  fome  greater  ahoundance  :  Ther- 
for  the  Generall  Aflemblie  gives  licence  to  the  laid  Mr  Andro  Lamb  to 
be  tranfportit  from  the  faid  kirk  of  Aberbrothok. 

Hie  faid  day,  the  Generall  Alfemblie  receivit  and  admittit  Mr  Thomas 
Hope  to  be  Solifter  for  the  Kirk  in  place  of  James  Mowat ;  quho  being 
perfonallie  prefent,  diniittit  the  fame  in  the  Aflerablies  hands,  after  the  faid 
Mr  Thomas  bad  givin  his  oath  of  fidelitie  in  the  lltid  office. 

Anent  the  procefle  of  appellatioua  perfewit  be  James  Lord  Lindfay  of 
the  Byres,  and  remanent  gentlemen  and  parochiners  of  the  paroch  kirk  of 
Seiris,  aganis  the  Prefbyteries  of  Couper  and  San6l:  Androes,  concerning 
the  admiflioua  of  Mr  Robert  Buchannan,  Proreft  at  Kirkheuch,  to  the 
Miniflrie  [at  the  kirk]  of  Seiris,  and  tranfportatioun  of  him  from  the  kirk 
of  Forgane  in  Fyfe :  The  brethren  appointit  to  viGte  the  faid  procefs, 
having  made  thair  report  to  the  h^Il  AfTemblie,  the  rights,  reafons,  and 
allegatiouns  of  all  the  faid  pairties  beeand  [heard  and]  conftdderit.  The 
General  Aflemblie  decernes  and  ordaines  the  faid  Mr  Robert  to  remaine 
Miniller  at  tke  laid  kirk  of  Seiris  :  And  lick  lyke  gives  thair  power  and 
commifCoun  to  Mrs  James  Melvill,  Robert  Wilkie,  James  Nicolfone, 
Alexander  Lindfay,  and  William  Scott,  giveand  them  power  to  eleCt  and 
choofe  out  a  difcreit  man,  with  confent  of  the  faids  parochiners  of  Seiris, 
to  be  adjoinit  to  the  fitid  Mr  Robert  as  Miniller  and  fellow  helper  with 
him  at  the  faid  kirk  of  Seiris ;  with  power  alfo  to  them  to  modifie  how 
mikle  of  his  ftipend  falbe  modified  [payitF]  be  the  ^d  Mr  Robert,  and 
how  mikle  be  the  fuds  parochiners  of  Seiris.    And  in  fpeciall,  the  AlTemblie 
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recommends  vnto  them  tbair  brother,  Mr  William  Symfone,  Minifter  at 
BruoUIaDd. 

Forfameikle  as  there  are  direrfe  parts  of  the  countrej,  that,  for  lake  o! 
TiGtatiouD,  are  become  almoft  defolate.  Therefor  the  General!  Aflemblie 
hee  tbocfat  good  that  certaine  viGtours  be  direflit  for  viGteing  of  the  bounds 
of  Kirkudbright  and  Wigtoun,  Mrs  David  Barklaj,  Alexander  Scryra- 
geour,  and  Nathan  Inglis ;  of  the  bounds  of  Murray,  Afrs  George  Haf 
and  Andro  Crombie;  of  the  bounds  of  Orknay  and  Cuthnes,  Mrs  Robert 
Pont,  John  Monro  elder,  and  John  Monro  monger  i  of  the  hounds  of 
RofTe,  Mrs  Alexander  Dowglas,  Johne  Carmichaell,  and  William  Scott ; 
and  for  Nithefdaile,  Mrs  Robert  Wallace  and  Johne  Welfi:he  :  with  pow- 
er to  them  to  inquyre  in  the  lyfe,  do€lrine,  and  qualificatiouo  of  the  Minif- 
trie  within  the  faids  bounds  ^  to  try  the  fayers  and  heirars  of  meSe  with- 
in the  famein:  with  power  alfo  to  plant  and  tranfport  Minifters  to  fuch 
places  as  they  fall  think  moft  expedient  for  the  glory  of  God  and  ipcill  of 
the  Kirk  ;  and  to  report  to  the  nixt  Aflemblie. 

Becaufe  the  Hand  of  Errone  lyes  moft  commodious  and  adjacent  to  the 
Prefbitrie  of  Irvin,  Therfor  the  Generall  Affemblie  annexis  the  fame  to  the 
laid  Prefbitrie. 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givin  in  he  the  Prefbitrie  of  Migle,  makand 
mentioun.  That  feeing  the  faid  Prelbitrie  had  vnited  the  kirks  of  EQie 
and  Neua  to  be  and  remaine  a  congregatioun  vnder  the  charge  of  ane 
Paftour,  at  ane  kirk  to  he  biggit  in  the  mids  of  the  faids  two  parochines ; 
partlie  in  refpe£t  of  the  fewnes  of  the  number  [of]  both  the  {aids  paroch- 
ines, not  extending  [to]  the  number  of  fyve  hundreth  perfons  ;  partlie  in 
refpeft  of  the  commoditie  of  the  place,  feeing  the  fartbefi  part  of  both  the 
faids  parochines  will  not  he  diftant  halfe  a  myle  from  the  place,  quher  the 
faid  kirk  fould  he  biggit ;  and  partlie  in  refpeS:  of  the  impoflibilitie  of  moy- 
en  to  fuftaine  two  fundrie  Minifters  at  the  faids  two  kirks:  Defyreing, 
therfor,  ane  ratificatioun  of  the  vnioun  in  this  AlTemhlie,  together  with  a 
command  to  the  brethren  direct  to  the  Eftates  conreinit  at  Perth,  to  crave 
the  liimeia  to  be  ratified  in  the  faid  Conrentioun,  as  at  mair  lenth  is  con- 
teinit  in  the  fupplicatioun  : 

The  Generall  AlTemhlie  ratifies  and  approves  the  mioun  forfaid  ;  and 
Gcklyke  [ordaynes]  the  brethren  appointit  to  gang  to  the  Conrentioun  at 
Perth,  to  crave  the  faid  vnioun  to  be  ratified  in  the  laid  Conventioun. 

Anent  the  appellatioun  perfewit  be  the  Prefbitrie  of  Dumfermling  fra 
6f 
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the  decreit  pronuncit  be  the  Synodall  of  Fy fe,  haldin  at  Couper  the  6  of 
Marche  1598>  fiodingf  that  the  faid  Prelbjtrie  had  done  wrong  in  plantings 
of  the  kirk  of  Da%atie  with  hurt  aod  prejudice  of  the  Kirk  of  Aberdoure, 
being  the  moll  great  and  populous  congregatioun,  and  the  haill  flipend  being 
but  a  meane  ftipend,  and  therfor  decernand  the  haill  ftipend  to  remaine 
with  the  kirk  of  Aberdoure  :  The  laid  Prefbytrie  of  Dumfermling  com 
peirand  be  Mr  Jobne  FairfulK  Minifter  of  Dumfermling,  tbair  Commif- 
fioner,  and  the  CommiQioners  of  the  Synodal!  of  Fyfe  being  lykewayea 
prefent,  with  the  Commifljoners  of  the  Towne  of  Aberdoure,  the  rights  and 
reafones  of  both  the  iaids  parties  hard  and  confidderit.  The  Generall  Affem- 
blie  decernes  and  ordainea  Mr  William  Patoun,  Minifler  at  Dalgatie,  to 
ferve  the  cure  of  both  the  faids  kirks  of  Aberdoure  and  Dalgatie,  and  to 
have  aflignit  to  him  for  his  ferrice  thereat,  the  haill  auld  ftipenda  of  Aber- 
doure and  Dalgatie  befor  the  divifioun  therof,  for  the  crope  and  geir  of  God 
1599*  and  geirlie  in  tyroe  comeing,  ay  and  quhitl  fuffictent  provifioun  may 
be  gottin  for  planting  of  both  the  faids  kirks. 

The  Generall  Aflemblie  grants  libertie  to  Mr  William  Symfone,  Minifler 
at  Bruntiland,  to  tranfport  hImCelfe  from  the  faid  kirk,  in  refpeft  be  bee 
ferrit  therat  tbir  many  ^eirs  bygane,  but  any  flipend  ;  and  the  Quelnes  Ma. 
ieflie  and  her  Cbamerlanes,  quho  was  in  vfe  of  payment  of  before  of  the 
Miniflers  at  the  faid  kirk,  refiifes  to  make  payment  to  the  faid  complainer 
of  the  lamein  :  and  therfor  recommends  him  to  the  Synodall  of  Fyfe,  to 
have  conBderatioun  of  him  in  planting  of  their  kirks. 

The  nixt  Generall  Aflemblie  is  appointit  to  be  haldin  at  San£t  Audroee 
the  laft  Tuefday  of  Julij  1601. 


[The  General  Aflemblie  appointit  to  be  hauldin  at  San€t  Andros  was  be 
the  Kings  proclamation  at  Mercat  crofles,  commanded  to  be  keipit  with 
him  at  Brunteyland  in  the  monetbe  of  May.  C] 
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The  Generall  Aflemblie  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland,  faaldin  at  BruntilaDd, 
the  12  day  of  May  1601  ^eirs.  In  tbe  quhilk  the  Kings  Majeftie 
with  his  Commilfioners  of  tbe  Nobilitie  and  Burrowes,  were  pre- 
lent.

The  quhilk  day  tbe  brethren  having  entrit  in  conGderatioun  of  the  ge- 
nerail  defedtioun  from  the  puritie,  zeale,  and  pra£life  of  trew  religioun  in 
all  eftates  of  the  countrey  ;  and  bow  that  the  fame  muft  of  neceflitie,  at 
laft,  be  concludit  either  in  Papiflrie  or  Atbeifme,  witbin  Ihort  fpace,  in  the 
righteous  judgement  of  God,  except  fome  fubllantious  remeid  be  prorydit 
therto  in  tyme ;  and  becaufe  tbe  evill  cannot  be  weill  curit  unleffe  the  ori- 
ginal! iprings  and  [fpeciall]  caufes  therof  be  rypit  up :    Therfor  the  bre-

threa,  after  mature  deliberatioun  and  wejing  of  the  caufes  of  the  faid  de- 
fe£lioun,  faes  foimd  the  prtncipall  caufes  therof  to  be,  as  followes. 

Caufes  of  the  defe^tioim  from  the  puritie,  zeale,  and  pra6iife  of  true 
religioun  in  all  eftates  of  the  Countrey  :  And  bow  the  fame  may 
be  mofi  effe£luallie  remeidit. 

The  principall  caufe  of  this  fearefuU  change,  no  doubt,  is  the  juft  wrath 
of  God  kiodlit  againft  the  htull  land  for  the  rnreverent  ellimatioun  of  the 
Gofpell,  and  for  the  fins  of  all  eftates,  and  diihoDouring  of  thair  profef- 
iiouns,  and  making  the  name  of  God  to  be  blafphemed  through  the  profane 
world  without  remorfe. 

Luk  of  care  and  diligence  rpon  the  part  of  the  Miniftrie,  in  the  difcove- 
rie  of  them  that  makea  apoftafie  to  Papifirie  i  and  negligence  in  executioun 
of  the  lawia  and  difcipllne  aganis  Tick  ae  happins  to  be  difcorerit. 

Want  of  Faftours,  and  vnplantit  kirks,  and  difplanting  of  kirks,  quhilk 
hea  bein  provjdit,  be  diminutioun  of  the  Thrids. 

Neglecting  of  places  that  are  of  cbeifeft  importance  to  the  intereft  of.  re- 
ligioun, in  not  planting  fufficient  Faftours  therat,  flck  as  [are]  ber  Majef- 
ties  faoufe,  the  Princes  houfe,  the  Grles  of  Hunttie,  Erroll,  and  Angus  ' 
boufee,  and  places  of  thair  cheifefi  reCdence  }  the  Lord  Hoomes  houfe,  the 
Lord  Herries  houfe,  and  cheife  places  of  tbair  reGdence  ;  the  towne  of 
Dumfreis,  and  vtbers  of  the  Nobilitie  and  [of]  greateft  power  within  the 
countrey. 

The  OTir  haflie  admiOioun  of  men  to  the  Miniftrie,  befor  they  be  knowin 
to  be  of  fu£Bcient  gifts  and  experience  to  difchai^e  fruitfullie  that  high  catl- 
ing [in]  thir  difficile  tymes. 

The  negligence  of  the  Miniftrie  in  advancing  of  thair  knowledge,  be 
ever  continuall  and  conftant  reiding  of  the  Scriptures,  and  controrerfies  of 
the  tyme  ;  quhertbrow  they  might  be  able  to  bring  the  confciences  of  thair 
auditors  in  fubieCltoun  to  the  obedience  of  the  Gofpell,  and  convince  of 
the  adverfarier 

Negligence  in  the  lyves  of  the  Miniftrie,  not  frameing  thair  converfa- 
tioun  in  gravitie  as  patems  of  lyfe  to  the  peiple  ;  hot  frameing  themfelves 
excefiively  to  the  humours  of  men,  efpeciallie  in  communicatioun  at  tables, 
and  giving  fometymes  examples  of  intemperance,  [and]  in  the  light  and 
prodigall  abulzemeote  of  thur  families.

The  diftra€Houn  of  mjnds  quhilk  is  fuppofed  to  be  in  the  Miaiftrie  ; 
[and]  the  diftrafUoun  quhilk  is  fuppofed  to  be  of  hiB  Majefttes  mynd  from 
fotne  of  the  M iniftrie. ' 

The  adrancing-  of  raen  fufpe€b  in  religioun,  and  kna^n  to  be  evill 
a£fe^t  to  the  good  caufe,  vnto  offices,  honours,  [and]  credit  in  Court, 
Counfell,  and  SelDoun,  and  vther  rowmes  of  great  importance  within  the 
countrey. 

The  defolatioun  of  the  Kirk  of  Edinburgh  through  the  want  of  Faf- 
tours. 

The  continuall  refidence  and  intertainment  of  the  Ladie  Huntlie,  a 
knowin  and  profeft  Papift,  of  Margret  Wood,  filler  to  the  Laird  of  Bonj- 
toun,  and  vtbers  knawin  and  profeft  Papifts,  in  his  Majefties  Court  and 
companie. 

The  education  of  thair  Majefties  children  [in]  the  companie  of  obftinat 
and  profeft  Papifls,  fick  as  the  Ladie  Livingftioun. 

The  negligent  educatioun  of  the  children  of  noblemen,  and  fending 
them  out  of  the  countrej  vnder  the  charge  of  paedagogues  fufpe£l  in  reli- 
gioun, or,  at  the  leift,  not  weill  groundit  and  confinnit  therin,  to  be  brocht 
Tp  and  inftru£lit  in  places  quher  Papiftrie  is  profeft. 

The  impunitie  of  ikippers,  mariners,  and  awners  of  Ihipeci,  that,  vnder 
the  name  of  paEGngers,  tranfporte  from  vther  places,  and  brings  within  the 
countrey  Seminarie  Priefis,  Jefuites,  and  vther  traffiquelng  Papifts,  with 
thair  coffers,  and  bookes ;  aud  the  impunitie  of  lick  quho  convokes  and 
fparfelts  the  bookes  through  the  countrey. 

The  decay  of  Schooles  and  of  the  educatioun  of  the  ^outh  in  knowledge 
of  good  letters  and  godlines,  fpeciallie  a  landwart,  for  lake  of  provifioun 
fufficient  to  intertune  a  qualified  Schoolemafter  in  plabes  neidfull. 

That  men  fufpe£t  in  religioun,  and  challengit  therfor  be  thtur  Prefbytrie 
and  Paftours,  hes  accefle  to  Court  dureing  the  tjme  of  thair  proceffe. 

Tliat  the  late  recondleit  Papifts  are  not  vrgeit  to  performe  the  condi- 
tiouns  aggreit  to  be  them  at  thair  reconciliatioun  to  the  Kirk. 

Remedies  of  the  former  Evills. 

The  Generall  Aflemblie,  having  entrit  in  the  confideratioun  of  the  caufes 
of  the  fiiid  [great  and]  feareiiill  defe&ioun  of  all  eftates  of  perfons  within 
this  land  from  the  true  and  lincere  profeflion  of  the  Gofpell,  [prefentlie] 
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founding  within  the  fame  ;  and  bnving  found  the  priocipall  canfes  of  this 
change  to  be,  no  doubt,  the  jufl;  wrath  of  God  kindlit  agaioft  this  land,  for 
the  Tnreverent  efiimatioun  of  the  Gofpell,  and  for  the  flns  of  all  eflatee, 
and  for  the  dilfaononring  of  their  profeflioan,  and  making  the  name  of  God 
to  be  blafphemit  be  the  profane  world  without  remorfe  :  quhilk  horrible 
judgements  hea  fallin  in  ererj  eftate,  for  the  contemptuoua  heiring  of  the 
Word  of  God,  in  fo  farre  as  ther  is  none  hes  wortbitie  efleiniit  the  iaid  pre- 
cious Word  according  to  the  dignitie  therof :  Therfor,  and  for  removing 
of  the  former  evills,  and  caufes,  and  farther  judgements,  if  the^  be  not  pre- 
ventit  be  fpeidie  repentance,  the  Aflemblie  hes  [concludit  and]  ordainit  a 
generall  humiliationn  to  be  keipit  folemnlie  throughout  the  haill  land,  with 
falling  and  prater  in  all  feverall  congregatiouos,  two  fererall  Sabboth  dajes, 
both  inhurgh  and  land,  within  the  realms;  and  lykewajes  in  burrow  townee, 
throughout  the  haill  weik  betuixt  the  faida  two  Sabbotbs ;  and  die  caufe  of 
the  faid  humiliatioun  to  be  [_intimat  to  be]  onlj'  the  fins  of  the  land,  be  the 
quhilk  the  profedioun  of  the  Gofpell  hes  bein  dilhonourit,  and  the  wrath 
of  God  prorockit :  <]uhilk  generall  humiliatioun  is  ordainit  to  be  vpon  the 
laft  two  Sabboth  dayea  of  Junij  nixt  to  come. 

The  vnplantit  kirks  watd  be  effe^ualiie  recommendit  to  his  Majefties 
care,  whofe  authoritie  onlj  is  able  to  accomplilh  that  worke ;  and,  for  the 
better  furtherance  tberof,  that  his  Majeflie  wald  caufe  take  heid  that  the 
thrids  be  keipit  vnritiat. 

Nothing  more  neceffar  nor  to  have  bis  Majefties  houffe,  the  Princes 
houfe,  the  Erles  houfes,  and  places  of  thair  reCdence,  and  vthers  places  of 
chlefell  importance,  as  the  Towne  of  Dumfreis,  to  be  weill  plantit  with 
learnit,  wife,  and  godlie  perfons :  and  quher  the  taik  of  provilioun  mjcfat 
be  a  binder  to  the  prefent  planting,  as  at  the  Erles  houfes,  it  were  requi- 
lite  for  a  time,  that  the  meiteft  for  that  purpofe,  not  being  in  places  quher 
the  caul'e  may  be  fo  farre  intereft  be  the  want  of  a  refident  Paflour, 
fould  be  tranfportit  fra  thair  awin  places,  to  remaine  for  ane  quarter  or 
halfe  ane  ^eir,  that  ane  fubflantious  meane  may  be  found  out  for  ane  con- 
ilant  provilioun  and  planting  of  tbefe  rowmes,  be  whofe  labours,  in  the 
meane  tyme,  the  Erles  and  thair  families  might  be  confirmit  in  tbe  trueth, 
and  the  enemies  debarrit  from  thair  companies,  and  therafter  to  retume  to 
thfur  awin  charges  ;  the  Prelbytries,  in  the  meanequhill,  taking  ordour  for 
tbe  helping  of  tbair  kirks  in  the  tyme  of  thair  abfence :  And  to  that  effe^ 
ordaines  Mr  George  Glaidflanes  to  be  dire^  to  awaite  vpon  the  Erie  of

HuDtlie  i  Mra  AlexaDder  Liadfejr  and  William  Cooper  rpon  the  Erie  of 
ErroU  ;  Mrs  James  Law  and  Johne  Spottifvood  vpon  tbe  Erie  of  An^a ; 
Mr  Johne  Carmicbell  vpon  the  Lord  Hoome;  Mra  David  Lindfej  and 
Joboe  Hall  rpon  the  Lord  Herreis. 

That  ane  petitioan  be  givin  in  to  bis  Majeftie  and  Secreit  Counfell,  de- 
fjring,  that  tbefe  qubom  his  Majeftie  knowis,  or  fell  know  heirafter,  to  deale 
ia  TaTours  of  profeft  traffiqueing  Papifts  farther  nor  the  lawes  of  the  coun- 
trey  (all  permitt,  falbe  countit  and  haldin  as  men  fufpe£l:  in  religioun,  and 
fall  not  hare  the  honour  to  be  in  his  Majefties  houfe,  Coonfell,  or  Sef- 
fiouQ. 

Item,  That  it  be  craveit  lykeways  of  his  Majeflie  and  Secreit  Counfell, 
that  all  Papifts,  men  and  women,  cballengit  be  the  Kirk  for  thair  religioun, 
and  not  fatif  tieand  the  Kirk  for  the  fame,  be  difchairgit  from  refort  to  court, 
quhili  tbej  have  fatiffied,  and  bring  from  the  Prelbytrie  of  thair  bounda  a 
liifficient  teftimoniall  of  thair  obedience. 

Item,  For  difcoTering*  of  the  adverfaries  of  tbe  true  religioun  lurking 
within  this  countrey,  it  ia  ordainit,  that  erery  Prefbytrie,  immediatlio  after 
the  diffolving  of  thia  prefent  Affemblie,  take  vp  tbe  names  of  tbe  non  com- 
municants within  thair  bounds,  and  fend  them  to  bis  Majefties  Minifters 
with  all  ezpeditiouD,  fubfcrjvit  he  the  Moderatour  and  Clark  of  the  Pref- 
bjtrie,  and  Minifter  of  tbe  paroch  ;  and  that  from  this  tyme  furth,  at  every 
Provinctall  Aflemblie,  tbe  namea  of  the  non  communicants  be  tane  Tp,  and 
fent  to  his  Majefties  Minifters. 

Item,  That  it  be  inquyrit  anent  the  late  reconcilit  Lords  to  the  Kirk,  be 
tbe  Preft>ytries  quher  they  make  refidence,  whither  they  hare  keipit  and 
performit  the  articles  fubfcrivit  be  them  at  thair  receiving,  and  that  they  be 
vrgit  feverallie  to  performe  every  ane  of  the  {aid  articles  ;  and  if  they  re- 
fufe,  that  the  Prefliytries  certiBe  tbe  Kinga  Majefties  Minifters  therof. 

Item,  For  efchewing  of  farther  evill  qubilk  might  come  to  the  eftate  c^ 
tbe  religioun  be  the  evill  educatioun  of  tbe  south  foorth  of  the  country, 
it  wald  be  cravit  of  bis  Majeftie  and  Secreit  Counfell,  that  I'uch  noblemen 
and  vthers  aa  dire^  a  paedagogtie  with  thair  fonnes  furth  of  the  countrie, 
that  thair  paedagogue  be  knowin  godlie  and  of  good  religioun,  [learnit] 
and  inftru£i;it  in  tbe  famein,  and  approvit  of  bis  religioun  be  tbe  teftimo* 
niall  of  bis  Preftiitrie  :  that  thair  remaining  out  of  the  countrey  be  in  the 
places  quher  the  religioun  is  prefentlie  profeft,  or,  at  the  leaft,  quher  ther 
ia  no  reftraint  of  the  fiune  be  the  crueltie  of  Inquilitioun  :  that  dureiog  tbe 
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tjme  of  thair  abfence  they  fait  not  haunt  any  idolatrous  exercife  of  reli- 
gioun :  and  fuch  [as]  hes  not  the  moyen  to  fuAune  a  paedagogue  with 
tbair  fons  foorth  of  the  countrey,  tliat  they  fend  them  to  fucb  parts  quher 
ther  is  no  reftraint  [of  retigioun :  and  in  catce  tfaair  fonnes,  after  tbair  de- 
parting out  of  the  countrey,  haunt  Ihefe  parts  quher  the  profelfion  of  the 
trew  religioun  is  reflrainit,]  that  they  find  csaution  not  to  intertaine  tbem  : 
And  in  cace  any  that  pafles  out  of  the  countrey  imbrace  any  religioun  ex- 
cept that  quhilk  b  prefentlie  profeft  within  this  realme,  that  they  fall  not 
be  able  to  bruih  moyen,  heritage,  honours,  nor  offices,  within  this  realme; 
and  this  to  be  ane  exceptioun  aganis  the  fervice  of  tbair  breives,  and  at  the 
tyme  of  admillioun  of  tbem  to  any  office  or  honours  :  And  in  cace  any  of 
thair  parents  contraveine  any  of  tbe  premiffes,  that  tbeyincurre  fuch  paine 
as  his  Majefiie  and  Secreit  0>unfeU  fall  modifie ;  and  that  fuch  as  are 
already  out  of  the  countrey,  [either]  be  callit  back  againe  befor  ane  day  to 
be  appointit  be  his  Majellie  and  Secreit  Counfell,  or  els  that  tbair  parents 
be  fubiefl  to  the  lyke  conditiouns  befor  fett  downe. 

Item,  It  widd  be  craveit  of  his  Majeflie  and  Secreit  Counfell,  that  all 
ikippers,  mariners,  and  awners  of  ihips,  be  inbite  that  they  bring  in  any 
Jefuites,  Seminarie  Priefts,  declarit  fugitive  traitours  and  rebells  within  the 
countrey,  bot  fuch  as  they  know  to  be  of  true  religioun,  or  hes  fufficient 
teftimoniall  of  tbe  honedie  of  thair  religioun  fra  tbe  places  quher  theyfaare 
bein  converfant,  vnder  tbe  paine  of  efcheiting  thair  haill  goods ;  and  vnder 
the  lame  paine,  that  they  delyver  them  in  the  hands  of  the  MagiArat  of  the 
towne  or  port,  quher  they  tail  happin  to  arryve  at,  ther  to  be  keipit,  ay 
and  quhill  they  be  ezaminat  and  tryed,  and  bis  Majefties  warrand  obtainit 
for  tbair  libertie  after  they  have  bein  tryed  [and  fand]  honefi  in  religioun ; 
and  fall  keip  them,  tbair  bookes,  goods,  and  geir  in  fhipboord,  ay  and 
quhill  they  receive  ane  warrand  from  the  ordinar  Magiftrate  for  the  reletv- 
ing  of  the  fame }  and  to  that  effect,  that  tbey  fett  none  vpon  land  hot  in 
commoun  ports,  quher  tber  is  ane  Magiftrate  to  receive  the  paiTengers  from 
thair  hands. 

Item,  That  bis  Majeftie  be  dealt  earneftlie  with  anent  the  removeing  of 
his  dochter  out  of  tbe  Ladie  Levingfiouns  companie,  in  refpe6t  of  her  ob- 
ftinate  continueing  in  the  profeflioun  of  Papiftrie  :  for  tbe  quhilk  caufe,  his 
Majeftie  being  requeifted  [be]  the  haitl  ASemblie,  promifed  that  bis  Hienes 
dochter  fould  be  tranfportit,  betuixt  and  Mertimes  nixt  to  come,  to  his  awiu 
houfe. 
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And  becaufe  the  non  planting  of  kirks  is  a  great  part  of  tbe  wjte  of  the 
defe£lioun  from  the  purttie  of  religioun  i  and  that  the  beft  -way  for  the  plant- 
ing of  the  £iids  kirks,  is  the  furtherance  of  the  conllant  platt  for  locall  fli- 
pends  to  be  appointit  to  every  kirk  within  this  realme :  Therfor  the  Aflem- 
blie  hes  ordunit  the  brethren  following,  viz.

The  faid  day,  being  callit  Mr  George  Glaidftaoes,  Minifter  of  Sanft 
Androes,  quho  was  diredl  be  the  laft  AITemblie  to  have  remained  for  ane 
quarter  or  balfe  ane  geir  with  the  Marqueis  of  Huntlie,  to  the  effect  that, 
be  his  travells  and  labours,  the  faid  Noble  Lord  and  his  &milie  might  be 
infonnit  in  the  Word  of  Trueth  prefentlie  profeft  within  this  realme,  and 
the  enemies  therof  debarrit  from  his  companie,  to  give  ane  accompt  of  his 
diligence  in  the  faid  commiflioun,  the  faid  Mr  George  compeirand,  declant, 
that,  at  the  tyme  of  his  journeying  northward  for  vilitatioun  of  the  Prefby- 
tries  of  Cathnea  and  Suddertand,  he  addreft  bimfelfe  to  the  Marqueis  of 
Huntlie,  and  remained  with  him  the  fpace  of  tbrie  dayes,  duering  the  quhilk 
tyme  he  conferrit  with  him  anent  tfae  contravertit  heids  of  religioun,  and 
defyrit  of  his  Lordlhip  that  he  wald  fliew  him  quherin  he  doubtit,  that  to 
the  effedi  be  his  conference  he  might  be  refolvit  of  fuch  heids  quherof  he 
was  not  as  jet  futlie  fatiffied,  quhilk  his  Lordfliip  promifed  to  doe  at  his 
back  coming :  and  lykeways  having  demanded^  why  his  Lordfliips  kirks 
were  not  plantit,  and  why  be  refortit  not  to  the  preaching  at  the  ordinar 
tymes  in  paroch  kirks  ? 

To  the  6r{l  he  anfuerit,  That  the  non  planting  of  his  kirks  proceidsvpon 
the  not  giving  licence  to  the  Perfons  of  the  laids  kirks  to  renew  his  taks, 
conforme  to  the  promife  made  to  his  Lordlhip  be  the  Commillloners  of  tfae 
Affemblie,  at  the  tyme  that  his  Lordfliip  grantit  to  the  augmentatioun  of 
the  rents  of  the  laid  kirks. 

As  to  the  fecond,  He  could  not  Weill  refort  to  the  paroch  kirks,  partlie, 
in  refpe^t  of  the  means  rank  of  fuch  as  were  within  the  paroch,  and  partlie, 
in  refpe£t  hia  Lordfliips  predeceflburs  were  in  vfe  to  have  a  chappetl  in 
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tbair  awio  houfe,  qubilk  he  was  mTodit  to  profecute  now,  feeing^  be  iras 
prefentlie  repairing  [to]  his  boufe  of  Strathbogie. 

The  faid  Mr  Georg-e  being-  demandit,  why  he  made  no  longer  refldence 
with  bis  LordQiip,  coaforoie  to  his  commilBotta,  aafwerit,  that  be  could 
not,  becaufe  the  Marqueis  of  Huntlie  was  vpon  bis  voyage  foutbward,  at 
his  Majefties  direftioua,  for  reconciliatioua  of  the  feid  betnizt  him  and  the 
Erie  of  Murray ;  qubilk  feid  was  the  caufe  that  his  Lordlhip  could  not 
communicat. 

Being  caliit  lykewayes  Mr  Alexander  Lindfay  and  William  Couper,  Com- 
miffioners  appointit  be  the  lall  AlTembHe  to  awaite  rpon  the  Erie  of  Erroll 
for  the  effect  forfaid,  compeirand  Mr  Alexander  Liadfay,  declairit,  that  he 
had  awaitit  rpon  the  faid  Noble  Lord  dureinghia  remaining  in  the  Carfe  of 
Gowrie,  and  that  he  faod  him  a  diligent  beirer  of  the  Word  :  and  having 
requyrit  of  him.  if  be  doubted  of  any  thing*  his  Lordlhip  anfuerit,  That,  at 
the  tyme  of  his  reconciliatioua,  he  did  the  famein  vnfainedly,  and  had  callin 
all  fcruples  away.  As  concerning  the  planting  of  bis  kirks,  tbat  be  had  pro. 
Tjdit  the  famein  of  his  awin  benevolence  ;  and  that  he  wald  communicat  at 
Gck  tyme  as  the  facrament  fould  be  miniilrat  at  any  of  his  awin  kirks, 
quherat  bis  reOdence  fould  be  for  the  tyme. 

Being  caliit  Mr  Jobne  Spottifwood  and  James  Law,  Commiflioners  ap. 
pointit  to  awayt  vpon  the  Erie  of  Angus,  Mr  Johne  Spottifwood  excuCt 
bimfelfe,  becaufe  be  was  dire£tit  be  bis  Majeftie  to  awaite  vpon  the  Duke 
of  Lennox  in  his  ambafladria  to  France  ;  in  refpe6t  quberof,  Mr  James 
Law,  being  appointit  Commiflioner  conjun^lie  with  the  faid  Mr  Jobne, 
could  doe  nothing  bim  alone :  but  becaufe  it  was  reportit  be  th^  haill  bre- 
tbren  of  thefe  parte  quber  the  faid  Erie  does  haunt,  that  he  did  neither  re- 
fort  to  the  beiring  of  the  Word,  nor  participatioun  of  the  tacramenta,  bot. 
be  the  contrair,  maintainit  profeft  enemies  to  the  religioun  in  bis  companie, 
fick  as  ane  Mr  Charles  Browne  ;  therfor,  to  advife  in  the  conference  for 
remeid  therof. 

Being  caliit  Mr  John  Carmichaell,  CommiQioner  appointit  to  awaite 
vpon  my  Lord  Hoome,  dectarit,  that  he  execute  no  part  of  his  commiQioun, 
be  reafon  of  the  faid  Lords  ableoce  foorth  of  the  countrey. 
-  The  lyke  excufe  was  vQt  be  Mrs  David  Lindfay  and  Johne  Hall,  qufao 
were  appointit  to  await  on  my  Lord  Herreiti,  in  cace  that  be  repairit  to 
£dinbuigh,  declairing,  that  the  faid  Lord  remainit  but  a  verie  Ihort  fpaca 
in  the  faid  towne. 
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Aoent  the  CommtlEonerB  appointit  be  tbe  laft  Afietnblie  to  awaite  rpon 
the  conftant  platt :  M^  Lord  CoUeflour  being  prefent,  dedarit,  that  the 
fiaj'  of  that  worke  proceidit  vpon  the  default  of  tbe  Prefliytries^  quho,  for 
the  moll  part,  had  oevir  returait  ane  anfuer  of  bis  Majefties  letters  dire£t 
be  his  Cotnmiflionere  of  tbe  conftant  platt,  without  tbe  qubilk  thej  could 
not  proceid :  and,  therfor,  the  AQembtie  ordaines  fick  as  had  not  reportit 
thair  anfuera,  to  produce  them  the  mome. 

Anent  tbe  Commiirioners  appointit  for  viGtatioun  of  Prefbytriea  :  The 
Affemblie  ordainee  them  to  give  in  thair  diligence  in  wry te  the  morne,  that 
the  famein  may  he  tryit  and  confldderit  be  tbe  Afiemblie.  And  becaufe 
ther  hes  hetn  Hack,  or  no  executioun  of  fick  CommiQionB  in  tjme  bygane, 
be  reafon  of  cartefnes  of  fick  as  were  appointit  to  accept  tbe  fame  :  Ther- 
for, it  is  ordainit,  that,  in  tyme  comeing,  fick  as  falbe  appointit  Commif- 
fioners,  fall  accept  the  commifliouns  on  them,  and  promife  be  thair  aitbea, 
in  iaca  of  tbe  Affemblie,  to  doe  thtur  boneft  and  iaithfull  diligence  in  the 
executioun  therof ;  and  to  report  the  famein  to  the  nixt  Affemblie  in  wrj-te, 
Toder  the  paines  conteinit  in  the  b£U  of  the  Generall  Affemblie. 

Being  callit  the  Commilfioners  of  tbe  Generall  Affemblie  to  giro  ane 
account  of  thair  proceidingB  fen  the  laft  AflTemblie,  thej  were  ordainit  to 
give  in  thair  diligence  in  wry t  the  mome. 

The  qubilks  things  being  confldderit  be  the  haill  Affemblie,  it  was  thocht 
moft  expedient,  that  certaine  qualified  perfons  be  cbofin  out  of  the  Minif- 
trie,  for  planting  of  fuch  parts  of  tbe  countrey  as  are  deftitute  of  the  Word 
of  God ;  and  Ipeciallie,  that  qualified  men  be  cbofin  out  to  be  appointit 
Minifters  to  the  particular  families  of  the  faid  Noblemen  :  and  lykewajes 
that  tbe  catiouncrs  of  ihefe  qubo  were  fufpedl  of  religioun,  and  were  or- 
dainit be  his  Majeftie  to  paffe  off  tbe  countrie,  be  ftraitit  conforme  to  thair 
band,  and  fpeciallie  for  Patrick  Butter,  Patrick  Mortimer,  and  vthers,  and 
themfelves  [to]  be  lykewayes  chaigit  for  breaking  of  tbe  laid  band.

froiB  the  fud  Prefbf  trie  to  this  prefent  Afferablie,  and  therfor  ordainiogf 
her  to  be  fummoundit  to  [compeir  befor]  thia  Affemblie,  the  thrid  day 
therof,  to  profecute  her  appellatioun,  with  certificatioun,  and  fhe  failjiet, 
the  AfTemblie  wald  allow  of  the  proces  led  and  deduceit  agama  her  be  the 
faid  Frefbitrie,  as  at  mair  lenth  is  coatetatt  in  the  faida  fummooda,  of  the 
dait,  at  Edinbargh,  the  S  of  November  1602 :  The  lame  being*  callit,  the 
Affemblte  coDtinuea  the  &me  in  the  felfe  fame  force  and  effe^  to  the  moroe. 

Tlie  brethren  appointit  for  viGtatioun  of  the  Prefbitriea  in  the  laft  Affem- 
blie,  quho  were  ordainit  this  day  to  produce  thair  diligence  io  wryte,  being 
callit,  conipeirit  Mrs  David  Lindtay  and  Jobne  Spottifwood,  Commiflioners 
for  Qiddifdaill ;  Mr  Andro  Knox,  Commiffioner  for  Air  ;  Mrs  James  Ni< 
colfone  and  Robert  Howie,  Commiflioners  for  Fyfe ;  Mr  Robert  Durie, 
Commil&oner  for  Orknay  ;  and  Mr  George  GlaidflaneB,  CommiOioner  for 
Cathnes ;  and  produceit  thur  diligence  in  wrjte.  The  reft  of  the  faids 
CommiQionerB  either  were  not  prefent,  or  had  done  no  diligence.  Quhilkt 
diligences  producit,  the  Aflemblie  ordainit  to  be  riBted  be  the  brethren, 
Mrs  Johns  Hall,  Walter  Balcanquell,  Patrick  Walkinfchaw,  Archibald 
Moncrie^  and  James  Anderfon,  and  tberafter  to  report  what  they  hare 
found  in  it  to  the  haill  AITemblie. 

The  faid  day,  the  Commiflioners  quho  were  appoiotit  in  the  laft  Aflem- 
blie,  for  planting  of  burrowea  tounes  vacand,  and  awaiteand  vpon  bis  Mo- 
jeftie,  quho  were  ordainit  thia  day  to  produce  thair  diligence  [and  proceed- 
ings in  wryte,]  to  the  effe^l  they  might  be  tryit  be  the  brethren,  and  either 
allowit  or  diffallowit,  [conforme]  as  they  deferred,  being  caiitt,  they  com- 
peirit;  and,  in  name  of  the  reft,  Mr  James  Nicolfone,  Minifter  at  Migle, 
produceit  tbur  haill  proceidings  in  wryte;  quhilk  being  [openly]  read  in 
prefeuce  of  the  haill  AITemblie,  and  the  t»'etbrea  being  demandit  be  the 
Moderator,  if  they  had  any  thing  to  foy  againft  the  lamein,  or  againft  them 
in  any  vther  heid  quhatfuraeTir  :  Efter  the  particular  votes  of  every  ane 
of  the  Commiffioners  was  fpeirit,  the  Aflemblie  allowit  of  the  did  proceid* 
ings,  and  thankit  God  for  the  fame, 

'Die  quhilk  day,  the  brethren  coaveinit  in  this  prefent  Aflemblie  baring 
oonfidderit,  that  nothing  is  more  necefiar  for  the  advancement  of  Gods 
glorie  and  his  true  religioun  within  this  realme,  then  that  the  cheife  rowmes 
and  places  within  the  countrey,  fuch  as  are  noblemens  houfes  and  families, 
be  plantit  with  leu'nit  and  dlfbreit  Paftours,  able  not  only  to  inflm<%  and 
confirm  the  laid  noblemen,  thair  wyvea,  children,  and  families,  in  the  true 
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feare  of  God,  and  heids  of  fincere  religioun  profeft  prefentlie  within  this 
realms,  hot  alfo  qufao  may,  be  thair  provident  care  and  diligence,  procure 
that  the  families  of  fuch  noblemen  be  not  corruptit  with  the  companie  and 
banting  of  profeft  Fapifts,  Jefuites,  [and  Tther]  Seminarie  Priefte,  quho 
goes  about  dajlie  to  fmore  and  put  out  the  fpunks  of  true  religioun  and 
knowledge  of  God  kindlit  in  the  faids  noblemens  hearts ;  and  becaufe 
prefentlie  fuch  men  cannot  be  found  to  vndertake  the  charge  of  the  laids 
noblemens  houfes,  as  faid  is :  Therfor,  the  Aflemblie  hes  thocht  good, 
that,  for  a  tyme,  brethren  meiteft  for  the  purpole  fould  be  borrowit  from 
thair  awin  places,  to  remaine  for  the  fpace  of  a  quarter  of  ane  geir  conti- 
Duallie  with  the  faids  noblemen,  be  whole  labours  in  the  meane  tyme,  quhill 
ane  conftant  and  permanent  proviQoun  may  be  found  out  for  the  planting 
of  thefe  rowraes,  the  faids  noblemen  and  thair  families  may  be  confirmit  in 
the  trueth,  and  the  enemies  therof  debarrit  from  tbair  companies;  and 
tberafter  to  return  to  thair  awin  charges ;  and  in  the  meane  tyme,  that 
the  Prefbitries  take  ordour  that  thair  places  be  furnifcbit  dureing  thair 
abfence  :  And,  therfor,  they  hare  eleftit  and  nominat  the  brethren  fol- 
lowing to  awaite  vpon  the  faids  noblemen  dureing  the  Ipace  forfaid,  riz. 
Mr  William  Scott,  Minifler  at  Kennoquhy,  to  remaine  with  the  Marqueis 
of  HuDtlie  }  for  the  Erie  of  Erroll,  Mr  Alexander  Lindfuy  ;  for  the  Erie 
of  Angus,  Mr  James  Law  ;  for  the  Lord  Hoome,  Mr  John  Carmichaell ; 
for  the  Lord  Maxwell,  fo  long  as  he  remaines  in  the  Caftle  of  Edinbui^h, 
Mr  Henrie  BIyth  ;  for  the  Lord  Hereis,  Mr  Robert  Wallace ;  for  the 
Lord  Semple,  the  Prefbitrie  of  Irwing,  fo  long  as  he  remaines  within  the 
fame  ;  and  in  cace  he  remaine  within  the  Prelbitrie  of  Paiflay,  the  Taid 
Prelbitrie  to  awaite  vpon  him  ;  and  lykewayes  for  the  Erie  of  Sutherland, 
the  Prelbitrie  of  Edinburgh,  in  cace  he  make  his  reGdence  within  the  fame  : 
And  in  cace  any  of  the  noblemen  make  their  relidence  any  tyme  in  Edin- 
burgh, or  within  the  Prelbitrie  therof,  the  AQemblie  ordainea  the  Prelbitrie 
of  Edinburgh  to  direfi  twa  brethren  of  tbair  number,  with  the  lyke  power  as 
the  brethren  above  fpecifeit,  to  awaite  vpon  every  ane  of  the  fuids  noblemen 
that  falbe  found  refident  within  thair  Prelbitrie  :  quhilks  brethren  forlaid, 
and  every  ane  of  them,  fall  receive  the  articles  in  wryte  fra  this  Aflemblie, 
quherin  they  fall  trarell  with  the  faids  Noblemen.  Quhilks  articles  the

loftru^liounB  for  the  brethrea  appointit  be  the  Geaerall  AOembtie  to 
attend  vpun  tbe  MarqueU  of  Huntlie,  the  Eries  of  Angus  and 
Erroll,  the  Lords  Hoome,  Herreis,  and  Maxwell. 

Firft,  ge  fall  addrefle  sourfelTes  with  all  conrenient  diligence  and  ne- 
ceflar  furniture  to  entir  in  thur  companie  and  families,  ther  to  remaine  flill 
with  them  for  tbe  fpace  of  thrie  monetbis  continuall ;  dureing  the  quhilk 
tj'me  sour  princlpall  care  lalbe,  by  publick  dodirine,  by  reiding  and  inter- 
pretatioun  of  tbe  Scriptures  ordinarlie  at  tbair  tables,  and  by  conference  at 
all  meitt  occafiouns,  to  inflxu^t  themfelvea  in  the  baill  grounds  of  true  re. 
ligioun  and  godlinefs,  fpeciallie  in  the  heids  controvcrtit,  and  confirme 
tbem  tberin.

QubilUs  articles  beiag  red  in  audience  of  the  AIIemblie»  the  brethren 
approvit  the  lamein,  and  ordainit  tbem  to  be  infert,  with  the  commiOiouD 
given  to  the  Miniflers  appointit  to  remaine  with  the  faida  Lords,  in  the 
bookes  of  the  Aflenibtie. 

The  brethren  appointit  to  vilite  the  diligence  of  the  vifitours  sppointit 
in  the  laft  AITemblie,  finds  fault,  that  in  all  thair  diligences  produceit,  ex- 
cept of  Caithnes  and  f  yfe,  the  riiitors  hes  not  exa£llie  tryed  the  lyfe,  doc- 
trine, and  conrerfatioun  of  every  Miniller  at  his  awin  kirk  and  be  his  awin 
(1ock>  but  nakedlie  and  flanderlie  be  a  generall  y'lew  at  the  Synodall  Aflem- 
blies ;  qubilk  the  Affemblie  finds  fault  with,  and  ordaines  to  be  ameodit  in 
tf  ine  comeing. 

The  qubilk  daj,  the  brethren  convetnit  in  this  Afiemblie,  having  rypelie 
weyit  hour  neceffar  it  is,  that  ane  general  vititatioun  he  for  inquynng  in 
the  lyfe,  do£trine,  qualificatioun,  and  converfatioun  of  every  ane  of  the 
Miniftrifl  in  particular  ;  the  qubilk  albeit  it  was  committit  to  the  charge  of 
the  vilitours  appointit  be  the  laft  AiTemblie,  nevirthelea  they,  or  at  the  leaft 
the  mod  of  tbem,  hes  done  I'mall  or  no  diligence  in  the  executioun  of  that 
profitable  worke  committit  to  thair  charge,  excufit  partlie  be  infirmitie  and 
feiknes,  and  partlie  be  vther  neceflar  affaires,  quherin  tbej  were  imployit, 
as  they  alledgit :  Tberfor,  the  Affemblie,  not  willing  that  fuch  a  neceflar 
and  profitable  worke  fould  want  the  awin  good  execution  [and  fuccefs,]  bes 
nominat,  and  he  thir  prefents  numinats  thir  brethren  following,  thair  verie 
laufull  Commiflioners  for  vifitatioun  of  the  bounds  vnderwrytin,  every  ane 
of  tbem  for  thair  awin  parts,  as  they  are  parlicularlie  defignit;  viz.  for 
Orknay,  Mr  Robert  Pont;  for  Cathnes  and  Sudderland,  Mr  Geot^e 
Glaidftanes,  Mr  Alexander  Bawfone  ;  for  Rofs,  Mr  David  Lindfay;  for 
Murray,  Mrs  Peter  Blackburne,  Abraham  Sibbald ;  for  Aherdein,  Mrs 
William  Scott  and  Alexander  Lindfay  }  for  Angus  and  Memes,  Mrs  Ro- 
bert Wilkie  and  James  Melvill ;  for  Perth  and  Striveling,  Mrs  James  Mer- 
tin  and  Johne  Caldcleugb  ;  for  Fyfe,  Mrs  James  Nicolfone  and  Robert 
Howie  ;  for  Lauthiane,  Mrs  Patrick  Sharp,  Johne  Couper  ;  for  Mers  and 
Teviotdaill,  Mrs  Johne  Carmichaell  and  James  Law ;  for  Cliddifdaill,  Mrs 
Johne  Spottifwood,  William  Airthur ;  for  Irwing  and  Air,  Mrs  Andro 
Boyd,  Johne  Hay ;  for  Nithefdaill  and  Annandaill,  Mrs  Jobne  Knox,

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Fullertoun  i  for  Argyle,  Mrs  Aadro  Knox,  Aodro  Lamb:  Giveand, 
grantand,  and  committaad  to  every  ane  of  tbeni  conjund^lie,  and  in  cace 
of  feiknefs  of  any  ane  of  them,  with  power  to  the  vther,  &c.  to  try  the 
brethren  of  the  Miniftrie  within  the  bounds  particularlie  above  committit  to 
every  ane  of  thair  charges  refpe^tiv^  in  tbair  life,  do6trine,  qualificatioun, 
and  conTerfatiourt,  and  how  they  behave  themfeWee  tuicbing  the  rents  of 
tbair  beneSces,  whither  they  have  fett  taks  of  tbe  famein  but  confent  of  the 
Generall  AJTemblie,  or  not ;  and  fo  incurrit  the  cenfure  of  dilapidatioun  ; 
with  power  atfo  to  try  the  Prefbitries  within  the  faida  bounds,  if  they  have 
keipit  tbair  ordinar  couventiouos.  and  particular  vifitatiouoa  of  thair  awin 
kirks,  and  vfit  and  exercifeit  all  fuch  things  as  belongs  to  the  Prelbitrie  : 
with  power  alfo  to  them  to  try  every  particular  congregatioun  within  the 
bounds  committit  to  tbair  viGtatioun ;  and  generallie,  to  try  every  ane  of  tbe 
Miniflrie,  Prcfbitries,  and  Congregatiouns,  conforme  to  the  particular  or- 
dour  of  vifitatioun  fett  downeia  this  AiTemblie.  And  in  cace  any  fault  or 
enormitie  be  found  be  them  in  any  of  tbe  faida  villtatiouns  committit  to 
them,  with  power  to  cenfure  the  famein  according  to  the  a£t  of  the  Gene- 
rall Aflemblie  ;  and  as  they  proceid  in  tbtur  faid  vilitatioun,  that  they  re- 
port thair  baill  proceffe  and  diligence  to  the  nixt  General!  AiTemblie : 
Promitten  de  rato,  &c.

The  faid  day  it  being  confiderit  be  the  Aflemblie,  that  for  inlake  of  ane 
conftant  and  vniforme  ordour  of  vilitatloun  of  Synods,  Prelbitries,  and  par- 
ticular kirks,  the  labours  and  travelU  takin  hitherto  bes  bein  almoll  vnpro* 
fitable  and  inefle6lual :  Therfor,  that  ane  folid  ordour  may  be  takin  and 
generallie  obfervit  in  viiitatiouns  in  all  tymes  comeing  throughout  the  baill 
kirks  within  this  realme,  tbe  Afl'emblie  ordaines  the  brethren  following,  viz. 
Mrs  Robert  Pont,  Patrick  Galloway,  James  Carmichaell,  William  Scott, 
Alexander  Lindfay,  to  advyfe  anent  the  fubie6t  of  viiitatiouns,  and  the 
forme  and  ordour  of  procefle  that  falbe  vlit  in  the  fame  in  all  tyme  coming, 
and  to  produce  the  famein  in  wryte  to  tbe  Aflemblie  tbe  mome. 

Tbe  qubilk  day  the  brethren  faaveand  confidderit  the  great  travells  and 
paines  takin  be  thair  brother,  Mr  Johne  Howefone,  Mintfter  at  CambuQang, 
in  anfuering  to  Bellarraine  in  thrie  fundrie  volumes,  and  how  profitable 
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the  liime  wilbe  to  the  Kirk  of  God,  qubllk  be  prefentit  to  the  AQembtie, 
tlefyreing  the  fame  to  be  reviflt  be  them,  to  the  effe^  if  tbey  be  found 
worlbie,  they  may  be  put  foorth  in  print ;  tbey  appointit  the  faid  worke, 
firft,  to  be  revifit  be  Mrs  Robert  Howie,  James  Nicolfone,  and  Jamee  Ro- 
bertfone ;  tberafter,  be  Mr  Andro  Melvill ;  and  lall,  be  Mrs  llobert  Pont 
and  Johne  Hall ;  and  to  report  to  the  nixt  Affemblie  :  quhilk  bookea  are 
prefentlie  delyverit  to  Mr  llobert  Howie. 

Anent  the  conllant  platt :  Tbebrethrenappointitto  Gttthervpon  with  bis 
MajeftieB  CommiOioners  being  demandit,  qubat  eSe£t  thair  trarells  had 
tukin  in  the  fame,  tbey  producit  the  conctufioun  of  the  Commiflioaers  of  the 
faid  platt,  refolving  in  S  heids,  out  of  the  qubilk  ane  fould  be  cbofen,  as 
the  molt  ready  way  for  effectuating  the  laid  work ;  quberof  the  tenour 
folio  wis. 

Overtures  of  the  Commilfioners  of  the  Plat  to  be  advillt  with  his  MajeHie. 

If  everie  Minilters  ftlpends  being  aflignit  out  of  the  fruites  of  the  Kirk 
quber  he  ferves  be  the  benevolence  of  the  taklmen,  that  they  fall  grant  to 
the  augmentatioun  of  the  fmd  Itipend. 

If  tber  falbe  ane  perpetuall  fecuritie  made  to  the  faid  taxmen  of  thair 
teinds,  vpon  a  fpeciall  greffbme  to  be  condilcendit  vpon  for  ilk  clialder,  for 
the  fpace  of  xix  geirs  ;  and  to  be  renewit^eirlie  therafter,  for  the  faid  fpace, 
for  the  lyke  greiflbme,  upon  this  conditioiin,  that  the  faid  principal  tackf- 
men  fall  grant  and  renew  the  lyke  fecuritie  to  thair  fubtakfmen,  for  pay- 
ment of  thair  part  of  the  faid  grelflbme  pro  rato,  quher  any  fubtuks  are. 

Or  if  the  great  benefices  falbe  provydit  to  Minillers  vpon  this  conditioun, 
that  all  the  kirks  of  the  Prelacies  be  plantit  with  fufficient  Pallours,  and  be 
provydit  with  competent  livings,  as  the  modifiers  of  the  conllant  platt  fall 
think  expedient,  and  be  to  pay  the  Kings  Majellie  ^eirlie  the  tent  part  of 
the  fruites  of  the  I'aids  benefices,  qubilk  fall  rell  by  and  attour  the  fuflenta- 
tioun  of  the  faids  Minifiers;  and  that  all  the  inferiour  benefices  falbe  pro- 
vydit to  Minilters  ferving  the  cure  of  the  faids  kirks,  as  weill  Ferfonages 
as  Viccarrages. 

Or  if  all  the  great  benefices  falbe  diflblved,  and  the  Prelat  to  have  the 
principall  kirk  of  the  Frelacie  with  the  temporal  lands  therof ;  and  the  reft 
of  the  kirks  to  be  provydit  with  qualified  Minilters  ;  and  the  faid  Prelate 
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and  titulars  of  the  faida  kirks  to  pay  ane  ^eirlie  duetie  to  his  MajefUe,  as 
the  benefice  may  beare  at  the  licht  of  the  CommiOionerB  forfaids. 

Quhilk  orertures  beeand  red  in  the  licht  of  the  AlTeinblie,  it  was  ordainit, 
that  every  Synod  fould  have  a  copie  of  them,  to  be  advyGt  thervith  vntill 
the  morne,  that  they  might  gire  thair  advice  to  his  Majeftie,  quhilk  of  the 
tbrie  were  moft  meitt  to  be  imbraceit. 

Aneot  the  referris  and  petitiouns  of  the  Synod  of  Fyfa  givin  in  to  this 
prefent  AlTemblie,  to  be  advyfed  vpon  be  the  fomein  :  The  brethren  no- 
minats  Mrs  James  Melvill,  Johne  Carmichaell,  Robert  Durie,  William 
Scott,  Johne  Covden,  Johne  FairfuU,  Jamea  Nicolfone,  Andro  Lamb, 
Robert  Howie*  Patrick  Sharp,  George  Gladftanes,  and  Johne  Spottifwood, 
to  conreine  the  morae  at  aucbt  hourea,  and  advyfe  vpon  anfuers  for  fatis- 
fa3;ioun  of  the  faid  petitiouns,  and  to  report  the  famea  to  the  AlTemblie. 

The  Articles  of  the  Synod  of  Fyffe. 

1.  It  wald  be  meinit  be  the  Generall  Aflemblie,  that  the  Generall  Aflem- 
blies  are  not  ordinarlie  keipit,  notwithllanding  of  the  a£b  of  Parliament 
and  Generall  AlTemblie,  and  necellitie  of  the  tyme ;  bot  the  dyetts  therof 
altered  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Prelbitries  and  Synods. 

3.  That  Minifters  are  callit  befor  bis  Hienes  Secreit  Counfell,  in  prima 
inllantia,  for  do&rine  and  difcipline  ;  quhilk  is  a  great  incouragement  to 
the  enemies. 

3.  That  all  applicatiouns  in  Exercifes  of  Prefbitries  is  found  fault  with, 
vnder  pretence  of  the  a&  of  the  Generall  AlTemblie ;  the  quhilk  a&  ther- 
for  wald  be  fightit  and  cleirly  interprettt. 

4.  That  the  govemment  of  the  cbeife  matters  of  the  Kirk  continues  in 
the  bands  of  a  few  number,  vnder  the  name  of  a  CommtOioun,  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  liberties  of  the  Synods  and  Prelbitries. 

5.  That  the  Dolours  bearing  ordinal  calling  in  the  Kirk,  be  the  difci- 
pline and  cullome  therof,  are  debarrit  from  the  Affemblies. 

6.  That  the  Aflemblie  hes  takin  no  trjall  httbertill,  anent  the  cautiouns 
fett  downe  for  avoiding  of  corruptioun  in  the  Commiflioners,  [voters]  in 
the  Parliament 

7.  That  the  abfence  of  the  Faflours  of  Edinburgh,  [and  the]  alteratioun 
of  the  Mioiftrie  therof,  quhilk  was  the  cheife  watch  tower  of  our  Kirk, 
hurts  greatlie  the  caule  of  religioun,  and  encourages  the  enemies. 
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8.  That  tber  is  diftra£tioun  of  opiaiouDS  different  from  that  confent  of 
hearts,  quhilk  hes  bein  in  the  Kirk  befor,  in  weg;htie  caufea ;  and  over  lit- 
tle conlideratioun,  deliberatioun,  and  reafoning  had,  quberby  conclufions 
paSe,  almofl:  tbe  halfe  of  the  brethren  gainfitjing. 

9.  That  tbe  land  is  defylit,  and  the  Kirk  endamnagit,  by  tbe  French 
Amballadours  mefe. 

10.  Excommunicat  perfons  for  Fapiftrie  fufferit  to  haunt  the  countref 
publicklie  and  peaceablie. 

11.  That  the  noblemen  latelie  relaxit  fra  excommunicatioun  for  Paptf- 
trie,  gives  no  tokin  of  the  profeiDoun  of  tbe  trueth,  but  rather  the  contrair. 

12.  That  apprehendit  Paptfts  dirediouns  and  letters  are  keipit  clofe ; 
and  the  danger  imminent  therhy  to  the  Kirk  not  communicat  to  the  watch- 
men, quberbj  they  may  make  faithfull  warning,  and  prevent  tbe  perrill. 

IS.  That  the  difcipline  of  tbe  Kirk  againll  murther,  incefl,  and  adul- 
terie,  is  not  pra£tifed,  [nor  execute]  with  that  holie  feveritie  that  becomes ; 
notwithdanding  of  the  frequent  remifiions  obteioit  be  criminall  perfons,  for 
efchewing  of  civill  punilhment. 

14.  That  the  remedies  fett  downe  aganis  apprehendit  dangers,  at  diverfe 
tymes,  and  at  diverfe  meltings  of  the  Kirk,  are  not  followed  foorth. 

Anent  tbe  a£l  made  of  befor  aganis  fick  perfons  as  ahflaines  from  tbe 
holie  communtoun,  either  for  Fapifirie,  or  for  the  colour  of  deadlie  feids  : 
Tbe  Afiemblie  ordaines,  that  every  ane  of  tbe  Mintllrie  kelp  this  ordour 
following  [within  bis  kirk,]  to  wit.  That  be  wame  fick  perfons,  be  the  fpace 
of  monetbs  befor  the  communioun,  to  compeir  he  themfelves  for  the 

famein  ;  quhilk  beand  done,  and  they  dilTobey,  that  every  Minifter  incon- 
tinent therafter  fend  the  names  of  the  dilTobeyars  fubfcrivit  with  his  hand 
to  ane  of  bis  Majeflies  Minifiers,  quba  fall  intimat  the  iiimein  to  bis  Majef- 
tie  and  his  Hienes  Thefaurer,  to  the  effect  that  his  Hienes  Thefaurer  may 
put  tbe  a€t8  made  aganis  nan  communicants  to  executioun  aganis  tbem ; 
and  that  everie  Prelbitrie  command  the  Miniflers  within  tbair  Preibitrie  to 
be  diligent  in  tbe  execution  of  this  a£i. 

Becaufe  it  was  meinit  be  the  brethren,  that  the  fupplicattoun  made  in  the 
lafi  Aflemblie  to  his  Majeflie  anent  the  retraining  of  tbe  libertie  of  noble- 
men and  gentlemens  fonnes,  that  paffes  foorth  of  the  countrey  to  fuch  places 
quher  tber  is  reftraint  of  the  true  religioun,  Therfor  his  Majeiiie  declairit,  in 
prefence  of  the  haill  Affemblie,  that  be  wald  give  a  command  to  the  Secrei- 
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tar,  that  he  fould  fubfcryre  no  warrand  for  pafTing'  of  noblemen  or  gentle- 
rnens  fonnes  foorth  of  the  countrey,  except  they  Brft  fand  cantioun  conforme 
to  the  tenour  of  the  a6t  made  in  the  lall  Aflemblie,  anent  paOing  of  gen- 
tlemens  fonnes  foorth  of  the  countrey. 

The  faid  daj,  the  Kings  Majeflie  having  declairit  that  it  was  requifite 
that  his  Hienes  had  another  Minifler  adjojnit  to  his  houfe,  to  the  effect  the 
Prince  might  be  brought  vp  in  the  true  religioun,  Tberfor  the  AGTemblie 
tranfports  Mr  James  Nicotfune  from  the  kirk  of  Megle,  and  appoints  him 
to  be  Minifler  at  the  Kings  houfe,  to  the  effedt  forfaid  ;  and  ordaines  him 
to  entir  in  the  faid  fundtion  betuizt  and  the  15  day  of  Februar  nizt  to 
come,  vnder  the  paine  of  deprivatioun,  provyding  he  be  firft  fufficientlie 
proTydit  be  tbe  Kings  Majeftie :  And  lykewayea  ordaines  Mr  Andro 
Lfunb  to  eotir  in  hb  cure  [in  his  Majeflies  boufe,]  betuizt  and  the  firft  of 
Januar  nixt  to  come,  vnder  the  faid  paiae. 

Anent  the  planting  of  the  kirks  of  Edinburgh  :  Johne  Robertfone  and 
George  Herriot>  CommiOioners  for  the  faid  tovne,  being  callit,  declurit 
that  for  tbe  prefent  they  had  hot  tbrie  kirks,  qubilks  alreadie  irere  plantit 
with  fixe  Minifters ;  and  quben  as  thair  fourth  kirk,  quhilk  is  prefentlie 
bigging,  is  compleit,  they  wald  crare  fupplement  of  vther  twa  Minifters.

The  brethren  appointit  for  penning  the  forme  and  fubje£l  of  vifitatioun 
of  kirks,  gave  in  thair  advyce  as  foUowes : 

The  viiitours  fall  appoint  twa  or  thrie  dayes  for  the  tryall  of  every  Pref- 
bitrie  within  the  bounds  of  thair  vifitatioun  ;  and  be  tbe  fpace  of  a  moneth, 
or  twentie  dayes  at  the  leaft,  befor  thair  edi^  they  lall  make  the  Prefbi- 
trie  acquaint  therwitb,  and  fend  them  tbe  edi£i  following,  to  be  publifchit 
at  every  paroch  kirk  he  fome  vther  i  rother  then  the  Minifler,  that  it  may 
be  dewlie  execute,  reportit,  and  indorfit  to  the  viftours,  at  the  firft  dyett  of 
£thair]  meiting. 

[This  Edid  was  never  formed.  C] 

Let  the  EdiAs  be  fo  <Ure£lit  be  the  .^vfbitries,  that  ane  equall  number 
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[fall  to]  be  tiyit  io  every  ane  of  the  dayes  appointit  for  try  all  of  ilk  Frelbi- 
trie  i  and  the  CommiffionerB  of  congregatiounB  to  be  chargit  to  thair  awin 
dyetts  accordiaglie. 

Try  the  eftate,  firfi,  of  every  MiniAer  particularlie  ;  tberafter  the  eflate 
of  the  coagregatiouns  and  couatrey ;  and  laft  the  eflate  of  the  Prefbitrie  in 
generall. 

The  par^cular  tryall  of  Paftours. 

Try  ilk  Pallour  feverallie,  in  his  graces,  and  habilitie  to  difcbarge  bi§ 
calling;  in  bis  furniture  of  bookes  and  neceflar  helps  that  may  iaable  him 
in  his  calling  ;  with  quhat  fidelitio  and  prudence  he  difcharges  liimfelfe  in 
doctrine  and  difcipline,  in  his  lyfe,  and  the  eftate  of  his  living. 

For  this  effe£);,  inquyre  firll  of  the  Commiflioners  of  his  congregatioun, 
quhat  teftimonie  be  hes  of  bis  awin  Sefljoun  and  remanent  of  his  flock ;  nod 
in  fpeciall  if  he  be  refident  in  his  parochin  vpon  his  nianfs  and  gleib  ;  if  his 
awin  lyfe  and  the  government  of  his  familie,  be  fucb  ae  breids  no  offence, 
bot  edifies  his  flock  ;  if  be  teaches  every  Sabhoth  once  or  twyfe,  and  if  he 
teaches  any  vtber  dayes  in  the  week  i  if  be  minifters  the  communioun  ^eir- 
lie  with  due  examinatiouns  preceiding  ;  if  he  hes  ane  eflablifchit  Seflioun 
of  Elders  and  Deacons  ;  if  he  keips  a  weiklie  conventioun  with  bis  SelFioun 
for  the  exercife  of  difcipline  ;  if  he  catechifes  weiklie  a  part  of  his  parochin  ; 
if  be  keips  ane  ordinar  vihtatioun  of  fome  femilies  of  his  congregatioun 
weiklie  ;  if  he  vifites  the  Ibik  and  diftreil  quhen  occalioun  requyres  ;  if  be 
be  carefull  to  take  away  atl  eyelifts  and  variances  that  falls  out  in  the  con- 
gregatioun. 

Therafter,  if  neid  bei%  let  him  be  tryed  be  the  opening  vp  of  fome  place 
of  Scripture,  and  be  queiliouns  ;  let  it  be  inquyrit  of  him,  quhat  helps  he 
hes  for  the  advancement  of  his  ilndies  ;  if  he  hes  the  text  of  the  Scripture 
in  the  originall  languages,  in  cace  be  be  fein  in  the  tongues ;  if  he  hes 
Tremellius  tranflatioun  of  the  Auld  Teftament,  and  Bezas  of  the  New, 
with  the  vulgar  Inglis  tranflatioun  ;  if  he  bes  the  Common  Places  ;  if  he 
bee  the  EccleGafficall  Hiftorie  ;  quhat  Commentaries  he  hes  vpon  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  fpeciallie  vpon  hb  ordinar  text ;  if  he  hes  the  A£1:b  of  the  Coun- 
fell  of  [Trent ;]  and  quhat  vther  wrytera  of  the  controverfies  of  religioun  ; 
and  if  he  vfes  the  conference  of  brethren  for  his  reformatioun  in  the  doubts 
that  be  finds  in  bis  reidiog,  and  of  quhom ;  if  he  hes  ane  ordinary  courfe 
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of  reiding  the  Scriptures,  Eccleliallicall  Hidories,  and  Controrerfies  ;  if  he 
makes  any  memoriaU  of  bid  travelis  in  wryte  ;  quhat  is  bis  ordinary  text ; 
if  lie  be  proyydit  in  the  title  of  the  Perfonage  or  Viccarage,  and  if  be  bes 
fett  any  tacks  tberof,  to  qubom,  and  on  qubat  conditioiin  ;  in  whofe  bands 
are  tbe  rents  of  his  kirk  i  and  qubat  Is  the  bell  overture  he  can  give  for 
provilioun  of  a  Hipend  tberat,  in  cace  it  be  not  alreadie  fufficientHe  provy- 
dit :  and  ficbt  tbe  SefliouD  Booke. 

The  brother  beand  removit,  let  tbe  Prefbitrie  be  inquyrit  ane  ba  ane, 
and  declare  vpon  their  confcience  quhat  they  know  anent  his  graces,  fideli- 
tie  in  do^rine  and  difcipline,  and  anent  his  lyfe  and  converfatioun.  After 
tbe  quhilk  tryall,  let  him  be  judgeit,  and  either  atlowit  or  admonifched ;  or 
Ttherwayes  cenfured,  as  tbe  caufe  requyres. 

The  tryall  of  the  CoDgregaUouns. 

Try  every  Minifter  particularlie,  if  ther  be  any  Jefuites,  Papifts,  Semi- 
narie  Priclls,  traffiquers  againft  tbe  eilate  of  religioun  and  quyetnes  of  tbe 
countrey,  within  tbair  congregatioun,  or  refetters  of  them  :  if  ther  be  any 
witches,  excomniunicats,  contraveiners  of  tbe  difcipline  of  the  Kirk ;  [if 
ther  be  any  fuperflitious  dayes  keipit,  be  felting  out  of  banefires,]  or  vther- 
wayes;  if  ther  be  any  fuperflitious  places  of  pilgrimages,  wells,  and  chap- 
pells;  if  ther  be  any  non  communicants;  [if  ther  be  any]  homicides,  or 
deadlie  feids  ;  if  ther  be  any  adulterers,  or  incelluous  perfons;  if  the  Sab- 
both  he  profaned  be  keiping  of  mercatts,  or  labouring,  fpeciallie  in  the 
tytne  of  barvell :  And  as  they  find  in  the  premilles,  to  take  ordour  for  fe- 
foruatioun  of  tbe  points  forfaids,  or  any  part  therof. 

Tryell  of  the  Prelbitries. 

Let  tbe  Moderatour  he  tnquyred,  if  they  keip  thair  ordinar  conren- 
tiouns;  if  they  have  tbair  monethlie  difcourfe  vpon  the  commoun  heids 
and  dilpiitations  ;  if  tbey  [have]  viGted  the  haill  kirks  within  thair  bounds 
fen  the  lafl  generall  vilitatioun  ;  if  tbey  take  ouklie  and  monethlie  account 
of  thair  brethrens  diligence  in  tbe  difcbarge  of  tbair  dutie,  by  catechifing 
and  vifiteing  of  tbair  families  ;  and  ficklyke,  if  ther  be  any  of  thair  number 
that  be  infolent,  and  will  not  acquielce  in  tbe  determinatiouns  of  his 
6k 
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bretbren  ;  [ifther  be  &ay  ejeliSk  or  diviGoun  aniang  the  brethren  ;]  <{ub8t 
vnplantit  kirks  are  in  tfaair  bouoda. 

Quhilk  forme  the  Affemblie  thinks  good,  and  ratifies  and  approves  the 
famein  ;  and  ordaines  it  to  be  vnirerfallie  obferved  in  all  tjme  comeing,  tn 
alt  viGtatiouns  within  this  realme:  and  ordaines  the  pover  of  the  vilitours 
to  be  dire£i  conforme  to  the  a^ts  of  the  Generall  Affemblie. 

The  laid  da^,  the  brethren  appointit  to  viGte  the  petitiouns  of  the  Synodal! 
of  FySe,  cundifcendit  vpon  the  aofuers  following. 

Anfuers  to  the  Petitiouns  of  the  Sjnodall  of  Fyfe. 

1.  Finds,  that  the  Generall  Aflemblies  fould  be  appointit  and  keipit  ac> 
cording  to  the  a£t  of  Parliament,  haldin  at  Edinburgh  the  5  of  Junij  159^ 
geirs,  quherof  the  tenour  foUowes,  fo  farre  as  concerns  that  point :  And 
fickljke  ratifies  aud  approves  the  Generall  Aflemblies  appointit  be  {aid  kirk  ; 
and  declares  that  it  lalbe  lawfull  to  the  Kirk  and  Minifters,  everie  ^eir 
once  at  the  leafi,  or  ofleoer  pro  re  nata,  as  occafioun  and  neceflitie  fall  re- 
quyre,  to  bald  and  keip  Generall  Aflemblies  ;  prorjrdand  that  tbe  Kings 
Majefiie,  or  his  Commiflioners  with  them,  to  be  appointit  be  his  Hienes, 
being  prefent  at  ilk  Generall  Aflemblie  befor  the  diflblving  therof,  nominat 
and  appoint  a  tj'me  and  place,  quhen  and  quher  the  nixt  Generall  Aflem- 
blie fould  be  :  And  in  cace  neither  his  Majefiie  nor  his  faida  Commiflion- 
ere  beis  prefent  for  tbe  tyme,  in  that  towne  quher  the  Generall  Aflemblie 
beis  haldin }  then  and  in  that  cace  it  falbe  leifum  to '  tbe  faid  Generall 
Aflemblie  be  themfelres  to  nominat  and  appoint  tyme  and  place,  [quhen 
and]  quher  the  nixt  Generall  Afl'emblie  of  the  Kirk  beis  keipit  and  haldin, 
as  they  bare  bein  in  vie  thir  tymes  by  paft. 

3.  If  bis  Majellie  full  proceid  againll  Minifters,  according  to  bis  Majefties 
awin  declaratioun  made  and  ina£tit  in  tbe  Generall  Aflemblie  baldin  at 
Dundie  [1597)]  Seflioun  10.  the  defyre  of  the  fecond  article  is  fatiffied,  and 
no  vther  thing  meanit  tlierby 

3.  Thinks  it  expedient,  that  the  a€t  anent  tbe  applicatioun  in  the  Exer-

9.  Acquiefes  in  the  declaratioun  of  the  brethren  that  hes  fpokin  to  bis 
Majeftie  tberanent ;  and  defyrts  Mr  Walter  Balcanquell  to  ihew  the  lame 
to  the  Affemblie,  and  how  the  Prefbitrie  of  Edinburgh  Is  fatlffied  in  this 
point. 

10.  Let  thair  names  be  given  vp,  that  his  Majeflte  may  take  ordour  with 
them  according  to*the  lawis  ;  and  in  fpeciall  with  Captaine  Halkerftoun, 
Patrick  Butter,  Mr  Alexander  Leflle,  Duncane  Law,  Thomas  Browne, 
William  Lellie  of  Concraig,  and  Patrick  Mortimer.

Forbes,  Andro  Leicb,  Robert  Wilkie,  Patrick  Sharp,  Peter  Blackburne, 
Patrick  Sirofone,  with  the  Kings  Minillers,  or  any  nyneof  tbeni ;  Giveand, 
grantand,  and  committand  to  them  thair  full  power  to  plant  fuch  kirks  in 
BurrowAounes  as  [is]  or  falbe  dellitute  of  Paftours : 

Attour,  If  it  fall  happin  tbe  Kings  Majeflie  to  be  greivit  at  any  of  tbe 
Minifters  for  qubatPumevir  enormitie  committit  be  them  againll  his  Hienes, 
with  power  to  tbein,  or  any  nyne  of  tbem,  as  faid  is,  to  try  and  cogiiofce 
thervpon,  and  to  take  fucb  ordour  theranent  as  tbey  fall  think  meitt  to  the 
glorie  of  God  and  weill  of  bis  Kirk. 

And  finallie.  With  power  to  them  to  prefent  tbe  greives  and  petitiouiw 
of  tbis  prefent  Affemblie  to  bis  Majeftie  and  Secreit  Counfell,  andgenerall 
Conventioun  of  Eftates  and  Parliament,  if  any  fall  happin  to  be  ;  and  to 
crave  redreffe  of  the  famcin  :     Promitten  de  rato. 

The  laid  day,  tbe  Aflemblie,  conGdering  that  tbe  conrentiouns  of  the 
peiple,  efpectallie  on  the  Sabbotb  day,  are  verie  rare  in  many  places,  efpe- 
ciallie  be  diftra£tioun  of  labour,  not  only  in  harveft  and  feid  tyme,  bot 
alfo  every  Sabbotb,  be  fifching  both  of  wbyt  fifch  and  falmond  fifcbing,  and 
of  ganging  of  mylnes,  [the  AlTembly  difcbargetb,  and  inhibitetb  all  fuch 
labour  of  fifliing,  as  well  white  fi(b  as  falmon  fifli,  and  going  of  mylnes,] 
of  all  forts  vpon  tbe  Sabbotb  day,  vnder  tbe  paine  of  incurreing  the  cen- 
fures  of  tbe  Kirk ;  and  ordaines  tbe  Commiflioners  of  this  prefent  Aflemblie 
to  meaoe  tbe  famein  to  bis  Majeftie,  and  to  defyre  that  ane  pecuniall  paine 
might  be  injoynit  vpon  the  contraveiners  of  tbis  prefent  a^ 
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Aneat  the  orertures  givia  in  be  the  Comminioners  of  the  conflaot  plat, 
with  the  quhitk  the  brethren  were  ordainit  to  be  advylit:  After  mature 
deliberatiouD  and  roteing',  the  AQemblie  thinks  the  fecond  orerture  moft 
expedient  to  be  acceptit,  bearing  the  prorilioun  of  Mtnifters  to  all  Prelacies 
with  the  conditiouns  therin  conteinit,  as  ib  above  exprell. 

Anent  the  planting  of  the  kirks  within  the  bounds  of  Annandaill,  quhilk 
bes  bein  defolat  continuallie,  fen  the  reformatioua  of  the  religioun  within 
this  countrey :  After  that  the  Kings  Majellie  had  made  declaratioun  of  his 
godlie  intent  theranent,  how  that  his  Majeflie  was  myndit  to  caufe  the 
barronesand  gentlemen  of  Annandtull,  attbeir  compeiringbefor  his  Hienes, 
quhilk  wilbe  lliortlie,  &nd  fufficient  catioun  and  foyertie  for  provifioun  of  rea- 
Ibnable  and  competent  iirings  to  every  ana  of  the  kirks  within  the  bounds 
of  Annandaill ;  and  therfor  delyreand  that  ane  number  of  qualified  men  may 
be  provydit  for  to  enter  in  the  Miniflrie  at  the  kirks  within  the  faids  bounds : 
The  Aflemblie  ordaines  every  ane  of  the  CommifHoners  prefent  to  give 
vp  the  names  of  fuch  perfons  quho  are  vacand  within  thair  Prelbitries,  and 
willing  to  entir  in  the  Mioiftrie,  to  the  effe£t:  they  may  be  exbortit  and 
eameftlie  dealt  with  be  the  CommiQioners  of  the  Generall  AQemblie,  quho 
&1I  plant  them  in  places  they  think  moll  meit,  for  to  accept  vpon  tbem  the 
cure  of  the  laids  kirks,  how  foone  fufficient  provifioun  may  be  found  out 
for  them,  and  fecuritie  for  themfelves  :  And  in  cace  that  after  all  the  dif- 
crctioun  [be]  vfit  with  them,  they  then  refufe  to  accept  the  faids  callings 
vpon  them,  the  AITemblie  declares  that  they  lalbe  countit  vncapable  of  the 
funSion  of  the  Miniftrie,  ay  and  quhill  they  meine  themfelves  to  the  fud 
CommiQioners,  whofe  calling  and  dire6lioun  they  refufed,  and  be  content 
to  be  employed  in  any  part  they  [fall]  think  expedient ;  and  if  they  be 
already  a&uall  Minillers,  and  craves  tranfportatioun,  if  they  refute  to  be 
tranfportit  to  any  of  the  faids  vackand  kirks,  the  AQemblie  finds,  that  the 
liberie  of  traniportatioun  falbe  denyed  to  tbem,  fo  that  they  &1I  remaiae 
at  the  laids  kirks,  fra  the  qubilk  they  craveit  to  be  tranfportit. 
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The  names  of  fuch  as  are  vacand.

Aaent  the  fupplicatioun  givtn  in  be  Alexander  Stewart  of  Gairlies,  Pro- 
Tell  of  DumfreU,  in  name  and  behalfe  of  the  Counfell  and  comiauntie  of 
the  laid  towne,  makand  mentioun,  that  quher  be  the  tranfportatioun  of 
Mr  Hew  Fullertoun,  fome  tynie  Minifter  at  thtur  kirk,  the  elitate  of  thair 
congregatioun  is  altogether  defolate  in  fick  fort,  that  for  inlake  of  a  Pallor 
qtiho  fould  attend  vpon  the  flock,  and  to  care  the  weiil  of  thair  foules,  tbej 
are  not  only  depryvit  of  the  fpirituall  food  and  confort  of  the  Word,  but 
alfo  thair  towne  is  become  a  receipt  of  excommunicat  Papills  and  Jefuites ; 
defyreand  therfor  the  Affcmblie  to  confidder  thwr  miferable  eflate,  and  to 
provyde  fome  qualified  man  to  be  thair  Faftour }  and  in  fpeciall,  ane  of 
the  leits  giren  in  be  tbem,  viz.  [Mrs  David  Barclay,]  William  Airtbur, 
Alexander  Scrymgeour,  William  Watfone,  Hew  FuUartoun ;  promifing 
that  [not]  only  that  they  wold  be  reverent  hearers  of  the  Word,  but  alio 
[that]  they  wold  coucurre  with  him  and  afliO:  him  that  falbe  nominat  to  be 
thair  Faftour,  in  the  executioun  of  difcipUne  of  the  Kirk  to  the  rttermoft 
of  thair  power  ;  as  at  mair  lenth  is  conteinit  in  thair  fupplicatioun  :  The 
AQemblie,  after  voting,  bes  chofin  Mr  William  Airtbur  to  be  Minifter  at 
Dumfreis,  quham  they  ordalne  and  appoint  to  be  Minifter  at  the  bid  kirk, 
after  incalling  on  the  name  of  God. 

The  faid  day  it  was  thoght  good  be  the  brethren,  to  be  meanit,  that 
notwithllanding  his  Majefties  good  mynd  and  intentioun  to  bare  all  the 
kirks  within  this  realme  fufficieotlie  plantit  with  Minifters  with  competent 
livings  appointit  for  them  ;  and  albeit  it  was  provydit  be  the  a£i  of  Februar, 
and  approvit  in  Parliament,  that  all  the  thrids  of  benefices  fould  be  applyed 
to  the  vfe  of  the  Minifirie  ay  and  quhill  the  kirks  were  plantit,  and  that 
penConns  ^vin  [in  prejudice]  therof  fould  he  null ;  ^et  be  importune 
futeing,  ane  great  part  of  the  fiiids  thrids  are  dilponit  in  penfiouns,  to  the 
great  hinderance  not  only  of  the  prefent  provilioun  of  Miniftera,  but  alfo 
of  the  conftant  platt,  quhilk  lus  Majeftie  intends  :  Defyreing  therfor  that 
bis  Majeftie  were  informit  therof,  and  take  fuch  ordour,  that  the  (aids  dif-

Anent  the  requeift  made  be  the  Moderatour,  in  name  of  the  haill  Aflem- 
blie, to  his  Majeftie,  in  favours  of  Mr  Robert  Bruce :  His  Majellie  de- 
clairit  that  he  wald  doe  in  that  matter  be  the  advyce  of  the  CommiflioDers 
of  the  Generall  AiTembiie,  and  [as]  Mr  Robert  be  bis  awin  behaviour  fould 
give  him  occalioun.  And  becaufe  Mr  Robert  Bruce  had  be  bis  miffive 
direA  to  his  Majeftie  befor  bis  departure  aff  the  countrey,  as  alfo  be  the 
ratificatioun  and  farther  examinatioun  and  explanatioun  therof,  in  wryte 
[at  San£t  Johnftoun]  the  S6  of  Junij  l603,  declarit  his  refolutioun  of  bis 
Majeflies  innocencie,  and  guiltines  of  the  Erie  of  Gowrie  and  his  brother, 
and  promifed  to  divert  the  peiple  fo  farre  as  in  him  lay,  from  their  leud 
opiniouns  and  vncharitable  conllru£tiouna  anent  his  Majeflies  a6lioun8, 
namelie,  in  this  turne  :  Therfor,  his  Majeilie  defyrit  the  determinatioun  of 
the  AITemblie,  Whither  if  the  fatd  Mr  Robert  fould  lykewayes  make  the 
&me  declaratioun  in  pulpitt,  according  as  it  is  at  length  lett  doune  in  the  faid 
millive  and  explanatioun  therof,  at  Perth,  quberof  the  tenour  followes. 

Pieis  gour  Majellte :  Hearing  that  gour  Majefiie  was  nothing  relentit 
of  the  former  wrath  againfl  me,  and  being  nowvpon  the  point  to  fbew  my 
obedience  to  your  Majeflies  laft  charge,  I  could  not  omitt  this  as  my  laft 
duetie,  to  intreat  gour  Hienes  clemeocie,  and  to  mitigate  the  extremitie  of 
this  intendit  wrath.  I  am  not  ignorant  of  that  fpeich,  That  the  wrath  of 
the  Prince  is  the  moflinger  of  death  ;  fo  that  I  crave,  that  the  Lord  for 
Chryfts  fake  may  adde  his  blelTing,  and  worke  effe^tuallie  in  your  Grace, 
as  he  fall  fie  expedient  for  his  awin  glorie,  and  gour  Majeflies  perpetuall 
prefervatioun. 
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Then  to  be  Ihort :  To  fhew  mj  coaformitie  with  the  reft  of  my  breth- 
ren of  the  Miniftrie,  as  at  all  tymes,  fo  now  efpeciallie,  to  fhew  my  rere- 
rence  to  ^our  Majeftie,  and  to  cleir  my  fufpe^  affe£i:ioun8  heirin,  I  offer 
to  give  to  tfae  Father  of  our  Lord  JefuB  Chryft,  in  him,  and  through  him, 
moft  beartlie  thanks  for  all  ^oiir  Majelliee  delyveries  from  gour  cradle  to 
this  prelient  houre  ;  but  namelie,  for  that  delyverie  quhilk  he  gave  to  gour 
Majeftie,  [at  San^t  Johnftoun,]  on  Tuefday  the  S  of  Auguft,  farre  abore 
all  our  deferts,  and  gour  Majefties  ezpeftatiouu. 

I  offer  alfo  to  ftirre  vp  the  peiple  to  that  [flame]  duetie,  and  alio  to  di- 
vert  the  peiple  fo  farre  as  lyes  in  me,  from  thatr  lewd  opiniouns,  and  vo- 
charitable  conflruAiouns  of  ^our  Majefties  adUouns,  namelie  in  this  turne. 

Finallie,  Tber  is  no  duetie  that  gour  Majeftie  can  crave  of  me,  without 
the  [manifeft]  offence  of  God,  and  hurt  of  my  awin  confcience,  but  I  will 
doe  it  with  als  good  a  heart  as  ever  I  did  [any]  thing  in  this  earth  ;  that 
if  by  any  meanes  I  might  teftifie  my  good  affe3:ioun  to  gour  Majeftie  my 
Soveraigne,  and  to  enjoy  my  naturall  aire,  and  fuch  vtber  comforts  as  the 
Lord  hes  given  me  vnder  gour  Majefties  reigne,  quhilk  I  moft  humblie 
crave  of  jour  Majeftie ;  befeikand  the  Lord  to  move  ^our  heart  heirvnto 
for  Chryfts  fake.

giving  thanks  to  God  for  the  wooderfull  delj'Terie  of  his  MajeiUe  from  the 
treafonabill  attempt  Qat  San€l  Johnfton]  of  Johoe  fometyme  Erie  of  Gotv- 
rie.  and  his  brother,  Tpon  every  fy ft  day  of  Auguft :  Therfor  the  Affem- 
blie ftatutes  and  ordatnes,  that  in  all  burrovftounes  within  this  realme  ther 
be  ordinar  preaching  and  teaching  every  Tuefday,  in  the  remembrance  of 
the  delyverie  of  his  Majeftie  that  day  of  the  weik ;  and  that  every  fyft  day 
of  Auguft  ther  be  preaching  in  every  kirk  within  this  realme,  to  burgh  and 
to  land,  thankand  God  of  his  Majefties  delyverance  that  day  of  the 
moneth.

that  they  conveine  the  faid  day  in  the  kirk  with  htm,  to  thank  God  for  his 
Majefties  delyverance. 

And  to  the  efiedl  that  all  ryotoufnes,  drunkeones,  and  vther  filthie  ex- 
ercifes,  may  be  reftrainit,  his  Majeftie  promifed  to  caufe  all  infolencie  in 
behaviour  to  be  difchargit  and  forbidden  every  jeir  be  [open]  proclama* 
tioun,  and  Magiftrats  to  take  ordour  with  the  contraveiners  therof. 

Item,  The  Affemblie  ordaines,  that  no  marriages  be  celebrate  airlie  in 
the  morning,  or  with  candle  light ;  and  finds  lykewayes,  that  it  is  leifum  to 
celebrate  the  faid  band  of  mariage  vpon  the  Sahboth  day,  or  any  vther 
preaching  day,  as  the  parties  lall  requyre  and  think  expedient ;  and  or> 
daines  the  fkme  to  be  indifferentlie  done ;  and  that  no  ryotoufnes  he  vfed 
at  the  lame  vpon  the  Sahboth  day. 

Item,  It  is  ftatute,  that  the  facrament  of  baptifme  be  not  refufed  to  any 
infants,  if  the  parent  crave  the  lame,  he  giveand  a  Chrifiian  confeOioun  of 
his  faith,  vpon  any  vtber  particular  pretence  ;  and  fpecially,  that  baptifme 
he  not  delayit  to  certaine  particular  dayis. 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givin  in  he  Mr  Edward  Bruce,  Commendatour, 
Abbot  of  Kinlofs,  makand  mentioun,  that  quher  be  haveand  ane  tack  and 
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affedatioun  of  the  Kirk  of  Tarbet,  fett  be  Mr  Johne  Monro,  and  Mr  Darid 
Lindfay,  Bifchop  of  Rob,  the  seirlie  duetie  quberof,  albeit  it  extends  onlj  to 
the  foirme  of  twa  hundretb  pounds,  nererthelea  [he,]  for  the  better  inter- 
tainment  of  the  faid  Mr  Johne,  a£luall  Minifter  at  tbefaid  kirk,  has  con- 
difcendit  to  convert  the  faid  fovme  of  twa  hundreth  pounds  in  tea  (twa  ?) 
cbalder  of  beir  as  for  ane  conftant  Aipend  to  the  faid  Mr  Johne  and  his 
fucceffours,  Minifiers  at  the  faid  kirk  of  Tarbet,  vpon  conditioun  that  the 
Minifters  of  the  Prefbitrie  of  Ros,  quhilk  are  of  the  Chapter  of  the  faid 
Bifchoprick,  wald  ratifie  and  approve  this  tack  of  the  faid  kirk,  quhilk  thej 
wald  willinglie  doe,  proryding  the  AlTemblies  [confent]  were  obtainit therto, 
as  at  mair  lenth  is  cooteinit  in  the  faid  fuppHcatioun  :  The  Generall  Af- 
femblie  ratifies  and  approves  the  fuds  tack  and  afledatioun,  fett  to  the  laid 
Commendatour,  of  the  teinds  of  the  Gkid  Kirk  of  Tarbet,  as  weill  be  the  faid 
Mr  Johne  Monro  as  be  the  faid  Mr  David  Lindf^y  ;  and  ordaines  the 
brethren  of  the  Prelbitrie  of  Ros,  qubo  are  members  of  the  faid  Chapter,  to 
confent  to  the  lame  be  thair  fubfcriptiouns ;  becaufe  they  vnderftand  the 
laid  kirk  to  be  fufficientlie  plantit  be  the  moyen  forlaid, 

Anent  the  fuppHcatioun  givin  in  be  Mr  Patrick  Carmichaell,  MiniAer  at 
Aberdoure,  malumd  mentioun,  that  quher  the  Affemblie  baldin  at  Mon- 
trois  in  Marche  iGOOgeirs,  it  was  concludit,  that  Mr  William  Patoun  fould 
ferve  the  cure  of  both  the  kirka  of  Aberdoure  and  Dalgatie,  and  for  bis  ler- 
vice  fauld  uplift  the  auld  ftipend  of  both  the  faids  kirks,  ay  and  quhill  fuf- 
ficient  proviGoun  were  made  for  planting  of  both  the  laids  kirks  i  and  true 
it  is  that  the  iaid  complainer  is  now  plantit  Minifler  at  Aberdoure  ;  de- 
fyreand,  therfor,  to  caufe  the  halfe  of  the  faid  ftipend  to  he  dimittit  to  him 
be  the  faid  Mr  William,  in  reQ)e6l;  of  his  ferrice  at  one  of  the  faids  kirks  : 
The  Affemblie  finds  [and  decerns]  the  haill  fiipend  contravertit  to  apper- 
taine  to  Mr  William  Patoun,  Minifterat  Dalgatie,  conformetohisali^gna- 
tioun  of  the  crope  and  geir  of  God  I6OI  jeirs,  except  the  Viccarrage  of 
Aberdoure,  quhilk  they  adjudgeit  to  pertaine  to  the  laid  Minilter  at  Aber- 
doure. 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  girin  in  be  the  north  Paroch  of  Leith,  makand 
mentioun,  that  quher  the  Prelbitrie  of  Edinburgh  bes  ere^it  the  faid  north 
Paroch  of  Leith  in  ane  parochin,  quhilk  is  alfo  approvin  be  the  Synodal]  of 
Lawthiane  j  delyreand,  tberfor,  the  ratificatioun  of  the  Generall  AJTemblie 
vnto  the  &me  :  The  Affemblie  ratifies  and  approves  the  ere&ioun  forlitid 
in  all  points.  v 
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Aoent  the  fupplicatioun  girin  in  be  the  inhabitanta  of  the  Ferrie  of 
Scottifcraigi  Garpat,  ShamvaU  and  Muirtaine,  makand  meotioun,  That 
they  being  a  great  multitude,  and  farre  diftant  from  thair  paroch  kirk  of 
Leuchers,  tbey,  with  comraoun  confent  of  the  baill  parochiners,  Frefbitrie 
of  Sandl:  Androes,  and  Synod  of  Fyffe,  hath  ere6tit  ane  paroch  kirk  in  the 
faid  Ferrie,  and  almoft  compleitit  the  lame,  for  the  commoditie  and  vfe  of 
the  peiple  mo&  adjacent  therto  ;  defyreand,  therfor,  the  AETemblies  autho- 
ritie  to  be  iiiterponit  therto,  and  to  give  power  to  the  Frelbitrie  to  annexe 
fick  villages  as  are  moft  adjacent  to  the  faid  paroch  kirk  :  The  AJTemblie 
ratifies  the  ereftioun  forfaid,  and  gives  power  to  the  fud  Frefbitrie  to  the 
effect  above  wrytin. 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  givin  in  be  ane  Noble  Lord,  Aleicander  Erie  of 
Lynlithgow,  makand  mentioun,  That  quher  it  hes  plealit  the  brethren  of 
the  laft  Affemblie  to  relaxe  Dame  Helenor  Hay,  his  fpoufe,  from  the  fen- 
tence  of  ezcommunicatioun,  and  to  injoyne  certaine  particular  conditiouns 
to  be  obferved  be  her,  quhilks  conditiouns,  albeit  Ihe,  of  the  llubbornes  of 
her  heart,  wald  no  wayes  condifcend  to  obey,  to  his  great  greife  and  for- 
row  ;  nevertbeles,  the  brethren  fould  have  conGderatioun  of  his  hard  eftate, 
qubo  cannot,  be  no  law,  feparate  himfelfe  from  her,  notwitfafUnding  that 
flio  refufee  to  beare  and  obey  the  wholefome  Toyce  of  the  Kirk,  calling  her 
to  grace  in  Jefus  Cbryft ;  and  the  rather  becanfe  he  himfelfe,  as  he  hes 
continuallie  and  confiantlie  profeft  the  trueth  and  religioun  prefentlie  pro- 
fell  within  this  realme,  fo  he  hes  vfed  all  meanes  polfible  for  bringing  bis 
fpoufe  to  the  true  knowledge  of  the  fame  ;  lykeas  alfo  be  is  readie  to  doe 
quhat  lyes  in  his  power,  be  all  good  meanes,  to  draw  her  to  the  trueth  ; 
defyrand,  therfor,  the  Allemblie  to  pitie  bis  daylie  griefe,  and  lliew  him 
fome  favour  in  the  mitigatioun  of  her  punifhment,  and  Haying  of  the  cen- 
fure  of  excommunicatioun  aganis  her,  that  be  be  not  coropellit  to  reraaiine 
in  focietie  with  ber  that  falbe  cutt  off  from  the  focietie  of  the  Kirk  :  The 
Alfemblie  having  confidderit  the  fupplicatioun,  continues  the  pronouncing 
of  the  fentence  of  excommunicatioun  againft  ber  vnto  the  nixt  General! 
A0emblie,  pruvydeing  that  the  Kings  Majeftie  remove  his  Hienes  daughter 
out  of  her  companie ;  and  lykewayes  that  bis  Lordfhips  bairnea  be  catechilit 
in  the  trueth;  and  lykewayes  that  his  MajelUe  ^ve  command  to  him  to 
debarre  all  Fapifts  from  his  houfe  ;  and  that,  in  the  meanetyme,  his  Lord- 
Ihip  caufe  deale  with  his  laid  fpous,  to  lie  if  by  any  meanes  fho  may  be 
drawin  to  the  acknowledging  of  the  trueth.

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  giTiQ  ia  be  the  brethren  of  the  Synod  of  Glaf- 
gow,  makaad  mentioun,  That  quher  albeit  fundrie  tymes,  be  their  aSits, 
they  had  difcharged  Mr  Geoi^e  Simple  to  hare  any  meddling  with  the 
Miaiftrie  of  the  Kirk  of  Killellane,  for  the  caufes  and  confideratiouns 
knowin  to  them,  and  fpeciallie  for  a  great  miflyking  that  fpecialls  of  the 
paroch  had  of  him  ;  nevertbelea  he  had  not  only  in£flit  io  futeing  of  the 
faid  kirk,  but  alfo  be  had  obteinit,  be  privie  moyen,  the  confeot  of  the 
Commiffioners  of  the  Generatl  Affemblie  tberto,  for  planting  of  him  at  the 
faid  kirk,  the  laids  brethren  not  being  heard,  nor  thair  reafons  in  the  con- 
trair  difcuffed ;  defyreing,  therfor,  that  thair  reafone  may  be  heard,  and, 
after  dew  tryall,  that  the  AfTemblie  wald  give  thair  finall  fentence  in  the 
faid  matter,  quhilk  they  wald  obey  : 

The  Aflemblie,  after  due  tryall,  abfolves  the  faid  Mr  George  from  all 
evill  crymee  and  eyiifts  (juhilk  were  laid  to  his  charge,  either  be  the  breth- 
ren o(  the  laid  province,  or  be  the  parochiners  of  Killellane,  and  gives  him, 
be  tbir  prefentis,  a  teftimonie  of  bis  honeft  behaTiour ;  hot  in  refpect  that 
he  was  nevir  plantit  fullie  Minifter  at  the  bid  kirk,  and  of  the  great  mif- 
lyking that  is  betuixt  him  and  fundrie  of  the  faids  parochiners  of  Killellane, 
as  faid  is,  they  think  it  not  good  that  be  be  plantit  Minifter  at  the  faid  kirk ; 
and,  therfor,  ordaines  him  to  delifl  therfra,  and  to  dimitt  the  prefentatioun 
made  to  him  of  the  benefice  therof,  in  favours  of  Mr  Johne  Cunighame, 
quhom  the  Frelbitrie  hea  thoght  good  to  be  Minifter  therat,  vpon  condi- 
tioun  that  the  faid  Mr  Geoi^  be  firft  latiffied  be  the  fiaid  Mr  Johne,  for  his 
faid  dtmiflioun,  paines  and  lofe  fulleinit  be  him  in  pleying  of  the  lame : 
Quhilk  fatiffadlioun  falbe  prefentlie  modified  be  Mr  Johne  G^wper,  arbiter 
chofen  for  the  faid  Mr  William  Cunnighame,  and  Mr  Robert  Pont,  arbiter 
chofen  for  Mr  George  Sempill ;  and  in  cace  of  variance,  be  Mr  Patrick 
Galloway,  as  oddifman  and  ovirfman  chofen  be  both  thair  confents :  With 
proviGoun  lykewayes  that  the  faid  Mr  George  be  firft  plantit  at  the  Kirk 
of  Kirkbeane,  or  any  vther  place  quher  bis  Majeftie  fall  think  expedient  in 
the  fouth  weft  parts,  with  fufficient  provifioun  for  hia  fufieotatioun  therat. 

The  faid  day,  the  Aflemblie  ordaines  Richart  Browne  to  be  tranfportit 
to  the  kirk  of  Haliewood,  and  that  the  brethren  deale  with  the  Abbot  for 
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a  fufficieDt  proriGoun  to  the  fiid  kirk,  and  in  fpeciall  Mrs  David  Barklay, 
Hubert  Hunter,  and  Hew  Fullertoun. 

Item,  The  Aflemblie  ordaines,  that,  in  all  lyme  comeing^.  the  licence  to 
be  ^rantit  to  any  beneficit  Ferfon  to  fett  tackis,  be  reflrainit  either  to  ane 
lyferent  tack,  or  to  ane  nynetein  seir  tak  allanerly. 

Anent  the  fupplicatioun  girin  in  be  Mr  John  Nicolfone  of  LaiFtrad, 
beirand,  that  quber  he  was  kyndlie  takfcnan  of  the  teinds  of  fais  awin  lands 
of  Leffwaid,  in  refpe£t  quherof  he  had  aggried  with  Mr  George  Ramfay, 
Deane  of  Reftalrig,  for  renewing  of  his  faids  tacks  for  paying  of  a  greater 
duetie  then  they  payed  of  before,  fo  that  the  kirk  was  fufficientlie  plantit ; 
to  the  qubilks  the  faid  Mr  George  condefcendit ;  defyreand,  therfor,  the 
Affemblie  to  rati6e  [and  approue]  the  faids  tackis,  and  declare  the  famein 
als  fu£Bcient  as  if  ane  fpeciall  licence  bad  been  obtainit  to  fett  the  fame : 
The  Aflemblie  ratifies  and  approves  the  laids  taks  of  the  teinds  of  his  awin 
lands  of  Lefl'waid,  and  declares  the  famein  als  fufficient,  as  if  a  fpeciall 
licence  had  bein  obteinit  therto. 

Item,  At  the  earnell  liite  of  the  Prelbitriea  of  Cliddifdaill,  Walter, 
Fryour  of  Blantyre,  tackifman  of  the  Ferfonage  of  Glafgow,  condifcendit 
to  give  15  chalders  vidluail,  by  and  attour  the  duetie  of  bis  tacka,  for  the 
better  provilioun  of  the  Minifirie  at  the  faid  kirk  of  Glafgow,  vpon  condi- 
tioun  that  the  prefent  Perfon  fould  ratifie  and  approve  his  prefent  tack  that 
he  hes  to  runne  of  the  faids  teinds :  The  Aflemblie  thinks  the  conditioun 
reafonable,  and,  therfor,  ordaines  the  prelent  Perfon  to  ratifie  the  fame  ; 
and  declares  that  the  faid  Commendatour  fall  not  be  farther  troublit  for 
any  greater  provilioun  to  the  faid  kirk  during  his  faids  tacks,  be  nane  of  the 
Minillrie  ferving  that  cure. 

Anent  the  propolltioun  made  in  the  AlTemblie  vpon  the  privat  motiouns 
of  fundrie  particular  brether,  from  diverfe  parts,  to  the  Moderatour,  de- 
fyreand that  a  certaine  number  of  the  brethren  of  hell  judgement  and  ex- 
])erience  fould  be  put  apart  to  confidder  of  the  chiefeft  dangers  appeirand 
to  religioun,  and  quyetnes  of  the  eftate  of  the  countrey,  and  of  the  princi- 
pall  caufea  therof,  and  how  the  famein  might  be  moft  effe£tuouOie  pre- 
ventlt  j  with  power  to  them  to  conclude,  and  communicat  thair  beft  ad- 
vyces  to  his  Majefiie  theraneiit,  and  to  the  Prelbitriea,  fo  farre  as  ihalbe 
found  expedient :  The  A0emblie  finds  tbe  fameiu  moft  requifite,  and,  for 
the  effedl  above  wrj'tin,  nominates,  &c.  with  power  as  laid  is. 

The  quhilk  brether  having  at  length  communicat  thair  informatioun,  to- 
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gether  witb  thair  awla  knovledge,  anent  the  premiffes,  Finds  that  ane  of 
the  cheifeft  caufes  of  danger  proceids  from  the  mircontentment  of  fome  out- 
ragious  and  maliciouB  Papilb,  that  rag^  and  leaves  nothing  vnalTaytt  to 
trouble;  for  being  out  of  all  efperance  to  hare  hia  Majeffies  indifferent 
affe^tioun,  or  overlight  over  them  and  thair  religioun  during  his  reigne  i 
and  of  Tthers  that  be  the  executioua  of  juftice  finds  themfelves  or  thair 
friends  and  thair  houfes  to  hare  fuAainit  any  lofe,  and  to  be  impairit  of  thair 
greatne&  and  dependaace,  and  to  be  reda£tit  to  live  vnder  the  obedience 
of  lawis  vthervayes  nor  they  were  wont ;  and  from  the  malicious  buflines 
of  certaiae  craflie  and  feditious  perfons,  that  either  for  the  prefent  necelH- 
tie  of  tbair  awin  eftate,  or  for  hope  of  advancement  and  gaine  to  be  had  in 
the  change  of  the  prefent  govemement,  ceafes  not  be  all  meanes  to  inflame 
the  hearts  of  fuch  aa  they  perceive  to  be  mifcontentit  in  any  e{late,  and 
making  every  man  to  &e  bis  awin  defyre  in  the  trouble  of  the  countrey  i 
dealing  in  the  meanetyme  lykevayes  with  fuch  as  are  of  the  moll  lincere 
eiffe£tioua  to  religioun  and  juftice,  that  things  is  not  done  in  that  integritie 
that  ia  profeft  ;  preafing  hereby  to  make  the  godlie  and  good  fubiefts  the 
more  cold  adverfaries  to  fuch  as  wold  intend  a  trouble  : 

For  remeid  quberof  it  is  tb(^ht  good  and  concludit,  that  his  Majeftie 
falbe  informed  heiranent,  that,  be  his  awin  care  and  foirlight,  fuch  vngodly 
plats  and  counfelU  may  be  fruftrate ;  and  liclyke  that  every  Minifter  within 
this  realme  fall  deals  generally  with  thair  congregatiouns  and  auditors,  at 
alt  occaGouQs,  in  thair  publick  doctrine  in  pulpitt,  and  with  all  noblemen, 
barrones,  gentlemen,  and  vthers  that  are  of  any  fpeciall  credit  or  power, 
particularlie  in  thtur  pririe  conferences,  perfwading  them  of  the  Kings  ho- 
nell  mynd  for  eftablifliing  of  the  true  religioun  prefentlie  profeft  within 
thb  realme,  and  of  the  executioun  of  juitice,  and  of  his  ftedfall  refolutioun 
to  hazard  his  eftate,  lyfe  and  crowne,  in  the  caufe  of  the  Gofpell,  with  the 
Handing  and  falling  quherof,  he  acknowledges  his  Handing  and  falling  to 
be  inlepardblie  conjoynit ;  and  that  they  mark  narrowlie  the  a£tiouns  of  all 
men,  Ipeciatly  of  Gck  as  that  either  for  religioun,  or  executioun  of  juftice, 
or  for  the  neceflltie  of  thair  awin  eftate,  miQykes  the  prefent  gorernement, 
and  are  inclined  to  novatiouns,  and  quhom  they  fie  in  any  kynd  of  extra- 
ordinar  buQjnes  by  thair  cuftome  ;  and  that  they  make  his  Majefties  Minif- 
ters  acquaint  therwitb,  not  ceaiing  in  the  meane  tjrme  to  bring  them  to  ane 
quyet  mynd  :  and  for  this  effe£l,  that  in  all  thair  ordinarie  meitings  in  Sef- 
iiouns,  Frefbitries,  and  Prorinciall  A0emblies,  ther  be  a  particular  and 
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privat  inquifitioun  in  tfair  points  as  neid  beis,  that  bis  Majeflies  Minifiers 
may  be  adrertifed  with  all  expeditioun  :  And  Ijkewajes  it  is  tfaocbt  expe- 
dient and  concludit,  that  bis  Majefties  Mtniftera,  and  Gck  vtfaers  of  the 
Miniftrie  as  fall  hare  occaGoun  to  be  in  any  charge  about  bis  Majeftie,  in- 
forme  the  Prefliitries  of  the  eftate  of  things,  as  they  proceid,  fo  farre  as  Jt 
is  neidful  for  the  weill  of  the  caufe  ;  and  that  this  advyce  be  extra^lit  and 
lent  with  diligence  to  every  Frefbitrie  in  autfaentique  forme. 

The  nixt  Aflemblie  is  appointit  to  be  baldin  at  Aberdein,  the  laft  Tuef- 
day  of  Julij  1604. 

Thanks  beeand  givia  to  God  be  the  Moderatour,  for  the  confortable 
fucceffe  of  this  prefent  Aflemblie,  the  brethren  were  difinifled.

Mr  Thomas  Nicolfon,  CommiOar  at.  Aberdeen,  and  George  Nicolfon,  bur- 
g-els of  the  Cud  burgh. 

The  which  day,  in  prefence  of  the  witneffes  forefaida  and  of  us  Connotars 
Publick  under  fubfcribing,  compeared  perfonaly  within  the  faid  parilb  kirk 
Mrs  James  Melvill,  William  Arefkine,  and  William  Murrey,  Mioiftera  of 
the  Evangel  of  Jefus  Chrift,  and  prefented  a  Commiflion  given  unto  them 
be  their  brethren  of  the  Prefbytrie  of  San£t  Andrews,  wherby  they  are 
conftitut  Commiflionere  for  them  for  keeping  of  the  General  Affembly  at 
Aberdeen  the  month  of  July  inflant,  as  the  fud  Commiflion,  which  was 
read  in  audience  of  us,  and  the  &id  witnefles,  in  itfelf  at  more  length  bears ; 
whereof  the  tenor  foUowes. 

At  San6l;  Andrews  the  S6  of  July  l604<  years,  the  which  day,  after  in 
calling  of  the  name  of  God,  the  Prelbytrie  conAituted  and  appointed  their 
brethren,  Mrs  James  Melvill,  William  Areikiue,  and  William  Murrey, 
their  CommillionerB  to  the  General  Affembly  appointed  to  be  bolden  at 
Aberdeen  this  month,  giving  to  them  their  full  commiflion  and  ezprefs  to 
pafe  to  Aberdeen ;  and  there,  for  the  faid  Prelbytrie,  and  in  their  name,  to 
reafon,  vote,  and  conclude  in  fuch  things  as  fliall  be  handled  in  the  laid 
Allembly,  and  to  doe  whatfomever  other  things  belong  to  the  well  o(  the 
6  H 
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Kirk  ;  promiGng  to  ratifie  and  approve  wbatfomerer  their  CoDamiflioners 
lall  doe  therinto,  accordiog  to  the  Word  of  God.  In  witnefe  whereof  they 
hare  commanded  their  Clerk  to  fubfcribe  this  prefent  commiOioa,  day, 
year,  and  place  forefaid.

And  therewith  gave  in,  and  prefented  in  writ  their  proteflation  fubfe- 
quent,  which  ficklyke  was  read  in  audience  of  us,  and  the  faid  witnelTes  ^ 
and  was  {ubfcribed  with  their  hands  in  our  prefence,  whereof  lykwaye  the 
tenor  followeth. 

For  as  much  as  albeit  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  ever  lince  the  reformation  of 
religion,  and  light  of  the  Gofpel,  rightly  informed  and  inliru6t;ed  thereby, 
have  thought  it  a  oioft  neceflar  duty  aughtand  to  Chrift,  and  his  Kirk,  to 
conveen  in  their  General  AlIemblieB  yearly,  for  keeping  of  the  puritie  of 
doctrine,  eicercifing  of  difcipline,  and  governing  of  the  whole  eAate  thereof 
with  uniform  confent  and  agreement,  lyke  as  they  bare  been  ia  continual 
cuftom,  ufe,  and  pofTeilion,  to  keep  the  lame  inriolable,  as  a  chief  and  prin- 
cipal part  of  the  office  of  the  Minillrie  commanded  be  the  Lord  Jefus 
Chrift  ;  as  alfo  God  has  mored  the  heart  of  the  King  our  Soreraign,  with 
content  of  his  Majefties  Eftates  in  Parliament,  be  fpecial  a£l  and  law  to 
ratifie  and  approve  the  fame,  granting  liberty  and  freedom  to  the  Miniflers 
of  the  Kirk  to  conveen  in  th«r  General  Affemblies  once  in  the  year  at 
leaf],  and  oftner  pro  re  nata  >  and  the  Kings  Majefty,  of  his  fpecial  care 
and  affeftion  to  the  Kirk  of  Jefus  Chrift  within  bis  Hienes  realme,  gave 
his  own  prefence  at  divers  Genend  AHemblies,  as  at  the  laft  holden  at 
Halyrudhoufe ;  where  certain  grieves  beii^  given  in,  and  amongft  the  reft, 
tbot  the  General  Affemblies  were  not  ordinarly  keeped,  his  Majeftie  with 
the  faid  AiTemUy  ordained  that  to  be  ammended  in  tfme  coming,  appoint- 
ing the  aft  of  Parliament  made  tbereanent  to  be  obferved,  inferting  the 
very  words  of  the  faid  a^  of  Parliament  in  the  ordinance  of  the  Aflembly  i 
and  according  thereto,  at  the  ending  of  the  fame  Aflembly,  appointed  the 
next  General  Aftembly  to  he  holden  at  Aberdeen,  the  laft  Tuefday  of  July, 
in  the  prelent  year  1604.  Neverthelefs  that  day  beii^  now  come,  and  in- 
flant  wee  found  no  appearance  of  keeping  of  the  &id  appointed  Aflembly 
be  the  prefence  of  the  laft  Moderator,  nor  convention  and  meetii^  together 
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of  brethren,  Commillioners  dire^ed  from  Provinces  and  Prefbytriefl,  to  the 
great  diQ)leafure  and  grief  of  our  hearts,  namely,  in  fo  neediiill  a  tyme, 
when  meffea  are  broken  furth  in  divers  parts  of  fome  of  the  chief  burgbs  of 
the  realme,  Perth  and  Linlithgow  ;  kirks  and  congregations  lye  pitifully 
unplanted ;  a  carelels  coldneis  in  all  eftates,  namely  of  the  Miniflry  itlelf, 
of  the  Gofpel  and  glory  of  the  Lord  Jefus;  and  Atheifm  with  all  kind  of 
vice  overflowing  the  face  of  the  land  :  Therefore  wee  Mrs  James  Melvill, 
William  Murrey,  and  Arefkine,  Miniflers,  CommiffionerB  appointed  be  the 
Prefbytrie  of  Sanft  Andrews  to  this  prefent  General  Aflembly,  having 
precifely  keeped  the  forefaid  day  fet  for  the  fud  Aflembly,  and  attended 
in  the  Kirk  of  Aberdeen  all  the  forenoon,  without  meeting  of  any  Com- 
mitGonerB  from  other  Prefliytries,  fince  wee  could  doe  no  more,  baue 
thought  it  our  neceflar  duty,  before  God,  and  his  Angels,  and  yow  that  are 
prefent,  to  take  documents,  and  make  proteilatioa :  Lyke  as  in  the  hands 
of  yow  Notars  Publick  wee  take  aSta,  infLruments,  and  documents,  that 
wee  above  nominat  are  here  prefent,  directed  in  commillion  from  our 
faid  Prefbytrie  of  San€i  Andrewes,  for  keeping  of  the  fiud  appointed  Ge- 
neral Aflembly,  on  this  day,  and  in  this  place,  fo  that  it  defert  not  fo  far  as 
lyeth  in  us,  but  may  hold  and  keep  according  to  the  Word  of  God,  confli> 
tutions,  and  continual  cujlome  of  our  Kirk,  the  laws  of  the  realme,  and 
appointment  of  the  lafl  General  Aflembly,  wherein  the  Kings  Majelly  was 
prefent.  And  wee  proteft  before  God,  as  ftud  is,  that  whatfoever  ikaith, 
damnage,  or  hurt  the  interefi  of  the  Kirk  and  Kingdom  of  Jefus  Cbrift 
within  this  realme,  in  the  priviledges,  liberties,  and  freedom,  or  otherwaye^ 
in  the  general  or  particular  eftate  thereof,  fhall  happen  to  fultain  or  incurre 
be  the  overfeeing,  neglecting,  and  flipping  of  the  faid  appointed  Aflembly, 
it  be  not  imputed  to  us  nor  our  faid  R-efbytrie  of  San£t  Andrewes  :  Fro- 
tefting  alfo  expreflly,  that  the  fame,  if  any  be,  may  be  amended  and  redrefl*- 
ed  be  remeed  of  the  Word  of  God,  laws  of  the  realme,  a£lB  and  conftitutions 
of  our  Kirk,  and  old  liberty  and  freedom  thereof,  at  fuch  tyme  and  place 
as  God  fliall  think  convenient.  Thus  protefting,  and  procuring  moft  in- 
flantly  and  folemnly  for  the  well,  priviledge,  and  liberty  of  the  laid  Kirk 
and  Kingdom  of  Jefus  Chrifl,  eflablifhed  within  this  realme,  moved  and 
flirred  up  thereto  for  no  other  caufe,  as  God  the  great  Judge  fliall  judge 
us,  but  that  wee  may  doe  and  difcharge  a  mofl  neceflar  duty  for  the  glory 
of  Chrift,  &fety  of  this  Kirk,  and  the  eafe  and  relief  of  our  confciences,  in 
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that  great  da^  of  his  glorious  appearance  to  call  us  to  account  of  our  Min- 
ifierie  and  difpen&tion.  Sic  fubfcribitor,

The  irhicb  day  dirers  and  fundrie  brethren  from  divers  and  fundrie  placei 
and  proTJnces  in  the  landj  inftru£led  with  fuflBcient  commifliooB  from  their 
Prefbytries,  to  reafon,  vote,  and  conclude  in  the  General  Affembly  appoint- 
ed be  his  Majeflies  Commiflioner,  and  CommilTionerB  of  the  General  Al- 
lembly,  with  continuation,  directed  from  Perth  the  4>  of  July,  the  year  of 
God  1604>,  lubfcribed  be  his  Majeftiea  Commiffioner  the  l>aird  of  Laurif- 
toun,  and  Mr  Patrick  Galloway  Moderator  of  the  lafi  General  Aflembly 
holden  at  Halyrudhous,  and  Richard  Thomfon  Clerk  to  the  CommiOioDerB,  - 
to  be  and  begin  at  Aberdeen  the  firft  Tuefday  of  July  1605  years,  if  be 
fooner  adrertifment  it  cannot,  being  lawfully  affembled  upon  the  laid  war- 
rant and  diredion,  according  to  the  warrant  of  the  Word  of  God,  laws  of 
the  countrey,  and  continual  cullom  of  the  Kirk  of  God  therein.  After  in 
calling  of  the  name  of  God  be  Mr  David  Rait  in  abfence  of  the  laft  Mo- 
derator, Mr  Patrick  Galloway,  Mrs  Robert  Durie,  John  Monroe,  John 
Forbeis  being  put  on  leit,  Mr  John  Forbels,  with  uniform  confent  of  the

And  Mr  John  Sharp,  in  abfence  of  Mr  Thomas  Nicol- 
fon,  with  confent  of  the  whole  brethren,  was  nominat  and  chofen  Clerk. 

The  fame  day  his  Majefties  Commiflioner,  having  firft  be  word  declared 
the  decree  of  hia  Majeflies  Secret  Counfell  touching'  the  faid  meeting,  did 
give  in  a  letter  directed  for  the  Lords  of  bis  Majefties  Secret  Counfell,  to 
the  brethren  of  the  laid  Miniftry  conveened  at  the  faid  Aflembly  :  The 
tenor  and  contents  whereof  follows. 

Tniftie  friends,  After  our  heartie  faliitations,  hearing  that  ye  have  ap- 
pointed an  Affembly  to  be  holden  and  keeped  there  at  Aberdeen  in  the 
month  of  July  next  to  come,  whereby  the  Kings  Majefiie  may  take  Ibme 
occalion  of  oifence  againft  yow  ;  feeing  neither  has  his  Majeftie  been  made 
privie  to  your  refolution,  nor  yet  has  bis  Hienes  confent  and  allowance 
bein  fought  and  obtained  to  that  effect,  according  to  the  law  and  cuftome 
enviolablie  obferved  the  many  years  by  gane,  wee  have  thereupon  thought 
meet  hereby  to  advertife  you  to  conlider  this  matter  as  appertaineth,  and 
wifely  to  forfee  what  prejudice  fuch  rafli  and  unadvifed  proceedings  may 
draw  upon  your  eflate  :  For  wee  are  perfuaded,  if  ye  proceed  to  the  hold- 
ing of  this  AlTerahly  without  his  Majeflies  approbation  and  allowance,  that 
his  Hienes  will  very  hardly  digell  that  matter,  and  will  account  the  fame 
as  a  contempt  touching  his  Majefiie  in  a  high  degree  :  And  therefor  it  is 
our  will  and  pleafure,  and  wee  think  it  meet,  and  expedient  for  your  oun 
well,  and  the  peace  of  the  Kirk,  and  for  intertaining  aud  cherifhing  that 
cbriflian  harmony  which  fhould  be  betwixt  bis  Majefiie  and  yow  ;  that  ye 
diflblve  yourfelves,  repair  every  one  to  his  own  houfe  and  calling,  and 
fuffer  this  meeting  to  defert.  And  before  ye  appoint  any  new  meeting, 
or  AfTerobly,  that  ye  acquaint  his  Majefiie  therewith ;  whereby,  as  ye 
fhall  tellifie  your  obedience  and  conformity  to  his  Majeflies  will  and  his 
lawes,  fo  we  doubt  not  but  his  Majefiie,  upon  your  oun  fuit  and  Tupplica- 
tion,  will  in  reafon  give  you  contentment  and  fatiffaction  herein.  Wee  have 
at  greater  length  communicated  our  minds  in  this  matter  to  the  Laird  of 
Laurefloun,  one  of  his  Majeflies  Privie  Counfell,  who  will  at  length  im- 
part the  fame  to  you.  And  fo  wee  commit  you  to  God.

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Wbich  letters,  and  deGre  therein  contained,  vith  the  fuit  and  defire  of 
hia  Majeflies  CommiOJioaer  agreeing  thereto,  being  rypelj  conlidered  be 
the  laid  Aflembly,  and  having  weighed  the  weightinels  of  the  affairee  ne- 
ceflary  to  be  Intreated,  and  rareneb  of  their  own  Dumber,  divers  of  the 
Commillionera  being  ftayed  be  the  tempell  of  weather,  and  willing  them, 
as  at  all  tf mes,  to  witnels  their  willingnels  to  fatiffie  his  MajeAie,  and  Lords 
of  the  Secret  Counfell,  in  all  their  realboable  delires,  fo  far  forth  as  might 
Hand  with  the  Word  of  God,  and  teftimonie  of  a  good  confcience,  thought 
meet  and  expedient  to  continue  the  treating  of  the  affairs  pertaining  to  the 
faid  Affemblj^  to  the  laft  Tuefday  of  September  following,  and  to  diflblve 
for  the  prefent  according  to  the  defire  and  fuit  of  the  letter  forefaid  :  And 
ordainea  intimation  and  warning  to  be  made  to  all  the  Prefbytries  within  the 
land,  to  choofe  their  CommiQlonerB,  and  to  fend  them  authorized  with 
power  to  the  laid  Affembly  to  be  holden  at  Aberdeen  the  laft  Tuefday  of 
September  next  to  come  anno  l605. 

After  the  which  ordinance  his  Majefties  Commiflioner  made  proteftatioD, 
that  from  the  beginning  he  did  not  acknowledge  the  prefent  meeting  for  a 
lawfall  AQembly,  in  refped;  of  the  abfence  of  the  laft  Moderator,  and 
Clerk  ordinal. 

The  Moderator  in  name  of  the  brethren  protefted  again,  that  the  fiiid 
meeting  was  and  behored  to  be  a  lawful  ABembly,  in  relpe£t  of  the  war- 
rant of  their  meeting  the  laid  day  before  ^ecifted,  the  dire^ion  of  the  Word 
of  God,    the  lawes  of  the  land,  and  continual  cuftome  of  the  Ktrk. 

Which  being  done,  the  laid  CommiOioQer  caul'ed  charge  the  brethren 
there  affembled,  to  fuffer  the  (aid  Aflemblie  to  defert  under  the  paine  of 
horning  be  John  Wifliart,  Meffenger,  who  delivered  a  fubfcribed  copie  of 
the  faid  cbai^  to  the  Moderator  in  name  of  the  whole :  The  tenor  where- 
of followes. 

James  be  the  grace  of  God,  &c.  For  as  much  as  albeit  wee  have  (ignified 
our  will  and  pleafure,  that  we  cannot  he  refolved  anent  ^e  General  Af- 
fembly  before  the  approaching  Parliament,  and  the  Parliament  being  ended, 
that  wee  will  have  occafion  to  direS;  the  rooft  expedient  in  tjtat  matter  for 
the  well  of  the  Kirk  :  Nevertbelela  wee  and  the  Lords  of  our  Secret 
Counfell  are  informed,  Aat,  in  this  mean  tyme,  there  is  a  General  Conven- 
tion and  Aflembly  of  the  Minilb'ie  appointed  to  be  holden  at  our  buigb  of 
Aberdeen  in  the  month  of  July  next  to  come ;  whereat  a  number  of  the 
Miniftrie  in  this  our  realme  intends  to  be  prefent,   wee  being  no  wayes 
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acquainted,  nor  made  forefeen  thereof,  nor  yet  our  confent  and  allowance 
being  had,  and  obtained  to  that  effe^  according  to  the  laws,  a6ts,  and  con- 
flitutions  made  thereanent,  and  to  the  cullome  obferred  herein,  thefe  many 
years  bygane,  whereby  our  directions  and  commandements  in  this  matter 
will  be  violated  highlie,  to  the  offence  and  contempt  of  us,  our  authority, 
and  lawes :  Our  will  is  herefor,  and  wee  charge  yow  flraitly,  and  com- 
mand, that,  incontinent  thefe  our  letters  feen,  ye  pais,  and  in  our  name  and 
authority  command  and  charge  the  whole  Minillrie,  who  Ihall  happen  to 
conveen  to  the  faid  Aflemblie,  perfonally,  if  they  can  be  apprehended ;  and 
failing  thereof,  be  open  proclamation  at  the  mercat  crols  of  Aberdeen,  that 
they  fuffer  the  faid  A&embly  to  derfert,  repaire  every  one  to  his  own  dwell- 
ing and  charge  ;  and  that  they  in  no  wife  prefume,  nor  take  upon  hand, 
to  conveen  and  affemble  themielves  together  in  any  place,  for  keeping  of 
the  faid  Affemhly,  under  the  pain  of  rebellion,  and  putting  of  them  to  the 
norne.  With  certification  to  them,  and  they  failgie,  they  falbe  denunced 
rebells»  and  put  to  the  horn.  As  alio  that  ye  command  and  charge  the 
Provefl;  and  Bailies  of  our  faid  burgh  of  Aberdeen,  that  they  fuffer  no  fuch 
Aflembly,  convention,  or  meeting  of  the  Miniflrie  to  be  keeped  within 
their  toun,  as  the  faid  Provoft  and  Bailiffee  will  anfwer  to  us,  and  our  Se- 
cret Counfell,  upon  their  dutiful]  difcharge  of  their  office.  The  which 
to  do,  &c 

Which  being  read  and  confidered,  the  faid  Moderator,  at  the  command 
of  the  brethren,  took  document,  and  note,  in  the  hand  of  the  faid  John 
Wifhart  being  a  Notar  Publick,  that  they  were  ready  inftantly  to  obey  the 
tenor  of  the  bid  charge.  The  faid  John  refufing  the  benefit  of  his  o&ce 
in  that  part,  the  Moderator,  with  the  reft  of  the  brethren,  ailer  in  calling 
of  the  name  of  God,  dilTolved,  and  departed  out  of  the  Kirk,  for  obedience 
to  his  Majellies  charge :  And  the  faid  Moderator  with  the  remnant  bre- 
thren paft  immediately  to  the  Common  Clerks  chamber  of  the  faid  burgh, 
and  there  took  documents  in  the  hands  of  James  Mollefon  Common  Clerk  : 
The  tenor  whereof  foUoweth. 

At  Aberdeen  the  fecond  day  of  July,  the  year  of  God  1605,  in  the  Com- 
mon Clerks  writing  chamber  of  the  burgh  of  Aberdeen,  at  half  hour  to  five 
in  the  after  noon,  or  thereby,  in  prefence  of  us  Connotars,  and  witneffes 
underwritten,  compeared  perfonaly  the  Commiflionefs  of  the  Miniflrie  of 
this  realms  after  following }  They  are  to  fay,  Mr  Robert  Durie,  Minifter 
at  Anllrutber,  Mr  Andrew  Duncan,  Minifler  at  Carraill,  Mr  John  Sharp, 
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Minifter  at  Kilmenie,  Mr  Alexander  Strauchan,  Miaiiler  at  Creich,  Mr 
John  Forbefe,  Minifter  at  Afurde,  Mr  William  Forbefa,  Minifter  at  Kin- 
bethock,  Mr  James  Irring,  Minifter  at  Tuicfae,  Mr  Robert  Young,  fome 
time  Minifter  at  Clatt,  Mr  Robert  Reid,  Minifter  at  Bancherie  Trinitie, 
Mr  Cbarlea  Farbolme,  Minifter  at  Frazerburgh,  Mr  William  Davidfon, 
Minifter  at  Rathen,  Mr  David  Robertfon,  Minifter  at  Rugley,  Mr  John 
Monro,  Minifter  at  Tane,  Mr  Archibald  Bleckburne,  Minifter  at  Aberdeen, 
Mr  James  RoIb,  Minifter  there,  and  John  Rough,  Minifter  at  Nige;  and 
alledged,  that  they  being  conreened  in  the  Seflion  boufe  of  the  Kirk  of  this 
burgh  of  Aberdeen  this  day,  as  at  the  appointed  day  and  place,  for  hold- 
ing the  General  Aflembly  of  the  Miniftrie  of  this  realme,  they  were  charged 
be  John  Wifliart  MefilBnger,  be  rertue  of  bis  Majefties  letters,  given  be  a6t 
of  his  Hienes  Secret  Counfell,  of  the  date  at  Edinburgh  the  20  day  of  June 
laft  hypaft,  within  the  fpace  of  a  quarter  of  an  hour  lince,  that  they  ftiould 
fuffer  their  Aflembly  to  defert,  repair  every  one  of  them  to  their  own  dwell* 
ing  and  charge;  and  that  they  are  no  wayes  to  prefume,  nor  take  upon 
band  to  conveen,  nor  aflemble  themfelves  in  any  place,  for  keeping  of  the 
faid  Aflembly,  under  the  pain  of  horning ;  as  the  copie  of  the  faid  letters, 
which  they  fhew  to  us  Connotars,  and  witneftes  underwntten,  fubfcribed, 
as  appeared,  be  the  faid  John  Wifhart  Meftenger,  proports ;  and  that  for 
obedience  to  the  command  and  charge  of  the  faid  letters,  they  inftantly, 
afler  the  giving  of  the  fmd  chai^,  dilTolved,  without  any  farther  a^ioo, 
and  came  immediatly  furth  of  the  laid  SeOion  houfe  and  Kirk,  to  the  faid 
Common  Clerks  chamber,  at  the  weft  end  of  the  Tolbuitb  of  the  faid  burgh, 
as  to  the  rooft  puhlick  place,  to  take  notes,  and  inftruments  of  their  obedi- 
ence to  the  command  and  charge  of  the  faid  letters,  and  diftblving  of  the 
faid  Aflembly  in  the  hands  of  us  Connotars  under  fubfcribing.  And  here- 
upon they  craved  and  took  inftruments,  day,  month,  and  year  foreluds, 
before  thefe  witnefles,  Alexander  Forbefs  of  Ungaik,  David  Ronaldfon, 
John  Tullidaf,  M&thew  Donaldfon,  John  Kemp  baker,  Alexander  Tbom- 
fun  Ikinner,  burgefles  of  Aberdeen,  Mr  Geoi^  Spence  fervitour  to  the 
faid  Mr  John  Forbels,  and  Thomas  Forbefs  fon  to  Thomas  Forbe0e  elder, 
burgefg  of  Aberdeen.

James  &c  For  as  much  as  wee,  be  a  fpecial  article  fi^ified  with  our 
own  hand,  and  feat  home  with  the  Laird  of  Xiaureftoun  our  Commiffioner, 
fignified  our  will  and  pleafure,  that  wee  for  many  caufes  could  not  be  re- 
folved  anent  the  tjote  of  the  General  Aflembly,  before  the  approaching 
Parliament}  and  that  in  virtue  of  the  faid  warrant,  the  CommiOtoners  of 
the  General  Aflembly,  according  to  our  pleafure,  acquainted  the  Prefliy- 
tries  of  our  realme,  with  our  commandement  in  that  matter;  and  willed 
and  defired  them  to  forbear  all  conreening,  meeting,  or  keeping  of  the  faid 
Aflembly  ;  neverthelefs  a  very  few  number  of  the  Miniftrie,  led  with  the 
fpirit  of  diffobedience,  and  contempt  of  all  lawfuU  authority,  moft  unlaw- 
fully and  contemptuoufly  convened  themfelves  within  our  burgh  of  Aber- 
deen, upon  the  fecond  day  of  July  laft ;  And  mifregarding  the  former  dif- 
churge  given  to  their  Prefhytriea,  the  letters  of  horniog  executed  againft 
themfelves,  with  our  Counfels  miflive  letter  delivered  to  them  be  our  faid 
Commiflioner,  they  proceeded  to  the  holding  of  an  Aflembly  in  fuch  forme, 
as  neither  the  abfence  of  the  beil  of  the  MiniArie,  who  would  attempt  no- 
thing might  be  offenlive  to  ua,  or  prejudicial  to  the  authority  of  a  lawfuU 
and  folemne  meeting  of  ane  Affembly,  nor  the  difienting  of  our  Commif- 
Goner,  that  any  thing  fhould  be  done  therein,  could  make  tbem  diflblve, 
while  firll  they  had  made  election  of  their  Moderator,  and  appointed  a 
new  day  to  tbeir  nex.t  Airembly ;  and  they  knowing  that  their  inordinat 
meeting,  which  was  afiifled  with  fo  few  of  the  Miniftrie,  and  that  of  the 
moil  ignorant  and  lead  accounted,  could  not  have  the  ground  and  warrant 
of  a  lawfull  Affembly  ;  and  that  there  could  not  be  any  law,  practick,  or 
cufiom  of  any  other  reformed  Kirk  in  Europ,  to  juftifie  and  approve  their 
doings  :  Lyke  as  the  whole  CommiOionera  of  the  General  Aflembly  hav- 
ing affembled  thcmfclves  thereafter,  and  after  due  conlideratioD  of  their 
foolifli  proceeding,  having  found  the  fame  to  be  no  lawfuU  Aflembly,  and 
all  utterly  difallowed  the  fame,  the  faid  Minifters  thereof,  in  further  con- 
tempt and  difdaiu  of  us,  our  Counfel,  and  Commiflioners,  have  continually 
fenfyoe  bullied  tbemfelves  in  Ibliciting  and  procuring  the  approbation,  con- 
fent,  and  allowance  of  the  whole  Frelbytries  of  our  realme,  to  their  info- 
lent  and  unlawfull  proceedings,  minding  thereby  to  make  tbeir  privat 
and  fa6t;ious  proceedings  to  be  a  common  caufe  of  the  Kirk,  and  by  foli- 
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cttiog  fucb  unlawful  approbation  of  the  Frelbytries  to  perrert  the  wbole 
order  of  our  General  Aflemblies :  wberein  not  ontj  the  perfonal  prefence 
of  tbe  wbole,  ormoft  part  of  the  CommifGonersof  the  Prefbytries  of  our 
realme,  is  alwife  neceflarj ;  and  without  the  whidi  there  cannot  be  an 
Aflembly,  but  our  own  confent,  or  confent  of  our  Commiflioner  "being  pre- 
fent,  which  is  altogether  requifit :  and  fo  as  the;  began  with  contempt  of 
us,  and  break  of  our  lawes,  eren  fo  their  unlawfull  courfe  and  progrefi  of 
their  proceedings  tend  to  nothing,  but  to  heap  contempt  upon  contempt, 
and  will  produce  &rther  inconreniences,  wiAout  remeed  be  provided. 
Our  will  is  herefore,  and  wee  charge  yow  llraitly  and  command,  that  in- 
continent thir  our  letters  feen,  ye  pafe,  and  in  our  name  and  authority 
command  and  charge  and  inhibit  all  and  fundrie  Synods,  Frelbytries,  and 
Seffione  of  kirks,  and  Minifters  within  our  realme,  be  open  prodamation, 
at  the  Mercat  Crofles  of  tbe  bead  burrowes  of  our  realme,  and  other  places 
needful!,  that  none  of  them  prefume  nor  take  upon  hand  privatly  nor  pub- 
licklyin  their  SeOions,  or  meetings, nor  in  Conference,  fermons,nor  no  other 
manner  of  way,  to  authorize,  approve,  jufttfie,  or  allow  tbe  faid  unlawfull 
meeting,  and  Aflemblyat  Aberdeen;  neither  yet  to  make  any  a£t  thereupon, 
nor  doe  any  other  thing,  in  privat  or  publicki  which  may  feem  to  countenance 
the  laid  unlawfull  Aflemblie,  under  tbe  pain  to  be  reputed,  bolden,  efteemed, 
and  purfued  as  guilty  of  this  unlawful!  meeting,  and  to  be  punilhed  therefor 
with  all  rigour.  And  ficlyke,  that  ye  command  and  charge  all  and  fundrie 
Lords,  and  Barons,  and  gentlemen,  Magiflrats,  and  all  other  our  lieges, 
who  Ihall  happen  to  be  prefent,  and  hear  any  Minifters  in  publick  or  in 
prirat  conferences,  and  fpeecfaes,  or  in  their  fermons,  to  approve  and  al- 
low the  faid  unlawfull  Aflembly,  raile  and  utter  any  fpeecbM  againft  our 
Ti^al  commandementa,  or  proceedings  of  our  Counfel,  for  punifliing  and 
fupprefling  fo  hunous  enormities,  that  they  make  relation  and  report 
thereof  to  our  Counfel,  and  furnilh  probation ;  to  the  e£fe£l  the  lame  may 
be  condigoly  punillied,  as  they  will  aniwer  to  our  Counfell  thereupon : 
certifying  them  who  Oiall  hear  and  conceal  tbe  faid  fpeeches,  they  Ihall  be 
efteemed  allowers  of  tbe  lame,  and  £dl  be  tana  order  with,  and  punilfaed 
therefore  without  favour.    Tbe  which  to  doe,  &&

Trultie  and  \7eel  beloved,  we  greet  you  heartily  well.  Our  knowledge  of 
the  jealouliea  and  di(lra£tioDS  of  the  late  time,  arileing  without  anie  necef- 
far  or  effential  caule  in  the  Kirk  of  Scotland,  the  prt^refs  whereof  might 
tend  to  open  diflenfioD  among  the  Paftors,  to  their  own  trouble,  the  eril  ex- 
ample of  our  people,  and  our  mifconteotment,  baring  moved  us  to  fend  for 
a  number  of  the  Miniftrie,  whom  we  underfland  to  be  of  knowledge  and 
good  experience,  that  by  their  information  the  caufe  of  thefe  greeves  might 
be  truelie  known,  and  the  beft  means  devifed  for  removing  fuch  unnecef- 
farie  conventions,  and  reducing  their  proceedings  to  a  fettled  good  order 
for  their  own  <]uietne&  and  our  obedience,  we  have  not  received  that  fatif- 
fa^on  of  them  which  we  expelled,  their  anfwers  tending  more  to  ignor- 
ance of  tbefe  diftraflions  and  grudges,  (which  to  our  grief  are  verie  mani- 
feft  to  the  world,)  nor  to  anie  advice  of  the  remedies  tberof ;  and  becaufe 
we  could  not  be  blamelels  of  undutifuU  negligence,  if  we  fliould  leave  any 
good  means  unaffayed,  which  might  brii^  readiefl  remeed  unto  bypafl  dif- 
ordere,  and  heft  afTurance  for  good  order  in  the  Kirk  and  obedience  to  our 
authoritie  in  time  comeing :  Therefore  we  have  thought  it  neceiTarie  to  ap- 
point fome  Noblemen  and  others  of  our  Counfell  to  conveene  with  a  good 
number  of  godlie,  wife  and  learned  Miniflers  of  the  Prefliitries  of  that  our 
Kingdom,  at  Linlithgow  the  10  day  of  December  next  to  come,  to  advife 
and  refolve  upon  the  remeeds  of  bypafl  diflra^lions,  preventing  of  immi- 
nent dangers  be  the  daylie  increafe  of  the  number  of  Papifls  travelling  in 
all  corners  of  that  Kingdom,  to  difturb  the  peace  of  the  Kirk  and  countrie, 
and  to  fubrert  our  royal  efiate,  and  for  fettling  of  good  order  and  quiet;- 
nels  in  the  Kirk,  and  obedience  to  our  authoritie  :  For  whicb  purpofe 
our  will  is,  that  ye  dire£);  Mr  John  Fairfull,  Minifler  of  Dumfermline,  Mr 
Andrew  Forreller,  Minifler  there,  and  Mr  James  Stewart,  Minifler  at 
Sauling,  of  your  Prefbitrie,  to  be  prefent  with  fuch  of  our  Nobilitie  and 
Counfell  as  we  have  commanded  to  meet  them  the  faid  day  and  place,  that 
be  them  they  may  know  our  godlie  and  juft  deGres,  and  that  fuch  as  ye 
fend  may  g^ve  their  information,  advice,  concurrence  and  judgement  for  the 
furtherance  of  good  order,  peace,  and  obedience  in  the  Kirk  and  countrie 
to  our  authoritie,  preventing  of  Papifls  courfes,  delating  of  the  names  of 
the  authors  tberof,   and  fuch  as  receipt  Jefuits,  Priefts,  and  trafiquing 
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Fapifts,  or  other  excommoaicated  perfons ;  as  alfo  fucb  as  refort  not  to  the 
Kirk  and  communton  according  to  our  lawa  and  a&a  of  Parliament  made 
thereanent ;  aad  in  all  other  matters  of  the  like  nature,  tending  to  the 
peace  of  the  Kirk  and  our  obedience,  whereanent  our  conftant  affec- 
tion to  the  advancement  of  all  fuch  godlie  purpofes  will  be  more  largelie 
lignified  unto  them  att  the  laid  meeting,  be  fuch  of  our  Nobilitie  and  Coun- 
fell  as  have  our  exprels  direction  in  thefe  matters.  So  refting  aflured  of 
jour  conformitie  and  dutifuU  obedience  in  the  performance  of  this  our  com- 
mand tending  to  fo  godlie  and  neceffary  ends,  we  bid  you  beartilie  fur- 
weel.

The  MioiflerB  out  of  the  Prefbitries  were  about  the  number  of  ISO,  out 
of  the  mofi  S,  out  of  fome  5,  fome  6. 
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Mr  Patrick  Gallowaji  as  Moderatour  of  the  laft  Affemblf,  was  de0red 
to  bare  preached  oa  the  moroe.  He  refufed,  alled^ng-  he  knew  nothing* 
of  that  meeting,  and  was  not  prorided.  It  was  anfuered*  that  the  meeting 
ihould  be  prorogued  to  the  22  of  that  tnfbant,  and  fo  he  Ihould  bare  time  to 
be  provided ;  but  be  continued  conflant  in  his  refufal.  In  end  he  was 
dealt  with  to  make  a  prayer  as  his  Majefties  Misifter,  and  not  as  Modera- 
tour att  the  meeting,  wherunto  he  yeilded.  So  the  Bifliop  of  Orkney, 
Mr  James  Law,  made  the  fermon  upon  thefe  words.  Fray  for  the  peace  of 
Jeru&lem.  Therafter  Mr  Patrick  addreffed  faimfelf  to  the  Moderatours 
place,  prayed,  and  made  a  difcourfe  upon  Math.  18,  20.  He  opened  the 
caufes  why  his  Majeflie  appointed  the  meeting,  namelie,  to  take  order  with 
Paptfts  ;  to  advife  what  way  Miniflers  might  be  better  provided  with  con- 
flant flipenda  ;  and  how  jarres  among  the  Paftora  might  be  removed. 

The  Erie  of  Montrofe  principal  in  the  Commifiion  followed  with  a  Ihort 
harangue,  which  was  e^qilained  by  Mr  Patrick,  becaufe  his  voice  was  weak. 
The  liim  wherof  was,  that  we  had  all  caufe  to  prtufe  God  for  the  care  that 
his  Majeltie  had  for  the  peace  of  this  Kirk  and  raaintainance  of  the  freedom 
therof;  and  ended  with  ane  exhortation  to  the  brethren  couveened,  to 
judge  charitablie  of  bis  Majeilies  proceeding,  and  to  give  to  his  Hienes 
fatiffa£lion  in  the  matters  to  be  proponed. 

Mr  John  Preftown  feconded  him  with  a  large  dilcourfe  of  the  pains  and 
travells  which  his  MajefBe  had  taen  in  the  affairs  of  the  Kirk,  the  manie 
good  taws  made  by  bis  Majeftie  for  maintainance  of  religion,  the  great  care 
his  Majeftie  had  to  have  all  the  Kirks  of  Scotland  planted,  and  bow  in  all 
the  expeditions  made  in  the  South  and  North  againfl  his  Hienes  rebells, 
his  Majeftie  employing  ever  fbroe  time  in  the  affairs  of  the  Kirk  :  And  fo 
ended  with  exhortation  to  give  his  Hienes  latiffaftion. 

The  Qerk  of  Regifl»r  followed,  affirming  that  feeing  his  Majeftie  was  a 
Chryflian  and  religious  Prince,  and  fo  well  grounded  in  his  religion  to  the 
admiration  of  the  whole  world,  that  he  ought  to  be  obeyed  in  all  his  direc- 
tions, alledging  Paul  in  his  Epiftle  to  Timothy,  exhorting,  for  the  peace  of 
the  Kirk,  to  pray  for  all  Pruices,  efpectalie  for  the  tyrant  Nero,  under  whom 
they  then  fuffered  perfecution.  He  remembred  fome  fpeeches  uttered  by 
fome  of  the  Princes  of  Germanie,  namelie  the  Duke  of  Saxony,  extolling  his 
Majefties  conftancie  in  his  religion  ;  and  (Jo  inferred,  that  teeing  ftrangers 
had  fo  reverent  regard  of  his  Majeftie,  his  own  fubje^ls  Ihould  not  be  lead 
with  a  finifbrous  conceit. 
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Ailer  this,  Mr  Patrick  Gallowaj  faid  it  was  needfull  that  there  fould  be 
a  Moderator  chofeo,  and  produced  4  in  leit,  viz.  Mr  Patrick  Sharp,  Mr 
Robert  Howie,  Mr  Alexander  Lindfaj,  Mr  James  Nicotfooe ;  and  the 
faid  Mr  James  was  chofen  Moderator. 

When  be  entered  into  his  place,  he  affomed  Mr  Henry  Philip,  Mioifler 
of  Arbroth,  to  be  Scribe  without  the  oath  of  fidelitie.  Therafter  a  number 
were  nominated  for  the  privie  conference,  which  was  appointed  to  be  that 
afternoon  ;  and  fo  the  AiTemblj  diflblved  for  that  daj. 


SelGo  2*-  11  Decembria. 

The  Aflembly  mett  at  eleven  hours,  and  after  prayer  the  Moderator  ex- 
amined the  whole  Bilhops  and  Commiflioners  of  Prelbitries  upon  their 
diligence  in  feeking  the  execution  of  hisMajefties  laws  againfl  the  Jefuits  and 
excommunicated  Papifls,  of  whom  there  were  fome  given  in  be  evene 
Prefbitrie  in  writte.  There  was  no  diligence  reported  but  excufe ;  and 
the  chief  ezcul'e  was  upon  the  overGght  granted  to  the  Marquefs  of  Huntlie 
and  his  Ladle.  After  a  Iharp  rebook  given  unto  the  Bifliops  and  the 
Commiffioners  for  their  negligence,  and  over^ht  in  that  point,  the  Aflem- 
blie  diffolved  for  that  night,  and  the  Conference  appointed  to  meet  the 
mome  att  8  hours. 

There  were  handled  thefe  points ;  1.  Anent  the  fupprefling  or  reforming 

of  Papifls;  3.  Anent  the  planting  of  all  the  kirks  in  this  land;  3.  Anent  the 
remeed  of  the  eyelifls  and  diftraftions  that  were  among  ourfelves  in  the 
Miniflrie  here. 

1.  For  the  fupprefling  and  reforming  of  Papifts. 

The  Papifls  were  ranked  thus.  Some  were  Jefuits^  Priefls,  fayers  and 
hearers  of  Mefle ;  and  the  whole  number  of  Miniflers  were  pofed  in  con- 
Icience  to  delate  their  names.  Manie  ample  promifea  were  made  and 
coQclufions  taken  for  profecuting  the  laws  with  all  rigour  againfl  them ; 
yea  his  Majeflies  guarde  here  was  then  to  be  directed  to  take  and  appre- 
bend  them. 

Some  were  recufants  or  not  communicantsj  who  were  ordeaned  to  he 
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proceGTed  be  the  Kirk  with  all  expedition,  and  their  names  alfo  to  be  gWin 
in  with  the  roll  to  the  Counfell,  who  promifed  to  exaft  the  penalfie  in  the 
law  prefcribed  againil  them,  who  att  leall  communicat  not  once  ererie 
year,  and  no  exceptions  of  perfbns  to  be  ;  and  this  to  be  the  civiU  punilh< 
ment  without  prejudice  of  our  cenfures  ;  and  promife  made  that  no  letters 
Ihall  be  dire^ed  from  Counfell,  as  was  wont,  to  &a.j  our  difcipline  againft 
anie  perfoun  whatfoerer. 

Some  were  Noblemen  contrarie  minded  and  not  as  yett  refolred,  albeit 
they  have  fubfcribed,  fworne,  and  communicated  fome  time  with  us.  Thefe 
were  ordained  with  all  diligence  to  addrefs  themfelres  to  fereral  bui^hea  to 
hear  the  Word,  confer,  &c.  for  their  better  refolution ;  and  yett  to  he 
procefled,  except  they  wait  well  on  and  profited  &c. 

The  Noblemen  fufpe£led  of  Fapiflrie  are  ordained  to  be  confined  in  the 
towns  following,  viz.  the  Erie  of  Sutherland,  his  wife,  and  mother,  in 
Innemefe ;  the  Erie  of  Cathnefs  and  bis  Lady  in  Elgine  ;  the  Marquife  of 
HuQtIie,  his  wife  and  bairns,  in  Aberdeen  ;  the  Erie  of  Angus,  his  wife 
and  burns,  in  Glafgow ;  the  Erie  of  Hume  and  Lord  Hereis  in  Edinburgh  j 
the  Lord  Mazwel  in  Lyth ;  the  Lord  Sample  in  Iniing. 

And  that  thefe  things  might  take  effect  according  to  the  mind  of  that 
meeting,  thefe  two  orders  were  devifed.  1.  That  a  letter  of  requeft  Ibould 
be  formed  and  fent  to  his  Majeftie,  for  caufing  the  forelaid  Noblemen 
refort  with  diligence  to  their  fereral  appointed  cities.  3.  That  fome  brother 
be  appointed  ane  Agent  in  ererie  Prelbitrie,  to  informe  the  Counfell  of  all 
Papifls,  Jefuits,  or  Excommunicants  within  their  bounds,  to  raife  Letters, 
to  keep  the  Counfells  dyets,  and  to  fee  the  Counfells  decreits  put  in  execu- 
tion, who  fliould  be  a  conftant  Moderator  to  be  anfwerable  for  his  diligence 
in  thefe  points  ;  and  for  bis  fervice  he  Ihall  hare  in  penfion  of  his  Majef- 
ties  patrimonie  ane  hundred  Scottifh  pounds,  if  he  be  not  a  Bifliop  in  that 
Prefliytrie :  Otherwife,  where  the  Bifhop  is,  he  Ihall  hare  the  burthen 
and  receive  no  gain  therefor. 

The  A£ls  of  the  General  AfTemblie  anent  the  inftru^Ung  of  Noblemens 
fons  at  home,  who  palEng  out  of  the  countrie  retume  Papifis,  are  promifed 
to  pals  be  flatute  in  the  next  Parliament. 

S.  For  planting  of  Kirks. 

1.  The  Lords  Modifiers  chofen  and  appointed  att  Parliament  promilTed 
6o 
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to  iitt  down  att  Edinburg-b  tbe  firft  of  Juiuary^  for  modification  of  ftipends 
to  tbe  Abbey  Kirks  of  this  new  ere£lion ;  tbe  fame  to  be  done  in  Bilhops 
Kirks,  and  tbat  be  reafon  tbe  a3:  of  annexation  was  diflblved  in  tbeir 
favourB  in  tbis  laft  Parliament. 

9.  Tbe  benefices  of  cure,  wherof  Noblemen  bare  a  good  part  of  tbe  rent 
of,  the  Moderators,  Bifliops,  Commilfionen,  are  appointed  to  deale  with 
our  Lords  of  tbe  College  of  Juflice,  for  obteaning  decreittfl  att  leaft  for 
fufficient  provifion. 

3.  Where  they  are  fmall  benefices  and  fett  in  tacks,  to  deal  with  the 
tackfmen  for  obteaning  augmentation,  and  that  be  offering  unto  them  new 
tacks,  the  greBbme  or  entriffe  fiWer  wherof  Qiall  acrefs  to  the  ftipend  in 
all  tyme  comeing,  and  not  be  employed  to  anie  mans  prirat  ufe ;  and  who 
refufeth  augmentation,  or  tbis  condition,  their  names  to  he  feat  to  bis  Ma- 
jeftie,  who  fhall  take  farther  order  with  them,  or  ellis  tbeir  tacks  to  be  fett 
to  others. 

4).  Where  kirks  are  near  adjacent,  and  aitber  mean  in  number  or  provi- 
fion,  then  the  Parliament  fhall  unite  two  in  one,  and  proride  for  them. 

5.  For  takeing  up  tbe  eyeleifts  among  the  brethren,  the  caufes 
tberof  were  tryed  to  be  thefe. 

1^  The  warding  of  Ae  brethren  now  baniOied  and  fcattered,  wherof  the 
remeed  was  thought  to  be  this,  viz.  a  letter  of  fupplication  was  appointed 
to  be  written  to  his  Majeftie,  and  a  writte  of  information  to  be  formed  be 
feme  of  that  number  who  were  befi  acquainted  with  his  Majellies  mind  and 
pleafure,  to  be  fent  to  the  brethren  to  acknowledge  their  orerligbt. 

S.  The  want  of  a  General  Affembly,  which,  with  adrice  of  bis  A^jefties 
CommiflioDer  at  that  meeting,  was  appointed  to  be  bolden  at  Edinbui^h 
on  the  laft  Tuefday  of  July  nixt. 

'  3.  A  heavie  fufpiciou  and  fear  in  all  good  mens  hearts,  that  inbringing 
of  BiQiops  in  our  kirk  Qiould  fpoil  us  of  our  difcipline,  &c. 

For  remeed  wherof,  the  Bilhops  protefted  there  was  no  fucb  thing  in 
their  mindes,  and  willinglie  fubmttted  themfelves  in  all  time  comeing  to 
tbe  judgement  of  the  General  Aflembliei  and  tbat  his  Majefties  minde 
and  pleafure  was  never  otberwife,  but  tbat  tbe  moft  wife  and  grave  men 
might  be  Moderators  of  the  Prefbitries  ad  culpam,  who  fhould  be  fubje6l 
to  the  judgement  of  the  Provincial  Affemblies,  without  any  farther  pouer 
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than  tbej  had  before,  except  that  bis  Majeftie  would  hare  them  members 
of  his  Parliament  for  the  Kirk.  Some  objeSted  their  noD  refidenre  vithio 
their  Diocie,  and  not  preaching  there  wbere  their  benefice  lay,  Tbejan- 
fvered,  their  benefices  vere  fpitt  and  wanted  prefent  proriiioD  ;  and  there- 
fore required  a  time  to  feek  the  benefite  of  the  law. 

That  meeting  ordeaoed,  that  betuizt  that  time  and  Julj  nizt,  they  fliould 
either  make  relidence,  or  demitt  tbeir  place  to  others  who  Ihould  do  the 
fame. 

Then  came  in  his  MajeiUea  defire,  that  uotill  tbe  time  that  Fapifls  were 
repreffed,  and  jarrea  removed  out  of  the  Kirk,  a  cooftant  Moderatour 
might  be  appointed  for  everie  Preibitrie,  becauie  in  the  changing  of  the 
Moderator  tbe  diligence  of  executing  the  procels  failecU  becanfe  the  new 
Moderator  was  unacquainted  with  the  former  proceedings.  It  was  an- 
fuered  in  tbe  pririe  conference,  that  all  the  prelbitries  and  everie  brother 
thereof  Ihould  know  the  eflate  and  proceedings  of  matters,  and  fo  might  be 
able  to  put  matters  in  execution,  and  much  more  the  fitteft  to  be  chofen  to 
the  purpofe,  according  to  the  nature  and  eftate  of  the  a^rea  in  hand. 

Mr  Patrick  Galloway  propoaedS  diflSculties.  1.  The  prejudging  of  the 
Prelbitries  in  their  free  ele^on,  who  did  baft  know  the  qutdities  of  their 
members.  2.  The  tjrranizing  of  fuch  a  Moderatour  orer  hia  brethren,  and 
ulurpation  of  juriidi^ion  and  auUioritie  over  them.  3.  The  prejudice  of  the 
General  Aflembly  in  the  free  nomination  of  Commiffioners  for  everie  Pret 
bitrie,  feeing  hy  all  a{^>earance  there  was  do  other  thing  meant  but  to  make 
a  General  Aflembly  confift  of  Bifliops  and  Moderatoura  of  Prelbitries. 

For  removing  of  thefe  difficulties,  it  was  provided,  that  the  Moderator 
Ihould  be  anfwerable  to  the  Synod  for  all  bis  overfights  and  offences,  and 
removeable  be  them  after  a  lawfull  tryall ;  and  the  worthieft  of  the  Pref- 
bitrie  preferred  to  his  place. 

That  everie  Prelbitrie  Ihould  have  free  ele^ion  of  two  or  three  Com- 
raiOioners  to  everie  AJTembtj }  and  that  It  Ihould  be  ia  their  option  to  make 
choife  of  the  Moderator  or  not ;  alwife  all  the  Moderators  are  appointed  to 
be  prefent  at  everie  Affembly. 

Thefe  cautions  being  fett  down,  and  the  articles  fuUie  aggried  upon  in 
the  privie  conference,  it  pafi  in  open  Affemblie,  and  agreed  upon,  that 
he  who  before  was  named  the  Agent,  Ihould  be  this  conflant  Moderator. 
Two  were  non  liquet ;  4  refiifed  to  vote  as  wantii^  commifiioa ;  19S 
Miniflers  afpreed. 
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Laft,  There  was  an  admonition  and  exhortation  g^ven  to  all  the  brethren, 
to  entertean  alvife  charity  and  love  among  themfeWes,  and  to  bewar  to 
fpeak  taxj  thing  unadviledly  againft  his  Majefty. 

The  great  CommiQioner  the  Erie  of  Dunbar  thanked  the  Convention 
in  bis  Majefties  name,  defired  the  whole  brethren  to  thank  him,  feeing 
they  bad  found  all  things  to  their  contentment,  and  pray  for  him ;  and  to 
make  it  knoun  to  their  brethren  and  people.  To  loon  as  they  came  home, 
what  good  was  done  att  that  Convention. 

The  Erles  of  CaOils  and  Eglintown  thinking  all  things  well  done,  delired 
a  copie  of  all  things  concluded  before  their  departure.  It  was  alledged 
that  could  not  inftantlie  be  done.  They  promiled  with  all  diligence  to  go 
to  Edinbutgh  and  there  caufe  putt  in  print  all  things  concluded  att  that 
meeting,  that  all  men  might  know  them.  C]

In  lyke  nianer  the  Conference  finding  that  nothing  roair  weakened  the 
credit  and  llrenth  of  the  MiniSerie  and  difcipline  of  the  Kirk  againll  Fa- 
pifls,  nor  mair  emboldned  the  adrerfares  to  goe  fordward  in  their  erronioiis 
courfe,  than  the  appearances  of  divifion  in  the  Miniftrie  amang.tbemfelreB, 
and  the  alienation  quhilk  feemeth  to  be  of  hie  Majefties  mynd  from  fome 
of  them :  Therefor,  the  remoreing  of  all  eyetyfls  and  Ihew  of  diriCon 
and  alienation  of  mynds,  either  amang  the  Miniftera  themfelves,  or  of  his 
Majefties  good  affection  and  favour  from  any  of  them,  was  thocht  ane  fo- 
veraigne  remedie  for  the  effectual  fupprelBng  of  PapiRne.  And  having 
fearched  and  found  out  tbe  caufe  of  the  diftradtion  and  alienation  of  mynds 
forfaids  in  the  Miniftrie,  to  be  partlie  a  feare  that  lame  of  their  bretber  was 
of  purpofe  and  vpon  courfe  to  fubvert  tbe  libertie  and  difcipline  of  the  Kirk 
of  Scotland,  by  removing  their  SeQiounB,  Preftiytries,  Provincial!  and  Gene- 
rail  Aflembliea,  or  by  vfurping  in  thair  awin  perfons  fome  lick  tyrranous 
and  vnlawfull  juriidi6lion  as  is  no  wayes  lawfull,  neitber  to  be  tolerated  in 
a  tnielie  Cbriftian  reformed  Kirk,  and  to  Ihake  off  that  obedience  to  all 
good  ordour  and  comelines,  eftabliflied  or  to  be  eftabliflied  by  the  laufuU 
aflemblies  with  his  Majefties  confent ;  and  partlie  a  greife  that  fome  of  the 
bretber  were  bantlhed  foorth  of  his  Majefties  dominions,  and  vthers  diteafed 
be  long  warding  and  relegation  from  their  habitations  and  charges  :     And 
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finding  lykewayes  be  the  declaration  of  hia  MajeAies  commifiioners,  and 
Gck  as  were  privie  to  his  Majefliee  mjad,  that  hia  Hieaes  waa  no  lefe  grieved 
with  divers  formea  and  a^iona  of  fome  of  the  Miniflrie,  for  not  haveand 
due  r^ard  and  care  to  vfe  lick  courfe  in  their  adiions  and  adminiftratioua 
in  the  Kirk  afbires,  as  might  ferre  to  intertain  a  folid  peace  and  quyetnes 
betweene  bis  Majeftie  and  them,  as  lykewayes  mutuallie  amang  themfelvea ; 
and  in  fpeciall,  that  the  charge  of  that  govemement  waa  oftentymes  and 
almoft  ordinarlie  committed  to  fick  as,  for  lake  of  wifdoraeand  experiencei 
was  no  wayes  able  to  keip  tbeir  eflate  in  any  good  frame  or  quyetnea, 
quhermto  hia  Majeftie  imputed  the  chiefefi  caufe  of  all  the  greifea  and 
troublea  quhilk  had  &llen  out  this  lang  tyme  amaogft  the  Miniftrie  them- 
felvea, or  any  offence  given  be  any  of  them  to  hia  Majeftie  ;  and  that  bis 
Majeftie  could  not  be  fatiffied  quhill  this  inconvenient  were  firft  removed, 
and  a  faithfull  remedie  provyded,  that  beirafter  the  lyke  fould  not  fall  out, 
quhilk  hia  Majeftie  fummarlie  comprehended  in  tbia,  if  the  affiures  of  the 
Kirk  fould  be  adminiftrat  be  the  wyfeft  and  moft  godlie ;  wberanent  alfo 
his  Majeftjea  fpeciall  overture  aa  heirafier  foUowea,  was  proponed. 

It  ia  his  Majeftiea  advyfe  to  this  Affemblie,  and  pleafure,  that  prefentlie 
tber  be  nominat  in  everie  Frefbyterie  ane  of  the  moft  godlie  and  molt  grave, 
of  greateft  autboritie  and  experience,  and  raeiteft  for  governemeat,  to  bane 
the  moderation  of  his  Frefbyterie  quhere  he  remaines,  till  tbe  prelent 
fturres  and  fyre  of  diffention  qwhilk  is  amangs  the  Miniftrie,  to  the  great 
prejudice  of  tbe  autboritie  and  credit  [of  the  fame,]  and  the  bihderance  of 
the  Gofpell,  and  his  Majefties  high  offence,  be  quenlbed  and  taken  away ; 
and  the  noblemen  and  otbera  profeQing  Papillrie  within  this  kingdome  [be 
either  reduced  to  tbe  true  profeftionand  obedience  of  the  Gofpell,  orellia] 
fo  repreft  by  juftice  and  execution  of  lawes,  or  be  the  labours  of  tbe  Mini- 
ftrie  and  difcipline  of  the  Kirk,  that  they  be  not  able  to  hinder  the  courfe 
of  the  Gofpell,  or  ftrenthen  and  encourage  the  credit  and  power  [of  falfe 
religion,  and  that  tbe  chiefeft  burthen  of  delation  of  the  laid  Papifts,  and 
foliftation  for  juftice  and  execution]  of  laws  againfl  them  be  committed  unto 
the  laida  Moderators,  and  that  tbe  Bilhops  in  the  Frelbyteriesquher  they 
are  refident  in  ane  of  tbe  kirks  of  the  Bilhopric,  have  this  care  and  burden 
committed  vnto  them  ;  and  feeing  that  it  will  crediblie  fall  out  that  in  the 
Frefbytries,  through  the  greatnes  of  parties  and  the  langfumnes  and  diffi- 
cultie  of  proceffe,  tbe  laids  Moderators  will  fometymes  be  conftrained  to 
rcferre  the  doing  heirof  to  the  Provincial!  Affemblie  and  the  Moderators 
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therof :  It  is  tberfor  bis  Majefties  advjfe  and  pleafure  that  the  modera- 
tion of  the  ProTinciall  Aflemblie,  and  perfewing  of  aftions  of  greateft  diffi- 
cuUie  be  committed  TOto  tbe  BiQiop  makand  lawfull  rdideoce  witfain  the 
faid  proTiDce,  or  to  the  worthieft  of  tbem  quhea  it  &11  happen  moe  than 
ane  tu  be  in  ane  province,  in  refpeft  that  his  Majeflie  bea  beflowed  vpon 
tbem  morane  and  places,  quherbjr  thej  may  be  able  to  beare  out  the  charges 
and  burdein  of  difficile  and  dangerous  anions  qufailk  other  minifters  vere 
not  able  to  fullane,  and  lykewayes,  by  their  credit  and  place  in  coanlell» 
are  able  in  lick  caufes,  to  procure  greater  celeritie  and  execution  of  juflice 
as  in  fick  cafes  will  be  requiCte,  than  vtbers. 

Tbe  Conference  haviag  advyled,  firft,  anent  the  t^ing  away  of  the  for- 
faids  feirs  and  fufpitiooe,  and  latif&J^ioa  of  the  griefes,  and  willing  to  vd- 
derilaad  of  bis  Majefliee  CommiffioDers,  arid  Gck  as  latelie  had  been  ac- 
quunted  with  bia  Majefties  intentions,  and  willing  tykewife  to  beare  tbe 
declaration  of  tbe  Bilhops  beiranent  as  touching  tbeir  awin  intentions  and 
purpofes  in  this  errand  :  It  was  declareit,  that  it  was  not  in  any  wayes  his 
Majefties  purpofe  and  inteotion  to  fubrert  and  overthrow  ^e  prefent  dif- 
cipline  of  tbe  Kirk  of  Scotland,  but  rather  to  augment  and  ftrentheo  tbe 
famen  fo  farre  as  it  could  ferve  for  the  well  of  the  Gofpell  and  tbe  reftraint 
of  vyce,  and  to  £e  fick  eyelifts  and  ofiiences  as  in  tbe  admioiflration  tberof 
was  tbe  occafion  of  juft  mifcontentment  vnto  bis  Majeftie,  and  a  binderance 
to  the  credit  and  authoritie  of  tbe  miniftrie  [among  tbe  people,  and  amongft 
tbe  Miniftry]  tbemfelvea,  removed  and  tane  away  be  fick  good  overtures 
as  is  above  expreffed. 

In  ftgne  quberof,  as  ther  is  nothing  done  in  derogation  of  the  balding 
of  the  Seffions,  tbe  Preftiytries  and  ProvinciaU  Affemblies,  fo  it  was  never 
his  Majefties  intention,  but  that  tbe  keiping  of  Generall  Affemblies  at  cer- 
taine  competent  tymes  was,  and  is  a  moft  neceflarie  mean  for  the  preferration 
of  peace  and  vnion  in  tbe  Kirk,  and  extermination  of  all  herefie  and  fchifme 
in  the  fame  :  Tberfor  bis  Majeftie  doeth  graciouflie  declare,  that  as  the 
Acts  of  Parliament  doetb  ftill  ftand  in  full  force  and  eSe&  for  the  conveining 
of  AHemblies  anes  everie  geir  by  his  Majefties  direction,  fo  it  is  bis  Majef- 
ties will  that  tbe  day  <^  conveining  the  next  AUembly  lalbe  at  Edinburgh 
the  laft  Tuefday  of  July. 

Siclyke,  tbe  haill  Bifliops  declarit  that  it  was  not  tbeir  intention  to  vfurpe 
und  exerce  any  tyrannous  and  vnlawfull  jurifdiSion  and  power  over  the 
brethren,    nor  to  ing^yre  tbemfelves  any  wayes  vnlawfuUie  in  tbe  Kirks 
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goremment,  or  any  part  tberof,  farder  nor  IaII  be  committed  to  them  be 
the  IVeibytries,  Prorinciall  or  Generall  Affembliea  ;  and  if  it  fould  happen 
to  (til  out  that  tbey,  or  auj  of  them,  fould  be  found  to  doe  the  contrair, 
then,  and  in  that  cafe,  thej  were  content  to  fuhmitt  themfelves  vnto 
the  cenfure  of  the  Kirk  als  humhlie  as  any  other  of  the  brether  of  the 
miniftrie. 

In  lykemaner,  it  wa«  declared  that  his  Majeitie,  according  to  his  accuf- 
tomed  looganimitie  and  patience  towards  fick  as  h^penedto  o£fend  him  of 
the  miniftrie,  bad  delayed  for  a  verie  lang  tyme  to  give  foorth  any  feuteace 
againft  the  brother  now  baniflied,  flill  hopeing  that  by  their  good  behaviour 
and  bumble  fute  for  bis  Hienes  pardon  and  forour,  his  Majellie  might  have 
occafion  to  fliew  his  demencie  towards  them  ;  and  albeit  bis  Majeftie  beand 
juftlie  provot^ed,  was  moved  to  give  forth  his  will  anent  their  banilbmeDt* 
jet  imediatlie,  being  requeifled  in  their  favours  be  the  Bilhops  and  other 
brethren  there  prefent  with  tbem,  it  pleafed  his  Mt^'eftie  to  declare,  that 
their  want  of  his  fevour  proceidit  upon  their  awin  default,  quho  had  never 
humbled  themfelves  to  feek  his  pardon  as  became  them. 

In  refpe^  quherof  it  whs  thought  meit  to  dire&  the  Bifhop  of  Aberdeen, 
Mrs  Patrick  Sharp,  Patrick  Gatlaway,  Robert  Wilkie,  John  Struchane, 
John  Hall,  John  Hfiy,  with  the  Moderator  of  the  Aflemblie,  to  write  a 
letter  to  the  laid  brether  in  their  name,  [givand  them  adryce  fo  to  frame  and 
fend  their  bumble]  fute  to  his  Majeftie  for  hia  pardon  and  &vour  to  them  as 
may  give  his  Majeftie  greateft  fatif&^ion,  and  that  the  AfliBmblie  earneftlie 
requeifted  his  Miyefties  Commiflionera  and  vtbers  Noblemen  employed  be 
his  Majeftie  to  this  Aflemblie,  fo  Ibone  as  their  faid  fuppllcation  fould  come 
from  them  of  the  tenor  for&td,  to  concurre  be  their  credit  and  intercef- 
lion  with  his  Majeftie,  to  procure  tbem  to  be  partakers  of  that  gracious 
favour  quhilk  his  Majeftie  at  no  tyme  heirtofoir  refufed  to  any  of  that 
profeOionquboiD  hefand  willing  to  acknowledge  and  amend  their  overGght, 
and  have  recourfe  to  bis  clemencie ;  for  tbe  qubJlk  declaration  the  Confer- 
ence praifed  God,  and  tht^ht  good  that  the  brethren  fould  be  written  to 
as  is  befoir  faid,  and  be  the  brethrin  befotr  named. 

Thereafter,  having  confidered  the  overture  proponed  to  them  in  bis 
M^efties  name,  and  finding  it  in  Jhew,  to  carie  fbme  appeirance  of  nova- 
tion in  tbe  difcipline  of  the  Kirk,  and  fearing  that  it  might  bring  with  it 
fome  inconvenients  :  Therfor  the  Conference  wold  not  take  on  tbem  to 
determine  their  advyce  theranent,    qubill  firfi  the   mater    were   exa£tlie 
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reafoned  in  their  prefence,  and  fufficient  remeid  proryded  for  preventing  all 
inconrenients  [which]  might  [be  feared  to]  follow  thereupon  :  Whereupon 
a  good  number  of  the  mod  learned,  godlie,  and  wifeft  of  the  brethren  of 
the  Conference,  being  appointed  to  reafoa  and  hears  ane  after  another  ;  and 
having  exaftlj  and  at  good  lengfth  reafoned  and  examined  quhatfumever 
inconvenients  might  follow  upon  the  eftablifhlng  of  the  &id  overture,  it 
was  confidered  and  found  at  laft  be  ane  vniverfall  vojce  and  confent  of  the 
whole  Conference,  but  contradi6t1on,  that  the  faid  overture  was  both  wife  and 
godlie,  and  tending  many  wayes  to  tbe  well  of  the  Kirk  :  Provjdeing  that 
certaine  cautions  were  obferved  for  preventing  fuch  evils  as  might  happen 
to  fall  out  in  cafe  the  .laid  Moderators,  or  any  of  them,  [Jhould]  either 
arrogantiie  prefume  to  vfurpe  any  farder  power  in  the  faids  Frefbyteries 
and  AlTemblies  than  it  Is  comelie  and  lawfull  for  Moderators  in  Gck  caufes 
to  doe,  and  pretently  ufe,  without  innovating  and  altering  at  their  owne 
fantafiies,  and  at  their  owne  hands,  tbe  cufiome  that  the  difcreit  Moderators 
have  vfed  and  aught  to  vfe  in  that  place,  or  utherwayes  be  found  remiffe 
in  proponeing  or  profecuting  any  good  purpole  or  overtures  qubilk  fould  he 
given  in  be  the  brethren  or  any  of  them  to  tbe  faids  Frefbyteries  and  AUem- 
blies :  and  according  to  tbe  doubts  quhilk  in  reafoning  were  found  out  and 
feared,  tbe  cautions  following  were  a^ried  upon  : 

I.  That  it  be  provyded  that  the  Moderators  of  Frefbytriee  and  Provincial! 
Aflemblies  to  be  nominat  and  cholen  according  to  bis  Majefties  overtures, 
fall  prelume  to  doe  nothing  in  the  Frefbytries  and  Frovinciall  Aflemblies 
where  they  moderate,  without  the  fpeciall  advyfe  and  confent  of  thur 
brethren. 

S.  That  the  a£);a  of  the  Generall  Aflemblies  and  caveats  therein  pre- 
fcrybed  anent  Bifhops  be  obferved. 

3.  That  they  fall  vfe  no  jurifdi^ion  or  power  farder  than  the  Moderators 
of  Frefbytries  and  Frovinciall  Aflemblies  has  bein  in  ufe  of,  be  tbe  confti- 
tutiona  of  the  Kirk  befoir. 

4.  In  c^e  it  fall  happen  the  Moderators  of  Prelbyteries  or  Frovinciall 
Aflemblies  to  be  abfent  the  time  of  tbair  convention,  then  it  fall  be  in  tbe 
power  of  tbe  faids  Frovincialls  and  Frefbytries,  to  nominate  and  choole  out 
the  wifell  and  graveft  of  their  brether,  to  moderate  their  meltings  in  abfence 
of  the  f»ds  Moderators. 

5.  Quhen  tbe  place  of  the  Moderator  in  any  Freftyterie  fall  happen  to 
vaike,  the  election  of  another  to  fucceed  in  his  rowme,  fall  be  made  be  the 
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vhole  ProTiDciall  Aflemblie,  witb  confent  of  his  M^efiiefi  Cumrailfioners, 
if  any  happen  to  be  there  prefent  for  the  tyme. 

6.  And  quhen  any  of  the  IkldB  Moderators  fall  happen  to  depart  this  life 
betuixt  AflemblieBi  it  fall  be  lawfull  to  the  Prelbyteriea  to  nominat  ane  of 
the  gruTeft  and  worthiest  of  their  number  to  continue  in  the  Moderation 
of  the  Prefbyterie  quhill  the  nizt  Provincial!  Afletnblie. 

7-  The  Moderators  of  the  Preftyteries  fall  be  (ubiefl:  to  the  tryall  and 
cenfure  of  the  Provincialls  ;  and  in  cafe  it  fall  happen  that  they  be  found 
to  have  been  remifle  in  the  difcbai^  of  their  duetie,  or  [to  have  prefunied] 
to  vfurpe  over  their  brethren  any  farder  power  than  is  given  them  be  the 
Aflemblie,  it  fall  be  ane  caufe  to  them  of  deprivation  from  their  office  of 
Moderation,  and  they  fall  be  depryved  therefra  be  the  faids  Provincialls. 

8.  In  lykemaner,  the  Moderator  of  the  Provincial]  Affembtie  fall  be 
tryed  and  cenfured  be  the  Generall  Aflemblie ;  and  if  he  be  found  there, 
or  to  have  been  remiflis  from  his  office  of  Moderation,  or  to  have  vfurped 
any  &rder  power  nor  the  fimple  place  of  ane  Moderator,  he  fall  be  depryved 
fra  his  laid  o£Bce  of  Moderation  be  the  Generall  Aflemblie. 

9'  That  the  Moderator  of  ilk  Prefbyterie  and  Provinciall  Aflemblie, 
with  their  Scrybes,  being  chofen,  faithful!,  wife,  and  formal!  men,  be  aftrl^it 
to  be  prefent  at  all  General!  AflemblieB  as  members  therof,  and  to  have 
the  Rafter  of  the  adls  and  proceiding  of  the  Prefbytries  and  Provincialls 
there  prefent  with  them,  that  their  fidelitie  and  diligence  may  be  fein  be 
the  Generall  Afl'emblie,  and  the  eftate  of  the  countrey  therby  knawen. 

10.  That  it  fall  be  leifum  to  ilk  Prefbyterie  to  fend  Commiflioners  to 
the  Generall  Aflemblie,  by  and  attour  the  Moderator  and  Scrybe,  two  or 
thrie,  according  to  the  a^  of  the  General  Aflemblie  anent  the  Commil- 
lioners  from  Prefbitries  to  General  Aflemblies,  if  they  fall  think  it  ex- 
pedient. 

1 1.  That  it  is  heirby  declared,  that  notwitbflanding  of  any  thing  done  at 
this  tyme,  the  Sefllons,  Prefbyteries,  Provinciall  and  Generall  Aflemblies, 
are  to  be  obferved,  keiped,  and  obeyed  as  they  have  bein  heirtofoir. 

12.  That  the  Moderator  of  the  Generall  Affemblie  be  chofen  be  vote  of 
the  &id  AlTemblie,  certaine  leits  being  firft  nominat  and  proponed  frielie, 
as  vte  hes  l>ein  in  tymes  bypall. 

13.  That  in  everie  Provinciall  Aflemblie  qiiber  there  is  no  Bifhop  mak- 
and  a&uallie  lawful!  refidence,  and  liaveand  the  Moderation  of  ane  of  the 

Op 
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Prefbyteries,  the  Moflemtors  of  the  Prefbyteries  withio  tbe  faid  Province 
beand  propoaed  on  leitt,  the  meiteft  of  them  fall  be  cboten  be  the  laid  Af- 
femblie  Moderator  thereof,  his  Majeflies  CommilConera  confent  there  pre- 
fent  beand  had  therto. 

And  farder,  the  Conference  baring  examined  the  rolls  of  ilk  Prefbjrterie, 
to  (le  if  any  was  meiter  to  rfe  the  office  of  moderation  than  thefe  quhilk 
befoir  hes  bein  nominal  to  have  tbe  care  of  the  delation  of  Pupilb  and 
vncommunicants,  they  fand  in  their  jui^ement,  that  the  lame  perfons  was 
of  all  vthers,  in  everie  Prefbyterie,  meiteft  alfweill  to  tnoderat  as  to  haue 
care  of  delation  forfaid  ;  referveand  alwayes  vnto  the  Minillers  of  ilk  Pref- 
byterie  here  conveinit,  their  awne  priviledge  and  power,  to  nominat  vnto 
the  AlTemblie  a  meiter,  if  any  be  in  the  Prelbyterie.  for  the  moderation: 
And  therefore  the  faid  Conference  finds  it  eicpedient,  that  tbe  perfons  for- 
faids  accept  and  take  vpou  them  prefentlie  the  faid  office  of  moderation 
within  the  Prelbyteries  refpe£tir^,  and  that  the  Prelbytenes  embrace  and 
allow  of  them  ;  and  for  this  effect,  that  the  (aids  Moderators  and  Prefby- 
teries  be  requeilled  therrnto  eernefllie  be  this  Aflerablie,  and  if  neid  beis, 
lykewayis  charged,  that  the  Kirk  of  God  be  not  long  fruftrat  of  the  com- 
fortable effects  that  tbe  forfaid  ordour  is  able  (hortlie,  be  the  grace  of  God, 
to  produce. 

This  overture  beand  proponed  and  declared  at  lentb  in  prefence  of  the 
full  AlTemblie,  everie  article  and  beid  therof  was  with  ane  vniform  confent 
and  allowance  approved  of  all,  without  contradi£lioD,  except  only  fo  farre 
as  concerned  tbe  Moderators  in  moderating  of  Prelbyteries,  and  their  con- 
tinuance in  the  office  of  the  Moderation  begond  the  accullomed  tyme, 
quheranent  certaine  doubts  beand  proponit  and  latiffied,  and  the  Bilhops 
hareand  given  their  declaration  foorth  of  their  awne  mouthea  anent  their 
intentions  and  purpole,  to  be  fubie£l  unto  the  &&s  and  caveats  of  the 
Generall  Affemblie,  and  to  make  refidence  within  fuch  a  fpace  as  fould  be 
limitated  to  everie  ane  of  them  be  this  prefent  AlTemblie  ;  and  if  it  fuuld 
be  found  expedient  for  the  well  of  tbe  Kirk,  that  other  meiter  and  more 
wortfaie  than  tbey  to  poflefle  and  occupie  their  places,  to  demitt  their  be- 
nefices at  the  pleafure  of  the  Aflemblie  ;  bis  Majeflies  confent  [and  appro- 
batione]  beand  had  thereto,  wherein  they  promifed,  and  if  neid  were,  to 
be  earneft  fuiters  at  his  Majeflies  hands.  Lykeas  feme  of  them  declared, 
that  tbey  bad  alreadie  moft  humblie  craved  the  fame  of  bis  Majeftie  for  the 
refpe^  tbey  had  to  take  away  all  offence  from  their  brethren,  provyding 
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alvayes  if  aitber,  vpon  bis  Majellies  advyfe  or  propofition  to  the  Affemblie, 
or  their  awne  fupplication,  tbe  Generall  Affemblie  be  moved  heirafter,  to 
grant  them  any  relaxation  of  any  of  tbe  caveats,  quhilk  vpon  good  reafon 
might  appeare  to  tbe  &id  Affemblie  to  be  over  llrait,  that  this  tbeir  promife 
lall  make  no  derogation  to  tbe  libertie  quhilk  the  Affemblie  heirafter  liill 
be  moved  to  grant  tbem. 

It  was  voted,  and  be  pliiralitie  of  votes  concluded,  to  witt,  his  Majefties 
CommiQioners,  whole  Nobilitie,  Eries,  and  Barrons,  to  the  number  of 
threttie-three,  together  with  ane  hundreth  twentie  and  faxe  of  the  Miniftrie 
Totting  affirmative,  that  the  faid  overture  anent  the  continuance  of  the 
Moderators  quhill  the  prefent  divtfion  of  the  kirk  be  removed,  and  tbe 
whole  brethren  brc^fat  to  that  unitie  of  mynd  and  affection  quhilk  is  agree- 
able to  their  calling,  and  may  ferve  bell  to  the  furtherance  of  the  caufe  of 
God,  and  overthrow  of  all  contrarie  caufe,  and  the  Papids  ale  fuilie  reprefi 
or  brocht  to  the  obedience  of  tbe  Gofpell,  fould  paffe  and  be  enacted  as  ane 
of  the  conclufions  of  this  Affemblie;  the  forfaidg  caveats  beand  alwayes 
keiped  be  everie  ane  of  the  faids  Moderators,  and  the  contraveiners  cen- 
fured  and  pimiflied  as  is  befor  expreffed ;  foure  only  of  the  whole  Affemblie 
be  their  votes  difaflenting  therfra,  and  vther  foure  refufing  to  vote  for  want 
of  commiOion  fra  their  prefbyteries,  and  twa  beand  non  liquet.

Proclamation  for  prorc^ing  the  General  Aflembly  indicted  at  Linlithgow 
to  be  holden  at  Halynidhous  the  lall  Tuefday  of  Julie. 

James  be  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  kc. :  For 
as  much  aa  the  increafe  of  the  adrerfaries  of  the  truth,  and  contrarie  pro- 
feflburs,  has  proceeded  of  nothing  fo  much  as  of  the  diflention  of  the  Mini- 
ftrie  of  our  kingdome  of  Scotland,  fome  of  tbem  by  natural  inclination  be- 
ing enemys  of  quietnelfl,  and  turbulent  fpirits,  making  choice  rather  to 
drink  in  mudie  water,  than  to  tafte  of  the  clear  fountain,  being  emboldened 
be  reafon  of  the  focietie  of  a  great  many  others  who  being  guiltie  of  them, 
felves,  of  their  own  unworthieneb,  and  fmall  gifts  in  that  refpe6{:,  out  of 
all  hope  of  preferrment,  and  therupon  envayous,  and  uncharitable  toward 
their  brethren  of  the  beft  quality  ;  and  all  of  them  runne  and  concur  to- 
gether like  a  beadftrong  &6iion  to  uphold  and  maintain  an  anarcbie,  and 
thereby  to  induce  diforder  and  coofufion  in  that  Cburcb,  to  the  great  hin- 
drance of  the  progrels  of  the  Gofpel,  and  diflionour  and  fcandal  of  the  pro- 
feflburs  thereof :  Whereupon  we  of  our  princely  care  and  fatherly  affedlion 
to  the  peace  of  the  Kirk,  deliring  rather  in  them  to  extinguilh  the  fire  of  di- 
vifion,  than  to  fuffer  it  to  grow  to  any  confufion,  and  being  ever  wilting  to  an 
uniformity  of  minds  and  affe3;ion8,  did  thereupon  appoint  a  moll  grave,  fre- 
quent and  ferious  Affemblie,  to  be  keeped  at  Linlithgow  in  December  laft  by- 
pafl,  of  a  great  number  of  the  moft  godlie,  zealous  and  well  affefted  of  the 
Nobility,  Counfel,  and  fmall  Barons,  from  all  the  parts  of  that  our  kingdome, 
as  alfo  the  moft  learned  and  experienced,  wife,  godlie,  and  difcreet  of  the  Mi- 
ntfirie,  from  all  the  Prefbytries  in  great  number,  by  whofe  travels,  care,  and 
wifdome,  every  occafion  and  pretext  of  griefe  was  in  fuch  moderation  and 
godlinefs  removed,  that  as  the  fame  did  yield  us  contentment,  fo  was  every 
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thing  done  in  that  AQembUe  with  a  great  aad  general  applaufe  of  all,  giv- 
ing great  hopes,  that  from  that  furth  there  flioutd  be  nothing  found  but 
unitie  and  concord  in  the  Kirk,  and  that  all  their  meetings  thereafter 
fhould  be  full  of  peace  and  love ;  and  thereupon,  be  our  fpecial  warrant 
and  allowance,  it  was  Jpecially  appointed,  that  the  nixt  General  AlTemblie 
Jhould  be  conreened  and  bolden  at  Haljrudhous,  the  laft  Tuefda^  of  July 
nixt  to  come  :  But  we  now  perceiving,  that,  by  the  means  of  tbefo  evil 
difpofed,  turbulent,  and  contentioua  fpirits,  all  the  proceedings  of  that  Al- 
femblie  are  brought  in  queffion,  and  traduced ;  and  by  fome  no  obedience 
given,  and  by  oUiera  dire£l;  oppolitiou  made  to  the  A^  concluded  at  that 
time,  and  therewith  among  the  brethren  fuch  dlftra^ion  of  minds,  and 
bitter  ezafperatioos  one  againft  another ;  and  howroerer  the  meeting  of  the 
brethren,  if  it  were  in  love  and  peace  and  unity,  no  doubt  would  be  good  in 
that  Kirk ;  fo  there  is  no  queltion,  but  their  conveening  with  a  preoccupyed 
mind  fraught  with  envy  and  malice,  would  give  the  enemys  too  much  advan- 
ti^  to  enter  by  that  breach  of  their  difcord  and  divifion,  to  make  themfelves 
llrong,  and  weaken  them :  Therefor,  we,  to  preveen  the  danger  that  is  im- 
mioent  to  the  eftate  of  the  Kirk  by  the  diftra£iion  of  mens  affeflions  there- 
in ;  and  that  the  General  Aflemblie  may  be  keeped  with  the  greater  tran- 
quility and  peace,  have  thought  meet  and  expedient,  the  whole  Provincial 
Affemblies,  within  that  our  kingdom,  Ihall  be  keeped  and  holden  at  their 
ordinary  places  of  meeting  the  4  of  Augull  next  to  come  ;  and  that  in 
every  one  of  the  faids  AITemblies  there  be  chofen  two  of  the  mofi  godlie, 
peaceable,  wife,  and  grave,  of  the  beft  experience  of  their  number,  with 
power  and  commiQlon  to  conreen  at  Halyrudhous,  the  37  of  Augufi  next 
to  come,  with  the  remanent  CommilTionere  of  the  Provinces,  and  with  the 
Commiflioners  of  the  General  AlTembly,  and  itich  of  our  Counfel  as  it 
ihall  pleafe  us  to  nominat  for  that  effe£t,  there  to  confer,  reafon,  and  con- 
clude, by  common  advice,  upon  the  moft  convenient  remedys  againil  thefe 
evils,  which,  for  lake  of  fufficient  preparation,  might  fall  out  at  the  faid 
General  Affembly,  that  thereafter  the  iame  being  holden  and  keeped  in 
iiicb  a  quiet  and  peaceable  manner  as  might  bring  true  comfort  to  the 
godlie,  and  terrour  to  the  wicked :  And,  in  the  mean  time,  we  have

Oar  will  is  herofor.  and  we  chaige 
you  ftraitly  and  command,  that  incontinent  thir  our  tetters  feen  je  pa&, 
and,  in  our  name  and  authority]  make  publicatiou  and  intimatioa  hereof 
be  open  Proclamation  &c.  Certifying-  all  fuch  as  upon  any  pretext  what- 
fomever  flialL  prefume  to  conveen  and  aUemble  them&lresi  contrare  to  the 
tenor  md  intent  of  this  our  Proclamation,  they  {hall  be  punilhed  and  pro- 
ceeded againft,  as  contemners  and  difobeyers  of  this  our  mott  royal  com- 
mandment.

Proclamation  by  the  King*,  for  proroguing  the  General  Aflemblie. 

James  be  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, Defender  of  the  Faitb,  To  our  Lovitea,  &c.  For  as  much  as  the 
General  Aflemblie  being  appointed  to  be  keeped  in  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber nixt  to  come,  at  our  Burgh  of  Dundie  ;  and  upon  a  fpeciall  reguard  to 
the  well  of  that  Church,  for  the  preventing  of  all  diflbrder  and  coufufioa  in 
that  meeting,  which  ought  to  be  a  preTident,  and  ihould  give  good  exam* 
pie  to  all  others  of  good  order,  difcretion,  and  dutiful  carriage,  we  having 
ordained  a  meeting  of  Ibme  CommifBoners  from  every  Synod  in  September 
lafl,  to  the  effect  all  things  may  be  fo  duetifully  prepared  as  the  adverfaciea 
of  the  Religion  ihould  not  take  any  advantage  of  the  contentions  amongfl 
the  Brethren  at  their  meeting  :  But  fo  perverfe  is  the  dilpofition  of  fome, 
who  doe  account  nothing  for  oracles,  but  the  invention  of  their  own  brain, 
that  difdaining  the  courfe  concluded  be  us,  and  by  alt  appearent  dire^ly 
oppoling  themfelves  to  the  peace  of  that  Church,  by  abfenUng  themfelves, 
or  withftanding  the  fending  of  Commiffioners  to  the  foreCud  meeting, 
which  was  appointed  in  September  lafi,  as  laid  is,  doe  clearlie  thereby  de- 
monftrat  their  unquiet  and  unrulie  inclination,  as  too  manifeftly  appears  in 
this  their  infolent  and  wilfiill  raifreguarding  of  thefe  A^  of  the  AUemblie 
at  Linlithgow  made  with  fo  uniform  an  applaufe :  but  whereas  this  was 
more  than  fu£Bcient  caule  to  have  Aayed  the  meeting  of  the  iaid  Aflemblie, 
which,  without  this  preceeding  preparation,  mull  needs  be  tumulteous  and 
diforderly;  fo  in  like  manner,  Gods  prefent  vifitation  of  our  faid  Bui^hof 
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Dundie  be  the  Flague,  tnforcHli  the  prorogation  of  tbe  faid  Afletnblie  to 
CMne  other  time.  As  aUb  whereas  &&  laft  AffemUie  keeped  in  our  pre- 
feoee,  before  our  comeing  out  of  that  Kingdomet  fpecial  Commiflion  fres 
giren  for  riGtatioa,  the  reports  whereof  are  tbe  only  fpecial  things  to  be 
treated  on  in  this  Affemblie }  yet  fo  great  has  been  the  negle^  of  them 
who  were  appointed  to  goe  every  one  in  Circuit  within  the  bounds  of  their 
Tifitation  de%nedi  that  hitherto  the  lame  bath  been  pretermitted.  To  the 
effect,  therefor,  that  in  this  point  Uie  conveening  of  the  faid  AiTemblie 
Ihould  not  be  inefieSiual,  we  hare,  by  our  fpecial  Letters,  willed  thefe  Com- 
miffioners  then  appointed  every  one  to  hare  care  in  reporting  agatnll  the 
time  of  the  AiTemblie  hereunder  menUoned,  their  fereral  reports  of  tfaeir 
travels  and  tryels  in  their  rifitatioo ;  baring  alfo  nominated  others  in  place 
<^  fuch  of  the  faid  Commiflloners  as  fioce  that  time  are  either  defeafed, 
exiled,  or  confined.  Our  will  is,  herefore,  ye  pafe,  and  iu  our  name  and 
authority  make  publication  and  intimation  be  open  Proclamatton,  at  tbe 
Mercat  Croffes  of  our  Buig'hs  of  Edinburgh,  Perth,  Dundie,  and  other 
places  needful,  that  the  G  eneral  Afiemblte  is  continued  and  prorogued  to  the 
laA  Tuefday  of  Aprile  nixt  to  come,  at  which  time  it  is  to  be  keeped  within 
our  &id  Burgh  of  Dundie,  imd  betwixt  and  then  it  may  be  hoped  that  it 
may  pleafe  God  of  his  mercie  to  remore  the  iaid  plague  of  peftHence.  And 
in  this  mean  fpace  all  Clergiemen  whatfoerer  of  whatfoerer  rank  or  degree 
are  difcharged  heerby;  like  as  that  ye  in  our  name  and  authority  dilcharge 
them  of  all  conreening  in  anie  form  of  pretended  Affemblie  at  our  laid 
Burgh  of  Dundie,  or  any  part  elle,  the  laid  24  day  of  Norember  nixt,  or 
any  day  thereafter  before  the  £aid  laA  Tuefday  of  Aprile,  under  the  pain  of 
incurring  our  high  difpleafure  ;  and  the  contempt  of  tbe  fame  to  be  pun- 
ifbed  in  mofl  ferere  manner  and  higheft  d^^ree.

Proclamation  by  tbe  King  for  again  proroguing  the  General  AfTemhlte. 

James  by  tbe  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, Defender  of  the  Faiih,  To  our  Lorites,  &c.  -our  Sberi&  in  that  part 
conjun61:ly  and  fererally,  fpecially  conftituted,  Greeting. 

For  as  much  as  the  General  Aflembly  of  the  Kirk  having,  upon  many 
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neceOary  confiderationB,  received  fundrie  continuations  heretofore  be  our 
fpecial  cotnmaBd  and  direction,  we,  of  our  princely  care,  and  fatherly  fa- 
vour, and  afFe£lion  to  the  peace  and  well  of  this  Kirk,  baring  left  no  gx>od 
uieans  uoaflayed  to  extinguiih  the  fire  of  diriQoo  Handing  amongft  the 
brethren,  and  to  briDg  them  to  an  uniformity  of  minds,  and  harmonie,  and 
charity,  and  they  themfelves  made  the  more  able  and  ftrong  to  oppofe 
tbemfelves  againft  the  adrerfartes  of  the  truth,  and  contrarie  profeOTours, 
wbofe  increaling  number  and  prafilifea  hath  proceeded  of  nothing  fo  much 
as  the  diflention  amongfi  the  Miniftrie  :  and  the  lafl  prorogation  and  con- 
tinuation baviug  proceeded  upon  a  godlie  courfe  and  refolution  intended 
by  UB  be  directing  of  the  CommifGoners  nominated  be  the  General  Affem- 
blie  with  our  confent,  to  have  viGtcd  the  ivhole  Prefbytriea  and  particular 
congregations  within  this  our  kingdome  ;  the  faid  vifitations,  in  refpe£):  of 
the  long  and  great  florm,  and  unfeafonable  time  of  the  year,  have  received 
no  effe£t  nor  execution.  And  we  conQdering  how  that  it  is  moll  necellar 
and  expedient,  that  tbia  viGtation  fhould  yet  preceed  the  f<tid  Aflemblie  ; 
and  we  being  minded,  if  the  ueceGJty  of  other  weightie  a^rs  impefche 
tiB  not,  to  honour  this  our  native  country  with  our  own  prefence  this  year. 
and  to  be  prefent  ourfelf  at  the  faid  AITemblie,  and  he  our  royal  authority 
fettle  the  prefent  jarres  and  differences  in  the  Kirk,  and  eftablUh  the  lame 
in  a  perfect;  unity,  love,  and  harmony  :  Therefor,  we  have  thought  meet 
yet  to  proroguat  and  continue  the  laid  AlTemhlie  untill  the  lafl  Tuefday  of 
July  nixt  to  come,  upon  which  day,  God  willing,  it  Iball  begin  and  hold  at 
our  Burgh  of  Dundie.  Our  will  is  herefor,  and  we  charge  yon  flraitly 
and  command,  that  incontinent  thefe  our  Letters  feen  ye  pafs  to  the  Mer- 
cat  Crofle  of  our  Burgh  of  Edinburgh,  and  other  places  needfull,  and  there 
be  open  Proclamation  make  pubUcation  hereof,  wherethrough  none  pre- 
tend ignorance  of  the  &me ;  and  that  ye  in  our  name  and  authority  com- 
mand and  charge  all  and  fundrie  our  fubje6la  of  the  Miniflrie,  that  none 
of  them  prefume  nor  take  in  hand  to  hold  or  keep  a  General  Affemhiie  at 
any  time  or  place  before  the  faid  laft  Tuefday  of  July  nixt  to  come,  under 
all  higheft  pain  and  charge  that  they  i&ay  committ,  and  ....  againft 
us  in  that  behalf.  The  which  to  doe  we  commit!  to  you,  &c.  deuly  exe- 
cuted, and  indorfed  again  to  the  bearer.

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Articles  agreed  upon  be  the  Brethren  conveened  at  Falkland  the  16 
of  June  1608,  and  be  way  of  advice  recommended  to  all  the  Pref- 
byteries  within  the  kingdom. 

1.  That  the  quellions  prefeatty  (landing  in  controverfie  among  the  Mi- 
lufters  anent  the  matters  of  government,  be  untouched  and  unhandled  on 
either  fide*  till  the  nizt  General  AQemblie,  and  no  occaJion  given,  be  privat 
or  publi£i:  fpeeches,  of  any  farther  diflra^tion  of  minds }  but  that  all  by- 
good  countenance  and  otherwife  kythe  themfelveB  to  others,  as  Brethren, 
and  Miniftera  of  Chrill,  fetting  themfelres  with  their  endeavours,  fpedaly 
in  doctrine,  agunfi  Papifta,  their  Aiperliitious  religion,  and  proud  pemi. 
ctouB  pra^iiles. 

3.  That  the  General  Affemblie  hold  at  the  time  appointed,  which  is  the 
laft  Tuefday  of  July ;  and  that  his  Majeftie  be  moft  humhlie  intreated  for 
thateffea. 

3,  That  in  the  faid  Affemblie  the  commoun  affitirs  of  the  Kirk  Ihall  he 
handled,  and  an  account  of  the  Commiflions  ^ven  in  the  Aflemblie  pro- 
ceeding ;  and  fome  folid  courfe  advifed  upon,  for  difappointing  the  prac- 
tifes  of  the  enemys,  and  the  advancing  of  the  Go^l  of  Jefua  Chrift. 

4.  That  nothing  which  is  in  controrerfie  and  make  flrife  in  the  Kirk, 
he  treated  in  the  ^d  Aflemblie }  but  the  fame  be  conferred  upon  in  a 
private  conference,  be  fuch  as  the  AITemblie  ihall  appoint  to  prepare  a  way 
for  compofeing  thefe  differences ;  and  the  Affemblie  to  appoint  a  meeting 
of  brethren  at  fuch  times,  place,  and  manner,  as  they  think  fit  for  that 
effea;. 

G.  That  requefl;  ihall  be  made  to  his  Majeitie,  for  relaxing  the  brethren 
tiiat  are  confined ;  and  fpeciallie  fuch  of  them  as  bare  been  prefent  at  the 
Conference,  that  they  may  keip  the  faid  Affemblie. 
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The  General  Aflemblie  of  the  Commiffionera  from  the  Prefbitries  of 
the  Kirk  of  Scotland,  haldin  at  Lynlithgovv,  the  36  of  Julij  1608  : 
Id  the  quhilk  were  prefect  the  Kings  Commiflioner,  viz.  the  Earle 
of  Dumbar,  &c.

Forfameikle  aa  one  of  the  moil  fpeciall  caufes  of  the  conveatioun  of  this 
prefent  Aflemblie  ia  for  fu|^reQing  of  PapUlrte  and  idolatrie,  quhilk  daylie 
more  and  more  increafea  within  this  realme,  and  reprelGng  of  Jefuitea, 
Papifts,  Seminarie  Priefts,  whofe  number  llill  more  and  more  increafes 
within  the  lame,  to  the  great  difhonour  of  God  and  overthrow  of  true  reli- 
gioun  profefl;  within  this  realme,  if  the  fame  be  not  with  fome  folid  remeid 
obviat  in  tyme  :  Therfor,  it  is  thoght  expedient  be  the  Aflemblie,  that 
hefor  all  vtber  things,  this  article  concerning  Papifts  and  Papiftrie  be  6rft 
advyfeit  rpon  and  concludit.  And  to  the  effe^  that  the  Aflemblie  maj 
the  more  folidlie  and  with  the  greater  light  proceid  in  the  faid  matter, 
therfor  they  have  ordwnit,  that  the  Commiilioners  of  every  Synod,  at  the 
ryling  of  this  Seflioun,  conreine  themfelves  feverallie,  and  make  ane  roll 
contiuning  the  number  of  Papilla  and  the  names  of  them  within  the  bounds 
of  thair  Synod  :  Secondly,  The  caufes  why  Papiftrie,  idolatrie,  and  fuperfti- 
tioun  ia  come  to  fo  great  ane  bight  within  this  realme  :  Thridlie,  The 
remeids  for  fupprelllng  all  forta  of  Papifts  and  Idolaters  within  the  lame, 
viz.  Papifts  already  excommunicat,  Papifls  quho  hea  fworne  and  fubfcryrit 
to  the  trueth,  and  ^et  refufea  to  imbrace  the  famein ;  and  Papifts  that  in 
word  profeflea  the  trueth,  but  In  adtioun  and  in  deid  contrair  the  fame : 
Fourtblie,  Quhat  forme  of  proceiding  every  Synod  hes  vfit  againfi  the 
Papilla  within  thair  bounda :  Quhilks  articles  the  laid  Synods  lall  put  in 
wryte,  and  delyver  the  fame  to  the  Privie  Conference  at  thrie  aflemoone. 

It  is  lykewayes  ordainit,  that  every  Synod  fall  make  a  particular  roll 
of  the  names  of  fucb  as  are  refettera  of  Jefuites,  traffiqueing  Papifis,  and 
iiMminarie  Preills  within  thair  bounda,  and  delyver  the  lame  privilie  to  the 
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Erie  of  Dumber  his  Maiefties  Commiflioner,  to  the  effe^  ordour  may  be 
takin  theraneot. 

IteiDi  Becaufe  tbe  Marqueis  of  HuntUe  hes  bein  lang  Tnder  proces  and 
cenfure  of  ezcommunicatioun  befor  the  Synods  of  Aberdein  and  Murray ; 
and  in  refpe^t  of  his  contumaciei  and  obdurat  fuperftitioun  of  Fapiftrie  and 
Idolatrie,  they  have  ordourlie  led  and  deduceit  tbe  faid  procefle  vnto  the 
fioall  fentence,  the  giving  foorth  and  pronouncing  quherof  hes  bein  continuit 
be  them  from  tyme  to  tyme,  vpon  hope  of  his  Lordihips  amendement,  and 
turning  from  Idolatrie  and  Papiflicall  fuperftitioun  to  the  true  religioun 
prefentlie  profeft  within  this  realme  i  and  becaufe  they  find  no  hope  of  the 
fiune,  but,  be  the  contrair,  greater  obliinacie  :  Tberfor  the  haill  AiTemblie  in 
ane  Toyce  decerns  and  ordmnes  the  fentence  of  ezcommunicatioun  to  be 
pronuncit  againft  his  Lordlhip  with  all  poffible  diligence,  and  continues  the 
declaratioun  of  the  place  quher  the  lame  falhe  done,  and  be  quhom,  to  the 
nixt  Aflemblie.

Et  Gc  fubfcribitur,  Huntlie.  And  conforme  therto  delyrit  the  iiime  to  be 
conGdderit,  and  requeifls,  in  refpe^;  of  tbe  offers  tberin  conteinit,  the  pro- 
nouncing of  the  fentence  of  ezcommunicatioun  agains  his  Lordlhip  migbt 
be  continewit. 

Wherewith  the  haill  Affemhlie  being  rypelie  advyfit,  fand  the  offers  con-

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to  obedience  aad  fatiffafliiouii ;  ia  refpeft  quherofi  and  for  many  vther 
catifes  and  coaOderatiouna,  and  in  Ipeciatt,  becaufe  bis  LordQiip,  be  bis 
band,  fubfcryrit  witb  hia  band  the  lall  day  of  Junij  160S  jeira,  prefentlie 
produceit  in  face  of  the  Aflemblie  be  the  CommitBoaers  of  Aberdein,  band 
and  obleift  bimfelfe  to  latiffie  the  Kirk,  be  commuaicating'  betuixt  the  dut 
tfaerof  and  the  17  day  of  July  lad  bypafl,  vtherwayes  the  Miniftrie  to  pro- 
ceid  with  the  fentence  of  excommunicatioun  agaiaft  him,  as  at  mair  leatb 
in  the  (aid  band  is  conteinit :  Therfor,  the  haill  Aflemblie,  all  in  ane  royce, 
ordaines  the  fenteiice  of  excommunicatioun  prefentlie  to  be  pronouncit 
againft  him  be  the  Moderatour  of  the  Aflemblie,  in  face  of  the  haill  Aflem- 
blie, but  any  delay. 

Conforme  to  the  quhilk  ordinance,  Mr  James  Law,  Bifchop  of  Orknay, 
Moderatour  of  this  prefent  Aifemblie,  in  face  therof,  in  moll  folemne  forme, 
pronouncit  the  fentence  of  excommunication  againft  George  Marques  of 
Huntlie. 

Qubilk  fentence  is  ordainit  to  be  intimat  in  all  the  kirks  within  this 
realme,  be  the  Miniflrie  the  nizt  Sonday  immediatlie  after  thair  returning 
from  this  Aflemblie ;  and  in  fpeciall,  they  command  and  ordaine  the  bre- 
thren of  the  Synod  of  Aberdein  and  Murray  to  intimate  the  faid  fentence 
in  the  faids  kirks  immediatlie  after  tbair  returning,  and  inhibites  and  moll 
llraitlie  charges  them,  and  every  ane  of  tbem,  that  they  receive  no  oS'ers  of 
fatiffa£tioun  from  the  foid  Marqueis,  but  the  fpeciall  [advyce]  of  bis  Ma- 
jeftie  and  the  Kirk  had  therto. 

The  Commiflioners  appointit  in  the  former  Seflioun  for  giving  in  the 
names  of  Papifist  and  [the  caufes  of)  tbair  increafe,  and  remeid  to  obviat 
the  fame,  produceit  tbair  particular  rolls,  containing  the  [faid  heads,  frhicb 
the  Aflemblie  thought  good  Cbould  be  revifed,]  abridgit,  and  put  in  order 
be  the  Bifchop  of  Glafgow,  Mr  Patrick  Symfone,  Mr  William  Cowper, 
Mr  John  Clappertoun,  Mr  John  Hall,  and  Mr  George  Hay,  to  the  efie£l 
the  iame  might  be  prefentit  be  them  to  the  Frivie  Conference  the  nixt 
morning,  that  therafter  they  may  be  intreattit  in  face  of  the  Aflemblie.

Forfameikle  as  the  brethren  of  the  Frefbitrie  of  Glalgow  and  Synod  of

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Cliddifdaill,  who  were  appointit  to  deale  and  conferre  witb  William  Erie 
of  Angus,  Lord  Dow^las,  for  bringing'  of  him  from  biindDefs  and  fuperfti- 
tioun  of  Papiftrie  and  Idolatrie  to  the  acknowledging  of  the  trueth  pre- 
lentlie  profell  within  this  realme,  did  telltfie  in  pretence  of  the  Affemblie^ 
that  tbey  could  lie  no  appearance  in  his  Lordflup  of  conrerlioHn  from  his 
errours,  but  that  rather  by  all  evident  tokins  he  was  the  more  obftinat  and 
obdurit  in  berelic  of  Fapiftrie,  quhilk  fometyme  he  abjurit  befor,  be  fubfcrj-- 
veing  of  the  true  religioun  prefentlie  profeft  within  this  realme  :  Therfor^-

Forfameikle  as  the  brethren  of  the  Prefbitrie  of  Perth,  quho  were  ap- 
pointed to  deale  and  conferre  with  Francis  Erie  of  ErroII,  Lord  Hay,  for 
bringing  of  him  from  blindnefs  and  fuperftitioun  of  Papiftne  and  Idolatrie 
to  the  acknowledging  of  the  trtieth  prelently  profeft  within  tfais  realme,  did 
teftifie  in  prefence  of  the  Aflemblie,  that  they  could  fie  no  appeirance  in 
Jiis  Lordlhip  of  converfioun  from  his  errours,  but  that  rather  be  all  evident 
tokins  be  was  the  more  obflinat  and  obdurit  in  his  erracie  of  Papiftne, 
quhilk  he  fometyme  abjurit  before,  be  fubfcriving  to  the  true  religioun  pre- 
fentlie profeft  within  this  realme  :  Tberfor,  the  Generall  Aflemblie  decerns

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ForfiuDeikle  as  be  the  declaration  of  [the  brethren  of]  the  Prefl>itrie  of 
Irving,  it  was  made  known  to  the  Aflemblie,  that  after  long  dealing 
and  conference  had  be  them  with  the  Lord  Sempill  for  bringing  him  to  the 
acknowledging  of  the  trueth,  [and  embracing  the  true  and  fmcere  religion] 
prefentlie  profeft  [within  this  realme,]  they  could  not  reape  any  good  fruit 
of  thair  labours  and  trarells  takin  with  him,  but  be  thecootrair  he  ilitl  con- 
tinues obflinat  and  obdurit  in  his  deteftabill  errour  of  Papillrie  and  Idolatrie, 
to  the  great  hurt  and  evill  example  of  the  reft  of  the  countrej  :  Therfor,

aller  the  fermoun,  but  any  [delay  or]  impediment  quhatlumevir  :  And 
tliat  the  haill  brethren  of  the  Miniftrie  within  the  hounds  of  the  Synod  of 
Kyle,  Carrick,  and  Cunighame,  intimat  the  fentence  of  excommunicatioun 
fo  pronouDcit  againft  the  laid  Lord  Sempill,  every  ane  of  them  at  thair 
awin  Parocb  Kirks,  vpon  Sonday  nixt  and  imediatlie  following  therafler  ;

The  brethren  appointit  of  befor  for  revifeing  and  putting  iu  ordour  of 
the  caufes  of  the  increaTe  of  Papiftrle  within  this  realme,  and  of  the  over- 
tures  for  remeiding  and  fupprelling  of  the  fame,  gave  in  the  faids  caules 
and  remeid  tberof ;  of  the  quhilk  the  tenour  foUowes : 

The  caufes  of  the  growth  and  increafe  of  Papiftrie  withia  this  realme  are 
thoght  either  to  arife  of  the  part  of  the  Miniftrie,  or  eb  of  vtber  caufes 
arifeing  from  the  Minillrie. 

Firft,  Thair  negligence  to  fie  the  ^outh  in  every  parochin  to  be  broght 
vp  in  the  knowledge  of  the  trueth  by  catechifing}  and  carelefnes  to  vrge 
provilioun  for  Scbooles  within  thair  bounds. 

Secondlie,  The  rafch  and  fudden  admiflioun  of  men  to  the  Minillrie 
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that  are  not  able  to  witfafiand  and  convince  the  adTeriarief  a  dangerous 
evill  in  the  dajes  of  apoilaCe. 

Thirdtie,  The  laike  of  care  in  Minifters  to  marke  the  offences,  viz.  to 
conGder  the  courfe  of  the  enemie,  and  to  difcover  and  dikte  Jefuitee  and 
traffiquers  agaioft  religioun,  and  vthera  pervertit  by  them. 

Fourthlie,  The  diflra^ton  arifeing  among  the  Mtniftrie,  quhill  as  diver- 
fitie  of  judgements  hes  drawin  thera  vnadvyfedlie  to  contrarietie  of  affec- 
tiouns,  breeding  comall  contentiouns  among  themletves. 

Overtures  for  remeiding  of  the  caufes  forlaids. 

Firft,  That  it  be  of  new  ina3:it,  that  all  Miniiiers  examine  joung  chil- 
dren of  the  age  of  fixe  getrs,  and  try  that  they  have  the  Ix>rdB  Prayer,  the 
Articles  of  Beleife,  and  the  Comandements ;  in  the  quhilk  thair  parents 
falbe  haldin  to  inflni£t  them  befor  the  faids  geirs,  together  with  fome 
Ihort  forme  of  grace  befor  and  after  meate,  and  fome  fhort  morning  and 
evening  prayer :  and  agane,  that  tbair  growth  in  knowledge  in  greater 
points  of  religioun  be  tryed,  that  afterward  it  may  pleafe  God  to  grant  in- 
creafe  of  knowledge  at  the  age  of  fyftein  or  faxetein  jeirs,  they  may  be 
admittit  to  the  hotie  Comraunioun. 

Secondlie,  That  tbe  Apollles  precept  be  conlidderit.  Lay  bands  fud- 
dainlie  on  no  man  :  And  according  to  it,  that  for  doling  of  the  doore  vpon 
tbe  affe£tiouns  of  men,  fome  longer  tyme  to  be  prefcryvit  for  admiffioun  of 
men  to  tbe  MiniClrie ;  tbe  exceptioun  of  rare  gifts  being  refervit  to  the 
judgement  of  the  Generall  Affemblie. 

Tbirdlie,  That  MinifterB  quho  falbe  found  after  tryall  to  have  delayit 
tbe  executioun  of  dilcipline  againfl  Fapifts  vpon  negligence,  that  is,  either 
not  beginning  procelTe,  or,  if  it  be  begun,  not  ending  the  fame  within  halfe 
ane  jeir,  lall  lofe  ane  geirs  flipend ;  and  thofe  that  falbe  found  to  have 
done  it  vpon  fome  corrupt  favour,  falbe  fimplie  depofeit. 

Fourthlie,  That  ther  be  recomendtt  to  the  Miniflrie  a  holie  care  mutu- 
allie  to  efchew  offences,  and  follow  peace  and  love  quhervnto  we  are  callit. 
The  meanes  for  removing  fuch  offences  is  referrit  to  the  Generall  Affemblie. 

Caufes  of  the  growth  of  Papiftrie  as  they  are  conceivit  to  aryfe  of  vthers. 
Firfi,  Tbe  overlieing  of  Seminarie  Preifts  and  Jefuitee  to  traffique  within 
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the  land,  for  perrerting  of  fuch  as  bes  not  bad  occadoun  to  goe  out  of  the 
couDtrey*  and  impunitie  of  fucb  as  hes  receirit  them  ;  as  alfo  the  libertie  of 
evill  difpofed  perfoDs  Toyde  of  knowledge,  hea  takia  of  the  iniurie  of  tyme, 
to  bring  hame  the  books  of  apoftats  and  profeft  Papifls. 

Secondlie,  The  preferment  of  men  fufpe^  of  religioun  to  publtck  offices 
vithin  this  realme. 

Thridlie,  The  favour  fliewin  be  thefe  that  are  in  authoritie  to  traffiquers 
and  excommunicat  Papifis,  after  that  they  had  been  apprehendit  [and 
wardit,]  fick  as  the  Abbot  of  Newabbay  and  rthers  Mefs  Freifts  dimittit 
out  of  Trard>  as  it  is  thoght  not  without  reward,  and  without  all  warrand 
of  his  Majeftie,  and  prefentlie  tolerate  in  the  countrey  without  perfute, 
quhilk  hes  not  only  wroght  a  coldaes  in  religioun  in  the  hearts  of  many 
peiple,  bot  alfo  nourifchit  a  fatfe  opioioun  of  his  Majeltie,  qubilks  oppinly 
burfls  out  in  the  mouthes  and  fpeaches  of  many. 

Fourthlie,  That  quher  Prelbitries  are  proceiding  in  the  tryall  of  Mefs 
fayers  and  me&  hearers,  impediment  is  made  by  the  Lords  of  his  Majefties 
'  Counfetl,  either  by  advocatioun  befor  the  Lords,  or  difpenfatioun  to  fuch  as 
are  excommunicat,  or  by  contramandtng  the  Fretbitries  to  delift  vnder  the 
painee  of  horning }  and  that  excommunicatioun  being  producit  againft  any 
perfone  befor  the  Judges,  the  fame  is  not  regairdit,  but  procelTe  granted 
vnto  him  as  if  he  were  a  member  of  the  Kirk  and  not  excommunicat. 

Fyftlie,  The  great  libertie  grantit  to  the  fubie£ts  of  this  kingdome  to  re- 
paire  to  fucb  parts,  qufaerin  nothing  is  taught  but  defe^ioun  from  religioun, 
and  treafon  againft  lawfuU  Frinces,  and  no  fecuritie  takin  for  tbair  conllan- 
cie  ;  and  in  fpecialt,  the  lending  of  Noblemens  foones  by  fucb  as  are  in 
authoritie,  foorth  of  the  land,  with  fuch  convoy  as  may  delyver  them  into 
the  bands  of  Papifts  to  be  pervertit  in  religioun,  quhervpon  many  of  them 
are  become  apoftats. 

haA,  The  want  of  Preachers  in  many  congr^atiouns  in  this  land,  fo  that 
in  ane  province  tbretie  ane  Kirks  are  to  be  found  vakand,  and  in  vthers 
fome  17  fiB  in  Nithefdaill,  and  in  vthers  28  as  in  AnnerdaitI,  and  licklyke 
throughout  many  vther  parts  of  this  land. 

Overtures  for  remeiding  of  the  caufes  forlaids. 

Firft,  That  a  commiiFiouu  be  granted  be  his  Majeftie  to  the  Bifcbop  of 
every  Synod,  with  fuch  weill  afie£ied  noblemen  and  gentlemen  as  the  Com- 
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miflioners  of  the  General!  Aflemblie  fall  nominat*  to  apprehcDd  traffiqueing 
Papifte,  Jefuites,  and  Semiaarie  PreilU  that  does  faanot  within  thair  bounds, 
with  power  to  chaise  the  receiptera  to  make  patent  doorea  and  delyrer 
them  vp  vnder  the  paine  of  treaffoun. 

Secondlie,  That  his  Majeftie  be  humhlie  intreatit,  that  no  Papilla  or 
fuQ>eci  of  Papiftrie  beare  chai^  in  Counfell,  Seffioun.  Goremement  of 
Townes,  nor  vther  Publick  Offices ;  and  if  tber  be  any  in  the  eftate  pre- 
fentlie  quhom  his  Hienes  knowis,  >n  his  awin  wifdome,  to  be  men  evill 
affedlit  towards  reltgioun,  that  his  Majeftie  wald  be  pleafit  to  take  ordour 
therwith. 

Thridlie,  That  his  Majeftie  will  giro  ordour  for  ezecutioun  of  his  Hienes 
lawis  agiunft  Papifts  and  traffiquers  with  all  rigour,  and  that  no  favour  be 
grantit  be  any  officer  of  ettate  without  his  Majefties  priritie,  vnder  paine 
of  incurring  his  hie  dlfpleafure ;  as  alfo,  that  the  Counfetl  make  no  impedi- 
ment  by  thair  letters  of  horning  to  difcharge  the  proceidiog  of  Freft>itries 
againlt  the  perfons  furfaids. 

Fourtblie,  That  Papifts  quho  once  have  bein  knowin  profeffoura  of  Pa- 
piflrie,  and  for  efchewing  of  civill  pdnes,  or  hope  of  preferment,  will^juri; 
thair  religioun,  that  his  Majeftie  will  pleofe  to  caufe  ina^,  that  it  fall  not 
be  laufull  to  fuch  to  enjoy  any  office  or  honour  in  the  Comounwealth,  not- 
withftanding  of  thair  aith  and  communicating,  vntill  fyve  seirs  probatioun 
have  bein  takin  of  thair  conflancie  and  linceritie  in  the  profeftioun  of  the 
trueth. 

Fyftlie,  That  the  A6t  made  at  Bruntiland  concemii^  the  fons  of  noble- 
men and  Tthers  paOing  vnto  other  countries  be  confiddered  and  confirmed, 
quherof  the  tenour  foUowes : 

Item,  For  efchewiiig  of  farther  ill  quhilk  might  come  to  the  efiate  of 
religioun,  be  the  evill  educatioun  of  tho  gouth  foorth  of  the  countrey,  it 
wald  be  cravit  of  bis  Majeftie  and  Secreit  Counfell,  that  fuch  noblemen  and 
vtbers  as  dire^  a  paedagogue  with  tbair  Ions  foorth  of  the  countrey,  that 
tb^r  paedagogue  be  knowin  godly  and  of  good  religioun,  leamit  and  in- 
flru£lit  in  the  fame,  and  approvit  in  his  religioun  be  the  teflimoniall  of  bis 
Preft>itrie ;  that  thair  remaining  foorth  of  the  countrey  be  in  the  places 
quher  the  religioun  is  prefentlie  profeft,  or,  at  the  leift,  quher  ther  is  no 
reftraint  of  the  fame  be  the  crucltie  of  Inquilltioun ;  that  dtireing  the 
tyme  of  thair  abfence  they  fait  not  hare  any  idolatrous  exercife  of  religioun  ^ 
and  fuch  as  hes  not  the  moyen  to  fuflaine  a  paedagogue  with  tbair  fons 
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foorth  of  tbe  countrey,  that  thej  (end  them  to  fick  parte  quber  Uier  is  no 
reflraint  of  religioun }  and  in  cace  thur  fona,  ufter  tbair  departure  ont  of 
the  countrey,  haunt  thefe  parts  quher  the  [profeflfioun  of  the]  true  reli- 
gioun 19  reftrainit,  that  they  find  cautioun  not  to  intertaine  them.  And 
in  cace  any  that  paffes  foorth  of  the  countrey  imbrace  any  vther  religioun 
then  that  qubilk  is  prefentlie  profeft  vitbin  this  realme,  and  thie  to  be 
ane  exceptioun  againft  tbe  fervice  of  tbair  breivca,  and  at  the  tyme  of 
the  admillioun  of  them  to  any  office  or  honours ;  and  in  cace  any  of  thair 
parente  contravene  any  of  tbefe  premiQes,  that  they  incurre  fuch  paines  as 
bis  Majeftie  and  Secret  Counfell  fall  modifie  ;  and  that  fuch  as  are  alreadie 
out  of  the  countrey  either  be  callit  back  agaioe  befor  ane  day  to  be  ap- 
pointit  be  bis  Majeftie  and  Secret  Counfell,  or  els  that  tbair  parents  be  fub- 
ieS;  to  tbe  lyke  conditiouna  as  is  befor  fett  downe,  with  fuch  vtber  condi- 
tiouns  to  be  eihit  as  his  Majeftie  &I1  think  expedient :  And  in  fpeciall, 
for  better  explanatioun  heirof,  that  at  every  fervice  of  any  man  as  heire  to 
bis  father  or  any  of  his  predecefTours,  he  be  not  fervit  be  the  Sbireff  or  any 
vtber  ordinar  Judge  to  burgh  or  land,  but  tbe  teftimoniall  of  the  Bifchop 
und  Moderatour  of  the  PrelLitriu  quher  be  dwelU,  beirand  tbe  confefGon 
of  his  faith  and  integritie  of  religioun  prefently  profeft  within  this  realme. 

Sextiie,  That  tbe  fonnes  of  fuch  noblemen  aa  profefles  Papiftrie  be  dely- 
verit  to  tbe  cuftodie  of  vtbers  thair  noble  friends  that  ore  of  religioun,  to 
be  brocht  vp  in  the  knowledge  of  the  trueth. 

Sevintblie,  That  the  fearchers  of  merchandize  broght  hame  from  begond 
feas,  be  oomandit  to  feafe  Tpon  all  bookes  broght  hame,  and  prefent  them 
to  be  tryit  be  the  Miniftrie  of  the  Prefbitrie  vnto  tbe  qubilk  they  arrive  ; 
and  that  all  bookefellers  lykewayes  doe  the  lame  befor  they  make  opin  feale 
therof,  vnder  the  paine  of  confifcatioun. 

Aucbtlie,  That  excomraunicat  Papifte,  fpeciallie  fuch  as  be  of  rank,  be 
apprehendit  and  put  in  clofe  ward,  and  none  have  accelle  vnto  them  but 
fuch  as  are  of  reli^oun  prefentlie  profeHit. 

Nyntlie,  That  his  Majeftie  give  ordour  for  tbe  downe  calling  of  the  Laird 
of  Gichts  cbappell,  the  houfe  of  John  Cbein  in  Efliltnontb,  qubo  receipte 
all  Jefuita  and  Seminarie  Preifts. 

Tentlie,  That  ordour  be  takin  with  the  Pilgrimages,  viz.  the  Chappell 
callit  Ordiquhell  and  tbe  Cbappell  of  Grace,  and  ane  Well  in  tbe  bounds 
of  Enzie,  on  the  fouth  fyde  of  Spey. 

Elevintlie,  That  fick  perfona  as  are  or  falbe  excomraunicat  and  beares 
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publick  office  within  this  realme,  and  therafter  put  to  tbe  home,  that  tbej 
nor  tbtur  deputs  fall  bniik  no  office  nor  authorise  rnder  his  Majeftie  after 
thair  denunciatioun,  but  that  his  Majeftie  lall  appoint  rthere  in  thair  rowmes 
to  doe  and  miniftrat  juftice  to  hia  Majefties  lieges. 

Laft,  That  bis  Majeftie  wald  take  ordour  anent  the  planting  of  the  Kirks 
that  are  prefentlie  defUtute  of  Paftora,  and  in  fpeciall,  anent  the  Kirks  of 
the  Chappell  Royall. 

Quhilks  haill  caufes  of  increafe  of  Papiftrie  within  this  realme^  with  the 
overtures  for  remeiding  therof,  the  Aflemblie  hes  thoght  expedient  that 
the  fame  be  direct  to  his  Majeftie,  with  ane  humble  fupplicatioun,  requeift^ 
ing  his  Hienes  to  take  fuch  ordour  theranent,  as  hia  Majeftie  fall  think 
moft  expedient  for  reprefling  of  Papiftrie^  and  increafe  of  the  trueth  and 
light  of  tbe  Gofpell  within  this  realme:  whervnto  the  Erie  of  Dumbar, 
his  Majefties  Commiffioner,  with  the  remanent  of  the  Nobilitie  prefentlie 
conveinit  in  this  AiTembly,  hes  promilit  to  concurre  :  And  therfor  the 
Aflemblie  hes  nominat,  and  be  thir  prefents  nominafs  [George  Earle  of 
Dumbar,]  Erie  of  Wigtouo,  John  Archbifehop  of  GIa%ow,  Levingfloun  of 
Kilfytb,  Mr  William  Cowper,  Minifter  at  Perth,  James  Nilbit  burgee  of 
Edinburgh,  and  Mr  William  Hart  of  Preftoun,  thair  verie  laufutl  Com- 
milfioners,  giving  them  their  full  power  to  prefent  the  humble  fupplicatiouns 
of  this  prefent  Aflemblie  to  his  Majeftie,  together  with  the  caufes  of  increafe 
of  Papiftrie,  and  overtures  for  remeid  therof  above  rehearfit,  deGreing  them 
that  thej  wald  eameftlie  intreat  bis  Majeftie  to  confider  of  the  fame ;  and 
if  his  Hienes  tfaoght  expedient  to  caufe  the  fame  to  be  put  to  executioun, 
and  that  tbe  rather  becaufe  that  after  the  laft  Conventioun  haldin  at  Lin- 
lithgow, quher  ther  was  many  good  a£lis  and  confUtutiouns  fett  downe  and 
concludit,  the  Papifls,  neverthelefle,  did  moft  proudlie  and  contemptuouilie 
vpbraid  diverfe  of  the  Minifirie,  manafljng  them  that  they  or  the  nobilitie 
conveinit  with  them  at  that  tyme,  durft  be  bold  to  conclude  any  thing  that 
might  protend  to  tbe  prejudice  of  Papifts  or  Papiftrie,  as  was  cleirly  vnder- 
flood  be  the  brethren  conveinit  in  this  Aflemblie.

The  quhilk  day  tbe  Aflemblie  thoght  expedient,  that  tbe  CommiOioners 
above  fpecified,  ele£tit  and  chofin  to  prefent  tbe  fupplicatioun  of  tbis  prefent 
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Aflemblie  to  bis  Majeftie,  as  is  above  refaeariit,  fall  with  all  coinmodious 
diligeoce  repaire  to  his  Majeflie,  and  with  all  bumilitie  prefent  the  laid 
fupplicatioua  to  his  Majellie,  and  quhat  anfuer  it  fall  pleafe  his  Hienes  to  give, 
that  they  report  the  lame  betuixt  and  the  15  of  Norember  nixt  to  come  : 
And  to  that  effe£):  the  Aflemblie  hes  chofin  out  of  their  number  the  Noble- 
men, Barrens,  and  Brethren  vnderwrytin,  viz.  Erles  of  Craufurd,  Mortouo, 
Glencairne,  Lythgow,  Kingborne,  Lords  Grahame,  Lindlaj,  Saltoun, 
Lorat,  Torphichen,  Lowdoun,  Scone,  Balcleugh,  Blantyre,  HitlienidehouB, 
the  Condable  of  Dundie,  the  Lairds  of  Kynnaird,  Balvaird,  Carnell,  Houf- 
toun,  Admiftoune,  Broxmouth,  Polwart,  Sir  John  Hoome  of  Northber* 
wick,  The  CommitTioners  of  Edinburgh,  Perth,  San£l  Androes,  Glafgow, 
with  the  brethren  after  following,  viz.  Mrs  William  Dowglas,  Alexander 
Rawfone,  Abraham  Sibbald,  John  Reid,  Arthur  Futhie,  Andro  Kamfay, 
John  Kjnneir,  David  Lindfay,  Adame  Ballantyne,  Patrick  Weimes,  Ed- 
ward Hepburne,  Geoi^e  Ramlay,  William  Melhven,  Patrick  Shaw,  William 
Bimie,  Walter  Stewart,  Hew  Fullertoun,  John  M^Quhorne*  Thomas  Ram- 
lay,  Robert  Glendinning,  together  with  the  CommiOionera  of  this  General! 
Aflemblie,  to  conveine  at  Edinburgh  the  laid  15  day  of  November  nizt  to 
come,  and  tber  to  receive  from  the  faid  Commiffioners  the  report  of  his 
Majellies  moft  gracious  anfwer  to  the  itipplicatioun  forfaid,  in  name  of 
the  haill  AQemMie  :  And  in  the  meane  tyme,  the  Aflemblie  commands 
and  ordaines  the  haill  Prelbitries  within  this  realme  to  proceid  agmnft 
Papifls  of  all  forts  within  thair  bounds  with  the  cenfures  of  excommuni- 
catioun. 

The  faid  day  the  Commiflioners  of  the  laft  Generall  Aflemblie  being 
callit  to  give  count  of  tbair  haill  proceidings  lince  the  tall  Aflemblie,  com- 
peirit  and  ofierit  themfelves  to  be  tryit  in  tbair  proceidings  be  this  prefent 
Aflemblie,  and  to  abyde  at  the  cenfure  of  the  fame ;  and  being  demandit 
for  produ£lioun  of  thair  afts  and  proceidings  in  wryt,  declarit  be  the  mouth 
of  Mr  John  Hall,  thair  Moderatour,  in  abfence  of  Mr  Patrick  Galloway, 
that  the  fame  could  not  be  found,  be  reafon  that  fometyme  rmquhile  Mr 
James  Nicolfone,  Minifter  at  Meagle,  and  in  his  abfence  vmquhile  Richard 
Thomefoune,  Minifter  at  Cafliltoun,  were  ordinar  fcrybes  and  ketpers  of 
the  rolls  of  all  thair  proceidings,  quho  are  both  deceilUt  this  lyfe;  and 
albeit  they  bare  made  travelts  at  their  executours  hands  for  obtaining  of  the 
faids  fcrowis,  get  they  could  in  no  wayes  attaine  vnto  the  lame ;  and  ther- 
for  they  and  ererie  ane  of  them  did  offer  themfelves  to  he  particularlie 
6s 
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oenfurit  be  this  prefent  Afiemblie ;  [ia  refpe3;  whereof  the  AiTemblie] 
ordaiait  them  all  to  remove :  quhilk  being  dooe,  Mr  William  Couper, 
Moderatour,  appointit  to  this  effect,  demandit  publicklie,  if  any  of  the 
AiTemblie  had  ought  to  object;  agaiafl  the  Mds  CommiOioners  proceidiogs 
whj  the  iame  might  not  be  ratified  and  allowit :  and  in  relpe£l;  of  the 
tacituruitie  of  the  haill  brethren,  and  that  nothing  worthie  of  cenfure  was 
obje£tit  to  any  of  them  for  thair  proceedings,  the  Imds  Commtifioners  be- 
ipg  returnit  in  the  Aflemblie,  toofce  inllruments  of  the  ratificatioua  and 
allowance  of  thair  laids  proceidings. 

.  The  faid  day,  the  brethren  of  the  Generall  AiTemblie  prefentlie  conveinit 
having  advjledlie  conliderit  the  [necefCty  of]  ele3;ing  and  chooGng  of 
CommiOioners  from  this  prefent  AJremblie,  for  giving  advyce  to  his 
Majeflie  for  fupprefling  of  Papiflicall  fuperftitioun  quhilk  iocreafea  more 
and  more  daylie  within  thie  realme  :  Therfor  they  have  made,  conflitute,  and 
ordainit,  lykeaa  they,  be  the  tenour  heirof,  maks,  conftitutes,  and  ordaines 
Mr  George  GlaidAanes,  Bifchop  of  San£t  Androes,  Mr  John  Spottifwood, 
BiTchop  of  Glalgow,  Mr  David  Lindfoy,  Bifchop  of  Ros^  Mr  Alexander 
lindlay,  Bifchop  of  Dunkeld,  Mr  Peter  fitackbume,  Bifchop  of  Aberdein, 
Mr  James  Law,  Bifchop  of  Orknay,  Mr  Alexander  Dowglas,  Bifchop  of 
Murray,  Mr  Gawin  Hamiltoun,  Bifchop  of  Galloway,  Mr  Alexander 
Forbes,  Bifchop  of  Cathnes,  Mr  Andro  Lamb,  Bifchop  of  Brechin,  Mr

ftounea  as  prefentlie  are  or  falbe  [found]  deftitute  of  Pafiors,  befor  the  nixt 
Aflemblie. 

Attour,  If  it  fall  faappin  the  Kings  Majeflie  to  be  greivit  at  any  of  the  Mi- 
niftrie  for  quhatfomevir  enormitie  committit  be  any  of  them  againft  his 
Hienes,  with  power  to  them,  or  any  elevin  of  them,  to  try  and  cognofce 
tbervpon,  and  take  fuch  ordour  theranent  as  they  fall  think  expedient  to 
the  glorie  of  God  and  weill  of  the  Kirk  ;  and,  finallie,  with  power  to  them 
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to  prefent  tbe  greires  and  petit'iouns  of  the  Kirk  to  his  Majeftie*  his  Hienes 
Secreit  Counfell,  [Generall}  ConrentiouiM,  and  Farliaments  that  fall  happin 
to  occurre  befor  the  nixt  AITeniblie,  and  io  crave  redreJTe  (rf  the  fame: 
ordaining  them  to  gire  compt  of  thair  proceidings  to  the  nixt  Affemblie 
quhen  it  iall  happin  to  conreine.    Promitten  de  rato,  Ste, 

It  k  alwayes  fpeciallie  prorjdit,  that  this  prefent  norainatioun  <^  the 
fame  CommiHioners,  quhilka  were  for  the  moA  part  CoiamillionerB  in  the 
lafl  Affemblie,  falbe  no  waj^es  prejodiciall  to  the  libertie  of  the  Aflemblre 
in  choofmg  and  ele61;ing  Commiflioners  qnbora  they  fall  think  moft  meitt 
and  expedient ;  neither  fall  this  eled:>oun  induce  or  import  taty  perpetuitie 
of  tbe  office  in  the  perfons  ele^tit. 

Item,  It  is  flatute*  that  the  baill  Commidioners  be  deiyrit  and  vamH  to 
keip  all  tbair  conrentiouns,  if  opportunetie  tbe  fame  may  be  done. 

Forfameikle  as  tbe  dillradliouns  and  eyelifts,  quhilk  are  fufpeflit  to  be 
in  the  hearts  of  tbe  brethren  among  tbetnfelres,  is  one  of  tbe  moft  fpeeiall 
and  Ti^ent  eaufes  of  tbe  increafe  of  Papiftsand  Papiftrie  within  this  realme: 
Therfor,  for  avoyding  therof,  that  certaine  of  tbe  brethren,  viz.  tbe  Bifcbops 
of  San^t  Androee,  Glafgow,  Ros,  Orknay,  Mr  John  Hall,  Mr  Patrick 
Simfone,  Mr  William  Cowper,  and  Mr  John  Knox,  conreine  with  bis 
Majeflies  Commiflioner  to  adryfe  vpoD  tbe  moft  Ibtid  and  fubftantious  orer- 
ture  for  remoreing  of  the  eyelifts  and  diftrafliouQB,  and  to  report  the  fiime 
to  tbe  Affemblie  the  nixt  Seffioun.

The  faid  day,  tbe  brethren  appointit  for  advyfeing  vpon  the  beft  orer- 
tures  anent  tbe  diftroAiouns  and  eyelifts  that  were  entrit  in  the  hearts  of 
the  Miniilrie,  declarit,  that  after  mature  deliberatioun  tbey  iand  the  Ikids 
eyelifts  and  controverGes  to  arife  either  rpon  diftrafliouns  of  affe£tiouns, 
or  Tpon  direrfitie  of  opiniouns ;  the  firft  quberof  being  cunall,  and  therfor 
more  dangerous,  becaufe  it  fufferit  not  the  bretbrein  whofe  affeftiouns 
were  feparatit  to  vnite  themfelves  with  efauld  and  vniforme  counfell  and 
advyce,  to  refift  the  fubtile  practice  of  tbe  commoun  enemie,  and  fo  girt 
him  place  with  his  fubtile  crafts  and  fcbifts  to  enter  in  the  Kirk  of  God, 
and  tberby  to  fupplant  and  vndermyne  the  lame :  Therfor,  thair  advyce 
was,  that  as  tbe  danger  increafes  be  the  nourilhing  of  the  diftra^it  affeo- 
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tioung  of  the  brethren,  eren  fo  the  cure  was  the  more  neceflaTf  and  the 
more  haflilie  to  be  applyit,  to  wit»  that  the  haill  brethren  in  the  Miniflrie 
fould  prefentlie,  in  the  feare  of  God,  lay  downe  all  rancour  and  diflra6tiounB 
of  heart  and  affe^tiouns,  quhilk  eitber  of  them  hes  borne  againft  Ttbera  in 
any  tymes  bypafl,  and  be  reunited  and  reconcileit  with  heartie  affe6lioun  in 
Chrill,  as  becomea  tbem  quho  are  Miniften  of  the  Word  of  God,  and  Preach- 
ers of  peace  and  Chriflian  lore  and  charitie  to  his  people }  to  the  effe£t  (hat 
hj  this  heartie  reconciliatioun,  thair  hearts  and  deryfe  may  be  coraraunieat 
for  disappointing  of  the  craftie  devyfe  of  the  commoun  enemie :  Quhilk 
adryce  the  haill  brethren  of  the  AlTemblie  mofi  loringlie  and  heartilie  im- 
braceit,  and  ordainit  every  ane  of  them,  afweill  Commiflioners  prefent  as 
of  the  Miniftrie  that  were  abfent,  to  obey  the  fame  by  laying-  downe  all 
grudge  or  rancour  that  any  of  the  brethren  doe  beare  at  vthers ;  in  tokin 
quhero^  and  of  tbe  e£huld  mioun  of  hearts  and  a£Fe£tiouns,  they  all  held 
vp  thair  hands  to  God,  teftifieing  to  his  Majeftie  the  truth  of  thair  hearts 
in  the  faid  matter :  And  lykewayes  they  ordainit  the  fame  to  be  intimat 
to  the  reft  of  thair  brethren  at  thair  Teturning  to  thair  Prelbitries,  to  the 
effe£l;  that  the  famein  may  be  done  in  every  Prefbitrie  immediatlie  afler  thair 
returning,  as  faid  is ;  infaibiteing  alfo  and  difcharging  any  fuch  diftra^liouns 
or  rancour  to  be  among  them,  either  in  affe£lioun,  or  in  word,  deid,  or 
countenance,  but  that  they  concurre  in  ane  mntuall  friendtbip  and  faolie 
amitie  in  God,  as  becomes  the  Paftours  of  the  Kirk  of  Chrift  ;  and  quho- 
foevir  does  in  the  contrair,  that  he  be  cenfurit  in  his  awin  Frelbitrie  or 
Synod ;  and  in  cace  of  thair  negligence,  be  the  CommiOioners  of  the  Gene- 
rail  AlTemblie. 

As  for  the  fecond  caufe  of  eyieifts,  quhilk  is  faid  to  arife  vpon  direrfitie 
of  opiniouns,  becaufe  tbe  ftud  diverlitie  of  opiniouns  refulte  Tpon  different 
judgements  amangs  the  brethren  concerning  the  externall  governement 
and  difcipline  of  the  Kirk,  quhilk  cannot  be  lb  fiiortlie  difcuifit  and  advyfeit 
rpon  as  tbe  brevitie  of  this  Affemblie  permitts  :  Therfor,  it  was  tbe  opi- 
nioun  of  the  brethren  forlaid,  that  the  fame  fould  be  delayit  to  ane  tyme 
more  convenient,  and  in  tbe  meanetyme  certaine  appointit  to  reafon,  treat, 
and  advyfe  vpon  the  feme :  qufailk  lykewayes  the  Aflemblie  hes  thoght 
expedient,  and  therfor,  they  have  eleftit  and  cbofln  the  brethren  after  fol- 
lowing, viz.  the  Bifchop  of  San£fc  Androes,  Bifchop  of  Glafgow,  Bifchop  of 
Dunkeld,  Bifchop  of  Orknay,  Bifchop  of  Cathnes,  Mr  Patrick  Sharp,  Mr 
Hobert  Howie,  Mr  John  Michelfone,  Mr  Henrie  Philp,  Mr  Geoi|^  Hay, 
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Mr  Patrick  Gallowaj,  Mr  John  Hall,  Mr  Patrick  Simfone,  Mr  William 
Scott,  Mr  Archibald  Oftrell,  Mr  .Tolin  Knox,  Mr  Jofaa  Carmicfaaell,  Mr 
Adame  Ballantyne,  Mr  John  Weimes,  and  Mr  William  Cowper,  thair 
CommilBonerB  in  that  pairt,  to  conveine  with  his  Majeftie,  or  fick  of  his 
Majefties  Counfell  as  be  hia  Majellie  ia  appointit,  [at  fuch  tf  me  and  places 
as  they  Ihall  be  requyrit  be  his  Majeilie]  and  to  treat,  reafon,  and  confult' 
Tpon  all  matters  flanding  prefentlie  in  controrerlie  among  the  brethren 
anent  the  difcipline  of  the  Kirk  ;  and  quhatfoerir  they  aggrie  vpon  to  re- 
port to  the  nixt  Generall  Aflemblie. 

And  in  the  meanet^'me,  quhill  the  nixt  Aflemblie,  for  ane  interim,  the 
advjfe  of  the  brethren  conveinit  at  Falkland,  the  16  of  Junij  laft,  be  ob- 
lerrit  anent  the  conftant  Moderatour. 

Item,  It  is  Aatute  and  ordainit,  that  as  vpon  erery  fyft  day  of  Augaft 
publick  thank^iving  ia  given  to  God,  for  the  preferratioun  of  his  Majefiie 
from  the  treafon  of  fometyme  John  Erie  of  Gowrie,  throughout  all  the  parU 
of  Great  Britaine,  that  erin  fo  the  lame  be  intimat  at  every  paroch  Kirk 
with  all  poQlble  diligence,  ordaining  that  fuch  as  refufea  to  doe  the  fame, 
be  obfervit  and  delait  to  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Generall  Aflemblie. 

Item,  Becaufe  the  brethren  appointit  for  tryall  of  the  diligence  of  the 
Commiilionera  appointit  be  the  laft  Generall  Aflemblie  for  vifitatioun  of 
the  Prelbitrtes,  did  report,  that  it  was  ane  general!  greife  and  complaint 
givin  in  be  the  few  Commifljonera,  that  had  produceit  thalr  diligence,  of  the 
g^eat  defolatioun  of  the  want  of  Pafiours,  and  in  fpeciall  of  the  fared  of  the 
Sout^  and  North  parts  :  Therfor  the  brethren  ordcunes  the  Commiflioners 
of  this  Aflemblie  to  direct  ane  fupplicattoun  to  his  Majeftie  for  taking  ordour 
for  planting  of  the  haill  Kirks  within  this  realme. 

And  in  refpe£t  of  the  great  neceditie  of  the  Kirks  of  Annerdaill,  Ewif- 
daill,  and  Eikdaile,  and  the  reft  of  the  Kirks  of  the  Daills  quhilk  are  alto- 
gether vnplantit,  as  lykewayes  of  the  Kirks  of  Cathnes  and  Ros,  in  the 
qubilks  it  is  regraitit  that  in  many  of  them  the  holie  communioun  was 
never  celebrate  :  Therfor,  the  AQTemblie  has  girin  and  grantit,  lykeas  they, 
be  the  tenour  heirof,  gives  and  grants  thair  full  power  and  commiflioun  to 
the  brethren  vnderwrytin,  viz.  to  the  Bifchop  of  Glalgow,  [and  Mr  John 
Knox,]  for  vifitatioun  of  the  Kirks  of  Annerdaill,  Ewifdaill,  Efl^daile,  and 
the  reft  of  the  Daills  vnplantit,  as  faid  is ;  and  to  the  Bifchop  of  Cathnes, 
Geoi^e  Dowglas,  and  Mr  William  Dowglaa,  for  vifitatioun  of  the  Kirks 
of  Cathnes  and  Ros,  with  power  to  them  to  plant  Minillers  at  the  Kirks 
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within  the  faida  bounds  refpe£i;iv6 ;  and  to  try  the  literature,  qualificatioun, 
and  conTerfatioun  of  fuch  as  are  already  plantit.  and  in  cace  of  Tnfufficiencj 
to  deprire  them  from  tbair  funftiouns  i  with  power  alfo  to  caufe  kirks  be 
reedified  quher  as  they  are  demoHfhed ;  and  if  neid  beis  to  Tnite  kirks 
quher  necelfitie  requyers  ;  and  to  report  thair  diligence  to  the  nixt  Affem- 
blie :    Promitten  de  rato  &c.

Item,  Becaufe  ane  great  part  of  the  defolatioun  of  Kirks  proceids  from 
the  abfence  of  certaine  of  the  Minidrie  from  thair  flocks^  be  reafon  they 
are  fo  confynit :  Tberfor,  the  Affemblie  hes  tboght  it  expedient,  that  thair 
Commiflioners  dire^  ane  humble  fupplicatiotm  to  hts  Majeftie,  humblie 
defyreand  bis  Hienea  to  fett  at  libertie  luch  of  the  Miniftrie  as  are  ctmfynit, 
to  tbe  effect  be  tbair  prefenee  and  iraitir^  on  thur  cure,  thair  flocks  may 
be  conforted,  quhtlks  are  now  left  defolate. 

Item,  Becaufe  it  is  humblie  lamentit  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  towne  of 
Aberdein  ceafea  not  jeirlie  to  ek^  and  choofe  fuch  perfons  to  be  Magif- 
trate  and  vpon  thair  Counfell  as  are  wilfull  and  profefl  Papills,  and  enennes 
to  the  trueth  profeft  within  this  realme,  to  the  dilhonouring  of  God,  dil- 
hearting  of  fuch  as  feares  bis  name,  and  to  the  contempt  of  dilcipline  within 
that  burgh  :  Therfor,  it  is  ordaintt  [be  the  AllembUe,]  that  the  Frefbitrie 
of  Aberdein  inhibit  tbe  Counfell  and  inhabitants  of  tbe  faid  burgh,  that 
they  ele£l  nor  choole  no  Pupifts  to  beare  office  of  ane  Magiftrate  or  vpon 
any  Counfell  in  any  tyme  comeing,  and  if  they  doe  in  the  contrair,  that 
they  proceid  againft  them  with  the  cenfures  of  the  Kirk ;  ordaining  lyke- 
wayes  the  Commillionere  appointed  for  his  Majeftie  to  adjoyne  this  petitioun 
to  the  reft  of  thair  fupplicatiouns,  that  by  his  royall  authoritie  ane  civill 
paine  may  be  imponit  vpon  the  contraveiners  of  the  laid  a6t. 

Item,  It  is  ordainit,  that  no  Minifter  in  any  tyme  comeing  fall  take  vpon 
him  to  folift  in  favours  of  Papifls,  or  fufpe^t  of  Papiflriet  either  before  the 
ctvill  or  fpirituall  Judge,  or  rtherwayes,  either  be  word  or  wryte,  vnder 
the  paine  of  deprivatioun. 

Item,  Becaufe  ther  is  fundrie  fupplicatiouns  and  bills  givin  into  tbe 
Generall  AllemhUe,  quhilk  for  the  fhortnes  of  tyme  cannot  be  decydit  and 
anfuerit :    Xherfor,  the  Generall  AlTemblie  remitts  the  fame  to  thair  Com- 
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milfioners  above  cooftitute,  ordainiog'  them  to  conreine  rpon  the  1^  day 
of  November  nixt  to  come,  and  ther  to  decyde  and  anfuer  all  fuch  bills  and 
fupplicatiouns  as  {albe  direftit  vnto  them  vpon  the  back,  from  this  prefcnt 
Aflemblie. 

Item,  fiecaufe  it  hei  pleafed  God  of  his  mercie  to  grant  a  good  and 
bappie  fuccelTe  to  this  prefent  Conventioun,  to  the  confort  of  his  avin  Kirk, 
and  difcontentment  of  the  enemies,  therfor  the  AlTemblie  ordaines  the  fame 
to  be  intimat  be  every  Prefbitrie  at  thair  feverall  parocb  Kirks  immediatelj 
after  the  diffolving  of  this  Conventioun,  and  that  they  give  publick  thanks 
for  the  fame,  and  pray  God  for  a  profperous  and  long  reigne  to  his  Majef- 
tie  and  the  health  of  bis  royall  pofleritie.

[Proclamation  by  the  King  for  proroguing  the  meeting  of  the  Cummif- 
Goners  appointed  be  the  laft  Aflembly,  from  the  15  of  November  till  the  6 
of  December. 

James  be  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Brittuo,  Francej  and  Ireland, 
Defender  of  the  Faith,  To  our  Lovites,  &c.  Mefl^ngers,  our  Sheri&  in  that 
part  conjunfilly  and  feverally,  fpecialy  conflituted.  Greeting.  ForaGnuch 
as  although  the  firil  advertifement  of  the  godly  forwardnefs  and  zeal  kythed 
be  tbefe  of  our  Nobility,  Clergy,  and  the  other  Ellates  of  this  our  kingdom, 
conveened  lately  in  a  General  Aflemblie  at  our  Burgh  of  Linlithgow,  did 
give  unto  us  no  fmall  caufe  of  joy  and  contentment,  that  there  Ihould  be 
fo  great  a  number  of  well  affe^ed  and  difpofed  people  in  religion  within 
our  faid  kingdome  in  tbefe  dayes,  when  blindnels  and  ignorance  have  taken 
fo  great  hold  in  fonun  parts ;  yet  fince  that  firft  advertifement,  we  are  fo 
much  the  more  latiffied  and  contented  with  tbeir  whole  proceedings,  being 
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certified  of  the  iame  at  length  hj  our  oun  CommiflioDer  who  was  prefect 
all  the  time  thereof,  and  be  repair  hither  of  feme  Commtflioners  fele^ed 
out  of  ererie  Efiate,  and  directed  be  the  £iid  Affemblie,  fuited  unto  ua  for 
the  allowance  of  certain  matters  moved  amongft  them  j  upon  the  firft  hear- 
ing' of  which  propolitiouB,  we  having  clearly  difcovered  the  true  difference 
hetuixt  the  lawfull  and  unlawfuU  meetings,  and  the  good  fruits  that  well 
licenled  and  lawfull  conveened  AtTemblies  will  produce,  concurring  toge- 
ther in  a  continued  harmonie  to  advert  the  common  enemy,  and  to  deliberat 
upon  fuch  matters,  whereby  hia  grouth  and  increafe  may  be  flayed  ;  and 
that  fuch  in  whom  erroura  are  (o  far  rooted  as  there  ia  no  hope  of  reclaim- 
ing, may  he  either  utterly  fupprelTed,  or  at  leaft  brought  to  that  cafe,  that 
they  need  not  to  be  feared  in  any  fort,  or  reguarded ;  and  not  according 
to  fome  late  proofe  of  unlawfuU  conventicles,  who  upon  a  hair  brained 
folie  do  preafie  to  rais  a  fcherira  in  the  Church,  and  by  dirilion  doe  give 
that  advantage  to  the  enemy,  that  their  untimous  concurring  afterward 
together  wilt  hardly  gett  remeeded  :  and  as  love  is  the  main  point  in  all 
religion,  fo  the  tokens  of  a  general  uniformity  amongft  the  Clergy  and 
other  Eftates  there  conveened,  uttered  be  them  before  the  difolving  of  their 
Affemblie,  did  teflifie  to  the  world,  with  what  true  Cncerity  and  affeflion  of 
heart  that  whole  meeting  was;  wherein  their  proceedings,  by  excommu- 
nication of  one  of  the  great  fubjefls  in  this  land,  did  therewith  Ihew  the 
finall  reguard  they  have  to  offend  any  that  are  of  contrarie  profeUion;  which 
as  we  cannot  hut  commend  very  much  in  tbem,  fo  fince  the  Almightie 
God  hath  been  pleafed  to  committ  the  Fatrocinie  of  this  Church  in  our 
dominions  to  our  care  and  proteflion  as  his  Lieutennant  here  on  earth, 
and  nurfe  Father  of  the  feme,  we  intend  no  way  to  be  defective  therein, 
but  to  aflifl  all  the  lawfull  proceedings  of  that  Church,  as  well  in  advanc- 
ing the  Gofpel  as  reprelfrng  contrarie  profeffours.  And  having  confidered 
the  petitions  brought  unto  us  by  tbefe  Commiflioners  fent  from  the  laid 
Affemblie,  as  we  doe  very  well  allow  of  the  feme,  fo  for  the  better  incour- 
aging  ofthefewhobavehad  this  turn  in  hand,of  whom  we  hold  everie  one  in 
their  oun  degree  to  have  deferved  our  fpecial  thanks,  and  to  affray  all  fuch 
who  dare  hyth  themfelves  of  a  contrarie  faith;  it  being  certified  unto  us. 
that,  at  the  diffolving  of  the  laid  AOemblie,  certain  of  everie  Eftate  were 
appointed  to  meet  at  Edinburgh,  the  IS  of  November  nixt,  to  attend  the 
Commiffiooers  return,  and  to  underftand  from  them  our  acceptation  of  the 
propofitions  brought  hither  with  them  ;  and  we  being  willing  not  only  to 
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declare  our  allowance  of  the  fame,  but  farther  to  authorize  and  counten- 
ance the  fame  with  our  royal  authority  and  pouer,  have  therefor  thought 
Biect  to  appoint  a  Convention  of  our  Efiates  of  this  our  kingdom,  the  6th 
day  of  December  nixt,  againft  which  time  we  doe  intend  to  fend  doun  thither 
our  particular  pleafure  and  will  concerning  all  tbefe  petitions  preferred  be 
the  fud  CommiflionerB  to  us.  Our  will  is,  therefor,  and  we  charge  you 
flraitly  and  command,  that  incontinent  thefe  our  Letters  feen  ye  pals  to 
the  Mercat  Cro&  of  our  Bui^ba  of  Edinburgh,  Perth,  Sterline,  Glafgow, 
Dundee,  Aberdeen,  Elgine,  Dumfries,  and  other  places  needfull,  and  there, 
in  our  name  and  authority,  be  open  Proclamation,  make  intimation  to  all 
fuch  who  expert  for  the  return  of  our  anfwere  at  the  faid  15  day  of  No- 
vember, that  they  repair  to  our  faid  Burgh  of  Edinburgh,  the  faid  6  day  of 
December  nizt,  where  we  intend  not  only  a  good,  plaufahle  and  acceptable 
anfwere  delivered  for  the  true  comfort  of  all  good  profeOburs ;  but  that 
fome  fuch  &rther  courfea  atfo  (hall  he  concluded  upon  by  our  Eftatus  to  be

The  Coavention  of  Eftates  appointed  by  the  Kings  Proclamation  to 
be  holden  at  Edinbut^b,  on  the  6  day  December,  was  continued 
to  the  S4  of  Januar,  l609. 

On  which  day,  the  Kings  CommilTioner  the  Earle  of  Dumhar  being 
prefent,  there  was  holden  at  Edinbui^h  a  General  Convention  of  the 
Eftates,  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Kings  anfwere  to  the  Petitions  of  the 
laft  General  AJTembly.  The  Bilhop  of  Glafgow,  Mr  John  Spotfwood, 
rehearfed  at  great  length  the  Kings  fpeecbes  concerning  the  approbation 
of  all  that  was  done  at  the  laft  Affembly,  yea,  that  he  commended  the  lame 
6  T 
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fo  farre  that  he  confefled,  that  if  he  had  beeD  there  ia  his  oun  perfoii  be 
would  neither  have  done  more  nor  teGi  than  thej  had  done.  What  con- 
cerned P^ifts  and  Papillrie,  that,  fud  he,  his  Majeftie  has  granted  abfo- 
lutely,  yea,  hath  fent  the  Earle  of  Diimbar  armed  with  all  authority  needful! 
to  doe,  as  they  craved.  But  as  for  the  Brethren  that  are  under  the  Kingf 
difpleafure,  who  were  baniihed,  imprifoned  or  confined,  that  if  they  would 
make  an  humble  fupplication  for  their  libertie,  fo  gentle  and  clement  was 
his  Majeftie,  that  he  would  be  readier  to  grant,  then  they  to  fuit.  Thefe 
things  reported  at  length  be  the  Bifhop  of  Glafgow  and  Mr  William  Couper, 
Mr  James  Law,  Bifhop  of  Orknay,  Moderator  of  the  laft  Aflerohlie,  a&ed 
at  the  Nohlemeu,  what  tbey  thought  of  the  Report.  They  all  in  one  voice 
anfwered,  they  thought  well  of  it,  and  praifed  God  from  their  hearts,  for 
giving  them  fuch  a  religious  and  gracious  Prince,  who  had  fuch  a  refpe6t 
to  the  glory  of  God,  and  good  ellate  of  the  Kirk,  and  hated  everie  thing 
that  was  prejudicial  to  the  lame. 

Then  were  paft  the  following  refolutions.  Firft,  That  the  Bilhops 
ihoiild  be  examiners  of  Pedagc^es  that  paffed  with  Noblemen  and  Oen- 
tlemens  fons  out  of  the  countrie. 

Item,  That  none  fufpe&ed  of  Popery  that  are  young  Gentlemen,  be 
entred  to  their  lands,  except  tbey  have  the  Bilhops  recommendation  to 
the  inqueifls,  and  a  teftlficat  of  their  foundnefs  in  religion. 

In  end,  mention  was  made  of  the  Conference  which  was  to  be  holden 
between  the  Bilhops  and  the  Minifters.  The  Bifhop  of  Gla%ow  bid,  that 
a  day  was  appointed  already  be  the  Earle  of  Dumhar,  and  the  Commiflion- 
ers  of  the  Kirk,  in  Febniar  nixt  to  come  ;  and  for  that  eSe&  adverttfment 
Ibould  be  made  to  all  having  entrels. 


Follow  the  Memorials  penned  by  Mr  Spotfwood,  Bifhop  of  Glaigow, 
fent  to  his  Majeftie  by  the  Bifhop  of  Galloway,  Mr  Gawin  Hamiltoun. 

Memorials  to  be  propounded  to  his  mofl  excellent  Majeftie. 

1.  Yow  fhall  relate  the  proceedings  of  the  late  Convention,  and  what 
affeflion  fome  that  were  prefent  kythed  therein,  that  his  MajeiUe  may  be 
forfeen  with  mens  difpofitions,  for  the  better  choice  of  thefe  to  whom  the 
a&irs  fhall  be  concredited. 

S.  Yow  Ihall  remember  the  care  we  have  had  of  reclaiming  the  Mar- 
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quife  of  Hontlte,  and  the  Earle  of  Erroll,  from  their  errours,  and  the  fmall 
profile  we  have  feen  thereof;  and  infift  for  his  Majefiiee  favour  to  the  peti- 
tion of  our  Letter. 

3.  Anent  the  Minifters  that  are  confined,  your  Lordlhip  fliall  excufe  the 
requeft  made  be  us  in  fome  of  their  favours,  ihewing  how  it  proceeded  ; 
and  farther  dechu-e,  that  of  late  they  have  taken  courfe  to  give  in  fupplica- 
tions  to  the  Counfel  for  their  enlarging  to  a  certain  time,  for  doeing  their 
particular  bufinefliss  at  SelBon,  and  otherwife  in  the  country ;  and  that  fome 
of  them  have  purchafed  licence  he  the  votes  of  the  Counfel,  albeit  we  op- 
poned  :  Therefor  befeek  his  Majeftie  to  remember  the  Counfel,  that  the 
confineing  of  tbefe  Minifters  was  for  ftiults  done  be  them  to  bis  Hienes  felf, 
and  that  they  fhould  be  acknowledged  and  confefled  to  bis  MajelUe,  and 
bis  Hienes  pleafure  underfiood  therein,  before  the  grant  of  any  favour ; 
otherwife  they  {ball  undoe  alt  that  has  been  hitherto  followed  for  the  peace 
of  the  Kirk. 

4.  Touching  the  Ere£lions,  it  is  our  humble  delire  to  his  Majeftie,  that 
the  Noblemen,  in  whofe  iavours  the  &me  hath  been  paft,  may  take  order 
for  the  provifion  of  their  Kirks,  according  to  the  conditions  made  in  Par- 
liament, or  then  difcharge  their  Ere^ions,  which  feems  heft  to  be  done  he 
an  Ad;  in  this  infewing  Selfion  of  F^liament,  for  which  his  Majefties 
warrant  would  be  had  :  And  ficklike,  fome  courfe  would  be  taken  for  the 
Prelacies  ere£ied,  which  have  paft  alfo  the  conftant  Piatt ;  that  the  pre- 
fentation  of  Minifters  to  the  modified  ftipends,  at  the  vacancy  of  the  Church, 
Ibould  be  in  bis  Majefties  hand,  wherennto,  although  his  Majefties  ezprefs 
commandment  was  given  of  before,  no  bead  was  taken  be  fucb  as  had  the 
chaige  of  aflhirs. 

5.  Since  this  matter  of  the  Commiflariats  importeth  fo  much  to  the 
reformation  of  our  Church  government,  as  this  being  reftored,  in  a  little 
time  the  reft  may  be  fupplied  that  will  be  wanting,  it  ihall  he  good  to  re- 
member it  be  a  ferious  letter  to  my  Lord  Dumbar,  that  we  may  know  in 
due  time  what  is  to  be  expe6led.  And  fince  our  greateft  hindrance  is 
found  to  be  in  the  Seffion,  of  whom  the  moft  part  are  ever  in  heart  oppofite 
unto  us,  and  forbear  not  to  kyth  it  when  they  have  occafion,  jow  Ihall 
humbly  intreat  his  Majefty  to  remember  our  fuit  for  the  Kirkmens  place 
according  to  the  firft  inftitntion,  and  that  it  may  take  at  this  time  fome 
be^nning,  fince  the  place  vacant  was  even  from  the  beginning  in  the  bands 
of  the  Spiritual  fide,  with  fome  one  Kirkman  or  other  till  now ;  which 
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might  it  be  obtained,  as  were  molleaGe  be  bis  Majeflies  direAion  and  com- 
mandment, there  Ihould  be  feen  a  fudden  change  of  many  humoure,  in  that 
State,  and  the  Coramonwell  would  find  the  profite  thereof. 

6,  Anent  our  Conference  with  the  Miniftrie,  your  Lordfliip  wilt  declare 
the  time  that  is  appoiated,  and  the  reafbns  of  the  continuation  of  the 
fame. 

7>  Becaufe  in  the  time  of  Parliament  chiefly  it  fhould  be  expedient  to 
have  the  Biihops  teach  in  the  pulpits  of  Edinburgh,  his  Miyeftie  would  be 
pleafed  to  commend  thia  to  my  Lord  of  Dumbar  be  a  particular  letter  ; 
and  to  require  alfo  the  Minillers  of  Edinburgh  to  defire  their  help  at  that 
time,  if  it  were  for  no  other  end,  but  to  teftifie  their  unity  and  confent  of 
mind  to  the  Eflates. 

8.  Becaufe  the  Kirk  of  Leith  lyeth  deflitute  in  a  fort  Uiroughthe  BiQiop 
of  RoiTe  his  age,  and  the  imprifonment  of  Mr  John  Murray  i  and  that  the 
faid  Mr  John  ie  no  way  minded,  as  appeareth,  to  give  his  Majeftie  fatiffac- 
tion  ;  neither  were  it  meet,  in  refpe6l  of  his  carnage,  that  he  fhould  return 
to  that  Miniftrie  }  and  to  infift  in  his  deprivation  with  the  CommiOioners, 
might  perhaps  breed  unto  us  a  new  difficulty  :  If  his  Majeftie  Ihall  be 
pleafed,  we  do  hold  it  moft  convenient  for  this  errand,  that  the  faid  Mr 
John  be  conveened  before  the  Counfet  be  his  Majeflies  command,  and  be 
them  be  charged  to  ward  in  the  Toun  of  Newahbay  and  fome  miles  about, 
having  libertie  to  teach  that  people,  amongft  whom  he  IbaU  find  fome  other 
fubje^  to  work  upon  than  the  State  of  Bifhops.  And  for  the  provilion  of 
Leith,  that  his  Majeftie  will  be  pleafed  to  command  the  Prelbytrie  of  Edin- 
burgh, in  reguard  of  the  Biftiop  of  Roffe  his  age,  and  the  faid  Mr  Johns 
tranfportation  be  his  Hienes  appointment,  to  have  care  that  the  faid  Kirk 
of  Leith  be  planted  with  all  convenient  diligence  be  Mr  David  Lindfay 
fometimes  Mintfter  of  San£l  Andrews,  for  whom  both  the  people  is  ear- 
neft,  and  we  may  have  fufficient  affurance  to  his  Majefties  fervice.  And 
in  cafe  the  faid  Prefbytrie  prove  wilfull,  that  another  letter  to  the  fame 
effect  may  be  fent  to  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Generall  AlTembly,  who 
may  take  order  to  fee  that  matter  ended,  if  fuch  ihall  be  his  Majefties  plea- 
fure ;  and  this  would  be  done  with  all  diligence  convenient. 

We  cannot  but  remember  alfo  the  miforder  creeping  in  the  countrie, 
that  once  was  happily  repreffed,  the  wearing  of  gunnes  and  piftolls ;  and 
humbly  befeek  hla  Majefty,  that  fome  new  courfe  may  be  eftabliihed  be 
fearchera  of  fuch  perfons,  and  delating  of  them  to  the  Counfel,  that  they 
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maj  be  punUhed ;  and  that  the  Treafurer  ma;  have  commandaient  to  make 
choice,  ill  everie  country,  of  certain  that  fhall  be  thought  fitteft  to  fearch, 
which  ihall  be  known  only  to  bis  Lordlhip  felf,  and  fatiffie  them  for  their 
pains,  to  the  end  this  infolence  may  be  rellrained.  Particularly  it  would 
be  forbidden  in  the  granting  of  Commiffions,  that  this  liberty  be  not  per- 
mitted i  for  this  18  one  of  the  caufes  of  their  fo  open  bearing,  as  laid  is. 

Tbefe  particulars,  your  Lordlhip  will  have  care  to  propone  to  bis  Majef- 
tie  at  feme  fit  time,  and  fee  the  anfwers  thereof  difpatched  accordingly. 

Your  Lordlhipa  Ihall  remember  my  Lord  of  Cathneft  and  his  penlion. 

Glasgow,  be  warrant,  and  at  the  defire  of  the 
refl  of  my  Lords  the  Bifliops. 

My  Lord,  when  your  Lordlhip  fliall  fpeak  for  the  help  of  our  Kirks,  be 
the  &n  of  tbefe  men  that  poflels  our  livings,  and  do  juftly  incurre  bis  Ma- 
jefties  indignation  be  their  hainous  offeocee,  be  pleafed  to  remember  the 
cafe  of  Lanerk  y  the  poffeflbrs  of  the  tithes  be  now  excommunicated,  and 
at  the  born.  Defire  his  Majefties  favour  for  the  grant  of  them  to  Mr  Wil- 
liam Bimie,  Minifler  there,  whofe  difpoGtion  your  Lordlhip  knows  to  his 
Majeflies  fervice ;  and  his  Hienes  letter  for  that  effe^  to  my  Lord  Trea- 
furer,  that  he  may  be  poflefled  in  the  fame  with  all  convenient  diligence. 
Likewife  remember  the  prorifioo  of  Cramond,  and  the  Bifliop  of  Dun- 
keldens  intereft  to  tbefe  tithes.

Proceidings  of  the  Conference,  appointed  be  the  laft  Aflembly,  bolden 
at  Falkland,  the  4>tb  of  May,  1609. 

The  Earles  of  Dumbar  and  Wigtoun,  my  Lord  Skoone,  and  my  Lord 
Fentounbarna^  Collector,  CommiOIoners  for  his  Majeftie  i  Mrs  George 
Gtedftains,  John  Spotfwood,  Alexander  Lindlay,  Alexander  Forbejfe, 
Fatrick  Sharp,  Robert  Howie,  John  Mitchelfon,  Henrie  Philip,  and  George 
Hay  for  the  Bifliops  i  Mrs  Patrick  Galloway,  John  Hall,  William  Scott, 
Archbald  Ofwald,  John  Knox,  John  Carmicbaell,  Adam  Bannatyne,  John 
Wemes,  and  William  Cowper,  (Patrick  Simfon  being  abfent,)  mett  in  thut 
chamber,  which  was  her  Majeflies,  for  difcharging  a  Commiflion  directed 
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from  the  lall  General  Aflfemblie,  bolden  at  LJolitbgoWi  the|29  dajr  of  Julie 
I6O8  years.     In  the  which  meeting  the  did  Commifiioners  proceeded  as 

followeth  :

After  prayer,  and  a  fliort  fpeech  uttered  be  Mr  James  Law,  Moderator^ 
the  Commiflion  of  tbe  General  Affembly  was  read ;  whereof  the  tenour 
followeth : 

At  Linlithgow,  tbe  $9  of  Julie  1608,  poft  meridiem. 

As  for  the  fecond  caufe  of  tbe  eyelifis  which  are  laid  to  arife  upon  di- 
verJities  of  opinions,  becaufe  tbe  laid  diverfities  of  opinions  refult  upon  dif- 
ferent judgments  among  the  brethren,  concerning  tbe  external  goremment 
and  difcipline  of  the  Kirk,  which  cannot  fo  fliortly  be  difcuQed  and  advifed 
upon  ai  tbe  brevity  of  this  Affemblie  permitts :  Therefor,  it  was  tbe 
opinion  of  the  brethren  appointed  for  tbe  adrifeing  of  tbe  beft  overtures 
anent  tbe  diftraftions  and  eyelifls  that  are  entred  in  the  hearts  of  tbe  Mi- 
niftrie,  that  the  famen  fhould  be  delayed  till  a  time  more  convenient }  and, 
in  tbe  mean  time,  certain  appointed  to  reafon,  treat,  and  advile  upon  tbe 
feme,  which  likewife  the  Aflemblie  has  thoght  expedient ;  and,  therefor, 
they  hare  elected  and  chofen  the  brethren  after  following,  viz.  the  Bi- 
fhops  of  San£t  Andrews,  Glafgow,  Dunkelden,  Orkney.  Cathnefs ;  Mrs 
Patrick  Sharp,  Robert  Howie,  John  Mitcbelfon,  Henrie  Philip,  Geoi^ 
Hay,  Patrick  Galloway,  John  Hall,  Patrick  Stmfon,  William  Scot,  Arch- 
bald  Ofwald,  John  Knox,  John  Carmicbael,  Adam  Bannatine,  John 
Weemes,  and  William  Couper,  tbetr  CommilBoners  in  that  part,  to  con- 
veen  with  bis  Majellie,  or  fuch  of  bis  Majefties  CommiOioners  as  his  Hienes 
fhall  appoint,  at  fuch  time  and  places  as  they  Ihall  be  required  be  bis  Ma- 
jeftie ;  and  to  treat,  reafon,  and  confult  upon  all  matters  ftanding  prefently 
in  controverlie  among  tbe  brethren,  anent  the  difcipline  of  tbe  Kirk  ;  and 
wbatlbmever  they  aggree  upon,  to  report  to  tbe  nixt  General  AlTemblie  ; 
and,  in  tbe  mean  time,  while  tbe  nixt  Affemblie,  tbe  advice  of  tbe  brethren 
conveened  at  Falkland,  the  16  of  June  left  bypaft,  be  obferred  anent  the 
conftant  Moderators. 

There  was  read  alfo  bis  Majeflies  Miffive  Letter,  and  a  letter  of  excuie 
from  Mr  Patrick  Simfon.     And  thereafter  a  motion  was  made  be  his  Ma- 
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jefties  Coiiuiuffioner>  and  propouned  be  tbe  Moderator,  that  five  of  either 
fide  (hould  be  put  iqwrt,  to  fett  dowa  the  order  of  proceeding. 

After  fome  reafoDing  upoa  the  fatd  propoGtioo,  and  fome  objefliuna 
againfi  the  fame,  it  vas  admitted  and  followed  :  aod  for  the  Blihops  were 
named,  San6l  Andrew?  and  Glalgow,  Patrick  Sharp,  Robert  Howie,  and 
Henrie  Philip ;  for  the  Miniilers,  Patrick  Galloway,  John  Hall,  William 
Couper,  John  Carmichael,  and  William  Scot. 

The  Earl  of  Dumbar,  my  Lord  Fentounbarna,  James  Law,  Moderator, 
and  the  ten  which  were  nominated  and  chofen,  removed  and  went  into  his 
MajelUeB  Chamber,  where  the  Commilfion  was  read  again  ;  which  being 
conGderedi  was  thought  very  general  be  fome  ;  and  for  limitation  thereof, 
the  particulars  after  following  were  proponed  be  the  Minifters  : 

Firft,  That  the  brethren,  among  whom  the  alledged  controrerfies  were, 
Ihould  be  particularly  named,  or  at  leill  fome  way  deligned,  whereby  the 
one  party  might  be  known  be  tbe  other. 

Sly,  It  was  required,  that  the  alledged  controrerfies  Ihould  be  denomi> 
nated  and  condefcended  upon,  for  clearing  of  tbe  firfl  point.  Thefe  of  the 
part  of  tbe  Minifirte  declared,  that  they  were  one  in  judgment  with  tbe 
godlie  Fathers,  reformers  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland,  and  fuch  as  had  from 
time  to  time,  in  General  Aflemblies,  appointed  the  difcipline,  and  obtained 
ratification  thereof;  as  alfo  that  they  efleemed  tbe  difcipline  appointed  be 
the  Kirk,  and  ratified  be  the  laws  of  the  countrie,  to  be  mod  godly  and 
meet  for  the  ruleing  of  Chrift  hia  Kirk  within  this  Realme. 

Tliefe  of  the  other  opinion  came  to  no  particular  nomination  nor  defig- 
nation,  whereby  their  difference  from  fuch  as  had  eltabliihed  the  difcipline, 
might  be  perceived. 

For  better  underftanding  of  the  fecond,  tbe  Minifters  deGred,  that  dif- 
tin£tion  be  made  betwixt  matters  ftandtng  in  controrerfy  among  the  bre- 
thren, [and  matters]  extra  controverfiam  in  the  Kirk,  in  which  cafe  they 
take  to  be  all  things  concluded  in  lawfull  General  Affemblies. 

Item,  That  clear  difference  might  be  made  betwixt  privat  bretbrens 
opinions  and  conceits,  (put  cafe  their  numbers  be  great,)  and  matters  in 
controverfie  in  the  Kirk  ;  feeing  nothing  can  probably  be  called  a  coatro- 
verfy  of  tbe  Kirk,  but  that  which  has  been  received  as  a  doubt  before  in 
fome  Gener^  AQemblies,  and  depends  as  yet  undecided,  for  there  is  an 
order  concerning  cafes,  where  tbe  brethren  doubt  and  crave  reformation, 
viz.  that  fuch  matters  Ihould  be  proponed  to  the  General  Affemhlie,  ordine 
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decenter,  animo  aedificandi,  non  tentandi ;  to  refpe£l;  of  the  which  order, 
it  is  no  wayes  conTenient,  that  the  faids  Miniilers  fhould  participat  in  a 
Conference  with  their  brethrens  opinions,  dififerent  from  the  judgment  of 
the  Kirk  ;  and  fyne  report  the  fame  to  a  General  Affemblie. 

Laftly,  Seeing  the  AiTemblie  at  Linlithgow  has  directed  Conimiflion 
anent  matters  prefently  (landing  in  controrerfy  concerning  difcipline,  which 
clawB  of  necellity  mud  be  referred,  either  to  matters  that  (land  in  contro- 
verfy  before  thatAffemhlie,  and  in  the  time  of  it ;  or  els  to  matters  called 
and  received  in  controverfj  before  the  fame  :  It  was  demanded  be  the 
faid  Minillers,  what  particular  matters  either  flood  in  controverfj,  or 
were  called  or  received  into  controverfy. 

The  intention  of  this  their  dealing  was  to  fhew,  that  the  CommiOion 
above  written  bore  no  warrant  to  the  faid  Commi (Boners,  either  to  make 
particular  queftions  and  controverGee,  which  had  not  been  heard  in  General 
Aflemblies  of  before  ;  or  jet  to  call  in  controverfie  the  a6la,  conclulions, 
allowed  prafiltces,  or  eflahliflted  order  of  the  Kirk.  This  purpofe  was 
taunted  among  the  Minifters  themfelves ;  and  it  was  alledged,  that  this 
form  of  dealing  would  be  accounted  a  (faifting  of  difputation  ;  and  fo  the 
blame  would  lye  upon  the  Minillers. 

It  was  anfwered,  it  was  better  to  bear  the  unjuft  blame,  than  to  break  a 
whole  caufe,  which,  if  it  were  broken,  could  not  efcape  to  be  hurt,  feeing 
the  one  partie  were  l6  or  1 7t  and  the  other  but  9-  The  other  fort,  for 
the  party  of  the  Bilhops,  termed  that  form  of  proceeding  tergivedation, 
policy,  quarelling  of  the  General  Affemblie,  fruflration  of  their  good  in- 
tention, &c  Much  time  and  talk  were  fpent  hereabout,  and  Ihoring  and 
boafting;  but  no  clear  fatiffa6lion  returned  to  this  demand,  and  propoli* 
tiona  above  fpecified.  And  fo  fomewhat  abruptly  it  was  bid,  they  mett 
either  for  fomething,  or  nothing  ;  and  confiifedly  was  caft  in,  that  Ibrae  of 
the  brethren  had  received  the  conftant  Moderators,  and  others  not ;  fo  that 
was  a  controverfy  of  the  Kirk,  faid  they,  whether  the  Moderator  fhould  he 
conflant,  or  circular  as  they  termed  it. 

Item,  Some  of  the  brethren  think  that  the  cautions  Ihould  be  keeped, 
and  others  think  that  reafon  would  that  fome  of  them  Ihould  be  aboliflied. 
It  is  a  queflion  then,  forfooth,  whether  the  cautions  ihall  he  keeped,  or  not. 

It  was  anfwered  to  the  firfl,  that  the  forefaid  AiTemblie  at  Linlithgow, 
wherefra  this  Commiffion  was  dire^d,  had  expreflly  provided,  that  the 
advice,  given  in  their  Conference  at  Falkland,  fould  be  obferved  till  the 
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Dizt  GeDeral  Aifembly ;  and  true  it  is,  that  in  that  Conference  at  Falkland, 
the  meeting  at  Linlithgow,  wherein  the  intended  innovation  of  the  Mo- 
deratour  was  begun,  was  Ipyed  ;  and  that  matter  to  be  further  treated  in 
the  enfueing  Aflemblj  at  Linlithgow ;  which  A0emblj',  when  it  conveened, 
acquiefced  in  the  advice  given  at  Falkland  ;  fo  that  there  is  no  warrand  in 
this  CommiBion  to  call  the  accuftomed  and  eftabliihed  order  of  Moderation 
in  doubt. 

Unto  the  lecond  it  was  anfwered,  that  the  cautions,  after  long  reafoning 
and  advifement  had  in  Frelbytries,  Provincial  and  General  Affembliea, 
they  were  folemnlj  concluded  in  two  Affemblies,  one  at  Dundie,  another 
at  Montrofe,  his  Majeftie  being  prefent  at  the  one  and  the  other,  and  as 
yet  ftand  in  full  force  unrepealled,  and  can  no  more  be  called  in  quelUon 
be  vertue  of  this  prefent  CommilBon,  than  the  a^  anent  vote  in  Parlia- 
ment, or  any  other  a^ta  of  the  General  Affembliee. 
-  It  was  thought  meet  be  the  moft  part,  that  both  thefe  mattera  of  the 
Moderation  and  Cautions  (hould  be  put  in  queftion;  and  fo  they,  that 
went  apart,  reentred  in  the  place  of  Conference ;  uid  all  being  prefent, 
the  Moderator  demanded,  whither  if  the  lud  matters  fliould  pals  in 
queftion,  or  not.  It  was  anfwered  be  the  moft  part  affirmativ^  they 
diould  ;  and  fo  the  queltion  was  conceaved,  as  followetb. 

1.  Whither  in  Synods  or  Frelbytries  the  Moderation  Hull  be  conftant, 
or  not. 

3.  Whither  the  cautions  fett  doun  in  the  Aflemblies  boldin  at  Dundie 
and  Montrofe  for  reftraining  the  power  of  Bifliops,  Ihould  be  obferved  and 
i'worn  to,  or  not. 

Thereafter,  the  Moderator  delired,  that  one  of  either  fide  Ihould  be 
named  to  reafon  thefe  two  queflions  ;  but  being  late,  no  nomination  was 
made  ;  but  thanks  given,  and  fo  that  SefDon  ended. 

After  the  dilTolving  of  that  Seflion,  the  MiniAers  mett  be  themfelves, 
and  having  conferred  a  little  anent  the  dilTadvantage  and  danger,  be  fu£Fer- 
ing  themfelves  to  be  feparated  in  that  former  Seflion,  all  were  defired  to 
think  that  night  upon  the  meeteft  remedy,  and  tymoufly  meet  in  the  morn- 
ing, which  they  did. 

In  that  their  meeting  they  concluded,   1.  That  Mr  Patrick  Galloway 

fhould  be  fpeachman,  and  fome  others  to  afCft  him  as  need  required. 

2.  That  they  Ihould  fuffer  themfelves  no  ways  to  be  divided ;  but  wbat- 

fomever  fhould  be  proponed,  (although  of  lefs  importance,)  they  fhould 
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take  it  to  be  adrifed  be  the  whole,  before  that  any  aafver  fhould  be  re- 
turned. S.  That  in  refpe£l;  of  the  membera  of  that  Coaference,  and  of 
the  qnalitf  of  matters  called  in  doubt,  that  they  would  no  ways  difpute 
but  be  write.

The  aforebid  CommiflioDers  conveened  in  the  morning,  in  the  place 
before  named ;  and  after  prayer,  the  Moderator  proponed,  that  one  of 
either  fide  Ihould  be  named  and  appointed  to  reafon  the  firft  (jueftion. 
Mr  Patrick  Galloway  being  defired  to  fpeak,  aofwered,  that  it  waa  moll 
convenient  to  reafon  the  matter  be  writt,  for  the  reafons  following :  1. 
For  elhewing  of  idle  and  hot  fpeachea,  fuperfluous  digreOionB,  and  imper- 
tinent difcourfes,  whereby  brethren  might  be  irritated,  and  time  unprofi- 
tably  fpent.  S,  For  avoiding  of  different  reports  to  be  made  be  the  brethren 
of  different  judgments,  after  the  Conference  ended.  And,  therefor,  he 
required  the  other  partie,  that  they  would  (hortly  and  clearly  let  doun  their 
opinion  in  articles,  touching  that  matter,  and  reafons  whereby  they  would 
confirm  the  lame  ;  promiling  that  the  &id  opinion  and  reajbna  fliould  be 
plainly  and  brotherly  anfwered,  in  fuch  fuccindt  forme  as  was  pollible  they 
could  conceive  and  exprefa  in  write. 

Many  things  were  obje£ted  againft  that  anlwer  and  offer  ;  but  all  objec- 
tions were  anfwered.  And  fo,  the  Minifters  flanding  conflantly  to  their 
refolution,  the  other  party  defired  that  they  might  advife  among  themfelves 
anent  the  premifes ;  unto  which  defire  the  Minifters  agreed,  and  removed 
themfelves ;  and  the  other  partie  with  his  Majefties  CommillionerB  fat  flill. 

After  their  reentry,  the  Moderator  obje£led  four  reafons  againft  writting. 
1.  The  cuflome  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland.  S.  The  cuftome  of  Conferences 
in  other  countries,  and  fome  Colloquies  were  named.  3.  His  M^eftiea 
prohibition  of  writt.  4.  Sundry  inconveniencies  that  might  follow  there- 
upon, as  namely,  that  the  copies  would  pafe  abroad,  and  would  come  in  the 
hand  of  enemies,  whereby  it  could  not  fail,  but  flander  and  fkaith  would 
come  to  the  caufe  of  religion. 

To  the  firft  it  waa  anfwered,  that  while  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  bad  adoe 
with  the  Counfel  thereof,  anent  the  treating  and  concluding  of  the  heads 
of  difcipline,  they  gave  and  received  write  one  from  another. 
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To  the  fecood,  tfa^it  the  Colloquies  named  be  them  had  verj  eriU  erenta  i 
aod  others  treated  be  write,  fpecified  be  the  Mioifiers,  had  better  fuccefs, 
and  made  more  for  the  advantage  of  religion. 

Aa  for  the  cuflom  of  countries  general]/  alledged,  writt  was  more  ufuall 
than  word,  as  may  be  Teen  hy  [  Ambafladoris  deillings,]  learned  mens  Epif- 
tlee,  printed  Colloquies,  and  Tnuties  of  all  ages. 

To  the  third,  It  te  evident  in  his  Majefties  letter,  that  his  Hienes  inten- 
tion is  to  fettle  all  matters  peaceably,  and  beOde  the  lame  there  is  nothing 
produced  :  Therefor,  writting,  whereby  jangling  of  words,  hot  fpeachesi, 
and  tedious  digreflions  fliall  be  avoided,  is  the  moft  fitt  and  fafe  way  to 
come  to  bis  Majefties  purpofe. 

To  the  fourth,  In  cafe  of  agreement,  interchanged  papers  may  be  riven 
or  burnt ;  and  the  conclulions  Agreed  upon  only  put  in  write  to  remaine. 
If  they  can  no  wife  agree,  whatfoever  ihall  pals  in  write  may  be,  with  «on- 
fent  of  all,  deftroyed. 

And  after  thefe  anfwers,  the  Minifters  concluded,  that  reafoning  by 
word,  without  a  Judge,  could  not  poQibly  he  had  without  tumult  in  the 
time  of  treaty,  and  different  and  contradi£toriou8  reports  after  breaking  up 
of  the  meetii^ ;  whereby  the  prefent  diflra^ons  would  be  augmented, 
and  the  caufe  of  religion  fartber  prejudged,  Papilla  and  all  forts  of  enemies, 
wiJhing,  working  and  watching  for  divifion  among  Minifters,  fo  br  ai 
they  may. 

The  matter  being  thus  ftand  to  be  the  Miniflers,  fame  Qieaches  of  ter> 
rours  was  given  out }  and  thereafter  the  Moderator  proponed,  that  a  Qiort 
hiftory  might  be  fett  doun,  with  all  confents,  of  that  meeting,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings therein,  to  fome  fuch  efire£taB  foUoweth  :  That  the  Cornmillioners 
roett,  the  Commifljon  was  read,  two  queflions  were  agreed  upon.  Tbey 
for  the  part  of  the  Biihops  offered  to  difput  thereupon  ;  and  the  Minifters 
refufed.  The  Minifters  deGred  the  lall  point  to  be  mended  after  this  man- 
ner }  th^  they  for  the  Bifhops  offered  to  reafon  be  word,  and  rdiifed  writt ; 
and  die  Miniflers  were  willing  to  reafon  be  writt :  but  when  they  Ihould 
be  before  a  General  AJIembly,  Judge  ordinar  in  fuch  matters,  tbey  fliould 
be  ready  to  reafon  be  word  or  writt,  «  it  ihould  plesfe  the  Aflembly  to 
iojoyne  ;  but  here  they  could  not  reafon  be  word,  hecaufe  they  wanted  a 
Judge.  This  was  refufed,  and  fb  no  biflory  was  agreed  on :  But  the 
Moderator  deGred  that  his  Majefties  letter,  and  the  Commifllon  being  laid 
alide,  either  of  the  parties  would  adrife  upon  Ibme  overtures  for  the  peace 
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of  the  Kirk  ;  and  for  reporting-  thereof,  three  after  .noon  was  appointed 
for  all  to  meet  again.    Thus,  after  thanks  giving,  the  CommiOioners  rofe. 

Immediately  after  dinner,  the  CommilEoners  conveened  be  tbemfelvea, 
and  after  confultation  agreed  upon  four  articles  as  follows  ; 

1 .  That  a  declaration  fhould  pals  from  this  Conference  to  he  publiChed 
in  the  Kirk  of  Scotland,  proportJng,  that  the  Kirks  within  this  realm  are 
well  conftituted  in  do£trine  and  dilcipline,  praifed  be  God ;  and  that  the 
difcords  and  differences  among  the  Minifters  anent  the  one  and  the  other, 
aggredged  and  given  out  be  Papifts,  Atbeifta,  and  other  enemies,  are  but 
flanderous  calumnies  tending  to  ledition,  and  to  deceive  the  Gmple. 

S.  That  the  handling  of  the  difcords  and  differences  among  the  Miniilers 
be  laid  alide  and  fpaired  ;  and  the  faid  differences  cor^^d  under  the  ikirts 
of  brotherly  patience  and  cbriftian  wifdom,  while  firft  Fapifls  and  Fapiftrie 
be  proceeded  agunft,  and  put  to  a  point. 

3.  Seeing  the  matter  of  Biflioprick  and  Hierarchic  cannot  be  handled  at 
this  time,  but  with  advantage  to  FapiAry  and  Fapifls,  and  difadrantage  to 
the  eftabliflied  order  of  this  Kirk,  which  has  been  a  fpeifial  mean,  whereby 
they  and  their  kingdom  have  been  diOJpated  and  overcome  ;  that  purpofe 
would  be  luperceded,  till  the  land  were  purged  of  them  and  their  leaven. 

4.  That  an  humble  lupplication  fhould  pafs  from  this  Conference  to  his 
Majeftie,  for  grace  and  favour  to  the  Minillers  that  have  been  fo  long 
baniflied,  keeped  in  prifon,  and  confined;  namely,  that  they  may  be  relax- 
ed, fett  at  liberty,  and  returned  to  their  places. 


Seflio  3^  Eodem  die,  bora  tertia,  poft  meridiem. 

The  whole  Commiflioners  mett  in  the  place  above  fpecified  ;  and,  after 
prayer,  the  Moderator  required  the  Minifters  to  prefent  their  advice,  aa 
was  appointed  before  noon.  And  Mr  Patrick  Galloway  prefented  the 
articles  above  written,  which  were  read  ;  and  after  the  reading  thereof, 
fome  fireated,  and  preffed  to  fpeak ;  but  authoritative  be  the  Moderator  and 
fome  others,  that  vehemency  was  keeped  at  under*  and  filence  was  com- 
manded. Thereafter  the  advice  of  the  other  party  was  read,  and  all  de- 
manded, what  they  thought  of  it.  Little  faid  for  it,  and  nothing  againft  it. 
The  Moderator  defired  the  Minifters  to  take  up  their  articles ;  which  being 
done,  the  conclufion  after  following  was  agreed  upon. 
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At  Falkland,  the  fift  of  May  1609. 

The  brethren  coareened,  having  read  the  CV^mmUnon  givein  to  them  be 
the  General  AQemblj',  and  confidermg  the  generality  therof,  and  how  it 
is  needfull,  for  ending  of  all  controrerfies  flanding  in  difctpline  among  the 
Mioiftryt  that  the  particular  points  in  queftion  be  condefcended  upon, 
have,  for  the  prefent,  agreed  upon  two,  viz.  Whither  in  Synods  or  Prefliy" 
tries  the  Moderators  fhould  be  conftant,  or  not :  And  whither  the  Cau- 
tions fett  doun  in  the  Affemblies  holden  at  Dundee  and  Montrofe  for  re- 
ftraining  the  power  of  Bilhops,  fliould  be  holden,  and  fworne  unto,  or  not. 
Which  two  quefiions  being  proponed,  becaue  neither  the  brevity  of  time 
permitts,  nor  is  it,  for  divers  caufes,  thought  expedient  to  enter  in  realbning 
thereof  at  this  prefent,  the  brethren  continue  all  treating  of  the  iame  till 
the  firft  Tuefday  of  Augull  nizt  to  come,  appointed  for  their  meeting  to 
that  effect  in  Stirling  :  Willing  and  commanding  every  one  of  the  laid 
brethren  to  advife  and  conlider  gravely  on  the  bid  queflions,  and  all  points 
thereof;  and  to  be  ready  at  their  faid  meeting  to  propone  their  mindes 
either  be  word  or  write,  as  they  fliall  think  fitted  ;  and  farther  to  fett  doun 
in  write  alt  the  differences,  which  they  conceive  in  the  matter  of  difcipline, 
that  (ome  folid  courfe  may  be  taken  with  common  confent,  for  removing 
the  lame. 

In  the  mean  time,  it  is  thought  expedient,  be  the  confent  of  the  whole 
number,  that  the  General  Aflembly  be  prorogued  till  the  firft  Tuefday  of 
May  nixt  to  come,  to  be  holden  at  San£);  Andrews,  if  it  fliall  pleafe  his 
Majeftie  ;  that  tbefe  affaires  being  brought  to  fome  point,  report  may  be 
made,  according  as  is  ordained  in  the  faid  CommiOion. 

And  becaus  his  Majefties  moft  zealous  care  for  the  good  peace  of  the 
Kirk,  and  the  fupprefling  of  Papifts  and  all  contrary  religions,  does  (6 
many  wayes  appear,  that  we  have  all  exceeding  great  matter  of  thanks  to 
be  given  to  the  Almighty  God,  for  the  blefling  beftowed  upon  this  Kirk  in 
his  Majeffies  perfon  :  It  is  found  meet,  that  a  letter  of  humble  thanks  be 
written  from  this  Conference  to  his  Majeftie,  and  that,  in  all  congregations 
of  this  kingdom,  declaration  be  made  be  every  Minifter  of  his  Hienes  good 
affe£tion  and  refolved  mind  to  fettle  the  Kirk  in  peace  and  truth,  and  to 
free  the  fame  of  all  the  enemies,  and  their  pemitious  pra6licee ;  and  that 
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publick  thankes  be  given  to  God  for  bis  mercies,  and  prayers  conceived  for 
happy  progrefB  of  his  Majellies  purpofe. 

Ab  alfo,  the  brethren  knowing  the  great  dangers,  that  the  Kirk  ftandeth 
in,  through  the  enemies  of  religion,  have  thought  meet  to  recommend  to 
all  the  Minifters  and  Prefbytries  in  this  realme  a  carefiiU  proceeding 
againll  I^pifts,  and  fuch  [as  remaine  fnfpeft  in  religioune  i  and  that  tbej 
be  diligent  to  laime]  of  the  ftrangers  that  refort  from  forrain  parts,  and 
to  make  intelligence  to  bia  Majefties  Commiffioner,  the  E^rle  of  Dumbar, 
or  fuch  other  of  his  Hienen  Counfel  as  they  are  beft  acquainted  with,  that 
they  know  zealous  of  Gods  truth,  and  faitbfull  to  bis  Majeftte ;  And,  above 
all  things,  that  they  and  every  one  of  them  intertain  peace,  friendlhip  and 
brotherly  love  with  others  ;  laying  alide  all  jealoufies,  fufpitions  and  other 
prejudices ;  and  that  they  communicat  their  counfels  and  helps  to  the  ad- 
vancing of  religion,  and  eftablilhing  a  good  and  foHd  agreement  in  the 
Kirk ;  wbich  the  brethren  prefent  for  tbebifelves  have  folemnly  promifed : 
and  likeways  to  labour  others  to  the  fame  aa  &r  as  tbey  can,  that  God  may 
have  the  glory,  and  his  moll  excellent  Majeftle  fatif&£tioDBnd  contentment 
in  all  things. 

This  concluGon  and  hts  Majefties  letter  being  written  and  fubfcrihed, 
the  Moderator  gave  thanks  to  God  in  the  place  where  they  mett. 

Mr  William  Couper  being  requeelled  by  his  MajeltieBCommiinoner  and 
fome  of  the  brethren,  went  to  the  Kirk  of  Falkland,  and  all  that  were  there 
with  him.  He  made  an  exhortation  and  tbankfgiving  upon  the  laft  three 
verfes  of  the  7^  pfalme  ;  and  thereafter  the  133  pfelme  was  fung,  and  thus 
all  were  difmlfled. 


A  Commiffion  given  under  the  great  feal  to  the  two  Archbifliops,  to 
hold  two  courts  of  High  Commiffion,  was  proclaimed  at  the  Cro& 
of  Edinburgh,  in  March,  1610:   The  tenor  whereof  foUowetb. 

James,  be  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Brittane,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, Defender  of  the  Faith,  To  our  lovitea,  &c.  Mefl&ngetB  and  Shtrefib 
in  that  part,  conjunctly  and  feverally,  fpecialy  conAituted,  greeting.  For 
as  much  as  complaint  being  made  to  us  In  behalf  of  the  MIniftry  of  this  our 
Kingdom,  that  the  frequent  advocations  purchafed  be  fuch  as  were  eatber

erroneoui  in  religfioa  or  fcandalous  ia  life,  not  oatj  difcouraged  the  Mi- 
niftty  from  ceDruriog  o(  vice  ;  but  emboldened  the  offenders  to  continue 
in  their  wickednefs,  ufeing  their  advocations  as  a  mean  to  delay  and  diflkp- 
point  both  tryall  and  punilhment :  Vfe,  for  efchewing  of  this  inconvenientf 
and  that  the  nnmber  of  true  profeffors  may^  be  known  to  increafe,  the  An- 
tichriftian  enemy  and  his  grouth  fuppreffed,  and  all  forts  of  vice  and  fcan- 
dalouB  life  puniflied ;  and  that  neither  iniquitie,  nor  delay  of  tryall  and 
punifliment,  be  left  be  this  fubterfuge  of  difcouraging  of  Eccleliaftical  cen- 
fures  to  proceed  on  things  fo  meet  and  proper  for  tbenit  have,  out  of  our 
duty  to  God  and  love  to  his  Kirk,  being  the  nurfe  father  of  the  fame  on 
earth,  within  our  dominions,  given  power  and  commiflion  to  the  llererend 
Fath«-  in  God,  and  our  trofty  and  well  beloved  Counfellor.  George  Arch- 
bilhop  of  San£t  Andrews,  Primat  and  Metropohtan  of  our  kingdom  ;  and 
to  our  right  trufty  cuGne  and  councilor,  Alexander  Erie  of  Dumfermling, 
Lord  High  Chancellor  of  this  our  kingdom  ;  George  Erie  of  Dumbar, 
Treafurer ;  Geoi^e  Erie  of  Merfcball,  John  Erie  of  Marr,  John  Erie  of 
Montrofe,  Patrick  Erie  of  Kingbom ;  to  the  Reverend  Fathers  in  God, 
Alexander  BiQiop  of  Dunkelden,  Peter  Bilhop  of  Aberdeen,  Alexander 
Bilhop  of  Murrey,  Andrew  Bilhop  of  Brechin,  David  Bifliop  of  Rofs, 
George  Btfhop  of  Dumblain,  Alexander  BiOiop  of  Cathnefs,  and  James 

Bifliop  of  Orkney ;  to  our  tmfly  CuEnes  and  Counfellors 

Lord  Lindlay,  Simon  Lord  Frazer  of  Lovat,  David  Lord  of  Scoon  ;  and 
to  our  tmflie  and  well  beloved  Counfellers,  Mr  John  Prefton  of  Penny- 
cook,  Prefident  of  our  College  of  JufUce ;  Sir  David  Cockburn  of  Clerktng- 
toun.  Knight,  Lord  Prine  Seal ;  Sir  Alexander  Hay,  Knigbt,  our  Secre- 
tv ;  Sir  James  Hay  of  Kingaflc,  Comptroller ;  Sir  Thomas  Hamilton 
of  Binnie,  Knight,  our  Advocate ;  and  to  our  Lovites,  Sir  David  Carnagie 
of  Kinnwrd,  Knight,  .  .  .  Dundas  of  that  ilk,  Alexander  Irving  of 
Drum,  .  .  .  Ram&y  of  Balmany,  Mr  John  Arthur,  Mr  Thomas  Hen-

bifliop  of  Glafg^w,  Alexander  Erie  of  Dumfermling,  George  Erie  of 
Dumbar,  John  Erie  of  Catfils,  James  Erie  of  Glencarae,  John  Erie  of 
Wigtoun,  James  Erie  of  Abercom  :  And  to  tbe  Reverend  Fathers  in  God, 
Gawin  Bilhop  of  Galloway,  John  Bilhop  of  Argyle,  Andrew  Bilhop  of  tbe 
Ifles ;  and  to  our  tru%  confine  and  counfeller,  Walter  Lord  Blantyre  ^ 
and  to  our  lovitB,  Mr  John  Artbure,  Mr  Thomas  Henryfon,  Mr  Adam 
King,  Mr  James  Bannatyne,  Commiflars  of  Edinburgh ;  David  Forfyth, 
Comraiffar  of  Glalgow  ;  Mr  James  Halyday,  Commiffar  of  Dumfries ;  Mr 
John  Hamilton,  Commiflar  of  Hamilton ;  Mr  James  Hamiltoun,  Com- 
mitTar  of  Lanerk  ;  Sir  Geoi^  Elpbtnfton  of  Eaftwood,  Knight  j  Mr  Pa- 
trick Sharp,  Principal  of  the  College  of  Glafgow ;  Mr  William  Birnie, 
Minifter  of  Lanerick ;  Mr  John  Hay,  Parfon  of  Ranfrew ;  Mr  James 
Hamiltoun,  Dean  of  Glafgow ;  Mr  David  Sharp,  and  Patrick  Walkinfliaw, 
Subdean  of  Glafgow ;  Mr  Thomas  Ramfay,  Minifter  at  Dumfries,  Mr

or  any  five  of  tbem,  the  faid  Archbifliop  being  always  one  of  them,  within 
the  whole  bounds  of  the  Province  of  Glalgow  :  To  call  before  tbem,  at 
liich  times  and  places  as  they  Ihall  think  meet,  any  perlbn  or  perfons  dwell- 
ing and  remaining  within  the  Provinces  refpe€tiv6  above  writen  of  San^ 
Andrewes,  of  Glafgow,  or  within  any  Dioceis  of  the  fame,  foeing  offenders 
either  in  life  or  religion,  whom  they  hold  any  ways  to  be  f<»ndalous ;  and 
that  they  take  tryal  of  tbe  fame ;  and  if  they  find  them  guilty  and  impeni- 
tent, refuting  to  acknowledge  their  offence,  they  fhall  give  command  to  the 
Preacher  of  the  parilh  where  they  dwell,  to  proceed  with  fentence  of  ex- 
communication againft  tbem ;  which  if  it  be  protraded  or  delayed,  and 
their  command  be  that  Minifler  he  not  prefently  obeyed,  they  fhall  conveen 
any  fuch  Minifter  before  them,  and  proceed  in  cenf'uring  of  him  for  his 
difbhedience,  either  by  fufpenfion,  deprivation,  or  warding,  according  as 
in  their  difcretion  they  fhall  bold  hia  obfiinacy  and  refufal  of  their  direction 
to  have  deferred ;  and  farther,  to  fyne  at  their  dilcretions,  imprifon  or 
ward  any  fiich  perfon,  who  being  convicted  before  them,  they  fhall  find 
upon  tryall  to  have  deferved  any  fuch  punilhment ;  and  a  warrand  under 
the  hand  of  any  five  above  named,  of  every  Province  refpe^v^  above 
written,  the  faid  Archbilhop  of  the  Province  being  one,  fhall  ferve  for  a 
lulBcient  command  for  tbe   Captains  and  Conflables  of  our  wairds  and

caftles,  and  to  all  keepers  of  jajrles  or  prifons,  either  to  burgh  or  land, 
within  any  part  of  the  Provinces  respeftiu^  abore  written,  for  receiving 
and  detaining  fuch  perfbna  as  fhall  be  unto  them  dire&ed  to  be  keeped 
be  them,  in  fuch  forme  as  be  the  faid  warrand  fhall  be  prefcribed,  as  they 
wilt  anfwer  upon  the  contrair  at  their  perrill :  and  of  all  fuch  fynea  as 
fhall  he  impofed  on  aaj  offender,  the  one  half  to  perttun  unto  ourfelf,  and 
the  other  half  to  be  imployed  upon  fuch  necelfary  things  as  our  find  Com- 
miflioners  ihall  be  forced  unto,  by  charging  of  parties  and  witneffes  to 
compear  before  them ;  and  the  fuperplus  to  be  bellowed  at  the  light  of 
the  &id  CommillionerB  be  diflribution  among  tbe  poor :  Commanding 
the  Lords  of  our  Privie  Counfel,  upon  fight  of  anj  certificat  fubfcribed  be 
any  fine  of  the  &id  Commillioners  within  every  Province,  as  fud  is,  the 
&id  Arcbbifhop  of  the  Province  being  one,  either  of  any  fine  impofed  be 
them  upon  any  partie  compearing  and  found  guilty,  or  of  the  contumacy 
and  refufel  of  any  to  compear  before  them,  that  the  faid  Lords  of  our  Privie 
Counfel  dire3;  a  fummar  charge  of  homing  upon  ten  dayes  only ;  and  that 
no  fufpenfion  or  relaxation  be  granted,  without  firft  a  teflificat  under  the 
hand  of  the  Archbifhop  of  the  Province,  containing  the  obedience  and  fa- 
tiffedion  of  the  party  charged,  be  produced  ;  and  in  cafe  of  &rther  diflb- 
bedience  or  rehellion  of  the  partf  who  fhall  be  charged  for  hia  fyne  or  not 
compearance,  the  laids  Lords  of  our  Counfel  are  then  to  pn^ecute  the 
m(^  jlrick  order,  as  Is  ufual  againft  rebells,  for  any  other  caufe  whatlbmever. 
With  power  to  our  laida  CoromiOioners  to  proceed  herein,  as  alfo  to  take 
tryall  of  all  perfons  that  have  made  defe€Uon,  or  otherways  are  fufpe£ted 
in  religion ;  and  as  they  find  any  juft  caufe  againfl  them,  to  proceed  in 
manner  forefaid :  and  ala  whenJbever  they  Ihall  learn  or  underftand  of 
any  Minifier,  Preacher,  or  Teacher  of  Schools,  Colleges,  or  Univerfities, 
or  of  exhorting  or  le<^ring  Readers,  within  thefe  hounds,  whofe  fpeeches 
in  publick  have  been  impertinent,  and  againft  the  eftabliOied  order  of  the 
Kirk,  or  againft  any  of  the  conclufions  of  the  bypaft  General  AfleBibliea, 
or  in  favour  of  any  of  thefe  who  are  banifhed,  warded,  or  confined  for 
their  contemptuous  offences ;  all  fuch  being  no  matter  of  doctrine,  and  fo 
much  idle  tyme  (pent  without  inflru^on  of  their  auditory  in  their  fidva- 
tion,  ought  fo  much  tbe  more  feverely  to  be  puniflied ;  in  regard  that  they 
are  Minifters,  who  of  all  others  fhould  fpend  leaft  idle  talk,  and  fpecially 
in  the  chair  of  verity :  and,  therefor,  after  the  catling  of  them  before  faid 
Commiflioners,  they  are  to  be  queftioned  and  tryed  upon  the  points  of  that 
6x 
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which  is  to  be  laid  againft  them,  and  puniibed  occordiogf  to  the  quality  of 
their  offence :  And  whereas  complaints  fhall  be  made  unto  tbem 
be  any  party  that  Ihall  be  cooreened  before  any  EcdaEafticaU  Ja- 
dicatory  for  any  fuch  crime  as  be  fluUl  be  than  fufpe£led  oi,  or  that 
the  partia  doeth  alledge  alwayes  the  matter  itfelf  to  be  improper  to 
that  Judicature,  or  the  proceeding  to  have  been  informal,  or  that  the 
Judicature  itfelf  haa  been  too  partial  j  and  when  the  CommiflionerB  Ihsll 
fee  any  juft  caufe,  they  are  then  to  take  tryal  and  cognition  thereof  unto 
themlelres,  and  to  difcharge  the  laid  Judicature  of  all  farther  proceeding : 
Giving  power  alfo  to  our  faid  CommiOionerB  to  make  choife  of  a  Clerk, 
and  other  members  of  Court ;  and  to  direct  out  precepts  in  name  of  the 
faid  Archbilbop,  and  bis  aflbciats  wiUiin  every  Province,  for  citaUon  of 
any  partiee  before  them,  within  the  bounds  of  the  faid  Provinces,  in  any 
of  the  faid  caufes  above  mentioned ;  which  precepts  are  to  be  fealed  with 
a  fpecial  feal,  containing  the  armas  of  the  faid  Bilhoprick :  giving  alfo 
power  to  charge  witnefles  to  compear  before  them,  under  the  pun  of  forty 
pounds  fcots  money ;  and  upon  the  certificat  of  the  faid  CommiHioners, 
that  any  of  the  faid  penalties  are  incurred  be  them,  the  laid  Lords  of  our 
Coonfel  are  to  direct  the  like  chaiges  for  payment  of  the  lame,  as  is  ap- 
pointed for  payment  of  the  fynes  in  the  bid  Coouniffion  paft  our  Great  Seal, 
containing  diverfe  other  heads,  claufes,  articles,  and  conditions,  and  bearii^ 
date  at  our  Court  at  Royftoun,  the  SO  oi  Januar  lafl;  at  length  is  contained : 
wherof  neceflar  it  is  that  publication  be  made  to  all  our  lieges,  that  none 
pretend  ignorance  thereof.  Our  will  la  herefor,  and  we  chatge  you  ftrait- 
ly,  and  command,  that  incontinent  thefe  our  letters  feen,  ye  pa&  to  the 
faid  burghs  within  the  Provinces  above  written,  and  there  be  open  proda- 
matioD,  that  ye  make  publication  of  the  premiffee,  that  none  pretend  igno- 
rance :  And  als,  that  ye,  in  our  name  and  authori^,  command  and  charge- 
all  our  lieges  and  fubjc^  to  reverence  and  obey  our  fatds  Commiflioaen 
in  all  and  every  thing  tending  to  the  execution  of  this  our  Commilfion  ; 
and  to  doe  nothing  to  their  hinder  or  prejudice,  as  they  and  ilk  one  of 
them  will  anfwer  to  us  and  our  -Couofell,  upon  their  obedience,  at  their 
higheft  paine,  charge,  and  perrill.

Albeit  we  jnfllj  fearing 
the  diforders  tliat  might  arife  in  the  General  AJTembtf  appointed  to  be 
holden  at  Ssa€t  Andrewes,  the  day  of  May  nest,  be  reafoa  of  the  dif- 
ferences now  in  the  Church  for  matters  of  difcipline,  did  be  our  Letters, 
publiflied  in  Februar  lafl,  defert  the  faid  meeting ;  and  fpecialy  declared, 
that  it  was  not  our  mind  to  appoint  any  new  Affembly,  before  we  were 
well  ^ured  of  the  peaeable  inclination  of  thefe  of  the  Miniftry,  who  fliould 
meet  and  conveen  therat :  Yet  having  been  lately  adrertifed  of  great  con- 
fiifion  arifeing  in  the  Church,  by  reafon  of  the  loofe  and  unfettlad  gorern- 
moit  which  ia  therein,  and  being  intreated  be  fundry  of  our  good  fubjefla, 
Bifliope,  Miniflers  and  others,  for  lioeoce  to  fbme  general  meeting  of  the 
Church,  wherein  hope  is  givin  ub,  that  fi>me  good  courfe  by  common  con- 
feat  ihail  he  takoi  for  redrefe  of  all  unorders,  and  the  diriiion  of  minds, 
that  has  to  long  continued  among  the  Miniftry,  to  the  great  fcandal  of  their

Beloved  Brethren,  after  my  heartte  commendations  in  the  Lord,  I  have 
received  a  Letter  from  the  Kings  Majeftie  anent  the  direftion  of  Commif- 
lioners  to  the  approaching  General  Affembly.  And  to  the  effeft  ye  may 
underftand  my  CommiQion  to  you  for  that  effect,  and  the  Kings  M^efiies 
pleafure,  I  thought  good,  as  having  credit  of  bis  Majeftie  in  thefe  matters, 
to  Ihew  to  your  Moderator  the  autbentick  Letter  that  baa  proceeded  from 
his  Majeliies  hand,  and  to  tend  to  you  the  note  of  the  perfons,  whom  hia 
M^eftie  has  thought  fitteft  for  that  work.  This  I  befeech  you,  flnce  our

The  which  day  the  Earle  of  Dumbar,  one  of  his  Majefties  Commiflioners, 
after  he  had  made  open  declaration  of  his  Majefties  good  minde  and  zealous 
intention  towards  the  eftablifliing  of  a  good,  folid  and  perfe6l  order  in  the 
difcipline  of  the  Kirk  in  this  realme ;  in  the  which  there  were  fundrie 
points,  which  his  Majeflie  would  have  reformed ;  the  reformation  whereof 
doth  mofi  properly  appertain  to  his  Htghnels,  in  refpe€t  of  bis  royal  au- 
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thoritie  and  dutj,  wherein  bis  Majeftie  is  bound  to  God  Almigbty  to  pro- 
vide, that  the  efUte  of  the  Kirk  within  bis  dominions  ihonld  be  fettled  as 
well  in  Defcipline,  as  in  Dp^rine,  according  to  the  Word  of  God  ;  to  the 
effeS;  that,  the  fame  being  once  folidiy  fettled,  the  true  Word  of  God  may 
be  purelj  and  lincerelf  preached  to  hia  Highnels  fubje£l8  ;  and  the  difcipline 
of  the  Kirk,  once  wiielj  and  difcreetlj  fettled,  may  be  inviolably  obferred 
in  all  tymes  coming.  Thereafter  he  produced  his  Majeftys  Letter  directed 
to  this  prefent  Aflembly,  whereof  the  tenor  followetb. 

Right  Reverend  Fathers  in  God*  Right  truftie  and  welbeloved  Coufios, 
Counfellours,  and  others  our  tniflie  and  loving  fubje£ls,  as  well  Minifters 
as  X^aity,  prefently  met  and  conveened  in  this  Aflembly,  We  greet  you  well. 
If  the  moll  iharp  cenfure  were  taken  of  every  one  his  particular  afi'efUon 
to  the  religion  profeflled,  we  might  very  juilly  boafl,  without  oftentation, 
of  our  ever  continued  conflancie,  prufed  be  God,  notwithAanding  of  ^both 
the  allurements,  as  alfo  the  tbreatnings  of  the  adverfarie,  and  of  the  milbe- 
baviour,  yea  the  pride,  and  often  treafonable  contempts  of  fome  of  our 
fubje£ts  of  the  fkme  profeflion ;  fo  that  none,  unto  whom,  either  our  by 
pafi  life  hath  been  known*  or  to  whom  our  prefent  a&iona  are  notour,  but 
they  without  doubt  will  r^  iiilly  perfuaded  hereof ;  fince  we  have  now 
openly  declared  ourfelves  to  be  the  Principal  Oppofits  on  earth  to  the 
Antichriftian  enemie,  againft  whom  to  our  laft  breath,  without  relpeA 
of  hazard,  we  do  intend  to  maintain  and  defend  the  truth  profefled. 
And  as  it  hath  pleafed  God  in  his  mercie  to  appoint  us  to  be  the  Nouriih 
Father  of  his  Church  here  on  earth,  within  our  dominions,  fo  do  we  in- 
tend ever  to  be  moft  careful  for  fetting  forward  all  fuch  things,  which  may 
advance  bis  glory,  and  breed  quietnels  and  peace  in  the  Church ;  unto 
which  nothing  hath  been  fo  great  an  enemie  as  the  want  of  order  and 
government,  without  which  no  bodie  or  eftate,  either  ecclefiafiical  or  civil, 
can  fubfift.  And  bowfoever  the  iingularitie  of  fome  did,  for  a  certain  fpace, 
maintain,  either  by  wilfulneiB  or  ignorance,  a  fort  of  headleft  goremment ; 
yet  ere  long  it  did  kyth  what  inconvenience  and  harm  might  enfue  to  the 
Church,  and  advancement  of  the  Gofpel.  by  any  longer  continuance  there- 
of: which  moved  us,  during  our  fiay  there  in  our  own  perfon,  to  take  fo 
great  pains  for  finding  remedie  to  this,  which  otherways  bad  kithed  fo  in> 
curable  a  canker,  being  permitted  to  have  had  any  farther  prc^elTe : 
And,  therefore,  at  that  time  willing  to  do  things  rather  by  confen^  than 
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abfolutelr  out  of  our  royal  power  and  authoritie,  (which  alio  is  rer^  law* 
ful,  and  granted  to  us  hj  God  himfelf,)  we  thereupon  not  only  affifted  and 
countenanced  fiindrie  Aflemblies  of  that  Church  by  our  own  prefence  ;  but 
have  caufed  others  be  conveened  fince  our  departure  from  thence,  having 
to  our  great  cofl  and  charges  procured  alfo  muntenance,  fufficient  in  fome 
reafonable  fort,  for  the  Fathers  of  the  Church  ;  and  have  dire&ed  order  to 
be  taken  for  the  plantation  of  Churches  void :  as  likewife,  in  fo  far  as  the 
eccleiiaftick  jurifdi^tion  by  fecuUr  perfons  was  incroched  upon,  we  have 
put  alfo  remedie  thereto  :  So  as  we  did  fully  hope,  that  before  this  time, 
the  Church  thereupon,  apprehending  and  perceiving  errours  paft,  in  fuffer- 
ing  that  anarchie  atnongfi  them  to  keep  fo  long  continuance,  fhould  have 
refolved  and  concluded,  and  therewith  have  become  fuiters  and  folidters 
unto  us,  for  eftabliflung  of  that  govemment  and  rule,  which  is  moil  fit  and 
allowed  of,  in  former  times  in  the  Primitive  Church :  fo  that  things  Ibould 
not  be  left  fUU  in  uncertainty,  by  reafon  of  the  divifion  and  diftra^ion  of 
minds  among  yourfelres,  hy  which,  to  your  own  knowledge,  both  the  com- 
mon enemie  hath  increafed,  and  finne  and  wickednefe  remain  unpuniihed. 
But  whether  the  de&ult  be  in  the  Fathers  of  the  Church,  their  unwillingnefe, 
or  unwortbinefs,  to  do  and  perform  what  in  dutie  belongetb  unto  them  ; 
or  in  the  factious  Cngularitie  of  others  of  the  meaner  rank,  (who  do  per- 
haps prefume  of  their  greater  credit  by  keeping  things  in  confiifion  :)  and 
we  not  being  fully  acquainted  with  the  true  caule,  and  yet  in  our  dutie  to 
our  God,  aa  being  his  Lieutenant  here,  holding  ourfelves  juftly  bound  not 
to  fuffer  this  fort  of  lingering,  in  a  matter  of  fuch  moment,  have  thereupon 
thought  expedient  to  call  this  prefent  Affembly,  not  fo  much  for  neceffitie 
as  that  any  thing  is  to  he  moved,  whereunto  your  confent  is  much  requifit ; 
but  that  our  true  affe3;ion  to  Gods  glory,  and  advancement  thereof,  and  to 
the  peace  and  well  of  the  Church,  being  declared  and  manifefled,  you  may 
try  the  more  inexcuiable,  for  not  urging  that  good  to  the  Church,  which 
we  do  intend  for  it  without  your  confents,  if  we  finde  a  flow  concurrence 
upon  your  part ;  and  yet  hoping,  that  your  forwardnefe  will  remove  all 
opinion,  which  may  be  conceived  either  of  unwillingnefs,  or  oppofitions  to 
our  fo  godly  intentions  :  and  having  referred  the  particular  imparting  of 
our  forther  pleafure  and  minde  herein,  to  our  right  truiUe  and  right  wel- 
beloved  Coufine  and  Counfellpur,  the  Earle  of  Dumbar,  and  the  right 
reverend  Father  our  right  truflie  Counfellour,  the  Archbilhop  of  Saa€t 
Andrews,  (both  of  whom  we  baTe  directed  as  our  Commiflioners  to  tbta 
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prefent  Aflembly,  and  whom  we  will  70U  credit  and  tnift,)  and  intending 
upon  their  reports  to  take  fpecial  notice  of  every  ones  afiedion,  and  for- 
wardneCi  in  this  ferrice,  and  thereupon  to  acknowledge  and  remember  them 
hereafter*  as  any  fit  occafion  for  their  good  ihall  occurre  :  We  commit  you 
and  your  aAions,  with  the  good  fucceffe  of  the  bufinefa,  to  Gods  good 
guiding ;  and  bid  all  of  you  right  heartily  farewel. 

From  our  Court  at  Thetfiirde,  the  eight  of  May,  I6LO. 

After  the  reading  of  which  his  Mojeffies  letter,  the  AfTemhly  thought  it 
moft  expedient,  that  the  brethren,  appointed  to  be  on  the  IVirie  Confe- 
rence, Ihould  conreen  the  next  day  in  the  morning,  and  privatly  among 
themfeWefl  after  reafoning  advile  upon  fuch  heads  of  the  Difcipline  of  the 
Kirk,  as  they  ihould  think  to  have  need  to  be  reformed,  for  giving  his  Ma^ 
jefly  fatiffa^on  in  that  point. 


S^o  3»-  9  Junij,  poft  meridiem. 

The  which  day,  the  whole  Aflembly  being  conveened,  the  brethren  ap> 
pointed  for  the  Privie  Conference,  by  Uie  mouth  of  the  Moderator,  declared 
that  after  long  deliberation  they  had  agreed  upon  certun  heads  concerning 
the  fpecial  points  of  XKfdpline,  within  the  Church  of  this  realme,  for  fatif- 
fa&ion  of  his  Majefiie*  will,  contained  in  his  Highnefi  letter,  which  was 
thought  expedient  to  be  read  openly  to  the  whole  Aflembly,  whereof  the 
tenor  foUoweth.  C] 

Followee  the  Heids  and  Articles  concerning  the  Difcipline  of  the 
Kirk,  to  be  obfervit  in  all  tyme  oomeing. 

In  the  firft.  It  is  dedairit  that  the  alledgit  Aflemblie  haldin  at  Aberdein, 
is  niUl  in  the  felfe,  fpeciallie  in  refpeft  it  had  not  his  Msjefties  allowance, 
and  was  dlfchai^t  be  his  Commiffioner. 

And  becaufe  the  neceffitie  of  the  Kirk  craves,  that  for  ordour  taking 
with  the  commoun  enemy,  and  vther  a&ires  of  the  Kirk,  ther  falbe  geirlie 
Generall  AflembUes,  the  iudidlioun  quherof  the  Affembly  acknowledges  to 
appertaine  to  his  Majefiie  be  the  prerc^tive  of  hia  royall  crowne  ;  and, 
therdbn,  the  Generall  Aflemblie  moft  humblie  recpieifts  his  Majefiie,  that 
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General  Aflemblies  be  baldin  once  in  the  ^eir ;  or  at  leift,  in  refpedb  of 
tbe  neceflities  forebid,  that  his  MajeRie  wald  appoint  a  certaioe  tjme,  at 
the  qubilk  the  famein  bU)e  haldin  ia  all  tyme  cometng-. 

Item,  It  is  thought  expedient,  that  Uie  Bifchope  falbe  Moderatoura  in 
every  Diocefian  Synod,  and  the  Synods  &lbe  baldin  twyfa  in  tbe  ^eir  of 
tbe  Kirke  of  erery  Dyocie,  vis.  in  Apryle  and  O£lober.     And  quher  the  ~ 
Dyociea  are  large,  that  ther  be  two  or  thrie  Synods  in  coorenient  places, 
for  tbe  eafe  of  the  Afiniftrie. 

Item,  That  no  fentence  of  excommnnicatioun,  or  abfolutioun  therfra,  be 
pronouncit  againft  or  in  faroura  of  any  petfon,  without  the  knowledge  and 
approbation  of  tbe  Bifchop  of  the  Dyocie,  quho  mull  he  anfuerable  to  his 
Majeftie  for  all  formall  and  vnpartial  procaidings  therin  ;  and  tbe  proces 
being  found  formal],  the  fentence  to  be  pronoandt  at  the  dire^ionn  of  the 
Bifchop,  be  tbe  Minifter  of  the  paroch  quher  tbe  offender  dwells,  and  thair 
proces  began. 

And  in  cace  the  Bifchop  lalbe  found  to  have  ftayit  the  pronouncing  of 
the  fentence  agtunft  any  perfon  that  hes  merit  tbe  fame,  and  againft  quhom 
the  proces  hes  bein  laufullie  deduceit,  the  lamein  being  tryit,  and  he  con- 
vict in  the  Generall  Affemblie  therfor,  that  adrertifement  falbe  made  to 
his  Majeftie,  to  the  effect  one  vtber  may  be  placitin  his  rowme. 

Item,  That  all  prefentatiouns  be  dire£t  heirafter  to  the  Bifchop ;  and 
vpon  any  prefentatioun  givin.  or  vtherwayes  futs  made  be  any  to  be  ad- 
mittit  to  tbe  Minifirie,  the  Bifchop  is  to  requyre  the  Minifters  of  thefe 
bounds  quher  he  is  to  ferre,  to  certifie  by.tbair  tefUficat  vnto  him  of  the 
partie  futer  his  converfatioun  paft,  and  abilitie,  and  qualificatioun  for  tbe 
fun£tioun  :  and  vpon  the  retume  of  thur  teffificat,  the  Bift^op  is  to  take 
farther  tiyall }  and  finding  him  qualified,  and  being  aflifted  be  fuch  of  the 
Minifirie  of  the  bounds  quher  he  is  to  ferre,  as  he  will  afliime  to  hJmfelfe, 
he  is  then  to  perfyte  the  haill  aft  of  ordinatioun. 

Item,  In  depofitioun  of  Minifters,  the  Bifchop  aibdating  to  himfelfe  the 
Miniftrie  of  thefe  bounds  quber  the  delinquent  feired,  he  is  then  to  take 
tryall  of  his  fitult,  and,  Tpon  juft  caufe  found,  to  d^ryre  him. 

Item,  That  eTerie  Minifter,  in  his  admiffioun,  fall  fweara  obedience  to 
his  Majeftie,  and  his  Ordinar,  according  to  the  forme  tM  downe  in  (he 
Conference  keipit  in  the  geir  of  God  1571  3«irB,  quherof  ^e  tenour 
followis. 
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The  Forme  of  tbe  Oath  to  be  giren  be  the  Perfon  provydit  to  any  benefice 
with  cure,  the  tjme  of  his  Admiflioun  be  tbe  Ordinar. 

I,  A.  B.  now  nominat  and  admittit  to  the  C.  of  D.  vtterlie  teftifies  and 
declares  on  my  confcieace,  that  the  right  excellent,  right  high,  aad  mightie 
Prince,  James  tbe  firt,  be  tbe  grace  of  God,  King  of  Scotts,  is  the  only 
lawfuU  fupreame  goremour  of  this  realme,  afweill  in  things  temporall  as  in 
conferratioun  and  purgatloun  of  the  Religioun ;  and  that  no  forraine  Prince, 
Prelate,  State,  nor  Potentat  hes  or  aught  to  have  any  jurifdiftioun,  power, 
fuperioritie,  preheminence  or  autboritie,  ecclefiafticall  and  fpirituall,  within 
this  realme  :  And,  therfor,  I  vtterly  renunce  all  forraine  jurifdiftiouns, 
powers,  fuperiorities,  and  authorities ;  and  from  thisfurth  promifes,  I  ihall 
and  will  beare  faith  and  true  alledgeance  to  his  Hienes,  bis  aires,  and  lau- 
fiiU  liicceffours  ;  and  to  my  power  iall  affifl  and  defend  all  jurifdi^tiouns, 
priveledges,  prebeminencies,  and  authorities  granted  and  belongand  to  bis 
Hienes,  his  aires,  and  laufull  fucceflburs,  or  mited  and  annexit  to  bis 
Royall  Crown :  And  farther,  I  acknowledge  and  confelTe  to  have  and 
faald  the  faids  poffefliouns  of  the  famein,  vnder  God,  only  of  his  Majeftie 
and  Crowne  Royall  of  this  realme :  and  for  the  iaida  poffefliouns  I  doe 
homage  prefentlie  to  bis  Hienes  in  your  prefence ;  and  to  his  Majeftie,  his 
aires,  and  laufull  fucceflburs,  falbe  fitithfuU  and  trew.    Swa  help  me  God. 

Item,  The  rifitatioun  of  ilk  dyocie  is  to  be  done  be  tbe  Bifcbop  bimfelfe : 
and  if  tbe  bounds  falbe  greater  then  be  can  overtake,  be  is  then  to  make 
fpeciall  choife,  and  to  appoint  fome  wortfaie  man  to  be  viQtour  in  his  place : 
And  qubaterer  Mintfter,  without  juft  canfe  and  laufull  excufe  made,  tail 
abfent  bimfelfe  from  the  rifitation  of  tbe  Diocefan  Afliembly,  he  (albe  fuf- 
pendit  from  his  office  and  benefice,  and,  if  he  amend  not,  he  falbe  deprivit. 

Item,  Exercife  of  doctrine  is  to  be  continowit  weeklie  among  the  Min> 
iflers  at  the  times  of  thair  accuftomit  meetings,  and  to  he  moderatit  be  the 
Bifbop  if  be  be  prefenk  j  or  then  be  any  Tther  quhom  he  fall  gf>point  at  the 
tyme  of  tbe  S3'nod. 

Item,  The  Bilhops  falbe  fubieS,  in  all  things  concerning  thair  lyfe,  con- 
Terlatioun,  office,  and  benefice,  to  the  cenfures  of  tbe  Generall  Aflemblie } 
and  being  found  culpable,  with  his  Mi^fBea  advyee  and  confent,  to  be 
JepriviL 
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Item,  That  no  Bifchop  be  e1e£tit  but  qubo  bes  pafl;  the  age  of  fourtie 
^eirs  compleit,  and  qubo  at  tbe  leift  hes  bein  ane  a£tuall  teaching  Miaifter 
for  the  fpace  of  ten  ^eirs. 

Quhilks  haill  Articles  being  diverfe  tymes  red  publicklie  in  the  face  of 
tbe  baill  Aflemblie  coureinit,  after  votting,  the  famein  was  ratified,  ap- 
prorin,  and  coucludit  be  the  haill  Affemblie,  and  ordaioit  to  be  obferrit  in 
all  time  comeing.

The  faid  day,  the  Earle  of  Dumbar,  one  of  bis  MajeAiea  CommiQionerB, 
being  prefently  of  intention,  to  bare  caufed  inftantly  difcharge  all  Frefby- 
teriall  meetings  by  open  Proclamation  at  Mercat  Crofle  of  Glaigow ;  and 
that  becaufe  be  bad  received  a  Ipecial  warrant  and  command  from  his  Ma- 
jeflie  to  that  effect,  which  he  on  no  wayea  would  nor  durft  difobey;  the 
whole  Affembly  moft  eamefily  interceed  with  his  Lordlhip,  that  it  might 
pleafe  his  Lordfhip  to  continue  the  making  of  the  faid  Proclamation,  and 
difcharge  of  the  Prelbyteries  contained  in  the  Cud  Letter,  for  a  certain 
fpace  i  that,  in  the  meane  tidae,  his  Majeftie  might  be  certiorat  of  tbe  pro- 
ceedings of  tbiB  prefent  AlTembly,  which  they  doubted  not  would  give  bis 
Majeflie  full  fatiffaSlion  in  that  part ;  unto  the  wbicb  requeft,  tbofe  of  thd 
Nobilitie,  being  prefently  conveened  by  his  Majeftiee  dire&ion  in  the  faid 
Aflembly,  did  concurre,  and  interpon  their  requeft  to  that  fame  effect '. 
whereuDto  the  fud  Earle  of  Dumbar  having  acquiefced  upon  fpeciall  offer 
made  by  the  Noblemen  conreened,  that  they  would  interceed  at  bis  Ma- 
jeftiee bands,  that  he  fliould  be  blamelefa  for  the  Dud  delay  ;  for  tbe  whicb 
the  Affembly  did  giue  bis  Lordlhip  moft  beartie  thanks  :  And>  therefore, 
ordained  a  Letter  to  be  directed,  in  name  of  the  whole  Affembly,  contain- 
ing a  moft  bumble  Supplication,  that  it  might  pleal'e  his  M^eftie  of  bis 
gracious  favour  to  accept  of  the  proceedtnga  of  this  prefent  Affembly,  in 
the  matter  of  tbe  Difcipline  of  the  Kirk,  whereuntD  they  hjad  condelcended 
for  fatiffa£tion  of  his  Majefties  good  will,  contained  in  his  Hi^nefe  Letter ; 
and  in  relpeS:  thereof,  that  it  might  fland  with  his  Msjeftiee  good  pleafure 
and  will  to  fuperfeed  all  further  difcharge  of  the  faid  Prefbyteriee. 

Aneot  tbe  Supplication  given  in  name  of  Geo^e  Marquefe  of  Huntlie, 
&c.,  bearing  in  effefl,  that  after  long  conference  and  reafoning  had  in  tbe 
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controrerted  heeds  of  Religion,  betvrixt  liia  Lordihip  and  certaia  of  the 
Mioiftery  deputed  to  that  efffl6t,  he  wbs  fuJIy  refolred  in  all  doubts  and 
difficulties  that  might  arife  therein,  or  trouble  him  in  EAy  fort }  in  token 
whereof,  he  hath  fubfcribed  the  Heeds  fuid  Articles  of  the  Reli^oa  pre- 
fently  profefled  within  this  realme  i  which  were  prefented  with  the  laid 
Supplication  :  And,  therefore,  deliring  that  a  CQmmiOioa  may  be  directed 
irom  this  prefent  Affembly,  giving  power  to  fuch  CommilfionQrsas  they 
Ihould  appoint,  to  abfolre  him  from  the  fentenee  of  Excocnmumcationi  in 
refpeSt  of  bis  btiffa£tioa  forefud ;  as  at  more  length  is  contained  in  the 
tiiid  Supplication.  Therefore,  the  Earle  of  Dumbar,  bis  Maje^es  Com- 
miOJoner,  having  declared,  in  his  Miyefiies  name,  bis  Higbnefe  minde 
anent  the  abfolution  of  the  Marquefs  of  Huntlie  from  the  fentence  of  £i< 
communication ;  and  in  fpecial,  that  it  fhould  be  tried  if  bis  Lordihip  was 
liilly,  in  heart  and  confdence,  refolved  and  fatiffied  in  the  heeds  of  Re- 
ligion, as  be  had  fnbfcribed  the  pime  with  his  hand,  to  the  intebt  tbi^  there- 
after he  might  be  abfolved  from  the  faid  fentence  of  Excommunicition. 

The  General  Affembly,  being  ripely  adrifed  with  the  &id  SuppUcfttion, 
and  his  Majefties  minde  declared  by  his  Highnela  Commi&ionei'  thereanent, 
Gireth,  granteth,  and  committeth  their  fiiU  ConunifBon  to  the  peHons  ^ler 
fpecified,  the  Archbiihopa  of  San6l  Andrews  and  Glalgow,  the  Biflu^  of 
Orltnay,  Galloway,  Brechen,  Mr  John  Hall,  .Mr  Patrick  Simpfone,  Mr 
William  Couper,  Mr  Patrick  Siarpe,  and  Mr  Andrew  Leitch ;  with  power 
to  them  to  pafle  with  bis  Maj^ea  Commtffionera,  and  the  EarlfS  of  Mon- 
trofe,  Glencame,  Cathne&,  Linlithgow,  Kinghome,  Wigtoun,  and.I^thian, 
to  the  Caftle  of  Stirline,  where  the  faid  Marqueft  is  prefently  confined,  and 
there  to  try  the  faid  MarqueJs  his  intention  and  refolntidn,  in  the  Heeds 
and  Articles  of  the  Religion  ;  and  if  he  be  fully  latiffied  thereanent  lo  his 
heart  and  confcience,  as  he  bath  outwardly  profefled  the  fame,  fubfcribed 
with  bis  band ;  and  in  cafe  they  find  htm  Ailly  refolred,  and  of  inward  in- 
tention to  give  full  fatifla^on  in  fdl  the  points  and  heeds  of  Religion  con- 
iroverted ;  and  to  avow,  and  conftantly  to  cohfefle  and  profelTe  the  true 
Religion,  that  is  prefently  profefled  publickly  within  this  irealme  :  In  that 
cafe,  they  give  full  power  and  commiflion  to  the  fud  brethren,  with  Mr 
John  Hay,  Mr  John  Mitcbel,  Mr  Robert  Cornwall,  and  Mr  Patrick  Lind< 
fey,  or  any  nine  of  them,  (the  Arcbbilhops  of  SanA  Andrews  and  Glafgow 
being  alwayes  two,)  to  abfolve  him  from  the  procefle  and  fentence  of  Ex- 
communication. 
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Item,  It  was  humbly  r^rated  in  the  Affembly ,  that  notwithftaDding  of 
many  lovable  aiSta  and  conftituttons,  as  well  Eccleliaftical  as  CitiI,  alreadie 
made  and  enacted  for  reprefling  the  difarder  and  infolence  of  profefTed  and 
excommunicat  Paptfts  ; .  jet  nevertheleffe  they  doe  fltU  remun  in  their  for- 
mer obfiinacie  and  difobedleace  ;  proceeding  doubtlefife  upon  the  impunitie 
which  they  do  enjoy,  and  oTerfight  whereby  they  are  fuffered  to  have  free 
paflTage  and  accefie  in  all  parts  of  the  countreyt  as  if  they  were  not  excom- 
municat :  For  remedie  whereof,  it  is  ordtuoedi  that  every  one  of  the 
Commi&ioners  prefent  give  in  roll  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Aflemhly  all  the 
perfons  that  are  excommunicat  within  their  bounds ;  that  the  fame  being 
prefented  by  him  to  my  Lord  Commiflioner,  his  Lordihip  may  caufe  the 
Secret  Councet  take  order  with  them,  according  to  the  lawes  of  the 
countrey. 

And  becaufe  it  is  not  unknown  to  the  Kings  Majeftie,  what  treafonahle 
pra£ticefl  and  attempts  are,  from  time  to  time,  derifed  againft  hia  Majeftie 
and  hia  Royal  Eftate  by  the  Papifls,  and  profefled  enemies  to  the  truth  : 
Therefore,  the  Aflembly  hath  thought  good,  that  a  Supplication  ihould  be 
direfled  to  his  Majeftie,  in  name  of  the  whole  Aflemhly,  to  put  his  Majeftie 
in  remembrance  of  his  own  eftate  and  danger,  whereunto  his  Majeftie  is 
fubje^  through  the  cruel  and  craftie  treafon  daily  forged  and  contrived 
againft  hia  ftate  and  perfon,  by  the  Fapifis.  Jefuits,  and  Seminarie  Friefts, 
enemies  to  God  and  the  true  Religion,  and  to  bis  Majeftie,  becaufe  his 
Highnefs  is  a  fpeciat  maintainor  of  the  fame  againft  their  falfe  and  errone- 
ous doftrines  ;  that,  therefore,  it  would  pleafe  his  Maje^e  to  have  fuch 
regard  to  his  own  eftate,  and  prefervation  of  his  moft  &cred  perfon  from 
their  bloudie  devices,  that  by  debarring  of  them  and  their  iarourers  firom 
his  Majeflies  prefence,  his  Majeftie,  by  the  grace  and  protection  of  God 
Almighty,  may  be  preferved  in  lafety,  to  the  advancement  of  the  glory  of 
God,  eftahlifhing  of  the  true  peace  of  the  Kirk  within  his  Majefiies  do- 
minions, and  comfort  and  tranqullitie  of  his  Highaefs  fubjefits,  whofe 
wealth  and  profperitie  in  this  earth,  under  God,  they  acknowledge  to  con- 
lift  in  his  Majefties  preferration. 


Seflio  d*-  11  Junij,  poft  meridiem.  C] 
Forfameikle  as  in  this  prefent  AflembUe  it  is  alreadie  flatute,  that  the 
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Exerciies  (albe  moderotit  be  the  Bilhope  in  the  meitinga  of  the  Mioiftrie, 
if  they  be  prefeot,  or  then  be  any  rther  quhom  they  lall  appoint  at  the  tyme 
of  the  Synod :  and  becaufe  the  nixt  Synod  is  not  to  be  haldia  hefor  the 
moneth  of  O£lober  nixt  to  come  ;  therefor,  it  is  ordainit,  that  in  abfence  of 
the  Bifchop,  the  conftant  Moderatours  {all  remaine  in  tbair  awin  places 
quhill  the  nixt  Synod  be  halden  in  O^ober. 

Item,  Becaufe  it  is  Tncirill  that  laws  and  confiitutiouna,  either  Civill  or 
EccleGafticall,  being  anea  eUtablifchit  and  in  force,  by  pubtick  and  opin  con- 
fent,  foiild  be  controllit  and  callit  in  queftioun  by  any  perfon :  therfor,  it 
is  ftatute  by  rniforme  confent  of  this  hull  A0emblie,  that  none  of  the 
Mtniftrie  either  in  putpitt  in  his  preaching,  or  in  the  publick  exercife,  fpeake 
and  reafon  againfl  the  a^  of  this  prefent  Aflemblie,  nor  diiTobey  the  lame, 
vnder  the  paine  of  deprivatioun,  being  tryit  and  conviS;  therof ;  and  fpe- 
ciallie,  that  the  queftioun  of  equalitie  and  inequalitie  in  the  Kirk,  be  not 
treattit  in  pulpitt  vnder  the  fud  paine ;  and  that  every  ane  of  the  Com- 
miffioners  prefent  intimat  thia  a€t  in  the  firA  meeting  of  thair  exercifes. 

£ltem.  It  is  flatute  and  ordained  by  the  whole  Affemblie,  that  the  cele- 
bration and  folemnization  of  the  holy  hand  of  matrimonie,  be  refufed  to  no 
Chriftians  within  this  realme,  neither  upon  Sunday,  nor  upon  any  other 
day,  when  the  famine  Ihall  be  required  :  and  ordaiueth  that  the  ftune  be 
performed  with  all  chriflian  modeflie,  and  without  all  diforder. 

Item,  Becaufe  through  fundrie  parts  within  this  realme,  as  well  in  the 
highlands  and  borders,  as  in  the  mid  countrey  and  bell  inhabited  and 
peopled  land,  there  be  many  Kirks  lying  deftitute  of  a  Paftor  and  preach- 
ing of  the  Word,  to  the  great  difcomfort  of  the  people,  whofe  foules  are 
thereby  fruftrated  of  the  ordinarie  food  of  the  Word  of  God,  which  pro- 
ceeds for  the  moft  part  of  the  laick  patronages,  and  ere£lion  of  fpiritual 
benefices  in  temporal  livings ;  which  ere^ions  are  either  not  accepted  by 
the  purchafers  thereof,  but  left  in  fufpenfe  at  the  feales,  without  any  provi- 
Con  made  to  the  Minifters  of  the  Kirks  of  the  benefice  :  or  if  they  be  ac- 
cepted, either  the  provifion,  appointed  for  the  Minifler,  is  To  mean,  that  it 
is  alt<^ethgr  unable  to  intertain  an  honeft  man  in  his  calling  ;  or  elfe  the 
Minifter  is  altogether  feduded  from  uplifting  that  portion  allotted  to  him 
by  pariihionerB,  addebted  in  payment  thereof,  and  is  compelled  to  await  for 
^e  fiime  from  the  ere&ed  Lord  his  chamberlain,  or  his  gamer,  and  fo  in  a 
manner  getteth  none,  or  at  the  leaft  fmall  payment  of  the  fame :    For 
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remeed  whereof  it  is  thought  c^edieat,  that  this  brethrm  after  fpecified, 
VIZ.  the  ArchbilhopB  of  San£t  Andrews  and  Gla^w,  the  Bifliopa  of  Ork- 
iiBj-,  Galloway,  aad  Cathnels,  with  John  Clappertoun,  Mr  John  Hall  and 
Mr  Robert  Buchanan,  ihall  cbnTeen  at  Edinbuigit,  the  $0  day  of  June 
inftant,  and  form  a  Supplication  to  be  dire£l;  to  his  Mi^tlie  for  planting-  of 
all  the  Kirks  that  are  unplanted  within  this  realme,  whatfoever  rank  or 
qualitie  the  latne  be  of,  and  that  the  fame  be  direft  to  his  Majeftie  by  the 

Archbifhop  of the  Biihop  of  Brechen,  Mr  John  Hall  and 

Mr  William  Couper,  whom  the  Aflembly  hath  appointed  their  lawAil 
Commiffioners,  to  prefent  in  all  reference  to  hia  Majeftie  the  humble 
petitions  and  fupplications  direft  to  his  Highnefs  from  this  prefent 
Aflembly.  C]

[Proclamation  be  the  King,  ratifying  the  AlTembly  at  Gla%ow  1610. 

Jamea,  be  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britane,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, Defender  of  the  Faith,  To  our  lorits,  kc.,  MelEngers,  our  Sheri^  in 
that  part,  conjun3:ly  and  feveraly,  fpecialy  conftitnt,  greeting.  For  as  much 
as  there  be  none  who  are  ignorant  of  the  gr^t  harmony  and  uniformity  of 
minds  among  the  Nobility,  the  Fathers  of  tiie  Church,  and  a  number  of  the 
molt  learned  and  heft  affected  of  the  Miniftrie,  at  their  late  meeting  and 
General  AiTembly  of  the  Church  of  this  our  kingdom,  conveened  in  our 
City  of  Glafgow,  and  fince  with  the  general  applaufe  of  all  them  who  were 
then  mett  together,  there  were  diverfe  and  fundry  moft  worthy  ordinances 
and  conftitutions  then  eftablifhed  and  concluded  for  the  weale  of  the  Church, 
and  preferration  of  good  order,  rule,  peace  and  trimquillity  within  the 
fame  :  and  we,  by  our  fpeciall  Letter  direfted  to  the  Lords  of  the  Privy 
ConGI,  having  expreflly  willed  and  commanded  them,  upon  th^  ending  of 
the  faid  Aifembly,  for  the  more  authorisii^  of  the  conclufioDs  of  the  fame, 
to  command  all  our  fubjefU  of  whatfomever  fort,  condition,  or  fim^on, 
that  they  doe  obtemper,  obey,  and  not  contradiift,  oppone  or  impugne  any 
article,  point  or  head  of  thefe  conclulions :     And  in  r^;«rd  that,  by  fpecial 
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afi;  concluded  in  Uie  faid  ASemhij,  all  Miniftera  aqd  Preacbers  whatfoni' 
ever  are  expreffly  prohibited  and  Jbrbidenj  either  in  prtrat  or  in  publiek, 
to  fpeak  againft  or  impugne  mj  of  the  concluGons  made  at  that  meeting, 
under  the  pain  of  deprivation :  Tberfor,  tbe  find  Lords  of  the  Privy 
Counfel  have  ordained,  and  ord^n  thir  our  Letters  to  be  direct  in  manner 
and  to  the  eSe&  following)  as  an  a6t  made  thereupon  hears.  Our  will  is 
berefor,  and  we  charge  you  ilraitly  and  command,  that  incontinent  thir  our 
Letters  feen  je  pals  to  the  Mercat  Crofs  of  our  Burgh  of  Ealinburgh,  and 
all  other  places  needfull,  and  there  be  open  proclamation,  in  our  name  and 
authority,  that  ye  command  and  charge,  and  inhibit  all  our  fubje^ls  wbat- 
fomever ;  and  in  fpedal,  all  teaching  and  preaching  Miniflers,  and  leAur- 
ing  Readers,  within  this  our  kingdom,  that  none  of  them  prefume  or  take 
upon  hand,  either  in  their  fermons  publickly,  or  in  their  privat  conferences, 
to  impugn,  deprave,  contradict,  condemn,  or  utter  their  diflalowance  and 
diflyke  in  any  point  or  article  of  tbefe  moll  grave  and  wife  conclulions  of 
that  Afiembly  endit  with  fucb  harmonie,  as  they  will  anfwer  to  the  contrary 
at  their  higheft  perrill  and  chai^  }  and  that  you  command  all  our  Shirefi^, 
Stewarts,  Bulifies  and  their  Depute,  all  Provefts  and  Bailies  of  our  bur- 
rowes,  and  all  other  our  ofiScers  and  magiftrats  whatfomever  within 
our  faid  kingdom,  that  if  they  doe  hear  or  underfiand  of  any  breach  of 
this  prefent  command,  by  any  Preacher,  Minifier,  or  lecturing  Reader,  or 
other  fuhje3:  whatfomever,  that  they  faill  not  prefently  to  committ  tbe 
trefpalTer  in  this  kind  in  fome  prifon  or  ward,  untill  fuch  time  as  they  hav- 
ing advertifed  the  fuds  Lords  of  our  Privy  Counfel  of  the  fame,  they  Ihall 
have  their  anfwer  returned,  what  farther  fhall  he  done  hy  them  :  and 
where  any  magiftrat  fhall  be  found  and  tryed  to  have  been  unwilling,  remife 
or  Qouthfiill  In  the  execution  of  this  prefent  direClion,  It  is  hereby  declared, 
that  their  negligence  and  connivence  at  any  fuch  bult  Ihall  make  them  as 
culpable  hereof  as' the  principal  offender;  and  they  Jhall  be  accordingly 
with  all  rigour  and  feverity  puniihed.  And  herewith  that  ye  command  all 
others  our  fubje^  of  whatfomever  quality,  hearing  no  office  or  charge  of 
magiftracy,  and  fo  wanting  power  to  apprehend  and  committ  the  delinquent, 
that  upon  their  hearing  of  any  one  tranfgrefling  the  prefent  command  and 
proclamation,  that  they  doe  certify  the  next  magillrat  or  fome  one  of  our 
Privy  Counfell  of  the  {ame ;  otherways  they  fhall  be  reputed,  holden  and 
accounted  guilty  of  tbe  Gune  dSence,  and  fliall  be  puniihed  as  principal 
trui%refibr8  in  this  kind.   The  which  to  doe,  we  committ  to  you,  conjun^ly 
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and  feveralljr  our  full  power  be  thir  our  Letters,  delirering  tliem  be  70U 
duel;-  executed  and  indorfed  again  to  tbe  bearer.

A  Ratificatioun,  be  Ad  of  Parliament  haldin  at  Edinbur^,  1612  seirs* 
of  the  A£U  and  Conclufiouns  fett  down  and  aggreitt  vpon  in  tbe 
Generall  Afl*emblie  haldin  at  Glaigov,  in  the  moneth  of  June  I6IO  : 
Togi^ber^with  ane  explanatioun  made  by  the  Eftatest  of  fome  of  the 
Articles  of  the  fame. ' 

Forfameikle  as  in  the  Parliament  haldin  at  Edinburgh,  in  the  ^eir  of  God 
1597)  the  Eftates  of  this  kingdom  remittit  to  his  Majeftie  to  confult  and 
aggrie  with  the  Generall  Affemblie  of  the  Kirk,  vpon  the  authoritie  and 
power  quhilk  the  Archbifchops  and  Bifcbops  fould  have  in  the  policie  and 
difcipline  of  the  Kirk  :  Wheranent  after  tiiat  his  Majeftie  and  his  Com- 
miflioners  many  tymea  had  moft  feriouily  conferrit  and  advyfit  with  the 
Miniftrie  :  At  lall  conclufioun  was  takin  in  the  Generall  AiTemblie  haldin 
at  Glalgow,  in  tbe  monetb  of  Junij,  I6IO  jeirs,  determining  alt  the  doubt- 
fiill  uid  contravertit  points  concerning  tbe  jurifdi^ioun,  policie,  and  difci- 
pline foriaid,  with  full  and  miforme  confent  of  a  very  frequent  number 
of  godly  Minifiers,  afliftit  be  tbe  counfell  and  concurrence  of  a  great  many 
of  tbe  bell  affe£tit  Nobilitie,  Barrones,  and  Commiflioners  of  Burrowes  of 
this  kingdom,  in  maner,  fubftance,  and  effe£t  followbg  :  with  the  explana- 
tioun maid  be  tbe  Eflates  of  Parliament  prefentlie  conTeinit,  of  fome  of 
tbefe  articles  refoWit  vpon  in  tbe  foirlud  Affemblie  of  Gla%ow. 

In  tbe  firfl,  the  forefaid  Affemblie  acknowledgeth  the  indiCtioun  of  the 
Generall  Affemblie  of  the  Kirk  to  appertaina  to  his  Majeftie,  by  the  pre- 
rogative of  bis  Royal  Crowne. 

And  fiirtber  ordunes,  that  the  Bifcbops  falbe  Moderatours  in  erery  Dio- 
cefian  Synod.  And  the  Synod  fall  bald  twyfe  in  tbe  ^eir  of  the  Kirka  of 
every  Dyocie,  viz.  in  Apryle  and  October :  and  quher  the  Diocies  are 
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hii^e,  that  ther  be  iwn  or  thrie  Sjnods  in  conveDient  places,  for  eafe  of  the 
Miniftrie  :  And  in  cace  the  Bilchop  of  the  Dyocie  be  abfent  rpon  snj 
neceflbr  occafioun,  in  that  cace  his  place  (albe  fupplied  be  fuch  ane  worthie 
Miaifter.  bearing  chai^  vithia  the  bounds,  as  the  Archbifchop  or  Bi&bop 
fall  appoint. 

That  no  fentence  of  excommunicatioun  or  abfalutioun  thereof  be  pro- 
nouncit  againft  or  in  iavours  of  anyperfon,  without  the  knowledge  and.8p- 
probatioun  of  the  Bifchop  of  the  Dyocie,  quho  mufi  be  anfuerable  to  God 
and  to  his  Majeflie  for  all  formall  and  rnpartiall  proceiding  therein :  And 
the  proces  being  found  formall,  the  fentence  to  be  pronouncit  at  the  direc- 
tioun  of  the  Bifchop,  be  the  Minifter  of  the  paroch  quher  the  ofieader 
dwells,  and  the  proces  began. 

That  all  prefentatiouna  to  benefices  be  dire£tit  heirafter  to  the  Archbif- 
chop or  Bilcbop  of  the  Dyode,  within  the  which  the  benefice  vacand  be 
dimiOioun,  deprivatioun,  deceis,  or  Ttherwayes,  lyeth  :  with  power  elfe  to 
the  Archbifchop  or  Bifchop  to  difpone  and  conferre  fuch  benefices  as  fells  in 
his  Dyocie,  jure  deroluto :  Frovydingalweyes,  in  caice  any  Archbifchop  or 
Biihop  fould  refiife  to  admitt  any  qualified  Minifter,  (accepting  the  prefen- 
tatioun  grantit  to  him,  and  who  hath  bene  once  receivit  and  admitted  to  the 
fun£tioun  of  the  miniflrie,  being  then  ffiU  vndepryrit,)  prefentit  to  them  be 
the  patrone,  in  the  caice  of  any  fuch  reftife.  It  falbe  laufull  to  the  patrone 
to  reteine  the  whole  fhiites  of  the  faid  benefice  in  his  awin  handis.  And 
either  he,  or  the  paroch  wanting  a  Faflonr,  be  reafon  of  the  not  planting  of 
the  Kirk,  (in  caice  the  refiifall  therof  come  be  the  Bifchop,)  may  com- 
pWne  tberof  to  his  Archbifchop ;  and  if  either  the  Archbifchop  be  the 
refufer,  or  els  give  not  due  redreffe  being  complained  vnto  :  in  that  cafe  the 
Lords  of  his  Majeftiea  Frivie  Counfell,  rpon  the  parUes  complaint  of  the 
refufe,  and  no  fufficient  reafon  being  girin  for  the  lame»  lall  direft  letters 
of  homeing,  cfaargeing  the  Ordinarie  to  doe  his  duetie  in  the  receiving 
and  admitting  of  fuch  a  perfon  as  the  find  patrone  hath  prelentit.  It  is  al- 
wayes  dedant,  that  if  any  Archbifchop  or  Bifchop  lall  deprehend  any  fuch 
perfon  as  is  prefentit  to  turn,  to  have  come  within  compafle  of  a  iimoniacall 
paAioun  with  the  patrone,  in  fo  fiirr  as  he  hath  either  alreadie  hurt^  or  pro- 
mifed  or  bound  himlelfe  to  prejudge  and  hurt  the  eftate  of  his  benefice  in 
not  referving  a  fufficient  munteinance  for  him  and  his  luccefTonrB,  anfuer- 
^le  to  the  eflate  of  his  benefice ;  and  that  the  Bifchop  or  Ardibifchop  fall 
Tnderftand  the  lame,  either  be  the  parties  oath,  or  vther  cleir  pruif  and 
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evidence :  in  that  caee  tbey  may  laufullie  refufe  any  fuch  perfon  prefentit 
to  tfaem.  But  if  the  partie  who  is  prefented,  lioth  referrit  to  bimfelfe  and 
his  fucceffouTs  a  fufficient  maateinance,  the  fatting  of  tacks^  or  promife  to 
doe  the  lame,  or  doing  of  any  thing*  els  to  his  patrone,  (being  not  preju- 
dicial! to  that  aforfaid  manteinance,)  lall  no  wayee  be  afcryrit  to  any 
fimoniacall  padioun,  nor  fall  not  ferre  for  any  reafon  to  the  Archhifchop 
or  Bifchop  to  refiife  bim.  And  in  cace  any  fuch  contrarerfie  or  queftion  &II 
occure  betuixt  the  patrone,  the  perfon  prefentit,  and  the  Ardibifcbop  or 
Bifchop,  It  is  declarit,  that  the  Lords  of  Counfell  and  Seffioun  folbe  Judges 
theimto,  to  decyde  Tpon  the  faid  fymoniacall  paSn'oun,  and  qualitie  of  the 
fame,  if  any  fiicb  thing  lalbe  ohje£tit  againll  the  partie  prefentit. 

In  depofitioun  of  Minifiers,  the  Bifchop  aflociating  to  bitnfelfe  the  Mi- 
niftrie  of  thefe  bounds  quher  the  delinquent  ferved,  he  is  ther  to  take  tryall 
of  the  fa^  and  Tpon  juft  caufee  found,  to  depryre  :  And  the  lyke  ordour 
to  be  ohferrit  in  fufpenGoun  of  Minifters  from  the  exercifa  of  tbe 
funAioun. 

Hiat  every  Minifter  in  bis  adioiflioun  fall  fweare  obedience  to  his  Ma- 
jeftie,  and  to  his  OrdJnar,  according  to  this  forme  following :  I  A.  B.  noT 
nominat  and  admittit  to  tbe  kirk  of  D.  teftifie  and  declare  in  my  con- 
fcience,  that  the  right  excellent,  right  high  and  mightie  Prince,  James  tbe 
Sext,  be  tbe  grace  of  Ood,  King  of  Scotland,  Ingland,  France,  and  Ireland, 
Defender  of  the  Fwtb,  &e.  is  the  onlie  laufull  fupreame  governor  of  this 
realme,  afweill  in  matters  fpirituall  and  ecclefiafticall  as  in  things  tem- 
porall :  And  that  no  foraine  Prince,  State,  nor  Potentate,  hes  nor  aught  to 
have  any  jurifdi6tioun,  power,  fqperioritie,  prebeminencie,  or  authoritie 
ecclefiafticall  or  fpirituall  within  this  realme.  And  therfor,  1  vtterlie  re- 
nounce and  forfake  all  forraine  juriffliftioun,  power,  fuperiorities,  and 
authorities ;  and  promifes,  that  from  this  furtb  I  fall  and  will  beare  faith 
and  true  alledgance  to  his  Hienes,  his  aires,  and  laufull  fucceHburs  ;  [and 
to  my  power  {hall  aflift  and  defend  all  jurifdi^ons,  priviledges,  preemin- 
ences, and  authorities  granted  and  belonging  to  his  Highneti,  his  heirs,  and 
lawful!  fucceflbrs,]  or  vnited  and  annexit  tohis  Royall  Crowne.  And 
fitrther,  I  acknowledge  and  confefle  to  have  and  to  hold  the  (aid  D.  and 
pofleffioun  of  tbe  &me,  vnder  God,  of  bis  ^^je{Ue,  and  his  Crowne 
Royall  of  this  realme :  and  for  the  laids  pofiiafliouna  I  doe  homage  pre< 
fentHe  to  his  Hienes  m  gour  prefence :  and  to  bis  Majefiie,  his  lures,  and 
knfuU  Aiccefiburs,  falbe  true.     So  he^  ms  God.     And  bIb  that  every 
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Minifter  id  bia  admiffioun  iall  fweare  obedience  to  his  Ordhiar,  according 
to  this  forme  following :  I  A.  B.  now  admittit  to  tbe  Kiric  of  C.  promifes 
and  fweares  to  E.  F.  Kfcfaop  of  that  Djocie  obedience,  and  to  his  fuce^- 
fors  in  all  laidbli  things.     So  help  me  God. 

And  if  the  laid  benefice  be  at  the  prefeatatioan  of  am  laik  patrone,  tJie 
perfon  prefentit  fall  give  his  ailix  as  foUowes :  I  G.  H.  now  a^nittit  to  the 
forfaid  benefice,  tefUfie  and  deidare  in  mj  oonfcieaoe,  tha;t  the  right  excel- 
lent, right  high  and  migbtie  Prince,  James  the  Sext,  be  the  grace  of  God, 
King  of  Scotland,  Ingland,  France*  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Futh, 
&C.  is  the  onlie  laufuU  fupreme  Governor  of  this  realme,  as  weill  in  matters 
fpirituall  and  eccIelialUcall  as  in  tbings  temporall ;  and  that  no  forraine 
Prince,  State,  nor  Potentate,  hes  nor  aught  to  have  any  jurifdi£lioun, 
pover,  fuperioritie,  preheminence,  nor  aothoritie  ecclefiafticall  or  fpirituall 
within  this  realme.  And  therfor,  I  vtterlie  renounce  and  forfake  fdl  for- 
raine jurifdi^tioun,  power,  fuperiorities,  and  ButhoriUes ;  and  promiiee,  that 
from  this  fiirth  1  fall  and  will  beare  faith  and  true  alledgauce  to  hia  Hienes, 
his  aires,  and  laufiill  fucceffours ;  and  to  m;^  power  flialt  aflift  and  defend 
all  jurifdidiions,  privitidgee,  preeminendes,  and  authorities  granted  and 
belon^ng  to  his  Hienes,  his  ures,  or  IsufuH  fiicceffbnrs,  or  mited  and  an- 
nexit  to  his  Roy^  Crowne.  And  I  doe  acknowledge  and  confafieto  hare 
and  hald  the  fud  benefice  and  pofleffiouns  of  the  fame,  mder  God,  be  faie 
Majeftie,  of  £.  F.  laufhll  patron  of  the  fiune. 

That  the  vifitatioun  of  ilk  Dyocie  be  done  be  the  Bifofaopiitiafdfe ;  and 
if  the  bounds  be  greater  than  he  can  overtake,  that  then  he  make  fpectall 
choife  of  fome  worthie  man  of  the  Mtnifirie  of  the  Djocie,  to  vifite  in  his 
place :  And  qnheterer  Minifter,  without  juft  canfe  and  laufull  exoofe 
made,  fall  abfent  himfelfe  f^om  the  Tifitationn,  or  the  Diocefian  Aflemblie, 
he  falbe  fufpendit  from  his  office  and  benefice ;  and  if  he  amend  not,  be 
falbe  depryvit. 

Tlutt  the  Conventiouns  of  Minifters  for  E^trceife  fiUbe  moderatit  be  the 
Kfcfaop  being  prefent ;  and  in  his  ^fence,  be  any  vther  Mmifier  quliom 
he  fall  appoint  at  the  Synod. 

Quhilks  a£ts,  ordinances,  declaratioiins,  and  determiaatiouns  above 
wrytin,  his  Majeftie  finding  to  be  verie  aggrieable  to  the  true  religiomi 
profeft  mthin  this  kingdome,  and  to  the  godly  and  decoit  gorememeDt  of 
the  Kirk,  Miniftrie,  and  whole  merabuB  tiierof :  Tbeifov  his  iiienes,  with 
advyce  and  confent  of  the  Eflates  of  BttUament,  ratifies,  ^proves,  and  ctm- 
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firmea  all  and  fundrie  the  premjffes :  and  ordainee  them  and  eveiy  ane  of 
them  to  be  obeyit  and  obfervit,  be  all  hia  Hienes  fubiefhs,  as  inviolable 
lawes  in  all  tjme  comeing.  Annulling  and  refcinding  the  114  a6l  of  his 
Majefties  Parliament,  haldio  in  anno  1592,  and  all  and  qubatfomever  aSta 
of  Parliament,  laws,  ordinances,  conflJtutiouns,  fentences,  and  cufiomee,  in 
fo  fiurre  as  they  or  any  of  tfaem,  or  any  part  of  the  lame,  are  contrair  or 
derogatorie  to  any  of  the  articles  above  wrytin,  als  effentially  and  effe&u- 
allie  in  all  refpe^ts  as  if  the  &idB  aBa  and  confuetudes  heirby  abrogat  were 
at  lenth  heirin  exprelDt. 


[The  Courts  of  High  Commiffion  united  in  December,  in  forme  and 
manner  following. 

Our  Soveraigne  Lord  ordainetb  a  Letter  to  be  made  under  bis  Highnefe 
great  Seal,  in  due  form,  making  mention,  that  forfameikle  as  it  hath  been 
heavily  complained  to  his  Majeftie,  in  the  behalf  of  the  Mtni{lrie  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Scotland,  of  the  frequent  Advocations,  made  by  the  Lords  of 
Councel  of  the  fame  Kingdom,  againfl;  fuch  as  are  either  erroneous  in  re- 
ligion, or  icandalous  in  life  ;  whereby  they  are  not  only  difcouraged  from 
cenfuring  of  vice,  but  the  offenders  fo  much  the  more  emboldened  to  con- 
tinue in  tbeir  wickednefs,  uling  their  Ad  vocation  as  a  mean  and  delay, 
both  to  difappoint  trial  and  punilhment,  knowing  that  many  of  the  Mini- 
flry,  in  regard  of  the  meannela  of  tbeir  proviGon,  are  unable  to  attend,  and 
profecute  the  diet  of  fuch  proceffe  ;  the  matter  contraveeaed  being  alfo  im- 
proper to  the  Councel  to  cognofce  upon.  For  efchewing  of  the  which  incon- 
veniences, and  that  the  number  of  true  Profeflbrs  may  be  known  to  in- 
creafe,  the  Antichrillian  enemie  and  his  grouth  fupprelfed,  all  kind  of  vice 
and  fcandalouB  life  punilhed,  and  that  no  cover  of  iniquitie,  nor  delay  of 
trial  and  punifliment  of  the  offender  be  left,  by  this  fubterfuge  of  difcharg- 
ing  the  Eccleliaflical  cenfure  to  proceed  in  things  fo  meer  proper  for  them, 
or  being  otherwife  of  a  mixt  nature,  in  regard  of  the  danger  and  fequel  of 
law  by  reafon  of  the  offence  committed ;  which  in  this  cafe  can  no  wayes 
be  fo  well  fupplied,  as  by  the  particular  choife  of  fome  of  the  Nobilitie, 
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Clergie,  other  Laicks  and  Minifiera,  being  well  affected  in  religion,  zealous 
in  the  caufe  of  God,  and  defirouB  to  have  all  rice  and  finne  punifhed,  and 
the  increafe  and  grouth  of  the  enemie  fiayed  :  And  becaufe  the  citation  of 
the  forefaid  perfons  is  oftentimes  protracted  or  delayed  by  abfence  of  any 
of  our  two  ^ Archbifliops  of  Scotland,  either  by  licknefs,  or  for  other  rea- 
fonable  caufes  ;  fb  that  by  the  abfence  of  our  Arcbbilhop  of  San£i  An- 
drews, the  fcandalous  perfona,  witbin  the  Province  and  Diocie  of  San£t 
Andrews,  cannot  be  cited  to  compear  before  our  Archbilbop  of  San^l  An- 
drews as  their  Ordinar  :  And  by  the  abfence  of  our  Archbilhop  of  GlaC> 
gow,  the  offenders,  witbin  the  Province  and  Diocie  of  Glalgow,  cannot  be 
cited  to  compear  before  our  Archbilhop  of  Glalgow ;  fo  that  the  fcanda- 
lous perfons,  at  the  lead  the  moll  part,  efcape  punishment :  Therefore,  for 
remedie  hereof,  out  of  his  dutie  towards  God,  and  lore  to  his  Kirk,  being 
the  Nurfe  Father  of  the  lame  upon  the  earth,  within  his  Majefties  domi- 
nions ;  and  grieving,  that  either  hereticks,  fchifmaticks,  or  fcandalous  liv- 
ers, Ihould  finde  any  fubteriuge]  colour,  or  efcape  the  old  ordinarie  courfe 
from  the  Eccteliaftical  puni(hment,  appointed  by  his  Hienes  laws,  againfi 
offenders  in  fuch  caufes,  hath  given,  granted,  and  committed,  and  by  the 
tenor  hereof,  gives,  grants,  and  committs  full  power  and  commiQion  to  the 
moft  reverend  Fathers  in  God,  and  his  Highnels  right  tniftee  and  welbe- 
loved  Connfellors.  John  Archbilhop  of  San£l;  Andrews,  Primat  and  Me- 
tropolitan of  Scotland,  and  James  Bilhop  of  Glalgow,  conjun£lly  and  feve- 
rally,  and  Alexander  Earle  of  Dumfermline,  Chancellour  of  our  Kingdom 
<rf  Scotland,  John  Earle  of  Marr,  Geoi^e  Earle  of  Merfchal,  John  EarIe,of 
Montrofe.  Peter  Bilhop  of  Aberdeen,  Alexander  Bilhop  of  Murray,  Wil- 
liam Bilhop  of  Galloway,  Patrick  Bilhop  of  Rofs,  Andrew  Bilhop  of  Bre- 
chin, Alexander  Bilhop  of  Catbnels,  Adam  Bilhop  of  Dumblane,  Andrew 
Bilhop  of  Ar^le,  and  George  Bilhop  of  Orknay,  the  Lord  Binning,  Secre- 

tar  of  our  realme  of  Scotland, Lord  Lindlay, 

William  Lord  Sanquhair Lord  Forbes, 

Walter  Lord  Blantire,  Sir  Richard  Cockburne  of  Clerkingtoun,  Lord  Pri- 
Tie  Seal,  Sir  Alexander  Hay  of  Wbitburgh,  Clerk  of  Regiller,  Sir  William 
Oliphant  Newtoun  Knight,  our  Advocate,  Sir  Gedeon  Murray  of  Elie- 
bank  Knight,  our  Treafurer  Depute,  Sir  David  Carnegie  of  Kinnaird 
Knight,  Sir  William  Levingftoun  of  Kilfytb  Knight ;  Mrs  Patrick  Gallo- 
way, John  Hall,  Peter  Hewat,  Andrew  Ramfey,  Minifters  at  our  Burgh 
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of  Edinbui^,  Mr  Joba  Ramfey,  MiniAer  at  ....  Mr  John  Hay, 
Farfon  at  Ranfrew,  Mr  WiUiam  Rirai^  MiDiiler  at  Air,  Mr  John  Aber- 
netbie,  Minifter  at  Jedburgh,  Mr  Edirart  Hepburn^  Minider  at 
PreftouD,  Mr  John  Mitcbetfone,  Minifter  at  Brunttland,  Mr  Theodor 
Hay,  Parfon  of  Peebles,  Mr  Thomas  Henrifon  and  Mr  John  Arthure, 
Commiffarv  of  Edinburgh,  Mr  John  Weetnes,  Commiflar  of  San£l 
Andrews,  Mr  William  Hay,  Commiflar  of  Gldgow ;  or  any  five  of 
them,  the  laida  Arcbbifhope  of  San£t  Andrews  and  Glafg-ow,  or  any 
one  of  tbem,  being'  of  the  number  of  the  forefuds,  to  Aimmon  or  call 
before  tbem,  at  fucb  time  and  places  as  they  fliall  think  moft  meet,  all 
perfon  or  perfons,  dwelling  within  our  Country  of  Scotland,  and  within  the 
Provinces  of  San£t;  Andrews  and  Glalgow,  and  Diociea  oi  the  famine,  being 
offenders  either  in  life  or  religion,  whom  they  finde  any  wayes  to  be  fcan- 
daloUB ;  and  fpecially,  refettei^  and  intercommuoera  with  Jefuite,  Seminary 
and  Maffe  PrieAs,  or  excommunicat  Papifta,  fayers  and  hearers  of  Mafle, 
recufanU,  and  not  communicants,  inceftuoos  and  adulterous  perfons  ;  and 
that  they  take  trial  of  the  lamine :  And  if  they  finde  tbem  guiltte  and  im- 
penitent, refufing  to  acknowledge  their  offence,  they  fliall  give  dire£Hon 
and  command  to  the  Preacher  or  Minifter  of  that  parifli,  where  they  dwell, 
to  proceed  with  the  fentence  of  excommunication  ^ainft  tbem  ;  which 
fentence,  if  it  be  protracted  or  delayed,  and  their  command  by  that  Minifter 
be  not  prefently  obeyed,  they  fhall  then  conveen  any  fuch  Minifter  before 
them,  and  proceed  in  cenfuring  bim  for  his  difobedience,  either  by  fufpen- 
fion,  or  deprivation,  or  otberwife,  according  as  in  tbeir  diCcretion  they  fliall 
hold  his  obftinacie,  and  refofal  of  their  dire£lionB,  to  have  deferved  :  And 
fitrther,  to  fine  at  their  difcretions,  imprifon,  or  ward  any  fuch  perfons, 
whom,  being  conveened  before  them,  they  fliall  find  upon  trial,  for  contu- 
made,  or  their  non  compearance,  to  have  deferved  fuch  pu'nilliments 
for  the  faid  crimes  :  And  a  warrant  under  the  hand  of  tmy  fire  above 
named,  any  one  of  the  faid  Archbilhops  being  alwayes  one  of  them,  Ihall 
ferve  for  a  fufficient  command  to  Captains  and  Conftables  of  his  H^- 
nels  Wards  and  Caftles,  and  to  all  keepers  and  Jaylors  of  all  Prifona  or 
Wards,  either  within  burgh  or  land,  within  any  part  of  th&  faid  countrey, 
for  receivii^  and  detuning  of  fuch  perfons,  as  fliall  be  diredled  unto  tiieiD, 
to  he  keeped  by  them  in  fuch  form  as  by  the  &id  wanwits  liiall  be  pre- 
fcribed,  as  the  faid  offenders  will  anfwer  to  the  contrarie  upon  their  peril. 
And  of  all  fucb  fines>  as  fliall  be  impofed  upon  any  offender,  the  one  half 
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to  appertain  to  his  Majeftia  and  his  Hi^hnels  Treafurer  ;  another  half  to 
be  implojred  upon  fuch  neeaffary  charges,  as  the  faid  CommiDioners  fhall 
be  forced  unto,  bj  cbargiDg  all  Fapifb,  and  witnefles  to  compear  before 
them ;  and  the  furplus  to  be  bellowed,  at  the  fight  of  the  faid  CommiU 
fioners,  ad  pios  ufus  :  And  that  the  laid  Letters  be  extended  in  the  beft 
form  with  all  claufes  needfiil,  and  with  commaad  therein  to  the  Lord  of 
his  Highnefe  Privie  Council  of  Scotland,  upon  the  fight  of  any  certificat, 
fubfcribed  by  anjfire  of  the  faid  Commifljoners,  thefwd  Archbilhops  being 
alwayes  two  of  them,  either  of  fine  impofed  upon  any  partie  found  guiltie, 
or  of  the  contumacie  or  refufal  of  any  partie  to  compear  before  tbem>  to 
direct  a  fummar  chaise  of  homing  upon  ten  dayes  only,  for  payment  of  the 
fines  to  be  impofed  upon  them,  and  to  direct  his  Highnefs  Letters  and  war- 
rant for  prefent  denouncing  of  perfbns  that  are  contumacious,  for  their  con- 
tumacie and  refii&l  to  compear,  bein^  lawfully  called  to  that  eSe&, :  and  that 
no  lufpeiifion  nor  relaxation  be  granted,  without  a  certificat  under  the  Bifli- 
ops  hands,  of  the  partie  charged  his  obedience  and  latiffa£lion  :  And  in  cafe 
of  farther  difobedience  of  the  partie,  who  fhall  be  charged  for  hia  fine  of 
nott  compearance,  his  Majeftie  then  ordaineth  his  Lords  of  Council  to  pro- 
fecute  the  moft  {trait  order,  as  is  ufed  againfl  any  others  his  Highnefs  rebels, 
for  any  other  caufe  whatfoever  :  With  power  to  the  faid  Commi(fi  oners 
to  proceed  therein  ;  and  alfo  to  take  trial  of  all  perfons,  that  bare  made 
defe^ion,  or  otherwife  are  fufpe^ted  in  religion ;  and  as  they  finde  any 
juft  caufe  againft  them,  to  proceed  in  manner  forefaid  :  Commanding  alfo 
by  thir  prefents  the  Captains  and  Lieutenants  of  his  Majefties  guards,  Pro- 
refls  and  Baillifis  of  Burghes,  where  the  faid  CommifTioners  Ihall  fit. 
Sheriffs,  and  Bailiffs  of  Regalities,  and  all  others  his  Majellies  Officers,  and 
Minifters  of  the  lawes,  to  fearch,  feek,  take  and  apprehend  all  and  fundrie 
perfons  his  Majefties  li^es,  whom  the  &id  CommifDoners  fliall  think  meit 
to  be  prelented  to  their  judgement  and  trial,  upon  a  warrant  fubfcribed  by 
any  five  of  the  faid  CommiflionerB,  any  of  the  feid  Archbilhops  being 
alwayes  one  of  them  :  And  alfo,  whenfoever  they  learn  or  underftand  of 
any  Minifter,  Preachers  or  Teachers  in  Schooles,  CoUedges  or  Unirerfities, 
or  of  exhorting  and  ledturing  Readers  within  thefe  bounds,  teaching  or 
fpeaking  againft  the  prefent  eflablilhed  order  of  the  Kirk  or  Eftate,  againft 
any  of  the  conclufions  of  the  by  paft  General  Aflemblie  holden  at  Glafgow, 
or  any  a^  of  Parliament,  and  ^cially,  the  a£l  of  Parliament  holden  at 
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Edinburgh,  in  October  1612  ^ears :  and  therefore,  after  calling  before  the 
faid  Commiflloners,  they  fliall  be  queftioned  upon  the  points  of  that  which 
is  laid  againll  them,  and  punifhed  according  to  the  qualitie  of  their  offence. 
And  whereas  complaints  Ihalt  be  made  unto  them  by  any  partie,  that  Iball 
be  conveened  before  anj  Eccleliafticall  Judicatorie,  for  any  fuch  crime  as 
be  (hall  be  fufpe£ted  of,  and  the  partie  alledge  there,  that  the  matter  itielf 
is  impertinent  to  that  Judicatui'e,  and  the  proceedings  to  be,  and  to  bare 
been  unformal ;  or  that  the  Judicature  itfelf  hath  been  partial :    And  when 

the  faid  CommiOioners  Ihall  fee  a  juft  caufe,   they  ihall  take 

like  as  it  (hall  be  leefome  to  whatfomerer  perfon  or 

perfbns,  to  appeal  to  the  laid  CommilBonera  from  any  inferior  Eccleliafticalt 
Judge,  upon  any  reafonable  caufe  :  then  and  in  that  cafe,  the  (aid  Com- 
mifljoners  to  take  cognition  therein,  the  cafe  of  Appellation  being  found 
reafonable  :  With  power  alfo  to  the  faid  CommiflionerB,  to  make  choife 
of  the  Clerk,  Procurator  fifcal,  and  other  members  of  Court ;  and  to  (hre3; 
precepts  in  name  of  the  faidArchbilhopB  and  their  AJTociats,  for  their  citation 
of  any  parties  before  them,  within  the  bounds  of  the  laid  countrey,  in  any 
of  the  caufes  or  cafes  above  named :  which  precepts  fliall  be  fealed  with  a 
fpecial  Seal,  containing  the  Armee  of  the  faid  two  Archbifhops ;  and 
thefe  prefents  fhall  be  a  fufficient  warrant,  both  for  making,  and  uling  the 
faid  Seal  i  and  to  charge  witneffes  to  compear  before  them,  under  the  pain 
of  fourtie  pounds  ufual  money  of  this  Realme  of  Scotland :  And  upon  a 
certificat  from  the  laid  CommiflionerB,  that  any  of  the  laid  penalties  are  in- 
curred by  thjeir  contumacie,  the  faid  Lords  of  Councel  fliail  dire£i  the  like 
charges  for  payment  of  the  lame,  as  is  appointed  for  the  fines.  Attour, 
our  faid  Soveraign  Lord  by  the  tenor  hereof  difchargeth  the  Lords  of  his 
Highnefs  Council  and  Sellion  of  all  advocating  to  themfelvee,  from  our 
Eccleliallical  Judicatories,  any  of  the  matters  of  the  qualities  above  written; 
but  that  they  referre  the  famine  to  the  decilion  of  the  faid  Commifiioners  : 
And  generally  to  do  all  and  whatfoever  things  the  laid  Commiflioners  flull 
hold  fit  and  convenient  for  his  Highnels  fervice  herein,  according  to  the 
intent  and  purpofes  of  his  Majefties  Commifiion  :  Charging  likewife,  and 
commanding  all  and  fundrie  his  Highne&  lieges  and  fubjects,  whom  it 
effeirs,  to  anfwer  readily,  and  obey  the  faid  Commiflioners,  or  any  five  of 
them,  any  of  the  faid  Archbifhops  being  alwayes  one  of  them,  their  officers 
and  Minifiers,  in  all  and  fundrie  things  concerning  the  premiffes,  under  all 
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higheft  pain  and  charge  that  after  ma^  follow  :  And  ordains  our  Great 
Seal  to  be  appended  to  the  fame ;  wbereunto  thefe  prefents  fliall  be  a 
fufficient  warrant.

The  Kings  Letter  to  Mr  John  Spotfwood,  Bilhop  of  San6i  Andrews. 

Right  reverend  Father  in  God,  right  trufty  and  well  beloved  Counfellor, 
We  greet  you  well.  We  have  received  your  letter  of  the  13  of  thie  in- 
ftant,  whereby  ye  and  the  remanent  Bifhops  doe  give  us  account  of  the 
High  CommiOions  proceedings,  and  the  caufes  moving  them  at  their  lad 
meeting,  to  committ  the  Marquefs  of  Huntlie  :  and  as  we  are  well  pleafed 
both  with  your  Aflembly,  and  that  effe£t  thereof,  efpecially  at  this  time  of 
fo  great  defe€lion»  and  apofiacy  in  the  North  ;  fo  it  is  our  pleafure,  that  the 
laid  Marquefs  be  no  ways  relieved  of  his  commanded  reflraint,  but  that  be 
remain  therein,  notwithftanding  our  late  letter  fent  to  him,  which  being 
directed  and  difpatched  before  we  knew  of  his  reftraint,  is  not  to  be  inter- 
preted as  a  warrant  for  his  reliel  thereof;  fo  as  notwithftanding  the  laid 
letter,  ye  are  flill  to  detain  him,  if  he  be  in  prifon,  and  otherways  to  caufe 
him  reenter  the  fame. 

And  feeing  now  ye  faaue  made  fo  lair  an  entry  and  way  to  curb  ano 
correfl  Popery,  and  prevent  the  future  grouth  and  increafe  therein ;  fo 
we  are  the  more  earneftly  to  perfuade  you  to  fett  foreward  in  fo  good  a 
caufe,  without  fainting  or  wearying }  becaule  at  this  time  of  the  Marquefi 
his  imprifonment,  every  man  will  be  in  expe^tion  of  fome  real  effeS;  and 
work  of  reformation  :  Wherfor  you  and  all  the  reft  of  your  coU^fues  are 
to  ufe  the  greater  care  and  diligence  in  your  proceedings  againfl;  the  Jefuits, 
Priefb  and  Papills  in  thefe  parts ;  and  chiefiy  againft  thefe  of  the  faid  Mar- 
quefs his  name,  kind,  and  dependents,  by  citation,  or  fuch  other  courfe  as 
ye  Ihall  think  meet  for  their  dilcovery,  purfuit,  tryal,  and  puniQiment,

wberein  as  we  doubt  not,  but  ye  will  perform  all  that  we  can  expe6t  or 
require  of  you,  fo  may  ye  be  confident  of  our  fpeciai  approbation,  and  aid 
to  be  conferred  to  any  lawful!  courfe  tbat  ye  intend  or  take  for  the  fame. 

In  the  mean  time,  among*  other  particulars  of  that  letter  fent  unto  us, 
wee  cannot  but  take  fpeciai  notice  of  the  derilifh  difpoGtion  of  Cornelet 
Gordouns  wife,  in  railing  fo  wickedly  agtunll  a  Preacher,  and  uiing  fuch 
fpeaches  to  divert  people  even  at  the  church  door  from  entering  to  bear 
the  Word :  Wfaeifor,  our  pleafure  is,  that  ye  refolre  upon  the  moll  expe- 
dient courfe  to  bring  her  to  Edinburgh,  and  Ihe  to  be  committed  to  the 
Tolbuith  thereof:  for  if  thefe  fpeaches  expreffed  in  the  faid  letter  be  veri- 
fied againfi  her,  we  will  repute  her  aa  infamous,  odious,  and  puuilhable  as 
any  witch  :  and  unlefe  be  her  puoiihmeiit,  we  be  confirmed  of  her  guilti- 
ne&,  we  muft  efteem  the  information  made  agaiaft  her  to  be  but  aa  inven- 
tion, and  yow  too  eafily  to  haue  believed  a  lye. 

According  to  your  defire,  we  have  required  our  Depute  Treafurer  to 
caule  difpatch  the  guard  to  purfue  Gtght,  and  take  his  houfe.  And  for 
punilbing  the  reft  that  being  cited,  compeared  not  before  our  Hie  Com- 
miUion,  we  have  willed  him  to  proceed  againfi  all  and  every  one  of  them, 
with  all  feverity  and  rigour  of  law. 

And  to  conclude,  whereas  ye  delire  the  declaration  of  our  pleafure  con- 
cerniag  Mr  John  Murrey :  Seing  be  his  conformity  he  has  given  you 
fatiffa£lioo,  we  are  well  pleafed,  that  ye  place  him  in  Dumfermling,  or 
elfewhere  as  ye  Ihall  think  mofl  fitt.     And  fo  we  bid  yow  farewell.

Proclamation  be  the  King,  for  holding  the  General  Affemblyat  Aberdeen, 
in  Augull  I6l6. 

James,  be  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britaoe,  France,  and  Ireland, 
Defender  of  the  Faith,  To  our  Lovits,  &c.  MeOingers,  our  Shtreft  in  that 
part,  conjunctly  and  fererally,  fpecially  conftltut,  greeting.  For  as  much  as 
the  Prelate,  and  the  reverend  Fathers  of  the  Kirk,  forfeeing  tbat  there  is  a 
great  decay  in  religion,  and  a  grouth  and  increafe  of  Poprie,  within  this 
our  kingdom ;  and  that  the  lamen  is  like  to  produce  many  dangerous  effects 
againfi  the  Efiates,  both  in  Kirk  and  Folicie  :     And  the  faid  Prelate  hav- 
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ing  graTelj  deTifed  upon  the  beft  and  readied  means,  both  for  preventing 
and  fupprefliDg  this  groutb  of  Popery  j  and  for  reforming  of  the  dilTorders 
and  abufes  flowing  therefra,  thej  haue  found>  that  nothing  Is  more  expedi- 
ent for  effediuating  their  good  work  than  a  National  AQembly,  and  meet- 
ing of  the  whole  Kirk  :  And  hj  their  petitions  prefented  to  us,  they  have 
humbly  craved  our  licence  for  the  holding  of  the  &id  Aflembly  :  Lykas 
we  allowing  of  their  good  advice  and  opinion  in  this  point,  and  being  will- 
ing to  hold  band  to  them  in  all  and  every  thing  which  may  procure  the 
good  of  the  Kirk,  We  have  moft  willingly  and  freely  given  and  granted 
our  confent,  licence,  permilGon  and  allowance  for  holding  of  the  laid  Af- 
fembly*  and  ordaining  the  fame  to  hold  at  our  Burgb  of  Aberdeen,  and  to 
begin,  God  willing,  upon  the  13  day  of  Auguft  next  approaching,  in  this 
inftant  year  of  God,  1G16  years.  Our  will  is  herefor,  and  we  charge  yow 
ftraitly,  and  command,  that  incontinent  thefeour  Letters  feenye  pals,  and, 
in  our  name  and  authority,  make  publication  thereof  be  open  proclamation, 
at  the  Mercat  Crols  of  the  head  burrowes  of  this  our  kingdom,  and  other 
places  needfull,  wherethrough  none  pretend  ignorance  of  the  fame :  And 
that  ye  warn  all  and  fundry  Archhifhops,  Bifhops,  CommiOioners  from  the 
Kirlffi,  and  others  having  vote  in  the  bid  AiTembly,  that  they  repair  in  due 
and  lawful!  tjme  to  our  Butgb  of  Aberdeen,  againil  the  faid  13  day  of 
Auguft  nixt,  and  aflift  the  faid  Affembly  and  meeting  with  their  prefence 
and  voteSf  and  doe  and  perform  that  which  to  their  charges  in  fuch  cafes 
appertaines,  as  they  will  anfwer  upon  the  contrair  at  their  perrill :  The 
which  to  doe,  we  committ  to  you,  conjunctly  and  feverally,  our  full  pouer 
be  thefe  our  Letters,  delivering  them  be  yow  duely  execut  and  indorlit 
again  to  the  bearer.

The  Generall  Aflemblie  of  tbe  Kirk  of  Scotland,  haldeo  at  Aberdein 
the  13  Aay  of  Auguft  I6l6 :  Where  was  prefent  the  Erie  of  Mon> 
trois,'  Commiflioner  for  his  Majefiiei  Lords  and  BaroDes.  together 
with  the  Archbifhops,  Bilhops,  and  ComoiiOiODers  from  Prefbitries. 

[A  Fall  was  indi£ied,  be  Proclamation  and  found  of  trumpet^  to  be 
keeped  this  day :  Patrick  Forbes,  Laird  of  Corle*  taught  in  the  morning  ; 
tbe  Bifhop  of  San£t  Andrews  before  noon ;  Mr  'William  Forbes  after  noon. 

The  King  ordained  bj  his  Letter,  the  Fnmat  to  rule  the  Clergie,  and 
bis  Commilfioner,  tbe  Earle  of  Montrofe,  to  order  the  Laitie  ;  and  defired 
the  Aflembly  to  advife  upon  certain  overtures  for  the  rooting  out  of  Popery, 
which  he  promifed  to  authorize  be  his  lawes.  So  Mr  John  Spotfwood, 
Archbifliop  of  San6t  Androie,  ftepped  into  the  Moderators  place  without 
election.  Secretar  Hamiltoun  and  the  Lord  Carnegie  were  appointed  by 
the  King  to  aflift  the  Earle  of  Montrofe.  Tbe  Catalogue  of  tbe  Freftiy- 
tries  was  not  called,  nor  CommilSoners  confidered,  whether  free  or  limited. 
A  number  of  Lords  and  Barones  decored  the  Aflembly  with  filks  and  fat- 
tins,  but  without  lawfull  Commilfion  to  vote.  Bilhops  had  no  Commiflions 
from  Prelbytries.  Tbe  Moderators  of  the  Prelbytries  came  according  to 
tbe  Bilhops  MifliTes. 

The  whole  Bilhops  and  Lords  of  Councel>  that  were  prefent,  together 
with  the  Kings  Commifliooer,  and  bis  Ailifters,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Lord 
Carnegy,  and  fifteen  other  Lords  and  Barones,  with  twenty  MiniAers, 
or  thereby,  were  appointed  to  fit  Upon  tbe  Privie  Conference.  The  firft 
four  dayes  were  fpent  in  preaching,  renewing  old  a£):B>  and  making  fome 
new  afls  againft  Papifts.  C.J 
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SeffioS^   MAugufli. 

Foriameikle  as  the  moft  yrgent  caufes  of  the  convocation  of  this  prefent 
AfTemblie,  is  to  obriat  the  great  increafe  of  Fapiftrie  within  this  realme* 
and  to  trj  out  the  juft  caufes  faeirof,  to  the  effe^  that  fuffident  remedies 
may  be  provided  for  redreffing  of  the  lame  in  all  tjme  coming;  and  that 
it  is  found  be  the  whole  Affemblie,  that  ane  great  part  of  the  caufes  of  the 
faid  increafe  reives  partlie  vpon  the  flacknels  of  the  Miniftrie  in  thair  holie 
profeflioun,  and  partlie  vpon  the  not  executing  of  the  lawOt  alfweiU  civil 
as  ecclefiafticall,  agaioft  fuch  perfona  as  either  were  excommunicat  them- 
felves,  and  oppinlj  contemnit  the  faid  cenfure ;  or  quho  interttunes,  re- 
ceipts, and  maintaines  quho  were  excommunicat ;  or  quho  were  traffi- 
quers  againJl  the  true  religioun  prefentlie  profefl  within  this  realme  :  For 
remeid  quberof,  the  whole  Affemblie  in  ane  voyce  hes  ftatute  and  ordaint 
in  manor  after  following. 

In  the  firft»  For  the  better  tryall  and  difcovering  of  Apoflates,  it  is  ftat- 
ute and  ordaioit,  that  quhofoever  hes  confeflit  the  true  religioun  prefentlie 
profeflit  within  this  realme,  and  hes  fubfcryvit  the  famein,  and  hes  receiv- 
ed the  holy  facrament  of  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  and  communicat  con- 
forme  to  the  ordour  obfervit  within  this  realme  ^  if  at  any  tyme  heirafter 
be  or  fche  be  found  any  tyme,  either  to  reafon  againft  the  faid  true  reli- 
gioun prefentlie  profeft  within  this  realme,  or  any  article  or  heid  therof,  or 
to  raile  againft  the  fame,  or  els  dire&Iie  or  iudire£Uie  to  be  a  fediicer  or 
perverter  of  vthers  from  the  faid  trueth  prefentlie  profeft,  as  laid  is  ;  or  if 
he  or  fche  be  found  to  receipt  or  intertaine  any  traffiqueing  Fapifts,  Jefu- 
ites,  or  Seminarie  Priefts :  Any  of  the  laid  h£ts  or  deids  fidbe  a  fufficient 
caufe  of  apoftafie,  and  thefe  doers  falbe  reput,  haldin  and  punilhit  as 
apofiates. 

And  becaufe  the  probatioun  in  the  faids  caufes  is  difficile  and  almofi  im- 
poffible,  in  refpe&  d)at  the  faids  deids  are  committtt  covertlie,  and  quber- 
in  probatioun  can  hardly  be  deducit :  Therfor  it  is  ftatute,  that  in  cace 
vther  probatioun  cannot  be  had,  that  it  fall  be  lawfull  to  prove  the  lamein 
be  the  aitb  of  the  partie  alledgit  committer  of  the  &ids  la^  and  deids ; 
and  that  it  fall  not  be  leifum  to  him  to  refafe  to  give  his  oath  in  the  laids 
matters,  vpon  quhatfoevir  colour  or  pretence  of  criminall  aSioun,  or  vthers 
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following  therrpoD  :  and  to  this  eSeSk  tbat  ane  AipplicatioaQ  be  direct  to 
bis  Majeftie,  tbat  it  might  pleafe  bis  Hienes  to  fett  downe  ane  ordinance 
for  ratiGcatiouo  of  the  former  flatute,  to  the  effect  it  may  be  receirit  in  all 
Judicatories. 

Item,  It  is  flatute,  if  any  perfon  or  perfoos  quho  bes  conformit  bimfelfe 
to  tbe  true  religioun  prefentlie  profeft  vithin  this  realme,  and  bes  fubfcry- 
vit  tbe  Confeflioun  of  tbe  Faith,  and  receivit  the  Communioun,  if  at  any 
tyme  beirafler  be  or  tbey  doe  not  haunt  the  ordinar  ezercifea  of  religioun, 
being  admonifchit  be  thair  ordinar  Paftour  trina  admonitione  [dire^ed 
from  the  Seflioun  of  the  Church,]  tbe  fame  being  proven  falbe  ane  fuffi- 
cient  caufe  to  punifh  them  as  bald  and  repute  apoflates. 

Item,  It  is  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  qubatfumerir  perfon,  known  of  be- 
fore tyme  to  have  bein  a  Papift,  and  after  bis  reconcileing  to  the  Kirk,  be 
lalbe  tryed  and  found  to  weare  and  beare  Tnder  perfon  Agnus  Dei,  beids, 
croces,  crucifiKes,  or  to  have  in  their  boufes  idols  and  images,  or  in 
thair  bookes  Gck  things  as  befor  they  hare  fuperftitioullie  rfed,  the  lamein 
fall  inferre  jufl  fufpitdoun  of  apoflafie,  and  falling  back  in  the  laids  errours ; 
and  they  being  coDTi£l  thereof,  falbe  baldin  and  repute  as  apoftates. 

Item,  It  is  ftatute  and  ordainit  in  all  tyme  beiraftor,  qubenfoerer  any 
Minifter  fall  receive  any  Papift  returning  from  bis  errours  to  the  bofome 
of  the  Kirk,  that  at  the  tyme  of  his  receiving,  tbe  Minifter  fall  firft  take 
bis  aitb  folemnlie  fworne,  that  he  fall  declare  tbe  veritie  of  bis  faitb  and 
beliefe  in  every  particular  point  and  article,  contained  in  tbe  Confeflioun 
of  the  Faitb,  quhilk  falbe  fpeirit  at  him  ;  and  that  immediatlie  therafter  the 
faid  Minifter  fall  examine  him  particularlie  vpon  ererie  beid  conteinit  in 
the  Confeffion  of  Faitb,  and  receive  bis  particular  anfwer  tberrpon  aflSr- 
mativ6,  conforme  to  tbe  famein  ;  vtberwayee  that  be  (all  not  be  receivit. 

Item,  It  is  flatute  anent  tbe  wyves  of  Noblemen,  Gentlemen,  and  others 
profefling  Fapiflry,  quho  refetts  traffiqueing  Papifls,  Jefuites,  and  Semlna- 
rie  Preifls,  as  if  the  fame  were  done  agunfl  the  will  and  knowledge  of  thair 
buft>andfi,  tbat  all  fuch  wemin  falbe  callit  and  conveinit  for  the  fatd  recept 
and  intertainment ;  and  thair  being  convi^  therfor,  that  they  lalbe  wardit 
ay  and  quhill  tbey  find  fuffident  cautioun  to  abflaine  from  the  lyke  receipt 
or  intertainment,  in  any  tyme  comeing,  vnder  a  certaine  paine ;  but  pre- 
judice of  any  a^oun  that  may  be  competent  againft  thair  bufbands,  con- 
forme  to  the  laws  of  this  realme. 

Item,  Becaufe  tbe  fpeciall  caufe  of  increafe  of  Fapiftrie  proceids  vpon 
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the  not  putting  to  execution  of  the  ftatutes  and  a£U  of  Parliament  made 
agwnft  traffiquetog  Papifls,  Jefuites,  and  Seminarie  Frieils ;  that  tberfor 
a  liipplicatioun  be  dire£lit  to  hia  Majeftie,  that  it  will  pleafe  hia  Hienes  to 
take  iuch  ordour,  that  the  loreable  lawis  and  a^  of  Parliament,  made  be 
his  Majeflie  in  tymes  bypaft  againll  traffiqueing  Papifls,  Jefuites,  and  Se- 
minarie PrieflS}  may  be  put  to  executioun,  in  all  tymes  comeing,  with  all 
fereritie. 

Item,  It  is  ordainit,  that  the  haill  names  of  Papifts  recufants,  within  this 
realme,  be  girla  in  be  the  Commiflloners  o(  this  prefent  Afletnblie,  to  the 
Clerk,  to  be  delyverit  be  him  to  the  Arcbbifcbops  of  SanS;  Androes  and 
Glalgow,  conforme  to  thair  fererall  Provinces,  to  the  effe£l  they  may  be 
callit  and  conveinit  before  them  in  the  Hie  Commiflioun,  and  puniflied  as 
accords  ;  but  prejudice  alwayes  of  Ttber  ecclefiailicall  cenfure,  and  difci- 
pline  of  the  Kirk,  ftatute  agania  them  of  befor. 

Item,  It  is  ordainit,  that  every  ana  of  the  Miniflrie  gire  up  the  names 
of  fucb  of  thair  paroch  as  hes  pall  fiirth  of  the  countrey,  and  not  found  ca- 
ti'oun  for  thair  behaviour,  and  iincere  profeOioun'  of  the  reli^oun,  foortb  of 
the  famein,  conforme  to  the  a£l  of  Parliament^  to  the  effect  they  may  be 
callit,  conreinit,  and  punifcbit  conforme  to  the  faid  b&. 

Item,  It  is  ordainit,  that  the  whole  names  of  the  perfons  excommunirat 
within  this  realme,  quhilk  (albe  givin  vp  be  the  CommiflionerB,  be  dely- 
verit  to  the  Bifcbop  of  every  Dyocie,  quho  fall  delyver  a  catalogue  of  the 
names  to  every  Minifter  within  his  Dyocie,  ordaining  every  Mioiller  to 
make  publick  intimatioun  thereof,  at  every  ane  of  thair  paroch  kirks,  vpon 
Sonday,  in  tyme  of  divyne  fervice,  that  no  man  pretend  ignorance  of  the 
lame ;  chargeing  and  iohibiteing  every  ane  of  thair  parocb,  that  they  neither 
receipt  the  faid  excommunicants,  nor  intercommune  with  tbem  :  certifieing 
them  and  they  doe  in  the  contrair,  they  falbe  callit  and  conveinit  as  re- 
ceipters  of  traffiqueing  Papifls  and  excommunicat  perfons,  and  be  punifchit 
for  the  fame. 

Item,  The  Affemblie  recommends  to  the  care  of  Bifchops  within  thair 
Dyocies,  and  Miniflers  within  thair  congrc^tiouns,  to  travell  with  noble- 
men, gentlemen,  and  burgeffes,  that  ther  be  ordlnar  exercife  of  reiding  and 
prayer  within  thair  houfes,  as  alfo  ane  prayer  for  the  Kings  Majeflie  and 
his  children,  after  every  meale  :  [And  that  the  Minifter  of  every  parifb 
haunt  the  houfes  to  fee  the  bme  oUerved.] 
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Item,  Becaufe  ther  ore  fome  pamphletts  aad  bookes  full  of  calumnies, 
quyetlie  fett  foortb,  aod  fpred  within  this  countrey  be  tbe  Fapifts,  and  en- 
emies of  the  true  religioun  :  Tfaerfor  tbe  AflTemblie  bee  ordaiait,  that  Mr 
William  Scott,  Minifter  at  Couper,  and  Mr  William  Struthers,  Minifter 
at  Edinburg'b,  [the  Laird  of  Corle,  and  tbe  fiilhop  of  Galloway,]  fall  make 
anfuere  to  tbe  faids  bookes  and  pamphletts,  to  tbe  effe&.  that  therby  the 
peiple  may  be  tnllruAit  bow  to  beware  of  the  fameia,  and  tbe  faid  errours 
and  calumnies  may  be  refutit. 

Item,  Becaufe  it  is  certainely  informed,  that  certatne  wemen  taks  vpon 
tbem  to  bring  vp  the  jontb  in  reiding,  fewing*,  and  vtber  exercifes  in 
fchooles ;  vnder  pretest  and  coUour  quberof,  traffiqueing  Papifts,  Jefuites, 
and  Seminarie  Preills  bes  thair  appointit  tymes  of  meeting:  at  qubilk 
tymes  they  catechife  and  pervert  the  goutb  in  their  goung  and  tender  age, 
in  fuch  Ibrt  that  hardlie  therafter,  by  great  paines  and  travells,  can  they 
be  brocht  fra  their  errours  to  tbe  acknowledging  of  tbe  trueth  prefentlie 
profeflit  within  this  realms  :  It  is  therfor  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  it  fall 
not  be  leifum  to  quhatfumevir  perfon  or  perfons  to  hold  any  fcbooles  for 
teaching  of  the  south,  or  to  teach  them  tberin,  except  tbey  firft  hare  the 
approbation  of  tbe  Bifhop  of  tbe  Diocie,  and  be  firft  tryit  be  tbe  Miniflers 
of  the  Prefbytrie,  quher  they  dwell,  and  hare  tbair  approbation  to  tbe 
effe6i  forfud. 

Item,  Becaule  ther  is  a  great  abufe  in  peiple  palEng  to  pilgrimages  to 
wells,  to  trees,  and  auld  chappells ;  as  likewayes  in  putting  rp  of  bane- 
fyres :  Therfor  it  is  ordainit,  that  tbe  brethren  of  tbe  Miniftrie  be  diligent 
in  teaching  of  the  peiple,  and  preaching  againft  fuch  abufes  and  fuperfli- 
tioun,  to  tbe  effeft  tbey  may  be  recallit  from  the  faids  errours :  as  lyke- 
wayes  that  the  Miniftrie  take  diligent  tryall  of  tbe  names  of  tbole  qubo 
baunts  thefe  pilgrimages,  and  to  delate  the  fame  to  tbe  Arcbbifcbops  of 
SanA  Androes  and  Glafgow,  every  ane  within  tbair  awin  prorinces,  to 
the  effe£l  they  may  be  callit  befor  the  Hie  Commiflioun,  and  punifchit  for 
the  &me.  It  is  lykways  ordainit,  that  tbair  names  be  delyverit  to  tbe 
Juftices  of  Peace,  with  tbe  places  of  tbair  pilgrimages,  and  diayes  of  tbair 
meetings ;  and  that  tbey  may  be  requiftit  and  defyrit  to  attend  vpon  tbe 
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faids  dajes  of  thair  meetings,  and  to  difturb  and  dirert  tbem  therfrom,  be 
apprehending  and  punifbing  of  tbem. 

Item,  It  is  ordaintt,  that  every  Mitiifter  g-ive  vp  the  names  of  jdle  fong- 
fiers  witbiD  thair  parilbes  to  the  .Tuftices  of  Peace,  that  they  may  be  callit 
and  conreinit  befor  them,  and  punifchit  ae  ydte  Tagabounds,  conform  to 
the  A^  of  Parliament,  and  poorer  given  to  the  faids  Juflicea  of  Peace 
theranent. 

It«n,  Becaufe  it  ia  found,  that  diverfe  of  the  faid  Jefuitee,  trafiBqueing 
PspifU,  and  Seminarie  Preifle  goes  about,  vnder  the  colour  and  pretext  of 
Do£lourB  of  Phyfick  and  Apothecaries,  deceiving  and  perverting  the  peiple 
from  the  true  religtoun  profeft  within  this  countrie :  Tberfor  ane  fuppHca- 
tioun  wald  be  dire£);  to  his  Majeftie,  that  it  wald  pleafe  bis  Hienes  to  fla- 
tute  and  ordaine,  that  none  beirafter  be  fufferit  to  vfe  and  exercife  the  o£Sce 
of  ane  Do£tour  of  Fhyfick  or  Apothecar,  quhill  firft  he  bare  ane  approba- 
tioun  from  the  Bifbop  of  the  Dyocies,  quher  he  maks  his  reGdence,  of  bis 
confonnitie  in  religioun ;  us  lykewayes  from  the  VmverCtie,  quher  he 
learnit  and  ftudied,  of  his  qualificatioun  and  ftifficiencie  in  the  fud  art. 

The  quhilk  day  compeirit  in  prefence  of  the  haill  Affemblie  John  Cror- 
doun  of  Buckie,  in  name,  and  at  the  dire£tioun  of  ane  noble  and  potent 
Lord,  Geoi^e  Marqueis  of  Huntlie,  and  prefentit  a  petitioun,  direct  be  the 
&id  George  Marqueis  of  Huntlie,  to  the  faid  Affemblie,  fubfcrivit  with  bis 
hand,  craving  to  be  abfolved  orderly  from  the  fentence  of  excommunica- 
tion, and  defyring  ane  anfuer  of  the  fame  to  be  girep  be  the  Aflemblie  ; 
quherof  the  tenour  foUowes,  as  ie  to  be  found  in  the  end  of  this  Aflembly.* 

The  Bifliop  of  San^  Androes  prefented  ane  letter  dire^  from  the 
Archbifcbop  of  Canterburie,  tc^ther  irith  ane  vther  letter  from  the  Kings 
Majeftie,  concerning  the  abfolutioun  of  the  faid  Lord  Marqueis  from  the 
fentence  of  excommuntcafioun  made  be  the  faid  Archbifcbop  of  Canter- 
burie,  quhilk  were  both  red  in  prefence  of  the  faid  AOemblie,  and  ordainit 
to  be  r^iftrat  in  the  A^  of  the  Generall  Aflembly  ad  perpetuam  rei  me- 
moriam,  quherof  the  tenour  followis : 

Heir  to  tnfert  the  two  letters  quhilk  is  to  be  found  afterward.* 
With  the  quhilk  the  Affemblie  being  rypelie  advifit,  hes  thogbt  it  moft 
expedient,  that  the  laid  Marquefe  compeir  in  the  prefence  of  the  haill  AT*

the  AITemblie  hes  defyrit  the  Lord  CommiQioner,  and  Lord  Archbifcbop 
'  Moderator,  to  wry te  tbir  letters  to  the  faid  Lord  Marqueis  for  the  caufes 
forfaids :  and  the  frhole  Afl^mbly  vas  charged  to  {lay  while  that  time. 

[The  Bifltop  of  Canterburie  excufes  Huntlies  abfolution  in  England. 
The  reafons  moving  the  Bifliop  of  Canterburie.  1.  His  MajeiUes  fute,  af- 
furing  him  that  he  was  fully  refotved.  2.  The  Bilhop  of  SanA  Aadrewes 
bad  requeified  him  dirers  times  to  further  that  mans  converfion,  wbenfo- 
ever  occafion  was  offered.  3.  He  was  refolved  by  the  beft  learned  in 
England,  that  be  might  abfolre  him.  4.  That  he  did  it  of  brotherly  af- 
fefUoOj  and  not  as  claiming  any  fuperiority  over  the  Kirk  of  Scotland. 
5.  He  was  informed  be  the  Bilhop  of  Cathnefe  then  prefent  at  Court,  that 
it  would  be  acceptable  lervice  to  the  Kirk  of  Scotland.  C.j

The  laid  day,  the  Lord  CommiQioner  for  bis  Majeftie  produceit  certaine 
inftruftiouns,  dired  by  bis  Majeftie  to  the  faid  Lord  CommtlDoner.  to  be 
proponit  to  this  prefent  Affemblie,  anent  the  provifioun  of  the  remedie  for 
the  defe£lioun  and  falling  away  of  many  from  the  truetb  :  quherof  the 
tenour  followeth  : 


Inftru£liouns  to  our  right  trullie  and  welbelorit  CuGgne  and 
Counfellour  the  Erie  of  Montrois. 

[1.  That  order  be  taken  with  the  delapidation  o(  benefices,  and  the  pro- 
greft  thereof  flayed,  and  fume  means  devyfed  to  recover  that  which  is  lofl. 

The  Affembly  thought  good,  that  the  determination  of  this  matter  fliould 
be  referred  to  fome  of  the  moft  wi(e  and  difcreet  of  the  MiniAry  to  confult 
and  advife  thereupon.     And,  in  the  meantime,  it  is  ftatute,  that  no  Bilhop, 
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Minifter,  or  beneficed  perfon,  fett  or  ratifie  aaj  tack   under  the  paine   of 
depolitioDt  till  order  be  taken  be  the  fud  CommiQioners  thereanent. 

S.  That  the  chief  burron^  touns  be  planted  with  fuflScient,  wife,  learned, 
and  peaceable  men  j  efpecially  fuch  places  aa  are  now  vacant,  as  Aberdeen, 
Perth,  Edinburgh  and  Bamfe,  &c. 

3.  That  the  moft  learned,  difcreet  Minifters  be  appointed  and  tronfport- 
ed  to  places  where  Noblemen  has  their  refideace,  Ipecialy  fufpe£k  of  Pa- 
piilrj  i  and  if  the  means  of  the  provilion  be  fmatl  where  they  are  tranfport- 
ed,  to  take  the  rents  and  flipend  which  they  had  before  with  them,  till  bet- 
ter order  be  taken :  and  to  this  effect  the  AfTembly  ordaines,  that  ilk 
Bifliop  within  his  Dicey,  with  advice  of  the  Synod,  Ihall  tranfport  Mini- 
Aera  as  ihey  fhall  think  expedient. 

4.  That  fpecial  canon  be  made,  that  all  Archbiihops  and  Biihops  in  their 
viGtation,  dther  be  themfelves,  or  if  they  may  not  overtake  the  lamen,  the 
Miniflers  of  the  parifli  make  all  young  children  of  fix  years  old  be  prefented 
to  them,  to  give  confeffion  of  their  Faith,  that  tbey  may  appear  in  what 
religion  they  are  brought  up.  After  which  every  two  or  three  years  they 
flutU  be  examined,  till  they  come  to  14  years  of  age.  After  fufficient 
growth  of  knowledge  they  may  he  admitted  to  the  Communion :  and  that 
puuifliment  be  appointed  for  them  that  preleots  them  not,  or  are  negligent 
in  their  inflru^on. 

5.  That  a  true  and  fimple  Confeflion  of  Faith  be  fet  doun,  to  the  which 
all  fliall  fweare  before  they  be  admitted  to  any  office  in  Kirk  or  Common- 
weale  ;  and  all  fiudents  in  Colledges. 

6.  That  a  fliort  and  compendious  Catechifm  be  made,  whic^  evety  kirk 
and  familie  ihall  have  for  the  inllru6lion  of  their  children  and  fervante, 
whereof  tbey  fhall  give  account  before  the  Communion,  and  every  one  be 
examined  conforme  thereto. 

7'  That  all  children  and  fchooh  fhall  have  and  learn  be  heart  the  Cate- 
chifm, intituled  God  and  the  King ;  which  already,  he  A£i;  of  Confell,  is 
ordained  to  be  read  and  taught  in  all  Ichooles. 

8.  That  a  Liturgie  be  made,  and  form  of  divine  fervke,  which  Ihall  be 
read  in  every  church,  in  common  prayer,  and  before  preaching  every  Sab- 
bath, be  the  Reader  where  there  is  one  ;  and  where  there  is  none  be  the 
Miniiler  befor  he  conceive  his  oun  prayer,  that  the  common  people  may 
learn  it,  and  by  cultom  ferve  God  rightly. 
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9.  That  the  Communion  be  celebrat  four  times  ilk  ^ear  in  the  burrow 
touDB,  and  twice  in  landwart }  and  one  of  the  times  to  be  at  EUfter  yearly. 
And  if  any  communicat  not  once  in  the  year,  Ihe  aSfc  of  Parliament  is  to 
flrike  upon  them  with  all  feverity. 

10.  That  there  be  an  uniformity  of  difcipline;  and  to  that  effe^  the 
Canons  of  the  former  Counfila  and  Affemblies  to  be  extra£led  ;  and  where 
the  ^ime  are  defective,  to  be  fupplied  be  former  Canons  and  Ecclefiaftical 
meetings.  For  fetting  douD  whereof,  the  CommiQioners  following  are 
ordained  to  conveen  with  the  Bifliops,  in  Eklinbui^h,  the  firft  day  of  De- 
cember next  to  come,  viz.  the  Laird  of  Corfe,  Mr  John  Reid,  Mr  George 
Hay,  Do^r  Philip,  Mr  David  Lindfay  in  Dundie,  Mr  William  Scott, 
Do6tor  Howit,  Mr  John  Mitchelfon,  Mr  Patrick  Galloway,  Mr  John 
Hall,  Mr  Edward  Hephburn,  Doctor  Abernethy,  Mr  Robert  Scott,  Mr 
William  Birnie,  Mr  William  Arelkine,  or  the  moft  part  of  them. 

1 1 .  For  the  help  of  the  pofterity,  and  furtherance  of  religion,  that  a 
Ipecial  care  be  taken  of  the  Divinity  Colledge  in  San6l  Andrews  ;  and  to 
that  effe^,  that  every  Diocie  fhall  furnilh  tivo  Students,  or  fo  many  as  may 
make  the  number  to  extend  to  twenty  lix ;  and  the  half  thereof  to  be  chil- 
dren of  poor  Minifters,  to  be  preferred  be  the  Bilhop  of  the  Diocie  :  pro- 
vyding  always,  that  thefe  who  are  furnifhed  within  the  Province  of  Glaf- 
gow,  that  is  to  fay,  the  Diocies  of  GlaTgow,  Galloway,  Argile,  and  the 
lOea,  Ihall  be  brought  up  in  the  College  of  Glafgow  ;  and  not  he  aftrifted 
to  San6l  Andrews,  but  when  they  pafe  Do£fcoura  only. 

12.  That  none  teach  in  pulpit  publi£tly  before  the  people,  but  thefe  that 
have  received  impoiition  of  hands ;  and  whofoever  does  otherways  be  in- 
capable of  the  Minifiry. 

Id.  That  every  Minifter  fliall  miniller  the  Sacrament  of  Baptifm  qubeo- 
foever  it  fhall  he  required,  under  the  pain  of  depoGtion ;  .the  godfather 
promifrng  to  inftru£i  the  in&nt  in  the  faith. 

14.  That  every  Minifter  have  a  Regifter  of  baptifms,  manages,  and  de- 
fundb,  within  the  parifli,  to  be  prefented  to  ilk  Synod :  For  doing 
whereof,  it  is  fiatute,  the  Minifters,  their  wives,  and  executors  fhall  have 
the  quotts  and  confirmation  of  their  teftaments  free.  C] 

Quhilk  being  red  in  audience  of  the  haill  Affemblie,  they  give  moft 
bumble  thanks  to  his  Majeftie  for  the  great  care  and  folicitude  bisMajeftie 
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alwayes  tooke  for  .the  adTancemeat  of  the  glorie  of  God,  and  profelfiouD  of 
-the  true  religioua  witbin  this  realme,  and  holding  downe  and  fuppreOing 
ef  Fapillrie  and  fuperftitioun  vithtn  the  lame :  And  as  to  the  faids  inftruc- 
tiouns,  the  brethren  was  ordainit  to  adryfe  therwith  quhill  the  morae.

Anent  the  iaids  inftru£liouns  dire£iit  from  the  Kings  Majeflie  to  this 
Aflemblie,  the  faid  AlTemblie  being  r^pelie  advyfit  therwith,  hes  fiatute 
and  ordainit,  as  follovretb. 

In  the  firll.  Concerning  the  caufes  of  the  defe£lioun  and  foUing  awaj  of 
many  from  the  true  religioun  in  this  kingdome,  and  the  remedies  tberof, 
the  Aflemblie  hes  fett  them  downe  in  the  articles  made  befor  in  this  pre- 
lent  Conventioun  :  And  therfor  moft  bumblie  defyres  his  Majeftie  to  con- 
firm and  allow  them,  and  make  them  receive  executioun. 

Item,  Becaufe  the  luk  of  competent  maintuaance  to  Minifters  is  the 
ebeefe  caufe  of  the  evil),  quhilk  lay  vpon  this  Kirk,  quhilk  for  the  moft 
part  proceida  from  dilapidation  of  benefices :  to  the  effect  therfor,  that  the 
progreflia  of  that  mifcheife  may  be  ftayit,  and  fome  meanes  devyfit  to  recorer 
that  quhilk  by  iniquitie  of  tyme  hes  bein  lofit,  the  Aflemblie  remitts  the 
tryall,  cognitioun,  and  whole  difpoGtioun  of  this  matter  to  the  Commif- 
lioners  appointit  from  this  Aflemblie,  for  the  caufes  underwrytin  :  And 
in  the  meantyme  inbibites  and  difcbarges  all  Minifters  quho  are  beneficit 
perfons,  and  vthers  qubo  are  members  of  any  Chapter,  to  fett  in  tack  or 
afledatioun  any  part  of  thair  benefices,  either  in  long  or  fhort  tackis,  to 
quhatfumerir  perfon  or  perfons  ;  or  as  members  of  Chapter  to  give  thair 
confentfl  to  any  tack  or  afledatioun  fett  be  vtbers,  qubill  the  {aids  Com- 
miOioners  have  conveinit  and  takin  ordour  anent  delapidatioun  of  benefices, 
and  forme  and  maner  of  fetting  of  tacks,  vnder  the  paine  of  excommunica- 
tioun  of  the  perfons  fetters  of  the  faids  tacks  and  confenters  tberto  ;  and 
deprivatioun  of  them  from  thair  benefices. 

Item,  Becaufe  the  provifioun  of  learnit,  wife  and  peaceable  men  to  be 
Minifters  at  cheife  Burrowftounes  in  vacant  places,  lick  as  Edinburgh,  Perth, 
Abeillein,  Bamfie,  andvther  places  vacant,  is  ane  moft  effe£tuall  meane  to 
roote  out  Poperie,  and  perpetuat  the  profeffioun  of  the  true  religioun  :    It 
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is  therfor  ordaioit,  that  the  Burrowtounea  be  prorydit  vith  the  moft  learait, 
wife  and  peaceable  men  that  may  be  had.  And  becaufe  the  CominiHiQiiets 
for  the  Towne  of  Edinburgh  hea  no  commiffioun  from  the  iaid  towne* 
anent  the  provifioun  of  Minifters  to  the  Tacaot  places  in  the  (aid  Kirk : 
Therfor  the  care  thereof  is  remittit  to  the  faids  CommilGonerB,  to  qubom 
it  falbe  injoynit  in  tbair  comtniOioun,  that  they  lie  the  fame  performit. 
And  as  to  Perth,  the  Aflentblie  ordaines  my  Lord  Bilhop  of  Galloway  to 
deale  with  the  Commifljonera  of  the  Towne  of  Perth,  for  provifioun  of  that 
vacant  place.  And  ficklyke  ordaines  the  Proveft  of  Aberdein  to  advyfe 
with  the  Counfell,  anent  the  planting  of  the  faid  Kirk  ;  to  the  eSeSt  fnf- 
ficient  and  qualified  men  may  be  nomioat  and  provided  to  the  f«d  places^ 
befor  the  diffolving  of  this  Aflemblie. 

Item,  Becaufe  a  fpecial  care  fbould  be  had  of  NoUemen  thair  relidence, 
cbeiflie  of  fuch  as  were  thogbt  to  inelyne  towards  Pc^erie  :  Therfor  the 
Affemblie  Batutes  and  ordaines  that  the  Lords  Archbifchops  and  Biiebopa, 
with  the  adryce  of  thair  Synods,  take  care  that  moft  leamit  and  difcreit 
perfoas  of  the  Mintftrie  be  appointit  to  attend  the  laids  places,  and  be  tranf- 
portit  therto,  fick  as  to  the  Kirks  of  Dumbenen,  Bellie,  Nortbberwick, 
Coekbnmefpath,  PeiQay,  and  fuch  vther  places  qnber  Noblemen  makes 
r^dence,  cbeifly  tbofe  qubo  are  thought  to  inelyne  towards  Poperie  ;  and 
that  they  hare  a  care  of  thair  manteinance  and  fufficient  provifioun :  And 
if  the  fame  be  fmatl,  that  thefe  that  are  appointit  to  attend  at  the  {aids  Kirks, 
carrie  thair  livnigs  and  rents  with  them,  qubill  farder  order  be  takin. 

Item,  Forfameikle  as  one  of  the  moft  fpeciall  meanes  for  fiaying  of  the 
increafe  of  Poperie,  and  fetttiiig  of  the  true  religioun  in  the  hearts  of  the 
peiple,  is,  that  a  fpeciall  care  may  be  takin  in  the  tryall  of  goung  children, 
thair  educatioun,  and  how  they  are  c^^chilit;  quhilk,  in  the  tyme  of  the 
primitive  Church,  was  moil  carefullie  attendit,  as  one  of  the  moft.  effe£hiall 
meanes,  to  caufe  aoung  childrein  in  tbair  verie  tender  ^eirs  drink  in  the 
true  knowledge  of  God  and  hia  religioun  j  bot  is  now  altogether  negleAit, 
in  refpeft  of  the  great  abufe  and  erroura  quhilk  creip  in  in  the  Popiflt 
Cburch,  vpon  the  faid  good  ground>  be  bigging  thervpou  ane  Sacrunentof 
Confirmatioun  :  Therfore  to  the  intent  that  all  errnurs  and  fuperflitioun 
quhilk  hes  bein  biggit  vpon  the  ^d  ground,  may  he  refcindit  and  takin 
away,  and  that  the  matter  itfelfe  being  moft  neceflar  for  educatioun  of 
goutfa,  may  be  reduceit  to  its  awin  integritie.  It  ia  ftatute  and  ordainit*  that 
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the  Arehbifchops  and  Bifchops,  in  the  vifitatloun  of  the  Kirks,  either  be 
tbemfelrea,  or  quher  thej  cannot  overtake  the  butfines,  the  Miniller  of  the 
paroch,  make  all  ^oung  childreia  of  Qk  jeirs  of  age  be  prefeotit  befor  them, 
and  to  gire  the  CoDfeflioun  of  Fatth,  that  fo  it  may  appeare  in  qtihat  reli- 
gioun  they  have  bein  brocht  vp ;  and  that  they  be  commendit  to  God  by 
folemne  prayer  at  the  tyme,  for  the  increafe  of  tbair  knowledge,  and  con. 
tinuance  of  hie  grace  with  them.  After  that  tryall,  that  the  Miniller  of 
the  parocfa,  every  two  or  thrie  geir,  ance  at  the  leaft,  reexamiae  them,  that 
after  fufficient  growth  in  knowledge  they  may  be  admittit  to  the  hoHe 
CommuDioun.  And  it  ia  defyrit,  that  ane  fuppUcatioun  be  dire£tit  to  the 
Kings  Majeftie,  humblie  crareing  that  it  wald  pleafe  his  Hienes  to  injoyne 
ane  punifcbmeot  vpon  fucb  parties,  aa  either  doe  not  prefent  thair  childrein, 
or  falbe  found  negligent  in  thair  right  inftrudtioun ;  and  that  they  be  caliit 
and  conyeint  tberfor  befor  the  High  Commtflioun. 

Item,  It  is  ilatute,  that  the  fimple  ConfeOioun  of  Faith  rnderwrytin  be 
vniverfallie  receivtt  throughout  this  whole  kingdome,  to  the  quhilk  all 
heirafter  falbe  bound  to  fweare  and  fett  thair  hands;  and  in  fpeclall  all 
perfona  that  beare  office  in  the  Church,  at  thair  acceptatioun  of  any  of  the 
faida  offices ;  and  lykewayes  Students  and  Schollera  in  Coltedge«i :  Of 
the  quhilk  ConfdTion  the  tenour  foUowes. 

Heir  to  infert  the  Confeffioun  of  Faith.* 

Item,  It  ia  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  a  Catechifme  be  made,  eafie,  Ihort, 
and  compendious,  for  inllru£ling  the  commoun  fort  in  the  articles  of  reli- 
gioun,  quhilk  all  families  (albe  fubie€t  to  have,  for  the  better  iDformatioim 
of  thair  childrein  and  ferrants,  quho  folbe  holdin  to  give  accompt  therof 
in  thair  examinatioune  befor  the  Communioun.  And  for  the  better  effec- 
tuating heirof,  the  ASembtie  hes  ordainit  Mr  Patrick  Galloway  and  Mr 
John  Hall,  Minifters  at  Edinburgh,  and  Mr  John  Adamfone,  Minifier  at 
Libbertoun,  to  forme  the  laid  Catechifme,  and  to  have  the  fame  in  readines, 
befor  the  firft  day  of  October  nixt  to  come,  to  the  effe£t  the  fame  may  be 
allowit,  and  printit  with  the  Kings  Majefties  licence  :  The  quhilk  Cate- 
chifme being  fo  printed,  it  is  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  no  Tther  heirafter 
be  printed  within  this  reatme,  nor  vfed  in  families  for  inftru^Uoun  and 
examinatioun  of  thur  bairnes,  ferruits,  nor  the  peiple  in  all  tyroe  coming. 

Item,  It  is  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  ane  vniforme  ordour  of  Litui^ie  or 

*  PrinUd  at  the  end  o(  this  Kmamhiy. 
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Divjne  Serrice  be  fett  down  to  be  red  in  all  kirks,  od  the  ordinarle  dajes 
of  prajer,  and  every  Sabbath  day  befor  the  fermoun,  to  the  end  the  com- 
IDOUD  peiple  maj  be  acquaintit  therwitb,  and  bj  cuflooie  may  learn  to  ferre 
God  rigbtlie.  And  to  this  intent,  the  Aflemblie  hea  appointit  the  faids 
Mr  Patrick  Galloway,  Mr  Peter  Ewat,  Mr  John  Adamfone,  and  Mr  Wil- 
liam Erfkine,   Minifter  at to  revife  the  Booke  of  Commoun 

Prayers  containit  in  the  Pfalme  Booke,  and  to  fett  downe  ane  commoun 
forme  of  ordinarie  fervice,  to  be  vfed  in  all  tyme  heirafter;  quhilk  latbe  vfed 
in  all  tyme  of  commoun  prayers  [in  all  kirks  quher  there  is  exercife  of 
commoun  prayers ;]  as  lykewayes  be  the  Minifter  before  the  fermoan, 
quber  ther  is  no  Reidar. 

Item,  It  is  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  in  all  tyme  heirafter,  the  bolie  Com- 
munioun  be  celebrate  in  all  kirks  within  this  realme,  at  the  tymes  following', 
viz.  in  Burrowftounes,  the  Communioun  &lbe  celebrate  foure  tymes  in  the 
geir,  and  twyfe  in  the  geir  in  tandwart  Kirks  j  fwa  that  ane  of  the  tymes, 
as  Weill  to  Burgh  as  to  Landwart,  falbe  at  the  terme  of  Eafter  ^eirlie :  and 
if  any  perfon  fall  not  communicat  ^eirlie  ance  in  the  geir,  at  one  of  the 
forlaid  tymes,  that  it  be  humblie  requyrit  of  his  M^eftie,  that  the  penaltie 
of  the  a^  of  Parliament  may  be  eicaSit  of  fuch  perfoos  with  all  rigour. 

Item,  It  is  tboght  mofl  neceffar  and  expedient,  that  ther  be  ane  vniforme 
ordour  of  Church  Difcipline  throughout  all  the  Kirks  of  this  kingdome  ; 
and  to  that  eSeSt  it  is  flatute  and  ordainit,  that  a  Booke  of  Canons  he 
made,  publifed  in  wryte,  drawin  foorth  of  the  bookis  of  former  Affemblies  ; 
and  quher  the  fame  is  defeftire,  that  it  be  fupplied  be  the  Canons  of  Coud- 
felU  and  Ecclefiafticall  Conventiouns,  in  former  tyme  :  The  care  quherof 
the  Aflemblie  be  tbir  prefentscommitts  to  the  Right  Reverend  James  Arch- 
bifchop  of  Gta^ow,  and  Mr  William  Struthers,  Minifter  at  Edinburgh, 
quho  Jail  put  in  formo  the  faid  EccleGafticalt  Canons,  and  prefent  them 
in  wryte  to  the  CommitBoners  appointit  be  this  Anfemblie,  to  quhom  power 
is  givin  to  try,  examine  [and  allow  the  latne  ;]  and  after  thair  allowance 
and  approbatioun  thereof,  to  fupplicat  to  his  Majeftie,  that  the  lame  may- 
be ratified  and  approved  by  bis  Royal  authoritie,  with  priviledge  to  put 
the  fame  in  print. 

Item,  It  is  ftatute  and  ordainit,  that  for  the  help  of  pofteritie,  and  to 
continue  the  light  of  the  Gofpell  with  ages  to  come,  the  Dirinitie  CoUedge 
foundit  at  San6t  Androes,  quhilk  fould  be  the  feminarle  of  the  Kirk  within 
this  realme,  be  maintainit  and  rpholdin,  and  ane  fpeciall  care  takin  therof. 
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And  becaufe  the  rent  tberof  is  meane  for  the  prefent,  it  is  ordfunit,  that  for 
the  provifiouD  of  fome  fludents  in  Divinitie,  every  Dyocie  fall  latertaine 
two  ;  or  accordiog  to  the  quantitie  of  the  Dyocie  fo  manj,  as  the  nttmber 
niaj  arife  to  tventie  lixe  in  baill,  refpedb  beings  had  to  the  meannes  of  fome 
Dyocies,  and  greatoefs  and  power  of  vthere ;  fo  that  the  leaft  Dyocies  in 
thair  coDtributioun  falbe  helped  and  eafit  he  the  greater :  In  the  quhilk 
number  it  is  ordainit,  that  the  balfe  at  leift  be  the  fonnes  of  pure  Minifters, 
and  be  prefentit  be  the  Bilhops  of  the  Dy ocies  to  the  place. 

Item,  The  Aflemhlie  ratifies  and  approves  the  former  A&  made  in  the 
Affemblie  baldin  at  Halierudehoue,  the  tent  day  of  November  l602,  aoent 
the  facrament  of  haptifme,  that  the  fame  he  not  refufeit,  if  the  parent  crave 
the  lame,  he  giving  a  Chriftian  confelliouQ  of  bis  fiuth,  vpon  any  vther  par- 
ticular pretence  of  delay  to  tyme  of  preaching ;  with  this  estenfion  and 
addttioun,  that  baptiline  lall  no  wayes  be  denyed  to  any  infant,  quhen  either 
the  parents  of  the  infant,  or  any  foithfuU  Chriftian  in  place  of  the  parents, 
fall  requyre  the  fame  to  the  infant }  and  that  the  lame  be  granted  any  time 
of  day,  but  any  refpe^  or  delay  till  the  houre  of  preaching. 

Item>  It  is  ordainit,  that  every  Minifter  have  a  perfyte  and  formall  Re- 
gifter,  quherin  be  &11  have  regiflrat  the  particular  of  the  baptifme  of  every 
in&nt  within  bis  paroch,  and  quho  wer  witnefles  therto }  the  tyme  of  the 
manages  of  all  perfons  within  the  lame  ;  and  the  fpecial  tyme  of  the  buriall 
of  every  ane  decei&nd  within  thair  parochin  j  and  that  they  have  tbe  fame 
to  be  in  readines  to  be  prefentit  he  every  ane,  at  thair  nixt  Synod  AiTem- 
bUe>  vnder  the  paine  of  fufpenlioun  of  the  Minifier  not  fulfilling  the  fame, 
from  his  Miniftrie.  And  it  is  defyrit,  that  tbe  faids  Commiflioners,  in  thair 
fupplicatiouns  dire£fc  to  his  Majeftie,  wold  crave  humblie  that  his  Majeftie 
wald  ordaine  the  extras  foortb  of  the  faids  Regifters  to  make  faith  in  all 
tyme  comeing :  and  quho  fo  obferves  this  A£t,  the  Archbifchops  and  Bil- 
chops  &II  let  them  have  thair  quots  of  thair  teftaments  gratis. 


A^  SeOione  ultima. 

Tbe  quhilk  day,  in  prefence  of  the  whole  Aflemhlie,  compeirit  ane  noble 

and  potent  Lord,  George  Marqueis  of  Huntlie,  and  dedarit,  that  he  had 

dire^it  of  befor  John  Gordoun  of  Buckie  to  prefent  his  fupplicatioun  to 

this  prefent  Aflemblie*  quherof  the  tenour  is  infert  before  ;  lyke&s  of  new 
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he  reiterat  the  bid  fupplicatiouo*  declaring  the  forroir  and  greife  he  had 
conceivit,  in  that  he  had  lyin  fb  long  Tnder  the  fearefull  Centence  of  ex- 
communicatioun ;  and,  therforj  molt  humblie  defjrit  to  be  abfoWit  from 
the  fame  ;  l^keaa  be  faithfulUe  promifed,  in  face  of  tbe  baill  Aflemblie,  to 
perform  and  fulfill  tbe  heids  and  conditiouna  vnder  fpecifeit,  viz. : 

Firft,  The  laid  aoble  Lord  faithfulUe  promifed  befor  God,  his  haad 
holdin  rp,  to  profeGTe  and  abyde  be  the  true  religioun  prefentUe  profeflit 
within  this  re^me,  and  allowit  be  tbe  lavs  and  a^  of  Parliament  of  tbe 
fame. 

S.  He  faithfuUie  promifed  to  communicat  at  the  firft  occafiouD  he  lliould 
be  requyrit,  and  fo  to  continue,  cooforme  to  the  ordour  of  the  Kirk. 

3.  He  fould  caufe  his  cbildrein,  ferrants,  and  haill  domefticks  be  obe- 
dient to  the  Kirk  and  difcipline  therof ;  and  fould  caufe  them  haunt  the 
kirk  at  ordinar  tymes  of  preadiiag. 

4.  He  lall  not  receive  Papifls,  Jefuites,  nor  Seminarie  Preifts  in  his 
houfe,  nor  nane  of  bis  lands ;  but  put  them  out  of  his  bounds  with  all  dUi- 
gence. 

5.  He  allows  the  Confelfioun  of  the  Faith  prefentlie  fett  downe  be.  the 
{aid  Aflemblie ;  and  in  tokin  of  his  conftant  coafe0iouD  and  profeffioua 
therof  be  hes  fubfcTTTit  tbe  fame  in  prefence  of  the  haill  Aflemblie. 

Quhilk  haill  promifes  above  fpedfiet,  the  l^d  noble  Lord  proteAa  and 
dedaree  that  he  hes  made  and  fubfcrj^rit  truelie  and  with  ane  honeft  heart, 
but  any  equivocatioun,  meatall  referratioun,  or  fubfcerfage  quhatfumerir, 
derjfit  be  the  llomifch  Kirk  and  thair  fuppoBa. 

Attour,  The  faid  noble  Lord  faithfiillie  promifes  to  plant  his  whole 
kirks,  quherof  his  Lordihip  hes  the  teinds  in  tack,  pofleffiouD,  or  vther- 
wayea,  at  the  fight  and  concluGoun  of  my  L<ord  Archbifchop  of  Saii£);  Aa- 
droes,  the  Bifliop  of  Murrey,  and  the  Laird  of  Corfe,  vnto  whole  modifi- 
catioun  the  faid  'noble  Lord  fiibmitta  himfelfe,  be  the  tenoiir  of  tbir  pre- 
fents,  giveand  them  power  to  modifie  compleit  flipends  to  the  faids  kirks  ; 
and  as  they  falbe  modified  be  them,  he  oblifches  him  to  make  payment  of 
the  fame  to  the  Miniftera  prorydit  or  to  be  provydit  to  tbe  (aid  kirks. 

And  in  refpe£t  of  the  premifies,  the  Aflemblie  ordainit  the  faid  noble 
Lord  to  be  abfolrit  from  the  fentence  of  excomvtunioatioun  led  and  de~ 
duceit.agaoJB  him  befor : 

Conforme  quherto,  the  Right  Reverend  Father  John  Archbifchop  .of 
Saa€l;  Androes,  Mod«ratour,  in  face  of  the  haiU..ABfimblie,  id>f<dTit  the 
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£iid  noble  Lord,  Georg«  Marqueis  of  Huntlie,  from  the  fiiid  fentence  of 
ezcommunicatioun,  led  and  deducit  againll  bim,  and  receivit  him  agsine 
iato  the  bofome  of  the  Kirk. 

The  quhilk  day,  the  Generall  Affemblie  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  pre- 
fentKe  coDveinit,  haTiog  entrit  in  eonfideratioun  of  the  caufes  of  the  de- 
fe^oun  and  falling  awaj  of  mwaj  from  the  true  religioun,  and  having 
found  the  lack  of  the  competent  manteioance  to  Minifters  not  to  be  Uie 
leaft  caufe  of  the  eTilk,  quhilk  lyes  Tpon  the  Kirk  prefentlie }  the  ground 
and  fundament  quberof,  for  the  moft  port,  bea  proceidit  Irom  the  dilapida- 
tioun  of  bene6cea,  with  the  quhilk  if  fome  folid  ordour  be  not  takio  in 
tyaxe,  the  fame  is  apparent  to  bring  foorth  greater  evill  and  defolatioun  in 
this  Kirk  :  And  feeing  that  the  Kings  Majeftie  bes  requiriti  that  ordour 
may  be  takin  with  the  faids  del^idatiouns,  Therfor,  in  refpe£t  the  fame 
cannot  be  fuddenly  done,  but  will  reqnyre  ane  lang  tjme  and  mature  de- 
liberatioun,  the  Affemblie  bes  givin,  granUt  and  committit,  l^eas  thej,  be 
the  tenour  heirof,  gires,  grants,  and  committs  thair  full  power  and  com- 
miOioun  to  the  brethren  vnderwrytin ;  thej  are  to  &y,  the  Reverend  Fa- 
thers in  God,  John  Archbifchop  of  Sanfi:  Androes,  James  Archilchop  of 
Glalgow,  Alexander  Bifchop  of  Dunkeld Alex- 
ander Bilchop  of  Murray,  Patrick  Bifchop  of  Rols,  William  Bifchop  of  Gal- 
loway, Andro  Bifchop  of  Brechin,  Andro  Bifchop  of  Orknay^  Alexander 
Bifchop  of  Cathneia,  Adame  Bifchop  of  Dumblaine,  Andro  Bifchop  of  Ar- 
gylCf  Andro  Bifchop  of  the  Ifles,  Patrick  Forbes  of  Corfe,  George  Douglas, 
Minifter  at  Cullen,  Mr  John  Reid,  Minifter  at  Logie  Buchan,  Mr  George 
Hay,  Minifter  at  Turreff,  Doftour  Hendrie  Philip,  Minifter  at  Arbrotfa, 
MrDaTidLindray.Minifter  at  Dundie,  Mr  William  Scott,  Minifter  atCouper, 
Do^ur  Robert  Howie,  Re£l;or  of  San6t  Androes,  Mr  John  Mitcbelfohe* 
Iffinifler  at  Bruntiland,  Mr  Patrick  Galloway,  Mr  John  HaU,  Mr  William 
Strutbers,  Minifters  at  Edinburgh,  Mr  Robert  Scott,  Minifter  at  Glalgow, 
Mr  Edwart  Hepburne,  Minifter  at  Haug^e,  DoAour  John  Abernetbie,  Mi- 
nifter at  Jedburt,  Mr  William  Birnie,  Minifter  at  Air,  Mr  William  Erlkine, 
Minifter  at  ....  Giveand,  grantand,  andcommittandtothem,  orthe 
moft  part  of  them,  tbairfull  powerand  commillioun  to  conTeine  at  Edinburgh, 
the  firfl  day  of  December  nixt  to  come,  in  this  inftant  jeh-  of  God  I6l6,  and 
ther  to  take  ordour  with  the  dllapidatioun  of  IreneGcee,  and  to  fett  downe  folid 
grounds  how  the  progrefle  of  that  mifcheife  migbt  be  ftayed,  and  to  devyfe 
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vpon  fome  raeanes  to  recover  and  reftore  the  eftate  of  thefe  benefices, 
qubilk  be  iniquitie  of  tjme  hea  bein  lofit ;  and  if  neid  beis,  to  call  and  per- 
few  befor  them  thefe  quho  has  made  the  ^ds  dilapidatiounst  and  punilch 
them  therfor ;  and  as  they  fall  conclude,  the  fame  to  be  inaflit,  and  hare 
the  force  of  this  prefent  Aflemblie :  With  power  lykewayea  to  the  laids 
CommtiEoners,  or  the  moll  part  of  themt  as  laid  is,  to  take  ordour  anent 
the  planting  of  fufficient  and  qualified  Perlbns  in  burrowtounea  prefentlie 
Tacand,  and  are  not  plantit  at  this  prefent  Aflemblie  :  With  power  lyke- 
wayes  to  receive  from  the  right  Reverend  Father,  James  Archbifchop  of 
Glafgow,  and  Mr  William  Struthera,  Miniiler  at  Edinburgh,  the  Canons 
of  Church  Difcipline  committit  to  thiur  cbai^e,  and  to  revife  the  (amein, 
allow  and  diflallowtherof;  and  to  dire£t  a  fupplicatioun  to  his  Majeftie, 
defyreing  that  it  wold  pleafe  his  Hienea  to  ratifie  and  approve  the  famein, 
and  to  warrant  the  printing  therof  be  hia  authoritie  Royall. 

[Thefe  words  following  were  added  by  the  Archbilhop  : 
Item,  Power  to  receive  the  books  of  Liturgie  or  Divine  Service,  allow 
and  difallow  thereof,  as  they  {hall  think  expedient ;  and  the  fame  being- 
allowed,  to  caufe  publiCh  the  famine  in  print  for  the  fervice,  within  the 
Kirks  of  all  the  kiogdom  :  As  alfo  to  revife  the  Confellion  of  Faith  pre- 
fented  to  this  Aflemblie,  and  after  mature  deliberation  to  take  order,  that 
the  fame  may  be  publilhed  :  And  in  all  thefe  things  to  do  as  tbey  will  be 
anfwerable  to  God,  and  the  Kings  Majefty,  and  the  Church.  C] 


The  new  Confeflion  of  Faith. 

We  believe  with  our  hearts  and  confefs  with  our  raoutha  thefe  Articles 
of  Religion  following. 

That  God  is  a  Spirit  immutable,  eternal,  infinit  in  power,  in  wlfdom,  in 
goodnels  and  glory  ;  from  whom,  be  whom,  to  whom  are  all  things,  in 
whom  we  live,  in  whom  we  have  our  beii^ ;  who  is  one  only  God,  and 
three  Perfons,  which  are  coeflential,  coetemal,  and  coequal.  The  firll 
is  the  Father,  who  is  of  none.  The  fecond  la  the  Son,  who  from  all  eter- 
nity is  begotten  of  the  Father.  The  third  is  the  Holy  Ghoft,  who  from 
all  eternity  proceedeth  from  the  Father  and  the  Son.  This  glorious  God 
from  all  eternity,  out  of  his  wifdom  and  infinit  knowledge,  decreed  all 
things  that  were  after  to  be  done.     Tliis  God,  before  the  foundation  of  the 
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world  was  laid,  according  to  the  good  pleafure  of  his  vrill,  for  the  praife  of 
the  glorj  of  his  grace,  did  predelliDat  and  ele£t  in  Chrift  Tome  men  and 
angels  unto  eternal  felicity ;  and  others  he  did  appoint  for  eternal  condem- 
nation, according  to  the  counfel  of  hia  moft  free,  moll  juft  and  holj  will, 
and  that  to  the  prufe  and  glory  of  bis  juliiice. 

In  the  beginning  of  time,  when  God  created  of  nothing  alt  things  in 
hearen  and  in  earth,  viGble  and  invi&ble,  he  made  them  rery  good ;  and 
above  all  things  he  made  man  and  angels  conform  to  his  own  image,  in 
righteoufnefs  and  true  faolinels  :  but  fome  of  the  angels  of  their  own  free 
motire  finned  againft  God,  left  their  original,  forfook  their  habitation,  and 
abode  not  in  the  truth,  and  thereby  became  damned  devils. 

Then  Satan  abufed  the  craftie  ferpent  for  his  inftrument,  feducing  our 
mother  Eva ;  (he  tempted  her  hufband  Adam  :  So  both  difobeyed  the 
commandment  of  God,  and  thereby  made  tbemfelres  and  their  whole  pof- 
teritie  the  bondmen  of  Satan,  flavee  of  fin,  and  heirs  of  eternal  damnation. 
By  this  fall  of  Adam  all  his  pofterity  are  fo  corrupted,  from  their  con- 
ception and  nativity,  that  not  one  of  them  can  do,  or  will  any  thing  truely 
acceptable  to  God,  till  they  be  renewed  by  the  will  and  Spirit  of  God,  and 
by  Ailth  ingrafted  in  Jefijs  Chrift. 

Tbis  onr  original  and  native  corruption  by  regeneration  in  part  is  weak- 
ened and  mortified  ;  yet  it  is  finne  Indeed  remaining  in  us,  alwayes  luftiog 
againft  the  Spirit,  and  tempting  us  to  fin  a£lually,  as  long  as  we  live. 

Albeit  all  mankind  be  fallen  in  Adam  }  yet  only  thefe  who  are  elected 
before  all  time,  are  in  time  redeemed,  reftored,  raifed,  and  quickned  again, 
not  of  themfelves,  or  of  their  works,  left  any  man  fliould  glory  :  but  only 
of  the  mercy  of  God  through  faith  in  Jefus  Chril^  who  of  God  is  made 
unto  us  wifilom  and  righteoufnefs,  fiin£iification  and  redemption ;  that 
according  as  it  is  written.  He  that  glorietb,  let  him  glory  in  the  Lord. 

This  then  is  life  eternal  to  know  the  true  God,  and  whom  be  hath  fent 
Jefus  Chrift :  whereas  vengeance  fhall  be  taken  on  all  them  that  know  not 
God,  and  do  not  fubjeS:  themfelves  to  the  Gofpel  of  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift, 
by  the  obedience  of  faith, 

We  believe,  that  the  rule  of  this  knowledge,  faith,  and  obedience,  yea 
and  of  the  whole  worfliip  of  God,  and  of  all  cbriftian  converfation,  is  not 
the  wit  nor  will  of  man,  nor  unwritten  traditions  whatfiiever ;  but  the 
wifdom  and  the  will  of  God,  which  is  fufficiently  revealed  in  the  Canonical 
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Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Teflament,  vlitch  are  GendiB,  Exodus,  &c. 
exclnfis  Apocrjrpbts. 

We  believe,  that  the  authority  of  the  holj  Scriptures  n  dirioe  i  for  they 
are  all  of  divme  infpiratioo,  and  have  God  for  their  author  ;  their  autho- 
ritT  depends  upoa  God,  and  not  upon  man  ;  they  hare  power  over  all  fleffa, 
and  DO  creature  has  power  over  them.  We  ore  abfolately  bound  to  believe 
them  for  their  own  teflimony,  which  is  the  teftimony  of  God  himfelf  fpeak- 
ing  in  them  ;  and  our  futfa  dependeth  not  upon  any  external  teftimony  of 
the  Kirk  witnefiiDg  of  them.  All  things  neceflary  to  falvation  are  con- 
tained therein  ;  all  the  doctrines  of  the  Kirk  mufi  be  warranted  be  them  ; 
all  controverfies  of  the  Kirk  muft  be  decided  be  them,  as  the  lively  and 
plain  voice  of  God,  who  is  fupreme  Judge  in  matters  of  foith  and  worlhip. 

We  believe,  that  all  points  of  &ith  and  worlhip  are  fo  fet  doun  in  the 
Word  of  God,  that  what  is  oblcurely  proponed  in  one  place,  is  moft  clearly 
exponed  in  other  places ;  neither  receive  we  any  interpretation  of  any 
Scriptures  in  thefe  matters,  which  is  not  warranted  be  other  Scriptures. 

Thefe  hoiy  wrltts  are  delivered  he  God  to  his  Kirk,  to  make  us  wife 
unto  falvation  by  faith  in  Jefus  Chrifl,  whofe  perfon,  office  and  benefits 
they  moft  clearly  and  fully  fett  fiirth  unto  us. 

The  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  is  declared  in  Scripture  to  be  the  eternal  Son  of 
God,  b^otten  from  all  eternity  of  the  Father,  by  whom  he  created  the 
world,  by  whom  alfo  he  does  fuftain  and  govern  all  things  that  be  has 
made  :  And  this  Eternal  Son  of  God,  when  the  iuliie&  of  time  came,  was 
made  man  of  the  woman,  of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  and  of  the  feed  of  David 
and  Abraham,  even  of  the  blefled  vii^n  Mary^  by  the  Holy  Ghoft  coming 
upoD  her,  and  the  power  of  the  moil  High  overihadowing  her,  by  wbc^e 
marvellous  and  divine  operation,  the  Son  of  God  was  made  man  of  a  hu- 
man body  and  foul,  and  in  all  things  like  unto  us,  fin  only  excepted ;  and 
yet  fo  he  was  made  man,  that  he  ceafed  not  to  be  God  ;  and  fo  is  God  that 
he  is  alfo  man,  having  both  the  natures,  divine  and  humane,  united  tc^ether 
in  a  perfonal  union  ;  fo  that  in  ane  admirable  Perfon  the  two  natures  are 
diftin^  and  not  confounded  in  refpe£l  of  their  eflence,  their  eOential  pro* 
perties,  and  proper  operations. 

And  becaufe  of  the  union  of  the  nature  of  man  in  one  perfon  with  the 
Son  of  God,  Chrift,  God  and  Man,  is  to  be  adored  and  worlbipped  of  us : 
for  to  Chrift,  God  and  Man,  all  power  in  heaven  and  earth  is  given,  and 
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he  hath  gotten  a  name  abovaevory  name*,  thatat  th*  nwne  of  Jefiu  arerjr 
knee  Ihould  bov. 

The  purity  of  the  human  nature  of  Chrifl  ia  to. be  afcribed-to  the  fuper- 
natural  operatioikiof  the  HoIyGhoft^  who  feparatoiithe  feed  of  the  woman 
(torn  the  natural  oorruption,.  and  not  to  the. parity  of  the  virgin  Mary  fats 
Mother :  for  Ihe  donbtleli  waH.eoneeftred  and  born-  in  fin»  and  had  need  of 
her  Son  to  be  her  Saviour,  aa  well  as  other  wcnnen. 

The  Lord  Jefua  Chrift,  aa  God^nd  Mao,,  is.  tbeSariour  of  hu  Kirk, 
which  is  his  body ;  and  the  fuloefs  of  fatm  filleth  «ll  things  ^  neither  is  there 
hlration  in  any  other  thin^. 

Thia  blefled  Lord  ha*  fulfilled,  the  whole  law  for  us^  to  our  behove,  and 
in  our  place,  both  doing  all  that  the  Law  raquirethof  us,  and  fuffering  the 
punilhment  due  to  our  diflbbedieocer  even  the  curfe  of  the  Law,  and.death 
of  the  crofi,  whereby  the  fuUfilUi^  of  the  Law,  oor  reden^tion  was  fealed 
and  confummated. 

We  believe,  that  as  he  died  for  our  juit  and  role  for  our  righteaBfne&, 
fo  he  afcended  to  heaven,  to  prepare  a  place  for  us,  and.fitteth  at  the  right 
hand  of  God,  to.  mtdce  intereefiion  for  us*  and  .is  able  perfe£tly  to  iave  them 
that  come  to  God  by  him}  who  albeit  in  hia  manhood  be  befo  in  the  hea- 
ven, that  he  is  no  mora  in  the  eurth ;  for  the  heasena  muft  coatiun  him, 
till  be  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  ;  yet  in  his  Godheadhe  is  lb 
prefent  every  where,  be  his  power  luftaining  all  things,  and  be  his  gracious 
Spirit  dire£l:ing  uid  governing  his  Kirk  militant  upon  earth. 

We  believe, .  that  the  Lord  JefmrChnft  was  appointed  and  anointed -of 
the  Father  to  be  the  King,  and.  High  Prieft,  and  fupreme  Teacher  of  his 
Kirk. 

We  believe  concerning  his  Prophetical  Office^  that  he  is  the  only  niaAar 
and  teacher  oiiaa  Kirk,,  whom  God. be  his  own  voice  from  hearen  com- 
laanded  us  to  hear;  who  haarevealed.tbe.  whole  wilLof  the  Father  toneh- 
ing  our  lalvation ;  and  what  he  has  heard  of  the  Father,  he  hath,  nmde 
known  to  us,  fpeaking  npthing  ta  his  Kirk,  which  he  did  not  before  hear 
of  his  Father,  that  his  Kirk  night  learn  to  reoeive  nothing  ia  &ith  and 
worflup,  which  Ihe  has  not  heard  of  him. 

As  concerning  his  Frieflly  Office^  we  bdiere,  that  he  is  our  oniy  media- 
tor both  of  redemption  and  interceffion ;  and  that,  by  the  facrifiee  of  hin- 
felf  once  offwedon  theorole,  he  has  made  a  full  fttiflaftion  for  all  our 
fins,  and  doth  continually  make  interceffion  for  us  to  God :  And,  therefore.

we  abhorr  that  fuppofed  reiterating  of  the  fociifice  of  Chrift  in  the  Mafle  ; 
and  we  renunce  ^1  kind  of  intercefllon  of  Saints  and  Angels. 

As  concerning  the  Kingdom  of  Chrift,  befide  his  abfolute  impire, 
whereby  fae  nileth  all  things,  we  beliere  him  to  be  our  eternal  King,  and 
only  Head  of  his  Kirk  Unirerlal :  Neither  he  nor  his  Kirk  hath  a.nj  need 
of  a  Lievtenaot  Deput  in  his  place  ;  feeing  he  is  prefent  in  hie  Kirk  alwayee 
be  his  Spirit,  powerfully  working  therein,  calling,  collecting,  quickning  and 
gracioufly  ruling  in  her,  be  the  Miniftry  of  the  Word  and  Sacraments,  to 
the  confummatioii  of  the  world. 

We  believe,  that  our  communion  with  Chrifl;  our  Head  is  fpiritual,  bj 
the  Holy  Spirit,  which  dwelleth  powerfully  both  in  the  body,  and  in  the 
Head,  making  the  members  conform  to  the  Head  ;  and  it  is  no  ways  cor- 
poral, or  by  any  flelhly  receiving  of  his  body. 

We  believe,  that,  be  vertue  of  this  communion,  Chriftisours,  and  we 
are  Chrifls,  and  his  fuffering  is  our  latifia^ton  ;  and  by  it  we  have  right, 
title  and  intereft  in  all  the  benefit^  which  he  did  promerit  and  purchafe 
to  us  by  his  fuffering. 

We  believe,  that  God  juftifiee  finners  by  remitting  of  their  fins,  and  by 
imputing  to  them  the  righteou&ieb  and  obedience  of  Chrift,  whereby  he 
fulfilled  the  whole  Law  in  our  place,  both  -in  doing  the  commandmenta 
thereof,  and  in  fuffering  the  curfe  thereof,  which  was  due  to  us  hecaufe  of 
our  diffohedience. 

We  believe,  that  that  righteoufhels,  whereby  we  are  juftified  before  God, 
is  not  inherent  in  us,  but  in  Jefus  Chrift ;  and  that  it  is  fireely  given  to  us 
of  Gods  free  grace,  through  our  faith  in  Jefus  Chrift. 

We  believe,  that  we  are  juflified  by  iaitb,  as  it  is  an  inftrument  ^pre- 
hending  and  applying  the  righteotifnefs  of  Chrift  to  us,  and  not  as  it  is  a 
quality  and  vertue  inherent  in  us ;  fo  that  the  meritorious  caufe  of  our 
juftification  is  not  in  the  faith  which  apprehendeth,  but  in  the  righteouf- 
nefa  of  Chrift  be  faith  apprehended. 

We  believe,  that  albeit  we  be  not  juftified  by  good  works  before  God, 
and  can  merit  nothing  at  GodS  band  ;  yet  they  are  the  way  to  the  King- 
dom of  God,  and  are  of  neceflity  to  be  done  for  obedience  to  God,  for 
glorifying  of  his  name,  for  confirming  ourfelves  anent  our  eleSion,  and  for 
good  example  to  others  :  and  conflantly  we  affirm,  that  faith,  which  bring- 
eth  not  fiirth  good  works,  is  dead,  and  availeth  nothing  to  juftification  or 
fal  ration. 
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We  believe,  that  tbe  eleA  beiog  renewed,  are  fealed  with  the  H0I7  Spirit 
of  promire*  in  fuch  fort,  that  albeit  they  bear  about  in  their  fle(h  the  rem- 
nants of  that  original  corruption,  and  albeit  they  offend  through  infirmity, 
and  through  the  intifements  thereof  fin  grieToufly  to  the  great  offence  of 
God  :  yet  they  cannot  altogether  Ml  from  grace,  hut  are  raifed  again 
through  the  mercy  of  God,  and  keeped  to  lalratioD. 

Concerning  the  certainty  of  our  falvation,  we  beliere,  that  every  one  of 
U8  in  particular  ought  to  be  fiilly  perfuaded  thereof,  giving  credit  both  to 
the  external  promife  of  the  Word,  and  internal  witnefi  of  the  Spirit.  And 
as  for  the  doubtings  thereof,  which  we  often  find  in  ourfelves,  we  doe  not 
allow ;  but  contrariwife  damne  them,  aa  the  fruits  of  the  flefb  fighting 
againll  our  &ith. 

We  believe,  that  God  has  appointed  his  Word  and  Sacraments,  as  inftm- 
ments  of  the  Holy  Ghofi  to  work  and  confirm  faith  in  man. 

We  believe,  that  the  Word  of  G«d  ought  to  be  preached  and  tbe  Sacra- 
ments adminifired,  and  all  divine  fervice,  as  praying  and  praifing,  in  alt 
languages  known  and  underftood  by  the  people. 

We  believe,  that  tbe  Sacraments  are  certain  vifible  feals  of  Gods  eternal 
covenant,  ordiuned  be  God  to  reprefent  tiato  us  Chrift  cniufied,  and  to 
feal  up  our  fpiritual  communion  with  him. 

We  believe,  that  the  Sacraments  are  to  he  minillred  only  be  them,  who 
are  lawfiilly  called  thereto  be  the  Kirk  of  God. 

We  believe,  that  the  Sacraments  have  power  to  confirm  faith,  and  con- 
ferr  grace,  not  of  themfelves,  or  ex  opere  operate,  or  force  of  the  external 
action  ;  but  only  by  tte  powerfull  operation  of  the  Holy  Ghoft. 

We  believe,  that  there  be  only  two  Sacraments,  appointed  by  Chrift 
under  the  New  Teftaraent,  Baptifme,  and  the  Lords  Supper. 

We  believe,  that  Baptifm  is  neceffary  to  fitlvation,  if  it  can  be  orderly 
had  :  and  that,  therfor,  not  the  want  of  tt,  but  tbe  contempt  of  it  doth 
damne. 

We  believe,  that  Baptifm  fealeth  up  unto  us  the  remiflion  of  all  our  fins, 
whereof  we  are  guilty*  either  before  or  aA«r  our  baptifm. 

We  believe,  that  Baptifm  is  to  be  mlniflred  fimply  in  the  element  of 
water,  with  the  rite  of  dipping,  wafluog,  or  fprinkling,  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghofl,  according  to  Chrifis  inftitution,  without 
other  elements  or  bcramental  rites  devifed  be  men. 
7B 
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We  believe,  that  the  Lords  Supper  is  to  be  ^'iTen  to  all  communicants,, 
under  the  elements  of  bread  and  wine,  according  to  Cbrifls  inftitution. 

We  believe,  that  the  elements  of  bread  and  wine  iu  the  Lords  Supper, 
are  not  tranfubAautiated,  or  changed  in  the  fubftance  of  the  body  and 
blood, of  Chrifl^;  but  that  Ihey  are  facramenta  of  his  body  and  blood,  thus 
changing'  their  ufe,  but  not  their  fubflance. 

We  believe,  that  the  body  and  blood  of  Jefus  Chrifl  are  truely  prefent 
in  the  holy  Supper,  that  they  are  truely  exhibit  unto  us  ;  and  that  we  in 
very  truth  doe  participat  of  theoi,  albeit  only  fpiritually  and  by  faith,  not 
carnally  or  corporally. 

We  believe,  that  the  Lords  Supper  is  a  commemoration  of  the  facri&ce 
of  Chrift,  which  once  offered  did  fully  expiat  our  lins.  With  his  one  lacri- 
fice*  once  offered,  we  are  all  fully  content,  neither  doe  we  feek  any  other 
expiatory  or  propitiatory  facrifice.  But  as  for  facrificea  of  praife  aod 
thankfgivings,  the  lacrifice  of  a  contrite  heart,  alrnes  and  charitable  deeds, 
thefe  we  ought  daily  to  offer,  as  acceptable  to  God  in  Chrift  Jefus. 

We  believe,  that  the  {acrifice  and  merit  of  Chrifl  is  not  applyed  to  u9,  by 
the  work  of  a  lacrificing  MalTe  Prieft  ;  but  by  that  faith,  which  is  wrought 
in  our  fouls  by  the  Holy  Ghofl,  whereby  the  facrifice  and  merit  of  Chrill 
is  applyed  to  us ;  and  being  applyed  to  us  becometh  our  (atiffa&ion,  attone- 
ment  and  merit. 

We  believe,  that  fouls  of  Gods  children,  which  depart  out  of  tbia  life  in 
the  faith  of  Jefus  Chrifi,  after  the  feparating  from  their  bodies,  immediately 
pals  into  heaven,  and  there  reft  from  their  labours  untill  the  day  of  judge- 
ment, at  which  time  they  fhall  he  reunited  with  their  bodies,  and  enjoy 
life  everlafting  with  Chriil :  Likeas  the  fouls  of  the  wicked  immediately 
pa&  to  bell,  there  to  remain  till  the  day  of  judgment,  whicb  day,  being 
conjoined  with  their  bodies,  they  fhall  fullain  the  judgment  of  everlalling 
fire  :  and  belides  thefe  two,  a  third  place  for  fouls  we  doe  not  acknow- 
ledge. 

We  believe,  that  there  is  an  holy  catholick  or  univerfal  Kirk,  which  is 
the  holy  company  of  all  thefe,  who,  according  to  the  purpofe  of  Gods 
eternal  ele£tion,  fince  the  beginning  of  the  world,  were  called,  and,  to  the 
end  of  the  world,  fliall  be  called  to  the  Kingdom  of  Chrift,  and  to  the 
communion  of  eternal  life  in  him. 

We  believe,  that  the  true  members  of  bis  Kirk  are  only  the  faithful!, 
who  are  chofen  to  life  everlalling. 
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Tbis  Kirk  we  believe  to  be  but  one,  and  that  out  of  it  there  is  no  remif- 
fion  of  fins  to  falration. 

We  believe,  tbat  tbia  Kirk  is  partl7  triumphant  in  heaven,  partly  mili- 
tant on  earth.  The  whole  militant  Kirk  on  earth  is  divided  in  many  and 
diverfe  and  particular  Kirks,  which  are  vifible  and  confpicuous  to  the  eyes 
of  men. 

We  believe  not,  that  all  thefe  particular  Kirks  on  earth  are  pure,  but 
thefe  only  which  continue  in  the  do£lrine  of  the  Prophets  and  Apoftles, 
according  to  the  holy  canonical  Scripture,  worffaipping  God  purely,  and 
miniftring  the  Sacraments  according  to  the  fame.  And  thefe  be  the  true 
marks,  whereby  a  true  vifible  Kirk  on  earth  may  be  dilcerned  and  known. 
As  concerning  tbe  worfliip  of  God,  we  confefs  and  affirm,  that  all  reli- 
gious worjhip  and  fervice  is  only  to  be  given  to  God,  as  his  proper  due 
and  glory,  which  he  will  communicat  to  no  other  i  believing  firmly,  tbat 
God  is  to  be  worflupped  only  according  to  his  own  will,  revealed  in  his 
Word. 

And,  therfor,  we  abhorre  all  will  worJhip,  all  invocation  of  Saints  or 
Angels,  all  worfhipping  of  images,  crucifixes,  reli^,  and  all  other  things 
which  are  befide  the  true  God. 

We  believe  and  confefe,  that  God  hath  ordtuned  Kings,  Princes,  and 
Magiftntts,  for  the  good  of  Commonwealth,  for  the  better  governing  in  tbe 
Kirk,  and  to  be  nurfe  fathers  of  the  &me :  And,  therfor,  that  all  their  fub- 
je€ta  are  bound  in  duty  to  obey  them  in  all  things  they  command  lawfully, 
not  repugnant  to  tbe  will  of  God  ;  and  tbat  they  are  oblidged  to  pray  for 
them  daily,  that  under  them  they  may  lead  a  godly  and  peaceable  life. 

We  believe  and  conflantly  affirm,  that  the  Kirk  of  Scotland,  through  the 
abundant  grace  of  our  Lord,  is  one  of  the  mofl  pure  Kirks  under  heaven 
this  day,  both  in  refyeA  of  truth  in  doctrine,  and  purity  in  worffaip  :  and, 
therfor,  with  all  our  hearts  we  adjoyn  ourfelvea  ther^o,  and  to  tbe  reli- 
gion publickly  profeffed  therein  by  the  Kings  MajeAy,  and  all  his  truefub- 
je&St  and  authorized  by  his  Majefiies  laws  ;  promifing  be  the  grace  of  God 
to  continue  therein  to  the  end  of  our  life,  according  to  all  the  articles 
which  are  here  fett  douo :  Which  as  we  believe  with  our  hearts,  fo  we 
confefle  with  our  mouthes,  and  fubfcribe  with  our  hands ;  underflanding 
them  pltunly  as  they  are  here  conceived,  without  equivocation  or  mental 
refervalion  wbatfomever.     So  may  God  help  us  in  the  great  day  of  Jndg- 
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[The  General  Aflembly  waa  indidted  by  open  proclamation,  and  foiintl 
of  trumpet  at  the  Mercat  Crola  of  Edinburgh,  upon  the  4th  of  No- 
vember 1617,  to  be  bolden  at  Sen£t  Andrewes  the  25th  day  of  that 
iame  month. 

The  Erie  of  Mootrofe  was  appointed  be  the  King  to  be  his  CommiiDoner  ; 
but  ezcufed  himlelf  with  ficknefs  bj  a  letter  feat  to  tbe  Counfell  four  or 
fire  dayes  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  AlTembly.  Tbe  Counfell  fent 
the  copy  of  the  letter  to  the  Bifhop  of  San6t  Andrewes.  The  Bifiiop  re- 
turned anfwer,  that  the  Kings  ferrice  muft  not  be  negle&ed.  So  the  Lords 
of  tbe  Secret  Counfell  gave  commiflion  to  vaj  Lord  Binning  Secretar,  my 
Lord  Carnegie,  my  Lord  Kilfytb,  the  Lord  Advocat,  and  the  Treafurer 
Deputy,  conjun3:Iy,  or  to  any  three  of  them,  to  fupply  his  place. 

After  the  reading  of  tbe  Kings  letter,  wherein  be  willed  them  to  con- 
form to  his  deGre,  otberways  declared  he  would  ufe  his  own  authority  ; 
the  brethren  of  the  Conference  were  cbofen.  There  was  fome  reafoning  ; 
but  the  King  and  Bifliops  purpofe  was  witbAood,  both  in  the  Privy  Con- 
ference and  in  the  publick  Affembly.  The  Bij(hop  deGred  that  fome 
brethren  might  be  appointed  to  conGder  what  fiiould  be  granted  to  give 
his  Majefiy  fatilTa^ion.  Mr  Patrick  Galloway  and  four  others  were 
appointed  for  this  purpofe.     They  devyfed  tbefe  overtures  following. 

If  any  good  Chriftian,  viGted  with  long  Gcknefi,  and  known  to  the  Faftor, 
by  reafon  of  bis  prefent  infirmitie,  unable  to  refort  to  the  Church,  for 
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receiriDg  of  the  holy  Communion ;  or  being  Tick  fliall  declare  to  the  Pallor 
upoQ  his  confcience,  that  he  thinks  his  ficknefs  to  be  deadly,  fhall  earaellly 
defire  to  receive  the  &me  ia  his  houfe,  the  Minifter  fhall  not  deny  the  fame ; 
fo  as  lawful  wamio^  be  giren  to  him,  at  the  leaft  twentie  hours  before,  and 
that  there  be  fix  perfons  at  leafi  of  good  religion  and  conrerfation,  free  of 
lawful  impedimeot,  prefent  with  the  fick  perfon  to  receive ;  who  mull  alfo 
provide  a  convenient  place  in  his  houfe,  and  all  things  nece0are  for  the 
Minifiers  reverent  adminiftration  thereof,  according  to  the  order  prefcribed 
in  the  Church. 

To  remeed  the  irreverent  behaviour  of  the  rulgu  fort,  in  receiving  the 
holy  Communion,  it  is  found  meet  by  this  Aflembly,  that  the  minifter  him- 
felf  fhall  in  the  celebration  give  the  elements  out  of  his  own  hand  to  every 
one  of  the  Communicants,  laying,  when  he  giveth  the  bread.  Take,  eat, 
this  is  the  bodie  of  the  Lord  jefus  Chrifl  which  was  broken  for  you  ;  do 
this  in  remembrance  of  him  :  and  that  the  Minifter  exhort  them  to  be 
thankful.  And  when  he  giveth  the  cup.  Drink,  this  is  the  blood  of  Jefus 
Chrift  flied  for  you  i  do  this  in  remembrance  of  him :  and  that  the  Minifter 
exhort  them  to  be  thankful.  And  to  the  end  the  Minifter  may  give  the 
fame  the  more  commodiouOy,  he  is  byadvifeof  the  Magillrates,  and  honeft 
men  of  his  Seflton,  to  prepare  a  table,  at  the  which  the  fame  may  be  con- 
veniently minifired,  and  gravely  to  exhort  his  people,  that  they  communi- 
cat  reverently,  and  fhew  a  humble  and  religious  behaviour  in  the  receiving 
of  the  fame. 

Anent  the  remanent  of  the  Articles  proponed  to  the  AfTembly,  the  Af- 
fembly  after  long  reafoning,  in  fpecial  anent  preaching  upon  the  dayes  of 
the  Nativity,  FafEon,  Refurre£tion,  Afcenfion  of  our  Lord,  and  delcending 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  having  confidered,  that  a  great  number  of  CommiOioners 
from  Synods,  Burrowes,  and  Gentlemen,  in  re(pe&  of  the  feafon  of  the 
year,  diftance  of  the  place,  and  fliortnefs  of  the  advertifement,  would  not 
be  prefent;  and  that  the  mofl  part  of  tbofe  who  were  allembled,  are 
not  refolved  fully  in  fome  of  thefe  points  proponed  ;  and  that  they  are  in 
all  loyaltie  and  obedience  mofl  willing  to  give  his  Majefty  all  fatilTa^lion, 
and  have  agreed  and  promifed  to  inform  themfelves  anent  the  &id  Articles, 
wberof  they  prefently  Hand  in  doubt,  and  to  inftniS:  their  people,  elders 
and  parifhoners  by  all  means,  that  all  offence,  which  may  be  taken,  may  be 
removed,  have  thought  good,  that  (befide  the  two  points,  which  are  con- 
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eluded,  elpecialty  to  give  remonftrance  to  his  Majeftj'  of  their  moll  willing^ 
affection)  the  refl  of  the  faid  Articles  fhall  he  continued  to  the  next  Aflem- 
blji  and  to  that  effe6t,  that  a  mofl  humble  fupplication  may  be  directed  bj 
his  Maje%6  CommiflionerB,  and  the  General  AUembly,  that  it  may  pleafe 
his  Majeflie  of  his  gracious  favour  to  grant  a  continuation,  and  to  <x>nT0cat 
an  Affembly  for  decifion  of  the  matters,  at  fuch  commodious  times  as  his 
Majelly  Ihall  think  expedient. 
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The  General  AlTembly  faolden  at  Perth  the  25  of  Auguft  1018: 
Where,  for  obedience  to  His  Majefties  Proclamation,  and  parti- 
cular MiOlues,  the  following  perfoDs  conveeued.* 

His  Majeftiea  Commiffioners,  M7  Lord  Binning  Secretary,  Lord  Scoone, 
Lord  Carne^e ;  their  Afleflbrs,  Sir  Gideon  Murray,  Treafurer  Deput, 
Sir  Andrew  Kerr  of  Fernihirft,  Captain  of  the  Guard,  Sir  William  Oli- 
phant,  the  Kings  Adrocat,  and  Sir  William  Livingfloun  of  Kilfjtb  :  Noble- 
men, the  Erie  of  Lothian,  Lord  Vchiltrie,  Lord  Sanquhar,  Lord  Boyd  : 
Barones,  Wauchtoun>  Lutquharn,  Glenurqubart  younger,  CIunie-Gordoun, 
Bonytoun-Wood,  Weenies,  Balraird,  Balconie,  Balcarras,  Balmanno,  Bom- 
bie,  Blackbarrourie,  La^ :  Burgefles,  for  Edinburgh,  David  Aikenhead, 
George  Foules }  for  Perth,  James  Aedie,  Conftant  Malice ;  for  Dundie, 
Mr  Alexander  Wedderburn  younger,  Robert  Clayhills ;  for  Aberdeen, 
Mr  John  Mortimer;  for  Stirline,  Cbriftopher  Alexander ;  for  San£);  An- 
drewes,  John  Knox,  Thomas  Lentron ;  for  the  UniverGtie  of  San£t  An- 
drewes,  Doctor  Bruce  ;  Bifliops,  all  except  Argile  and  Ifles ;  Miniflers, 
Commiffioners  from  Prelbytries. 

In  the  morrjing,  Patrick  Bifbop  of  Aberdeen  preached  a  fermon  upon 
Ezra  vil.  S3.  Wbatfoerer  is  commanded  by  the  God  of  heaven,  let  it  he 
diligently  done  for  the  boufe  of  the  God  of  heaven :  for  why  fliould  there 
be  wrath  againd  the  realm  of  the  king  and  his  fons.     The  other  fermon  at 

*  The  proceedings  of  thu  Atwmbly  have  been  taken  fivm  Bishop  Lindaay's  "  True  Nana, 
tion,"  Stc.  i  and  from  Caldenvood's  "  Perth  Aswmblj,"  aod  his  pmited  and  maniucript  Histories. 
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ten  hours  waB  preached  be  John  ArchbUhop  of  San£t  Andrewes,  ia  the 
LitUe  Church,  on  i  Cor.  xi.  16.  But  if  snj  maa  feem  to  be  contentious, 
we  hare  no  fuch  cuftom,  neither  the  churches  of  God. 

The  Sermon  ended,  the  Archbifhop  of  San£i  Andrewes  came  to  the 
Table,  at  which  his  Majefties  CommiflionerB,  Noblemen,  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Affembly,  were  fitting,  and  placed  bimfelf  at  the  head  of  the 
table,  in  the  Moderators  chur  befide  his  Majefties  CommilDoaer. 

After  prayer,  the  Archbilbop  calling  for  the  ordinarie  Clerke  of  the 
Aflembly,  was  anfwered.  That  Mafter  Thomas  Nicholfon,  who  formerly 
I'erred  the  Church  in  that  place,  had  demitted  bis  office  in  favour  of  Mafter 
James  Sandelands  Aduocate :  This  he  notified  to  the  Aflerobtj',  as  that 
which  he  bad  vnderllood  before,  and  (hewed  that  the  f&id  Mafter  James 
was  a  man  fufficientl}'  qualified  for  the  place,  of  good  report,  and  one  that 
by  his  education  and  pleading  miglit  further  the  particular  bufinefle  of 
Minifters  before  the  Seflion.  He  deCred  the  Aflembly  to  confider  what 
was  fitteft  to  bee  done,  and  aduife  whether  they  would  receiue  the  laid 
Mailer  James  in  the  others  place  or  not :  The  voyces  of  his  Maiellies  Com- 
miflioners,  the  Noblemen,  Bilhops,  and  diuers  of  the  Minifters  being  alked, 
they  all  without  exception  agreed  to  bis  receiving.  And  the  laid  Mafter 
James  being  recalled  (for  while  the  voyces  were  alked,  he  was  remoued) 
had  an  oath  miniftred  vnto  him,  for  his  diligent  and  faithful  difcharge  of 
that  feruice. 

The  faid  Maflsr  James  Sandelands  being  admitted,  command  was  g^uen 
to  all  that  had  interelTe  in  the  faid  Aifembly,  to  giue  in  their  commiflioiis 
to  him  before  the  next  fitting;  and  nomination  was  made  of  certayn  for 
the  Conference,  according  to  the  order  kept  in  other  AlTemblies ;  in  which 
befides  the  Bilhops,  Noblemen,  Barons,  and  CommiOloners  of  Burrowes, 
the  moft  wife  and  learned  of  the  Miniftrie  were  named  indifferently,  with- 
out any  refpeft  had  of  their  opinions  and  pnuate  inclinations. 

At  this  time  it  was  moued  by  Mr  George  Grier,  Minifter  at  Hading- 
toun,  That  the  libertie  of  the  Church  might  bee  kept  in  the  chooling  of  a 
Moderator ;  which  the  Archbifhop  of  San£);  Andrewes  repreffed,  faying  to 
the  proponer,  That  he  did  not  expert  him  to  be  a  trowbler  of  the  Church, 
and  the  bufinefTe  thereof }  and  that  the  Affembly  was  met  within  the 
bounds  of  his  cbarge,  wherein  fo  long  as  he  ferued,  he  trufted  none  would 
ufurp  i  at  which  he  kept  filence  :  and  ftreight  wayes  arofe  another,  who 
alked  whether  all  the  Noblemen  and  Barons  prefent  fliould  have  voyce,  or 
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not,  and  if  the  whole  IVfinifters  that  were  met  there,  fhould  haue  Toyces 
alfo :  The  Archbiihop  of  San£t  Andrewes  anfvrered,  that  the  order  ob< 
ferued  in  former  AOemblies  Ihould  here  be  kept,  and  no  Minillera  have 
Toyce  that  lacked  a  commiQion :  But  as  for  Noblemen,  and  Barons  who 
were  come  thither  rpon  his  Majelliefl  mifliues,  he  trufted  none  there  would 
denie  them  Tojce*  fpecially  fince  in  the  Aflemblj  that  proceeded  at  Saafi: 
Andrewes,  it  was  one  of  the  reafona  tbej  made  for  differring  the  conclu- 
fiona  of  matters.  That  none  of  the  Nohlemen,  or  Barons  were  then  prefent 
to  aQm  the  proceedings  of  the  Church. 

It  was  deGred  alfo,  that  the  Articles  to  bee  entreated,  might  bee  extend- 
ed in  fuch  forme,  as  his  Maleflie  delired  them  to  paffe,  and  that  feme  might 
be  fet  apart  to  collect  the  reafons  that  Ihould  be  proponed,  for,  or  againft  the 
Articles,  that  the  whole  Afiembly  might  hare  the  cleerer  information.  To 
this  it  was  anfvered,  that  the  Conference  was  to  confider  of  thefe  things, 
and  what  might  ferue  heft  to  prepare  matters  for  the  whole  Affemhlj. 

The  Archbiihop  commanded  his  Majefties  letter  which  was  prefented  hj 
Do^r  YouQg  Deane  of  Winchefter,  and  directed  to  the  Aflemblj,  to  be 
publickely  read  :   The  Tenor  whereof  followeth.

Right  reuerend  Fathers  in  God,  Right  tniftie  Coufins,  and  Counfellors, 
and  others  our  truilie  and  welbeloued  fubie^ls.  We  greet  you  well :  Wee 
were  once  fully  refolued,  neuer  in  our  time,  to  haue  called  any  moe  Af- 
lemblies  there,  for  ordering  things  concerning  the  policie  of  the  Church, 
by  reafoD  of  the  di%race  offered  vnto  Ua  in  that  late  meeting  at  San€l  An- 
drewes, wherein  Our  juft  and  godly  defires  were  not  onely  oegie^ed,  but 
fome  of  the  Articles  concluded  in  that  fcomfuU  and  ridiculous  forme,  as 
we  wilh  they  had  been  refufed  rather  with  the  reft  :  AJtbougb  at  this  time 
We  fuffered  ourfelfe  to  be  intreated  by  you  our  Biihops,  for  a  new  Conuo- 
cation,  and  have  called  you  together,  who  are  now  conuened  for  the  felfe 
&me  bulineffe  which  then  was  nged  j  hoping  alTuredly,  that  you  will  haue 
fome  better  r^ard  of  our  delires,  and  not  permit  the  unruly  and  ignorant 
multitude,  after  their  wonted  cufiome,  to  ouerfway  the  betterand  more ju* 
dicious  fort ;  an  euiU  which  we  have  gone  about  with  much  paines  to  haue 
amended  in  thefe  Affemblie^  and  for  which  purpofe  according  to  Goda 
ordinance,  and  the  confiant  praAife  of  all  well  gouemed  Churches  in  all 
ages.  Wee  hare  placed  you  that  are  Biihops  and  ouerfeers  of  the  reft  in  the 
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chiefeft  roomes.  You  plead  much.  Wee  perceiue.  to  h&ue  matters  done  b/ 
confeat  of  Uie  MiaifterS}  aad  tell  Us  often,  that  what  ooncernes  the  Church 
in  generall,  ihould  be  coDcluded  by  the  aduife  of  the  whole,  neither  doe  Wee 
altogether  diilike  jour  purpofe  :  for  the  greater  confent  there  'u  amongil 
jour  feluea,  the  greater  is  Our  contentment.  But  Wee  will  not  have  jou 
to  thinke,  that  matters  proponed  hy  Us  of  that  nature,  whereof  thefe  Ar- 
ticles u-e»  may  not  without  fuch  a  generall  confent  be  enjojued  hy  Our 
authoritie  :  This  were  a  milkuo\ring-  of  jour  places,  and  withall  a  difclajm- 
ing  of  that  innate  power,  which  We  haue  bj  our  calling  from  God,  bj  tba 
which  Wee  haue  place  to  difpofe  of  things  extemall  in  the  Church,  as  Wee 
fhall  thinke  them  to  he  conuenient,  and  profitable  for  aduancing  true  lle- 
ligion  amongft  our  Subiefb.  Therefore  let  it  be  jour  care  bj  all  manner 
of  wife  and  difcreete  perfwalions  to  induce  them  to  an  obedient  jeelding 
vnto  thefe  things,  as  in  dutie  both  to  God,  and  Vs,  tbej  are  bound :  And 
doe  not  thinke,  tbat  We  will  be  fatiffied  with  refufea,  or  delajes,  or  miti- 
gations ;  and  We  know  not  what  other  fhifts  have  beene  proponed :  for 
Wee  will  content  Ourfelues  with  nothing,  but  with  a  fimple  and  direct  ac- 
ceptation of  thefe  Articles  in  the  ibrme  hj  Va  fent  Tuto  jou,  now  a  long 
time  paft ;  conlidering  both  the  lawfulnelle,  and  mdeniable  conueniencie 
of  them  for  the  better  furthering  of  pielie  and  religion  amongft  jou.  And  it 
Ihould  have  rather  becommed  jou«  to  have  begged  tbe  eflabliJhment  of  fuch 
things  of  VSf  then  that  Wee  fhould  thus  neede  to  be  put  to  Trge  the  prac- 
tife  of  them  vpon  jou.  Thefe  matters  indeede  concerneth  jou  of  the  £c- 
cleliafticall  charge  chieflj.  Nejther  would  Wee  haue  called  Noblemen* 
Barons,  and  others  of  our  good  Suhie£ls,  to  the  determining  of  them,  but 
that  Wee  mderftand,  the  offence  of  our  people  hath  beene  fo  much  obieS^' 
ed ;  wherein  jou  mud  beare  with  Vs  to  &j.  That  no  Kingdome  doth 
breed,  or  hath  at  this  time,  more  louing,  dutiful],  and  obedient  fubie^s, 
then  Wee  haue  in  that  our  native  Kingdome  of  Scotland ;  and  fo  if  anj 
difpofition  hath  appeared  to  the  contrarie,  in  anj  of  them,  tbe  iame  We 
hold  to  hare  proceeded  from  amongft  jou :  Albeit  of  all  forta  of  men,  jee 
are  thej,  that  both  of  duetie  were  bound,  and  bj  particular  benefits  obl^ed, 
to  have  continued  jourfelues,  and  bj  jour  found  doctrine  and  exemplarie 
life,  kept  others  in  a  reuerend  obedience  to  our  commanderoentc.  What. 
and  how  manj  abufes  were  offered  Ys  bj  manj  of  the  Miniilrie  there,  be- 
fore our  happie  comming  to  this  Crowne,  though  we  can  hardlj  qnite  for- 
get, jet  We  little  like  to  remember.    Neither  thinke  We,  tbat  anj  Prince 
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Huiag  could  baue  kept  him  felfe  from  falling  in  Ttter  dlllike  with  the  PrO' 
feOion  it  felfe,  conlidering  the  many  prouocations  that  were  giuen  vnto  Vb; 
but  the  }oue  of  God  and  his  truth  iUlI  Tpbeld  Vs ;  and  will  by  his  grace 
fo  doe  vnto  the  end  of  our  life :  Our  patience  alwayes  in  foigetting,  and 
foi^uing  many  faults  of  that  fort,  and  conftant  maintaining  of  ixue  Religion 
againft  the  adrerfaries  (by  whofe  hateliill  pra^ifea  We  Hue  in  greater  per- 
rill  then  you  all,  or  any  one  of  you,)  fhould  haue  produced  better  eSe£t8 
amongft  you,  then  oontinuall  reliftance  of  our  beft  purpofea.  Wee  wifli 
Wee  be  not  further  prouoked,  and  Gods  truth,  which  you  profefle,  of 
obedience  vnto  Principalities  and  Powers,  bee  no  longer  neglected,  and 
Oandered  by  fuch  as,  Tnder  the  cloake  of  feemtng  holinefle,  walk  TBrnly 
amon^  you,  fhaking  hands  as  it  were,  and  ioyning  in  this  their  difobe- 
dience  Tnto  Mt^Araeie,  with  the  Tpholders  of  Poperie.  Wherefore,  our 
beartie  ddire  is,  that  at  this  time  you  make  the  World  fee  by  your  pro- 
ceedings, what  a  dutiefidi  refpe£t  and  obedience  you  owe  to  Vs,  your  So- 
uereigne  Prince,  and  naturall  King  and  Lord  ;  that  as  Wee  in  loue  and 
care  are  neuer  wanting  vnto  you,  fo  you  in  an  humble  fiibmiflion  vnto  eur 
fo  juft  demands,  be  not  found  inferiour  to  others  our  fubie^  in  any  of  our 
Kingdomee ;  and  that  the  care  and  zeale  of  the  good  of  Gods  Cburch,  and 
of  the  advancing  of  Rety,  and  Truth,  doth  chiefly  incite  Vs  to  the  follow- 
ing of  thefe  matters  ;  God  is  our  Witneffe  :  The  which,  that  it  may  be 
before  your  eyes,  and  that  according  to  your  callings  you  may  ftriue  in 
your  particular  places,  and  in  this  Genevall  Meeting,  to  do  the£e  things 
which  may  heft  feme  to  the  promouing  of  the  Gofpel  of  Chrift,  euen  our 
prayers  are  earneft  vnto  God  for  you  :  Requiring  you  in  this  and  other 
things  to  credit  the  beu-er  hereof,  our  tnilUe  Seruant  and  Chaplaine,  the 
Deane  of  Wincheller,  whom  We  have  ezprefily  feat  thither,  that  he  may 
bring  vnto  Vs  a  true  relation  <^  the  particular  carriages  of  all  matters,  and 
of  the  happie  euent  of  your  Meeting,  which  by  Gods  blefling  (who  is  the 
God  of  Order,  Peace  and  IVuth)  Wee  doe  certainly  ezpe£l ;  vnto  whofe 
gradouB  direction  Wee  commend  you  now  and  for  euer. 
Giuea  at  Theobalds,  the  10  Julij  I6l8. 

This  Letter  being  once  read,  and  agun :  The  Archbiihop  protefled  that 
neither  he,  nor  the  Kirk  of  England  had  craved  thefe  novations,  nor  given 
counSA  tbereanent,  and  it  was  againft  his  will  that  ever  they  were  men- 
tiMi^d  ;  yet  that  now  he  is  perfvraded,  that  his  Majeftie  will  be  more  glade 
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of  tbe  confent  of  tfais  AQemblj  to  the  fire  Articles,  than  of  all  the  gold  of 
India. 

The  Archbilhop  then  deGred  Do€lor  Young  to  fpeake,  if  fo  bee  bad  anj' 
thing  to  iaj  for  feconding  the  Letter,  whereof  he  was  Meffenger.  And 
his  words  were  thefe  that  followes. 

Moft  Honorable,  moft  Reverend,  right  Worflupfull,  and  ilearlj  beloued : 
It  might  well  become  me,  according  to  the  example  of  Elihu  in  tbe  Hifto- 
rie  of  Job,  in  prefence  of  fo  wife,  fo  graue,   fo  religious,   and  learned  an 
Aflemblj,  to  wait  in  filence  till  the  more  ancient  in  years  had  fpoken  :  but 
that  I  knowtbat  the  SouereigneMaiellie  of  our  gracious  Lord  and  Maflerthe 
King,  who  hath  regarded  fo  much  tbe  lowlinelle  of  bis  feruant,  as  to  fend 
me  Toto  you  at  this  time,  to  be  tbe  meffenger  of  his  will  and  pleafure,  now 
openly  read  in  your  ears,  will  procure  attention  vnto  a  few  words,  which 
fball  be  vttered  with  the  vprightnelTe  and  finceritie  of  a  heart  wboly  de- 
noted, as  vnto  the  glory  of  God,  and  honour  of  our  great  Mailer  tbe  King ; 
fo  to  tbe  happy,  free,  and  flourilbing  eflate  of  this  Church  and  Kingdome, 
vnto  which  I  am  tyed  by  lb  many  flrong  bands ;  that  Mofes  tbe  friend  of 
God,  and  Paul  tbat  chofen  veflell  of  Cbrifl,  who  are  recorded  in  the  holy 
Scriptures  to  baue  exceeded  in  their  affe£tion  to  the  people  of  Ifrael,  their 
deare  countreymen,  did  not  in  tbat  owe.more  vnto  them,  then  that  which 
you  all  wel  know  I  owe  vnto  you ;  and  would  to  God  I  were  as  able  to 
pay  fo  iuft  a  debt,  as  I  am,  and  euer  Ihall  be  molt;  ready  and  willing  to  ac- 
knowledge it }  Hie  amor  meus  pondus  meum  :  for  from  this  loue  and  du- 
tie  I  owe  vnto  this  place  of  my  firit  and  fecond  birth,  (God  bee  heft  knowes} 
how  tbe  forrowes  of  my  heart  baue  bin  inlarged,  fince  tbe  time  of  tbe  taft 
Generall  AlTembly  at  Saint  Andrewes,  to  bear  fucb  words  of  indignation 
and  juft  difpleafure,  fo  often  to  proceed  out  of  the  mouth  of  fo  good  and  ib 
gradous  a  Prince,  like  Mofes  the  meekeil;  man  vpon  the  face  of  the  earth  : 
Sed  verendum  etiam  atque  etiam  quo  exeat  patientia  tam  &epe  laefa : 
Words  ipoken  agtunft  thefe  tbat  are  called  to  be  Miniflers,  Etnb^bdors  of 
peace,  and  patternes  of  pietie  and  obedience  ;  vttered  in  the  eare  of  them, 
who  labour  indeed,  as  it  becommeth  fo  loyall  and  louing  fubie£ts,  by  their 
humble  and  dutifuU  obedience  vnto  bis  lacred  Maieftie,  to  outftrip  thofe 
that  went  before  them ;  and  albeit  they  baue  the  lafi,  yet  not  to  faaue  tbe 
leaA  portion  in  our  Davids  loue.    But  as  then  with  all  good  and  well  af. 
fe£ted  men  I  much  grieued,  fo  now  I  heartily  rejoyce  and  praife  God,  that 
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notwitbftanding  of  all  that  ta  paft,  I  baue  liued  to  fee  this  daj  a  Geaerall 
S/nod  ouce  more  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  called  bj  the  authority  and 
expreffe  command  and  pleafure  of  our  Souereig;ne  Lord  the  Kingt  which  is 
the  only  true  and  heft  meanes  indeed,  vfed  in  all  ages  for  extirpating  of  all 
SefU,  EiTorSt  and  HereGes,  and  for  the  planting  of  truth,  and  good  order 
in  the  Church  of  Chrift.  And  I  pray  God,  that  all  things  at  this  meeting 
may,  by  the  direS^on  of  Gods  good  Spirit,  and  by  your  Wifdomes,  be  fo 
carryed,  that  you  abridge  not  your  felues  and  poflerity  of  fo  great  a  blefiing, 
and  procure  that  not  only  thefe  things  which  are  now  required,  but  that 
other  things  more  difficult  bee  iujoyned  and  enforced  vpon  you*  rpon  ftriA 
penalfle  by  Supreme  Authority.  And  therefore  I  defire  (as  I  am  fent  to 
that  purpofe)  with  the  Apoftle  Titus  3.  to  put  you  in  remembrance,  that 
you  bee  fubie£t  to  Principalities  and  Powers,  and  that  you  bee  obedient, 
and  ready  to  euery  good  worke :  to  put  you  in  remembrance,  l^at,  by  the 
great  bleffiog  of  Almightie  God,  you  haue  to  doe  with  fo  wile,  lb  potent,  fo 
religious,  fo  learned  a  Prince,  the  matchleife  mirror  of  all  Kings,  the  nurfing 
Father  of  his  Church  ;  that  he  whofe  wifdome  and  authoritie  is,  in  the  com- 
poling  of  all  differences  both  Kcclefiaflical  and  Ciuill,  fo  much  required,  re- 
fpe£ted,  and  admired,  not  only  by  his  own  people  of  his  other  Kingdom^  but 
by  all  good  Cbriffians  of  forrein  Nations  throughout  the  Chriftian  world,  may 
not  feeme  to  be  n^le^d  by  you  hie  native  fubie£ls  at  home ;  and  you  efpe- 
cially  of  the  Minifierie,  who  ought  to  be  examples  and  pattemes  of  obedience 
Tnto  others,  you  whom  he  hath  fo  infinitely  obliged  by  his  fo  great  bountie  and 
conflant  loue :  To  put  you  in  remembrance,  that  as  with  no  fbialldifreputation 
Tnto  bis  Maieftie,  and  diminution  as  it  were  of  hia  princely  authoritie,  in  the 
Judgment  and  fight  of  the  world,  whofe  eyes  are  bent  vpon  thefe  proceedings, 
he  hath  granted  you  fo  long  time,  by  yourChriftian  and  godlyendeuours  with 
your  fererall  flockes  (whomyou  are  toleade,  and  not  to  be  led  by  them)  to  re- 
moue(a8  you  promifed  both  to  his  Majeflj being  here  amongft  you,  andagaine 
confirmed  at  your  laftGenerall  Synod,)allthofelcandalB,  which  mightbetaken 
by  the  more  ignorant  and  maduifed  fort  of  your  people,  to  whom  all  innoua- 
tions,  though  to  the  better,  may  leeme  at  the  firfi  fomewhat  ftrange :  fo 
that  now  you  would  bee  careful],  as  much  as  in  you  lyeth,  to  take  away 
that  more  dangerous  and  open  offence  and  fcandal,  which  by  your  delay, 
and  refufall  of  obedience,  you  Iliall  caft  Tpon  the  facred  perfon  of  our 
Soueraigne  Lord  the  King,  the  moft  coufiant  and  zealous  ProteAour  and 
Defender  of  that  Faith  and  Truth,  which  wee  all  profeffe,  and  for  the  which

be  hatb  fuffered  fuch  open  gainefiaying  of  the  aduerfaries  thereof,  the  limbea 
of  Antichrift  ;  as  if  hee,  who  hath  laboured  fo  much  to  exalt  the  glorie  of 
this  Nation  farre  aboue  all  his  predecefiburs  in  the  e^es  of  the  World,  now 
going  about  mod  of  all  to  humble  rs  mto  our  God,  and  in  the  petformance 
of  the  A€t  of  greateft  deuotion,  according  to  hia  owne  example*  to  bring' 
vs  vnto  our  knees,  did  in  fo  doing  any  way  vrge  his  liibie^  to  any  thing, 
which  might  fauour  of  Superftition  or  Idolatrie  :  To  remoue  the  fcandall 
from  thofe  who  are  in  authority  amongfl  you,  and  are  fet  oner  you  in  the 
Lord,  who  by  their  dutifull  obedience  vnto  God,  and  their  Soueraigue,  haue 
alreadie,  both  by  their  do£lrine  and  pradiice,  commended  thofe  thtnga, 
which  now  are  required  of  you,  to  be  both  lawfidl  and  expedient :  To 
take  away  that  fcandall  and  afperGon,  which  by  the  feeming  reafons  of  your 
former  refufull,  or  delay,  you  haue  caft  vpon  others  fo  glorious  reformed 
Churches,  as  if  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  Spirit  of  reformation  had  beene  giuen 
onely  to*  and  folely  relied  vpon  you :  To  remoue  that  notorious  and  pub< 
lique  fcandall,  which  by  the  fierie  and  turbulent  fpirits  of  fome  few  priuate 
men,  lyeth  heavie  rpon  the  feruent  and  zealous  Frofeffours  of  the  glorious 
Gofpel  of  Chrifl,  as  if  they  alio  were  difobedient  vnto  Magiftracie,  and  in 
this  did  fceme  to  ioyne  hands  with  the  maine  rpholders  and  pillars  of  Po- 
perte.  It  hath  wounded  the  fpirits  of  good  men  to  bear  it  often  fpoken. 
Nee  dicatur  (utinam  araplius)  Gatbi,  et  in  plateis  Alkelonis }  nay  to  fee 
it  in  print,  that  Herod  and  Pilate  were  now  reconciled  agun,  if  not  contra 
Cbriftum  Dominum,  yet  contra  ChriCtum  Domini :  Laftly,  to  preuent  that 
lamentable  miferie  and  calamitie,  which  God  in  his  jufiice  might  bring  vpon 
this  Church,  in  that  you  r^;arded  not  the  bleiTed  time  of  your  vilitation, 
and  defpifed  the  long  fuffering  and  great  goodnefle  of  God,  and  of  fo  boun- 
tifull  and  gracious  a  Soueraigne.  And  To  to  conclude,  (for  to  fiand  now 
upon  particulars  were  but  a£tum  agere,  and  you  need  no  gleanings  after  fo 
plentifuU  an  barrell,  or  the  light  of  a  candle  being  inlightned  by  the  cleare 
beames  of  the  funne,)  with  that  of  Naamans  femants,  2  Kings  J.  vnto  their 
Lord  and  Mafter  :  Fatber,  if  the  Prophet  had  commanded  thee  a  greater 
matter,  fhouldeft  thou  not  haue  done  it  ?  &c.  So,  right  reuerend  Fathers 
and  Brethren  in  Chrift,  if  our  moft  gracious  Soueraigne  Lord,  who  hath  done 
fo  much  for  you,  had  commanded  you  greater  things,  fo  long  as  they  might 
ftand  with  the  will  of  God,  and  in  no  waies  be  repugnant  vnto  the  fame, 
(for  in  that  cafe  indeed,  the  ApoKIea  rule  holds  inuiolably  true,  sa  xtSapx-iu 
Ocv  fxaWov  ^  avepwwoif,  that  we  mull  rather  obey  God,  then  men)  Ibould  you 
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ndt  baue  beene  readie  jourfelueSi  and  hj  your  do^rine  and  praftUb  haue 
induced  others  to  obedience  P  much  more  tben^  when  he  requireth  oF  jbu 
but  thefe  few  oecefikrie  things,  neceflarj  and  expedient  for  the  gloHe  of 
Ood,  for  the  aduancing  of  pietie  amongfl  you  ;  for  the  honour  and  due 
fatiffaftion  vnto  our  Soueraigne  Lord  the  King ;  for  the  happy  eftabliOiing 
of  order,  peace,  mion,  and  loue  amongll  your  felues,  and  in  thefe  vnited 
Kingdomee.  Therefore  let  me  beleech  you  in  the  bowels  of  Chrill  to  giue 
all  their  due,  Quee  Csefaris,  Csefari,  quse  Dei,  Deo.  And  as  Conllantine 
the  Great  (as  Eufebius  hath  it)  wrote  vnto  his  Churchmen,  that  troubled 
his  peace  and  other  weightie  affaires,  with  their  contentious  humours ;  fo 
let  me  intreat  you  in  the  behalfe  of  our  Conllantine,  Qui  dum  rogat,  jubet : 
Date  illi  dies  tranquillo^  et  no6teB  curs  et  moleftiarum  expertes ;  that  fo 
he  maj  with  much  ioy  and  contentment  of  heart,  yet  once  more,  as  he 
propoletb,  if  not  often,  Tifit  your  coafts,  and  thofe  places  which  his  foule 
loueth  ;  and  that  this  poore  Church,  and  bis  natiue  Kingdome,  maj  be 
made  euer  more  and  more  happie  hj  bis  eomming,  and  long,  peaceable, 
and  profperous  reigne  :  And  God  and  men  by  Amen  vnto  it.  Aintin : 
Amen. 

The  Minifiers  defenders  of  the  eftabliihed  order,  required  four  things. 
1.  That  none  he  admitted  to  vote,  but  fuch  as  were  authorized  by  lawful 
CoUmiflion.  The  Archbilhop  anfwered,  his  Majefty  had  written  to  Noble- 
taen  and  Barrones,  willing  them  to  be  prefent  at  this  ADembly  :  If  any 
man  had  any  exception  againfl  tbenit  they  fhcruld  be  heard.  It  was  replied, 
that  they  were  not  to  except  againfl  their  honorable  perfons  or  prefence ; 
but  earneflly  to  crare,  that  the  order  of  the  Church  might  be  obferved, 
whereby  it  is  provided,  that  without  Commiflion  none  have  place  to  vote 
in  General  Aflemblies. 

S.  That  the  libertie  of  the  Church  be  not  broken  in  the  election  of  the 
Moderator,  and  that  a  lawful  leet  he  made  to  that  effe£);.  It  was  anfwered 
by  the  Archbilhop,  that  this  Afiembly  is  conrocat  within  the  bounds  of  his 
Diode ;  he  would  nnderfUmd,  who  wonld  take  hia  place  orer  bis  bead. 

S.  That  the  Artides,  proponed  in  ihort  and  general  furnmes,  might  be 
put  in  forme,  and  amply  extended,  as  bis  Mqefty  would  htrre  them  ena^ed, 
that  they  be  the  better  advifed  on  and  confidered.  The  Archbilhop  an. 
fwered>  let  alone  thefe  toyee,  trouble  us  not  with  needlefa  queftioBS }  tre 
Audi  fpeak  of  thefe  things  in  the  Frivie  Conference. 
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4.  That  (ome  of  either  opinion  maj  be  fet  apart  to  coUeA,  and  put  in 
order  the  reafons  of  either  fide,  for  the  more  fure  and  ealie  information  of 
the  Afiemblie.    The  Archbilhop  rejected  this  alfo,  as  impertinent. 

The  Arcbbiibop  proceeded  to  the  nomination  of  the  Frivie  Conference* 
before  that  the  Clerk  had  receired  the  CommifEona. 

There  was  chofen  to  be  upon  the  Fririe  Conference,  the  Kings  Com- 
milGonerSi  and  AHeflTors,  the  Erie  of  Lothian,  the  Lord  Ochiltrj'.  the  Lord 
Sanchar,  the  Lord  Bojd:  Barons  Waughton,  Wejmea,  Balcolmie,  Bogie, 
Clunie,  Glenvrquhartt  Balcarras,  La^e,  Balmanoo,  Bonintoun :  Minifters, 
Mr  Patrick  Galloway,  Mr  Henry  Blyth,  Mr  John  Weymes,  Mr  Geoi^e 
Grier,  M^  Jobn  Carmichael,  Mr  William  Scott,  Mr  Alexander  Gladeftanes 
Arcbdean  of  Saa£t  Andrewes,  Doctor  Philip,  Dodtor  Strang,  Do^or 
Bruce,  Mr  John  Hay  Parfon  of  Ranfrew,  Mr  Thomas  Muirhead,  Mr 
Michael  Wallace,  Mr  Thomas  Ramlay,  Mr  James  Knox,  Mr  Robert  Hea- 
rifon,  Mr  John  Guthrie,  Mr  John  Malcolm,  Do^r  Forbefs,  Mr  George 
Dowglafs,  Mr  Patrick  Dumbar,  Mr  James  Bilhop,  Mr  George  Chalmers, 
Mr  James  Simfon,  Mr  Robert  Sommer,  Mr  David  Lindlay,  Mr  David 
Monro,  Mr  Archbald  Moncrieff,  Mr  James  Burdoun,  Mr  John  Mai^enzie, 
Mr  John  Mitchelfon,  Mr  Patrick  Shaw,  Mr  Jamee  Hammilton  Dean  of 
Glalgow,  Do£lor  Hammilton  :  The  Commiflloners  of  Edinburgh,  Perth, 
Dundie,  Aberdeen,  Gla%ow :     And  all  the  Bifhops. 

After  the  faid  nomination,  the  Conference  was  appointed  to  conreen  at 
three  afternoon ;  and  the  Aflembly  at  eight  hours  to-morrow  morning. 


[Tuefday  at  afternoone.] 

The  Conference  conveened  at  three  afternoon.  After  Prayer,  the  Kings 
Letter  was  read  againe.  Then  the  Archbilhop  requefted  them  to  confider, 
by  what  means  matters  might  mofi  eallly  be  brought  vnto  a  point.  He  faid 
that  there  appeared  but  two  wayes  :  One  whereof  was  by  difputiog  the 
Articles,  which  was  likely  to  conTume  a  long  time,  and  breed  irritation, 
rather  than  any  contentment  elfe :  The  other  was  by  a  calme  and  wife 
confultation  to  conJider  how  the  Md  Articles  might  be  receiued  in  all  the 
Churches  witb  leaft  ofiEence,  and  conclude  the  feme;  fpecially  fince  they 
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had  promifed  in  the  laft  AfTembl^r  to  refolue  themfelues  and  others,  of  the 
equitie  of  the  points  reqtiired  ;  and  which  thej  like  heft,  he  delires  them 
to  choofe. 

He  affirmed,  that  four  Articles  were  alreadjr  concluded  in  the  Aflemblies 
holden  laft  at  Aberdeen,  aod  San£b  Andrewes,  howbeit  not  in  forme  as 
his  Majefty  required ;  and  that  kneeling  only  refted  to  be  confented  to. 
To  proTe  his  allegiance,  a  minute  was  read,  containing  the  points  conferred 
on  at  the  places  forefaid,  and  no  farther  evidence  was  produced.  He  added 
that  hia  Highnefe  altogether  refiifed  the  cautions  and  conditions  added  hj 
the  ^d  Affemblies,  as  fruftrations  of  bis  intention.  He  affirmed  bis  Jds>- 
jelly  was  ftill  offended  at  the  Aflembty  holden  at  Satt6);  Andrewes :  for 
removing  of  that  offence,  he  would  have  had  the  Article  of  kneeling  put 
to  voting  in  the  Cooference  without  reafoning. 

The  greater  part  efteeming,  that  fuch  as  were  contrary  minded,  would 
never  receiue  fatif&£tion,  vnleffe  matters  were  firft  reafbned  ;  and  that  it 
fliould  bring  a  fore  imputation  vpob  the  Aflembly  to  conclude  any  thing, 
which  bad  not  been  firft  debated  by  arguments,  vrged  the  dilputing  of  the 
Articles,  which  was  of  the  reft  condefceaded  vnto.  Then  it  being  pro. 
poned,  if  they  would  take  the  faid  Articles  in  order,  or  beginne  with  the 
moft  controverted,  they  agreed  vniformly  to  treat  of  kneeling  at  the  receiu- 
ing  of  the  holy  Sacrament  in  the  firft  place,  hoping  that  btiffa6tion  being 
giuen  in  that  Article,  the  lefle  fcmple  fliould  be  made  to  the  reft. 

So  according  to  the  order,  two  were  named  to  difpute  that  Article,  to 
wit,  Do£tor  Henrie  Philip  and  Do&or  William  Forbes  for  the  one  fide  ; 
and  Mafter  William  Scot  and  Matter  John  Carmicbael  for  the  other :  Thefe 
two  laft  named,  after  a  graue  proteftation  made  of  their  unwillingnefle  to 
be  beard  oppofing  to  any  matter,  for  the  which  bis  Miueftie  feemed  fo  ear- 
neft,  excufed  themfelues  by  the  neceflity  of  the  commandment,  and  their 
owne  refolutions,  which  they  held  to  bee  well  grounded,  wifhing  that  no 
offence  might  be  taken  at  their  fpeeches,  which  they  fliould  be  carefuU  of, 
and  fay  nothing  but  with  that  reuerence  which  become  them  in  fo  hon- 
ourable an  hearing.  And  then  adding,  that  the  contrary  order  bad  beene 
long  kept  in  this  Church  with  great  profit,  and  the  comfort  of  many  good 
Chriftians :  if  now  any  would  preafle  to  abolilh  that  which  had  been  in 
force,  and  draw  in  things  not  yet  receiued,  tbey  bee  bolden  to  prooue, 
eytber  that  the  things  vrged  were  neceflary  and  expedient  for  our  Church ; 
or  the  order  hitherto  kept,  not  meet  to  be  retained.  And  for  this  purpolb 
70 
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they  alleadged  a  paflage  of  Mailer  Hooker,  in  bia  Preface  before  tbe  Bookes 
of  Ecclefiafticall  Folicie,  wherein  bee  craues,  that  fucb  aa  feeke  the  refor- 
mation of  Orders  Eccleiiailicall  in  the  Church  of  England,  Ihould  content 
tbemfelues  with  the  opponents  part,  and  be  fubie£l  to  prooue  thefe  two 
things  mentioned.  It  was  replyed,  that  the  difference  of  their  cafe  and 
ours  was  great :  for  there  a  few  priuate  men  defired  the  Laws  publickely 
efiahliflied  to  bee  inuerted,  and  it  was  good  reafoo,  that  fucb  Ihould  bee 
put  to  their  confirmation  of  what  they  proponed  :  but  heere  the  Prince, 
that  by  himfelfe  had  power  to  reforme  fucb  things  as  were  amiOe  in  tbe 
outward  policie,  required  to  haue  tbe  change  made :  and  therefore  it  con- 
cerned them  to  bring  reafons,  why  bia  MaieUes  propofitions  ougbt  not  to 
bee  granted.  This  they  declined  for  s  great  while,  flill  protefting-  the 
reuerence  they  beare  to  bis  MaiefUes  commandments ;  and  without  men- 
tioning  that  which  they  would  not  oppofe  in  Tbeli,  they  wifhed  this  quef- 
tion  to  he  realbned  :  Whether  kneeling,  or  Gtting  at  the  Communion  were 
tbe  fitter  gellure. 

It  was  anfwered,  that  tbe  queftion  could  bee  no  other  wayes  proponed 
then  thus :  His  Maieftie  defires  our  geAure  of  fitting  at  the  Communion 
to  be  changed  into  kneeling :  Why  ought  not  the  fame  to  be  done  ?  If 
it  could  bee  fliewed  by  tbe  Word,  or  by  any  neceflary  confequent  deduced 
out  of  the  lame,  that  hia  alteration  craued,  ougbt  not  to  bee  granted,  be- 
caufe  impious  or  vnlawfuU,  that  fliould  be  enough  humbly  to  decline  tbe 
defire :  and  if  otherwayes  they  could  bring  no  argument  to  the  contrary, 
a  necefiitie  lay  Tpon  ts  to  obey. 

An  houre  or  more  was  fpent  in  fucb  fpeecbes,  tbey  declining  ftill  to  giue 
any  argument,  and  offering  themfelues  to  anfwer  fucb  realbns,  as  any  man 
would  propone  for  tbe  alteration  defired  :  whereupon  tbe  Archbiibop  of 
Saint  Andrewes  laid,  that  if  none  would  reaTon,  be  would  put  tbe  Articles 
to  Toyces. 

Then  they  proponed,  that  reafoning  fliould  bee  publicke,  and  in  face  of 
the  whole  Affembly :  It  was  replyed,  that  nothing  Ihould  be  in  Conference 
concluded  to  tbe  preiudice  of  tbe  Affembly ;  alwayes  matters  muft  firft  be 
brought  to  fome  point  in  the  Conference,  and  thereafter  proponed  to  the 
whole  number,  who  Ihould  be  heard  to  reafon  of  new,  if  he  lifted. 

Hereupon  tbey  refolued  to  fall  into  difpute,  and  firft,  Mafter  John  Car- 
michael  brought  an  argument  from  the  cufiome  and  pradlice  of  the  Church 
of  Scotland,  which  had  heene  long  obferued,  and  ought  not  to  be  altered. 
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except  the  iaconuenieQce  of  the  prefent  order  were  {hewed,  and  the  defired 
gefture  qualified  to  bee  better.  It  wag  anfwered,  that  howeuer  the  argu- 
mect  held  good  againll  the  motions  of  pHuat  men*  jet  his  Maieflie  requir- 
ing the  practice  to  be  changed,  mattera  behoued  to  admit  a  new  confidera* 
tion  ;  and  that  becaufe  it  was  the  Prince  his  priuiledge,  that  had  the  con- 
feruation  and  cuftodie,  aa  well  of  the  Churcb,  as  of  the  Commonwealth, 
to  call  in  queftion  Culiomes  and  Statutes  which  he  perceiued  to  breed  any 
inconuenience  in  the  Hate,  euen  bj  himfelfe,  it  could  not  bee  denyed,  that 
in  a  Church  Aflemhly,  fnch  as  that  was,  his  Maieftie  might  lawfully  craue 
an  innouation  of  any  Church  Rite,  which  bee  efteemed  not  to  be  conue- 
nient  for  the  time. 

From  this  argument,  they  went  to  another  of  Cbrift  and  the  Difciples 
fitting  at  the  firft  inftitution  ;  in  difcuffing  whereof,  they  were  brougfht  to 
acknowledge  the  gefture  not  to  bee  of  the  eflence  of  the  Sacrament,  but 
alterable  at  the  difcretion  of  the  Churcb  :  Only  they  held  the  cuftome  for- 
merly receiued  to  bee  the  better. 

This  was  the  proceeding  of  the  firil  Conference,  wherein  becaufe  matters 
could  not  be  brought  to  any  point,  continuation  was  made  to  the  morrow 
after,  and  they  warned  to  roeete  again  at  eight  of  the  cloke  in  the 
morning. 


Wednefday  the  26  of  Auguft. 

The  Conference  being  met  as  was  appointed,  after  inuocation  of  the 
Name  of  God,  the  Reafoners  were  defired  to  proceed  where  they  bad  left 
.the  night  before,  and  not  to  triffle  time  with  fpeecbes  of  Imall  confequence. 
The  reafoning  continued  from  eight  vnto  eleuen  of  the  cloke.  And  when 
the  whole  redbns  proponed  by  the  two  forenamed,  were  in  the  iudgement 
of  all  men  fatiffied ;  others  were  required,  and  had  place  giuen  them  to 
propone  their  ailments  alfo,  which  was  done  in  good  order,  and  with 
luch  modeltie  as  could  be  withed. 

The  Archbifliop  defired  thefe  of  the  Conference,  to  giue  their  iudgement 
in  the  matter  reafoned.  They  opponed,  that  the  cuftome  was  not  to  vote 
in  Conference  any  matter,  before  it  were  brought  to  the  full  Affembly  ; 
but  it  was  proued  otherwife  by  thefe  who  had  frequented  the  Aflemblies, 
both  of  old  and  in  the  latter  times  ;  as  likewife  it  was  told  them,  that  thefe 
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Conferences  refembled  the  meeting'  of  the  Lords  of  Articles  in  Parliament, 
where  matters  are  accuflomed  to  bee  prepared  and  put  in  order,  before 
they  bee  proponed  to  the  whole  State  :  and  that  the  voting  in  Conference 
was  bj  way  of  aduice  onely,  and  not  to  determine ;  the  power  whereof  be- 
longed oaely  to  the  Aflembiy.  This  being  acknowledged  by  the  whole 
number  to  bee  fo,  they  offered  that  were  prefent,  to  giue  their  owne  iudge- 
ment  without  preiudging  the  AQembly ;  as  accordingly  they  did :  The 
whole  number,  fome  ten  or  eleuen  excepted,  dectariog  that  by  the  reafons 
proponed,  or  any  thing  elfe  they  conceiued,  they  could  not  deny,  but  a 
change  might  bee  made  of  the  gefture  in  receiuing  the  holy  Sacrament ; 
and  that  it  Teemed  conuenient  for  the  Church  to  embrace  the  Article  pro- 
poned by  his  Maieftie  about  kneeling,  in  regard  of  his  defire  and  refolution 
to  haue  the  fame  forme  here  eftablilhed. 

After  the  aduice  concluded  to  bee  giuen  to  the  Afiembly  in  this  point,  it 
was  thought  meet,  that  the  Article  prefently  reafoned*  with  the  other  Arti- 
cles proponed  by  his  Maieftie,  Ihould  all  of  them  be  formed  in  the  beft  and 
mofi  agreeable  words  that  could  be  deuifed,  for  remouing  all  offence  that 
might  bee  taken  at  the  fame,  and  no  aduantage  giuen  to  the  aduerfaries  of 
the  Truth:  and  to  thia  effe£i:  were  named  fome  graue  and  wife  Brethren, 
who  were  deGred  to  haue  the  fame  in  readineffe  at  four  of  the  clocke  in  the 
aftemoone  }  it  being  thought  meit,  that  the  full  AlTembly  Ibould  not  meet 
before  Tburfday  again,  at  which  time  all  might  be  prepared. 


Wednefday  at  aftemoone. 

Albeit  the  meeting  of  the  fiill  Affembly  was  defferred  to  the  next  day, 
yet  that  aftemoone,  the  whole  number  thronging  in,  whether  that  they 
were  not  aduertifed  of  the  delay,  or  that  they  delired  to  bee  prefent  with 
the  Conference,  came  thither ;  which  the  Archbilhop  perceiuing,  he  tooke 
occalion  to  excufe  the  delay  of  meeting  with  tbem,  declaring  how  farre  they 
had  proceeded,  and  that  the  Conference  had  committed  the  Articles  to  bee 
formed  vnto  certayne  Brethren,  who  were  at  that  time  to  prefent  tbem  ; 
and  therefore  defired  they  Ihoutd  haue  patience  till  the  morrow,  and  leaue 
the  Conference  for  that  time  by  themfelues,  which  they  did. 

How  foone  they  were  remoued,  tbefe  who  were  appointed  to  forme  the 
Articles,  being  inquired  what  they  bad  done,  anfwered.  That  they  bad 
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formed  the  Article  about  koeeliDg,  but  had  no  leifiire  to  confider  of  the 
refl :  This  being  read,  which  tbey  bad  put  in  forme,  was  veil  liked  of,  and 
they  required  to  haue  the  refl;  in  readinefle  at  the  time  of  the  Aflemblies 
meeting  the  next  day. 

The  reft  of  that  aftemoone  was  fpent  in  the  deuiiing  of  fome  overture 
for  the  reftraining  of  Simony,  to  bee  proponed  to  the  whole  Aflembly, 
which  the  next  day  after  was  by  vniuerfall  confent  allowed  :  As  likewife, 
the  Commifllon  for  the  planting  of  the  Church  of  Edinburgh  i  and  the 
forming  of  the  Booke  of  Common  Prayers  j  and  extra&ing  of  the  Canons 
of  the  Church.    And  thus  ended  this  Conference. 


ThurTday  the  £7  of  Aoguft. 

That  day  being  an  ordinary  day  of  preaching,  a  Sermon  was  made  by 
the  renerend  Father  in  God  William  late  Bilhop  of  Galloway. 

The  AlTembly  being  met  in  full  number,  to  take  fome  conclufion  in  the 
bufineffe,  for  which  they  were  conuened,  after  inuocation  of  the  Name  of 
God,  it  was  declared  Tnto  them,  that  by  the  labours  of  the  Conference  in 
their  private  meetings,  the  Articles  proponed  by  his  Majeflie  were  brought 
and  reduced  into  that  forme,  as  it  refted  for  the  Affembly  to  confider, 
whether  or  not  the  fame  fhould  be  receiued  ia  our  Church ;  and  to  moue 
them  the  rather  to  condefcend,  his  Maieflies  refolution  to  haue  the  Articles 
receiued,  was  declared,  -and  how  no  other  anfwere  could  fatiffie,  but 
granting  of  the  faid  Articles.  They  were  likewife  remembered  of  thetr 
promifes  made  to  bis  MaietUes  felfe  at  Saint  Andrewes,  and  in  the  laft 
Geoerall  Aflembly,  and  had  the  lawfiilnefle,  and  indifferencie  of  Ihefe  mat- 
ters at  length  of  new  expounded  vnto  them  ;  neither  was  any  of  their  com- 
mon  pretexts  left  vnanfwered,  place  being  giuen  to  all  that  would  reafon 
againft  any  one  of  the  Articles,  to  doe  the  iame.  And  while  ibme  of  them 
infifted  by  long  fpeeches  to  haue  a  continuation  made  of  matters  to  another 
AlTembly,  luid  a  fuppltcation  fent  to  his  Majeflie  for  fome  longer  delay,  his 
Highneffe  Commifiioners  hauing  vrged  a  prefent  anfwere,  they  were  defired 
to  ceafe,  and  not  to  triffle  time  with  rnnecelTary  ipeecbes,  feeing  matters 
ihould  receiue  decifion  before  they  went  foorth  of  doores. 

Doctor  Lindfey  his  anfwere,  being  pofed  on  confcience  to  declare  bis 
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iudg^emeat  touchiog  kneeling^  at  tbe  Sacrament,  was  this,  Oa  mj  confcience 
I  neither  know  Scripture,  reafoa,  nor  antlquitie,  that  enforceth  kneeling, 
fitting,  ftanding,  or  pafling,  as  neceffary ;  but  tfainke  them  all  indifferent : 
and  therefore,  that  any  of  them  maj  bee  lawfully  vfed,  when  it  is  found 
expedient.  And  conGdering  nothing  to  be  more  expedient  for  tbe  weale 
of  our  Church,  then  to  keepe  peace  with  our  gracious  Soueratgne,  and  not 
to  contend  for  fuch  matters,  I  iudge,  yeelding  to  his  Highae0e  delire  to 
bee  the  onely  befl. 

Tbe  Minillers  with  modeft  importunity  infifted,  that  tbe  matters  depend- 
ing might  be  better  cleared  by  farther  reafoning  and  adrifement,  fo  much 
the  rather  becaufe  thefe  matters  bad  not  been  reafoned  in  full  AtTembly-^ 
for  tbe  information  of  all  thefe  that  bad  intereft  And  fuppofe  all  this  had 
been  done  in  the  Conference  i  yet  all  was  new  to  the  full  Affembly,  and 
ought  to  be  repeated  and  fully  difcuffed  for  information  of  all  voters. 
Many  Miniflers  had  not  fo  much  as  acce&  to  hear  or  propone  one  argu- 
ment. They  had  no  feats  provided  for  them  aa  the  other  party  had.  After 
much  dealing,  and  many  earneft  fpeaches  and  delires  to  be  heard,  liberty 
was  granted  to  a  fev,  but  with  fuch  checks  and  limitations  to  tbe  party 
that  preffed  to  propone  and  realbn,  that  quickly  they  were  cut  off,  and 
fourly  rebuked ;  rather  borne  down  with  authority,  than  fatiffied  with  rea- 
fon.  His  Majefties  chief  Commiflioner,  Secretary  Hamiltoun,  and  tbe 
Archbilhop  ftraitly  cnjoyned  them,  either  to  propone  a  new  realbn,  or  elfe 
to  hold  their  peace,  when  as  the  argument  had  either  not  been  proponed 
in  Conference,  or  if  proponed  not  anfwered  j  or  if  anfwered,  not  fuffered 
to  be  replyed  to.  In  a  word,  the  Archbilhop  profelTed  plainly,  that  neither 
their  reafoas  nor  their  number  Ihould  carry  away  the  matter.  Thefe  Ar- 
ticles mull  be  concluded,  and  fhoutd  be  concluded  ;  although  there  were 
none  but  the  eleven  Bifliops,  with  the  authority  of  his  Majefties  Com- 
miflioners,  they  Ihall  impofe  them.  Some  vetttation  there  was  about  holy 
dayes ;  but  nothing  fpoken  of  the  three  other  Articles.  The  Kings  chief 
Commiflioner  and  the  Bilhops  refolved  to  end  all  at  this  Seflion. 

The  Miniflers  not  being  permitted  to  realbn,  and  purfue  their  arguments 
verbally  with  fuch  liberty  as  was  requiBt,  and  fearing  preiudice  in  voting, 
gave  in  fome  Articles  in  writt,  to  be  conGdered  before  the  five  Articles 
were  put  to  voting,  profelfing  they  were  ready  to  prefent  in  writt  particu- 
lar reafoDS  againll  every  one  of  the  faid  Articles.  The  prefenter  Mr  John 
Scringeour  Minister  at  Kinghome  was  commanded  to  fubfcribe  them,  and 
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was  rebuked  as  not  baTing*  ComtniQlon.  They  fulpe&ed  he  was  to  prefent 
a  Froteftation  againft  the  proceedings  of  the  Aflembly ;  for  preventing 
whereof  thej  bad  declaimed  before  againft  the  Froteftation,  fubfcribed  at 
the  laft  Parliament,  as  treafonable  and  feditious.  But  when  he  was  per- 
ceived to  ieek  a  pen  to  fubfcribe,  the  Archbifliop  receiued  them  out  of  his 
hands,  and  deGred  the  Clerk  of  the  Aftembly  to  read  the  fame.  Two  of 
them  were  read,  and  when  tbey  were  percelued  to  contain  no  matter  of 
moment,  or  anj  new  thing,  which  had  not  been  before  talked  of,  they  were 
caft  by,  as  not  deferuing  any  conGderation. 


The  Articles  prefented  to  the  Aflembly,  Auguft  37.    With  fome 
quotations^  added  for  confirmation. 

For  as  much  as  we  baue  been  debarred  of  acceffe,  and  from  bearing  the 
proceedings  of  the  Conference,  their  reafonings,  confultations  and  aduife- 
ments,  anent  the  Articles  proponed  to  this  General  Aflembly ;  whereof  all, 
and  euery  one  of  them  fo  nearly  touches  vs,  in  our  Cbriftian  refolution, 
and  offices  of  our  Miniftry  :  in  moft  humble  manner  wee  prefent  to  your 
Gonfideration  the  particulars  hereafter  fpecified,  in  the  feare  of  God,  intreat- 
ing  your  favourable  anftvere  to  the  fame. 

1.  The  articles  proponed,  if  they  be  concluded,  they  doe  innouate,  and 
bring  vnder  the  flander  of  change  the  eftate  of  this  Church,  fo  aduifedly 
eftabliOied  by  Eccleliafticall  Conftitutions,  A£ls  of  Parliament,  approbation 
of  other  Kirka,  and  good  liking  of  the  befi  reformed  Kirks  without  and 
within  this  Kingdome.  and  fo  euidently  blefled  with  happy  fuccelle,  and 
fenfible  experience  of  Gods  greateft  benefits,  by  the  fpace  of  fiftie  eight 
yeares  and  aboue ;  fo  that  wee  may  boldly  fay  to  the  praife  of  God,  That 
no  Church  hath  enioyed  the  truth  and  puritie  of  Religion  in  larger  libertie. 
And  vpon  fome  fuch  confiderations,  it  pleafed  his  gracious  Maieftie  to 
continue  the  Church  of  England  in  her  eftablilhed  eflate,  as  may  bee  feene 
in  the  Conference  at  Hampton  Court,  and  Thomas  Sparke  bia  booke  writ- 
ten  thereupon.  Ip(a  quippe  mutatio,  etiam  quae  a^uuat  vtilitate,  nouitate 
perturbat :  quapropter  quae  utilis  non  eft,  perturbatione  infru£tuofa  confe- 
quenter  nozia  eft,  laith  Auguftine,  Epift.  118.  that  is,  Euen  a  change  that 
is  helpefull  for  vtilitie,  perturbetb  with  the  noueltie :  Wherefore,  confe- 
quently,  a  change  that  ia  not  profitable,  is  ooyfome  through  fruitlefie  per- 
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turbation.    Rather  a  Church  with  fome  fault  then  fbll  a  change,  it  ii  laid 
Id  the  Conference  at  Hampton  Court. 

9,  The  receiuing  agune  of  thefe  Articles  fo  iuflly  reieAed,  and  fo  care- 
fullj  and  long  kept  forth  of  this  Kirk,  grieueth  the  reformed  Frofeflbuis 
tenderlj  affected  to  our  reformation,  and  giuetfa  occafion  to  our  aduerfa- 
ries  to  reproue  our  feparation  from  them,  of  raOineffe,  leuitie  and  incon- 
flancie ;  and  not  onlj  bindereth  their  conuerGon,  but  flrengthneth  their 
hope  of  our  further  conformitie  with  them.  Quoties  non  mutarunt  fuam 
quifque  fententiam  ?  Quod  aedificant  hodie,  eras  deftruunt ;  hodie  lapi- 
dem  locant  in  fundamentum,  caementoque  confirmant,  quern  poftero  die 
eruunt  et  conterunt.  Ubique  rerocationes,  emendationes,  nori  foetus,  aliae 
atque  aliae,  quoties  nova  featentia  placet,  affertiones :  alius  deturbat  alium, 
confuOo  confufioni  permifcetur ;  atque  interim  fcinditur  incertum  fhidia  in 
contraria  Tulgus.  Nee  adhuc  cemimus  aliud  ;  et  quia  niG  mente  captus 
dicat,  ifiiufmodi  artifices  reaedificare  Ecclefiaco  Dei  i  quibua  omnia  incerta, 
fluxa*  inftabiiia,  contraria ;  quibus  nulla  dogmatum  conftantia,  nulla  ani- 
monim  confenfio  ?  Antidtdagma  Coloniens.  Fag.  4.  That  is.  How  oft 
bare  they  not  cbanged  erery  one  their  opinion  ?  That  which  they  build  to 
day,  they  demolifli  to  morrow  :  They  place  this  day  a  ftone  for  a  founda- 
tion, and  make  it  fure  with  mortar,  which  they  puU  up  the  day  following, 
and  bruife  in  pieces.  Every  where  there  is  revocations,  corre£iionB,  new 
births,  diverfe  aiTertions,  as  oft  as  a  new  opinion  pleafeth  any  of  them  ; 
one  throweth  doun  another }  confulion  is  mingled  with  confuiion ;  and  ia 
the  mean  time  the  doubtiul  vulgar  are  fevered  in  contrary  fa^ioiu.  Nei- 
ther yet  doe  we  perceive  any  other  thing  :  And  who  will  lay,  except  fuch 
an  one  is  belide  bimfelf,  that  fuch  artifans  reedifie  the  Kirk  of  God,  to  whom 
all  things  are  uncertain,  flowing,  unftable,  contrarious,  who  have  no  con- 
fiancy  in  the  heads  of  Doctrine,  no  confent  of  minds  ? 

S.  They  cannot  fland  in  one  profeOion  with  brotherly  kindnefs,  peace, 
and  loue,  which  mufl  bee  tenderly  kept  amongft  the  members  of  Chrifts 
body,  as  the  fame  conlilleth  of  ftronger  and  more  infinne  ;  as  may  appears 
in  the  Apoflolicall  Rules  following.  1.  All  things  are  lawfull  to  me,  but 
all  things  are  not  profitable.  I  may  doe  all  things,  but  I  will  not  be 
brought  vnder  the  power  of  any  thing.  2.  Let  every  man  be  fully  per- 
fwaded  in  hia  own  minde.  S.  Whatfoeuer  is  not  of  faith  is  fin.  1.  Leteuery 
one  vnderlland  according  to  fobriety,  as  God  hath  dealt  to  euery  man  the 
meafure  of  faith.    S.  Take  heed,  left  by  any  means  this  power  of  yours  be 
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an  occafioD  of  falling  to  them  tbat  are  weak.  6.  Through  thy  knowledge 
fliall  thy  weak  brother  fall,  for  whom  Chrifi  died.  7.  When  je  0a  agaiaft 
the  brethren,  and  wound  their  weak  confciencee,  ye  tin  againfi  Cbrift. 
8.  Wbatfoeuer  ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of  God.  9.  Giue  no  offence, 
neither  to  the  Jew,  nor  to  the  Gredan,  nor  to  the  Kirk  of  God.  10. 
Keafe  all  men  in  all  things,  not  feeking  your  own  profit,  but  the  profit  of 
many,  that  they  maybe  laved.  11.  Caufe  not  your  commodity  to  be  evil 
fpoken  of.  1%.  Let  all  things  be  done  honeftly,  and  in  order.  Things 
indifferent  (put  the  cafe  mans  iurentionB  were  of  that  nature)  in  the 
cafe  of  fcandal,  ceafe  to  be  indifferent,  and  are  as  things  moral.  Perkins 
Gal.  3.  S. 

4.  They  giue  way  to  humane  inuentions,  and  bring  the  wrong  key 
there,  of  mans  wit  and  will,  within  the  houfe  of  God,  whereby  toyes  and 
triffing  ceremonies  in  number  and  force  are  multiplyed,  as  mens  wits  are 
variable  to  inuent.     Who  reqnireth  tbefe  things  at  your  bauds  ? 

5.  The  admitting  of  fome  openeth  the  doore  to  the  reft,  and  the  multi- 
tude of  fuch  make  rs  inferiour  to  the  Jewes  in  two  refpe^ts.  1.  Thdr 
ceremonies  were  all  divine.  3.  In  number  fewer  then  rituall  ChrifiianB  do 
oblerue  betwixt  the  Pafiche  and  the  Pentecoft.  Gerlbn  complayneth. 
Quod  multitudine  leuilfimarum  ceremonianim  vis  omnis  Spiritus  SanlSi, 
quem  in  nobis  vigere  oportuit,  et  vera  pietas  fit  exdn^ :  That  with  the 
multitude  of  friuolous  ceremonies,  true  pietie  was  eztinguiOied,  and  the 
force  of  the  Spirit,  which  ought  to  be  epowerfull  in  vs.  Jewel.  Apollog. 
p.  116.  Sed  quamvis  hoc  neque  inveniri  poQit,  quomodo  contrafidem  funt, 
ipbm  tamen  Religionem  fervilibus  onerilniB  premuut,  ut  tolerabilior  fit  con- 
cUtio  Judaeonim,  qui,  etiamfi  tempus  lihertatis  non  ag^overint,  le^ibus 
tamen  brcinis,  non  bumanis  praefumptioaibus  fubjiciuutur.  Auguft.  Epift. 
1 19>  Howbeit  it  cannot  bee  found,  how  they  are  contrary  to  the  futh ; 
yet  they  preSe  downe  Religion  it  felfe  with  feruile  burthens,  fo  that  the 
eftate  of  the  Jewes  is  more  tolerable,  who,  howbeit  they  did  not  acknow- 
ledge the  time  of  their  liberty,  are  fubieA  notwithflanding  to  the  bnrtheas 
of  the  Law,  not  to  the  prefumptions  of  man.  Quanto  magis  accedit  cumulo 
rituum  in  Ecclefia,  tanto  magis  detrahitur  non  tantum  libertati  Chrifiianae, 
fed  et  Chriflo,  et  ejus  fideL  Confe&.  Orthod.  Cap.  S7.  that  is.  The  more  that 
the  he^e  of  rites  and  ceremonies  in  the  KiA  increafeth,  the  more  is  dero- 
gated, not  onely  from  Chriftian  libertie,  but  alfo  from  Chrifi,  and  his  faith. 
Learned  and  graue  men  may  like  better  of  the  fingle  forme  of  Policie  in 
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our  Kirk«  then  of  the  many  ceremoniM  of  the  Kirk  of  England.     Epift. 
before  Bafilicon  Doron. 

6.  They  hinder  edificatioD ;  for  how  much  time  aod  leale  Ihall  bee 
fpent  vpon  the  iabringing  and  eftablUhing  of  tfaefe,  aa  much  lelTure  and  op- 
portunity  fliaU  Satan  get  to  fow  and  water  the  tarea  of  ath^iin,  fcbifme, 
poperj,  and  diflention.  Omlider  the  fentencea  following.  1.  Let  us  proceed 
bj  one  rule,  that  we  may  mind  one  thing.  FhlL  3. 16.  S.  Let  ua  follow 
the  truth  in  loue,  and  in  all  thii^  grow  up  in  him,  who  is  the  head,  that 
ia,  Chrift.  Ephes.  4.  IS.  3.  Give  no  place  to  the  Deril.  4.  If  je  be 
otherwife  minded,  God  Ihall  reveal  the  iame  to  you.  5.  Feed  my  iheep. 
6.  Take  heed  unto  yourfelres,  and  unto  the  flock.  7.  Let  no  root  of 
bittemefe  fpring  up  to  trouble  you.  8.  Fulfill  my  joy,  that  ye  may  be  like 
minded,  having  the  Jame  loue,  being  of  one  accord,  and  of  one  ju<^ment, 
that  nothing  be  done  through  contention  and  vain  glory ;  but  thatin  meek- 
nefs  of  mind  every  man  efteem  other  better  than  himfelf.  9.  Do  all  things 
without  murmuring  and  reafoning.  10.  It  waa  needfull  for  me  to  write 
unto  you,  that  ye  iliould  earnefliy  contend  for  the  fwth  which  was  once 
delivered  to  the  Saints.  11.  While  men  Qeept  the  enemy  came,  and  fowed 
his  tares  among  the  wheat,  and  went  his  way. 

7.  Matters  of  that  nature  bring  ineuitably  with  them  difputationa,  divi- 
fions,  contentions,  aa  may  be  feen  in  all  Kirks,  where  fnch  coals  <^  conten- 
tion get  entrie.  The  Pafcha  of  the  Pripiitive  Kirk,  the  Interim  of  Ger- 
many, the  rent  of  the  Kirk  of  England,  our  oun  experience  fince  the  ftrife 
of  the  External  Gubemation  began  among  us,  &c. 

S.  They  bring  a  fen£ble  blot,  either  vpon  the  faappie  memory  of  our 
godly  and  wife  predeceflbrs,  in  fo  farre  as  wee  depart  from  tdiat  reforma- 
tion, fo  wifely  brought  in,  aj^inted  and  eftabliOied  by  them ;  or  elfe  vpon 
our  leluea,  by  refuming  agune  of  dangerous  fuperfluities,  without  reafon, 
reie^d  by  them  for  weighty  and  neoellary  oaiiJea.  Magnum  eft  hoc  Dei 
munus,  quod  una  et  Religtonem  piu'am,  et  eutaxian,  Do£trinae  videlicet 
retinendae  vinculum,  in  Scotiam  intulillis :  Sic  djfeoro  et  obteftor,  haec 
duo  Omul  retinete,  ut,  uno  amiOTo,  altenim  non  diu  permanere  pofle  femper 
memineritia.  Beza  Epift.  to  Mr  Knox.  This  ia  a  great  benefit  of  God, 
that  ye  baue  brought  into  Scotland  true  Religion,  and  good  order,  the 
hand  that  retainetb  Do^cine,  at  ona  Ume  :  So  I  befeech  you  and  obteft^ 
that  you  retaine  thefe  two  together  ;  &  that  ye  remember,  that  if  the  one 
be  loft,  the  oth^  cannot  long  endure.     And  again  hs  ftith,  Quam  r»Ae 
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illudi  quod  difoiplinam  fimul  cum  do^rina  conjun^itis :  Obfeero  et  obteftor 
ut  ita  pergatis,  ne  robia  idem,  quod  tam  multia,  eveniat,  ut  qui  in  limine 
imp^erunti  progredi  non  poffiut ;  imo  etiam  interdum  ne  veliat  quidem* 
quod  longe  mifeirimum  eft.  How  well  waa  that  done,  that  jee  coniojned 
dofirine  and  difcipliue  t<^[ether.  I  befeech  you,  and  obteft,  that  yee  goe 
forward*  left  it  happen  to  you,  wfaicb  baa  be&Ueo  to  many  that  could  not 
make  a  progreffe,  haring  ftumbled  in  the  rery  entry  ;  yea  fometime  were 
not  willing,  which  is  mofi  lamentable. 

Q.  Tbey  fet  loofe  the  filthy  mindee  and  moutbes  of  flelhly  liuera,  to  tri< 
umph  agunft  the  moft  found  and  beft  reformed  Profeflbrs,  and  to  rejoyce 
in  their  rotten  opiniona,  and  refiored  opportunities  of  lenfual  obteruationa 
of  guiGng,  gluttony*  carrella,  &c. 

XO.  Tbey  are  declared  by  this  Church  to  bee  contrary  do^rine,  as  may 
bee  feene  id  the  firft,  lecond,  and  third  Chapters  of  the  firft  booke  of  Dif- 
cipline*  in  thefe  words :  We  iudge  that  all  do£trine  repugnant  to  the 
Euangell*  Ihould  bee  vtterly  fupprefled,  aa  damnable  to  mans  Ikluation. 
In  the  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Teftament  we  affirm  thU  all  things,  ne- 
ceflary  for  the  inftru£lion  of  the  Kirk,  and  to  make  the  man  of  God  per- 
fect, are  coDtained  and  fufficiently  exprelfed.  By  contrary  doctrine,  wee 
vnderftand  whatfoeuer  men  by  Lawes*  Councella*  or  Conftitutions,  baue 
impofed  on  the  confciences  of  men,  without  the  eiq)reJre  commandement  of 
Goda  Word,  as  keeping  of  holy  dayea  commanded  by  man,  the  feaft  of 
Chriftmais,  and  other  feafts,  &c. 

1 1 .  The  Comroiffionera  of  Prelbytriea  here  a0embled,  fufficiently  under- 
ftand,  that  neither  the  Prelbytriea,  fivm  whom  they  have  their  CommiOions, 
nor  the  particular  Churches  of  this  Realme,  either  require,  are  willing,  or 
confent  to  admit  thefe  noTationa.  Confitentur  Tbeologi,  nil  effe  per 
Synodos  Bcclefiis  invitis  obtrudendnm.  Tbe  Diuinea  confeffe,  that  no- 
thing ihould  be  obtruded  vpon  Churches  by  Synods,  againft  their  will. 

12.  Tlie  Commiffionera  of  IVefbytries  here  affembled,  Tnderflanding'  the 
alienation  of  them,  from  whom  tbey  receiued  their  Commiffion,  from  thefe 
Articles,  can  by  no  warrant  bind  nor  oblige  their  Tuwilling  Prefifftries  and 
Congregations  to  their  votes.  EccleGam  diffentientem  et  inuitam  obligare 
quis  poteft  ?  Who  can  binde  a  Kirk  difaflienting  and  rnwilling  ? 

13.  There  ftaad  in  force  diuerfe  A3;s  of  Parliament  in  fauours  of  our 
prefent  order,  Jacob.  6.  Pari.  1.  cap.  8.  Ja.  6.  Pari.  6.  cap.  68.  and  cap.  69. 
Item,  the  firft  Aa  of  tbe  Fbrliament  1592. 
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14.  The  Miniftere  of  this  Church,  by  order  of  the  fame  printed  and  io- 
ferted  before  the  Ffaline  Booke,  at  th«r  admifliona  refpe£liu£,  promifa  in  the 
prefence  of  God,  and  of  the  Congi^ation  aflembled*  to  abhorra  and  vtterljr 
refufe  all  DoArine  alledgvd  neceflary  to  faluation,  that  is  not  ezpreOIj  con- 
tained in  the  Old  and  New  Teflsment ;  and  according  to  the  graces  and 

.utterances  that  God  Ihall  grant  to  them,  to  profels,  inftni£t.  and  maintain 
the  purity  of  the  Do^rine  contained  in  the  facred  Word  of  God  ;  and  to 
the  uttermoft  of  their  power  to  gainftand  and  conrince  the  gainfayers,  and 
teachers  of  mens  inventions.  Item,  To  fubmitt  themfelves  mod  willingly 
to  the  wholfome  Difcipline  of  this  Kirk,  by  the  which  they  were  then 
called  to  their  office  and  charge,  promifling  in  Gods  profence  obedience  to 
all  admonitions,  fecretly  or  publickly  given,  &c. 

15.  The  Subfcribers  of  the  Confeffion  of  Faith  be  their  oath  therein 
contuned,  promife  and  fweare  to  continue  in  the  obedience  of  tbe  doctrine 
and  difcipline  of  this  Church,  and  to  defend  the  fame  according  to  their 
vocation  and  power  all  the  days  of  their  Hues,  under  the  pains  contained 
in  the  Law,  and  danger  both  of  body  and  foul  in  the  day  of  Gods  fearful! 
judgment :  and  to  abhorre  and  deteft  all  contrary  religions ;  but  chiefly  all 
kind  of  Papiftry  in  general,  even  as  they  are  now  damned  and  confuted 
by  tbe  Word  of  God,  and  Kirk  of  Scotland  :  but  in  fpecial  tbe  Popes  five 
baflard  Sacraments,  whereof  Confirmation  ia  one  ;  with  all  rites,  ceremo- 
nies, and  falfe  doctrines,  added  to  the  true  Sacraments  without  the  Word 
of  God }  his  abfolute  necei£ty  of  Baptifm,  &c.  Which  Confeflion,  and 
practice  following  thereupon,  is  come  to  tbe  eyes  of  the  World  in  print, 
and  folemnly  renewed  in  the  Covenant  celebrated  in  tbe  General  and 
Provincial  Aflembltes,  Prefbytries,  and  Kirk  SelGons,  in  the  year  of  God 
1596.  And  bow  fiudi  any  man  be  beard  to  fpeak  againll  that  whereunto 
he  bath  formerly  fwom  and  fubfcribed  ? 

The  Minifters  moft  humbly  and  eameftly  requiefted  the  Kings  Com- 
milDoners,  that  the  concluding  of  the  Articles  might  be  continued,  till 
their  reafons  were  fent  in  writt  to  his  MajeAy,  and  hia  anfwer  returned. 
But  their  humble  requieft  was  refiifed. 

Before  the  roll  was  called,  hia  Majefties  Letter  was  read  againe  in  open 
audience  of  the  Aflembly  ;  to  the  end  they  mi^t  fee  bis  earnefinefs  about 
the  fame  matters,  and  the  laft  impreffion  might  incline  tbe  voters  to 
confent. 
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The  Minifters,  defenders  of  the  eflablUhed  order,  required  agaiiit  that 
none  might  have  place  to  rote,  but  fach  as  were  authorized  with  lawfbll 
CommilEon.  But  this  order  was  not  admitted :  Yea,  the  Archbifliop  an- 
fwered,  that  if  all  Scotland  were  prefent  there,  they  fhould  vote. 

It  was  defired  by  feme.  That  the  Articles  might  be  fenerally  voted,  as 
many  would  agree  to  fome  of  them,  who  would  not  accept  of  all :  But  it 
was  thought  meetefl  to  vote  them  in  cumulo,  becaufe  the  denying  of  one 
would  be  to  his  Mueflie,  aa  the  denying  of  all. 

The  Archbifliop  tooli  the  roll  of  the  names  in  his  own  hand  from  the 
Clerk,  ^rfl,  were  called  the  Kings  CommiJIionerB  and  the  AflefTorB ;  then 
the  Noblemen,  Billiopa,  and  Barons ;  then  the  Do^rs  and  Minifters ;  and 
laft  of  all  the  Bui^fles. 

In  end,  by  plurality  of  votes  the  fiue  ArUcles  were  concluded. 

1.  Seing  we  are  commanded  by  God  himfelf,  that  when  wee  come  to 
woHhip  him,  we  fall  doun  and  kneel  before  the  Lord  our  Maker  ;  and  con> 
fiddering  withall,  that  there  is  no  part  of  divine  worfhip  more  heavenly 
and  fpiritual,  then  is  the  holy  receiving  of  the  bleffed  body  and  blood  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jefus  Cbrift ;  like  as  the  mofi  humble  and  reverend 
gefture  of  the  body,  in  our  meditation  and  lifting  up  of  our  hearts,  beft  be- 
cometh  fo  divine  and  facred  an  a£tion  :  Therefor,  notwithftanding  that  our 
Kirk  bath  ufed,  flnce  the  Reformation  of  Religion,  to  celebrate  the  holy 
Communion  to  the  people  fitting,  by  reafon  of  the  great  abufe  of  kneeling 
ufed  in  the  idolatrous  woribip  of  the  Sacrament  by  the  Papifls :  yet  now 
feeing  all  memory  of  by  paft  fuperllition  is  pail ;  in  reverence  of  God,  and 
in  due  r^ard  of  fo  divine  a  myfiery,  and  in  remembrance  of  fo  myftical 
an  union  as  we  are  made  partakers  of,  the  Affembly  tbinketh  good,  that 
that  blelTed  Sacrament  be  celebrat  hereafter  meekly  and  reverently  upon 
their  knees. 

9.  Item,  If  any  good  Chiiflian  vifited  with  long  ficknels,  and  known  to 
the  Paftor,  by  reafon  of  his  prefent  infirmity,  unable  to  refort  to  the  Kirk 
for  receiving  of  the  holy  Communion ;  or  being  fick  fliall  declare  to  the 
Paflor  upon  his  confcieni^e,  that  be  thinks  his  ficknefs  to  be  deadly,  and 
fhal)  eameftly  delire  to  receive  the  fame  in  bis  houfe,  the  Minifter  Ihall 
not  deny  to  him  fo  great  a  comfort,  lawfull  warning  being  given  to  him  the 
night  before  ;  and  that  there  be  three  or  four  of  good  religion  and  conver- 
fation,  free  of  lawfull  impediments,  prefent  with  the  fick  peHbn,  to  com- 
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municat  with  bim ;  who  muft  alfo  proride  a  cooTeiuent  pkce  in  bis  houfe» 
and  all  things  neceflary  for  the  reverend  adminiftration  thereof,  according 
to  the  order  prefcribed  in  the  Kiik. 

3.  Item  the  Minifter  fliaU  often  admonifli  the  people,  that  they  deferr 
not  the  baptizing  of  infants  any  tonger  then  the  next  Lords  day  after  the 
child  be  borne,  unlefs  upon  a  great  and  reafonable  caufe  declared  to  the 
Minifter,  and  by  bim  approved  :  As  alfo  they  fhall  vam  them,  that  with- 
out great  caufe  they  procure  not  their  children  to  be  baptized  at  home  in 
their  boufes.  But  when  great  need  ihall  compell  them  to  baptize  in  privat 
houfes,  (in  which  cafe  the  Minifter  fhall  not  refufe  to  doe  it,  upon  the 
knowledge  of  tfae  great  need,  and  being  timely  required  thereto,)  the  bap- 
ttfm  Ihall  be  miniftred  after  the  fame  forme,  as  it  fliould  have  been  in  the 
congr^ation  :  and  the  Minifter  ihall  the  next  Lords  day  after  any  fuch 
privat  baptifm,  declare  in  the  Kirk,  that  the  in&nt  was  baptized,  and  there- 
for ought  to  be  received  as  one  of  the  true  flock  of  Chri^  fold. 

4.  Item,  For  as  much  as  one  of  the  moft  fpecial  means  for  flaying  the 
increafe  of  Popery,  and  fettling  of  true  Religion  in  the  hearts  of  tfae  people 
is,  that  a  fpecial  care  be  taken  of  the  trial  of  young  children  their  educa- 
tion, and  how  they  are  catechized  ;  which  in  time  of  the  Primitive  Kirk 
was  moft  carefully  attended,  as  being  moft  profitable  to  caafe  young  chil- 
dren, in  their  tender  years,  drink  in  the  knowledge  of  God  and  his  reli- 
gion ;  but  is  now  altf^ther  negle£ted,  in  refpe€t  of  the  great  abufe  and 
errouFB  which  creept  into  the  Popifli  Kirk,  by  making  thereof  a  Sacrament 
of  Confirmation  :  Therefor,  that  all  fuperflitionB  huilded  thereupon  may 
be  refcinded,  and  that  the  matter  itfelf  being  moft  necellary  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  youth,  may  be  reduced  to  the  primitive  integrity,  it  is  thought 
good,  that  the  Minifter  in  every  paroch  fliall  catechize  all  young  children 
of  eight  years  of  age,  and  fee  that  they  have  the  knowledge,  and  be  able  to 
make  rehearfal  of  the  Lords  Prayer,  the  Belief,  and  ten  Commandments, 
with  anfwers  to  the  queflions  of  the  fmall  Catechifm  ufed  in  our  Kirk : 
And  that  every  Bifttop  in  his  vifitation  fliall  cenfure  the  Minifter,  iriio  fliall 
be  found  remife  therein  i  and  the  laid  Bilhops  fliall  caufe  the  (aid  children 
to  be  prefented  before  them,  and  bleis  them  with  prayer  for  increafe  of 
.  their  knowledge,  and  continuance  of  Goda  heavenly  graces  with  every  one 

of  them. 

5.  Item,  As  we  abhor  the  fuperflitious  obfervation  of  Feftivall  dayes  by 
the  Papifts,  and  deteft  all  licentious  and  profane  abufe  thereof  by  the  com- 
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mon  fort  of  profeflbrs  ;  fo  we  think,  that  the  iDeflimable  benefits,  receivit 
from  God  b^  our  L#ord  Jefus  Chrift  his  Birth,  Pallion,  Refurre£fcion,  Af- 
cenfioD,  and  Sending  down  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  were  cotamendably  and 
godly  remembered  at  certain  particular  dayes  and  times,  by  the  whole  Kirk 
of  the  world,  and  may  be  alfo  now :  Therefor  the  AQembly  ordains,  that 
every  Minifter  Ihall  upon  tbefe  dayes  hsTe  the  commemoration  of  the  fore- 
laid  ineftimable  benefits ;  and  make  choife  of  fereral  and  pertinent  terts 
of  Scripture,  and  frame  their  do£lrine  and  exhortation  thereto  ;  and  rebuke 
all  fuperftitious  obfervation  and  licentious  profanation  thereof. 

The  Bifliop  proponed  an  A&.  to  be  made,  that  all  Miuifters  at  their 
admiOion  fhould  fweer,  that  they  have  made  no  privat  pa3:ioD  for  diminu- 
tion of  the  ftipenda,  modified  be  the  Commiflioners  appointed  be  the  Par- 
liament.
